The  hope  cherished  by  Mrs.  Job- 
son  and  mvself,  after  retiring  from 
active  service  in  Africa  in  March, 
1961,  was  that  some  day  we  might 
return  to  the  field  for  a  short  term 
of  service  while  we  still  had  sood 
health  and  sufficient  strength  to 
make  a  fruitful  contribution  to  the 
African  churches.  We  prayed  to  that 
end  and  waited  upon  the  Lord  for 
His  answer. 

Our  longing  to  see  the  African 
Christians  again  was  not  that  we 
might  have  a  visit  of  self  gratification, 
but  that  we  might  minister  the  Word 
of  God  to  them  one  more  time  and, 
as  the  apostle  Paul  would  say,  impart 
to  them  some  spiritual  gift  to  the  end 
that  they  might  be  established. 

God  granted  that  desire,  and  on 
the  invitation  of  the  missionaries  we 
returned  to  the  Central  African  Re- 
public in  June,  1965. 

We  were  welcomed  by  African 
Christians  and  missionaries.  It  was 
a  blessed  reunion.  The  mission  in 
Bangui  now  has  a  new  structure 
which  provides  adequate  accommoda- 
tions for  the  ever-increasing  number 
of  missionaries  passing  through  the 
city,  but  we  were  received  by  the 
Williamses  in  the  original  residence 
where  we  lived  while  serving  the 
Lord  in  Bangui,  and  were  given  the 
very  bedroom  we  always  occupied. 
This  made  us  feel  at  at  home  imme- 
diately. 

On  the  Lord's  Day  we  worshiped 
in  the  Bangui  church  and  ministered 
the  Word  to  that  large  congregation. 
I  recognized  hundreds  of  faithful 
believers,  who  have  not  only  stood 
true  to  the  Lord  but  who  have  grown 

o 

in  orace  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
Him.  My  heart  was  filled  with  grati- 
tude to  the  Lord  for  this  sight  of 
abiding  fruit. 

After  a  few  days  wdth  the  breth- 
ren in  Bangui,  we  went  north  240 
miles  to  Bible  Center,  located  five 
miles  east  of  Bozoum.  The  mission- 
aries had  a  furnished  apartment 
ready  for  us,  and  we  settled  dovwi  for 
the  duration  of  our  stay. 

As  you  might  well  imagine,  there 
were  many  and  varied  opportunities 
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to  serve  the  Lord,  not  only  at  Bible 
Center  but  also  in  the  villages  near 
and  far  as  we  moved  among  the 
Africans  and  ministered  the  Word 
to  them.  We  would  like  to  share 
some  of  these  experiences  with  you. 

Bible  Institute  and 
School  of  Theology 

The  main  thrust  of  our  ministry 
was  teaching  in  the  Bible  Institute 
and  the  School  of  Theology,  both 
located  at  Bible  Center.  We  taught 
two  semesters  in  each.  This  was  the 
realization  of  a  long-standing  desire 
to  make  a  further  contribution  to  the 
training  of  workers  for  the  African 
churches.  Having  no  other  respon- 
sibilities, I  was  able  to  give  myself  to 
preparation  of  heart  and  lesson  for 
the  teaching  of  the  Scriptures.  The 
interest  and  earnestness  of  the  stu- 
dents made  teaching  a  blessed  and 
rewarding  experience.  Training  com- 
petent leaders  for  the  African 
churches  must  continue  to  have  high 
priority  for  a  long  time  to  come. 

It  was  a  distinct  privilege  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  graduation  exercises 
at  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  No- 
vember. For  the  School  of  Theolog}' 
this  was  the  first  class  to  be  grad- 
uated. Eight  men  completed  the 
three-year  course,  which  was  taught 
in  French.  The  eisht  are  now  serv- 
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ing  the  Lord  in  the  following  places 
of  responsibility  in  the  African 
churches:  (1)  pastor  of  the  Yaloke 
church  and  chaplain  of  Gribble  Me- 
morial High  School;  (2)  assistant  pas- 
tor of  First  Church,  Bossangoa;  (3) 
pastor  of  Second  Church,  Bossa- 
ngoa; (4)  assistant  pastor  in  Bangui; 
led  the  singing  for  Weaver  evan- 
gelistic  campaign;  (5)  assistant  pastor 
in  Garoua,  Cameroun;  (6)  j)astor  of 
his  home  church;  (7)  in  nurses  train- 
ing to  become  a  medical  evangelist; 
and  (8)  a  Bible  teacher  and  colpor- 
teur in  the  Bangui  church. 

I  do  not  know  how  you  react  to 
this  list,  but  our  hearts  are  thrilled 
to  see  well-trained  and  dedicated  men 
being  made  available  for  service  in 
the  African  churches.  This  is  one  of 
their  greatest  needs.   Pray  earnestly

that  more  young  men  may  come  to 
the  School  of  Theology  to  prepare 
for  the  Lord's  service. 

Special  Meetings 

Since  Mrs.  Jobson  and  I  had  spent 
33  years  of  our  missionary  service  in 
the  area  of  Bozoum,  where  the  Bible 
Center  is  located,  we  greatly  enjoyed 
visiting  again  the  many  churches  and 
villages  in  that  part  of  the  country. 
Our  hearts  were  heavy,  however,  as 
we  observed  worldliness,  love  of  ma- 
terial things,  apathy  toward  church 
attendance,  and  lack  of  prayer  and 
Bible  study  in  the  lives  of  so  many 
who  one  time  walked  close  to  the 
Lord.  Obviously,  there  was  need  for 
revival  among  professing  Christians. 
Burdened  for  this  condition,  we  made 
weekend  trips  to  village  churches, 
preaching  the  Word  and  calling  men 
to  repentance.  The  Lord  blessed  His 
Word,  as  He  always  does,  and  we 
had  the  joy  of  seeing  hundreds  come 
forward  to  confess  sin  and  rededicate 
their  lives  to  Him.  In  one  service 
purposely  arranged  for  those  who 
were  walking  afar  off,  60  came  for- 
ward  to  get  right  with  the  Lord. 

Yatenzi,  who  came  to  Christ  in 
the  early  twenties  but  had  been  out 
of  fellowship  with  the  Lord  and  the 
church  for  many  years,  made  a  full 
and  sincere  confession  of  his  coldness 
and  sin.  He  was  reinstated  in  mem- 
bership before  we  left  the  field,  and 


took  communion   for  the   first  time 
in  almost  thirty  years. 

While  our  main  thrust  was  toward 
"backsliders,"  yet  God  also  spoke  to 
the  lost.  Yolowandji,  who  met  us  in 
Bangui  in  1921,  had  not  yet  accept- 
ed Christ  as  his  Saviour  when  we 
left  the  field  in  1961.  But  upon  our 
return  this  time  he  came  to  Christ 
with  all  of  his  heart  and  is  now  re- 
joicing in  his  salvation.  Yassalandji, 
one  of  the  most  respected  men  in  his 
village,  vyho  worked  as  a  mason  on 
the  first  brick  church  in  the  area, 
had  consistently  refused  my  pleading 
for  him  to  accept  Christ.  But  even  he 
came  forward  one  Sunday  morning 
and  unloaded  his  burden  of  sin.  He 
had  heard  the  Gospel  for  44  years! 
Praise  the  Lord.  His  grandson,  a 
second-year  student  in  the  Bible  In- 
stitute, was  with  me  the  day  that  his 
grandfather  came  forward.  Tears  of 
joy  flowed  freely. 

Farther  Afield 

The  wonderful  response  in  the 
churches  around  Bozoum  fired  us 
with  a  zeal  to  reach  other  Brethren 
churches  in  other  parts  of  the 
C.A.R.  So,  during  school  vacation  we 
traveled  far  and  wide  ministering  to 
most  of  the  larger  churches  in  the 
countrv',  including  those  in  the  Re- 
public of  the  Chad.  We  still  directed 
our  messages  to  the  members,  where 
the  need  was  apparent,  and  hundreds 
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Young  men  preparing  to  enter 
the  School  of  Theology. 

came    to   get    right    with    the    Lord, 
making  decisions  to  hve  for  Him. 

At  one  church  in  the  Chad  ten 
members  came  forward  during  the 
first  stanza  of  the  invitation  hymn. 
The  pastor  did  not  lead  into  the  sec- 
ond stanza.  When  I  looked  over  his 
way,  he  was  in  tears  of  joy  and 
emotionally  unable  to  go  on  with 
the  singing.  I  took  over,  and  when  we 
closed  31  were  standing  there  silent- 
ly before  the  Lord.  Then  the  pastor 
went  into  action  and  took  them  all 
aside  for  questioning.  When  I  asked 
him  about  his  reaction,  he  said  that 
this  was  what  he  had  been  praying 
for  for  a  long  time. 

Other    Opportunities 

Among  the  other  opportunities 
that  opened  to  us,  we  should  men- 
tion our  attendance  at  the  general 
conference  held  at  Bocaranga.  Elder 
Andre  Ngouyombo  was  an  able 
moderator,  and  it  was  evident  that 
considerable  progress  had  been  made 
since  the  first  annual  conference  in 


1958.  Excellent  programs  by  the 
Women's  Missionarv  Council,  Sister- 
hood of  Mary  and  Martha,  and  Bovs 
Brigade  added  color  and  interest.  The 
outstanding  message  was  given  by 
Mr.  Job  DoH,  a  dedicated  Bible 
teacher  who  was  a  leper  but  whose 
disease  has  now  been  arrested.  We 
all  felt  the  probing  of  the  Spirit  as 
this  dear  brother  exhorted  us  to  a 
closer  walk  with  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Mrs.  Jobson  was  happy  for  the 
opportunity  of  renewing  fellowship 
with  the  WMC  at  Bozoum,  where 
she  organized  the  first  council  -many 
years  ago.  There  are  still  a  few  of 
the  charter  members  who  attend 
faithfullv.  She  met  with  them  every 
week  for  several  months. 

At  the  midyear  meeting  of  the 
ministerium,  held  at  Bossangoa,  I 
had  the  opportunity  of  giving  to 
the  ministers  three  messages,  con- 
stituting my  challenge  to  them  to 
make  full  proof  of  their  ministry  in 
the  light  of  the  judgment  seat  of 
Christ. 

One  further  opportunity  came  my 
way,  and  that  was  to  teach  an  after- 
noon Bible  class  once  a  week  in  the 
Bozoum  high  school.  There  were 
100  students;  half  of  them  were 
Protestants,  and  35  attended  the  class. 
Several  are  sons  of  Brethren  pastors. 
All  public  schools  in  the  C.A.R.  are 
open  for  such  classes.  This  is  a 
unique  opportunity  which  we  cannot 
fully  embrace  because  neither  the 
mission  nor  the  African  church  has 
a  sufficient  number  of  teachers  to 
meet  the  challenge. 

Isle  of  Patmos 

The  crowning  event  before  we  left 
the  field  was  the  retreat  on  Patmos. 
The  missionary  men  invited  the 
ordained  African  pastors  (there  are 
about  55  of  them)  to  a  retreat  where 
we  could  all  discuss  freely  and 
frankly  the  many  problems  created 
by  present-day  events  and  affecting 
directly  or  indirectly  the  African 
churches. 

For  this  retreat  Brother  Martin 
Garber  chose  an  island  in  the  Ouham 
River  and  named  it  Patmos.  Here  we 
all  camped  for  several  days,  using 
tent    and    tarpaulins    as    protection

And  now  the  short  term  that  we 
longed  and  prayed  for  is  past.  We 
praise  the  Lord  who  made  it  possible, 
and  we  thank  all  who  planned  and 
prayed  and  participated  in  it  with 
us.  We  commit  to  Him  the  ministry 
accomplished  in  His  Name.  May  it 
have  lasting  effects  for  His  glory. 

We  are  far  removed  from  those 
African  brethren,  but  when  we  close 
our  eyes  in  prayer  we  are  with  them 
in  the  spirit,  joying  and  beholding 
their  order,  and  the  steadfastness  of 
their  faith  in  Christ.  T 
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from  the  sun  and  rain.  Here  we 
listened  to  the  Word,  united  our 
hearts  in  prayer,  discussed  forward 
moves,  and  sought  the  Lord's  will 
and  guidance  for  the  days  that  lie 
ahead.  It  was  the  week  before  Pente- 
cost. What  an  appropriate  time!  We 
were  reminded  of  our  need  of  a  fresh 
infilling  of  the  blessed  Holy  Spirit. 
As  we  were  sobered  by  our  need, 
we  all  dedicated  ourselves  anew  to 
the  direction  of  the  Spirit  for  the 
unfinished  task  in  the  C.A.R.  and 
the  Chad.

"Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again,  Peace  be  unto  you;  as  mv  Father  hath 
sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you"  (John  20:21). 

When  God  saved  me,  He  spoke  to  me  about  foreign  missions.  I  am  very 
thankful  that  God  is  allowing  me  to  ser\'e  under  the  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Brethren  Church. 

As  Dorothy  and  I  and  our  four  children  look  forward  to  working  in  Brazil, 
#  #■  we  remember  a  time  over  a  year  ago  when  we  submitted  our  application  to 
^  '    the  board.  Then  there  was  a  dedication  service  on  the  last  Sunday  of  na- 
tional conference  this  past  summer.  This  fall  God  opened  the  way  for  par- 
ticipation in  missionarv  conferences  in  some  of  our  churches  in  the  East. 

Now  Brazil  really  seems  near  as  we  build  the  last  crates  and  fill  the  last 
barrels.  We  have  the  children  stand  on  the  lids  to  compress  the  contents. 
We  are  making  final  decisions  as  to  \\hat  to  take  and  what  to  leave. 

Our  ministry  will  be  a  spiritual  one,  but  a  mechanical  one  also,  and  we  are 
packing  many  tools.  Only  the  Lord  knows  just  what  we  need,  and  He  is 
leading  us  as  we  pack  barrels  and  crates. 

Brazil  will  soon  be  our  new  home-a  land  of  challenge,  a  new  language 
(Portuguese),  a  new  people,  new  sights,  and  new  sounds.  But  this  is  a  land 
of  soul's  for  whom  Christ  died.  Yes,  the  people  are  new,  but  their  needs  are- 
as old  as  a  race  of  sinful  men.  We  are  going  with  the  old  message  of  salva 
tion  through  the  shed  blood  of  Jesus  Christ.  Yet,  this  message  is  completely 
new  to  those  who  have  never  heard  it! 

"For  the  love  of  Christ  constraineth  us;  because  we  thus  judge,  that  if  one 
died  for  all,  then  were  all  dead:  and  that  he  died  for  all,  that  thev  which 
live  should  not  henceforth  live  unto  themselves,  but  unto  him  which  died  for 
them,  and  rose  again"  (II  Cor.  5:14-15). 

God  has  called  us  to  do  a  work  for  Him  in  Brazil.  Pray  with  us  that  we 
mav  learn  Portuguese  soon  and  that  we  may  communicate  effectively  with 
these  people. 
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ARGENTINA 


It's  good  to  be  back  on  the  field! 
The  past  month  has  given  us  some 
opportunity  to  look  around  and  see 
what  is  going  on.  "Very  encouraging" 
is  my  reaction.  In  spite  of  Satan's  ef- 
forts to  discourage  the  Lord's  workers 
with  ever-present  problems,  genuine 
progress  can  be  seen  in  almost  every 
phase  of  the  work.  Let  me  share  some 
of  these  blessings  and  challenoes 
with  you. 

Audio-Visual   Outreach    in    Castelar 

We  arrived  back  in  Argentina 
September  18  and  cleared  customs 
just  a  little  before  noon.  That  same 
afternoon  I  saw  the  missionary  and 
the  national  working  together  on 
audio-visuals.  Missionary  Gordon 
Austin,  our  "radio  man,"  had  equip- 
ped his  small  Argentine  car  with  a 
loudspeaker,  and  we  traveled  the 
hour's  drive  to  the  new  Castelar 
church  (bought  with  funds  recently 
raised  on  special  appeal  in  the 
States).  Antonio  Morales,  a  young 
man  from  our  Don  Bosco  work,  had 
been  challenged  by  the  need  and 
opportunities  and  had  taken  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  meetings  there. 
As  Austin  drove  through  the  streets. 
Morales  announced  the  special 
Christian  film  that  was  to  be  shown 
that  night.  At  least  15  new  people 
showed  up  for  the  meeting,  and  the 
local  believers  were  quite  encour- 
aged. Present  plans  are  to  ask  a  grad- 
uate of  our  Bible  Institute  to  go  to 


Castelar   and   continue   to  build   up 
the  work. 

Brethren   Bookstore  in 
Lomas  de  Zamora 

A  visit  to  our  bookstore  in  the 
busy  shopping  district  of  Buenos 
Aires  was  quite  encouraging.  The 
first  thing  that  caught  my  eye  was 
the  wide  variety  of  new  items  avail- 
able in  Spanish.  We  are  especially 
interested  in  studv  and  reference  ma- 
terials which  have  been  lacking  in 
past  years.  In  talking  with  Mrs. 
Loree  Sickel,  veteran  of  almost  fiftv 
vears  of  active  missionary  service  and 
present  manager  of  the  store,  we 
found  a  healthy  business  situation 
and  a  positive  spiritual  ministry.  Mrs. 
Sickel  was  thrilled  with  the  min- 
istrv  she  has  of  speaking  to  unsaved 
contacts  and  guiding  Christians  to 
a  more  fruitful  life  by  the  correct  use 
of  Christian  literature. 

Brethren   Christian   Day  School 
in   Rio  Cuarto 

Except  for  being  on  mission  prop- 
erty, this  school  is  a  national  project. 
Now  in  its  fourth  vear,  it  has  55 
students  in  the  primary  grades  and 
includes  a  lunch  program  and  nine 
boarding  students.  Future  plans  are 
to  move  into  larger  quarters  at  the 
edge  of  the  city  as  soon  as  suffi- 
cient financing  and  construction  can 
be  completed.  Much  credit  must  be 
given  to  the  Ricardo  Wagner  fam- 
ily for  their  vision  and  sacrifice  in 
pioneering  this  work.  Director  Mil- 
dred Wagner  and  the  group  of  na- 
tionally-qualified teachers  have 
shown  by  their  sacrificial  dedication 
that  thev  consider  this  ministry  well 
v\'(wth  while. 

"Consejo" — Meeting   of 
Church  Leaders 

The  Brethren  mission  in  Argentina

has  always  looked  forward  to  the 
church  activities  being  handled  bv 
the  Argentines  themselves.  This  is 
definitely  becoming  a  reality.  No- 
where is  this  more  evident  than  at 
the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  church 
leaders  (national  pastors,  elected 
laymen,  and  missionaries).  The 
executive  officers  of  this  group  are 
all  nationals,  and  most  of  the  dis- 
cussion dealing  with  internal  church 
affairs  is  handled  entirely  by  the 
Argentines  themselves. 

One  subcommittee  of  the  Consejo 
is  in  charge  of  sending  Victor  Wag- 

o  o  o 

ner  and  his  family  as  Brethren  mis- 
sionaries to  the  Indians  of  northern 
Argentina.  This  project,  called  "the 
Navagan  Mission,"  is  a  genuine  mis- 
sionary ministry  of  the  Argentine 
church.  Both  Victor  and  his  wife, 
Dory,  are  graduates  of  the  Alma- 
fuerte  Bible  Institute  and  will  be 
supported  entirely  by  the  national 
church. 

Almafuerte  Bible  Institute  Grows 

The  most  vital  part  of  the  mission- 
ary effort  in  Argentina  is  the  Bible 
Institute  program.  Missionaries  Solon 
Hoyt  and  Nelson  Fay  are  dedicated 
full  time  to  this  teaching  ministry. 
Missionary  Lynn  Schrock  drives 
down  from  Cordoba  once  a  week  to 
teach  some  of  the  classes.  Eduardo 
Coria,  graduate  of  the  institute  and 
former  pastor,  now  serves  as  a  profes- 
sor. Other  nationals  help  in  the 
teaching  and  administration. 

This  past  year,  just  concluded, 
there  were  1 5  full-time  and  seven 
part-time  students.  The  prospects  for 
the  coming  year  demand  larger  cook- 
ing and  dining  facilities  and  addition- 
al  housing.  These  buildings  should  be 
completed  by  March,  when  the  next 
school  year  begins. 

A  recently  developed  aspect  of  the 
school  is  the  shop  program,  which 
gives  the  students  an  opportunity  to 
work  while  at  school  and  pay  part 
or  all  of  their  expenses.  This  pro- 
gram is  made  up  of  a  carpentry  shop, 
a  print  shop,  and  a  picture-framing 
shop.  Work  done  in   these  shops  is 
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made  available  to  the  community  and 
to  our  churches.  The  shop  program 
has  been  a  real  encouragement  to 
prospective  students. 

This  is  a  richly  rewarding  min- 
istry as  qualified  graduates  enter  the 
various  fields  of  Christian  work.  Na- 
tionals are  continually  worked  into 
this  program,  but  there  is  always  a 
pressing  demand  for  missionary  per- 
sonnel. 

Literature  on  the  Mission  Field 

Few  of  us  appreciate  the  influ- 
ence that  good  Christian  literature 
has  had  in  our  lives.  Our  Argentine 
Brethren  are  increasingly  aware  of 
the  value  of  good  reading  and  study 
materials. 

As  do  most  literature  programs, 
ours  has  two  main  areas  of  activity. 
The  first  is  literature  for  the  church. 
In  our  enthusiasm  to  reach  the  lost 
for  Christ,  there  is  a  tendency  to  for- 
get the  great  responsibility  we  have 
toward  those  who  need  to  grow  spirit- 
ually- Since  The  Brethren  Church 
has  had  missionaries  in  Argentina 
for  over  fifty  years,  we  feel  a  defi- 
nite responsibility  to  provide  our 
members  with  the  best  materials  pos- 
sible. 

Due  to  the  increasing  variety  of 
materials  available  in  Spanish— much 
of  it  liberal  in  doctrine— the  book- 
store personnel  must  carefully  ex- 
amine the  literature  that  it  handles. 
They  must  then  make  approved  ma- 
terials available  to  the  pastors  and 
their  people.  Through  special  liter- 
ature displays,  book  tables,  adver- 
tising campaigns,  and  personal  con- 
tacts the  people  are  made  aware  of 
the  materials  that  meet  their  own 
needs.  The  bookstore  depends  greatly 
on  the  local  pastor  to  do  the  best 
job  of  advertising  as  a  "satisfied  cus- 
tomer." 

Our  second  main  area  of  activity 
is  literature  for  the  unconverted.  The 
"printed  missionary"— known  to  many 
by  his  English  name,  "C.  M.  Read" 
—has  his  limitations  just  as  any  other 
missionary.  But  he  is  still  a  very  ef- 
fective soul  winner.  Mass  distribu- 
tion of  gospel  literature  has  its  place 
in  the  missionary  effort.  Future  plans 


include  more  concerted  efforts  in 
mass  distribution  and  colportage. 
Argentine  young  people,  with  a  little 
encouragement  and  help,  do  a  fine 
job  of  distribution  and  witnessing. 
This  was  seen  one  week  recently  as 
the  institute  students,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Missionary  Solon  Hoyt, 
went  house  to  house  selling  Bibles 
and  giving  their  testimony.  We  need 
more  activities  like  this  on  the  field. 

El   Heraldo — The   Argentine 
Brethren   Church's  Magazine 

The  progress  of  our  church  maga- 
zine, El  Heraldo,  is  another  cause 
for  genuine  rejoicing.  This  bimonthly 
is  a  direct  effort  to  help  our  denomi- 
national interests  here  in  Argentina. 
Its  purpose  is  to  get  into  the  believers' 
homes  and  be  of  spiritual  and  prac- 
tical value  for  each  member  of  the 
family.  It  includes  devotional  ma- 
terials, Bible  studies,  special  features 
for  the  ladies  and  the  children,  and 
news  from  the  Christian  world  of 
aeneral  and  local  interest. 

Recently  the  Bible  Institute  print 
shop  began  printing  the  magazine, 
and  its  quality  is  much  better  than 
before.  This  has  given  it  a  good  ac- 
ceptance throughout  the  churches. 
However,  rising  costs  of  materials 
and  wages  have  caused  us  to  raise 
the  price  continually,  and  we  still 
depend  on  subsidies  from  mission 
funds  to  keep  going. 

Pray  v\ith  us  that  the  Lord  will  be 
in  control  of  our  plans  for  develop- 
ing and  bettering  our  subscription 
program  and  the  encouraging  of  na- 
tional writers  and  artists  to  give  their 
lives  for  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

New   Challenges 

Much  is  being  done  here  on  the 
field.  God  is  working  in  mar\'elous 
ways  and  we  are  continually  seeing 
His  blessings.  If  space  permitted,  we 
would  tell  you  of  an  effective  radio 
ministrv  handled  largely  by  the  na- 
tionals; young  churches  committed 
wholeheartedly  to  the  evangelization 
of  their  community;  young  couples 
oiving  up  their  dreams  of  the  future 
and  entering  the  work  of  the  Lord; 
Bible   Institute  graduates  and  quali- 


fied lavmen  taking  on  more  and 
more  responsibility,  freeing  the  mis- 
sionary for  new  fields  of  service; 
an  active  national  youth  organiza- 
tion; national  brethren  in  charge  of 
the  material  aspect  of  summer  camp 
programs;  and  local  churches  going 
self-supporting. 

But  there  is  still  much— yes,  much 
to  do.  There  are  literallv  thousands  of 
towns  that  have  no  gospel  testimony 
at  all.  The  radio  and  literature  distri- 
bution programs  are  helping  to  open 
the  wav  for  the  Gospel  by  sowing  the 
seed.  But  bom-again  people  are 
needed  to  go  to  these  places  in  per- 
son and  patiently  live  the  Gospel 
and  establish  local  groups  of  be- 
lievers. Our  local  churches  are  doing 
what  they  can,  but  it  is  not  enough. 
New  missionaries  are  needed! 

The  ever-expanding  institute  pro- 
gram will  demand  missionary  per- 
sonnel for  some  time  yet.  Have  you 
been  called  to  a  teaching  ministr}' 
which  would  include  preaching, 
counseling,  and  lots  of  manual  labor? 

Another  field  of  witness  which  up 
until  now  has  been  quite  neglected 
is  the  work  among  student  groups 
and  professionals.  Here  is  an  area 
where  real  "pioneer  missionaries" 
could  be  used. 

And,  even  if  we  had  sufficient 
missionaries  to  handle  all  these  jobs 
already  mentioned,  we  could  still  use 
an  armv  of  dedicated  workers  who 
have  the  fires  of  evangelism  burning 
in  their  hearts  and  who  would  take 
a  pack  of  Bibles  and  books  and  start 
off  into  the  byways  of  the  mountains 
and  plains  of  Argentina,  patiendy 
sowing  the  seed  and  making  Christ 
knowm  in  every  way  possible. 

We  need  those  young  people  who 
are  willing  to  dedicate  themselves 
to  careful  preparation  and  experience, 
and  then  to  come  to  the  field  ready 
and  willing  to  do  anything  as  the 
Lord  may  lead.  And  we  need  the 
help  of  those  at  home  who  will  be 
faithful  to  the  Lord  in  supporting 
their  missionaries  through  their  pray- 
ers and  gifts. 

Missions  is  God's  business.  And 
mine.

TO  JEWISH 

MISSIONS

they 


"Pray  for  the  peace  of  Jerusalem: 
2y    shall    prosper    that    love    thee" 
(Ps.   122:6). 

I  can  hear  that  verse  repeated  as 
though  it  were  yesterday.  This  was 
part  of  my  father's  prayer  every  morn- 
ing in  family  worship.  As  I  look  back, 
I  can  see  that  the  Lord  must  have 
planted  the  seed  of  my  call  to  the 
ministry  of  Jewish  missions  even 
then,  but  it  has  taken  40  years  for 
that  seed  to  come  to  full  fruition. 

Besides  his  daily  prayer  for  the 
salvation  of  the  Jewish  people,  my 
father  believed  in  and  preached  Jew- 
ish missions.  As  a  lad  in  Philadelphia 
in  1925  I  first  came  in  touch  with 
the  American  Board  of  Missions  to 
the  Jews  when  my  father  invited  ex- 
Rabbi  Leopold  Cohn  to  conduct  a 
conference  on  Prophecy  and  the  Jew. 
To  my  knowledge  this  was  the  first 
time  such  an  event  ever  took  place  in 
one  of  our  Brethren  churches.  Leo- 
pold Cohn  had  founded  the  Ameri- 
can Board  of  Missions  to  the  Jews 
in  1894,  and  through  the  years,  as 
we  shared  their  ministry,  this  oroan- 
ization  became  very  special  to  me  and 
my  family  as  "our  mission  to  Jewish 
people." 

During  30  years  of  pastoral  min- 
istry in  Brethren  churches  I  made  it 
a  practice  to  devote  the  first  Sunday 
of  every  year  to  the  cause  of  Jewish 
evangelism.  If  no  speaker  from  the 
mission  was  available,  I  spoke  on  the 
theme,  "To  the  Jew  First." 

For  about  fifteen  years  the  Los 
Angeles  branch  of  the  American 
Board  of  Missions  to  the  Jews  was 
the  official  arm  of  The  Brethren 
Church  in  reaching  Jews  for  Christ. 
God  mightily  blessed,  manv  Jews 
were  won,  and  I  am  convinced  that 
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those  were  some  of  the  most  prosper- 
ous times  for  the  Grace  group  of 
Brethren  churches. 

We  thank  the  Lord  that  the  vision 
was  then  born  for  the  Brethren  Mes- 
sianic Testimony.  Bruce  Button  was 
called  and  established   a   mission   in 
the   most   densely   populated   Jewish 
area  of  Los  Angeles.  Brother  Button, 
with   his  helpers,   has  maintained   a 
persistent,  faithful  testimony,  and  this 
fine  work  stands  as  a  monument  to 
the  love  Brethren  churches  have  for 
the  "lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel." 
My  interest  in  Jewish  people  and 
the  land  of  Israel  led  me  to  accept 
an  invitation  of  the  American-Israel 
Society  of  New  York  to  make  a  study 
tour  of  Israel.  One  week  of  this  tour 
provided     valuable     background    re- 
search at  the  Hebrew  University  in 
Jerusalem.  This  study  tour  gave  us 
many  insights.  My  wife,  Althea,  and 
I  were  all  the  more  burdened  to  see 
the  Jewish  people  have  the  joy  which 
we  have  in  our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 
Shortly  after  my  return  from  Israel, 
the  Nazi  party,  under  the  leadership 
of   their  American   Fuehrer,   Georoe 
Lincoln  Rockwell,  invaded  our  town 
of  Glendale,  California.  They  set  up 
their  Western  headquarters  and  base 
of  operation  with  a  great  deal  of  pub- 
licit)-    and    flourish.    They    publicly 
stated  that  Glendale  had  been  chosen 
because  of  its  "Christian  attitude  to- 
ward the  purity  of  the  races."  It  was 
quite  apparent  that  when  they  used 
the    term    "Christian"    thev    meant 
anti-]ewish.  Their  hatred  of  the  Jew- 
ish people  and  other  minority  groups 
was  boldly  proclaimed  in   a  deroaa- 
torv  manner. 

I  sought  the  counsel  of  "our  mis- 
sion,"  the  American   Board  of  Mis- 


sions to  the  Jews,  in  Los  Angeles  to 
find  what  might  be  done  to  fight 
these  Nazis.  At  the  risk  of  giving 
them  some  undeserved  publicity  we 
decided  to  move  against  them.  We 
purchased  a  simple  Mezuzah,  which 
is  common  to  every  Orthodox  Jew- 
ish home.  It  is  a  small,  metal  encase- 
ment containing  a  handwritten  por- 
tion from  the  Torah.  With  a  public 
announcement  we  nailed  it  to  the 
doorpost  of  the  parsonage  of  the 
Glendale  Brethren  Church.  This  was 
done  as  a  protest  against  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Nazis  in  our  town,  and 
gained  nation-wide  recognition  from 
TV,  radio  and  press. 

The  leaders  of  the  Jewish  com- 
munity were  surprised  to  see  a 
"fundamentalist"  pastor  take  such  an 
outspoken  stand  on  their  behalf,  but 
they  welcomed  the  gesture.  I  was  in- 
\'ited  to  speak  before  manv  Jewish 
groups,  such  as  the  Jewish  War  Vet- 
erans, B'Nai  Zion  Organization,  and 
the  Jewish  Pioneer  Women.  I  also 
spoke  at  several  synagogues.  When 
I  spoke  before  these  groups  I  told 
them  it  was  my  own  personal  faith  in 
Christ  and  my  Bible  study  that  had 
taught  me  to  love  and  respect  Jew- 
ish people. 

Scores  of  personal  letters,  telegrams 
and  phone  calls  came  from  Jewish 
people  in  expression  of  their  apprecia- 
tion. A  Jewish  widow  of  means  had 
a  Garden  of  Trees  planted  in  mv 
name  in  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Memo- 
rial Peace  Forest  in  Israel. 

My  continuing  fight  against  the 
Nazis  of  Glendale  brought  me  into 
contact  v\'ith  many  more  Jewish 
people,  and  the  burden  for  their  sal- 
vation grew.  Dr.  Daniel  Fuchs,  mis- 
sionary secretary  of  the  American 
Board  of  Missions  to  the  Jews,  pro- 
posed that  we  take  a  position  with 
the  mission  at  Washington,  D.C. 
After  much  prayer  we  felt  this  to  be 
God's  will  for  our  lives.  Mrs.  Miller 
and  I  answered  the  call  of  many 
years  to  "go  to  my  people  while  there 
is  vet  time." 

The  ABMJ  is  not  an  organizarion 
which  is  new  to  me.  It  is  a  mission 
which  has  earned  my  respect  throuah- 
out  40  years  of  close  association.  I 
am  not  the  first  member  of  The 
Brethren  Church  to  serve  with  the 
mission.  Presendy,  the  Mountain 
States  District  of  the  ABMJ  is  headed

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A  Brethren  Chaplain  writes  from  Vietnam  about 

Preparation  for  Military  Service

If  I  were  talking  to  a  fellow  pastor, 
and  he  asked,  "How  can  I  effectively 
prepare  mv  young  men  for  military 
service?"  I  would  answer  as  follows. 

First  of  all,  teach  them  the  Word 
of  God.  This  is  basic.  I  have  noticed 
that  the  young  men  who  have  been 
taught  the  Scriptures  systematically 
are  better  prepared  to  stand  the  test 
of  being  on  their  ovm.  Moral  tempta- 
tions are  more  easily  weathered.  They 
are  not  so  apt  to  feel  that  they  are 
lost,  alone,  and  without  strength. 
Thev  have  an  anchor  that  grips  the 
rock. 

Christian  experience  is  vital,  and 
the  experience  must  stem  from  a  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ.  Also, 
that  experience  must  be  nurtured 
and  guided  by  the  Scriptures.  When 
a  man  is  aware  of  his  standing  in 
Christ,  what  God  has  done  and  is 
doing  for  him,  he  has  a  resting  place. 
He  can  look  beyond  his  feelings  and 
know  that  he  belongs  to  the  Lord. 

Times  of  loneliness,  depression  of 
spirit,  and  temptation  will  come  to 
a  Christian  serviceman.  If  he  depends 
on  his  emotional  buoyancy  to  assure 
himself  that  he  is  God's  child,  he 
will  be  in  difficulty.  One  such  man 
I  know  felt  that  he  "had  lost  his  sal- 
vation anvway,"  so  why  not  live  like 
the  world?  His  dovmward  spiral  had 
entangled  him  in  an  illicit  relation- 
ship, and  he  was  in  anguish  over  the 
consequences.  Knowing  God's  Word 
gives  stability. 

Secondlv,  tell  them  to  seek  actively 
Christian  fellowship.  Don't  look 
around  the  barracks  and  take  up 
Elijah's  lament,  "I,  only,  am  left." 
There  are  other  Christians  around. 
Make  a  positive  effort  to  find  them. 
Go  to  the  chapel.  Visit  churches  in 
the  nearest  town.  Keep  your  ears  and 
eyes  open  to  spot  other  believers. 
They  may  be  looking,  too.  I  no- 
ticed a  man  sitting  in  the  back  of 
a  truck  the  other  day  in  Saigon,  read- 
ing his  New  Testament.  How  mu- 
tually encouraging  it  is  when  one 
Christian  meets  another. 

If  overseas,  don't  miss  the  pleas- 
ure of  getting  to  know  the  Christians 
and  missionaries  in  the  area.  Talking 
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and  having  fellowship  with  refugee 
pastors  from  the  north  has  been  an 
unusual  experience  for  me  in  Viet- 
nam. There  is  common  ground  in 
Christ. 

Thirdly,  encourage  your  young 
men  to  continue  Bible  study.  Seek 
a  time  to  study  privately,  but  also 
endea\'or  to  find  a  Bible  study  group 
in  a  chapel.  There  are  groups  meet- 
ing on  every  post.  A  check  with  one's 
chaplain  for  information  as  to  time 
and  place  of  meeting  is  wise.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  benefits  of  feeding  on 
God's  Word,  there  is  also  the  bless- 
ing of  felowship.  Fast  friendships  in 
Christ  are  often  formed. 

Fourthly,  encourage  the  young 
men  to  be  consistent  in  their  Chris- 
tian lives.  They  should  be  out  and 
out  but  not  noisy.  In  the  service,  our 
lives  are  an  open  book.  We  cannot 
fool  those  with  whom  we  are  in 
close,  daily  contact.  If  they  see  a 
man  reading  his  Bible  one  day  and 
living  or  speaking  in  a  godless  man- 
ner the  next  day,  they  take  him  to  be 
a  hypocrite.  He  is  sending  out  am- 
biguous signals.  On  the  other  hand, 
I  have  repeatedly  heard  men  who 
are  quietlv  consistent  being  praised 
as  "good  men"  bv  those  outside  the 
faith.  This  is  a  tremendous  testimony 
for  Christ. 

Fifthlv,  encourage  them  to  do  the 
very   best  job  possible  wherever  as- 


signed.   Even    though    the    job   may 
be    menial,    their   diligence   will   be 
noted.   They  will   be   recognized.   A 
company  commander,  who  candidly 
told  me  that  he  had  little  dme  for 
"religion,"  praised  one  of  the  faith- 
ful Christian  men  in  his  company. 
"I   wish   that   I   had  an   entire  com- 
pany just  like  that  man,"  he  said;  "I 
can  depend  on  him.  If  he  tells  me 
that  his  equipment  is  ready  for  in- 
spection,   I    know    that    it    is.    His 
word  is  good."  This  was  a  testimony 
that  no  amount  of  words  could  have 
produced. 

In  short,  I  would  tell  a  fellow  pas- 
tor to  prepare  his  young  men  for  mili- 
tarv  service  by  rooting  and  ground- 
ing them  in  the  Word  of  God  before 
thev  enter  active  dutv,  encouragino 
them  to  seek  strength  through  fellow- 
ship  and  further  study  after  they 
enter,  and  urging  them  to  be  a  con- 
sistent  Christian  in  daily  conduct 
while  in  the  service.  T

MIRACLE  BABY 


"Mademoiselle,  come  see  this!" 
Doubou's  excited  voice  brought  me 
"to"  with  a  start.  I  went  running  out 
the  front  door  to  see  this  remarkable 
thing  that  had  brought  her  to  our 
house  during  siesta  time.  When  I 
recognized  the  woman  beside  her 
and  realized  what  was  the  little 
bundle  she  held,  I  was  perhaps  more 
excited  than  Doubou.  "Alice,"  I  ex- 
claimed, taking  the  baby  from  her 
arms.  Eagerly  I  pulled  back  the  terry 
cloth  towel  which  served  as  a  vinrap- 
per.  There  was  the  miracle.  Two 
shining,  alert  black  eyes  asking  what 
all  the  excitement  was  about.  Two 
chubby  fists,  one  of  which  poked 
hungrily  here  and  there.  Lovely, 
smooth  dark  brown  skin,  no  scars,  no 
scabs. 

"Alice,  is  this  reallv  vour  baby?" 

"Yes,  Mademoiselle,  this  is  my 
baby." 

Quickly  my  mind  raced  back  to 
the  long  hours  (how  long  ago  now,  a 
month,  two  months?)  when  we  had 
struggled  to  keep  this  little  one  alive. 
She  had  been  premature  and  weigh- 
ed less  than  two  kilograms  at  birth. 
Slowlv,  due  to  a  skin  infection  and 
her  ineffective  eating  habits,  she 
lost  weight  until  she  was  dowTi  to 
one  kilogram  500.  We  inserted  a  feed- 
ing tube  and  fed  her  every  three 
hours  around  the  clock.  The  nurses 
kept  her  warm  with  hot  water  bottles 
and  treated  her  infection  with 
powders  and  ointments. 

One  evening  the  father  came  to 
visit.  He  was  frightened  to  see  the 
strange  tube  in  his  little  girl's  nose, 
to  see  the  odd  way  she  was  fed,  to 
see  the  white  box  with  a  window 
(our  home-made  incubator)  where  she 
slept.  In  his  mind  all  this  could 
mean  only  one  thing:  his  little  girl 
was  going  to  die.  And  according  to 
their  customs,  she  should  die  in  the 
village. 

How  I  pleaded  with  the  father! 
"If  you  take  this  child  now,  she  will

probably  die.  If  you  leave  her,  she 
may  live.  Can't  you  see  that  we  love 
her,  too?  Don't  you  know  that  we've 
worked  day  and  night  to  save  her 
life?  Do  vou  know  that  this  is  the 
work  God  called  us  to  do  and  you  will 
be  keeping  us  from  doing  His  work?" 
All  to  no  avail.  That  night  he  ran 
off  with  the  mother  and  the  baby. 

I  was  discouraged.  All  that  work 
for  nothing.  Just  at  the  critical  mo- 
ment, when  one  night  might  have 
made  the  difference  in  a  life,  every- 
thing had  been  removed  from  our 
hands. 

That  night  I  asked  the  Lord  to 
please  keep  the  baby  alive  if  this 
would  bring  glory  to  His  name.  And 
gentlv  He  reminded  me  that  life  and 
death  are  both  in  His  hands;  that  the 
ultimate  decision  is  always  His,  and 
that  the  feeble  efforts  we  make  are 
successful  only  as  they  bring  glory  to 
His  name. 

The  next  morning,  to  my  amaze- 
ment, Alice  was  back.  Back  with  the 
baby.   I  strongly  suspected  that  she 


came  against  her  husband's  wishes, 
because  she  had  nothing  with  her— 
no  food,  no  mat  to  sleep  on,  neither 
clothes  nor  a  blanket  for  the  baby. 
But  she  stayed.  And  the  baby  gained 
weight  until  finally,  one  day,  we  told 
Alice  she  could  take  her  baby  home. 

And  now,  a  month  or  so  later, 
Alice  had  come  back  to  show  us 
her  babv.  She  giggled  happily  as  we 
aahed  and  oohed  over  the  little  one. 
I  felt  the  sense  of  pride  she  had,  with 
her  baby  so  fat,  so  healthy.  Yet  I  told 
her  once  again  that  she  had  only 
God  to  thank  for  her  baby,  that  it 
was  trulv  a  miracle  baby.  It  wasn't 
her  wisdom  or  her  strength  that  had 
kept  the  baby  alive.  She  had  not  even 
had  milk  enough  for  her  and  we 
had  had  to  substitute  dried  cow's 
milk.  She  had  had  no  clothes,  no 
blankets  to  keep  the  little  one  warm. 
We  had  supplied  them.  We  shared 
in  a  real  sense  the  feelings  of  the 
mother,  pride  and  joy  in  a  healthv 
babv. 

Later  I  thought  of  how  this  is  a 
picture  of  what  God  has  done  for  us. 
In  Living  Letters,  Ephesians  2  reads 
like  this:  "And  now  God  can  always 
point  to  us  as  examples  of  how  very, 
very  rich  His  kindness  is,  as  shown  in 
all  He  has  done  for  us  through  Jesus 
Christ.  Because  of  His  kindness  you 
have  been  saved  through  trusting 
Christ;  and  even  trusting  is  not  of 
yourselves;  it  too  is  a  gift  from  God. 
Salvation  is  not  a  reward  for  the 
good  we  have  done,  so  none  of  us  can 
take  any  credit  for  it.  It  is  God  him- 
self who  has  made  us  what  we  are 
and  given  us  new  lives  from  Christ 
Jesus— lives  which  He  planned  out 
for  us  long  ages  ago  to  spend  in  help- 
ing others." 

His  kindness  is  very,  very  rich 
toward  us  every  day.  Sometimes,  in 
basking  in  His  kindnesses  and  bless- 
ings, we  forget  that  thev  originate  in 
Him  and  never  in  ourselves.  There 
is  no  room  in  the  Christian  life  for 
boasting,  no  room  for  self-pride,  when 
we  realize  that  even  our  trusting, 
even  our  faith,  is  one  of  His  gifts.

Dear  Prayer  Partner, 


Recently  we  had  a  very  helpful  devotional  based  on  Luke  11:1-4.  Let  me  brieflv 
share  wdth  you  some  thought  on  this  portion  which  has  to  do  with  the  Lord's  Prayer. 
Let  us  look  at  verse  1  and  notice  three  highlights:  (1)  Jesus  set  aside  time  to  pray;  (2) 
the  disciples  observed  Him  (His  attitude)  in  prayer;  (3)  the  disciples  asked  Jesus  to 
teach  them  to  pray,  as  John  also  taught  his  disciples.  Nowadays  courses  of  study  are 
offered  for  learning  practically  everything  except  how  to  pray.  Yet  it  is  so  very  im- 
portant for  our  daily  spiritual  development.  Praver  and  Bible  reading  are  as  important 
aBS  water  and  bread  are  for  our  physical  needs.  In  order  to  be  more  alert  and  helpful 
to  others  in  this  all-important  ministry'  of  prayer,  let  us  consider  a  few  suggestions. 

1.  Maybe  we  are  monotonous  in  our  praving.  If  so,  let  us  seek  variety. 

2.  If  we  have  difficulty  finding  time  to  pray,  let  us  ask  the  Lord  to  change  our 
schedule  so  as  to  include  a  definite  time  for  prayer. 

3.  Do  we  set  aside  the  15th  of  each  month  for  prayer?  Much  spiritual  help  can 
be  obtained  in  intercessory  praver  with  others  at  this  time.  It  may  be  necessary  to 
tr}'  different  methods  to  see  which  works  best  for  your  group  or  groups.  Do  not  give 
up  if  the  first  plan  does  not  work.  Just  keep  asking  the  Lord  for  the  most  effective 
plan  to  make  this  possible,  and  keep  trying. 

4.  It  is  helpful  to  have  specific  things  to  pray  about.  Once  a  month  in  the 
Brethren  Missionary  Herald  there  is  a  page  listing  special  prayer  requests  from  each 
of  our  denominational  interests.  Also,  the  foreign  and  home  missionary  societies  send 
out  special  prayer  requests  for  the  Day  of  Prayer.  Maybe  some  of  the  ladies  would 
like  some  to  use  in  their  daily  devotions.  If  so,  I  am  sure  the  missionary  societies 
would  add  a  few  extra  copies  in  your  letter.  Are  your  ladies  using  the  missionary 
prayer  booklets  in  their  daily  devotions?  Frequent  revision  of  one's  prayer  list  helps 
to  make  the  prayer  time  varied  and  interesting. 

5.  Praising  the  Lord  for  answers  to  prayer  should  be  a  part  of  our  prayer  time. 
In  teaching  His  disciples  to  pray  (Luke  11:2-4),  Jesus  began  by  teaching  them  to  be 
thankful. 

If  you  have  any  questions  related  to  our  prayer  program,  please  feel  free  to  wTite. 
Also,  if  you  have  any  helpful  ideas,  please  send  us  those.  As  we  intercede  for  one 
another,  let  us  also  help  one  another  to  learn  to  pray  more  effectively.

FROM  ARIZONA  TO  AMAZONIA 

By  Miss  Barbara  Huise 


Kerosene  lamps— flatirons— snakes 
—I  was  well  acquainted  with  all  of 
these  before  I  went  to  Brazil,  since 
my  first  home  was  a  ranch  in  the 
sparselv-settled  southeastern  comer 
of  Arizona.  My  sister  was  nine  and 
my  brother  two  when  I  joined  the 
family,  and  later  two  more  boys 
were  bom.  I  guess  that  having  three 
brothers  close  to  my  age  was  the  rea- 
son that  I  found  climbing  trees,  rid- 
ing donkevs,  and  playing  ball  more 
interesting  than  playing  with  dolls. 

During  the  years  on  the  ranch 
there  were  occasional  summer  visitors 
in  the  valley  where  we  lived.  My  sis- 
ter's New  Testament  indicates  that 
one  such  group  was  from  the  Pocket 
Testament  League.  Some  of  these 
groups  stayed  for  the  summer,  con- 
ducting Sunday  school,  DVBS,  and 
so  forth.  Others  were  there  only  for 
a  two-week  DVBS.  Our  family  al- 
ways attended  such  meetings.  I  can 
remember  very  little  about  them  ex- 
cept that  I  did  memorize  some  Bible 
verses  and  won  a  Bible  for  memoriz- 
ing the  books  of  the  Bible.  No  doubt 
seed  was  sowti  at  that  time. 

By  the  time  I  was  ten  my  father 
had  been  ill  for  several  years.  So,  in 
order  to  secure  additional  medical 
help,  that  summer  we  moved  to  Tuc- 
son. The  next  ten  years  were  vers' 
difficult  ones  for  our  family;  there 
were  several  serious  illnesses,  and  the 
death  of  not  only  my  father  but  my 
sister,  also.  Besides  going  to  school, 
all  of  us  children  worked,  both  at 
home  and  in  part-time  jobs.  There 
was  little  thought  given  to  spiritual 
things  during  those  years. 

Nurses  training  in  Oakland,  Cali- 
fornia, was  the  next  step  in  my  life. 


and  through  God's  providence  I  be- 
came part  of  a  class  of  26  in  which 
four  of  the  girls  were  Christians.  As 
a  result  of  the  testimony  of  these  oirls 

o 

and  attendance  at  church  and  Youth 
for  Christ,  I  soon  accepted  the  Lord 
as  my  Saviour.  One  of  the  girls  was 
Brethren,  and  as  often  as  we  had  a 
weekend  free  we  visited  her  home  in 
Modesto,  California,  and  attended 
the  McHenry  Avenue  Brethren 
Church.  My  attendance  was  sporadic, 
but  along  with  the  excellent  Bible 
teaching  I  did  learn  quite  a  bit  about 
The  Brethren  Church  and  foreign 
missions.  On  one  occasion  my  friend 
Crace  and  I  arrived  in  Modesto  after 
10  p.m.,  too  late  to  hear  Dr.  Bar- 
nard, who  had  spoken  at  the  La  Loma 
church.  Brother  James  Cover  (father 
of  Bob,  our  missionar)'  in  Argentina) 
contacted  him,  and  although  he  had 
already  retired  for  the  night.  Dr. 
Bamard  graciously  got  up  and  drove 
across  touTi  to  talk  with  us  about 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions. 

I  do  not  remember  any  one  inci- 
dent or  message  that  caused  me  to 
give  my  life  for  foreign  missions.  As 
I  heard  the  Word  preached  and 
studied  it  for  myself,  the  Spirit  im- 
pressed me  with  my  responsibility  to 
take  His  Word  to  others.  As  a  result 
of  the  counsel  of  my  pastor,  Rev. 
Raymond  Thompson,  I  was  led  to 
three  years  of  preparation  at  Grace 
Seminary,  and  during  those  seminary 
years  the  Lord  directed  my  attention 
to  the  field  of  Brazil. 

Without  a  doubt  one  of  my  first 
impressions  of  the  foreign  field  is 
held  in  common  with  nearly  all  mis- 
sionaries. After  I  arrived  in  the 
Amazon  area  and  became  acquainted

In   ourselves  we   have   no  milk,   no 
food  to  feed  our  souls. 

Let  us  come,  as  Alice  came,  to 
the  place  of  help,  to  the  One  who 
can  supply  our  needs.  But  let  us 
remember,    when    our    souls    have 


grown  fat  on  His  goodness,  that  we, 
too,  are  miracle  children,  to  whom 
God  can  point  and  say,  "Look  what 
I  have  done  by  my  grace."  God  wants 
to  show  what  He  can  do  with  each  of 
us.  He  wants  to  demonstrate  His 
power  to  take  us  and  change  our 
lives,  making  them  holy  and  blame- 
less before  Him.  T 


with  the  lack  of  opportunity  for  edu- 
cation, the  class  distinctions,  the  hold 
that  superstition  has  over  the  peo- 
ple, the  widespread  poverty  with  lit- 
tle opportunity  to  change  this  situa- 
tion, I  appreciated  mv  own  country 
much  more,  and  I  thanked  the  Lord 
that  He  had  allowed  me  to  be  born  in 
the  U.S.A. 

The  U.S.  Army  Area  Handhook 
for  Brazil  states  that  "Brazil  is  Latin 
America's  principal  political  and  econ- 
omic power  and,  therefore,  its  most 
influential  countr\'."  Approximately 
120  years  ago,  when  evangeli- 
cal missions  first  entered  the  vast 
country  of  Brazil,  the  population  was 
about  six  million.  Today,  out  of  a 
population  of  eighty  million,  there 
are  about  three  million  "Protestants"; 
this  includes  all  sects  and  isms  as  well 
as  truly  evangelical  groups.  The  task 
of  preaching  Christ  is  much  greater 
now  than  it  was  in  1846,  when  Rev. 
Fletcher  went  to  Brazil,  and  we  need 
to  continue  and  enlarge  our  efforts 
to  give  Brazilians  the  Gk)spel  while 
the  doors  remain  open. 

My  nurses  training  has  been  an 
asset  in  many  ways,  but  it  has  been 
my  privilege  to  serve  mainly  in  the 
areas  of  Bible  teaching  and  in  the 
direction  of  one  of  our  primary 
schools.  My  second  term  was  cut 
short  several  months  because  of  ill- 
ness. I  am  now  "resting  up"  in  sunny 
Arizona  and  getting  reacquainted  at 
the  Tucson  Brethren  church.  As  I 
look  to  the  future  I  am  sure  of  one 
thing:  "As  for  God,  his  way  is  per- 
fect: the  word  of  the  Lord  is  tried: 
he  is  a  buckler  to  all  those  that  trust 
in  him"  (Ps.  18:30).  T

This  dedica- 
tion wasn't  just  one  decision,  but 
rather  a  series  of  commitments  made 
to  God  during  the  week  of  national 
youth  conference  at  Biola  in  Cali- 
fornia. In  the  next  few  months  God 
began  to  work  in  my  life.  For  once 
devotions  weren't  just  a   duty.   God 


showed  me  some  really  great  things. 

He  has  given  me  a  favorite  Psalm, 
and  several  verses  in  that  Psalm  are 
the  real  basis  of  my  life.  In  Psalm 
37:5  we  are  told  to  commit  our  way 
to  God,  trust  Him,  and  He  will  bring 
it  to  pass.  In  the  Amplified  Old 
Testament  the  word  "commit"  is  ex- 
plained as  to  roll  your  load  upon 
God.  I  love  to  claim  that  verse  for 
my  life  by  simply  rolling  every  bur- 
den, care,  or  problem  upon  God  and 
trusting  Him  to  take  care  of  it. 
The  peace  that  Christ  talks  about  in 
John  14:27  then  becomes  a  reality  in 
my  life. 

Doing  God's  will  and  knowing 
what  it  is  has  been  a  problem  in  my 
life,  but  Psalm  37:23  says  that  our 
steps  are  ordered  of  the  Lord.  I 
claim  this  verse  by  asking  God  to 
order  my  steps  each  day.  To  do  this, 
I  must  obey  the  last  part  of  the  verse, 
which  says  I  must  delight  in  His  will, 
no  matter  what  it  is.  Believe  me, 
that's  much  easier  said  than  done. 

But  the  most  precious  verse  of  all  is 
verse  24.  Even  if  I  fall  (and  I  do 
very  often),  I  won't  fall  out  of  God's 
love,  for  He  upholds  me.  Isn't  that 
great?

Who   Is   Promoting 
World    Government? 


"Somehow,"  said  a  modem  edu- 
cator, "it  seems  we  do  not  need  to 
promote  world  government;  it  ap- 
pears to  be  promoting  itself." 

Some  high  pressure  groups  con- 
tinually push  their  plans  for  a  world 
government,  however;  it  would  all 
seem  so  logical  if  it  were  not  for  the 
Bible. 

UNESCO 

Today  a  united  nations  is  said  to 
be  the  natural  way  of  progress  in  our 
society.  So  the  UN  promotes 
UNESCO,  UNESCO  promotes  edu- 
cation, and  education  promotes  the 
UN  and  world  government.  Groups 
in  this  circle  become  stronger,  larger, 
bolder,  and  louder  and  move  faster 
every  day.  UNESCO,  with  its  god- 
less philosophy,  is  being  accepted  as 
the  ideal  way  in  education.  Textbooks 
and  classroom  theories  are  honoring 

o 

UNESCO  and  carrying  its  views 
into  every  American  home  in  our 
land.  Christian  teachers  in  our  state 
schools  go  along  with  the  move- 
ment and  seldom  even  throw  in  a 
question  mark.  UNESCO  is  coming 
to  control  the  thinking  of  the  new 
generation.  This  all  would  seem  so 
logical  and  practical  if  we  did  not 
have  the  Bible. 

Disarmament 

The  State  Department  of  the 
U.  S.  government  has  produced  a 
publication  (No.  7277)  which  out- 
lines a  plan  for  disarmament.  The 
plan  is  set  forth  as  follows: 

"States  would  retain  only  those 
forces,  non-nuclear  armaments,  and 
establishments  required  for  the  pur- 
pose of  maintaining  internal  order; 
they  would  also  support  and  provide 
agreed  manpower  for  a  UN  Peace 
Force. 


"The  UN  Peace  Force,  equipped 
with  agreed  types  and  quantities  of 
armaments,  would  be  fully  function- 
ing. 

o 

"The  manufacture  of  armaments 
would  be  prohibited  except  for  those 
of  agreed  types  and  quantities  to  be 
used  by  the  UN  Peace  Force  and 
those  required  to  maintain  internal 
order.  All  other  armaments  would  be 
destroyed  or  converted  to  peaceful 
purposes. 

"The  peace-keeping  capabilities  of 
the  United  Nations  would  be  suffi- 
ciently strong  and  the  obligations  of 
all  states  under  such  arrangements 
sufficiently  far-reaching  as  to  assure 
peace  and  the  just  settlement  of  dif- 
ferences in  a  disarmed  world." 

In  such  a  fantastic  and  unrealistic 
plan  the  United  States  would  be 
no  longer  a  sovereign  nation,  but 
only  a  state  within  a  one-world  gov- 
ernment.  This  would  mean  that  the 
principles  of  freedom,  liberty  and 
Americanism  would  be  gone. 

The  decrees  of  this  international 
court  of  justice  would  be  enforced 
by  an  international  police  force.  This

force  would  certainly  not  be  inter- 
ested in  what  we  call  "the  American 
way  of  life." 

Christians  could  be  rated  as  men- 
tally sick  people  and  thus  deprived  of 
many  privileges.  The  Christian  faith 
would  be  about  as  popular  as  it  now 
is  behind  the  Iron  Curtain. 

We  would  no  longer  have  a  na- 
tional economy,  but  international 
control.  The  world  would  not  be 
raised  to  the  level  of  the  U.  S.;  rather, 
the  U.  S.  would  be  depressed  to  the 
world  level.  All  economic  controls 
would  be  imposed  from  the  central 
world  government.  Free  enterprise 
would  be  buried  once  for  all. 

Disarmament  may  appear  plausible 
to  some,  but  it  certainly  does  not  con- 
form to  the  Bible  revelation  of  the 
future. 

Liberal  Religious  Leaders 

There  is  one  view  quite  common  to 
all  liberal  leaders.  They  either  do 
not  know  or  do  not  believe  what  the 
Bible  teaches  concerning  the  future. 

Being  ignorant  of  the  fact  that 
Christ,  the  Prince  of  Peace,  must 
return  to  this  earth  in  order  to  bring 
a  just,  lasting,  and  world-wide  peace, 
they  promote  a  man-made  peace  pro- 
gram. Individuals  and  nations  are 
frustrated  by  insecurity.  Yet  these 
liberal  leaders  neither  call  on  God 
for  aid  nor  believe  He  has  a  plan 
for  the  world.  Some  of  them  are  even 
telling  us  that  God  is  dead.  Even  a 
child  should  know  it  is  not  God  who 
is  dead,  but  it  is  these  liberal  leaders 
who  are  dead— completely  out  of 
touch  with  God's  revelation. 

These  men  agree  on  one  thing. 
They  desire  a  world  program.  In  vari- 
ous ways  and  varying  degrees  of  in- 
tensity  they  promote  a  world  govern- 
ment, a  world  religion,  a  world  edu- 
cational system  and  a  world  economic 
system.  What  a  shocking  surprise  it 
will  be  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth  to  find  out  that  these  aims  have 
been  Satan's  trick  to  deceive  the  na- 
tions! 

The  concept  of  one  world  with  all 
the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  in  lock 
step,  no  conflict  between  nations  or 
between  religions  or  between  eco- 
nomic systems,  is  an  ambitious  ideal. 
Yes,  it  will  be  realized,  but  the  com- 
ing world  go\'ernment  will  be  the 
devil's  masterpiece.  You  learn  that 
when  you  read  Revelation  13:1-9.

Can  f/ie  God  of  Pbilippians  4:19 
Meet  Our  1967  Needs? 

Jeremiah,  the  weeping  prophet  of  the  captivity,  exer- 
cised strong  faith  and  trust  in  God  \\'hen  he  advised  the 
nation  of  Israel,  "Call  unto  me,  and  I  will  answer  thee, 
and  shew  thee  great  and  mighty  things,  which  thou 
knowest  not"  (Jer.  33:3).  Is  the  God  who  made  this  prom- 
ise to  Jeremiah  the  same  God  of  whom,  years  later,  the 
apostle  Paul  said,  "My  God  shall  supply  all  your  need 
according  to  his  riches  in  glory  by  Ghrist  Jesus"  (Phil. 
4:19)?  Is  He  not  the  same  provider  mentioned  in  II 
Peter  3:9:  "The  Lord  is  not  slack  concerning  his  promise"? 
"And  this  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that, 
if  we  ask  any  thing  according  to  his  will,  he  heareth  us: 
and  if  we  know  that  he  hear  us,  whatsoever  we  ask,  we 
know  that  we  have  the  petitions  that  we  desired  of  him" 
(I  John  5:14-15).  God  has  revealed  clearly  that  He  is 
able  (Eph.  3:20)  and  that  He  desires  to  meet  the  needs  of 
His  children  (Matt.  7:11).  The  Scripture,  God's  last 
word  to  man,  nowhere  reveals  that  God  has  changed, 
reneged  or  refused  to  answer  prayer  for  His  children. 
"For  I  am  the  Lord,  I  change  not"  (Mai.  3:6) 

This  unchangeable  God  has  revealed  himself  to  us  in 
the  person  of  His  Son.  Christ  declares  that  the  child  of 
God  meeting  God's  condition  of  fellowship  may  ask  v\'hat 
he  will.  "If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you, 
ye  shall  ask  what  ve  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you" 
(John  15:7).  It  is  therefore  clearly  stated  that  it  is  God's 
will  that  close  communication  be  carried  on  between  the 
child  of  God  and  the  Fleavenly  Father. 

Further,  praying  to  God  for  those  things  that  are  ac- 
cording to  the  will  of  God  will  bring  glory  to  God.  "Here- 
in is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ve  bear  much  fruit;  so 
shall  ye  be  my  disciples"  (John  15:8).  Fruit  bearing  is 
the  result  of  close  fellowship  and  communion  and  prayer 
with  God. 

God  Met  Our  Needs  in  7966 

God  has  wonderfully  proven  himself  as  a  prayer-an- 


swering God  in  Brethren  Home  Missions  during  this 
last  year.  In  answer  to  prayer  we  saw  the  '65-'66  of- 
fering increased  $30,401.  We  prayed  earnestly  to  see 
the  deficit  retired;  more  than  half  of  it  was  erased.  We 
trusted  God  that  at  least  five  churches  would  go  self 
supporting;  to  date  ten  have  taken  this  step  of  faith.  We 
pra\ed  for  new  fields  to  be  opened;  seven  have  been 
opened.  We  prayed  for  victories  in  the  pulpit,  in  lives  of 
men  and  women,  and  for  personnel.  The  testimonies  of 
missionaries  indicate  that  in  these  realms  God  has  glori- 
fied himself  by  many  answers  to  prayer.  Five  hundred 
fiftv  souls  saved,  747  other  decisions  recorded  last  year, 
indicate  the  work  of  God.  The  fine  number  of  young 
people  in  home-mission  churches  yielding  their  lives 
to  the  Lord  for  full-time  service  gives  rich  evidence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit's  work  in  their  hearts.  Praise  the  Lord! 

Will  God  Meet  Our  Needs  in  1967? 

God  will  meet  the  needs  of  Brethren  Home  Missions 
in  1967,  provided  His  children  meet  His  conditions  with 
genuine  faith.  Our  prayer  supporters  will  need  to  pray 
faithfullv.  Our  personnel  must  allow  the  living  Christ 
and  the  blessed  Holv  Spirit  to  direct  their  lives  and  min- 
istries. Our  staff  and  directorate  must  carefully  search 
the  mind  of  God  for  clear  direction  in  the  work  to  ascer- 
tain His  perfect  will  on  needs  that  will  arise.  The  Word 
declares  that  God  will  delight  to  satisfy  our  needs,  bring 
joy  to  the  hearts  of  His  children,  and  glorify  himself 
through  the  channel  of  answered  prayer. 

Our  praver  ministry  in  1967  ought  to  bring  to  our 
minds  a  glimpse  of  the  yearning  of  the  heart  of  God  for 
the  lost  (II  Peter  3:9).  We  need  to  see  our  nation's 
spiritual  need  through  the  searching  eyes  of  God.  Our 
communion  with  God  in  prayer,  motivated  by  the  Holy 
Spirit,  ought  to  produce  a  passion  for  the  lost,  as  can 
be  seen  in  the  heart  of  Christ  (Matt.  9:36).  The  year  of 
1967,  if  God  tarries,  should  see  a  striking  change  in  our 
lives  as  we  grow  in  grace,  increase  in  the  knowledge  of 
His  Word,  and  become  more  Christ-minded  in  attitude, 
conduct  and  service.  One  cannot  be  in  regular  commun- 
ion with  God  in  praver,  bathe  daily  in  the  Word  of  God, 
and  allow  the  Christ  on  the  throne  of  his  heart  to  be 
pre-eminent  without  being  spiritually  transformed  (II 
Cor.

We  yearn  that  the  heartbeat  of 
each  member  of  The  Brethren  Church  might  be:

The  church  was  organized  on 
January  4,  1959,  with  19  individuals 
sianinp  the  organization  motion.  In 
the  next  vear  and  a  half  the  mem- 
bership grew  to  60.  Rev.  Richard 
Jackson  was  called  as  the  first  pastor, 
and  more  adequate  facilities  were  se- 
cured in  a  move  to  the  Trotwood- 
Madison  High  School  building. 

Early  in  1959  contact  was  made 
with  the  Valley  High  developing  con- 
tractors and  a  beautiful  two  and 
three-quarter  acre  plot  was  secured 
in  a  new  housing  development.  Plans 
for  a  new  edifice  v\'ere  drawn  by 
the  Arthur  Rude  and  Associates 
architectural  firm  of  Fort  Lauderdale, 
Florida.  The  building  today  is  a 
reality,  due  to  the  splendid  work  of 
the  Brethren  Construction  Company. 
When  the  building  was  nearly  com- 
pleted, the  congregation  moved  into 
it  on  Easter  Sunday  in  1961.  The 
first  service  in  the  new  building  saw 
the  Grace  College  choir  under  the  di- 
rection of  Professor  Don  Ogden  min- 
istering to  the  people. 

At  this  point  in  the  growth  of  the 
church,  Rev.  Larry  Gegner  moved 
to  the  field  as  the  second  pastor. 
Soon  after,  the  spacious  new  building 
of  stone  and  wood  was  finished  and 
dedicated  by  the  congregation.  Dur- 
ing the  ministry  of  Rev.  Gegner  the 
church  steadily  grew  towards  self- 
support. 

Rev.  Charles  Lawson  became  the 
third  pastor  of  the  church  in  May, 
1965,  when  Rev.  Gegner  was  called 
to  serve  at  the  Ankenytown  First 
Brethren  Church  of  Bellville,  Ohio. 

The  continued  progress  toward 
self-support    is    the    result    of    many 


things.  On  December  26,  1965,  after 
much  prayer,  the  congregation  of  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church,  Dayton, 
Ohio,  was  merged  with  the  Trotwood 
church.  Not  all  the  people  of  the 
Dayton  church  came  to  Trotwood— 
as  many  went  to  different  Brethren 
churches  of  our  district  as  came  to 
Trotwood— yet  the  merger  helped 
form  a  congregation  of  people  that 
is  characterized  by  a  willingness  to 
work,  pray  and  witness.  Many  peo- 
ple carry  heavy  responsibility  in  a 
gracious  way  in  the  program  of  the 
church.  Pray  that  the  Lord  will  lead 
new  people  into  this  church  to  as- 
sume some  of  this  work  load. 
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Above;  Begmner  Department  with  Mrs. 
Bingaman.  and  the  Kindergarten  with  Mrs. 
Terrell.  Right  down:  Primary  Department, 
Miss  Combs.  Mrs.  Howell,  and  Mrs.  Pike; 
Junior  Department,  Miss  Stambach,  Mrs. 
Mohler.  and  Mrs.  Lanson;  Junior  High  De- 
partment. Mr.  Rein:  Senior  High  Depart- 
ment and  adult  class  with  Pastor  Lawson  as 
teacher. 


Our  people  are  praying  people. 
They  have  approached  this  decision 
to  go  self-supporting  realizing  all 
that  is  involved.  To  succeed,  we  need 
God's  help.  We  want  to  build  a 
strong  testimony  for  Christ  that  will 
continually  manifest  the  Spirit  and 
grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We 
know  that  we  must  have  the  Lord's 
guidance  daily  to  assume  the  role  of 
an  efficient  organization  bringing 
glory  to  Him. 

The  congregation  has  been  veil- 
ing to  give  generously.  We  have  seen 
an  excellent  increase  in  the  financial 
support  of  this  church.  The  Lord  has 
made  His  people  increasingly  aware 
of  the  necessity  to  pray  as  needs  arise. 
The  continuation  of  this  spirit  of 
giving  and  prayer  will  insure  that 
every  payment  on  the  building  will 
be  met  on  time,  that  our  current 
operating  needs  will  be  supplied,  and 
that  our  mission  giving  will  be  in- 
creased. 

The  harmonious  spirit  of  the  peo- 
ple is  another  important  factor  in 
our  growth  pattern.  Our  people  love 
one  another,  a  blessing  which  is  help- 
ing to  make  self-support  a  reality.  The 
willingness  to  walk  by  faith  has  led 
our  people  to  trust  the  Lord  for  every 
need.  We  approach  this  year  with 
an  attitude  of  complete  dependence 
on  Him. 

Trotwood  is  a  growing,  thriving 
community.  The  potentiality  of  this 
field  is  outstanding.  We  know  that 
souls  of  men,  women  and  children 
are  here  to  be  won  for  Christ.  Their 
lives  are  to  be  fashioned  and  mold- 
ed  according   to   the   instruction    of 
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the  Word  of  God.  We  want  our 
church  to  be  ready,  able  with  God's 
help  to  meet  this  challenge. 

At  a  specially  called  church  busi- 
ness meeting  on  December  21,  1966, 
this  congregation  voted  by  faith  to 
go  self-supporting  on  January  I,  1967. 
The  Lord  has  blessed  our  church  in 
Trotwood  in  numerous  ways  to  make 
the  decision  a  reality.  In  an  attitude 
of  pra\'er  we  contemplate  this  new 
\'ear  "on  our  own"  as  the  biggest  year 
of  our  history. 

We  want  to  express  wholehearted- 
ly our  appreciation  to  Brethren  peo- 
ple everywhere  and  to  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  for  their  fi- 
nancial support  through  these  years. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  guidance  and 
assistance  given.  Pray  that  God  may 
continually  be  glorified  through  this 
testimony  at  Trotwood  Ohio.  ▼

"Just  remember,  God  wants  a 
church  worse  than  you  do."  With 
shocking  clarity,  the  Christian  man 
before  me  packed  all  the  reasons  for 
missionary  persistence  into  one  sen- 
tence. Numbed  with  the  heavy  re- 
sponsibility of  starting  a  new  church, 
I  had  lost  touch  with  the  truth  of 
God's  personal  interest.  I  was  stag- 
gered by  its  reality,  and  encouraged 
as  never  before. 

From  the  human  standpoint,  start- 
ing a  local  church  "from  scratch"  is 
a  near  impossibility.  But  then,  God's 
work  has  always  seemed  impossible 
to  human  eyes.  Even  Abraham,  the 
Father  of  Faith,  despaired  of  the 
power  of  God.  And  Sarah  laughed 
when  she  heard  the  insane  suggestion 
that  she,  an  aged  woman,  would  yet 
bear  a  son.  God's  gentle  question,  "Is 
anything  too  hard  for  the  Lord?"  re- 
minded  Abraham  of  the  Lord's  per- 


sonal interest.  And  when  the  prom- 
ised son  finally  came,  Abraham  for- 
ever endeared  himself  to  future 
doubters  by  naming  him  Isaac,  mean- 
ing  "one   laughs." 

The  question  of  how  to  build  for 
God  is  not  an  easy  one.  There  are 
no  stock  answers.  There  are  no  easv 
roads.  But  one  thing  is  crystal  clear. 
If  God  wants  a  church  to  be  built 
for  His  glory.  He  will  build  it— with 
or  without  us.  The  fact  that  God 
wants  to  use  us,  even  though  we 
hinder  Him,  is  a  glorious  revelation 
of  His  grace.  Therefore,  we  can 
build  for  God  only  when  we  are  will- 
ino  to  build  with  God. 

One  of  the  most  exciting  accounts 
of  successful  partnership  with  God  is 
to  be  found  in  the  life  of  Nehemiah. 
Nehemiah  became  a  hero  of  the 
faith  because  of  a  working  relation- 
ship with  God.  And  under  that  re- 


lationship, Nehemiah  led  the  Israel- 
ites in  rebuilding  the  walls  of  Jeru- 
salem. His  dedicated  service  for  God 
has  become  a  legacy  to  following 
generations,  and  we  would  do  well  to 
follow  his  example. 

Long  before  Nehemiah  laid  the 
foundation  for  the  walls,  he  laid  the 
foundation  of  prayer.  A  spiritual 
foundation  must  be  laid  first,  or  God 
will  never  be  satisfied  with  the  phys- 
ical foundation  that  follows.  Accord- 
ing to  Nehemiah  1:4,  Nehemiah 
wept,  mourned,  fasted  and  prayed 
before  the  God  of  heaven.  And  the 
record  further  reveals  that  this  went 
on  for  six  months  before  anything 
began  to  happen!  No  man  can  rebuild 
the  walls  until  he  has  wept  over  the 
ruins. 

Prayer  for  the  work  of  God  will 
attract  one  to  the  work  of  God.  The 
second  mark  of  Nehemiah's  partner- 
ship with  God  was  his  complete 
identification  with  the  work.  He 
couldn't  stand  aloof,  for  the  work 
of  God  was  saturated  with  his  own 


tears. 


So  when   the   king  of   Persia 


offered  to  help,  Nehemiah  replied, 
"Send  me  unto  Judah,  unto  the  city 
of  my  father's  sepulchres,  that  I  may 
build  it"  (Neh.  2:5,  ASV).  It  is  dis- 
honest to  pray  for  the  work  of  God 
and  then  refuse  to  become  personally 
involved.  The  prayer  of  the  lips  must 
become  the  very  prayer  of  the  life. 

And  finally,  Nehemiah's  building 
for  God  was  characterized  by  a  deep 
compassion  for  the  people.  Nehe- 
miah's primary  goal  was  the  welfare 
of  the  people,  not  the  walls  of  the 
city.  According  to  Nehemiah  2:10, 
even  his  enemies  understood  the 
basic  purpose  of  his  work.  God  builds 
with  people.  And  if  more  attention  is 
given  to  the  program  than  to  the 
people,  our  efforts  to  build  for  God 
will  fail.  It  we  want  to  be  in  God's 
business,  then  we  must  be  in  the  peo- 
ple business. 

Many  Christians  miss  the  thrill  of 
partnership  with  God  because  they 
are  unwilling  to  work  with  Him. 
If  we  want  to  build  for  God,  then 
we  must  begin  identifying  ourselves 
v\'ith  God's  work  rather  than  identify- 
ing God  with  our  work.  Jesus  said, 
"I  will  build  my  church"  (Matt.  16: 
18).  Whether  or  not  we  are  used  in 
the  work  of  building  depends  upon 
our  working  relationship  with  the 
Master  Builder.  T

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The  street  was  a  long  one  with 
rows  of  new,  modern  apartment 
houses.  I  took  the  first  one  and  went 
upstairs.  It  was  dark  in  the  hallway, 
but  outside  the  sun  was  splashing 
over  the  balcony  in  neat,  geometri- 
cal patterns.  I  knocked  on  the  door, 
taking  a  paper  from  the  stack  under 
my  arm  and  folding  it.  The  door 
opened  to  reveal  a  young  woman 
with  her  hair  in  rollers.  She  smiled 
at  me. 

"I  have  a  little  paper  I  would  like 
to  have  you  read,"  I  said,  handing  it 
to  her.  "It  speaks  of  Jesus,  the  Jewish 
Messiah." 

The  woman's  expression  changed. 

A  definite  coldness  was  in  evidence. 

"I   am   really   not   interested,"   she 

replied,    trying    to    hand    the    paper 

back  to  me. 

'Why  don't  you  at  least  read  it?" 
I  asked.  "I'm  certain  you  read  manv 
things  with  which  you  don't  agree." 
She  smiled  again.  "I'll  read  it," 
she  promised,  "but  I  won't  believe 
it." 

I  went  to  the  next  apartment. 
What  a  typical  answer,  I  thought. 
No,  Jewish  people  will  not  believe, 
because  their  hearts  are  already  hard 
and  stony.  They  go  their  ways  re- 
fusing to  reconsider  their  positions, 
completely  uninterested  in  the  sal- 
vation provided  by  the  God  of  heav- 
en. It  there  a  reason  for  this  apathy? 
The  Word  of  God,  of  course,  tells 
us  Jewish  people  are  blinded  to  truth 
(II  Cor.  3:14-15).  There  are  other 
reasons,  however.  Some  of  these  may 
be  the  fault  of  the  teachings  and 
misinterpretations  of  their  leaders. 

The  foundation  stone  of  Judaism 
is  the  Shema.  It  is  that  portion  of 
Old  Testament  Scripture  found  in 
Deuteronomy  6:4.  In  the  Holv 
Scriptures,  the  version  of  the  Old 
Testament  issued  by  the  Jewish  Pub- 
lication Society,  we  find:  "Hear,  O 
Israel:  The  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord 
is  one." 

This  is  the  foundation,  the  basis, 
for  all  Judaism.  It  is  the  one  thing 
every  Jewish  person  will  agree  is  so. 
A  religious  man  will  recite  this  por- 
tion of  Scripture  when  he  arises  in 
the  morning  and  when  he  goes  to  bed 
at  night.  It  is  even  the  last  thing  he 
says  as  he  departs  this  life.  The  He- 
brew word  for  one  is  echod.  Until 
the  13th  century  this  word  echod 
was  always  looked  upon  as  meanino 
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a  unity,  and  not  a  single,  solitary 
unit. 

In  the  year  A.D.  1135  Moses 
Maimonides,  a  Jew,  was  born  in 
Cordova,  Spain.  He  was  a  brilliant 
man,  becoming  a  philosopher,  rabbi, 
and  codifier  of  Jewish  law.  How- 
ever, as  he  lived  in  Spain,  Egypt,  and 
Morocco  at  various  times,  he  was  sub- 
ject to  the  Mohammedan  concept  of 
God.  This,  of  course,  is  that  God  is 
an  absolute  one.  Maimonides  be- 
came the  personal  physician  to  Sal- 
adin,  Sultan  of  Egypt.  He  was  called 
RaMBaM  by  the  Jews,  which  is  an 
abbreviation  of  his  name.  Rabbi 
Mosheh  ben  Maimon. 

RaMBaM  wrote  the  Creed  of 
Judaism,  that  is,  the  Thirteen  Articles 
of  the  Jewish  faith.  The  first  goes  like 
this:  "I  believe  with  perfect  faith 
that  the  Creator,  blessed  be  His 
Name,  is  one.  .  .  ." 


RaMBaM  used  the  word  yachid 
for  "one,"  which,  in  Hebrew,  means 
a  single  unit.  The  word  used  in  the 
Holy  Scriptures  is  echod,  or  a  unity. 
The  Jew,  reciting  the  Shema,  says 
echod  but  thinks  yachid,  or  a  single, 
solitary  one.  In  speaking  to  Jewish 
people  on  this  passage  of  Scripture,  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  make  them 
understand  the  difference.  To  the 
average  Jew,  God  cannot  be  anything 
but  one. 

Another  area  where  Jewish  people 
are  blinded  to  truth  is  the  area  of 
tradition.  The  WTitings  of  their  spirit- 
ual leaders  have  been  gathered  to- 
gether over  a  period  of  years  and 
published  as  the  Talmud.  The  word 
Talmud  is  derived  from  the  Hebrew 
Laivmad,  which  means  to  learn.  The 
Talmud  says  the  Law  (the  Five 
Books  of  Moses— the  first  five  books 


of  the  Old  Testament)  is  like  salt, 
the  Mishna  like  pepper,  but  the  six 
orders  are  like  fine  spices.  In  other 
\\'ords,  the  Law,  or  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, is  like  salt  sprinkled  on  a  ham- 
burger ready  for  the  barbeque;  the 
Mishna,  a  particular  part  of  the  Tal- 
mud, is  like  pepper  sprinkled  on  an- 
other hamburger;  but  the  words  of 
the  rabbis,  or  scribes,  are  like  fine 
spices  (seasoning  salt)  sprinkled  on 
a  third  hamburger.  Naturally,  the 
third  hamburger  would  be  the  most 
delicious.  Thus,  Jewish  tradition  says 
the  Law  really  isn't  important.  Oh, 
yes,  it  is  good  enough;  but  it  is  much 
better  to  listen  to  the  rabbis  than  to 
read  the  Word  of  God. 

Many  times,  in  calling  house  to 
house,  I  have  met  elderly  men  with 
the  head  covering  (yarmulke).  This 
signifies  they  either  are  studying  the 
Tenach  (Old  Testament)  or  are  deep- 
ly religious  men.  Manv  times  they 
will  sit  down  and  discuss  the  Word 
of  God.  One  day  I  met  an  elderly 
man  in  the  garden  of  an  apartment. 
We  talked  for  a  time.  I  tried  to  ex- 
plain how  a  man  may  have  his  sins 
forgiven  and  may  have  fellowship 
with  God.  He  told  me  of  his  life  as 
a  child  and  how  he  attended  Hebrew 
school.  He  said  he  had  many  ques- 
tions regarding  life  and  God.  When 
he  asked  the  rabbis,  they  told  him 
to  stop  asking  questions  or  he  would 
land  in  an  insane  asylum.  No,  he 
didn't  know  where  the  Messiah  was. 
Maybe  Israel  was  the  Messiah.  He 
took  my  literature,  but  I  could  see  he 
no  longer  questioned  anything.  He 
was  willing  to  accept  the  traditions  as 
truth.  No  questions.  No  questions. 
This  has  always  been  the  attitude  of 
Jewish  leaders. 

Jewish  people  have  always  been 
told  not  to  inquire  into  things  per- 
taining to  God.  And  yet,  in  every 
other  area  of  their  lives  their  in- 
quisitive nature  knows  no  bounds. 
I  remember  the  story  a  Jewish  friend 
told  me  of  her  childhood.  She  had 
been  contacted  by  a  Christian  ladv 
who  tried  to  influence  her  by  telling 
her  Bible  stories.  One  of  them  had 
to  do  with  the  return  of  Jesus,  the 
Messiah.  One  day  Julie  (not  her 
name)  was  standing  out  on  the  up- 
stairs balcony  of  her  home.  Her 
father  was  standing  beside  her. 

"Is  it  really  true  Jesus  is  coming 
back?"   she  asked  innocently. 
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Quickly  her  father's  hand  hit  her 
mouth,  sending  her  back  against  the 
brick  siding  of  the  house,  bringing 
blood  to  her  mouth. 

"Don't  ever,  ever  mention  His 
name  again!"  She  never  did.  No 
questions. 

The  Siddur,  or  prayer  book,  has 
also  contributed  to  the  confusion  of 
the  Jew.  It  insists  that  the  soul  of 
man  is  pure.  God's  Word  tells  us 
over  and  over  that  the  soul  of  man  is 
anvthing  but  pure.  Since  the  Jew 
believes  his  soul  is  pure  at  birth,  he 
has  no  problem  of  personal  sin.  He 
refuses  to  consider  himself  a  sinner 
in  need  of  a  sacrifice,  but  feels  living 
a  "good"  life  and  giving  to  charity  will 
gain  for  him  whatever  the  "future" 
has.  Many  Jews  do  not  even  believe 
in  eternal  life,  but  regard  this  life  as 
all  there  will  ever  be.  Though  they 
recognize  Yom  Kippur  as  the  Day  of 
Atonement  (for  sins),  they  insist  God 
understands  their  "errors"  and  will 
forgive. 

I  have  a  ver\'  dear  friend  who  lives 
a  so-called  "good"  life.  During  the 
recent  cranberr)'  scare,  she  returned 
two  cans  of  cranberries  to  the  store 
where  she  purchased  them.  When 
the  clerk  asked  how  much  she  paid 
for  them,  she  quoted  the  "going" 
price,  making  something  like  six  cents 
on  the  deal.  This,  to  her,  is  living. 
It  is  not  wrong  to  look  after  your  own 
interests,  for  if  you  do  not,  who  will? 

Jews  do  not  look  for  a  personal 
Messiah.  The  general  feeling  is  that 
the  nation  of  Israel  is  all  the  Messiah 
there  will  ever  be.  Those  who  do  look 
for  a  man,  look  for  a  great  leader,  a 
great  Jew,  and  a  great  king.  He  will 
die  as  other  men,  being  no  more  than 
mere  man,  himself.  Much  of  this  feel- 
ing is  caused  by  the  misinterpretation 
of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

In  the  Holv  Scriptures,  publish- 
ed by  the  Jewish  Publication  Society 
in  1954,  is  found:  "For  a  child  is 
born  unto  us,  A  son  is  given  unto  us; 
And  the  government  is  upon  his 
shoulder;  And  his  name  is  called  Pele- 
joez-el-gibbor-Abi-ad-sar-shalom"  (Isa. 
9:5). 

A  notation  is  made  at  the  bottom 
of  the  page  where  the  "suggested" 
translation  is  given.  "That  is.  Won- 
derful in  counsel  is  God  the  Mighty, 
the  Everlasting  Father,  the  Ruler  of 
Peace." 

This   translation    is   absolutely   er- 


roneous. There  is  not  one  adjective, 
verb,  or  article  in  those  words  not 
translated.  When  approached  on  this 
passage  of  Scripture,  the  Rabbis  as- 
sert the  words  cannot  be  translated. 
But  they  can  be  and  are  translated 
in  other  portions  of  Scripture  as  fol- 
lows: Pele— wonderful,  secret;  Joez 
—counselor;  El  Gibbor— the  mighty 
God  or  God,  the  Mighty;  Abi  ad- 
Father  of  eternity;  Sar  shalom— 
Prince  of  peace. 

My  husband  has  had  many  op- 
portunities to  discuss  this  passage  of 
Scripture  with  some  of  the  rabbis 
who  live  in  our  neighborhood.  One 
day  he  was  talking  with  an  elderly 
rabbi  with  a  long  beard  (orthodox). 
They  spoke  about  sin  and  the  neces- 
sity for  a  blood  sacrifice.  After  a  time, 
thev  came  to  this  passage  of  Scrip- 
ture. 

"It  cannot  be  translated,"  the  old 
gentleman  said. 

"It  can  be  translated,"  my  hus- 
band insisted.  He  went  on  to  explain 
that  the  words  were  proper  names  and 
that  they  were  translated  thus  in 
other  portions  of  Scripture.  The  old 
gentleman  reached  over  and  closed 
mv  husband's  Bible. 

"Are  you,  a  Gentile,  trying  to  teach 
me  Hebrew?"  he  asked,  and  the  dis- 
cussion was  over.  This  same  rabbi 
was  dealt  with  many  times  until  his 
death.  As  far  as  I  know,  he  never 
gave  any  evidence  of  believing  what 
he  read  in  God's  Word,  being  willing- 
ly ignorant  of  truth. 

Perhaps  the  most  unfortunate 
stumbling  block  to  the  belief  of  Jew- 
ish people  is  found  in  the  "misquota- 
tion" of  Scripture  on  the  part  of  the 
Christian  believer.  Who  killed 
Christ?  This  question  alone  has  much 
influence  on  the  Jewish  person  and 
causes  tremendous  bitterness.  The 
Word  of  God  teaches  that  we  are 
responsible  together  with  the  Jewish 
people,  the  Gentiles,  Herod,  and 
Pilate  (Acts  4:27).  Christians  should 
be  very  careful  to  place  the  blame  for 
the  Crucifixion  on  everyone,  where  it 
trulv  belongs,  and  not  just  on  the 
Jew. 

But  in  spite  of  these  seemingly  in- 
surmountable things,  Jewish  people 
do  come  to  know  Jesus  Christ— not  as 
a  nation  or  in  great  numbers,  but  in- 
dividually as  the  Holy  Spirit  of  God 
deals  with  them  through  the  Chris- 
tian believer.  T

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My  roots  entwine  that  evangelical  soil 
known  for  its  staunch  stand  against  worldly 
encroachments,  and  I  thank  God  for  it. 

One  of  the  strict  taboos  of  my  childhood 
was  not  only  the  motion  picture  but  any 
projected  image— still  or  moving. 

I  clearly  remember,  for  example,  the  first 
time  "stereoptican  views,"  as  they  were  called, 
were  to  be  shown  in  our  little  country  town 
church.  The  furor  ricocheted  across  the  com- 
munity. But  our  pastor,  who  had  probablv 
read  something  about  eye-gates,  held  firm, 
and  the  pictures  were  shown. 

To  a  full  house,  I  might  add. 

But  many  of  the  pillars  boycotted  their 
pews. 

I  remember  one  Scandinavian  mother  who 
allowed  her  son  to  see  the  slides,  but  re- 
mained away  herself.  "Now  Virgil,"  she 
counseled,  "you  go  on  to  church  an  vatch  the 
pictures.  But  yust  remember  one  ting.  If  the 
pitchers  start  to  viggle,  you  come  right  home!" 

At  first  glance,  the  above  brief  para- 
graphs might  look  like  the  tongue-in-cheek 
reminiscence  of  a  wayward  son.  In  all  serious- 
ness, however,  let  me  emphasize  that  I  an- 
preciate  the  church's  reluctance  to  overtly 
modernize.  The  very  essence  of  our  faith 
denotes  foundations,  and  the  church  in  Amer- 
ica owes  a  great  debt  to  founding  fathers  who 
built  solidly  and  sincerely. 


On  the  other  hand,  though,  I  believe  that 
Jesus  utilized  the  best  communication  tech- 
niques of  His  day.  V\'hat  happened  at  the 
Sanhedrin  became  the  news  of  the  moment, 
and  so  He  arranged  to  appear  frequently  in 
that  public  place.  Storytellers  provided  enter- 
tainment for  festive  and  leisure  occasions, 
and  so  He  incorporated  the  parable  as  a  stra- 
tegic vehicle  for  conveying  eternal  truth. 

I  also  believe  that,  in  the  great  logos  of 
Creation,  He  designed  the  elements  which 
make  possible  both  photography  and  projec- 
tions, and  that  His  purpose  was  not  to  make 
available  a  vehicle  for  the  propagation  of  filth 
but,  rather,  a  tool  for  visualizing  the  dynamics 
of  faith. 

Vladimir  Lenin,  who  lived  to  see  the  cinema 
come  to  considerable  stature  as  an  entertain- 
ment medium,  recognized  the  potential  of  the 
motion  picture  and  said  it  would  become  one 
of  world  socialism's  most  effective  implements. 
He  was  so  right! 

But  what  about  the  church? 

To  many  a  sincere  Christian,  the  advent 
of  church-related  films  is  something  to  be 
contested.  The  church  is  for  preaching  and 
teaching,   not  for  entertainment,   they  insist. 

Others  point  to  the  naivety  of  early  Chris- 
tian films,  some  pastors  being  so  disillusioned 
they  pointedly  refuse  to  use  films  in  any  form 
of  ecclesiastical  activity.

The  Christian  film  is  not  in  competition 
with  Hollywood  or  television,  but  an  entity 
of  its  own.  It  should  visualize  the  truth  of 
God's  Word  and  make  the  Christian  life  more 
understandable. 

Plainly,  then,  the  Christian  film  has  a 
vital  duty  to  perform  on  behalf  of  the  local 
church. 

Why  has  it  not  performed  its  ministry  more 
effectively? 

Part  of  the  problem  is  utilization. 

In  our  organization,  we  stress  that  "mes- 
sage" must  be  first  in  our  films.  We  try  to 
make  our  films  as  attractive  as  we  possibly 
can,  but  always  v\'ith  the  end  objective  of 
good  spiritual  communication.  Yet  we  con- 
tinually face  the  problem  of  the  person  who 
writes  to  say  that  the  pastor  is  going  to  be 
gone,  or  they've  had  a  sudden  change  in  pro- 
gram, or  they  would  like  a  little  variation  at 
church,  and  so  they  want  a  film. 

Now,  of  course,  a  good  Christian  film  will 
fill  in  for  an  absent  pastor.  It  will  fill  the 
spot  in  a  quick  program  change.  It  does  pro- 
vide variation.  But  a  good  Christian  film  can- 
not possibly  perform  its  most  effective  service 
unless  it  is  used  primarily  as  a  means  of  vis- 
ualizing spiritual  truth. 

Pastors  should  preview  films,  for  the  min- 
istry of  films  is  largely  limited  bv  the  person 
who  introduces  them  and  appears  before  the 


audience  at  the  close  of  projection.  At  its  best, 
the  Christian  film  is  not  a  substitute  for  hu- 
man witness  and  teaching,  but  a  tool  to 
augment  good  preaching  and  teaching. 

Of  course,  one  of  the  most  effective  uses 
of  the  Christian  film  has  been  in  evangelism. 
Even  here,  however,  I  would  like  to  voice 
a  v\'ord  of  caution.  The  film  will  best  serve 
the  cause  of  evangelism  when  it  is  associated 
with  persona]  witness.  The  film  can  stimulate 
thought,  but  the  human  witness  is  still  God's 
method  for  conveying  the  gospel  invitation. 

The  next  time  you  use  a  Christian  film  in 
your  church  or  youth  society,  let  me  make  the 
following  suggestions. 

First,  preview  the  film  before  the  regular 
meeting. 

Second,  plan  an  introduction  to  the  film 
which  will  help  prepare  hearts  for  the  film's 
message.  If  possible,  center  songs  and  Scrip- 
ture reading  around  film  content. 

Third,  take  time  to  pray,  pointedly,  for  the 
Holv  Spirit's  use  of  the  film  when  it  is  shown. 

Fourth,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  showang  be 
sure  someone  gives  a  warmly  concerned  ap- 
peal to  the  audience,  to  relate  the  teaching  of 
the  film  to  personal  need. 

Be  one  of  the  growing  company  of  Chris- 
tians who  have  discovered  that  a  good  Chris- 
tian film  is  indispensable  to  total  impact  in 
reaching  human  hearts!  ▼

Speaks

Grace  Theological  Seminary  and 
Grace  College  were  born  in  a  prayer 
meeting.  At  that  critical  period  in  the 
spring  of  1937  when  the  dismissal 
of  two  professors  and  the  withdrawal 
of  many  students  left  The  Brethren 
Church  reeling  with  confusion,  a 
prayer  meeting  was  called  in  the 
home  of  the  late  Dr.  J.  C.  Beal. 
There,  many  of  the  leaders  of  the 
denomination,  professors,  and  stu- 
dents gathered  to  seek  the  face  of 
the  Lord  for  guidance.  In  the  midst 
of  that  praver  meeting  the  voice  of 
the  Lord  spoke  to  those  assembled 
concerning  the  possibility  of  initiat- 
irig  a  new  school.  The  idea  met  with 
general  approval  and  was  shortly 
crystallized  into  determination  and  a 
plan.  These  circumstances  have  over- 
shadowed the  fortunes  of  this  school 
from  its  beginning  and  have  charac- 
terized  its  course  through  these  30 
years   of   time. 

From  the  beginning  these  schools 
have  operated  in  a  prayer-charged 
environment.  Faculty  and  students 
alike  have  joined  in  this  spiritual  re- 
lationship with  the  Lord.  Every  gath- 
ering of  administration,  faculty,  staff, 
and  students  is  begun  with  prayer. 
Every  class  is  opened  wdth  prayer. 
Chapel  services  are  graced  with 
prayer.  Student  body  meetings  in  the 
seminary  and  in  the  college,  individ- 
ual classes,  student  organizations,  and 
\'oluntary  groups  are  characterized  bv 
prayer.  And  private  devotions  are 
encouraged  on  the  part  of  every  stu- 
dent and  individual  associated  with 
these  schools.  It  is  our  conviction 
that  no  worthwhile  or  lasting  ministry 
can  be  performed  by  these  schools 
unless  there  is  spiritual  sensitivitv 
to  the  presence  and  direction  of  the 
Lord.  And  the  attitude  and  atmos- 
phere of  prayer  is  one,  perhaps  the 
clearest,  evidence  of  this. 


Days  of  prayer  have  marked  the 
movement  of  the  school  from  its  be- 
ginning. At  first  an  annual  day  of 
pra\'er  was  inaugurated,  scheduled 
for  the  spring,  when  classes  were  sus- 
pended for  a  whole  day  and  faculty 
and  students  came  together  for  soul 
searching,  confession,  praise,  and 
petition.  The  benefits  derived  from 
this  time  spent  in  diligent  seeking 
of  the  Lord  have  been  immeasurable. 
This  resulted  in  soul  cleansing,  in 
readjustment  of  lives,  in  rededication, 
and  a  new  walk.  It  proved  so  val- 
uable for  the  school  as  a  whole,  as 
well  as  for  each  individual,  that  two 
such  days  were  set  aside  each  year: 
one  in  the  fall  and  another  in  the 
spring.  Usually  these  come  about  the 
middle  of  each  semester  when  the 
going  gets  hard  and  the  problems 
have  accumulated  and  the  spirits  of 
students  and  faculty  alike  are  low. 
Such  a  day  has  never  failed  to  bring 
new  determination  and  vision  and 
consecration. 

All  the  crises  serve  as  occasions  for 
further  exercise  in  prayer.  And  there 
have  been  many  in  the  course  of 
these  many  years.  Financial  crises 
are  ever  the  experience  of  God's  peo- 
ple in  a  world  like  this.  Christian 
education  seems  to  face  them  more 
frequently  and  they  are  more  pro- 
longed. But  this  has  always  been  an 
occasion  for  further  soul  searching 
and  deeper  dedication  and  more  sacri- 
ficial giving.  Sometimes  the  crises 
are  academic,  and  this  is  not  surpris- 
ing, since  this  is  the  main  business 
of  the  two  schools.  And  sometimes 
the  crises  have  to  do  with  individuals: 
their  spiritual  and  financial  welfare, 
for  which  we  are  all  concerned; 
sometimes  with  their  physical  welfare. 
Faculty  and  students  have  fallen 
seriously  ill,  and  the  school  earnestly 
engaged  in  prayer  in  their  behalf  has 


been  heard  of  the  Lord,  and  the  sick 
have  been  raised  up  to  new  health. 

Grace  Schools  has  rejoiced  to  be 
included  in  the  list  of  prayer  point- 
ers for  the  denominational  day  of 
prayer  each  month.  It  is  encouraging 
to  us  who  carry  the  burden  of  re- 
sponsibility to  know  that  there  are 
many  throughout  the  entire  denomi- 
nation who  give  attention  to  sharing 
these  burdens.  Knowing  that  these 
saints  are  bearing  these  matters  be- 
fore the  Lord  in  prayer  renews  our 
conviction  that  these  schools  vyere 
ordered  of  the  Lord  to  fulfill  a  need 
and  serve  the  purpose  of  the  saints  in 
their  effort  to  reach  the  multitudes 
with  the  truth.  As  long  as  there  is  a 
group  of  people  who  continue  stead- 
fastly in  prayer  for  these  schools,  God 
will  continue  to  provide  for  them  so 
that  this  ministry  may  continue. 

Some  of  God's  choice  saints  have 
delighted  to  make  Grace  Schools  and 
servants  in  them  special  objects  of 
daily  prayer.  It  has  been  my  expe- 
rience and  joy  to  have  people  report 
to  me  that  they  remember  Grace 
Schools  in  prayer  every  day.  Some 
outside  The  Brethren  Church,  as  well 
as  those  within,  have  informed  me 
that  since  they  came  to  know  me 
they  have  never  failed  to  remember 
me  daily  before  the  throne  of  Grace. 
I'll  confess,  I  do  not  deserve  this 
kindly  recognition.  But  it  does  some- 
thing to  me.  It  makes  one  realize  that, 
however  insignificant  he  may  be,  he 
is  a  part  of  the  body  of  Christ  and 
his  function  is  important  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  whole  body.  It  gives  him 
new  determination  to  know  that 
someone  is  trusting  him  to  carry  out 
his  responsibility,  and  that  he  dare 
not  betray  this  confidence. 

Grace  Theological  Seminary  and 
Grace  College,  as  a  whole,  in  its  sev- 
eral parts  and  as  individuals,  would 
delight  to  have  a  place  in  the  daily 
devotions  of  ever)'  member  of  The 
Brethren  Church.  A  mighty  move- 
ment of  prayer  ascending  to  the 
throne  of  Grace  every  day  would 
move  the  hand  of  God  in  the  provi- 
sion and  perpetuation  of  these 
schools.  This  would  do  more  to  make 
each  member  of  the  church  conscious 
of  the  worth  of  these  schools  than 
anything  else.  We  cannot  pray  for 
something  without  recognizing  its 
values.    The    recognition    of    worth

His  name  was  Campos.  Richard  F.  Campos, 
United  States  Army. 

His  address  was  APO,  San  Francisco.  His  only 
"home"  address  was  375  Woodside  Avenue,  San 
Francisco,  the  same  as  the  city's  Youth  Guidance 
Center. 

Richard  Campos'  father's  name  is  not  known.  His 
mother  died  v\'hen  he  was  two.  He  was  a  ward 
of  the  courts  for  more  than  ten  years;  he  bumped 
about  from  place  to  place  for  a  few  more.  At  seven- 
teen he  joined  the  Army  and  became  a  good  soldier. 

On  December  6,  1966,  he  was  killed  in  action  in 
Vietnam.  His  bodv  was  shipped  back  to  San  Fran- 
cisco. For  days  it  remained  unclaimed;  he  had  no 
close  relatives. 

All  his  life  Richard  Campos  had  longed  to  be 
a  part  of  a  family— to  belong.  He  had  served  his 


country  unto  death.  Still,  no  father,  mother,  broth- 
er, or  sister  came  forward  to  claim  his  body.  He 
belonged  to  no  family.  There  were  requests  from 
people  in  all  stations  of  life  who  asked  for  the 
privilege  of  giving  his  body  a  decent  burial.  The 
U.S.  Government  could  recognize  none  of  these; 
they  were  not  relatives.  Finally,  a  very  distant  rela- 
tive was  found  who  claimed  the  body. 

Is  Sergeant  Campos  typical?  You  be  the  judge. 
But  youth  of  America  need  an  interest  taken  in 
them,  including  spiritual  interest.  We  need  to 
take  them  into  our  hearts,  into  our  church  family 
circles,  and  give  them  a  chance  to  belong  to  the 
family  of  God. 

May  God  help  us  not  to  wait  too  long  to  help 
them. 

They  need  to  "belong"  now. 


The  Egg  Beside  the  Path 


What  people  know  and  believe  tells  us  a  lot 
about  the  people  who've  influenced  their  lives. 

It  v\'as  on  a  narrow  path  in  a  sparsely  settled  sec- 
tion of  the  back  country  of  Africa.  The  Americans 
met  an  expectant  mother  carrying  a  heavy  load  of 
bananas  suspended  on  her  back  held  up  by  a  cloth 
band  anchored  across  her  forehead.  She  carried  a 
babv  on  her  hip. 

Beside  the  path  was  an  improvised  receptacle  in 
a  forked  bush.  In  the  receptacle  was  an  egg,  put 
there  by  the  African  to  appease  the  evil  spirits. 

One  of  the  announced  goals  of  the  Coca  Cola 
Company  is  that  every  human  being  mav  taste 
Coca  Cola  at  least  once  in  this  generation.  Two 
words  that  people  can  say  in  all  languages  are 
"Coke"  and  "O.K." 

The  commercial  people  seem  to  have  worked 
more  diligently  at  their  task  than  the  people  of 
God.  This  tired  African  mother  knew  nothing  of 


the  God  who  could  save  her  soul.  Multiply  this 
situation  by  something  over  three  billion  and  you 
will  see  the  tragedv  confronting  the  church  in  the 
population  explosion. 

Foreign  missions  is  only  one  of  the  great  re- 
sponsibilities of  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ  today. 
But  it  is  a  prime  responsibility.  And  it's  "our's." 
As  God's  children,  we  are  commissioned  to  go  into 
all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture. 

Whether  in  our  present  fields,  or  in  the  expand- 
ed African  ministry  in  the  Chad,  or  in  the  newly 
investigated  field  of  Spain,  it  is  incumbent  upon 
us  to  get  the  gospel  out.  It  it  "our"  responsibility. 

In  the  months  of  February  through  May  we  will 
hear  much   about  the  need  of  the   Foreign   Mis-

sionary  Society  in  getting  the  job  done.  Each  mem- 
ber of  The  Brethren  Church  should  do  his  utmost 
to  help  the  society  in  this  task.

In  just  three  hours  and  fifteen 
minutes  I  wdll  put  on  mv  fatigue 
jacket,  a  combat  harness,  and  a  steel 
helmet  and  go  to  mv  headquarters  for 
deployment  to  Vietnam.  The  buses 
carrying  the  officers  and  troopers  of 
the  26th  General  Support  Group 
(FWD)  will  leave  Fort  Lewis,  Wash- 
ington, for  Seattle  International  Air- 
port. There  a  Northwest  Airlines  707 
Jet  will  fly  us  to  Oakland,  Califor- 
nia. Tomorrow  we  will  board  a  large 
Army  transport  ship  and  before  the 
day  passes  will  be  on  the  high  seas. 

What  does  a  man  think  about 
just  before  he  leaves  his  homeland 
for  a  combat  area?  How  does  he  act? 
What  is  he  supposed  to  think,  and 
how  is  he  supposed  to  act? 

My  entire  life  is  passing  before 
me  tonight.  I  remember  my  mother's

care  as  a  child.  I  remember  my  mis- 
takes as  a  teen-ager.  I  remember  the 
day  Christ  came  into  my  life.  I  re- 
member the  night  that  I  surrendered 
for  the  ministrv.  I  remember  the 
jovs  of  college  and  seminary  and 
can  vouch  how  important  those  years 
were  in  framing  my  thinking  and 
molding  mv  character.  I  remember 
the  first  night  I  met  Kav,  who  later 
became  mv  wife.  I  remember  well 
the  birth  of  our  two  girls— the 
frustration  and  excitement.  I  remem- 
ber so  clearlv  my  two  pastorates— 
the  Bell,  California,  church  and  the 
San  Bernardino,  California,  church. 
I  remember  the  day  I  said  "yes"  to 
the  leading  of  the  Spirit  to  jofn  the 
chaplain's  corps. 

In  all  of  these  things  I  remember 
most  vividly  the  faithfulness  of  God. 


He  has  never  failed  me  or  left  me 
stranded  in  any  situation.  Truly,  He 
has  been  my  strength  and  my  dwell- 
ing  place. 

Will  He  change?  No,  God  is 
changeless.  He  is  the  same  yester- 
day, today  and  forever.  His  past 
faithfulness  proves  His  future  relia- 
bility. 

I    so    to    Vietnam    knowing    that 

O  O 

there  is  a  job  to  do— to  minister.  I'm 
not  going  to  fight  the  enemy  or  try 
to  become  a  war  hero;  I'm  going  to 
fulfill  God's  call  in  my  life:  to  preach, 
to  teach,  to  administer  the  ordinances, 
to  evangelize  the  lost. 

I  go  with  a  full  consciousness  of 
the  abounding  grace  of  God  in  the 
face  of  abounding  sin. 

I  go  trusting  that  God  will  keep 
me  close  to  himself.  Only  men  who 
live  "close"  are  usable  on  a  battle- 
field, for  when  death  is  near  men 
seek  guidance  most  earnestly.  I  go 
content  with  the  will  of  God.  I  do 
not  question  the  wisdom  of  His 
plan  for  my  life.  Whatever  lies  ahead, 
I  will  face  it  with  Him  at  my  side 
and  with  an  undying  trust  in  His 
ability  to  go  with  me  through  the  yal- 
leys  and  shadows.  And  someday 
when  my  tour  has  ended,  I'll  be 
able  to  remember  1967  in  Vietnam 
and  say,  "God  was  faithful  in  every 
situation!"  T

"These  fellows  who  have  turned 
the  world  topsy-turvy  have  come  here, 
too"  (Acts   17:6). 

An  executive  in  one  of  our  large 
American  companies  has  a  little  sign 
on  his  desk  upon  which  are  printed 
these  words: 

"There  are  three  kinds  of  people 
in  the  world. 

"There  are  those  who  make  things 
happen. 

"There  are  those  who  vi'atch  what 
is  happening. 

"There  are  those  who  do  not  know 
that  anvthing  is  happening." 

Now,  the  early  Christians  were  of 
the  first  category.  Thev  made  things 
happen.  When  Peter  and  John  went 
up  to  the  temple  to  pray,  things  hap- 
pened. In  fact,  after  the  series  of 
events  on  that  particular  day,  the 
number  of  men  disciples  grew  to 
5,000.  When  Philip  went  down  to 
the  city  of  Samaria,  things  began  to 
happen.  When  Peter  was  thrown 
into  prison  and  the  Christians  gath- 
ered together  to  prav  for  him,  things 
began  to  happen.  When  Paul  and 
Barnabas  went  out  on  their  first  mis- 
sionary tour,  things  began  to  hap- 
pen until  the  whole  of  the  Roman 
Empire  was  influenced  by  Christian- 
ity. When  Luther  took  his  stand  for 
Christ  and  the  Bible,  world  historv 
moved  in  a  new  direction.  England 


was  saved  from  moral,  spiritual,  and 
political  ruin  when  John  Wesley  and 
George  Whitfield  began  to  make 
things  happen  for  God. 

Unfortunately,  today  most  Chris- 
tians would  have  to  be  classified  in 
categories  two  or  three.  Some  watch 
with  interest  as  things  are  done  for 
Christ  in  the  world,  but  they  are 
merely  spectators— sidewalk  engi- 
neers who  get  a  thrill  out  of  seeing 
the  structure  rise  but  make  no  con- 
tribution to  the  work  except  perhaps 
criticism  of  the  way  the  job  is  being 
done.  And,  while  overworked  pastors 
and  missionaries  try  to  complete  a 
task    that    was    given    to    the    whole 

o 

church,  others  merely  watch,  refusing 
to  become  involved. 

Some  are  so  taken  up  with  their 
own  small  world,  a  world  that  re- 
\'olves  only  about  themselves  and 
their  own  selfish  interests,  that  not 
only  do  thev  not  care  what  is  taking 
place  in  the  world,  but  they  hope 
that  nothing  will  happen  to  disturb 
their  wav  of  life.  Thev  are  not  will- 
ing to  make  things  happen,  and 
thev  will  go  to  almost  any  extreme 
to  keep  things  from  happening  for 
Christ. 

You  have  heard,  no  doubt,  of  the 
Italian  immigrant  who  many  years 
ago  had  heard  that  in  America  the 
streets    were    paved    with    gold.    He 


wanted  to  be  a  part  of  this  great 
country  and  to  share  in  its  wealth. 
One  dav  he  sailed  for  America  with 
great  dreams  and  fond  hopes.  When 
he  got  here,  he  found  that  not  only  i 
were  the  streets  not  paved  with  gold, 
but  there  were  no  streets— and  he 
was  expected  to  build  them. 

If  we  complain  that  things  are 
not  happening  for  Christ  in  the  place 
in  which  we  find  ourselves,  then  per- 
haps, brethren,  we  need  self-examina- 
tion. Perhaps  we  should  ask  our- 
selves. In  which  category'  am  I?  Let 
us  be  sure  that  we  are  to  be  found 
in  the  first  group,  that  we  can  be 
numbered  among  those  who  make 
things  happen  for  Christ.  Don't  wait 
to  be  invited  to  participate;  don't 
look  for  someone  to  appoint  a  task 
for  you  to  do.  Look  around  vou;  start 
right  where  vou  are.  Chances  are  that 
you  are  right  smack  in  the  middle  of 
a  bigger  mission  field  than  vou  can 
possibly  handle  alone.  Start  now; 
then,  tr\'  to  enlist  some  of  the  spec- 
tator Christians  to  help  you  gather 
the  living  stones  (I  Peter  2:5)  for 
that  magnificent  temple  which  is 
being  constructed  in  the  world  to- 
day, the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

And,  who  knows,  ^'ou  may  even 
be  called  to  the  glorious  ministry  of 
serving  our  Lord  on  a  foreign  mission 
field.  T

'Will  thev  come  before  we  leave?" 
During  the  entire  school  year  this 
question  was  asked  over  and  over. 
Always  the  answer  came:  "Keep  pray- 
ing." Then,  as  the  last  day  of  school 
came,  "they"  were  here.  When  the 
graduates  of  the  Bible  Institute 
lined  up  for  the  closing  ceremonies, 
each  one  held  a  beautifully-bound 
Bible.  The  arrival  of  that  precious 
Book  had  been  their  concern  durina 
the  year.  Now  their  prayers  were 
answered,  and  each  student  took 
home  with  him  the  dearly  loved  and 
longed-for  Bible. 

Wonderful  day!  The  students  had 
been  told  the  day  before  that  they 
should  come  prepared  to  buy  their 
copies  of  the  Bible.  As  they  lined 
up  by  the  chapel  there  was  no  laugh- 
ing, no  joking,  no  teasing.  This  was 
serious  business. 

This  is  Africa.  Men  first.  A  quiet, 
eager  line  crowded  close  to  the  pick- 
up which  had  been  prepared  to  serve 
as  a  counter.  Two  men  on  top  cared 
for  the  handling  of  the  books.  One  bv 
one  the  men  took  their  Bibles  and 
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stepped  away  to  open  them.  "They" 
had  come. 

Meanwhile,  the  women  had  learn- 
ed that  thev,  too,  could  own  a  copy 
of  this  wonderful  Book.  Home  they 
ran  for  their  money.  By  the  time  they 
returned,  the  line  of  men  was  served, 
so  the  women  took  their  place  in 
the  line. 

And  the  children?  Shiny  black 
eyes  watched  as  father  and  mother 
got  their  Bibles.  Was  it  like  this  at 
Sinai?  Did  litde  eyes  stare  as  the 
thunder  rolled?  Might  it  be  that 
these  children  watching  this  day  will 
tell  their  children's  children  about 
the  anival  of  the  Bible  as  those 
children  of  long  ago  told  how  God's 
Word  was  given  to  their  fathers? 

Seated  on  the  ground  was  a  dear 
baby  whose  fat  little  fingers  touched 
her  mother's  Bible.  Some  day  she 
may  lisp,  "Thy  word  have  I  hid  in 
mv  heart,"  as  children  do  whose 
mothers  read  to  them  from  this  Holy 
Book. 

When  the  students— future  pastors 
and  their  wives— had  their  books,  the 


pickup  mo\'ed  on  to  where  a  group 
of  men  was  working.  They,  too, 
eagerly  purchased  their  precious 
Bibles.  The  prayers  of  their  hearts 
and  lips  were  answered.  The  time  of 
waiting  was  over.  The  Bible  had 
arrived. 

And  so  it  goes.  From  parked  cars, 
from  bookstores,  from  hand  to  hand 
the  Bible  is  going  out  to  a  people 
who  have  been  hungry  for  it  for 
many  years. 

"The  entrance  of  thy  word  giveth 
light."  May  this  Bible  bring  a  new 
radiance  to  the  churches  and  Chris- 
tians of  the  Central  African  Repub- 
lic. 

"O  how  love  I  thy  law!  it  is  my 
meditation  all  the  day."  May  this 
Bible  guide  the  thoughts  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Central  African  Republic. 

"Give  me  understanding,  that  I 
may  hear  thy  commandments."  May 
this  Bible  teach  God's  will  and  God's 
ways  to  the  people  of  the  Central 
African  Republic.

A  need  to  emphasize  the  impor- 
tance of  prayer  was  felt  to  exist  in 
our  Grace  Schools:  prayer  as  our 
essential  link  with  God  in  accom- 
plishing His  missionary  program; 
prayer  also  as  a  present  activity  and 
discipline  that  the  student,  wanting 
to  be  a  disciple  of  Christ,  must  cul- 
tivate. Therefore,  the  theme  of 
Grace's  1966  World  Missions  Fel- 
lowship conference,  held  November 
13-18,  was  "Intercessory  Prayer." 

The  conference  text,  Matthew  9: 
37-38,  was  carefully  chosen:  "Then 
saith  he  unto  his  disciples.  The  har- 
vest truly  is  plenteous,  but  the 
labourers  are  few;  prav  ye  therefore 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  will 
send  forth  labourers  into  his  harvest." 
Each  morning  one  aspect  of  this  text 
was  developed  in  a  series  of  three 
talks  during  an  enlarged  chapel  ses- 
sion. "Discipleship"  was  the  theme 
for  Monday;  "The  Harvest  Field," 
Tuesday;  "Fewness  of  Labourers," 
Wednesday;  "Prayer,"  Thursday; 
and  "Labourers  Sent,"  Friday. 

Because  of  increased  enrollment 
in  the  schools,  for  the  first  time  the 
seminary  and  college  student  bodies 
had  to  meet  separately.  The  speakers, 
on  short  notice,  were  required  to 
double  the  number  of  times  they 
spoke,  but  the  grace  of  the  Lord  pre- 
vailed. 

During  the  evening  sessions  each 
missionary  had  the  opportunity  to 
give  a  slide-tape  presentation  and  talk 
on  a  general  or  particular  aspect  of 
his  ministry.  For  example.  Rev. 
Maconaghy  outlined  the  outreach 
literature  can  have  in  Argentina. 

Three  men  represented  the  work 
of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of 
the  Brethren  Church:  Dr.  Orvillc 
Jobson  (Central  African  Republic), 
Rev.  Hill  Maconaghy  (Argentina), 
and  Rev.  James  Renick,  who  is  a  mis- 
sionary appointee  to  France,  due  to 
depart  Jn  February. 

Rev.  Roy  Smith,  presently  a  teach- 
er at  Bethel  Bible  School,  Quebec, 
represented  the  field  of  North  Amer- 
ica. He  brought  also  a  rich  back- 
ground in  the  pastorate  and  in  wit- 
ness to  Muslims.  Rev.  Alfred  Larson, 
now  general  director  of  Unevangel- 
ized  Fields  Mission,  had  been  field 
leader  in  the  Congo  during  the  cru- 
cial year  of  1964.  He  illustrated  his 
talks  with  striking  experiences  of  the 
rebel  occupation  in  the  Congo.  Rev. 


Stephen  Knights  reported  on  Over- 
seas Missionary  Fellowship's  progress 
in  Indonesia.  He  had  previously 
served  in  China  and  is  currently  on 
loan  to  Ambassadors  for  Christ. 

Time  was  made  available  in  the 
afternoons  for  students  to  consult 
personally  with  the  missionaries. 
Some  invited  the  speakers  for  times 
of  fellowship  at  lunch  or  dinner.  A 
"select"  few  enjoyed  having  a  mis- 
sionary room  with  them  during  the 
week.  The  testimony  of  these  men's 
lives  was  a  great  blessing  to  us,  as 
well  as  their  words.

Several  points  can  be  noted  con- 
cerning the  messages  of  the  confer- 
ee o 

cnce:  (1)  They  were  very  informative 
and  impressed  mentally  and  visually 
upon  us  the  real-life  situation  and 
needs  on  the  mission  field.  (2)  They 
blended  together  in  clarifying  to  our 
hearts  the  responsibility  of  disciple- 
ship, the  challenge  of  the  mission 
field,  and  the  centrality  of  prayer  for 
missions  and  in  our  lives.  And  (3) 
they  were  warmly  devotional  and 
were  pointed  in  application,  in  refer- 
ence to  our  present  walk  with  the 
Lord. 

The  conference  week  involved 
much  preparation  and  good,  hard 
work.  A  ladies'  reception  was  held 
Tuesday  evening  and  featured  testi- 
monies from  missionary  wives  and 
foreign  students.  The  following  morn- 
ing  at  6:00,  a  good-sized  group  of 
men   assembled   for  breakfast,   while 


the  missionaries  engaged  in  a  panel 
discussion  of  their  own  prayer  lives. 
Time  for  questions  was  given,  and 
much  interest  in  prayer  and  prayer 
habits  was  generated. 

The  auditoriums  of  the  college  and 
seminary  were  decorated  with  the 
motif:  "Pray  Ye."  Books  and  literature 
of  missionary  interest  were  on  sale. 
The  events  of  the  conference  were 
publicized  through  a  daily  newslet- 
ter. 

From  6:30  to  7:00  each  evening, 
a  small  group  met  to  pray  for  the 
Lord's  will  in  the  conference.  Many 
others  no  doubt  were  praying.  This  is 
indicated  by  the  response  of  students 
to  invitations  at  the  last  meeting. 
Seventy  seminary  students  indicated 
that  they  already  were  headed  for 
the  mission  field  or  that  during  the 
conference  week  they  had  made 
themselves  available  for  such  if  God 
would  so  lead. 

In  the  college,  twenty-one  students 
expressed  an  assurance  that  God 
before  or  during  the  conference  had 
called  them  to  a  specific  field  and 
they  had  accepted  His  will.  Their 
complete  availability  to  the  Lord  for 
His  direction  was  indicated  by  204 
others.  One  student  expressed  herself 
thus:  "The  Lord  spoke  to  me  in  many 
ways.  Especially  He  directed  my  at- 
tention and  concern  to  the  desperate 
needs  of  the  world's  mission  fields, 
and  my  part."  Praise  the  Lord  for  His 
working  in  our  hearts!  Pray  ye  that 
He  will  lead  each  of  these  into  His 
own  harvest  field  for  that  one! 

The  spirit  and  results  of  this  con- 
ference, we  trust,  long  wall  linger 
and  bear  fruit.  WMF  continues  to 
hold  its  weekly  and  daily  prayer 
meetings  and  its  alternate  Tuesday 
and  Friday  evening  programs.  The 
Moody  Literature  Mission  has  do- 
nated two  pamphlets  for  distribution 
to  interested  seminarians  and  colle- 
gians: "Power  Through  Prayer,"  bv 
E.  M.  Bounds,  and  "How  To  Know 
the  Will  of  God,"  by  Paul  Little. 

Please  pray  with  us  that  God  will 
glorify  himself  in  our  hearts  and  on 
our  campus,  that  we  (1)  "may  be 
filled  with  the  knowledge  of  his  will 
in  all  spiritual  wisdom  and  under- 
standing, (2)  to  walk  worthily  of  the 
Lord  unto  all  pleasing,  (3)  bearing 
fruit  in  every  good  work,  and  (4)  in-

A  Tribute  to 


Men 


Dr.  Russell  D.  Barnard 

In  all  spiritual  service  the  power 
must  come  from  God.  Paul  may 
plant  and  Apollos  may  water,  but 
only  God  can  give  the  increase.  But 
God  does  use  Paul  and  Apollos! 
God  constantly  uses  human  instru- 
ments in  accomplishing  His  purpose 
on  earth.  The  Holy  Spirit  is  forever 
seeking  men  and  women  who  will  be 
so  yielded  to  His  leading  that  He  can 
manifest  Christ  through  them.  All 
of  this  is  especially  true  of  the  Lord's 
v\'ork  in  what  we  know  as  foreign 
missions.  There  the  Lord  works 
through  people  who  are  yielded  to 
Him  and  who  are  filled  with  an 
obsession— that  of  foreign  missions. 
For  the  last  twenty  years  the  foreign 
mission  endeavor  of  The  Brethren 
Ghurch  has  been  under  the  human 
leadership  of  a  man  with  such  an 
obsession,  in  the  person  of  Dr.  Rus- 
sell D.  Barnard. 

Brother  Barnard  took  over  as  gen- 
eral secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society  of  the  Brethren  Church 
a  little  over  twenty  years  ago.  At 
that  time  we  had  two  mission  fields, 
those  of  Africa  and  Argentina,  with 
about  forty-two  missionaries.  The 
total  offerings  of  our  churches  for 
foreign  missions  was  just  over  $100,- 
000.  In  these  twenty  years,  five  new 
fields  have  been  added,  personnel 
has  been  added  to  make  107  active 
missionaries,  and  the  annual  giving 
of  our  churches  for  foreign  missions 
has  reached  the  half  million  dollar 
mark.  The  fruit  of  this  endeavor  can 
now  be  counted  in  many  thousands 


of  precious  souls  who  have  come  to 
know  and  worship  Christ  as  their 
Saviour  and  Lord.  In  a  very  real 
sense.  Brother  Barnard  has  been 
guiding  this  successful  endeavor.  He 
was  greatly  used  of  God  in  all  of 
this  because  he  is  a  dedicated  man— 
a  man  with  an  obsession,  which  is 
foreign  missions. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  serve 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
for  the  last  eighteen  years.  The  fol- 
lowing are  some  of  the  things  that 
have  impressed  me  most  about  Dr. 
Barnard  through  our  close  association 
during  those  years;  He  has  a  genuine 
passion  for  the  Lord's  cause  in  for- 
eign missions.  He  enjoys  the  com- 
plete trust  of  Brethren  pastors  and 
laymen,  because  he  is  trustworthy. 
He  is  well  beloved  and  respected  by 
our  missionaries.  Brother  Barnard  has 
never  lost  the  glow  of  enthusiasm 
for  foreign  missions.  This  last  fact 
is  really  most  inspiring.  Though  the 
twenty  years  of  service  at  the  top 
level  of  responsibility  have  seen  many 
a  battle  and  many  a  heartache,  not  to 
mention  the  constant  strain  of  meet- 
ing emergencies  and  changing  condi- 
tions in  an  ever-changing  world. 
Brother  Barnard  has  not  lost  the 
glow,  that  little  something  that  lights 
up  a  man's  eyes  when  he  talks  of  the 
work  that  he  loves.  He  still  loves  for- 
eign missions. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year, 
Brother  Barnard  retired  from  the  of- 
fice and  duties  of  the  general  sec- 
retary. But  this  does  not  mean  that  he 
will  no  longer  be  active  in  the  for- 
eign  mission  program.  From  now  on 
Brother  Barnard  will  devote  half  of 
his  time  to  the  promotion  of  foreign 
missions,  taking  part  in  missionary 
rallies  and  conferences  and  assisting 
the  cause  of  missions  wherever  he 
can  do  so.  This  is  his  idea  of  retire- 
ment. 

Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  For- 
eign Missionary  Society,  I  praise  the 
Lord  for  giving  us  a  leader  such  as 
Dr.  Russell  D.  Barnard  has  been 
among  us.  We  all  feel  indebted  to 
him.    Our   prayer   is   that   God   will

Mrs.  Don  Miller,  1966-67  WMC  "Birthday  Missionary,"  says  she's 

NOT  SORRY! 


If  you  should  ask  Mrs.  Don  Mil- 
ler if  she's  sorry  to  be  in  Africa- 
sorry  to  be  a  missionary— she  would 
exclaim  quickly:  "Not  for  one 
moment!"  In  spite  of  things  which 
many  others  would  consider  "sacri- 
fice," she  is  happy  because  she  knows 
she  is  in  the  place  and  doing  the  work 
of  God's  choosing  for  her. 

Lois  Miller  (born  "Lois  Miller"- 
that  has  been  her  name  all  her  life) 
entered  this  world  in  Whittier, 
California.  One  of  her  first  memor- 
ies is  of  getting  into  the  car  and 
being  taken  to  Sunday  school  and 
church  regularly  and  faithfully  by 
her  parents— although  it  meant  going 
to  Glendora,  twenty-two  miles  away. 

In  the  Miller  family  were  two 
other  girls  besides  Lois,  and  a  boy. 
Lois  and  her  one  sister,  two  years 
older,  shared  many  experiences.  Lois 
was  twelve  when  she  and  this  sister 
attended  a  revival  meeting  with  their 
parents.  It  was  Mother's  Day,  and  a 
really  memorable  one,  for  both  girls 
answered  the  call  of  the  Lord  that 
night  and  went  forward  together. 
They  became  members  of  the  First 
Brethren  Church  of  Whittier,  where 
Lois'  membership  remains  to  this 
time.  Then,  only  a  few  months  later, 
this  sister  went  to  be  with  her  Sav- 
iour. 

Lois  graduated  from  high  school 
and  went  to  junior  college— "but  not 
for  long,"  she  says.  And,  she  con- 
tinues, "the  ironical  part  is  that  my 
major  was  journalism  and  now  my 
main    work    is    in    this    field."    But 


there  was  at  that  time  another  in- 
creasingly important  interest  in  her 
life. 

A  young  man  had  moved  from 
Iowa  to  California  and  was  attend- 
ing the  Whittier  church.  His  name 
was  Miller,  too— no  relation!  Lois  and 
Don  dated  for  three  years.  "One 
afternoon,"  Lois  relates,  "when  we 
were  in  town,  he  stopped  in  front 
of  a  jewelry  store  and  asked  if  I  knew 
what  kind  of  store  it  was.  I  answered, 
'Yes.'  He  said,  'Do  you  want  to  go 
in?'  I  said,  'Yes.' "  A  short  time  later 
Lois  Miller  became  Lois  Miller  Mill- 
er. This  past  January  3  she  and  Don 
celebrated  their  twenty-fifth  wed- 
ding anniversary. 

Both  Don  and  Lois  had  been  in- 
terested in  Africa  as  they  grew  up. 
When  returned  missionaries  spoke  to 
her   SMM   and   church,    Lois   clung 

o 

to  their  words.  Furthermore,  Don  was 
a  nephew  of  Brethren  pioneer  mis- 
sionary Estella  Myers,  who  brought 
back  many  stories  from  Africa. 

Six  months  after  their  marriage 
Don  enlisted  in  the  Navy,  and  he 
served  for  three  and  one-half  years. 
Lois  worked  at  various  jobs,  and  then 
in  1944  their  first  daughter,  Nancy, 
was  born.  "I  held  her  back  from 
walking  until  Daddy  came  home 
from  ser\'ice  and  she  took  her  first 
step  to  him,"  Lois  says. 

When  Don  was  out  of  the  Navy, 
the  young  couple  prepared  to  settle 
down  with  a  business  of  their  own. 
They  purchased  a  feed  and  pet  sup- 
pi)'  store  in  Downey,  which  proved 


financially  profitable.  But  there  was 
a  restlessness  in  their  lives,  for  in 
different  ways  God  was  speaking  to 
them  about  Africa.  One  night  after 
hearing  a  missionary  challenge  in 
their  church,  they  knelt  by  their  bed- 
side and  yielded  to  the  Lord's  call. 

Things  moved  quickly  after  that, 
for  the  very  next  morning  they  were 
asked  if  they  wanted  to  sell  their 
store.  The  result  was  that  "God  gave 
us  a  partner  in  business,"  and  the 
Millers  headed  for  Indiana  and  Grace 
Seminary. 

The  year  of  1951  was  eventful 
three  ways:  first,  another  daughter, 
Barbara,  was  born;  second,  Don  grad- 
uated from  seminary;  and  third,  they 
sailed  for  France  in  November  in 
company  with  the  Fred  Fogle  fam- 
ily. Following  language  study  the 
Millers  continued  their  journey,  and 
arrived  in  Africa  in  July,  1952. 

Mrs.  Miller  relates:  "Students  of 
the  Bible  Institute  greeted  us  with 
a  song  about  'God  Loves  the  World.' 
This  was  the  reason  we  were  there! 
First  we  were  stationed  at  N'Zoro, 
which  is  a  bush  location,  and  we 
were  privileged  to  be  on  the  same 
station  with  Aunt  Estella  Myers.  She 
was  the  missionary  of  us  all— un- 
tiring worker,  prayer  warrior,  the 
'mama'  of  many  out  here." 

Real  testing  came  in  their  second 
term:  "In  1958  some  missionaries 
came  to  N'Zoro  to  tell  us  that  our 
daughter  Nancy  was  at  the  medical 
center,  ill.  When  we  went  there,  the 
doctor  told  us  she  had  leukemia.  We 
brought  her  to  the  States  for  care, 
but  she  passed  away  in  Philadelphia. 
She  was  just  fourteen  years  old— 
but  had  lived  a  lifetime  of  love  for 
her  Lord  and  of  testimony  before  us." 

On  the  Millers'  last  furlough  (they 
returned  to  the  field  in  December, 
1965)  the  Lord  led  them  to  Modesto, 
California,  where  they  found  won- 
derful fellowship  and  a  wonderful 
home  for  their  daughter,  Barbara, 
who  is  now  attending  high  school 
there. 

"This  term  and  last  we  have  been 
stationed  at  Bozoum.  Our  main 
work  is  in  the  literature  field— dis- 
tribution and  production.  However, 
some  of  my  happiest  hours  are  in 
teaching  the  women  in  the  class- 
room. 

"Come  and  see  us,  and  share  some 
of  our  joys."  T 
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THIS  IS  THE  DAY

How  well 
I  remember  that  Thanksgiying  dav 
when  I  awoke  and  said,  "This  is  the 
day,  my  wedding  day."  And  I  hasten- 
ed to  care  for  the  last-minute  prepa- 
rations before  that  wonderful  event 
in  my  life.

WTiv  do  we  save  such  expectancy 
for  special  days,  when  God  would 
have  every  single  dav  of  our  lives 
to  be  filled  with  the  fulfillment  of 
cherished  dreams  and  plans? 

If  each  morning  we  would  awake 
to  say  with  the  Psalmist,  "This  is 
the  day  which  the  Lord  hath  made," 
would  we  not  feel  joy  in  anticipa- 
tion of  what  He  has  in  store  for  us 
through  the  day?  Then  we  could 
really  say,  "I  will  rejoice  and  be  glad 
in  it."  God's  Word  promises  untold 
blessings  and  many  roads  to  victory 
each  day  if  we  will  only  believe  that 
He  will  give  them  to  us.  "His  com- 
passions fail  not.

Philippians  3:13-14.  We  "press  to- 
ward the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the 
high  calling  of  God  in  Christ  Jesus." 
Called  unto  holiness  and  honor,  we 
are   sanctified   for  the   Master's  use. 

Philippians  4:13.  Sustained  by 
Christ,  we  can  face  each  day  with 
confidence  and  expectancy.

Let  us 
ask  for  wisdom  and  guidance  each 
morning  in  the  place  of  prayer.

JUAREZ,  MEXICO 

Two-thirds  of  Mexico  is  moun- 
tainous. It  ranges  from  rugged 
peaks  to  steaming  jungles.  The  of- 
ficial language  is  Spanish,  although 
many  Indian  dialects  and  tongues  are 
spoken.  The  ancestry  of  the  Mexican 
is  both  Indian  and  Spanish.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  people  live  in  small  vil- 
lages or  towns.  These  people  pat- 
tern life  as  they  did  years  ago.  They 
enjoy  highly  seasoned  foods,  eat  little 
meat,  and  prefer  vegetables,  beans, 
and  grain. 

Ninety  of  every  one  hundred  Mexi- 
cans are  Roman  Catholic.  Three  of 
everv  one  hundred  are  Protestant. 
Sixty  of  everv  one  hundred  persons 
can  read.  The  law  does  require  chil- 
dren from  ages  six  to  fifteen  to  at- 
tend  school,  but  there  is  a  shortage 
of  both  schools  and  teachers.  As 
Christians,  what  can  ^\■e  do  to  help 
their  spiritual  condition? 

Second  Corinthians  5:20-21  in  Liv- 
ing Letters  states:  "We  are  Christ's 
ambassadors.  God  is  using  us  to 
speak  to  you:  we  beg  you,  as  though 
Christ  Himself  were  here  pleading 
\\'ith  you,  receive  the  love  He  offers 
you.  For  God  took  the  sinless  Christ 
and  poured  into  Him  our  sins.  Then, 
in  exchange.  He  poured  God's  good- 
ness into  us." 

What  is  an  ambassador?  The  dic- 
tionary says  it  is  the  highest  rep- 
resentative sent  from  one  country  to 
another.  We  then  are  Christ's  high- 
est  representatives  here  in  the  world. 
How  can  we  be  His  ambassadors? 

Second  Corinthians  6:17-18  states; 
"Wherefore  come  out  from  among 
them,  and  be  ve  separate,  saith  the 
Lord,  and  touch  not  the  unclean 
thing;  and  I  will  recei\'e  you,  and  will 
be  a  Father  unto  you,  and  ve  shall  be 
my    sons    and    daughters,    saith    the

Lord  Almighty. 


Separation  has  many  definitions  in 
the  dictionary.  One  is  "put  apart,"  as 
things  are  put  apart  from  others. 
Another  is  "go  apart,"  as  in  all  di- 
rections, and  "keep  apart  permanent- 
ly," as  Europe  is  separated  from 
America  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  With 
these  definitions  in  mind,  let  us  see 
what  else  the  Scripture  has  to  say. 

Be  separate  first  of  all  from  what- 
ever is  contrary  to  the  mind  of  God. 
God  cannot  use  any  of  His  children 
who  are  in  a  compromise  or  com- 
plicity with  eval.  This  does  not  mean 
we  must  not  have  contact  with  evil, 
for  it  surrounds  us  constantly,  as  is 
shown  in  II  Corinthians  6:14-16. 

But  I  Corinthians  3:16  tells  us 
that  we  are  the  temple  of  the  living 
God,  and  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
dwells  in  us.  Further,  I  Corinthians 
6:19-20  reminds  us  that  we  were 
bought  with  that  priceless  gift, 
Christ's  death.  Our  separation  may 
mean  a  separation  from  false  teach- 
ers who  teach  contrary  to  God's 
Word. 

Secondly,  it  is  a  separation  in  de- 
sire, motive,  and  act.  This  in\olves 
our  entire  being.  It  will  result  in  a 
fruitful  service  and  unhindered  com- 
munion and  worship.  Christ  himself 
faced  the  problem  of  separation,  yet 


He  was  "holy,  harmless,  undefiled, 
separate  from  sinners"  (Heb.  7:26). 
We  should  have  the  mind  of  Christ 
—an  attitude  of  humility  (Phil.  2:5- 
11). 

"Be  ve  therefore  followers  [or  imi- 
tators] of  God.  .  .  .  For  ye  were 
sometimes  darkness,  but  now  are  ye 
light  in  the  Lord:  walk  as  children 
of  light.  .  .  .  And  have  no  fellow- 
ship with  the  unfruitful  works  of 
darkness.  .  .  .  See  then  that  ye  walk 
circumspectly  [cautiously,  carefully, 
and  discreetly],  not  as  fools,  but  as 
wise,  redeeming  the  time,  because 
the  days  are  evil.  Wherefore  be  ye 
not  unwise,  but  understanding  what 
the  will  of  the  Lord  is"  (Eph.  5:1-17). 

God's  will  is  to  teach  all  nations. 
How  can  this  be  done? 

The  basic  need  is  to  train  nationals 
to  teach  their  own.  A  foreigner  will 
always  be  a  foreigner,  no  matter  how 
well  he  may  know  the  language  and 
ways  of  the  people. 

This  training  can  take  place  in 
various  ways,  such  as  actual  teaching 
of  Bible  doctrine  in  institutes,  class- 
es, homes,  and  so  forth;  radio  and 
literature  programs;  various  types  of 
medical  assistance;  and  support  of  all 
these  prayerfully,  financially,  and 
by  correspondence. 

"Having  therefore  these  promises, 
dearly  beloved,  let  us  cleanse  our- 
selves from  all  filthiness  of  the  flesh 
and  spirit,  perfecting  holiness  in  the 
fearof  God"(IICor.  7:1).  ▼

THE  PAST, 

AND 

THE 
PRESENT

"Brethren,  I  count  not  myself  to 
have  apprehended:  but  this  one  thing 
I  do,  forgetting  those  things  which 
are  behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto 
those  things  which  are  before,  I 
press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize 
of  the  high  caUing  of  God  in  Christ 
Jesus"  (Phil.  3:13-14). 

It  has  been  said,  "The  future  for 
the  young;  the  present  for  the  mid- 
dle-aged; the  past  for  the  old."  But 
the  words  of  this  text,  so  full  of  hope 
and  energy,  are  the  words  of  a  man 
who  is  nearing  the  close  of  his  life. 
He  is  Paul  the  aged,  imprisoned  in 
Rome  after  thirty  years  of  labor  for 
Christ.  A  short  while  longer  and  he 
will  be  saying,  "I  am  now  ready  to  be 
offered,  and  the  time  of  my  depar- 
ture is  at  hand.  I  have  fought  a  good 
fight,  I  have  finished  mv  course,  I 
have  kept  the  faith"  (II  Tim.  4:6-7). 
A  little  while  after  that  he  will  die 
a  martyr.  Yet  his  own  testimony,  and 
therefore  his  word  of  advice  is  this— 

Live  in  the  future. 


Let  vour  view  of  the  future  erase 
your  thoughts  of  the  imperfect  past. 

Let  your  hope  for  the  future  lead 
you  to  concentration  of  effort  in  the 
present. 

Live  in   the   Future 

"Reaching  forth  unto  those  things 
which  are  before"  (v.  13).  The  refer- 
ence is  to  the  runner  whose  eye  is 
on  the  goal.  The  path  may  be  rough 
or  smooth;  the  scenery  may  be  drab 
or  beautiful;  but  he  is  neither  de- 
terred nor  distracted  by  these.  Bar- 
clay says:  "The  word  [Paul]  uses  is 
very  vivid.  It  is  the  word  which  is 
used  of  the  racer  going  hard  for  the 
tape.  It  describes  him  with  eyes  for 
nothing  but  the  goal.  It  describes  him 
with  arms  almost  clawing  the  air, 
with  head  forward,  and  with  the 
body  bent  and  angled  to  the  goal. 
It  describes  the  man  who  is  going, 
as  we  might  put  it,  flat  out  for  the 
finish." 

Set  your  efforts  toward  the  goal— 
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those  victories  which  you  have  not 
yet  won,  those  accomphshments 
which  you  have  not  yet  attained, 
those  heights  which  you  have  not  yet 
scaled.  It  is  important  in  all  areas 
of  life,  and  most  of  all  in  the  spirit- 
ual realm,  to  recognize  heights  above 
us  which  are  as  yet  unreached.  Pity 
the  Christian  who  somehow  has  come 
to  feel  that  he  has  "attained"! 

Thee  story  is  told  of  a  sculptor 
who  was  found  standing  in  front 
of  his  masterpiece,  sunk  in  sadness. 
When  asked  why  he  was  so  sad,  he 
answered,  "Because  I  am  satisfied 
with  it.  I  have  embodied  all  that  I 
can  think  or  feel.  There  it  is.  And 
because  there  is  no  discord  between 
what  I  dream  and  what  I  can  do,  I 
feel  that  the  limit  of  my  growth  is 
reached." 

Let  every  Christian  have  goals- 
growth  in  grace,  likeness  to  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  accomplishment  in  this 
world  of  the  greatest  possible  meas- 
ure of  His  will— and  live  daily  with 
his  eyes  fixed  on  these  things  which 
yet  must  be  attained. 

Let  the  Limitless  Future 

Erase    Thoughts 

of  the  Imperfect  Past 

"Forgetting  those  things  which  are 
behind"  (v.  13).  This  is  not  to  sug- 
gest that  we  ought  not  to  profit  from 
the  past,  its  successes  and  its  failures. 
Paul  is  no  doubt  saying,  "I  don't 
count  past  efforts  complete;  I  recog- 
nize the  marks  of  imperfection  on 
them  all."  He  will  never  glory  in  any 
of  his  achievements;  he  will  never 
use  any  task  that  he  has  achieved 
or  any  deed  that  he  has  done  as  an 
excuse  for  relaxation  in  the  future. 
In  prospect  of  what  he  has  still  to 
do,  he  must  forget  all  that  he  has 
done. 

Looking  back  is  an  impediment  to 
a  man  running  a  race;  he  cannot  win 
if  he  runs  with  his  eyes  looking  over 
his  shoulder.  The  Scripture  says  the 
plowman  who  looks  back  is  unfit  for 
the  kingdom.  We  are  warned  to 
remember  Lot's  wife,  whose  fatal 
error  was  that  of  looking  back. 

Time  given  to  profitless  reminisc- 
ing is  time  taken  from  the  work  of 
life.    Rememberins   becomes    a    sub- 

o 

stitute  for  doing.  In  the  Christian 
life  there  is  little  room  for  a  person 
or  a  church  which  desires  to  rest 
upon    its   laurels,    having   no   goals, 
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seeeing  no  challenge  for  the  future, 
but  living  always  on  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  past.  You  don't  get 
much  out  of  people  whose  fond  re- 
grets   dwell    all    the    time    on    the 

o 

"good  old  days." 

Forget  past  failures;  they  are  apt 
to  become  a  measure  of  the  future. 
"We  tried  that  once,  but  it  didn't 
work"  is  an  objection  which  flatly 
denies  the  infinite  power  of  God. 
Forget  it! 

Forget  past  attainments;  they  be- 
come food  for  complacency.  Last 
week's  dinner  won't  strengthen  you 
today.  The  manna  pot,  if  yesterday's 
morsels  are  still  in  it,  will  be  alive 
with  maggots  todav. 

But  how  can  I  forget?  By  reach- 
ing forth  unto  the  things  that  are 
before,  and  pressing  toward  the 
mark.  When  we  look  forward  and 
Christward,  letting  Him  fill  the  fu- 
ture and  the  future  fill  our  hearts, 
then  we  can  forget  the  things  v^'hich 
are  behind. 

Let   Your  Hope   for  the  Future 

Lead    You    to    Concentration 

of  Effort  in  the  Present 

"This  one  thing  I  do  ...  I  press 
toward  the  mark"  (vv.  13-14).  With 
his  eye   on   the   goal,   Paul   concen- 


trated on  one  aim.  That  aim  is  ex- 
pressed in  verse  12:  "If  that  I  may 
apprehend  that  for  which  also  I  am 
apprehended  of  Christ  Jesus."  He  was 
continually  putting  forth  every  effort 
to  grasp  that  for  which  he  had  been 
grasped  by  Jesus  Christ.  Paul  felt 
that  when  Jesus  Christ  stopped  him 
on  the  Damascus  road,  He  had  a 
vision  and  a  purpose  for  which  He 
grasped  him;  and  Paul  felt  that  all  his 
life  he  was  bound  to  press  on,  lest 
he  disappoint  Jesus,  and  fail  Him, 
and  frustrate  the  purpose  for  which 
he  had  been  apprehended. 

Every  man  is  apprehended  by 
Christ  for  some  purpose— the  will  of 
God  for  that  individual— and  there- 
fore every  man  must  daily  press  on 
so  that  he  may  grasp  that  for  which 
Christ  grasped  him.  Be  the  past  what 
it  may,  be  the  future  what  it  may, 
I  cannot  forget  the  one  nor  reach 
the  other  except  by  setting  myself 
with  all  my  might  to  present  duties. 
"The    clock    of    life    is    wound    but 

once,  and  no  man  has  the  power 
To  tell  just  when  the  hands  will  stop, 

at  late  or  early  hour. 
Now  is  the  only  time  you  own;  live, 

love,  toil  with  a  will; 
Place  no  faith  in  tomorrow,  for  the 

clock  may  then   be  still."  T

CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT

I  believe  that  the  death  penalty  is 
a  fair  price  for  a  murder.  I  don't  be- 
lieve this  because  of  my  own  convic- 
tions but  because  the  Word  of  God, 
the  Bible,  says  that  capital  punish- 
ment is  the  penalty  of  murder. 

In  Genesis  9:6  we  read,  "Whoso 
sheddeth  man's  blood,  by  man  shall 
his  blood  be  shed:  for  in  the  image  of 
God  made  he  man."  Before  this  com- 
mandment was  given  to  man  there 
does  not  seem  to  have  been  any  recog- 
nized form  of  human  government. 
But  after  this  verse  was  written,  man 
had  for  the  first  time  a  set  of  gov- 
ernmental rules  to  live  bv.  God  makes 
it  plain  to  us  that  He  sets  a  high 
value  upon  human  life,  and  human 
beings  are  not  to  be  destroyed.  So, 
we  find  that  in  order  to  protect  this 
ordinance  of  not  taking  another  man's 
life,  God  has  given  the  power  to 
execute  the  murderer  by  a  form  of 
organized  government. 

Genesis  9:6  says  that  human  beings 
are  precious  because  they  are  made 
in  the  image  of  God.  The  destruction 
of  human  life  is  an  outrage  on  God's 
majesty.  Although  this  verse  says 
the  murderer  has  to  be  killed  by  the 
hand  of  man,  it  does  not  say  how 
the  death  sentence  is  to  be  carried 
out.  In  Biblical  times  the  forms  of 
death  were  stoning,  burning,  behead- 
ing, and  strangulation.  Also  we  find 
that  thev  used  such  methods  as  hang- 
ing,  drowning,  impaling,  and  cruci- 
fixion. The  Anglo-Saxon  punish- 
ments were  about  the  same  as  Bibli- 
cal punishments.  In  Spain  thousands 
of  murderers  had  their  skin  torn  with 
red-hot  pincers  and  then  molten  lead 
poured  into  the  wounds.  From  the 
thirteenth  century  to  the  present  time 
the  most  common  forms  of  capital 
punishment  have  been  drowning, 
crucifixion,  hanging,  stoning,  throw- 
ing  from  a  high  rock,  boiling  in  oil, 
the  sword  or  the  axe,  breaking  on  the 
wheel,  quartering  by  four  horses,  the 
electric  chair,  and  the  gas  chamber. 
Many  of  the  first  punishments  of 
death  were  verv  slow  and  painful,  but 
now  with  the  electric  chair  and  the 
gas  chamber,  death  is  very  fast. 

The  Bible  also  has  something  to 


say  about  accidental  death— that  is,  if 
someone  should  happen  to  kill  some- 
one accidentallv,  as  in  second  degree 
manslaughter.  This  is  found  in  Deu- 
teronomy 19:4-6.  "And  this  is  the  case 
of  the  slayer,  which  shall  flee  thither, 
that  he  may  live:  Whoso  killeth  his 
neighbour  ignorandy,  whom  he  hated 
not  in  time  past;  as  when  a  man 
goeth  into  the  wood  with  his  neigh- 
bour to  hew  wood,  and  his  hand 
fetcheth  a  stroke  with  the  axe  to  cut 
down  the  tree,  and  the  head  slippeth 
from  the  helve,  and  lighteth  upon  his 
neighbour,  that  he  die;  he  shall  flee 
unto  one  of  those  cities,  and  live: 
lest  the  avenger  of  the  blood  pursue 
the  slayer,  while  his  heart  is  hot, 
and  overtake  him,  because  the  way  is 
long,  and  slav  him;  whereas  he  was 
not  worthy  of  death,  inasmuch  as  he 
hated  him  not  in  time  past."  This 
passage  merely  means  that  if  a  per- 
son happens  to  kill  another,  God  will 
not  hold  him  accountable. 

But  if  the  murder  is  a  premeditat- 
ed one,  it  is  a  quite  different  story. 
An  example  of  this  kind  of  murder 
is  found  in  the  same  chapter  in  Deu- 
teronomy and  in  verses  11  and  12. 
"But  if  any  man  hate  his  neigh- 
bour, and  lie  in  wait  for  him,  and 
rise  up  against  him,  and  smite  him 
mortally  that  he  die,  and  fleeth  into 
one  of  these  cities:  then  the  elders  of 
his  city  shall  send  and  fetch  him 
thence  and  deliver  him  into  the  hand 
of  the  avenger  of  blood,  that  he 
may  die."  This  means  that  if  a  man 
kills  a  man  because  he  hates  him  and 
has  planned  the  murder,  he  has  to 
be  brought  to  the  avenger  of  blood, 
or  the  prosecutor,  and  be  killed. 

How  much  plainer  does  God  have 
to  be  to  make  us  see  that  He  agrees  |j 
with  capital  punishment!  Most  peo- 
ple will  trv  to  use  Exodus  20:13, 
"Thou  shalt  not  kill,"  as  an  argument  | 
against  capital  punishment.  This  will 
not  work,  because  this  verse  is  talk- 
ing about  personal  conduct  and 
Genesis  9:6  regulates  official  conduct. 
All  of  the  commandments  pertain  to 
a  person's  personal  conduct,  so  "Thou 
shalt  not  kill "  would  have  to  be  per- 
sonal, too. 

I  believe  that  the  Bible  plainly 
shows  that  capital  punishment  is  the 
correct  punishment  for  murder. 
There  is  really  no  doubt  about  it; 
God  has  instituted  the  practice  of 
capital  punishment  for  all  times,  and 
we  should  be  vialling  to  abide  by  His 
commandment.  T      M

We  have  it  on  the  authority  of 
Jesus  himself:  evangehsm  is  the  one 
ministry  that  must  in\'oh'e  every 
Christian.  He  set  us  the  example  in 
His  persistent  witness  in  His  own 
ministry.  And  with  great  passion  and 
enthusiasm  He  urged  His  followers 
to  witness  to  ever)'  creature.  The 
resultino  conclusion  is  that  evan- 
gelism  is  a  "must"  in  the  life  and 
work  of  every  belie\'er;  it  is  God's 
wav  of  eettino  His  messase  to  all 
men.  The  principle  by  extension 
applies  to  His  body  of  believers,  the 
church. 

A  pastor  wrote  recently,  "One  of 
the  cr\'inp  needs  of  the  hour  in  our 
Brethren  denomination  is  evange- 
lism." The  great  need  in  every  de- 
nomination, and  in  the  life  of  ever)' 
single  member  in  those  denomina- 
tions, and  of  the  church  universal, 
is  to  communicate  the  plan  of  sal- 
vation as  revealed  in  God's  Word  to 
lost  men  everywhere.  This  is  the 
life  of  the  church;  her  mission;  her 
ministry.    Without    evangelism    her 


testimony  will  wither  and  dry  up 
as  a  dead  tree.  It  follows  as  the  night 
the  day. 

How  can  this  program  be  moved 
off  dead  center,  from  the  subjective 
"we  must"  to  the  objective  "we  will?" 
How  is  the  job  to  be  done?  By  whom? 
Is  it  the  work  of  the  evangelist?  The 
pastor?  The  individual  Christian? 

It  must  be  done  by  all. 

In  a  recent  surx'ey  most  of  those 
responding  felt  that  in  the  final 
analysis,  the  job  must  be  done  by 
individual  Christians.  But  a  warnina 

o 

was  sounded:  too  much  of  the  re- 
sponsibility for  this  ministry  in  the 
past  has  been  left  to  new  Christians. 
And,  while  the  pastor  is  not  to  be 
considered  the  professional  soul  win- 
ner of  the  conoresation,  he  must  lead 
the  way  with  a  strong  preaching 
ministry,  bv  training  and  instructing 
his  people  in  the  art  of  personal  wit- 
nessing, and  by  personal  example  in 
soul-winning;  he  is  the  "key  man." 
Most  felt  that  the  full-time  evan- 
gelist is  being  used  less  now  than  in 


the  past.  However,  all  seemed  to  feel 
that  he  is  needed  and  that  he  can 
be  of  great  assistance  in  working  with 
the  pastor  and  people  of  the  local 
churches  in  well-planned  and  prayed- 
over  programs  of  evangelism.  He  can 
further  help  in  "how  to"  conferences 
on  evangelism. 

As  Evangelism  Sunday  approaches, 
we  should  pra)'  and  plan  for  a  re- 
newed effort  in  evanselism.  The 
time  is  right  for  The  Brethren 
Church  to  move  forward  in  carrying 
forward  this  program  so  near  and 
dear  to  the  heart  of  God.  The  lost 
souls  of  men  demand  that  we  act.  If 
we  fail,  these  souls  will  cry  out 
against  us  for  all  eternity.  Denomina- 
tional statistics  embarrassingly  re- 
mind us  that  the  time  is  right  to 
move.  The  Scriptures,  replete  with 
admonitions  to  preach,  to  witness, 
urge  us  on.  And  our  God,  who  in 
love  sent  His  Son,  who  in  His  holi- 
ness and  justice  must  judge  sin, 
and  who  by  His  grace  is  willing  to 
sa\e  all  who  come  to  Him,  demands 
that  we  act.

"Lost"  Brethren 

Open  before  me  on  my  desk  as  I  write  this  editorial 
is  the  1966  statistician's  report  of  the  NFBC.  Much  of 
what  is  recorded  in  this  fact-filled  document  is  cause  for 
rejoicing.  Yet  there  is  one  obscure  figure  that  bears 
closer  scrutiny.  Lurking  in  this  forest  of  facts  is  the  ac- 
count of  1,200  Brethren  classified  as  'lost."  Lest  we 
offend  the  Calvinistic  conscience  of  our  readers,  we  hast- 
en to  remind  vou  that  this  loss  is  in  membership  and  not 
in  salvation.  However,  this  does  not  minimize  its  impor- 
tance. Death,  dismissal,  roll  revision,  and  losses  to  other 
denominations  are  listed  by  the  statistician  as  probable 
causes. 

Since  we  may  expect  the  grim  reaper  to  continue 
to  take  his  toll,  we  shall  not  concern  ourself  with  this 
statistic.  We  are  not  unduly  alarmed  with  that  loss  desig- 
nated dismissal;  in  fact,  we  are  personally  of  the  persua- 
sion that  an  increase  in  this  figure  would  be  a  whole- 
some sipTi  in  The  Brethren  Church.  The  other  two 
areas  should  be  of  grave  concern,  however,  but  time  per- 
mits the  consideration  of  onlv  one.  We  shall  address 
our  remarks  to  that  statistic  which  the  statistician  refers 
to  as  "lost  to  other  denominations,"  or,  as  we  prefer  to 
call  them,  "denominational  dropouts." 

Although  the  report  reads  "lost  to  other  denominations," 
the  real  loss  is  to  The  Brethren  Church.  Unlike  that 
large,  elusive  group  of  delinquent  members  who  are  lost 
through  roll  revision,  these  folks  are  quality  members 
of  The  Brethren  Church.  Amons  the  300  members  that 
were  "lettered  out"  last  year,  many  were  Sunday-school 
teachers,  officers,  leaders,  and  financial  supporters.  Yet 
despite  the  scarcity  of  such  individuals  in  our  fellow- 
ship we  continue  to  surrender  our  claim  on  them  without 
so  much  as  a  single  note  of  protest.  So  habituated,  in  fact, 
have  we  become  to  this  loss  that  we  now  have  forms 
printed  to  expedite  the  transfer  and  make  it  more  con- 


venient. Had  each  of  these  300  Brethren  been  thoroughly 
persuaded  as  to  the  singular  nature  of  The  Brethren 
Church,  we  could  have  extended  our  denominational 
outreach  into  many  new  communities.  Undoubtedly 
many  of  these  families  moved  into  those  areas  in  America 
which  do  not  now  have  a  Brethren  church,  but  their 
assets  have  been  forever  frozen  as  far  as  our  own  work 
is  concerned. 

How  long  are  we  going  to  put  up  with  this  shameful 
and  costly  drain  on  our  church  before  we  initiate  some 
program  of  correction?  To  combat  this  we  need  a  new, 
vibrant  es-prit  de  corps  within  our  fellowship.  It  is  not 
enough  simply  to  make  disciples  and  teach  them  the 
Word  of  God;  we  must  go  one  step  further  and  en- 
courage them  to  "contend  for  the  faith."  We  must  stress 
the  need  for  loyalty!  In  spite  of  recent  publicity,  the 
uniqueness  of  The  Brethren  Church  goes  far  beyond 
baptism  by  trine  immersion  and  feet-washing.  These  are 
but  the  outward  signs  of  the  great  underlying  distinctive 
that  true  discipleship  is  reflected  in  one's  response  to 
the  teachings  of  the  Bible  and  not  simply  in  an  in- 
tellectual assent  to  its  integrity.  All  fundamentalists  at- 
test the  verbal  inspiration  of  the  Bible,  but  our  Lord 
wants,  not  acquiescence,  but  obedience  to  His  Word. 

There  needs  to  be  a  renewed  emphasis  on  the  dangers 
of  compromise.  The  popular  religious  slogan  of  today  is 
tolerance,  and  it  is  being  displayed  on  every  hand.  Toler- 
ance, according  to  Webster,  means  "allowance  for  error," 
and  I  seriously  question  that  the  Bible  makes,  or  The 
Brethren  Church  wants,  such  a  provision.  It  is  one  thing 
to  respect  another  man's  religious  beliefs,  but  it  is  quite 
another  thing  to  admit  to  the  possibility  of  his  being 
right.  To  consent  is  to  admit  to  an  uncertainty  to  one's 
ov\Ti  conclusions.  We  have  long  been  known  as  a  people 
whose  final  argument  is  "thus  saith  the  Lord,"  and  a  re- 
affirmation of  this  position  will  serve  us  well  in  these 
days  of  vacillating  convictions. 

o 

One  last  point  of  obser\'ation  is  to  realize  our  personal 
responsibility  in  the  matter  of  church  extension,  or,  if  you 
prefer,  evangelism.  In  no  other  area  has  the  curse  of  pro- 
fessionalism been  so  evident  as  in  this  one  phase  of  the 
Christian  life.  The  Great  Commission  is  not  just  the  oath 
of  office  of  a  so-called  "full-time  missionary,"  but  it  is  the 
marching  orders  for  even,'  member  of  The  Brethren 
Church. 

Three  important  facts  stand  out  in  this  last  will  and 
testament  of  our  Lord.  There  is  the  matter  of  soul-win- 
ning, followed  by  the  necessity  of  baptism,  concluding 
with  a  special  mention  of  teaching  the  entire  Word  of 
God.  Every  single  Brethren  who  moves  to  a  new  com- 
munity is  responsible  for  the  faithful  disposition  of  these 
orders.  He  should  make  every  attempt  to  win  his  neigh- 
bors and  his  new  friends  to  Jesus  Christ.  He  should  see 
that  they  are  properly  baptized.  He  could  then  begin  a 
Bible-teaching  program  to  bring  these  new  Christians  to 
a  place  of  spiritual  maturity.  In  spite  of  all  of  the  excuses 
that  we  hear  to  the  contrary,  it  would  seem  that  no  spe- 
cial talent  is  necessary  to  comply  with  these  simple  in- 
structions given  by  our  Lord. 

In  view  of  the  facts  given  in  the  statistician's  report 
concerning  those  "lost  to  other  denominations,"  we  must

labored  and  prayed  for  this 
church!  A  spirit  of  faith  and  trust 
in  the  Lord  has  been  demonstrated 
by  this  congregation.  Their  en- 
thusiasm and  zeal  to  reach  people 
for  the  Lord   through  an  aggres-

sive  visitation  effort  has  borne 
and  will  continue  to  bear  rich 
fruits  in  additional  growth. 

In  August  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council  challenged  Pastor 
Richard  Placeway  to  lead  his  con- 


gregation in  reaching  a  goal  of 
$2,000  to  be  paid  on  the  principle 
of  their  loan  in  1967  before  going 
self-supporting.  The  people  will- 
ingly accepted  this  challenge  and 
met  their  goal  early  in  January, 
having  begun  their  campaign  in 
September. 

On  January  22,  1967,  the  coun- 
cil presented  its  final  gift  to  this 
congregation,  and  I  rejoiced  with 
them  in  a  fine  day  of  fellowship. 
Attendances  were  136  in  church, 
139  in  Sunday  school.  Offerings 
have  averaged  $515  per  week  dur- 
ing  the    last   six-week   period.    It 


was  a  joy  to  see  so  many  new 
young  couples  present,  to  see  a 
"live  wire,"  well-attended  youth 
group,  and  to  see  the  friendly  de- 
termination of  this  church.  I 
brought  back  to  the  Brethren  In- 
vestment Foundation  $2,000  to  be 
paid  on  their  loan. 

The  Elyria  building,  one  of  the 
larger  home-mission  buildings,  is 
located  in  a  rapidly-growing  area 
on  the  north  side  of  this  northern 
Ohio  city.  It  will  accommodate  a 
congregation  of  450  to  500  people. 
It  was  built  by  the  Brethren  Con- 
struction Company.  There  is  suf- 
ficient land  for  off-street  parking 
and  additional  land  for  building 
expansion,  which  we  anticipate 
thev  will  need  as  they  continue 
their  growth  in  this  new  com- 
munity. 

Our  congratulations  to  the 
Elyria  church  on  going  self-sup- 
porting! We  want  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  Rev.  Galen  Lin- 
genfelter,  the  first  pastor,  and  to 
Rev.  Richard  Placeway,  the  pres- 
ent pastor,  for  their  dedicated 
labor  to  bring  this  church  to  this 
victory.  Our  prayers  will  continue 
to  petition  God's  help  as  they  con- 
tinue their  efforts  to  claim  many 
for  Christ.  -L.E.P.  T 


Elyria  Self-Supporting  Began  With  a  Stewardship  Conference

The  Elyria,  Ohio,  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  going  self-supporting 
January  1,  1967,  was  the  climax  to 
a  stewardship  conference  with  the 
Musical  Polmans  held  in  June,  1966. 
During  the  four  days  of  extra  empha- 
sis on  stewardship,  Rev.  Leo  Polman 
challenged  our  people  to  prove  the 
Lord  in  the  matter  of  tithes  and  of- 
ferings and  see  if  the  Lord  would 
not  bless  in  keeping  with  His  Word. 

Following  the  presentation  of  the 
challenge  we  announced  a  poster 
contest  to  keep  the  emphasis  before 
the  people.  We  announced  that  the 
church  would  award  a  copy  of  Liv- 
ing Letters  for  the  best  poster  on 
tithing  in  three  age  groups:  grades 
1  to  6,  grades  7  to  12,  and  the 
adults.  Two  weeks  later  the  con- 
test was  over,  the  posters  were  dis- 


played in  the  church  sanctuary,  and 
the  voting  began.  Every  person  in 
the  church  was  encouraged  to  vote 
for  the  best  poster  in  each  category. 
The  winners  were  Miss  Venna  Hick- 
man, Miss  Linda  Priebe,  and  Mrs. 
Richard  Placeway. 

Now  it  was  time  to  compare  our 


income  for  the  month  of  steward- 
ship emphasis.  The  results,  to  our 
joy  and  surprise,  showed  a  52  per 
cent  increase  in  giving  for  June, 
1966,  over  June,  1965.  The  Lord  had 
kept  His  promise,  and  our  hearts  re- 
joiced. 

After  seeing  what  the   Lord  had

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done  for  our  church  as  a  result  of 
the  stewardship  conference,  I  be- 
gan to  do  some  figuring.  When  our 
church  council  met  in  September,  I 
presented  to  it  the  challenge  of  going 
self-supporting.  The  shock  was  too 
great.  The  response  was  a  blank 
stare.  But  I  had  gone  into  that  meet- 
ing with  a  careful  accounting  of  our 
expenses  and  a  chart  of  our  income. 
I  explained  to  the  members  of  the 
board  that  for  the  past  months  our 
income  had  been  enough  to  carry 
the  financial  load  and  pointed  out 
that  if  we  received  $200  per  week 
hn  current  expense  and  $110  in 
building  fund  we  could  go  out  on 
our  own.  The  board  agreed  to  pray 
and  to  challenge  the  people. 

In  our  November  council  meeting 
again  it  was  my  happy  privilege  to 
show  to  the  members  of  the  council 
that  we  were  able  to  pay  all  our 
own  expenses.  In  light  of  this  the 
council  voted  to  recommend  to  the 


church  that  we  vote  to  go  self-sup- 
porting. On  Sunday,  November  20, 
the  congregation  voted  to  accept  the 
recommendation  and  go  self-support- 
ing January  I,  1967. 

The  next  Thursday  was  Thanks- 
gi\'ing.  We  in  Elyria  had  much  for 
which  to  thank  the  Lord— not  only 
for  the  vote  of  the  congregation,  but 
also  because  the  weekend  after 
Thanksgiving  we  had  scheduled  a 
Bible  conference  celebrating  our 
tenth  anniversary  of  our  building. 
We  had  invited  the  men  who  help- 
ed the  church  in  its  first  ten  years: 
Rev.  Lester  E.  Pifer,  Rev.  Richard 
Messner,  Rev.  Galen  Lingenfelter, 
Rev.  J.  L.  Gingrich,  Rev.  Robert 
Holmes,  and  Rev.  Wesley  Haller. 
The  Lord  wonderfully  blessed  during 
the  conference.  For  a  sign  of  the 
Lord's  favor  on  our  step  of  faith— the 
vote  to  go  self-supporting— we  asked 
Him  for  a  special  building  debt  re- 
duction offering  of  $500  during  the 


Bible  conference.  At  the  close  of  the 
last  service  evervone  anxiously  await- 
ed the  report  of  the  financial  secre- 
tarv.  The  count  was  made,  the  re- 
sults posted.  The  total  offerings  for 
the  day  were  $1,000.03.  The  build- 
ing debt  reduction  offering  was  not 
S500,  but  $702.79.  The  brethren  in 
Elvria  were  thrilled.  God  had  answer- 
ed and  honored  our  faith. 

In  addition  to  this,  since  the  vote 
of  the  congregation  we  have  seen 
five  persons  receive  the  Lord  as  Sav- 
iour. This  is  more  remarkable  in 
light  of  the  fact  that  for  the  first  ten 
months  of  this  year  we  had  no  first- 
time   decisions. 

The  brethren  in  Elyria  want  to 
express  publicly  our  thanks  to  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council 
for  their  support  in  many  ways  dur- 
ing the  past  ten  years.  Without  their 
help  there  would  not  be  a  Brethren 
church  in  Elyria.  Thank  God  for 
their  ministry.  ▼

conclude  one  of  three  things.  (1) 
They  were  uninformed  as  to  the 
faith  and  practice  of  The  Brethren 
Church.  (2)  They  were  never  fully 
convinced  as  to  the  validity  of  this 
faith  and  practice.  (3)  They  de- 
termined that  some  of  the  faith  and 
practices  of  The  Brethren  Church 
were  important,  whereas  others  were 
unimportant. 

If  the  foregoing  conclusions  are 
correct,  we  must  initiate  a  viodtis 
operandi  that  will  provide  a  solution 
for  each  of  these  problem  areas.  If 
we  are  to  "save"  these  many  fine 
families,  we  must  begin  with  a 
thorough  indoctrination  course  for 
every  member  that  will  clearly  pre- 
sent the  faith  and  practice  of  The 
Brethren  Church.  Secondly,  we 
must  expect  e\'erv  member  to  com- 
mit himself  to  such  a  program  and

evidence  this  commitment  in  word 
and  deed.  Lastly,  we  must  cease 
categorizing  God's  Word  into  neat 
little  pigeon  holes  marked  "impor- 
tant" and  "unimportant."  There  is  a 
fundamental  ecumenism  about  today 
that  suggests  that  the  gospel  is  all 
that  really  matters.  All  else  is  rela- 
tively unimportant.  Such  thinking 
could  be  avoided  by  a  reaffirmation 
in  the  profitable  nature  of  all  Scrip- 


ture. 


A  marathon  task  of  church  exten- 
sion lies  before  us  if  we  are  to  grow 
as  a  national  fellowship.  However, 
before  we  can  expect  to  win  the  race, 
we  must  firm  up  the  muscles  of  de- 
nominational pride  now  grown  flabby 
with  disuse.  It  is  possible  to  have 
an  unquestioned  devotion  to  Jesus 
Christ  as  Saviour  and  at  the  same 
time  have  an  allegiance  and  loyalty 
to  the  church  which  exalts  this  same 
Saviour.  T

TRACTS 


YOU

A  sailor  told  how  he  was  saved 
while  reading  a  tract  throv\'n  to  him 
from  a  passing  car  as  he  was  hitch- 
hiking.   Alone    in    her   room    a    sirl 

o  o 

who  was  a  carhop  received  Christ 
after  reading  a  tract  left  with  a  tip 
for  her.  A  tract  sent  in  the  mail  was 
used  of  God  to  lead  a  grandmother  to 
the  Saviour.  God  uses  tracts!  Do  you? 

"Preach  the  gospel  to  every  crea- 
ture" (Mark  16:15).  Do  you?  You 
may  not  have  enough  time  to  witness 
personally  to  each  person  you  meet, 
but  you  can  witness  through  tracts. 
Here  are  some  practical  pointers  on 
how  to  pass  out  tracts.  Pass  them 
out: 

1.  Prayerfully.  Of  course,  every- 
thing should  be  done  prayerfully. 
This  is  especially  true  when  giving 
out  tracts.  Pray  for  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  speak  to  hearts  and  to  open  the 


eyes  of  the  recipient's  understanding 
so  that  he  may  receive  Christ. 

2.  Politely.  Never  be  rude  or  crude. 
If  our  gospel  is  an  offense,  that  is 
one  matter.  But  if  we  are  offensive, 
that  is  sin. 

3.  Pleasantly.  It  costs  so  little  to 
smile,  but  a  smile  goes  so  far.  With 
love  in  your  heart  and  a  smile  on 
your  face,  ask  kindly,  "May  I  give 
you  something  special  to  read?"  If 
a  person  refuses  or  wants  to  argue, 
remain  pleasant.  Don't  argue! 

4.  Plentifully.  "He  which  soweth 
bountifully  shall  reap  also  bounti- 
fully" (II  Cor.  9:6).  Tracts  cost  so 
little  that  you  can  afford  to  give  them 
freely.  Certainlv  some  people  will 
throw  them  away.  Many  turn  off 
the  radio,  yet  we  still  broadcast  the 
gospel.  Many  see  little  fruit  because 
they  give  out  so  little. 

5.  Persistently.  "Let  us  not  be 
weary  in  well  doing;  for  in  due  sea- 
son we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not" 
(Gal.  6:9).  Let's  walk  by  faith  and 
not  by  sight.  Many  have  seen  great 
results  because  they  keep  at  it. 

6.  Practically.  Don't  expect  God  to 
stop  you  suddenly  on  the  street  and 
say,  "Here,  give  this  man  a  tract," 
or  "Wait,  don't  give  him  one." 
Would  you  even  have  a  tract  with 
you  if  He  did?  God  expects  us  to 
be  practical  and  buy  up  our  oppor- 
tunities. We  don't  wait  for  the  Spirit 
to  move  us  before  we  pray  or  read 
our  Bible.  Neither  should  we  wait 
for  a  feeling  to  give  out  tracts. 

Put  tracts  in  letters,  Christmas 
cards,  and  bills.  Give  them  to  clerks, 
waitresses,  salesmen,  and  all  who 
come  to  your  door.  Leave  them  in 
places  where  people  will  likely  see 
them  and  pick  them  up.  Go  in  teams 
for  mass  distribution  to  bus  and  train 
stations,  airports,  shopping  centers, 
and  sporting  arenas.  Send  teams 
from  the  church,  door  to  door,  until 
you  reach  every  home. 

Doctors  have  put  them  in  state- 
ments; businessmen,  in  letters;  and 
store  owners,  in  packages.  Tract 
racks  may  be  profitably  placed  in 
stores,  stations,  hospitals,  and  so 
forth.  Be  sure  the  tracts  are  attractive 
and  printed  on  good  paper.  Don't 
cheapen  vour  witness.  Watch  and 
pray  for  some  new  way  to  distribute 
tracts. 


7.  PersonMly.  One  of  the  unique 
aspects  of  tracts  is  that  anyone  can 
use  them;  young  or  old,  educated  or 
uneducated,  rich  or  poor.  People 
who  would  not  come  to  your  church 
will  read  a  tract  in  privacy.  Be  sure 
it  contains  the  gospel! 

8.  Prospectively.  One  of  the  great- 
est values  of  tracts  is  their  ease  in 
opening  the  door  to  witness.  Use 
them  as  a  tool  to  witness  but  never 
as  an  excuse  for  not  witnessing.  After 
a  person  has  read  the  tract,  try  to 
engage  him  in  conversation,  and  wit- 
ness further  to  him. 

9.  Presently.  Don't  delay;  start  to- 
day. Remember,  you  can  never  be 
led  to  give  out  a  tract  if  you  have 
none  with  you. 

10.  Purposefully.  Stamp  your  ad- 
dress on  the  back  of  the  tract  for 
a  follow-up. 

Let's  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature  we  meet  through  the  use  of 
tracts.  y

"Jesus  was  a  Jew,"  she  said  as 
though  sharing  a  great  discovery. 
I  was  heartsick!  You  wonder  why? 
This  Jewess  had  been  under  the  min- 
istry oF  the  gospel  for  about  two 
years,  and  she  was  only  now  realizing 
this  basic  truth.  Had  she  compre- 
hended anv  of  the  truths  she  had 
been  hearing?  What  about  the 
others?  Anew  I  was  reminded  that  it 
is  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
"guide  into  all  truth."  Will  you 
help  us  by  praying  for  His  working 
in  the  hearts  and  understanding  of 
the  following? 

Mrs.  U.  is  willing  to  acknowledge 
Jesus  as  Messiah  but  not  as  God. 
Mr.  U.'s  beliefs  are  warped  by  the 
teachings  of  traditional  Judaism. 
When  Mrs.  U.  was  in  the  hospital 
recently  a  wonderful  opportunity 
was  given  to  present  the  deitv  of 
Christ  to  her  from  the  Old  Testa- 
ment—that is,  until  the  nurse  came 
into  the  room.

In  the  years  that 
I  have  known  her,  from  time  to  time 
we  have  had  some  excellent  dis- 
cussions on  the  Word.  Sporadically 
Mrs.  S.  has  attended  our  luncheon 
discussion  meetings.  Religiously,  she 
would  probably  be  classified  as  a 
Reformed  Jev\'ess,  though  her  back- 
ground has  been  orthodox.  Formerly 
she  was  a  schoolteacher;  thus,  the 
film  was  of  special  interest  to  her,  and 
she  thought  it  was  excellent. 

Throuoh   Mrs.   S.   I  have  become 
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acquainted  with  two  of  her  friends. 
They  have  been  in  my  home  on  sev- 
eral occasions  for  a  social  evening. 
We  have  graduated  from  Scrabble  to 
plaving  Password.  These  two  Jew- 
esses attended  the  showing  of  the 
second  part  of  "The  Red  River  of 
Life"  and  expressed  an  interest  in 
coming  to  the  Bible  class  again.  The 
following  Wednesday  Mrs.  S.  and 
one  of  the  friends  did  come  with  me. 
After  the  Bible  presentation,  while 
we  were  ha\ing  "coffee  and"  (this  is 
a  fa\'orite  expression  of  those  from 
Chicaoo  for  light  refreshments),  both 
ladies  entered  into  a  very  interesting 
discussion   with   Rev.   Button. 

When  I  took  them  home,  they 
\'oiced  some  opinions  to  me.  Mrs.  S. 
said  that  she  could  not  accept  the 
teaching  of  original  sin.  With  a  few 
words  I  attempted  to  answer  her. 
However,  her  basic  need  is  to  accept 
the  authority  of  the  Bible.  Her  friend 
said  that  she  could  not  see  how  be- 
lieving in  Jesus  made  it  possible  for 
a  jjerson  to  do  as  he  pleased  and 
then  just  ask  for  forgiveness.  I  sought 
to  point  out  to  her  that  this  is  not 


the  teaching  of  the  Bible.  This  is 
the  tradition  of  man.  We  need  to 
study  the  Bible  so  that  we  can  dis- 
tinguish between  what  God  teaches 
and  what  man  says. 

Ann  Isaacson,  a  Hebrew  Chris- 
tian, has  been  a  faithful  witness  to 
her  own  people.  She  has  a  real  bur- 
den for  the  lost,  and  as  she  meets 
them  on  the  bus,  at  the  store,  or  in 
the  laundromat,  she  talks  to  them  of 
Christ  Jesus.  She  met  Mrs.  R.  on 
one  such  occasion  and  was  told  she 
might  \'isit  in  her  home.  A  short  time- 
after,  Ann  and  I  called  on  this  dear 
Jewess.  We  ha\'e  alv\'avs  been  gra- 
ciously received  and  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  talk  of  the  Lord.  Though 
she  seldom  entered  into  a  discussion 
with  us,  she  did  listen  and  showed  no 
resentment.  We  were  thrilled  when 
she  accepted  our  invitation  and  at- 
tended our  last  luncheon  discussion 
meeting.  Much  to  my  surprise,  she 
entered  into  the  discussion  we  had 
at  the  meeting. 

In  a  time  of  need  Mrs.  W.  sought 
help  from  a  Christian  organization 
that  referred  her  to  us.  Calling  upon 
her,  I  received  a  warm  welcome. 
The  Lord  Jesus  was  lifted  up  before 
her  as  the  One  who  alone  could  give 
her  the  help  and  peace  that  she 
sought.  For  a  while  she  attended  our 
Wednesday  Bible  class  quite  regu- 
larly. Then  circumstances  took  a  turn 
for  the  better,  and  a  conflict  of  in- 
terests drew  her  away  from  the  meet- 
ings. Though  she  now  onlv  attends 
occasionally,  whenever  I  visit  her 
there  is  no  end  to  the  questions  she 
asks  about  the  Bible  and  spiritual 
matters.  Her  sister  is  often  with  her 
when  I  call,  and  so  an  opportunity  is 
given  to  present  the  claims  of  Christ 
to  both  of  them. 

Considering  our  ministrs'  to  Israel. 
I  am  reminded  of  an  incident  out  of 
their  own  history  as  found  in  Exodus 
17:8-16.  This  tells  of  their  encounter 
^vith  and  victory  over  Amalek.  How- 
ever, the  victor)'  was  not  in  their 
own  power  or  strength.  "And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  Moses  held  up  his 
hand,  that  Israel  prevailed;  and  when 
he  let  down  his  hand,  Amalek  pre- 
\'ailed."  Aaron  and  Hur  helped  stay 
the  hands  of  Moses,  and  Joshua  de- 
feated the  enemy.  Would  you  stand 
in  their  place  for  Israel  today?  The 
victory  still  is  the  Lord's,  but  we  are 
laborers  together  with  Him.  ▼

IS  THE  U.N. 
NON-CHRISTIAN? 


Our  generation  has  seen  a  mys- 
terious and  powerful  movement 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth  to- 
ward  internationalism.  The  move- 
ment has  progressed  to  such  a  place 
that  even  the  politicians  of  the 
United  States  are  often  labeled  na- 
tionalists or  internationalists.  The 
United  Nations,  having  thrust  itself 
upon  the  thinking  of  our  country,  has 
made  the  international  viewpoint 
much  more  popular  than  the  national. 
Whereas  men  have  lived  and  died 
for  the  sovereignty  of  the  United 
States,  our  leaders  today  are  publicly 
advocating  the  overthrow  of  the  sov- 
ereigntv  of  the  United  States,  pro- 
posing that  we  should  become  one  of 
the  many  within  the  United  Na- 
tions. 

The  Bible  and  Internationalism 

Nineteen  hundred  years  ago  God's 
Word  told  about  the  day  when  in- 
ternationalism would  sweep  the 
earth.  Eventually  the  movement  is 
to  be  completely  intertwined  with 
the  life  and  activities  of  a  great 
world  dictator.  This  world  figure  is 
described  in  the  Book  of  Revelation, 
where,  in  vision,  the  apostle  John 
saw  that  "power  was  given  him  over 
all  kindreds,  and  tongues,  and  na- 
tions" (Rev.  13:7). 

When  we  read  in  the  Scriptures 
that  the  whole  world  is  to  come  under 
the  domination  of  one  great  dictator, 
who  will  have  power  "given  him  over 
all  kindreds,  and  tongues,  and  na- 
tions," those  who  seriously  believe 
the  Scriptures  will  be  interested  to 
look  at  unfolding  world  events  which 
may  point  to  such  world  control. 

UN  Not  a  Peace  Move  Only 

On  June  13,  1953,  Usher  L.  Bur- 
dick,  congressman  from  North  Da- 
kota, delivered  a  speech  in  Phila- 
delphia   in   which    he   said   in   part: 
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"When  I  read  the  (UN)  charter  I 
saw  in  it  an  attempt  to  form  a  world 
government,  and  if  possible  to  make 
the  United  States  merely  a  subser- 
vient member  of  this  world  organ- 
ization." We  were  told  again  that 
these  fears  were  whollv  unfounded. 
We  are  advised  again  that  all  the 
United  Nations  wanted  was  to  work 
for  world  peace,  and  that  no  indi- 
vidual would  be  interfered  with. 

Over  ten  years  ago  the  power  of 
the  UN  was  felt  in  what  is  known 
as  the  Fujii  Case  in  California.  In 
this  case  the  district  court  held  that 
the  local  law  of  California  (prevent- 
ing Japanese  nationals  from  holding 
land)  was  void  because  it  conflicted 
with  the  charter  of  the  United  Na- 
tions. Here  we  had  the  first  lesson  in 
imposing  upon  local  communities  the 
will  of  the  United  Nations. 

Some  may  still  remember  that  as 
far  back  as  the  Truman  administra- 
tion, the  Supreme  Court  reasoned 
when  Mr.  Truman  seized  the  steel 
industry  that  the  UN  charter  might 
overrule  our  own  constitution.  It  is 
reported  that  the  Chief  Justice  held 
it  was  valid  for  the  reason  that  the 
United  Nations  Charter  gave  such 
authoritv.  It  is  easy  to  see  the  impor- 
tance of  this  decision,  for  if  the  ma- 
jority of  the  court  had  adopted  the 
views  of  the  Chief  Justice,  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  would 
have  been  overridden  by  the  Charter 
of  the  United  Nations. 

Christians  Have  Most   To  Lose 

Most  Christians  in  America  never 
stop  to  think  of  the  many  safeguards 
against  injustice  which  are  available 
to  all  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
Under  our  Constitution,  a  United 
States  citizen  may  be  tried  by  a  jury 
of  his  peers  and  confronted  by  wit- 
nesses who  speak  for  or  against  him. 


Furthermore,  the  place  of  his  trial  is 
in  the  same  locality  where  the  crime 
is  supposed  to  have  been  committed. 
If  a  world  government  comes  into 
being,  all  this  can  be  changed.  A 
Christian  citizen  in  your  town  may 
be  thrown  into  court  and  tried  under 
the  criminal  court  set  up  by  the 
world  government,  convicted,  and 
sentenced  according  to  the  whims 
and  desires  which  the  World  Court 
mav  dictate.  Under  a  world  sovern- 
ment,  every  Christian  should  realize 
that  there  are  hundreds  of  non-Chris- 
tians in  the  world  for  everv  profess- 
ing Christian.  How  much  justice 
would  a  believer  receive  who  might 
be  hailed  into  court  because  of  his 
faith,  when  the  court  is  pledged  to 
preserve  the  world  philosophy? 

Such  a  super-government  would 
of  course  have  a  police  force  simi- 
lar to  the  well-oreanized  and  reoi- 
mented  Gestapo  of  Hitler  or  the 
secret  police  of  Russia.  Under  the 
proposed  terms  of  world  government, 
no  state  would  dare  refuse  the  pres- 
ence on  its  soil  of  this  "gestapo." 
When  the  world  government  is  final- 
K'  operative,  its  members  will  owe 
allegiance  to  that  government  and  to 
no  other. 

Daniel  Saw   Internationalism 

Daniel  saw  this  world  government 
coming  when  he  said  that  it  "shall 
devour  the  whole  earth,  and  shall 
tread  it  down,  and  break  it  in  pieces." 
The  ruler  of  that  world  government, 
said  Daniel,  "shall  speak  great  words 
against  the  most  High,  and  shall  wear 
out  the  saints  of  the  most  High,  and 
think  to  change  times  and  laws" 
(Dan.   7:19-28). 

If  coming  events  cast  their  shad- 
ows, the  wise  will  consider  the  shad- 
ows in  the  light  of  God's  prophetic 
revelation.  ▼

For  Twenty-Five  Years  the  President 

Those  of  us  who  followed  the 
course  of  the  school  through  its  first 
twenty-five  years  cannot  appraise  the 
mo\ement  of  the  school  without 
recognizing  the  importance  of  one 
man,  Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain.  He  was 
the  moving  genius  in  the  organization 
of  the  school.  He  was  the  one  who 
guided  its  fortunes  through  many  a 
tangled  situation.  His  amazing  ability 
must  be  traced  to  his  skill  as  a  teacher. 
A  giant  intellect  dedicated  fully  to 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  enabled  him 
to  take  the  most  profound  and  deep 
truths  of  the  Word  of  God  and  with 
amazing  simplicity  lead  those  of  less- 
er mental  ability  to  understand  them. 
The  writer  of  this  paragraph  will  for- 
ever be  indebted  to  this  gifted  man 
bestowed  upon  this  school  by  the 
grace  of  God. 

It  is  therefore  fitting  to  incorpor- 
ate as  one  feature  of  the  memorial 
services  a  tribute  to  this  man.  Over 
the  past  year  former  students  have 
been  sending  in  letters  from  far  and 
near  expressing  their  appreciation  for 
the  teaching  of  Dr.  McClain.  These 
were  bound  in  a  volume,  which  was 
presented  to  Dr.  McClain  by  the 
president  of  the  seminary  corpora- 
tion. Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Ashman.  Dr. 
Ashman  was  one  of  the  first 
graduates  of  the  school,  re- 
ceiving  his  degree  after  the 
first  full  year  of  its  ministry 
in  1938.  This  presentation 
was  made  before  the  com- 
bined chapels  of  college  and 
seminary  on  February  I, 
during  the  annual  Grace 
Bible  conference.  A  copy  of 
this  volume  was  bound  and 
placed  in  the  library. 

Alva  J.  McClain 
Teaching  Award 

For  some  time  it  has  been 


in  the  mind  of  the  administration 
to  establish  an  award  for  excellence 
in  teaching.  This  year  provides  the 
occasion,  and  the  example  of  Dr. 
McClain  as  a  teacher  provides  the 
school  with  the  name  for  this 
award.  It  is  felt  that  this  will  en- 
courage diligence  on  the  part  of 
faculty  members  to  achieve  the  best 
sort  of  instruction.  Students,  faculty, 
and  administration  will  take  sig- 
nificant parts  in  the  selection  of  the 
teacher. 

Near  the  end  of  this  year  appro- 
priate ceremonies  will  be  inaugurated 
for  making  recognition.  A  plaque  will 
be  given  to  the  teacher,  and  his  name 
will  be  engraved  upon  a  tablet  which 
will  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  spot 
in  one  of  the  buildings  on  the  cam- 
pus. This  is  a  very  serious  and  won- 
derful e\ent,  and  it  is  the  desire  of 
the  administration  that  God's  people 
will  be  in  prayer  that  great  good  will 
come  from  it. 

Several  Answered  the  Challenge 

During  the  past  several  months 
the  Grace  Schools  issue  of  the  Herald 
has  been  carrying  the  announcement 
of  a  challenge  made  by  a  faculty 
member  and  his  wife.  It  was  the 
offer  of  $1,000  for  the  library  if  four 
others  would  join  with  gifts  of 
$1,000  each.  The  months  dragged 
on.  Then  one  gift  of  $1,000  came  in. 
More  time  elapsed.  Then  the  pro- 
fessor and  his  wife  gave  the  $1,000. 
On  Sunday,  January  22,  another 
$1,000  came  in  response  to  this  chal- 
lenge. Is  it  not  possible  that  there 
are  others  who  are  contemplating 
response  to  this  challenge?  We  hope 
you  will  give  earnest  attention  to 
this  matter. 

Almost  every  day  money  is  being 
received  for  the  library.  Construction 
will  begin  in  earnest  when  the 
weather  breaks.  The  speed  of  con- 
struction depends  upon  the  steady 
flow  of  gifts  to  the  fund  in  suffi- 
cient amounts  to  meet  expenses.  Let 
there  be  earnest  prayer  to  God  that 
this  goal  will  be  reached.  ▼ 
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^  Who  Was 
Adam? 


It  is  little  wonder  that  the  average 
Christian  is  confused  and  bewildered 
bv  much  of  the  theological  writing 
and  thinking  that  is  going  on  today. 
Even  theologians  must  resort  to  theo- 
logical  dictionaries  to  find  out  what 
other  theologians  really  mean  by 
their  use  of  terms.  In  the  dust  and 
confusion  of  battle,  Christian  sol- 
diers join  ranks  sometimes  with  men 
who  are  reallv  their  enemies,  and  at 
other  times  fire  upon  men  who  fail 
to  use  the  correct  watchwords  but 
who  really  believe  the  same  things. 

Take,  for  example,  the  name 
"Adam."  Just  because  a  man  says 
he  believes  in  Adam  doesn't  neces- 
sarilv  mean  that  he  believes  what 
YOU  believe  concerning  this  impor- 
tant Biblical  character.  Depending 
on  their  theological  background,  peo- 
ple have  very  different  mental  pic- 
tures when  "Adam"  is  mentioned. 

Liberals 

During  the  nineteenth  century  a 
new  movement  began  in  Protestant 
Europe  called  theological  liberalism. 
Its  leaders  sought  to  reinterpret  the 
Bible  in  terms  of  modem  science 
and  philosophy,  especially  the  phi- 
losophy of  total  organic  evolution.  No 
longer  was  it  considered  up-to-date 
to  think  of  a  God  who  performed 
miracles  or  spoke  directly  to  men. 
The  Bible  was  simplv  man's  attempt 
to  seek  after  God.  Liberals  believe 
that  Adam  was  a  mere  figment  of 
pre-scientific  Hebrevi'  imagination,  a 
typical  attempt  by  ancient  men  to 
spin  out  stories  that  would  somehow 
explain  the  mysterv  of  life  and  hu- 
man existence.  In  other  words,  the 
story  of  Adam  v\'as  an  ancient  dream 
with  no  foundation  in  scientific  fact. 
Representatives  of  this  viewpoint  are 
Harry  Emerson  Fosdick,  Nels  Ferre, 
Bishop  Pike,  and  Bishop  Robinson 
(author  of  Honest  to  God). 
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Existentialists 


In  opposition  to  the  smug  and 
complacent  liberal  theology  of  the 
late  nineteenth  centurv  and  early 
twentieth,  existentialism,  or  Neo- 
Orthodoxy,  gained  a  powerful  grip 
upon  Protestant  theologians  in 
Europe  follov^'ing  the  first  world 
war  and  in  our  own  country  follow- 
ino  the  second  world  war.  The  term 
"existentialism"  refers  to  the  theory 
that  a  man's  day-to-dav  experiences 
are  far  more  vital  and  real  than  any 
ultimate  explanations  of  life  and  the 
world.  Soren  Kierkegaard,  a  mid- 
nineteenth-centurv  Danish  philos- 
opher, first  systematized  a  "Chris- 
tian" form  of  existentialism,  and  he 
greatlv  influenced  such  recent  think- 
ers as  Barth,  Brunner,  Niebuhr,  and 
Tillich. 

These  "Christian"  existentialists 
deny  that  the  Bible  is  the  infallible 
Word  of  God.  However,  they  insist 
that  God  somehow  speaks  to  us 
through  the  Bible,  and  to  this  extent 
it  is  "inspired."  While  agreeing  with 
the  liberals  that  there  never  was  such 
a  person  at  the  dawn  of  history  as 
Adam,  thev  would  insist  that  "Adam" 
is  a  genuine  myth  through  which 
God  conveys  real  and  important 
truths  to  men  today.  Thus,  there 
never  was  a  particular  man  named 
Adam  who  fell  into  sin  from  a  state 
of  innocence;  but  this  Bible  story 
is  important  because  it  is  God's  way 
of  telling  us  about  ourselves.  Each 
one  of  us  falls  short  of  our  God-given 
spiritual  privileges  by  eating  the  "for- 
bidden fruit"  of  pride  and  compla- 
cency and  is  driven  from  the  "gar- 
den" of  blessing.

Theistic  Evolutionists 

There  are  many  Protestants  today 
who  are  deeply  suspicious  of  liber- 
alism and  existentialism  (Neo-Ortho- 
doxv).  but  who  nevertheless  are  will- 
ing to  allow  modem  scientific  theo- 
ries to  guide  their  interpretation  of 
Genesis.  Thus,  while  admitting  that 
there  must  have  been  a  literal  Adam, 
created  in  the  image  of  God,  they 
concede  that  God  may  have  put  His 
spirit  into  the  body  of  an  apelike 
creature  that  had  been  "providential- 
ly"  evolved  for  this  purpose.  To  such 
thinkers,  Adam  was  simplv  an  animal 
with  a  human  spirit  "created"  by 
God  a  million  or  more  years  ago. 
The  leadership  of  the  American 
Scientific  Affiliation  (a  Christian 
organization  of  scientists)  is  now 
largely  favorable  to  this  interpreta- 
tion of  Adam. 

Orthodox  Christians 

In  opposition  to  the  widespread 
trends  within  Protestantism  to  inter- 
pret the  Bible  in  terms  of  current 
scientific  and  philosophical  theories, 
orthodox  Christians  build  their  life 
and  world  view  squarely  upon  the  in- 
fallible Scriptures.  Thus,  Adam  was 
not  a  primitive  dream  (liberalism),  or 
a  God-given  myth  (existentialism),  or 
a  pre-Pleistocene  primate  with  the 
nature  of  man  (theistic  evolution), 
but  a  physically  perfect  man,  created 
as  an  adult  by  the  supernatural 
power  of  God  only  a  few  thousand 
years  before  Christ.  Created  sinless, 
Adam  disobeyed  God  and  plunged 
the  entire  human  race  into  a  state  of 
rebellion  against  God.  Protestants 
who  reject  or  revise  Genesis  must 
someday  give  an  account  to  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ:  "If  ye  believed  Moses, 
ye  would  believe  me;  for  he  wrote 
of  me.  But  if  ye  believe  not  his  writ- 
ings, how  shall  ye  believe  mv  words?" 
(John  5:46-47,  ASV).  '  T

I  am  well  aware  that  in  this  sophis- 
ticated age  in  which  we  live,  cows 
are  prett\'  much  automated.  But  it 
hasn't  been  too  manv  years  ago  that 
they  were  still  manually  operated  by 
milkmaids— who  were  always  pic- 
tured  sitting  on   three-legged   stools. 

Why  three-legged?  For  the  same 
reason  that  a  photographer  and  a  sur- 
veyor use  a  tripod:  stability.  A  three- 
point  base  is  the  only  kind  that  will 
rest  firmly  on  imeven  ground. 

What  is  my  point?  Grace  Schools 
is  supported  by  a  very  important  tri- 
pod. 

The  first  leg  is  current  income 
which  goes  into  our  general  fund. 
This  fund  supports  the  faculty  and 
administration,  pays  the  electric  bill, 
buys  teaching  supplies  and  library 
books— plus  the  "extras "  that  make  a 
Grace  education  something  special. 

The  second  leg  is  gifts  from  cur- 
rent  income  marked  for  our  develop- 
ment fund.  This  fund  is  urgently 
needed  to  keep  our  development  pro- 
gram in  full  gear.  Our  present  capi- 
tal project  is  the  new  library-learn- 
ing center.  Ground  was  broken  No- 
\ember  7,  1966,  and  dedication  is 
tentatively  planned  for  the  fall  of 
1968. 

Leg  three  is  reallv  what  gives 
Grace  Schools  its  stability— deferred 
giving.  This  includes  bequests,  gifts 
to  the  schools  which  provide  a  life 
income  to  the  donor,  gifts  of  life  in- 
surance, and  trusts. 

Let's  take  a  look  at  leg  three  by 
beginning  with   your  will. 

A  properly  prepared  will  enables 
you  to  direct  the  administration  of 
your  affairs  after  death  exactly  as  you 
v\'ish.  Most  people,  sorry  to  say,  think 


that  the  property  they  leave  behind 
at  death  will  go  to  their  heirs  sub- 
stantially as  they  want  it  without  pre- 
\'ious  arrangement  or  effort. 

According  to  Sydney  Perau,  in 
his  booklet,  "Ta.xwise  Giving,"  seven 
out  of  eight  Americans  die  without 
making  a  will.  What  a  shocking 
thought!  No  less  than  $96,000,000 
n  week  accumulates  in  U.S.  probate 
courts,  put  there  by  Americans  who 
fail  to  make  proper  arrangements  for 
distributing  their  estates  prior  to 
death. 

If  there  is  no  will,  your  property 
and  holdings  will  be  distributed  ac- 
cording to  law,  and  an  administrator 
will  be  appointed  by  the  court  to 
dispose  of  your  estate.  The  one  ap- 
pointed may  not  be  fully  competent 
to  handle  your  affairs  as  you  in- 
tended. 

Remember  that  state  laws  vary. 
However,  in  all  cases  the  law  is 
inflexible  and  makes  no  exception 
for  those  in  unusual  need  or  special 
circumstances. 

When  should  a  will  be  made?  As 
soon  as  possible!  It  is  a  Christian 
responsibility  to  have  a  will.  John 
Wesley  used  to  tell  the  early  Meth- 
odists, "If  3'ou  have  not  made  out 
your  will,  do  not  retire  tonight  until 
vou  have  done  so!"  Without  a  will 
almost  certainly  we  are  failing  God 
in  the  stewardship  committed  to  us. 

The  making  of  a  will  requires 
thought  and  prayer  as  to  what  we 
should  do  in  the  will  of  God,  and 
then  with  good  advice  to  proceed  to 
do  it. 

The  way  a  will  is  prepared  is  very 
important.  Don't  run  the  risk  of 
spoiling  your  good  intentions  by 
writing  your  will  yourself.  Don't 
even  have  a  well-meaning  non-legal 
friend  do  it  for  you.  Consult  a  good 
lawyer,  preferably  a  Christian,  if  one 
is    available.    A    competent    attorney 


will  give  careful  consideration  to 
every  detail.  Often  wills  are  contested 
\\  here  this  has  not  been  done. 

The  appointing  of  your  executor 
is  one  of  your  most  important  con- 
cerns. It  is  the  executor's  responsi- 
bility to  see  that  the  details  of  your 
will  are  carried  out  efficiently  and 
with  dispatch.  Be  sure  to  choose 
someone  who  is  available  and  who 
has  experience  and  seasoned  judg- 
ment to  make  the  right  decisions. 

Next,  make  a  list  of  all  your  pos- 
sessions. Carefully  list  eventhing 
you  own.  This  list  should  include 
personal  items  of  value,  as  well  as 
bank  accounts,  real  estate,  and  se- 
curities. 

Then  consider  carefully  what  dis- 
position you  wish  to  make  of  these 
possessions.  What  part  do  you  plan 
to  go  to  your  wife,  your  children, 
and  others?  Should  both  husband 
and  wife  die,  to  whom  would  the 
children  go?  These  are  very  serious 
matters  and  should  be  prayerfully 
considered  and   then  put  in  a  will. 

Have  vou  considered  putting  a 
portion  aside  for  Grace  College  and 
Seminary?  What  about  your  church? 
At  least  ten  per  cent  (a  tithe)  of  your 
estate  reallv  belongs  to  the  Lord  and 
should  be  designated  for  His  work. 
Anything  beyond  the  ten  per  cent 
would  be  a  special  offering. 

In  our  next  article  we  will  deal 
with  the  deductions  our  government 
allows  on  our  income  tax,  the  testa- 
mentary trust,  joint  survivorship,  the 
question  of  taxation  on  an  estate, 
and  memorial  gifts.

...Use  a  Three-Legged  Stool? 
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Crisis 

Sylvania's  current  Commercial 
Electronics  Division  advertisement 
reads:  "Target  of  the  Knowledge 
Explosion."  The  five-year-old  boy, 
standing  before  stacks  of  books,  seems 
unaware  that  a  librarian  also  is  a 
target,  or  \'ictini,  of  the  knowledge 
explosion. 

The  expansion  uf  knowledge  can 
scarcelv  be  conceived.  One  source 
claims  that  betv\'een  1948  and  1960 
all  knowledge  recorded  up  to  1948 
had  doubled.  The  1960  doubling 
will  be  doubled  again  in  1970!  Every 
five  vears  thereafter  the  doubling  of 
knowledge  is  to  keep  on.  Are  you 
lost  now?  Think  of  the  poor  librarian. 

Challenge 

Libraries  are  not  just  depositories 
for  books  mechanicallv  arranged  on 
shelves.  Libraries  are  to  make  infor- 
mation accessible  to  readers. 

Grace  professors  must  have  books 
that  document  the  latest  research 
in  their  subject  areas.  Without  such 
tools,  the  professor  becomes  out- 
moded, incompetent  to  serve  his  stu- 
dents' intellectual  needs. 

Grace  students  hope  to  receive 
proper  secular  and  spiritual  training. 
If  the  Grace  librarv  cannot  help  stu- 
dents face  the  knowledge  explosion 
in  their  studv  fields,  thev  come  short 


of  their  goals. 

The  knowledge  explosion  chal- 
lenges Grace  librarians.  They  are  un- 
able to  cope  with  expanding  intel- 
lectual needs  under  unsuitable  work 
situations.  For  instance,  professional 
library  periodicals  tell  of  new  books 
on  subjects  taught  at  Grace  schools. 
Publishers  announce  helpful  titles 
for  professors  and  students.  Even  if 
all  those  books  could  be  bought,  thev 
could  not  be  put  on  Grace  librarv 
shelves  now.  There  are  not  enough 
shelves! 

Gramped  library  c]uarters  do  not 
build  morale.  They  stvmie  professors 
wishing  students  to  use  top  grade 
reference  sources.  Bulging  libraries 
limit  the  amount  of  books  a  library 
can  accommodate.  Squeezed  librarv 
facilities  keep  students  from  studving 
profitabh'.  Gluttered  work  areas  hin- 
der librarians  and  staff  from  perform- 
ing duties  efficientlv.  Explosion  of 
knowledge  and  bulging  libraries  dis- 
courage  librarians  in  underdeveloped 
learning  centers. 

Correctives 

The  Grace  library,  to  be  suitable 
for  the  knowledge  explosion  age,  must 
do  these  things:  afford  acceptable 
study  materials  in  adequate  amounts, 
and  assure  access  to  required  refer- 
ence tools.  The  Grace  librarv  must 


attract  students  to  study,  to  show 
themselves  approved  unto  God  as  un- 
ashamed workmen,  knowing  how  to 
divide  rightlv  the  Word  of  truth. 

A  new  library  building  will  cor- 
rect the  present  space  crisis.  That 
solution  will  give  more  freedom  for 
expansion  of  audiovisual  and  other 
teachino  aids.  Then  both  library 
equipment  and  staff  can  be  en- 
larged. 

Yet  there  is  another  corrective: 
concern. 

Grace  students  are  concerned. 
Thev  want  their  training  to  make 
an  impact  on  their  lives  and  the  per- 
sons thev  contact. 

Grace  professors  are  concerned. 
They  want  to  be  equipped  intellec- 
tuallv  to  make  an  impact  on  their 
students. 

Grace  librarians  are  concerned. 
The\'  w  ant  the  Grace  library  to  make 
an  impact  as  a  learning  center  where 
Ghrist,  in  whom  are  hid  all  the  treas- 
ures of  wisdom  and  knowledge,  is  the 
Foundation. 

Are  you  as  a  friend  of  Grace  Col- 
lege and  Seminary  concerned?  Do 
vou  really  want  to  make  an  impact? 
You  can!  By  your  gifts  and  prayers 
you  can  guarantee  a  library  at  Grace 
College  and  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary adequate  for  the  knowledge 
explosion.  T

Is  there  such  a  thing  as  a  "Good 
Housekeeping  Seal  of  Approval"  for 
institutions  of  higher  education? 
What  does  accreditation  mean  and 
to  whom?  Can  academic  quality  be 
measured  as  well  as  quantity?  These 
are  only  a  few  of  the  questions  that 
need  to  be  answered  in  forming  a 
judgment  of  a  college. 

Many  aspects  of  accreditation  are 
concerned  with  technical  matters, 
quantitative  growth,  and  the  defi- 
nition and  measurement  of  quality. 
In  other  words,  this  subject  is  a  mat- 
ter of  concern  to  college  presidents, 
philanthropic  foundations,  corpora- 
tion aid-to-education  committees, 
educational  associations,  federal  gov- 
ernment officials,  and  other  profes- 
sional educators. 

On  the  contrary,  the  general  pub- 
lic, many  high-school  principals, 
many  guidance  counselors,  most  par- 
ents, and  practically  all  high-school 
students  are  not  well  informed  about 
accreditation.  What  they  want  is 
a  Good  Housekeeping  Seal  of  Ap- 
proval. They  want  to  be  reassured 
that  "Redbrick  College  is  all  right." 
They  do  not  wish,  however,  to  be 
concerned  with  value  judgments  over 
the  right  proportion  of  Ph.D.'s  for  a 
college  faculty,  the  number  of  majors 
in  liberal  arts  subjects  appropriate 
for  offering  a  B.A.  degree,  the  num- 
ber and  kinds  of  volumes  in  a  col- 
lege library,  and  so  forth.  And  when 
they  come  to  the  matter  of  measur- 
ing the  validity  of  an  institution's 
program  in  terms  of  its  stated  ob- 
jectives, thev  are  obviously  over  their 
heads  in  deep,  dark,  and  chilly 
water. 

Here  are  some  things,  however, 
that  everybody  should  know.  There 
are  really  several  stages  today  in  ac- 
creditation. First,  full  accreditation 
by  one  of  the  six  regional  associations 
means  that  a  college  has  met  all  the 
criteria  for  membership.  Its  academic 
credits  are  accepted  at  full  value  by 
other  accredited  institutions  at  either 
the  graduate  or  the  undergraduate 
level.  This  may  be  interpreted  as  the 
seal  of  approval  which  is  adequate  for 
all  the  purposes  of  the  average  per- 
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son.  It  should  not  be  mistaken,  how- 
ever, for  the  stamp  of  excellence; 
there  is  no  such  thing.  Accreditation 
signifies  a  minimum  standard  of  ac- 
ceptabilitv,  not  a  maximum.  For- 
tunatelv,  there  is  no  fixed  standard 
of  excellence.  Excellence,  like  love, 
"is  where  you  find  it."  What  may 
prove  to  be  ideal  for  one  student 
may  be  anything  but  perfect  for 
the  next. 

Second,  all  of  the  six  regional  as- 
sociations will  now  grant  what  they 
call  candidate  status.  This  signifies 
that  a  college  is  in  the  process  of 
making  its  self-studies,  has  probably 
received  at  least  one  inspection  from 
a  visiting  committee  of  its  associa- 
tion, very  likely  has  engaged  the  serv- 
ices of  a  professional  consultant,  and, 
in  short,  knows  what  it  needs  to  do  to

meet  the  membership  criteria  of  its 
association  and  is  making  good 
progress  in  that  direction.  In  such 
cases  full  accreditation  could  be  ex- 
pected to  follow  within  a  period  of 
three  to  seven  years,  depending  upon 
the  particular  association  and  its  own 
local  requirements.  There  is  no  im- 
plication of  lowering  standards  so 
far  as  the  association  is  concerned. 
There  is  no  implication  of  "second 
class  citizenship"  so  far  as  the  in- 
stitution is  concerned.  This  simply 
means  that  "Redbrick  College  is  on 
the  waiting  list  for  the  club"  and 
will  be  accepted  as  soon  as  it  has  had 
time  to  achieve  the  goals  it  is  striv- 
ing for. 

Third,  the  Office  of  Education 
(H.E.W.)  publishes  an  annual  Edti- 
cation  Directory:  Part  3,  listing  over 
2,000  institutions  of  higher  educa- 
tion in  the  United  States  and  its 
possessions.  Many  nonaccredited  col- 
leges are  listed  in  such  privately  pub- 
lished directories  as  the  College  Blue 


Book,  Lovejoy's  College  Guide,  and 
newspaper  and  magazine  lists.  They 
are  also  serviced  by  a  number  of 
highly  reputable  student  placement 
agencies. 

There  is  also  a  wide  area  of  com- 
pletely unofficial  recognition  ac- 
corded to  many  non-regionally-ac- 
credited colleges  by  the  numerous 
general  welfare  foundations  and  cor- 
poration  aid-to-education  committees. 
There  is  considerable  prestige  in  this 
type  of  endorsement  because  it  means 
that  the  donor  has  usually  examined 
the  donee  very  carefully  before  mak- 
ing an  investment  of  philanthropic 
or  corporate  funds.  This  enhances  the 
reputation  of  the  recipient  college, 
makes  it  easier  for  it  to  procure  other 
orants,  and  gives  it  a  degree  of  status 
which  strengthens  its  position  in 
educational  circles. 

Last  but  not  least,  there  is  mem- 
bership in  the  Council  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Small  Colleges 
(CASC).*  Membership  in  the  coun- 
cil is  open  to  four-year,  private  col- 
leges of  arts  and  sciences  whether 
they  are  accredited  or  not  if  their 
enrollments  do  not  exceed  approxi- 
mately a  thousand  students.  CASC 
also  offers  its  services  to  a  few  care- 
fully selected  young  colleges  (less 
than  five  years  old),  to  a  few  junior 
colleges  in  a  stage  of  transition  to 
four-year  status,  and  to  a  few  special- 
ized institutions  officially  committed 
to  broadening  their  offerings  in  the 
liberal  arts.  All  members  of  CASC 
must  have  their  academic  credits  ac- 
cepted by  at  least  three  fully  ac- 
credited colleges.  Most  of  them  have 
transferred  their  students  successfully 
to  many  of  the  best-known  institu- 
tions of  higher  education  at  the  grad- 
uate and  undergraduate  levels  for 
years.  Within  the  last  nine  years  fifty 
members  of  CASC  have  joined  their 
regional  associations,  thus  providing 
places  for  some  25,000  students  in 
accredited  colleges. 

And  so  we  return  to  the  original 
question  asked  in  this  article:  Is 
accreditation  the  seal  of  approval  for 
institutions  of  higher  education? 

The  answer  is  that  there  is  no 
single,  universal,  and  all-purpose  seal 
of  approval.  Almost  any  professional 
educator  will  say  that  he  knows  of 
some  accredited  colleges  that  are  not 
doing  as  good  a  job  of  education  as 
-Grace  College  is  a  member  of  CASC. 
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other  non-accredited  colleges.  Mem- 
bership in  one  of  the  six  regional 
associations  is  undeniably  the  most 
widely  recognized  form  of  accredita- 
tion. However,  it  is  achieved  in  dif- 
ferent stages  and  it  is  accompanied 
by  other  forms  of  recognition  related 
to  specific  concerns. 

This  implies  two  things:  (1)  The 
professional  educators  need  to  be  in- 
formed in  depth  on  this  subject  be- 
cause of  its  ramifications  in  the  areas 
of  private  and  public  financial  sup- 
port and  its  complexities  v^'ith  respect 
to  quantitative  and  qualitative  con- 
siderations. (2)  The  high-school  of- 
ficials, parents,  and  students  need  to 
be  informed  not  in  depth  but  at  least 
in  breadth  to  the  extent  that  they 
will  realize  that  their  selection  of  a 
college  should  depend  on  a  great 
many  factors— size,  cost,  age,  location, 
type  of  program,  admissions  require- 
ments, qualifications  of  faculty,  and 
many  other  elements  related  to  the 
specific  needs  of  the  individual  stu- 
dent, elements  too  varied  and  too 
complicated  to  be  standardized  by 
an)'  such  cliches  as  the  Ivv  League, 
the  ten  best  colleges,  the  heavenlv 
seven,  accreditation,  or  any  other  so- 
called  "seal  of  approval."  T 

OUR  POLICY  ON  FEDERAL  AID 

Grace  College  has  been  using  the  National 
Defense  Education  Act  loan  program.  This 
required  us  to  sign  the  statement  under  the 
civil  rights  law  that  we  would  exercise 
no  discrimination  in  admission  against  race, 
color,  or  national  origin.  We  had  no  dif- 
ficulty with  this,  since  this  has  been  our 
policy   from    the    beginning. 

The  federal  aid  program  for  erection 
of  buildings  has  not  been  used  as  yet.  We 
explored  this  in  connection  with  the  erection 
of  the  women's  residence  hall  and  dining 
commons,  and  at  last  decided  to  finance 
it  through  the  Brethren  Investment  Foun- 
dation. We  used  this  same  plan  for  the 
erection  of  the  men's  residence  hall,  com- 
pleted in  the  fall  of   1966. 

But  we  have  now  come  to  a  library,  and 
the  situation  is  altogether  different.  This 
will  not  be  an  income-producing  building. 
However,  by  action  of  the  board  of  trustees 
in  March.  1966,  we  were  authorized  to 
explore  and  crystallize  some  plan  for  the 
procurement  of  funds.  The  board  rejected 
federal  funds  and  decided  to  try  to  raise 
the  necessary  funds  within  our  church,  the 
community,  corporations,  and  foundations. 
Now  that  construction  is  already  under  way, 
federal  funds  would  no  longer  be  available 
for  this  building. 

The  growing  pressures  of  finance  for 
private  colleges  is  becoming  a  major  prob- 
lem for  schools  such  as  ours.  Under  God, 
we  desire  to  preserve  the  liberty  we  now 
enjoy.  Fear  of  losing  it  leads  us  to  exercise 
caution   in   this   area.

A  Message  for  All  Seasons 


The  basic,  fundamental  doctrine  of  the  gospel 
is  the  resurrection  of  Christ  from  the  dead.  This 
glorious  resurrection  theme  is  prominent  at  the 
Easter  season.  Some  are  critical  of  this,  saying  that 
we  have  "pegged"  this  message  to  Easter  as  we 
have  the  birth  of  Christ  to  the  Christmas  season. 
But  all  who  stress  this  great  message  at  this  season 
are  to  be  commended,  not  for  preaching  it  at  this 
particular  time,  but  because  they  are  preaching 
it. 

There  is  great  need  for  the  church  to  proclaim 
publicly  and  to  communicate  privately  the  message 
of  the  resurrection  of  Christ  at  all  seasons  of  the 
year.  Without  this  message  the  church  will  become 
sterile;  with  a  firm  belief  in  and  passion  for  it,  the 
church  can  move  the  world.  Some  have  predicted 
the  passing  from  the  scene  of  the  church  by  the 
year  2000.  Could  it  be  because  she  has  failed  in  the 
forthright  and  faithful  preaching  of  this  message  to 
a  lost  world? 

The  resurrection  is  the  very  heart  of  the  gospel 
message,  as  outlined  in  I  Corinthians  15:3-4: 
".  .  .  Christ  died  for  our  sins  according  to  the 
Scriptures;  ...  he  was  buried,  ...  he  rose  again 
the  third  dav.  .  .  ."  Without  the  resurrection,  the 
death  of  Christ  would  have  been  the  death  of  a 
martyr;  with  the  resurrection,  His  death  became  the 
way  through  which  the  sins  of  lost  men  can  be  for- 
given. 

Through  the  resurrection  Christ  conquered  death. 
Satan's  seeming  victory  on  the  dark  day  of  Christ's 
crucifixion  turned  to  the  defeat  of  Satan  and  to 
glorious  victory  for  the  child  of  God  on  the  re- 
splendent day  of  His  resurrection.  Satan  and  all  the 
forces  of  hell  would  like  to  have  had  corruption 
lay  hold  upon  Christ's  body,  and  to  have  kept  Him 
in  the  grave,  but  it  could  not  be.  When,  after  three 
days  and  three  nights.  He  burst  the  bars— not  reallv 
of  the  grave,  but  of  death  itself— He  loosed  the 
grip  of  death  from  himself  and  from  His  children  of 
all  ages.  The  Scriptures  exultantlv  shout  the  mes- 
sage in  the  questions,  'O  death,  where  is  thy  sting; 


O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory?" 

The  resurrection  sounds  the  death  knell  of  the 
Epicurean  philosophy,  "Eat,  drink,  and  be  merry, 
for  tomorrow  we  die."  This  is  a  philosophy  for 
men  without  hope;  the  man  who  knows  Christ 
and  has  the  assurance  of  a  life  with  Him  eternally, 
enjovs  the  good  life  of  a  child  of  God  to  the  full. 

The  Earlv  Church  was  dedicated  to  the  preach- 
ing of  this  message.  The  followers  of  Christ  ac- 
tually  became  witnesses  of  His  resurrection  (Acts 
1:22).  They  went  everywhere  preaching  the  gospel, 
the  basic  principle  of  which  was  this  resurrection 
message.  They  suffered 
their  lives  in  the  preaching  of  it. 

And  the  resurrection  is  the  heart  of  the  message 
that  will  save  the  church  today  and  send  its  people 
"into  all  the  world"  to  reach  the  lost.  Many  denomi- 
nations are  losing  ground  because  thev  have  com- 
promised and  watered  down  their  doctrine.  Too 
often  they  hope  to  make  up  these  losses  by  merg- 
ing with  other  groups.  But  join  two  such  losing 
groups  and  what  do  vou  have  but  one  big  losing 
organization,  and  still  with  a  watered-down  mes- 
sage?  The  sounding-brass-and-tinkling-symbol  phi- 
losophies of  Bishop  Pike  and  Professor  Altizer  would 
fade  into  oblivion  if  the  people  of  God  would  rouse 
themselves  to  the  exciting,  dynamic  potential  of  the 
resurrection  message.  And  lethargic  evangelical 
churches  would  experience  pulsating  revival  if  they 
would  allow  the  Holy  Spirit  to  permeate  their  lives, 
their  plans,  and  their  service  with  the  reality  and 
potential  of  this  message.  This  is  the  message 
that  will  cause  young  people  to  step  out  for  service; 
to  dedicate  their  lives,  their  all,  to  carry  out  the 
Great  Commission.  Thev  will  identify  themselves 
with  something,  with  some  movement.  God  grant 
that  the  church  may  not  lose  them  for  lack  of  a 
challenge  to  take  this  message  to  the  lost  across  our 
nation  and  around  the  world. 

Who  knows,  thev  might  turn  out  to  be  the  gene- 
ration  of  witnesses  to  Christ's  resurrection  who  will 
he  "world  movers."  T 
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"Thanks  for  the  Scholarships

ships are  certainlv  appreciated,  as  the  letters  from  four  recipients  show.)

Many  of  you  have  dreamed  of 
visiting  the  mission  field.  That  dav 
mav  not  be  too  far  off,  but  mean- 
while we'd  like  to  show  vou  around 
the  Bible  Institute  at  Almafuerte  in 
central   Argentina. 


Pablito,  son  of  Eduardo  and  Nora  Coria  (houseparents), 

proudly  points  to  the  metal  words  on  the  wall  of  the  Bible 

Institute.  The  institute  now  enjoys  larger  quarters  than  it  did  in 

1949,  when  it  first  opened  in  Rio  Cuarto.  Almafuerte  is  a  small 

country  town  but  close  to  the  mountains  and  with  an  "above  average" 

amount  of  trees  and  vegetation.  Students  from  the  big  cities 

say  they  like  it  because  it  is  so  peaceful.  Others  from  the  towns 

out  on  the  "pampa"  (plains)  enjoy  the  lakes  and  mountains  that  are 

close  by. 


Fifteen   full-time   and   seven   part-time   students 
met  here  last  year  for  training.  Entrance  re- 
quirements include  at  least  six  years  of  previous 
schooling,   a   recommendation   from   their  local 
pastor,  and  a  health  certificate.  Last  year  a  young 
couple  left  a  profitable  trade  to  enter  the  institute 
and  prepare  themselves  for  the  Lord's  service. 
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The  teaching  staff  includes  missionary  Lynn 
Schrock,  who  travels  from  Cordoba  once  a 
week  to  conduct  classes;  Mrs.  Luisa  de  Boore, 
who  teaches  English;  missionary  Solon  Hoyt, 
director  of  the  institute;  Mrs.  Nora  de  Coria, 
music    teacher   and    supervisor   of    the    kitchen 
and  the  girls'  dorm;  missionary  Nelson  Fay, 
professor  and  codirector  of  the   shop  activ- 
ities; and  Eduardo  Coria,  professor,  business 
manager,   and   houseparent  for  the  school. 
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Since  classes  are  held  at  night,  the 
mornings   are   used   for   studyino 
or  for  doing  the  many  jobs  neces- 
sary for  running  the   institute.   The 
students   themselves   do   the   daily 
shopping. 


Mealtimes  are  happy  times  where 
good  food  and  good  fellowship  are 
enjoyed    by    all.    Living    in    "family 
style"   provides   a  wholesome  atmos- 
phere  for   learning   the   all-impor- 
tant lessons  of  getting  alon!J 
with  others. 


Advice  is  frequent  at  the  ping- 
pong  table. 


The  whole  purpose  of  the  institute  is  to  help 
prepare  living  witnesses  of  the  salvation  message. 
Weekend   assignments   of  preaching,   children's 
classes,  and  door-to-door  personal  work  are  an  im- 
portant part  of  life  at  the  institute.  These  young 
Argentines  are  eager  to  do  God's  will.   Pray 
for  them  as  thev  begin   the  new  school  year  on 
March  27.  Pray  for  them  as  they  finish  their 
preparation    and    take    their    places    among    the 
ranks  of  God's  laborers.  And  pray  that  those  who 
have  received  the  call  to  help  in  this  ministry 
may  answer  that  call  soon. 


Night  classes  allow  those 
living  nearby  to  take 
advantage    of    the    courses. 
The  curriculum  emphasizes 
the  Bible  and  the  basic  doc- 
trines   of    the    Christian 
faith.  Prospects  for  a  much 
larger  student  body  this 
coming  year  demand  added 
families  and  will  mean  a 
greater  work  load  for  the 
teaching  staff.

With  Missions

Se\'enty-tvvo  days  of  travel  in 
France,  Africa,  and  Spain.  Seventy- 
two  days  of  heartrending  sights  as 
the  unconverted  multitudes  passed 
before  my  gaze.  Seventy-two  days 
of  fellowship  and  travel  and  preach- 
ing and  conferences  with  mission- 
aries and  national  pastors.  Seventy- 
two  days  to  take  the  pulse  of  France, 
to  observe  the  growing  pains  of  the 
young  nation  of  the  Central  African 
Republic,  and  to  fee]  the  heartbeat 
of  modem  Spain. 

Seventy-two  days  is  not  a  long 
period  of  time— longer,  of  course, 
than  one  would  care  to  be  away  from 
his  family,  but  not  long  enough  to 
become  an  authority.  Just  long 
enough  to  feel  a  little  more  deeply 
the  tremendous  task  that  faces  the 
Christian  missionary.  Just  long 
enough  to  be  appalled  bv  the  sin  of 
humanity.  Just  long  enough  to  be 
convinced  of  the  urgency  of  our 
mission.  Tust  long  enough  to  be  con- 
cerned  about  the  burden  placed  on 
overworked  missionaries.  Just  long 
enough  to  be  overwhelmed  by  the 
opportunities  for  Brethren  Foreign 
Missions. 

In  France,  riding  with  the  mission- 
aries from  village  to  village  and  citv 
to  city,  one  experiences  a  feeling  of 
emptiness  and  frustration  as  he  says 
in  almost  everv  instance.  "No  evan- 
gelical witness  here.  No  believers  in 
this   town   as   far   as   we   know.    No 


church.  No  pastor.  No  congrega- 
tion that  is  living  faithful  to 
Christ."  And,  brethren,  we  have 
onlv  two  missionarv  families  in  this 
needv  land,  and  one  of  these  will 
soon  be  coming  on  furlough.  The 
family  that  remains  was  committed 
to  work  in  Africa,  but  has  graciously 
consented  to  stay  in  France  so  that 
there  will  be  continuitv  in  the  work 
while  the  Tom  Juliens  are  on  fur- 
lough. Where  are  the  candidates 
needed  to  advance  in  this  spiritual 
vacuum? 

In  Africa,  one  is  immediately  im- 
pressed with  the  primitive  living 
conditions  of  the  great  majority  of 
the  people,  and  wonders  why  mem- 
bers of  the  human  family  could  be 
content  with  a  bare-existence  level 
of  life  for  so  long.  But  this  becomes 
understandable  when  you  realize  that 
the  cruelty  of  man  to  his  fellow  man 
made  Central  Africa  for  many  years 
the  hunting  ground  for  the  slavers, 
with  people  hunted  like  animals,  op- 
pressed, downtrodden,  and  ruled  bv 
foreign  powers.  What  a  sad  and  trag- 
ic page  of  history  this  has  made!  It  is 
no  wonder  that  the  standard  of  living 
is  so  low. 

But  the  church  in  the  C.A.R.  is 
strong,  and  I  was  impressed  with 
the  high  quality  of  leadership  that 
exists  among  the  men  who  are  the 
pastors  of  our  churches  there.  Ac- 
cording to  statistics  supplied  by  the

African  General  Conference,  61,000 
baptized  members  stand  as  a  living 
monument  to  our  faithful  mission- 
aries and  to  the  dedication  and  zeal 
of  our  African  pastors. 

What  a  tragedy  it  would  be  to  mis- 
interpret the  strength  of  our  African 
church,  and  to  feel  that  missionaries 
are  no  longer  needed!  The  need  was 
never  greater.  Everywhere  we  went, 
the  pastors  pleaded  for  missionaries 
capable  of  giving  them  the  training 
they  were  not  able  to  get  during 
their  few  short  years  at  Bible  In- 
stitute. When  you  realize  that  our 
field  IS  divided  into  twelve  districts, 
and  each  district  has  an  average  of 
at  least  fortv  churches  or  chapels,  and 
that  onlv  three  districts  have  mis- 
sionaries actively  engaged  full  time 
in  the  functions  of  a  missionary  pas- 
tor, you  can  well  understand  the 
concern  of  the  African  pastors  and 
sympathize  with  their  plea  for  more 
missionaries. 

Then  there  is  Spain.  One  cannot 
visit  this  lo\'elv  country  without  fall- 
ing in  love  with  it— beautiful,  cul- 
tured, friendly  Spain,  as  it  appears 
to  the  tourist's  eye.  Underneath 
there  are  tensions.  Although  Spain 
has  historically  been  a  Roman  Cath- 
olic country  and  Catholicism  has 
been  the  state  religion,  we  are  told 
that  only  about  15  per  cent  of  the 
Spanish  people  are  loyal  to  their 
church.  Religious  liberty  was  not 
tolerated  until  just  recently,  but  now 
the  door  is  opening.  One  of  the  out- 
standing evangelical  leaders  of  Spain 
told  us:  "Now  is  the  right  moment 
psychologically  to  evangelize  Spain." 
He  gave  us  several  reasons  for  this 
conviction,  but  space  will  not  per- 
mit listing  them  here.  Will  The 
Brethren  Church  rise  to  this  chal- 
lenge and  opportunity  for  our  Lord? 
I  am  confident  she  will.  T 
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Would  He  Live  Through  Surgery? 


Emergency  Operation! 


Barely  alive,  Prospere  arrived  at 
Boguila  early  last  July.  Though  a 
young  man  of  perhaps  twenty-two  or 
twenty-three,  he  seemed  old,  his  face 
bearing  constant  witness  to  his  pain. 
Too  weak  to  walk  or  even  sit,  he  half 
reclined  against  some  cushions 
stacked  on  his  bed.  The  doctor  eval- 
uated his  case  and  decided  to  operate. 
Perhaps  Prospere  would  not  live 
through  surgery,  but  it  seemed 
obvious  that  he  would  not  live  with- 
out it. 

The  nurse  on  duty  that  night  was 
Pierre,  who  was  working  at  Boguila 
during  a  short  vacation  from  Bible 
Institute.  He  will  soon  be  starting 
his  second  year  there.  As  you  ma^' 
know,  all  the  nurses  must  spend 
at  least  two  years  at  B.I.  Pierre  felt 
this  young  man's  need  that  night,  and 
as    he    did    the    things    necessary    to

prepare  him  for  surgery  the  next 
day  he  also  witnessed  to  him  about 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Prospere  said 
he  had  been  a  Catholic  but,  dissat- 
isfied, he  had  turned  away  from 
that  to  the  Moslem  religion.  The 
simple  story  of  Christ,  the  Healer 
not  only  of  bodies  but  of  broken 
spirits  and  sickened  souls  as  well, 
met  his  need.  That  night  Prospere 
gave  his  heart  to  Jesus. 

Prospere  lived  through  surgery 
but  did  not  make  a  miraculous  re- 
covery. Getting  well  has  been  a  slow 
process.  One  day  as  I  was  talking 
with  him,  he  pulled  a  book  from 
under  his  pillovv'.  "Mademoiselle," 
he  said,  "look  what  I  bought."  It 
was  a  New  Testament  in  Sango. 

"Are  you  reading  it?"  I  asked. 

Eagerly  he  opened  the  book  to 
the  first  chapter  of  John,  where  he 
had   been   reading. 

"Do  you  understand  what  you  are 
reading?" 

"No,  not  much  of  it.  Here,  where 
it  says  the  Word  became  flesh,  what 
does  that  mean?" 

I  talked  with  Prospere  and  ex- 
plained the  passage  to  him  as  best  I 
could;  at  least,  I  told  him  what  it 
meant  to  me.  Very  much  burdened 
for  the  young  man,  I  went  to  Dr. 
Taber  and  told  him  about  Prospere, 
of  his  recent  conversion,  and  of  his

seeming  hunger  to  know  the  Word. 

Thus  began  the  daily  readings  with 
Prospere.  Each  day  either  Dr. 
Taber  or  one  of  the  African  nurses, 
and  sometimes  both  of  them,  have 
spent  time  with  him.  They  read  with 
him,  pray  with  him,  and  try  to  an- 
swer his  questions.  He  is  full  of 
questions. 

Today  Prospere  looks  like  a  new 
person— and  he  is,  actually.  He  is 
usually  smiling;  he  has  gained 
weight;  he  walks  around  the  hospital 
grounds;  he  visits  with  people  who 
come  to  see  him  and  reads  tracts  to 
them.  He  is  beginning  to  think  of 
going  home. 

One  day  vi'hen  we  were  talking  on 
the  subject  of  his  long  stay  here,  I 
told  him  it  was  good  that  he  had 
been  here  such  a  long  time.  He 
looked  astounded.  "How  could  that 
be  good?"  I  told  him  to  think  about 
what  he  had  found  since  coming  to 
the  hospital,  to  think  of  how  he  now 
spends  his  days  compared  with  the 
way  he  used  to  spend  them.  Then  I 
asked  him  to  look  up  Romans  8:28 
in  his  Bible,  and  said  I  would  come 
back  later  to  talk  over  the  verse 
with  him.  Later,  I  read  the  verse 
with  him,  and  commented  that  the 
verse  was  meant  for  those  who  love 
God. 

"Are  you  one  of  those  people?" 
I  asked. 

His  face  flooded  with  Son-light. 
"I  didn't  use  to  be,  but,  oh,  I  am 
now!" 

Thrilling,  I  think.  Why?  Because 
it  was  an  African  nurse— a  nurse,  not 
a  pastor— who  was  concerned  about 
another  man  enough  to  stay  after 
hours  to  witness  to  him.  And  the 
patient,  hearing  the  Word,  believed 
and  accepted.  And  now,  the  new  be- 
liever is  witnessing  to  others.  ▼

Great  things-new  things--and  first  impressions- 

PRAISING  THE  LORD  IN  AFRICA 


"The  Lord  hath  done  great  things 
for  US;  whereof  we  are  glad"  (Ps.  126: 
3). 

Surely  the  Lord  has  done  a  great 
thing  for  us  by  bringing  us  to  the 
Central  African  Republic.  As  this  is 
being  written,  we  have  been  here 
just  a  little  more  than  a  month,  but 
each  day  we  feel  more  at  home.  We 
arrived  shortly  before  Christmas  and 
had  a  happy  time  here  at  Yaloke. 
We  had  brought  presents  with  us, 
and  the  children  made  decorations 
for  our  "Christmas  tree"— a  large  palm 
branch.  Christmas  morning  was  spent 
with  the  Africans  at  church,  where 
we  enjoyed  the  songs,  special  music, 
and  preaching,  even  though  we 
couldn't  understand  the  words. 
Christmas  evening  all  the  mission- 
aries  had  dinner  together,  and  then 
devotions  and  a  party.  Soon  after 
Christmas  it  was  time  to  travel  again 

o 

—this  time  to  Bata  for  Field  Council, 
where  we  enjoyed  fellowship  with 
the   other   missionaries. 

Now  we  are  back  at  Yaloke  study- 
ing French.  Mr.  Steudler  is  teach- 
ing us  two  classes  a  day,  and  we  are 
hoping  to  catch  up  soon  with  the 
Johnsons,  who  had  a  head  start  with 
their  French  study.  Tom  and  I  take 
turns  going  to  classes  with  the 
Africans  at  the  James  Cribble  Memo- 
rial High  School  here.  The  classes 
are  in  French.  While  one  of  us  goes 

o 

to  class,  the  other  babysits. 

The  children  are  adjusting  well. 
Our  Danny  and  Mark  Johnson  have 
a  good  time  collecting  palm  nuts, 
butterflies,  bugs,  lizards,  and  other 
things  that  six-year-old  boys  like. 
Margaret  Ann,  who  will  be  two  in 
May,  loves  to  copy  the  older  children. 
Right  now  she  is  recovering  from 
the  flu.  We  have  been  well  except  for 
a  few  stomach  upsets,  which  seem  to 
be  part  of  getting  used  to  life  in 
Africa. 

Praise  the  Lord  that  part  of  our 
outfit  has  arrived  safely.  The  rest 
of  it,  including  Tom's  tools,  prob- 
ably   will    not    be    here    until    Mav, 


since  it  was  sent  later.  We  would 
appreciate  prayer  that  it,  also,  will 
arrive  safely.  There  has  already  been 
some  mechanical  work  to  do— cars, 
trucks,  and  motors  to  fix.  We  are 
thankful  that  we  are  able  to  be  of 
help  in  this  way. 

Our  household  is  running  smoothly 
with  the  help  of  an  African  "house- 
boy."  He  washes  all  our  clothes  by 
hand,  irons  with  a  charcoal  iron,  and 
heats  our  water  on  a  charcoal  stove 
in  the  backyard.  It's  amazing  how 
much  hot  water  we  use!  We  never 
thought  much  about  it  when  we 
were  in  the  LLS.  and  could  just  turn 
the  faucet  and  have  all  the  hot  water 


we  wanted.  Of  course,  our  drinking 
water  all  has  to  be  boiled  and  filter- 
ed. 

The  weather  has  been  much  like 
Southern  California,  a  little  cool  in 
the  evening  and  morning  but  quite 
comfortable  most  of  the  day.  In  the 
early  afternoon  the  sun  is  very  hot, 
and  it's  best  to  stav  indoors.  It  is  dry 
season  now;  the  grass  is  yellow,  but 
the  trees  are  still  green.  We  have 
palm,  papaya,  and  mango  trees,  and 
many  others  which  we  have  not 
learned  yet.  The  ground  at  Yaloke 
is  red  and  the  children  really  get 
dirty  playing  outside,  but  they  have 


a  good  time.  The  station  is  located 
on  a  hill.  Every  day  the  goats  from 
the  African  village  wander  up  here 
to  see  what  they  can  find.  There  are 
also  lots  of  chickens  around.  Some 
belong  to  the  Africans  and  some  to 
the  missionaries.  Ever}'  afternoon 
hawks  circle  overhead.  We  think  they 
help  keep  the  rodent  and  snake  popu- 
lation down.  At  least,  we  hope  so. 
The  other  day  when  Margaret  and 
I  saw  a  lizard,  she  said,  "Look, 
Mommy,  alligator!" 

The  African  people  have  been 
friendly  to  us.  One  older  man,  a  pas- 
tor, gave  Tom  two  eggs  for  a  gift. 
The  children  are  shy,  but  very  much 
interested  in  us.  There  is  a  govern- 
ment primary  school  nearby,  and 
the  children  spend  their  recess  time 
up  here. 

Our  house  is  just  up  the  hill  from 
the  dispensary.  Today  is  Friday,  and 
every  Friday  is  baby  clinic  day,  so 
it  was  rather  noisy  this  morning. 
Often  the  people  sing  hymns  while 
they  wait  to  see  the  nurses.  Yester- 
day I  heard  them  singing  "Jesus 
Loves  Me."  Pray  that  the  Lord  will 
send  a  doctor  to  minister  here  at 
Yaloke.  The  need  is  great. 

Last  Sunday  there  were  500  peo- 
pel  in  church.  The  Sunday  before 
that  there  were  600.  Most  of  them 
walk  a  long  way  to  come  to  church, 
often  with  babies  and  small  children. 
When  they  get  there,  they  sit  on  low 
benches  for  the  two-hour  service.  In 
spite  of  the  seemingly  large  number 
of  people  in  church  here,  there  are 
many  more  who  do  not  come.  Many 
of  those  who  do  come  need  to  walk 
close  to  the  Lord.  And,  some  are  not 
saved  yet— just  as  in  America.  Pray 
for  revival  in  the  African  church. 

We  do  want  to  thank  you  for  your 
prayers  for  us,  and  for  your  gifts  to 
us.  May  the  Lord  bless  you  for  serv- 
ing Him  in  this  way.  Continue  to 
pray  for  us,  and  pray  that  we  may 
soon  learn  French  and  then  Sango, 
so  that  we  can  better  serve  the  Lord 
in  the  Central  African  Republic.  T

A  new  chapter  in  our  lives  is  what 
we  of  the  Wallace  family  will  enter 
into  in  a  matter  of  days  now  (it  is  late 
January  as  I  write  this).  In  times 
past  the  Lord  almost  had  to  force 
me  into  the  next  phase  of  prepara- 
tion He  had  for  me.  However,  this 
time  I  go  willingly,  wanting  only 
what  He  wants  for  me. 

As  we  are  actualh'  on  the  way  to 
the  field  of  Brazil,  it  is  easier  now 
to  see  how  the  pieces  of  our  lives 
are  fitting  together  to  make  a  com- 
posite  picture  pleasing  to  Him.  I 
think  of  the  high-school  days  when 
I  was  far,  far  from  the  Lord;  of 
how  Judy  and  I  met  at  Word  of  Life 
camp  and  received  our  missionary 
calling  there.  I  think  of  how  God  led 
us  to  Grace  Seminary  and  then  into 
the  Grace  Brethren  denomination. 
I  think  of  how  desperate  we  were 
to  know  the  Lord's  will  about  the 
right  field,  and  how  God  brought 
Amazon  Bill  Burk  into  our  lives  to 
show  us  it  was  in  Brazil  that  He 
wanted  us.  I  think  of  our  wonder- 
ful little  country  church  of  Pleasant 
Grove  at  North  English,  Iowa,  and 
how  God  prepared  us  for  Brazil 
there. 

Finally,  I  think  of  the  missionary 
conferences  this  past  fall,  and  the 
pri\'ilege  of  traveling  with  Dr.  Orville 
D.  Jobson,  visiting  churches  in  be- 
half of  missions  and  Christ.  I  think 
of  how  God  wonderfully  raised  our 
support. 

I  think  of  how  God  proved  him- 
self    time     and     again,     especially 
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through  prayer.  Just  yesterday  God 
gave  us  our  visas  and  our  tickets, 
and  yesterday  also  we  packed  our 
last  barrel.  Truly  God  works  all 
things  together! 

Yes,  in  a  real  sense  the  preparation 
of  ten  years  is  now  going  to  come  to 
fruition. 

But  enough  of  looking  back;  that  is 
past,  and  we  all  must  look  to  the 
future,  pressing  toward  the  mark  and 
His  soon  return.  I  think  of  Brazil,  a 
huge  nation,  a  young  nation  of  South 
America.  I  think  of  a  country  with 
an  open  door  and  opportunities  un- 
limited for  the  Gospel,  and  I  think 
of  a  generation  with  an  average  age 
of  eighteen— /osf  without  Christ.  This 
kind  of  thought  thrills  and  challenges 
me  to  arise  from  my  easy  philosophy 
of  "There  is  always  tomorrow,"  and 
to  see  the  urgency  of  "Now  is  the 
time  of  salvation." 

Yes,  the  Wallaces  are  to  leave  for 
Brazil  on  February  1,  1967.  For  our 
older  son,  Gregor,  it  will  be  none 
too  soon,  for  all  his  buddies  are  on 
their  way  to  Brazil  already  in  a  bar- 
rel—buddies such  as  "Horsey,"  "Ole 
Bear,"  "Woo  Woo,"  and  all  the  rest 
of  the  gang.  Kevin,  our  younger 
son,   is  very  unconcerned  about  the

whole  matter,  and  if  we  have  mashed 
potatoes  and  a  bottle  of  milk  for  him, 
I  assure  vou  he  will  be  more  than 
happy. 

Actually,  Gregor  will  have  his 
third  birthday  (February  24)  on  the 
Brazilian  field,  which  he  already 
calls  his  new  home,  and  he  speaks 
of  talking  Portuguese.  It  is  difficult 
for  Judy  and  me  to  realize  that  our 
sons  will  be  in  kindergarten  and 
first  grade  v\'hen  we  come  home  on 
furlough,  but,  God  willing,  it  will  be 
true. 

What  do  we  expect  in  the  future? 
We  cannot  know  what  the  Lord  has 
in  store  for  us,  but  we  know  that 
Philippians  tells  us:  "I  can  do  all 
things  through  Christ  which  strength- 
eneth  me."  Coupled  with  the  verse  in 
the  same  book,  chapter  1,  verse  21, 
"For  me  to  live  is  Christ,  and  to  die 
is  gain,"  these  are  promises  we  claim 
as  we  go  to  the  field. 

What  can  ymi  do  as  we  go?  You 
can  pray  for  the  Wallaces  by  name, 
for  surely  if  we  ever  needed  prayer,  it 
is  now.

TO  BE  WHERE  THE  LORD  WANTS  ME" 


To  me,  my  life  has  been  quite 
full  and  thrilling!  To  others,  it  may 
not  seem  so  interesting.  Nevertheless, 
this   is   my   story. 

I  was  born  the  older  of  a  set  of 
twins  in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  on  Feb- 
ruary 16.  My  twin  sister  and  I  are 
sixth  and  seventh  of  a  family  of 
twelve  girls  and  three  boys  (includ- 
ing three  sets  of  twins).  When  I  was 
eight  years  old,  the  family  moved 
to  Arizona  and  later  to  Lodi,  Cali- 
fornia, forty  miles  south  of  Sacra- 
mento. After  a  year  and  a  half  we 
moved  to  Tracy,  California,  where 
I  finished  grammar  school  and  high 
school.  During  this  time  my  mother, 
a  wonderful,  dedicated  Christian, 
continually  showed  concern  for  our 
spiritual  welfare,  and  has  through 
the  years  been  a  source  of  real  en- 
courasement  to  me.

It  was  while  a  junior  in  high 
school  that  I  first  attended  the  First 
Brethren  Church  of  Tracy.  There, 
during  special  meetings  with  Dr.

It  was  then  that  Bob  was  called 
to  serve  two  years  in  the  Army,  which 
delayed  our  preparation  for  what  we 
felt  we  should  do.  But,  as  the  Lord 
always  does  things  well,  this  turned 
out  to  be  a  very  good  experience  for 
us  both,  and  we  were  able  to  enjov 
wonderful  fellowship  at  the  Com- 
monwealth Avenue  Brethren  Church 
in  Alexandria,  Virginia,  close  to 
where  Bob  was  stationed.  It  was  dur-

When  the  military  service  was  fin- 
ished, we  moved  to  Winona  Lake, 
Indiana.  There  my  husband  entered 
seminary.

It 
was  also  during  this  time  that  we 
received  very  practical  experience  as 
we  worked  in  the  new  Warsaw,  In- 
diana, church,  and  my  husband 
served  as  pastor  there  for  three  years.

Jose,  Costa  Rica,  in  Central  America. 
In  August  of  1961  we  flew  to  Argen- 
tina  and  a  month  later  were  located 
in  Corral  de  Bustos  on  the  north- 
ern Pampa  to  pastor  the  Brethren 
church  there.  We  were  very  con- 
scious of  God's  presence  as  well  as 
the  workings  of  Satan  as  we  work- 
ed in  that  somewhat  lonely  spot. 

After  two  and  a  half  years  we 
moved  to  Rio  Cuarto  to  begin  a 
Christian  bookstore  and  to  work  pri- 
marily in  the  literature  part  of  the 
work.  During  this  time  our  fourth 
child,  David  Michael,  came  to  join 
us  and  give  us  a  mixed  quartet. 

In  August  of  1965  we  went  to  the 
States  for  our  first  furlough  and 
visited  our  families  in  California.  Al- 
most all  my  brothers  and  sisters  live 
in  the  Sacramento-Tracy  area.  Visit- 
ing the  churches  was  an  encourage- 
ment  and  a  challenge  as  we  saw 
many  who  were  eager  to  serve  the 
Lord.  We  appreciated  so  much  the 
kindnesses  shown  us  in  so  many 
ways.  The  Christian  hospitality,  the 
personal  words  of  encouragement  and 
promises  of  prayers,  and  the  generous 
assortment  of  useful  items  in  the 
WMC  missions  chests  will  always  be 
appreciated. 

Recently  we  returned  to  Argen- 
tina for  our  second  term  and  are  lo- 
cated in  Banda  Norte,  a  suburb  of 
Rio  Cuarto.  It's  nice  to  have  some 
place  to  call  home  after  living  out 
of  suitcases  for  four  months.  We  are 
once  again  engaged  in  the  literature 
ministry  of  our  mission.  Aside  from 
my  responsibilities  in  the  mission 
work  I  find  my  hands  quite  full  tak- 
ing care  of  the  household  and  its 
needs  and  tutoring  our  children  in 
the  various  courses  they  are  studying 
in  English  to  supplement  the  school- 
ing they  receive  here  in  Spanish.

Hospitality 

House

The  early  Christian  church  had  a 
reputation  for  virtue.  The  humble 
act  of  hospitahty  set  them  apart  from 
their  selfish  neighbors.  Their  love 
for  one  another  and  concern  for 
others  amazed  the  world.  Acts  of 
love  and  hospitality  have  always  been 
in  order  in  the  Christian  church. 

A  twentieth-century  example  of 
this  is  now  in  evidence  in  Bangui,  the 
capital  of  the  Central  African  Re- 
public. There,  on  the  comer  of  the 
Brethren  mission  property,  is  a  two- 
story  building.  I  like  to  call  it  Hos- 
pitality House.  Well  built  and  func- 
tional, this  building  serves  to  house 
scores  of  missionaries  every  year.  It 
was  put  there  in  the  verv  spirit  that 
prompted  the  actions  of  the  early 
Christians. 

Hospitality  House  fills  many  needs. 
Years  ago  returning  missionaries  had 
to  hike  through  miles  of  bush  to 
reach  their  stations.  The  present-day 
airplane  and  truck  have  done  away 
with  this.  But  jet  travel  has  its  prob- 
lems. Missionaries  fly  out  of  Chi- 
cago or  New  York  one  day  and  into 
Bangui  the  next.  A  six-hour  time 
change  and  loss  of  sleep  mean  that 
parents  and  children  arrive  tired  and 
confused.  (Bangui  has  a  lovely  hotel, 
but  the  prices  make  a  stay  there  pro- 
hibitive for  any  missionarv.)  This 
new  building  means  rest  for  a  tired 
family  before  they  make  the  long, 
bumpy  drive  up  country. 

The  second  service  this  building  of-

fers  is  a  place  to  come  when  food 
and  other  supplies  run  out.  Have 
)'ou  ever  wondered  where  mission- 
aries get  the  food  they  eat?  Part  of 
every  missionary's  supplies  are  bought 
in  Bangui.  In  Central  Africa  there  is 
no  such  thing  as  a  once-a-week  trip 
to  the  supermarket.  Food  and  other 
necessities  must  last  for  months.  One 
store  in  Bangui  sells  soap  cheaplv. 
At  another  place  you  may  find  South 
African  jam.  At  still  another  store 
vou  mav,  if  you  are  fortunate,  find 
oatmeal,  Argentine  corned  beef,  and 
sugar.  All  stores  close  for  several 
hours  at  noon.  Shopping  or  waiting 
for  a  truck  to  be  repaired  takes  time 
that  now  can  be  spent  in  a  house 
suited  to  this  need:  a  modern  motel 
with  self-service  kitchen— Hospitality 
House! 

Just  this  week  I  saw  what  this 
center  means  to  missionarv  children. 
In  Central  Africa  missionary  children 
live  up  in  the  bush  for  four  years. 
Their  lives  are  rich  and  full.  It  is 
really  not  necessary  to  see  paved 
streets  and  two-stor\'  buildings  to  be 
happy.  But  what  a  treat  it  is  to  these 
children  to  come  to  the  city!  Birth- 
day monev  can  here  buy  a  plastic 
dump  truck  or  a  small  nurse's  kit. 
Sometimes  it  buys  an  apple,  the  first 
for  several  \'ears.  A  few  days  in 
Bangui  may  mean  a  trip  to  the  tiny 
zoo  or  the  new  museum  or  even  an 
hour  swimming  in  the  American 
embassy  pool.  In  years  past,  mission- 
aries would  rush  in  and  out  of  the 
city,  frustrated  because  they  were 
burdening  some  other  busy  person. 
Now  families  can  come  and  go,  be- 
cause there's  a  place  where  they  can 
take  care  of  themselves! 


The  history  of  this  house  began 
in  a  time  when  Christian  love  meant 
everything  to  the  missionaries  who 
had  to  flee  from  the  Belgian  Congo. 
Mr.  Balzer  had  not  yet  completed 
the  structure  when  the  first  fright- 
ened  families  crossed  the  Ubangi 
river  to  the  safety  of  the  Central 
African  Republic.  Covenant  and 
Free  Church  missionaries  sought  a 
place  of  refuge  at  the  Brethren  mis- 
sion. Only  a  few  could  be  housed  in 
the  two  tiny  residences  on  the  sta- 
tion. The  only  other  possibility  was 
the  partially-built  structure  that  was 
someday  to  become  Hospitality 
House.  At  night  the  refugees  slept 
in  its  rooms.  During  the  day  Al  Bal- 
zer  finished  his  work,  being  careful 
not  to  mix  missionary  children  with 
the  cement.  It  was  here  in  these  un- 
finished rooms  that  the  missionaries 
waited  for  news  of  Dr.  Paul  Carlson. 

Built  out  of  consideration  for 
others,  this  house  functions  daily  as 
a  house  of  rest,  a  place  of  service,  a 
home  away  from  home.

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Missionary  Children  Are  a 
Blessing  to  Us!

One  of  the  richest  blessings  that 
has  come  into  the  Hves  of  our  chil- 
dren has  been  their  association  with 
missionary  children.  Living  near  the 
geographical  center  of  the  United 
States  and  the  headquarters  of  The 
brethren  Church  has  afforded  us 
many  opportunities  of  entertaining 
missionary  families.  Missionary  chil- 
dren have  such  wide  and  varied  in- 
terests! Their  tales  of  travel  and  ad- 
venture never  fail  to  capture  the  in- 
terest of  our  own  four  children 
(aged  six  to  eleven).  Maps  are  readily 
available,  and  the  location  of  the 
country,  province,  and  city  provide  a 
vivid  lesson  in  geography. 

During  the  past  summer  we  had 
the  privilege  of  entertaining  some 
"M.K.'s"  from  Africa.  After  the  gen- 
eral introduction  at  the  front  door 
all  eight  children  bounded  through 
the  house  and  out  to  the  patio,  where 
our  boys  had  their  summer  catch  of 
turtles     and     frogs.     As     the     sang 


watched  their  fascinating  gymnastics, 
tales  of  other  beasts,  unknown  to  our 
children,  were  related.  Some  close, 
deep,  and  satisfying  friendships  were 
made  that  evening,  and  now,  though 
separated  by  many,  many  miles,  those 
missionary  children  in  Africa  have 
prayer  partners  here  in  the  States. 
Photos  taken  on  that  occasion  help 
to  remind  us  of  our  God-given  pray- 
er responsibility. 

There  are  several  things  we  like 
to  learn  about  each  country;  one  is  the 
language.  We  generally  try  to  learn 
a  few  simple  words,  such  as  the 
names  of  animals  and  how  to  count 
to  ten.  Our  most  recent  language 
adventure  was  in  Chinese,  a  language 
of  tone  which  sounds  like  a  song  not 
quite  finished.  The  second  thing  we 
like  to  learn  about  a  country  is  its 
distinctive  food  or  main  dish.  Just 
let  it  be  known  that  we  are  having 
rice  and  curry  for  supper,  and  four 
nicely  washed  children  appear  at  the 
table  at  first  call!  A  young  lad  from

I  can  think  of  two  very  important 
reasons  for  daily  devotions.  The  first 
one  is  to  keep  from  getting  lost,  and 
the  second  is  to  keep  from  dying  of 
starvation. 

Just  as  we  need  a  road  map  to  help 
us  find  our  way  through  unknown 
territorv,  so  also  we  need  a  spiritual 
"road  map"— namely,  the  Bible— to 
help  us  find  our  way  through  life. 
The  Psalmist  said:  "Thy  word  is  a 
lamp  unto  mv  feet,  and  a  light  unto 
my  path"  (Ps.  11 9;  105).  Many  peo- 
ple today  think  that  they  are  on  the 
right  path  to  heaven,  when  actually, 
if  they  would  consult  their  spiritual 
"road  map,"  they  would  find  them- 
selves hopelessly  lost. 

The  second  reason  is  to  keep  from 
dvina  of  starvation.  You  know  what 
happens  to  anv  living  thing  when  it 
is  not  properlv  fed.  It  becomes  under- 
nourished and  may  die.  Think  of 
the  many  thousands  of  people  who 
are  dying  of  starvation  in  countries 


such  as  India  and  China.  Well,  the 
same  thing  is  happening  to  many  so- 
called  Christians.  If  a  person  neglects 
his  bread  of  life,  or,  in  other  words, 
his  Bible,  his  Christian  testimony 
will  begin  to  die  and  soon  he  udll 
find  himself  discouraged  and  ready 
to  give  up.  In  John  6:35  Jesus  says, 
"I  am  the  bread  of  life:  he  that  com- 
eth  to  me  shall  never  hunoer;  and 
he  that  believeth  on  me  shall  never 
thirst." 

What  a  joy  it  is  to  know  that  if 
we  "Search  the  Scriptures  Daily"  and 
not  only  believe,  but  also  practice 
what  they  say,  our  whole  future  will 
rest  safely  in  God's  hands.

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Why  I  Left 

Jehovah's  Witnesses 


By  Ted  Dencher 


I  joined  Jehovah's  Witnesses  early 
in  1946.  I  was  seventeen  years  old. 
At  that  time  I  was  very  much  con- 
cerned about  salvation,  which  I  knew 
I  did  not  possess.  The  Witnesses 
were  the  only  people  ever  to  come 
to  me  with  a  Bible.  After  six  months 
of  study  and  attending  a  huge  con- 
vention in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  I  de- 
cided I  would  become  one  of  them. 
I  remained  one  until  early  in   1957. 

During  those  ten  years  of  house- 
to-house  work  as  a  Jehovah's  Witness, 
not  one  pastor  of  any  denomination 
even  so  much  as  tried  to  witness  to 
me.  I  received  more  ridicule,  hatred, 
mockery,  and  scorn  from  the  min- 
isters than  from  many  an  unbeliever. 
Of  all  the  seminarians  I  met,  of  all 
the  graduates  of  Bible  institutes  and 
colleges,  not  one  cared  enough  to 
open  the  Word  and  tell  of  Christ 
who  died  to  redeem  me.  In  fact,  not 
one  man  in  all  my  experience  had  the 
heart  (although  many  had  the 
"head")  to  use  the  Bible  to  bring 
me  to  Christ. 

It  was  a  woman,  a  housewife,  who 
began  the  work  that  led  to  my  re- 
ceiving    Christ.     The     year:     1953. 
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Seven  years  of  witnessing  for  the 
Watchtower  Society  behind  me. 
Aside  from  slammed  doors,  unkind 
remarks  and  other  forms  of  express- 
ed hatred,  it  seemed  Christians  had 
little  to  offer  me.  This  occasion  was 
quite  different. 

I  was  in  full-time  local  missionary 
work  for  the  Watchtower  Society, 
working  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania (vi'here  I  was  raised),  in  a  Ro- 
man Catholic  area  known  as  East 
Falls.  I  was  operating  out  of  the  Ger- 
mantown  unit.  One  hot  summer  day 
I  happened  on  a  certain  home  and 
went  in  to  give  my  presentation. 

The  lady  I  met  did  not  argue 
with  me;  she  did  not  attack  the 
Watchtower  Society  or  attempt  to 
persuade  me  to  leave  my  religion. 
She  did  not  ridicule  me  because  I  was 
a  Jehovah's  Witness.  She  asked  me  to 
sit  down.  She  opened  her  Bible  and 
asked  me  to  open  mine.  We  had  a 
discussion  concerning  the  nature, 
person,  and  work  of  Jesus  Christ.  In 
future  visits  we  continued  this  dis- 
cussion. We  went  on  for  six  months. 
I  denied  the  deity  of  Christ;  they 
believed  in  it.  We  could  not  both 
be  right.  Six  months  later  neither  of 
us  had  proved  a  thing  to  the  other. 

Or  had  we?  They  used  John  1:1 
in  an  effort  to  prove  the  deity  of 
Christ.  I  merely  retaliated  with  the 
"New     World      Translation"      (the 


Watchtower  Bible),  which  reads, 
"The  Word  was  a  god."  I  defied 
them  to  prove  otherwise  to  me.  They 
admitted  thev  could  not  do  so,  being 
unacquainted  with  New  Testament 
Greek.  I  thought  I  had  them  but 
good! 

However,  they  said  that  while 
they  could  not  prove  Christ's  deity 
to  me,  they  had  friends  in  their 
church  who  could.  Would  I  be  will- 
ing to  come  back  next  v\'eek  and 
meet  two  of  their  friends  who  want- 
ed to  have  a  debate  with  me  on  this 
subject?  I  agreed  to  come.  That 
night  we  sat  for  five  hours  while 
using  only  the  Bible  (no  other  books) 
and  stayed  on  the  one  subject.  At 
one  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  de- 
cided to  postpone  the  discussion  until 
a  later  date.  We  agreed  on  a  future 
date,  came  together  again,  and 
talked  until  about  two  o'clock  in  the 
morning. 

Using  Revelation  1:7-8  with  22: 
12-16  (New  World  Translation)  they 
asked  me  point  blank:  Does  this  or 
does  it  not  indicate  that  Christ  is 
God?  I  conceded  the  point.  I  agreed 
it  did!  I  packed  my  books  and 
stormed  out,  furious!  I  continued  my 
work  with  Jehovah's  Witnesses  for 
the  next  three  years.  During  those 
years  these  people  prayed  for  me— 
something  no  one  else  had  ever  done. 
During  those   years   (although  these

"During  those  ten  years  of  house-to-house  work  as  a 
Jehovah's  Witness,  not  one  pastor  of  any  denomination 
even  so  much  as  tried  to  witness  to  me.  I  received  more 
ridicule,  hatred,  mockery,  and  scorn  from  the  ministers 
than  from  many  an  unbeliever.  Of  all  the  seminarians  I 
met,  of  all  the  graduates  of  Bible  institutes  and  colleges, 
not  one  cared  enough  to  open  the  Word  and  tell  of 
Christ  who  died  to  redeem  me.  In  fact,  not  one  man  in 
all  my  experience  had  the  heart  (although  many  had  the 
'head')  to  use  the  Bible  to  bring  me  to  Christ." 
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people  did  not  know  it)  I  was  study- 
ing those  Scriptures  we  had  discuss- 
ed during  our  many  meetings.  Slow- 
ly but  surely,  I  became  convinced 
that  Christ  is  God.  Upon  reading 
Hebrews  9:27-28  I  came  under  con- 
viction of  sin  and  the  realization 
that  I  was  lost— for  eternity.

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The  people  who  were  praying  for 
me  during  that  time  knew  nothing 
of  mv  change  of  heart  and  mind. 
During  those  years  after  the  meet- 
ings  no  one  ever  witnessed  to  me 
at  the  doors.  No  wonder  God  used 
the  verv  same  people  who  prayed  for 
me  to  consummate  my  conversion! 

Being  fullv  convinced  of  the  error 
of  Watchtower  teaching  concerning 
jesus  Christ  and  the  soul  (with  its 
future  estate  on  either  side  of  the 
fixed  gulf),  I  left  them  in  February, 
1957.  For  a  period  of  one  month  I 
was  nothing  at  all,  religiously.  Then 
I  received  a  letter  in  the  mail  from 
one  of  those  who  were  praying  for 
me  and  who  had  witnessed  to  me 
back  in   1953.  I  was  so  surprised  to 
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receive  this  letter  that  I  replied  and 
told  this  man  the  action  I  had  re- 
cently taken.  He  wrote  back  imme- 
diately and  asked  me  one  more  ques- 
tion: What  did  I  now  think  of  jesus 
Christ? 

I  had  never  been  asked  that  ques- 
tion in  my  life.  I  took  careful  stock 
of  what  had  transpired,  sat  down  and 
wrote  this  cautious  reply:  "I  have 
come  to  acknowledge  Christ  as  God 
and  as  my  personal  Saviour."  That 
was  all  I  knew  for  sure.  I  was  a  poor, 
helpless  sinner,  the  one  Jesus  came 
to  save.  I  knew  He  had  shed  His 
blood  for  me,  even  if  for  no  other. 
I  knew  He  was  my  ■personal  Saviour. 

The  next  day  I  knew  I  had  been 
changed.  The  day  before,  I  was  a 
creature  of  hell;  today  I  was  a  child  of 
God!  I  felt  my  sins  forgiven— nay,  I 
hiew  they  were  forgiven!  I  knew 
with  the  fullest  assurance  that  I  was 
born  again.  I  then  waited  upon  the 
Lord,  read  the  Scriptures  daily,  and 
in  much  prayer  began  to  find  the 
will  of  God.  Six  months  after  my  con- 
version I  felt  definitely  led  to  ap- 
proach the  pastor  of  a  nearby 
church  (an  independent  church).  It 
was  there  that  I  was  baptized  (by 
trine  immersion)  and  received  into 
membership. 

This  is  my  tenth  year  now  as  a 
Christian.  I  work  as  a  home  mission- 
ary, full  time.  ^

Brethren  Chaplains 
Busy  Around  the  World 


Our  Brethren  chaplains  are  on 
the  move  around  the  world.  Just  re- 
cently another  one  arrived  in  Viet- 
nam, bringing  to  five  the  number 
in  that  land.  One  man  is  on  a  one- 
year  isolated  tour  of  duty  in  Alaska; 
one  is  with  a  destroyer  squadron  in 
the  Southwest  Pacific;  others  are  ac- 
tively engaged  in  reaching  our  service 
personnel  for  Christ  at  bases  in  the 
U.S.A. 

There  is  cause  for  rejoicing  that 
our  twelve  chaplains  are  having  the 
opportunity  of  witnessing  to  their 
men  of  salvation  through  Jesus 
Christ,  even  in  the  battle  areas  of 
Vietnam.  And  this  is  the  way  the 
chaplains  would  have  it,  for  it  is 
basic  to  their  creed  to  be  with  their 
men  wherever  they  are.  Also,  it  is 
gratifying  to  know  that  the  chap- 
lains are  being  rewarded  in  a  two-fold 
way— in  decisions  being  made  for 
Christ,  and  in  appreciation  on  the 
part  of  our  service  personnel. 

These  chaplains  deserve  the  sup- 
port of  our  Brethren  people.  This 
support  should  include  prayer,  letters 
supplying  the  names  of  service  per- 
sonnel who  might  be  in  their  area  of 
operation,  keeping  their  ministry  be- 
fore the  Brotherhood,  siving  them  the 
privilege  of  reporting  on  their  ac- 
tivities at  national  conference  time, 
in  our  churches  as  this  is  mutually 
convenient,  and  to  Grace  Seminary 


and  Grace  College,  and  supplying 
more  chaplains  to  fill  vacancies  now 
existing  in  our  denominational  re- 
quirements. 

This  support  is  necessary  because 
of  the  fact  that  these  men  are  fellow 
Christians,  fellow  Brethren,  and  co- 
laborers  in  the  Lord's  harvest  field. 
What  encouragement  it  should  give 
all  of  us  to  see  workers  on  the  job 
in  all  areas  of  the  Lord's  work.  Sure- 
ly we  have  cause  for  rejoicing  as  far 
as  the  chaplaincy  is  concerned.  Not 
only  do  we  have  men  in  this  field 
of  endeavor,  but  we  have  statements 
from  time  to  time  from  the  offices  of 
the  chiefs  of  chaplains  that  ours  is 
an  outstanding  group  of  men.  It  is  a 
privilege  to  be  able  to  have  a  part 
in  supp)rting  such  a  group. 

A  strong  denominational  tie  is  es- 
sential  for  a  successful  ministry  in 
the  chaplaincy.  In  the  first  place,  a 
man  cannot  get  into  the  chaplaincy 
without  an  ecclesiastical  endorsement 
from  his  denomination.  Whenever  he 
makes  major  changes  within  the 
organization,  he  needs  an  additional 
endorsement.  The  chief  of  chap- 
lains' office  insists  that  he  be  in  good 
relation  and  fellowship  with  his  de- 
nomination at  all  times.  All  of  our 
chaplains  are  in  such  good  relation 
and  are  endeavoring  to  work  closely 
with  our  denomination.  This  merits 
strong   support   on    the   part   of   our 


church  constituency. 

The  men  on  duty  in  the  war  zone 
and  men  on  other  isolated  tours  of 
duty  are  away  from  home,  wife,  and 
children.  These  men  know  that  the 
chaplaincy  at  times  calls  them  to 
such  sacrifices,  and  they  are  not 
complaining.  The  Lord  sustains  them, 
and  response  to  the  message  they 
preach  is  a  help  and  blessing.  But  it 
is  at  times  like  these  that  the  sup- 
port of  our  fellowship  means  much. 

The  strongest  reason  of  all  for  our 
full  support  of  these  men  is  that  they 
are  ministers  of  the  gospel;  men  call- 
ed of  the  Lord  and  trained  to  wit- 
ness to  the  lost  and  to  nurture  and 
build  up  in  the  faith  Christian 
young  men  around  the  world.  They 
are  ozir  "missionaries  to  the  military." 
They  are  not  men  of  war;  they  are 
men  of  God  witnessing  the  things  of 
Christ  to  men  in  military  ser\'ice 
wherever  they  may  be  found.  They 
are  men  dedicated  to  fulfilling  the 
Great  Commission— the  one  thing 
that  God  has  called  every  single 
Christian  to  do— "Go  ye  into  all  the 
world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature. '  These  men  are  going  to 
young  people  on  bases  in  the  U.S.A., 
on  ships  at  sea,  and  on  bases  around 
the  world,  including  the  "thick  of 
the  battle"  in  Vietnam.  They  de- 
serve our  full  support.  And  I  believe 
they  will  get  it.

Going  To  Die? 


Some  words 

to  ponder

Should  the  incurably  ill  person  be 
told  the  truth  about  his  illness?  If  a 
person  is  suffering  from  an  inoper- 
able case  of  malignant  cancer,  should 
he  be  told  the  truth  about  his  con- 
dition? Some  say  yes;  others  say  no. 
Both  views  can  be  supported  with 
convincing  arguments. 

Those  who  take  the  negative  view 
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think  that  the  medical  value  of  hope 
and  optimism  outweighs  the  value  of 
frankness  and  truth  in  such  cases. 
To  tell  the  patient  of  his  true  condi- 
tion would  upset  him  and  plunge 
him  into  despair  and  despondency. 

On  the  other  hand,  some  think 
that  such  a  person  should  be  told  of 
his  condition,  believing  that  honesty 
and  truth  do  more  to  support  the 
hopeless  than  do  deception  and  un- 
certainty. They  reason  that  even  bad 


news  is  better  than  false  news. 

Personally,  if  I  were  incurably  ill, 
I  would  want  to  know  it.  I  hope  that 
I  am  honest  and  mature  enough  to 
realize  that,  whether  I  am  on  a  hos- 
pital bed  or  in  perfect  health,  death 
really  isn't  too  far  away.  This  thought 
is   not    fatalistic,    but   realistic! 

Agents  of  death  are  on  every  hand: 
accidents,  diseases,  violence,  and 
war.  We  are  told  that  about  45,000 
Americans  will  die  unexpectedly  this 
year  on  our  highways.  The  American 
Medical  Association  says  that  one  out 
of  five  of  us  vyill  die  of  either  cancer 
or  heart  disease. 

With  all  these  ever-present,  irrefut- 
able reminders,  why  should  we  try  to 
deceive  ourselves  about  that  malig- 
nant lump  or  that  failing  heart?  Why 
not  face  the  hard  facts  and  go  on 
from  there?  This,  of  course,  doesn't 
mean  we  have  to  like  all  the  sur- 
rounding circumstances. 

When  one  is  honest  about  the  mat- 
ter of  approaching  death,  he  will 
probably  want  to  make  some  prepa- 
ration. One  lady  told  her  physician 
that  she  wanted  to  do  three  things 
before  undergoing  major  surgery  for 


a  malignancy.  She  wanted  to  make 
some  grape  jelly,  she  wanted  to  ride 
her  daughter's  horse,  and  she  wanted 
to  apologize  to  her  mother-in-law. 

Some  people  prepare  for  death 
earlv  in  life  bv  taking  out  adequate 
insurance.  Some  make  out  wills. 
Some  visit  and  travel  and  do  things 
they've  ne\'er  done  before.  Some  go 
so  far  as  to  work  out  the  plans  and 
arrangements  for  their  own  funeral. 
Some  forgi\'e  their  enemies  and  patch 
up  old  grudges. 

Some  wise  people  prepare  to  die 
by  turning  to  and  relying  upon  God. 
Knowledge  of  approaching  death 
gives  one  the  opportunity  to  make 
such  preparation  if  he  hasn't  done  it 
before.  I  wouldn't  want  to  be  guilty 
of  withholding  such  an  opportunity 
from  someone! 

Along  with  all  the  hope  given  in 
the  New  Testament,  an  Old  Testa- 
ment admonition  could  be  taken 
seriously  by  all  of  us:  "Set  thine  house 
in  order;  for  thou  shalt  die  and  not 
live. 

Since  death  is  inevitable  and  is  no 
respecter  of  persons,  it  behooves  us 
all  to  ponder  and  prepare!  T

America  Reels  Under  Death  Blows  of  Crime 

Our  nation  staggers  from  the  death-dealing  blows  of 
a  monster  called  crime.  Serious  crime  is  on  the  rise  and 
continues   to   gain   momentum.   Police   in   the   U.S.   are 

o 

face  to  face  with  a  crisis.  This  crisis  shows  every  sign 
of  extreme  gravity  as  the  storm  clouds  of  lawlessness 
build  in  intensity. 

A  crime  is  committed  somewhere  in  the  U.S.  every 
seven  seconds:  a  murder  every  hour  ...  a  rape  every 
tvventy-three  minutes  ...  a  burglary  every  twentv-seven 
seconds  ...  a  car  theft  every  minute. 

During  this  last  year  five  serious  crimes  were  re- 
corded e\'ery  minute  ...  a  6  per  cent  increase  over  the 
previous  year.  Over  the  past  five  vears,  it  has  gained 
by  46  per  cent,  or  six  times  as  fast  as  the  nation's  fwpula- 
tion. 

Arrests  for  serious  crimes  have  risen  33  per  cent  since 
1960.  But  arrests  of  youngsters  under  eighteen  for  such 
crimes  have  gone  up  bv  47  per  cent.  This  is  double  the 
increase  in  the  U.S.  teen-age  population.  Last  year  21 
per  cent  of  all  arrests  were  of  juveniles. 

Crimes  of  violence  and  crimes  against  property  rose 
by  6  per  cent  during  the  year.  Since  1960,  violent  crimes 
have  risen  35  per  cent,  while  property  crimes  have  gone 
up  47  per  cent. 

J.  Edgar  Hoover  reported  that  more  than  one  billion 
dollars  in  property  was  stolen  last  year,  while  5,600 
people  were  murdered  and  34,700  assaulted  with  guns 

Senseless   Terror  Reigns 

Our  nation's  capital,  Washington,  D.C,  is  the  scene 
of  some  of  the  worst  offenses.  A  recent  survey  conducted 
by  Louis  Harris  on  behalf  of  The  Washington  Post 
showed  crime  to  be  the  major  worry,  surpassing  all  others. 

The  Chicago  Tribune  reported  recently,  "Until  a  few 
months  ago  a  supermarket  in  the  far  northeast  area  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  was  doing  a  business  of  $5,000  a 
week.  Now  it  is  closed. 

"A  few  doors  away,  the  area's  only  drugstore  also  has 
gone  out  of  business.  So  have  the  meat  market,  the  milk 
store  and  the  delicatessen. 

"A  team  of  reporters  from  the  Washington   Star  re- 


ported that  there  is  vandalism,  lawlessness,  anger,  alien- 
ation, extortion,  destruction  for  its  own  sake— a  pervasive 
fear  prevailing.  A  woman  in  a  house  near  the  church  put 
it  this  way:  'You  have  a  group  here  that  is  interested 
only  in  crime.  They  laugh  at  the  police  and  try  to  de- 
moralize the  community,  rather  than  build  it  up.  They 
know  when  a  stranger  is  in  the  area.  They  can  detect 
him.  And  they  even  give  certain  signals,  certain  light 
signals,  at  night  when  the  police  are  coming.' 

"There  is  destruction  for  the  sake  of  intimidation,  im- 
promptu thefts  and  shakedovims  casually  planned,  quick- 
ly executed.  In  most  cases,  the  offenders  are  children— 
for  whom  trouble  has  become  a  way  of  life. 

"On  a  November  night,  George  R.  Johnson,  an  in- 
surance man,  parked  his  car  in  front  of  a  liquor  store, 
went  in  and  made  a  purchase  and  left.  As  he  left,  all 
kinds  of  kids  were  in  front  of  the  store  surrounding  him. 
They  wanted  money,  a  nickel,  quarter  or  a  dollar.  When 
he  gave  them  some,  they  surrounded  him,  began  pulling 
at  his  clothes  and  grabbing  for  his  wallet.  'They  hit  me 
and  beat  me  and  knocked  my  glasses  off.  As  I  broke 
away  and  jumped  in  my  car,  they  started  throwing  stones. 
I'll  tell  you,  I  was  lucky  to  get  away  with  my  life.' " 

This  condition  can  be  multiplied  over  and  over  again 
in  Chicago,  Los  Angeles,  or  Philadelphia.  One  takes  his 
life  in  his  hands  to  enter  these  areas  day  or  night. 

Perplexity  Reigns  as  Police  Face  the  Crisis 

The  number  of  crimes  solved  is  declining.  The  rights 
of  accused  criminals  are  getting  more  attention.  The 
powers  of  police,  charged  with  enforcing  our  laws,  are 
increasingly  being  limited  bv  the  judiciary— court  rulings 
favoring  the  criminal  rather  than  the  victim.  Cries  of 
brutality  from  surging  mobs  in  the  streets,  a  growing  con- 
tempt for  the  police,  is  causing  a  general  decline  in  morale 
among  law  enforcement  officers.  Police  chief  Thad  F. 
Brown,  of  Los  Angeles,  said,  "A  twenty-one-year-old 
policeman  may  have  to  make  a  snap  decision  in  a  sit- 
uation that  the  Supreme  Court  may  take  weeks  to  study 
—then  decide  five  to  four  that  the  officer  did  the  wrong 
thing." 

During  1965  a  total  of  fifty-three  police  officers  were 
murdered  in  line  of  duty,  and  6,836  were  injured.  These 
dangers,  public  sentiment  which  is  often  contrary,  warn- 
ings from  superiors  that  infractions  of  rules  result  in 
reprimands,  fines  and  suspension  have  left  many  of  our 
forces  sadly  undermanned. 

The  Bible  clearly  indicates  that  the  last  days  will  be 
characterized  by  lawlessness.  The  spirit  of  the  Lawless 
One  is  already  at  work  (II  Thess.  2:3-8).  The  news- 
papers, magazines,  television  and  radio  broadcasts  simply 
spell  out  the  story.  There  is  only  one  remedy  for  the  sin- 
ful heart  out  of  which  all  these  acts  of  lawlessness  pro- 
ceed: regeneration,  accomplished  by  the  convicting  work 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  application  of  the  gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  God  help  us  to  see  the  need  of  spread- 
ing the  gospel  truth.  Every  means  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Christian  must  be  employed  to  get  this  job  done.  The 
establishment  of  gospel-teaching  and  -preaching  churches 
and  the  development  of  strong,  active,  soul-winning,  mis- 
sionary-minded congregations  dedicated  to  this  task  are 
vitally  necessary  in  the  evangelization  of  this  nation.  T

KOKOMO'S 

BIGGEST  STEP 

BY  FAITH

The  Grace  Brethren  Church  at 
Kokomo,  Indiana,  has  been  a  work 
oF  faith  from  its  very  inception,  but 
the  biggest  step  by  faith  was  taken 
on  January  11,  1967,  when  the 
church  voted  to  go  self-supporting. 
This  is  the  goal  of  every  Bible 
class,  every  district  missions  work,  and 
ever}'  Brethren  Home  Missions 
church.  This  was  the  biggest  "step  by 
faith"  we  have  taken  to  date,  but 
we  know  it  is  only  the  beginning  of 
many,  many  more  steps  we  will  be 
taking.  Having  proved  that  Hebrews 
11  ;6  ("But  without  faith  it  is  im- 
possible to  please  him:  for  he  that 
cometh  to  God  must  believe  that  he 
is,  and  that  he  is  a  rewarder  of  them 
that  diligently  seek  him")  is  true,  we 
know  there  can  be  only  victory  ahead 
as  we  continue  to  walk  by  such 
faith. 

Between  the  time  of  the  first  dis- 
trict mission  board  meeting  at  the 
YMCA  in  Kokomo,  Indiana,  on  No- 
vember 14,  1955,  to  consider  the 
Kokomo  area,  and  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  in  February  of  1956,  the 
present  Grace  Brethren  Church  site 
had  been  purchased— by  faith.  By 
faith  that  this  planned  housing  de- 
velopment of  some  1,200  homes 
to  be  known  as  Indian  Heights  would 
develop.  By  faith  that  the  church  lo- 
cation at  the  entrance  of  this  planned 
housing  development  would  someday 
meet  a  spiritual  need  through  a  Breth- 
ren testimony.  By  faith  that  the  In- 
diana District  would  back  its  mis- 
sion board  in  helping  to  support  the 
work  in  its  early  stages. 


The  Kokomo  work  required  more 
faith  than  some  new  churches  in  that 
a  church  location  was  purchased  be- 
fore a  Bible  class  was  ever  started.  A 
Bible  class  was  held  for  the  first 
time  on  April  27,  1956,  and  was 
taught  by  Dr.  H.  A.  Hoyt.  The  class 
met  in  the  social  room  of  a  Union 
Bank  and  Trust  Company  branch 
for  approximately  one  vear.  In  the 
spring  of  1957  Rev.  William  Kolb 
was  called  as  the  first  pastor,  and  the 
services  were  moved  to  the  housing 
development  and  held  in  a  model 
home  and  the  pastor's  home.  The  fol- 
lowing year,  on  April  12,  1958,  the 
Indian  Heights  Grace  Brethren 
Church  was  organized  and  the  Breth- 
ren Construction  Crew  began  a  new 
building.  On  November  2,  1958, 
the  new  first  unit  was  dedicated.

The  church  grew  in  faith  and 
members  under  the  leadership  of 
Rev.  Kolb,  who  served  until  January, 
1962.  Rev.  Robert  Burns  was  then 
called  as  pastor  and  served  for  the 
following  two  years.  Between  Rev. 
Burns'  ministry  and  my  call  in  July, 
1964,  Dr.  James  Boyer  served  as  in- 
terim pastor. 

Many  hardships  were  faced  and 
overcome  simply  by  trusting  the 
Lord.  On  my  arrival  I  found  that 
the  people  by  faith  had  put  new  pews 
in  the  main  auditorium.  They  were 
installed  after  I  had  been  called  and 
paid  for  before  I  came.  In  December 
the  cold  winds  began  to  blow  right 
through  the  cracks  around  the  win- 


dows.  I  said,  "Let's  buy  storm  win- 
dows." The  people  said,  "We  don't 
have  the  money."  We  bought  them 
anyhow  and  trusted  the  Lord  they 
would  be  paid  for.  We  received  $255 
as  a  Christmas  gift  for  Jesus;  the 
storm  windows  cost  $250.  Again  by 
faith  we  put  in  a  large  parking  area 
on  the  north  side  of  the  church  cost- 
ing $700,  bought  a  Baldwin  organ 
for  $500,  blacktopped  the  parking  lot 
at  a  cost  of  $555,  and  this  past  year 
with  a  bigger  step  of  faith  built  a  new 
annex  for  the  Sunday  school  of 
around  2,700  square  feet,  costing 
$27,420. 

Now  there  are  over  1,200  homes 
in  the  Indian  Heights  subdivision. 
Approximately  6,000  people  live  with- 
in one  mile  of  the  front  doors  of  our 
church.  Manv  of  them  must  pass  the 
church  every  day,  since  it  is  located 
at  the  north  entrance  of  the  Heights. 

Six  years  ago  the  church  decided 
to  help  the  residents  by  starting 
a  kindergarten  and  nursery  day 
school.  This  endeavor  has  been  a 
wealth  of  opportunity  in  reaching 
the  unsaved  in  the  community.  It 
makes  an  excellent  contact  and  fol- 
low-up agency  getting  into  the  homes 
of  the  kindergarten  and  nursery 
children.  This  year  we  have  around 
115  children  in  the  school.  At  least 
twenty-five  of  these  children  are 
from  homes  that  did  not  attend  Sun- 
day school  or  church  at  all.  Most  of 
these  children  and  many  of  the  par- 
ents since  have  been  attending  our

Anyone  who  engages  in  any  pur- 
suit must  at  times  sit  back  and  sur- 
vey the  accompHshments  which  have 
been  his  and  question,  "Was  it  worth 
the  effort?"  This  is  particularly  true 
of  a  person  engaged  in  Jewish  evan- 
gelism. The  work  requires  hours  of 
specific  and  special  prayer;  still  more 
hours  of  concentrated  study  of  the 
Word  of  God;  other  hours  of  study 
of  the  beliefs  and  practices  of  Juda- 
ism. The  work  also  requires  infinite 
patience,  unusual  understanding  of 
a  stubborn  people,  and  a  determined 
perseverance  in  the  presentation  of 
the  claims  of  Messiah  Jesus  as  to 
His  deity,  Messiahship,  and  Saviour- 
hood.  So  it  behooves  a  person  en- 
gaged in  this  work  to  survey  in 
retrospect  his  attempts  and  accom- 
plishments. 

When  one  does  this,  he  many 
times  receives  encouragement  from 
unusual  sources  or  circumstances. 
And  with  such  encouragement  he 
finds  it  necessary  to  continue  to  press 
on  in  the  work.  His  work  becomes 
a  joyous  experience.  He  is  convinced 
his  work  is  worth  every  bit  of  effort 
and  even  greater  effort.  Such  was 
my  experience  recently  as  I  contem- 
plated the  results  of  Jewish  evan- 
gelism here  in  Fairfax.

The  telephone  interrupted  mv 
study  with  its  harsh  ringing.  I  picked 
up  the  hand  set  and  said,  "Hello, 
this  is  Pastor  Button."  I  heard  some- 
one sob,  and  then  a  voice  said,  "Pas- 
tor, this  is  Hope.  They  just  took 
Arthur  to  the  hospital.  He  is  ter- 
ribly sick.  Will  you  go  there  and 
visit  him?" 


Hope  is  the  wife  of  one  of  our 
Hebrew  Christians.  Both  of  these 
people  are  up  in  years;  both  are  lovely 
Christians;  both  have  knovra  the 
Lord  for  many  years.  We  at  the 
mission  have  known  this  couple  since 
the  beginning  of  the  work  in  1950. 
Would  I  visit  Arthur?  I  certainly 
would  and  said  so.  I  also  told  Mrs. 
Rose  I  would  see  her  later  that  day. 

When  I  visited  Dr.  Rose  I  found 
him  under  sedation,  but  still  he 
recognized  me  and  was  happy  to  see 
me.  I  prayed  and  committed  this 
brother  to  the  hands  of  the  Lord. 
Then  I  read  a  portion  of  Scripture; 
or,  rather,  I  started  to  read  and  Dr. 
Rose  completed  the  passage  from 
memorv.  Then  I  said,  "Arthur,  you'll 
remember  to  trust  the  Lord  all 
through  this  experience?" 

He  replied,  "I've  trusted  Him  for 
forty-five  years  of  my  life;  I  can 
trust  Him  with  the  rest  of  my  life." 

Later  that  day  Dr.  Rose  underwent 
surgery.  The  next  several  days  were 
crisis  days  in  the  intensive  care  ward. 
Then  the  Lord  took  Dr.  Rose  home 
to  be  with  Him.  Mrs.  Rose  asked  me 
to  participate  in  the  memorial  serv- 
ices. 

In  preparation  for  the  service  I 
gave  thought  to  my  many  contacts 
with  this  saint  of  God.  For  years  he 
had  attended  our  Bible  classes.  Only 
severe  illness  could  keep  him  away. 
He  was  always  ready  to  give  a  reason 
for  the  hope  that  was  within  him  to 
any  other  Jewish  person  that  attend- 
ed those  meetings.  Time  and  again

he  gave  testimonies  of  the  satisfaction 
he  found  in  his  Messiah  Jesus.  He 
gave  the  Lord  Jesus  first  place  in  his 
life. 

Dr.  Arthur  Rose  could  have  had 
much  of  this  world's  goods.  He  could 
have  occupied  a  prominent  place.  At 
one  time  he  did  occupy  a  prominent 
place  in  the  Jewish  community  of  a 
large  Eastern  city.  However,  all  this 
he  counted  loss  for  Christ.  He  de- 
sired the  excellency  of  the  knowledge 
of  Christ  Jesus,  his  Lord.  He  desired 
to  oain  Christ. 

During  the  last  twelve  or  fifteen 
months  of  his  life,  Dr.  Rose  was 
con\'inced  he  would  soon  go  to  be 
with  the  Lord.  His  constant  testi- 
mony was,  "I'm  not  afraid;  I  think 
sometimes  that  I'm  just  a  breath 
away  from  seeing  Jesus."  Many 
times  when  he  came  to  the  meetings 
during  these  months  he  would  softly 
say  to  me,  "I  thought  I  was  going 
home  last  night,  but  I  guess  the  Lord 
still  has  something  for  me  to  do,  for 
here  I  am."  Then  as  we  rode  along 
he  would  tell  me  that  it  was  his  de- 
sire that  I  participate  in  any  service 
for  him  at  his  death.  And  then  he 
would  issue  brief  instructions.  "When 
vou  speak,"  he  would  say,  "do  not 
sav  anything  about  me.  Instead,  speak 
a  good  word  for  and  about  the  Lord. 

o 

All  my  family  will  be  there.  All  my 
Jewish  friends  will  be  there.  Many 
of  these  people  need  to  know  the 
Lord.  They  must  know  He  is  their 
only  hope  of  salvation.  Remember, 
Pastor,  speak  a  good  word  for  the 
Lord." 

You  may  be  sure  that  I  did  just 
this. 

Are  Jewish  missions  worth  the  ef- 
fort? Thev  surely  are.  Saints  like 
Dr.  Arthur  Rose  make  up  for  all  the 
discouragements  and  disappointments 
one  can  ever  face.  Thank  God,  there 
are  always  "Dr.  Roses"  when  one 
needs  their  encouragement.  And 
they  impart  this  all  their  life  and  at 
the  end  of  physical  life,  also.  Such 
people  can  say  with  Paul,  "The 
time  of  my  departure  is  at  hand.  I 
have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  fin- 
ished  my  course,  I  have  kept  the 
faith:  henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for 
me  a  crown  of  righteousness,  which 
the  Lord,  the  righteous  iudge,  shall 
give  me  at  that  day:  and  not  to  me 
only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that  love 
his  appearing"  (II  Tim.  4:6-8).        T

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Can  the  Brethren  fellowship  in 
good  conscience  gi\'e  up  men  for  the 
chaplaincy  when  we  are  witnessing 
a  continuous  increase  in  unpastored 
churches?  Can  we  legitimately  give 
up  potential  pastors  to  serve  in  the 
military?  We  have  new  home-mission 
churches  which  need  strong  spiritual 
leadership  in  their  crisis  years  of 
growth. 

I,  too,  am  greatly  concerned  about 
our  lack  of  pastors.  I  realize  the 
preat  need  of  a  strong  local  church 
and  the  emphasis  placed  on  local  fel- 
lowship by  the  Word  of  God.  In 
light  of  this  truth,  however,  I  still 
have  been  led  of  the  Lord  into  the 
chaplaincy,  a  ministrs'  I  feel  is  vital 
to  our  Brethren  work  because  it  is 
another  fruit-bearing  arm  of  our  evan- 
gelistic outreach. 

I  want  to  share  with  vou  a  few  of 
the  decisions  I  have  been  privileged 
to  witness.  In  this  way  I  hope  to  con- 
vince those  who  might  be  dubious 
about  the  value  of  this  evangelistic 
effort. 

(oe  is  a  young  man  from  Indiana 
who  came  to  visit  me  before  Christ- 
mas. He  came  to  talk  about  a  medical 
problem.  I  made  a  proper  referral  in 
his  case  and  made  an  appointment 
for  him  with  a  doctor.  Before  Joe 
left,  however,  I  confronted  him  with 
the  claims  of  Christ  in  his  life  and 
his  need  of  a  Saviour.  Joe  accepted 
Christ  there  in  mv  office  and  was 
filled  with  the  joy  of  the  Lord.  Dur- 
ing Christmas  leave  he  dealt  with 
his  mother  concerning  Christ,  and 
as  a  result  Joe  and  his  mother  both 
were  baptized  on  Christmas  Dav. 
Joe  is  now  considering  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  the  ministry. 

Pvt.  Jensen  is  a  young  married  man 
from  New  Jersey.  He  grew  up  in 
a  Catholic  home  but  left  the  church 
because  something  was  missing.  He 
and  his  wife  became  involved  in  Je- 
hovah's Witness  work,  but  it,  too, 
lacked  something.  Pvt.  Jensen  came 
to  me  because  he  was  concerned 
about  his  mother  and  dad.

parents  in  his  letters. 

Terry  is  a  communications  man 
now  stationed  in  Germany.  He 
came  from  a  Baptist  church  in  Ten- 
nessee.

DO  WE  LIVE?

When  mv  husband,  Darrcll,  and  I 
were  married,  we  had  n^anv  plans 
for  our  future.  Since  my  parents 
loved  him,  and  his  parents  loved 
me,  things  couldn't  have  been  bet- 
ter! 

When  our  first  son  was  born  v\'e 
decided  that  we  should  start  going 
to  church.  This  was  what  "good" 
people  did,  and  now  that  we  had 
Scott  we  certainly  wanted  to  be  gcxxl, 
upstanding  citizens. 

Mv  husband  was  working  for  the 
Ohio  Fuel  Gas  Companv  in  Ashland, 
Ohio.  It  was  a  good,  steady  job  with 
much  room  for  promotion. 

Two  years  after  Scott  was  born, 
we  had  our  second  son,  Eric.  Our 
plans  were  working  out  so  well!  I  had 
everything  I  wanted,  a  wonderful 
husband  and  two  fine  sons. 

Then,  the  picture  changed.  We 
had  a  third  child.  Mark  was  born 
December  27,  1961,  just  eleven 
months  after  Eric. 
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Mark  was  such  a  good  baby  and 
seemed  to  develop  just  as  the  other 
bovs  had.  But  two  things  always 
made  him  cry:  having  his  face  wash- 

o 

ed,  and  any  loud  noise.  I  noted  these 
"cute"  characteristics  in  his  baby 
book.  Later,  I  was  to  know  why  they 
bothered  him. 

When  Mark  was  four  or  five 
months  old,  mv  sister  visited  us.  And 
I  walked  into  the  room  just  in  time 
to  see  her  waving  her  hand  in  front 
of  his  eyes. 

She  looked  up  and  asked,  "Irene, 
is  Mark  blind?" 

"Of  course  he  isn't  blind,"  I  said. 
After  she  left,  I  searched  Mark's 
face.  His  eves  did  seem  dull,  and  he 
had  difficulty  holding  up  his  head. 
He  had  been  to  the  doctor's  office 
several  times  for  regular  shots  and 
check-ups  and  had  seemed  fine  until 
now.  But  Darrell  and  I  made  an  ap- 
pointment with  our  doctor  immediate-

The  doctor's  examination  showed 
something  definitely  wrong.  The  doc- 
tor mentioned  multiple  sclerosis  or 
mental  retardation  and  suggested  that 
we  see  a  specialist.  The  specialist 
suaaested  we  take  Mark  to  Children's 
Hospital  in  Columbus  for  tests. 

Mark  was  in  Children's  Hospital 
for  one  week.  During  that  time  Dar- 
rell  and  I  convinced  ourselves  that  he 
was  mentally  retarded  and  began  try 
ing  to  adjust  to  it.  We  were  allowed 
onlv  to  look  at  him  ihrougii  a  glass 
door.  He  would  play  with  the  toys 
hanging  on  his  bed,  so  we  felt  sure 
that  it  was  all  a  mistake,  and  that  he 
could  see  as  well  as  anyone.  The 
manv  doctors  who  examined  him 
would  not  even  hint  as  to  what  the 
tests  were  showing,  but  we  suspected 
mental  retardation. 

Mark  was  finally  released  from  the 
hospital,  and  we  received  the  results 
of  the  tests.  He  had  Tay-sachs,  and 
would  probably  not  live  past  three. 
This  incurable  disease  affects  the 
central  nervous  s\'stem  (which  ex- 
plained why  he  jumped  at  sudden 
noises)  and  also  upsets  the  metabol- 
ism. This  causes  fattv  tissue  to  spread 
over  the  functioning  parts  of  the 
body,  smothering  them.  One  of  the 
first  symptoms  is  partial  blindness. 
Now,  I  understood.  Mark  cried  be- 
cause he  was  unable  to  see  the  cloth 
until  it  touched  him,  and  this  fright- 
ened him. 

Darrell  and  I  were  numb.  Dcatli 
had  always  been  far  off  in  the  future. 


The  speaker 

didnt  come 

and  her  life 

was  changed! 

I  had  tried  to  prav  many  times  in 
my  life,  but  I  had  always  felt  that 
I  had  nothing  important  enough  to 
bother  God  with.  Now  I  cried  out 
in  desperation,  "God,  if  vou  are  a  God 
of  lo\e,  please  don't  take  mv  baby 
away  from  me!"  I  couldn't  under- 
stand. Why?  Why  would  God  let  my 
baby  die?  We  were  good  people— 
we  had  never  done  anything  bad- 
why  would  this  happen  to  us?  I  kept 
telling  myself  that  Mark  would  be 
miraculously  healed,  but  all  the  while 
I  was  becoming  ner\ous,  irritable, 
and  depressed.  Quiet  Darrell  grew 
quieter  and  quieter. 

After  several  months  I  had  to  face 
the  fact  that  Mark  really  was  goinp 
to  die.  But  I  couldn't.  I  felt  trapped. 
During  the  day  I  found  myself  wish- 
ing  that  I  were  on  a  plane,  or  a  train, 
or  a  bus,  or  anything— going  far,  far 
away.  But  I  didn't  go  away,  and 
Mark  did  die. 

Suddenly  I  began  wondering  if 
people  realized  what  life  was  all 
about.  I  would  ask  people. 


"Why  are  we  living? 

"Why  are  we  ever  born,  if  we  are 
just  going  to  die  anyway? 

"What  purpose   is  there   to  life?" 

Many  told  me  that  I  shouldn't 
think  about  such  things;  I  would 
drive  myself  crazy.  Most  wondered 
right  along  with  me. 

"No  one  really  knows  why,"  I 
thought.  "They  are  all  just  like  me 
—afraid,  but  no  one  knows  what  to 
do  about  it,  so  they  just  try  never 
to  think  about  it." 

But  this  wouldn't  work  for  me.  I 
did  think  about  it!  My  mind  wouldn't 
stop  thinking!  I  went  to  my  doctor 
for  medicine.  It  helped  for  a  while, 
but  then  I  would  have  to  go  back 
to  him  for  something  stronger. 

One  night  I  remember  so  well. 
I  had  taken  my  medicine  and  had 
gone  to  bed.  I  don't  know  whether  or 
not  I  was  dreaming,  but  I  was  think- 
ing of  ways  that  people  kill  them- 
selves. I  thought  of  one  particular 
way  and  decided,  "Yes,  that  would  be 
a  good  way."  I  was  out  of  bed  and 
starting  down  the  hall  before  I  be- 
came aware  of  what  I  was  doing.  1 
ran  to  Darrell  and  begged  h'm  to  stay 
up  with  me  and  not  to  let  me  go  back 
to  sleep. 

The  next  day  we  went  to  the  doc- 
tor again.  I  told  him  that  he  had  to 
help  me.  He  sent  me  to  a  psychia- 
trist, who  put  me  into  the  hospital. 
He  gave  me  medicine  that  made  me 
sleep,  explaining  to  Darrell  that  this 
way   I   could   get   badly-needed   rest.

March  25,  1967 
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I  was  hospitalized  for  three  weeks. 
When  I  left  the  hospital,  the  medi- 
cine I  was  taking  cost  $12  a  week. 
Although  it  dulled  my  thinking,  the 
medicine  satisfied  the  doctor.  Noth- 
ing bothered  me.  I  was  so  content 
that  I  didn't  really  care  too  much 
about  anything.  Occasionally  I  would 
worry  about  taking  medicine  for  the 
rest  of  my  life,  and  sometimes  I 
thought   enough   about   it   to   try   to

stop  taking  it;  but  each  time  1  tried, 
all  of  the  old  "why's"  would  come 
back. 

Then  one  day  a  lady  invited  me 
to  go  to  a  Christian  Business  and 
Professional  Women's  Council  din- 
ner. I  had  never  heard  uf  this  group, 
but  I  loved  to  eat  out  and  thought 
this  would  be  a  real  treat.  The  speak- 
er that  evening  was  a  millionairess 
who  had  been  an  opera  star.  She  had 
given  up  her  career  to  travel  around 
the  world  telling  people  about  her 
Jesus.  I  heard  her  say  that  she  talked 
to  Jesus.  I  had  always  believed  in 
God  and  knew  that  Jesus  had  died  on 
the  cross,  but  I  had  never  really 
thought  about  Jesus. 

"If  you  ladies  would  die  tonight," 
she  said,  "are  you  sure  that  you  would 
go  to  heaven?" 

I  thought,  "She  must  be  kidding. 
No  one  can  knov\'  for  sure  about 
hea\en.  I  have  tried  to  be  good,  and 
I'll  know  when  I  die  whether  I  ha\e 
been  good  enough."  I  had  manv 
things  to  think  about  when  I  went 
home  that  night. 

I  couldn't  wait  for  the  next  din- 
ner, which  was  to  be  the  next  month. 
I  went  to  it,  and  to  every  one  that 
followed.  I  heard  that  Jesus  cared; 
He  lo\ed  me  and  cared  about  me.  I 
heard  the  Scripture  verse,  "Behold, 
I  stand  at  the  door,  and  knock;  if  any 
man  hear  my  voice,  and  open  the 
door,  I  will  come  in  to  him,  and  will 
sup  with  him,  and  he  with  me."  I 
heard  that  each  of  us  has  a  vacuum 
in  our  heart  that  only  Jesus  can  fill. 
I  heard  that  Jesus  knew  what  I  was 
thinking  in  my  heart  and  wanted  to 
give  me  peace.  Jesus,  I  was  told, 
wanted  to  come  into  my  heart  but 
could  not  unless  I  would  ask  Him  to 
come  in. 

I  was  beginning  to  think  again.  It 
sounded  so  wonderful,  but  I  had  tried 
so  many  things  that  had  not  worked. 
What  if  I  believed  this  and  it  didn't 
work?  I  wouldn't  have  anything  else 


left!  I  had  so  many  doubts.  I  had 
been  so  weak  in  the  past.  I  knew 
what  I  reallv  was:  nothing— a  com- 
plete wreck  of  a  person— someone 
who  could  not  even  live  normally.  I 
felt  that  I  would  make  a  mess  of 
this,  too. 

Then  one  month  the  scheduled 
speaker  got  the  date  mixed  up  and 
did  not  show  up  at  the  dinner.  The 
ladies  at  the  head  table  did  not  panic 
at  all.  The  chairman  asked  if  there 
were  anv  ladies  present  who  would 
like  to  tell  what  Jesus  had  done  for 
them.  I  doubted  that  any  of  the  ap- 
proximately one  hundred  ladies 
would  stand.  But  one  lady  after  an- 
other did.  Each  told  how  her  life  had 
changed  since  she  had  invited  Jesus 
to  come  into  her  heart.  I  realized  that 
I  was  crying  and  I  cried  in  my  heart. 

"Dear  Jesus,  please  come  into  my 
heart!  I  don't  care  about  all  the  things 
that  are  holding  me  back.  I  just  want 
You  to  come  into  my  heart  right 
now." 

I  had  heard  the  verse,  "Therefore 
if  anv  man  be  in  Christ,  he  is  a  new 
creature:  old  things  are  passed  away; 
behold,  all  things  are  become  new." 
This  was  exactly  how  I  felt.  I  felt 
so  warm  and  wonderful,  and  just  like 
I  was  a  new  person. 

When  I  told  Darrell  that  I  was  a 
Christian,  he  said  something  like, 
"Well,  here  we  go  again  on  another 
episode. "  He  simply  would  not  talk 
about  it. 

M\  first  prayers  were  full  of 
thankfulness  for  the  peace  and  as- 
surance in  my  heart.  I  knew  now 
that  if  I  died,  I  would  be  with  Jesus 
in  heaven.  I  prayed  that  Darrell 
would  talk  with  me  about  this  and 
that  the  Lord  would  help  me  learn 
quickly  what  He  wanted  me  to  know, 
so  that  I  could  tell  everyone  not  to 
be  afraid,  that  they  could  be  sure 
of  heaven. 

My  first  answer  came  less  than  two 
weeks  later,  when  I  was  invited,  by 
a  lady  whom  I  had  never  met,  to  go 
to  Canada  for  a  weekend  to  attend 
a  Winning  Women's  Conference. 
There  would  be  1,500  women  there. 
The  speaker,  Corrie  Ten  Boom,  had 
been  a  prisoner  in  a  German  concen- 
tration camp.  I  knew  that  this  was 
Ciod's  answer  to  my  prayer  to  learn 
more  about  His  wonderful  grace.  But 
how  to  tell  this  to  Darrell?  Darrell 
disapproved  of  a  home  Bible   study 


course  I  was  attending,  and  he 
would  probably  not  approve  of  the 
trip,  even  though  my  new  friend  was 
going  to  pay  all  the  expenses.  Much 
to  my  surprise,  Darrell  wanted  me 
to  go.  He  seemed  to  be  M'atching  me, 
wondering  at  how  much  I  had 
changed. 

I  asked  Darrell  if  he  would  read 
two  little  booklets  while  1  was  gone. 
They  were  written  by  the  lady  who 
started  the  Christian  Business  and 
Professional  Women's  Councils.  Both 
presented  the  plan  of  salvation.  He 
promised  that  he  would. 

My  weekend  was  wonderful,  and 
I  learned  many  new  things.  I  also 
stopped  taking  m\'  medicine  while 
I  was  there.  I  didn't  need  it  anymore! 

At  home,  Darrell  was  waiting  for 
me  with  the  news  that  he  had  in- 
vited Jesus  into  his  heart!  Now,  we 
went  to  the  Bible  study  together  and 
began  looking  for  a  Bible-preaching 
church.  The  Lord  led  us  to  the  West 
Tenth  Street  Grace  Brethren  Church 
in  Ashland.  The  dear  people  there 
were  just  as  thrilled  about  our  sal- 
vation as  we  were,  and  lovingly 
taught  us  God's  Word.  We  knew  we 
were  where  God  wanted  us  to  be.  As 
the  months  passed,  we  began  to  talk 
more  and  more  about  the  many  peo- 
ple who  did  not  know  why  they  were 
born  and  were  afraid.  We  felt  love 
and  concern  for  people  whom  we 
had  never  even  noticed  before. 

We  were  reading  together  in  the 
book  of  Luke,  and  Darrell  seemed 
to  have  something  on  his  mind. 
Finally,  he  told  me  he  felt  that  God 
was  calling  him  into  some  kind  of 
full-time  service.  He  had  been  struf- 
gling  against  this  but  was  now  going 
to  say  "yes,"  and  he  asked  how  I 
would  like  to  move  to  Indiana!  I  had 
been  praying  for  the  Lord  to  use 
us,  so  I  wasn't  really  surprised.  We 
asked  our  church  to  pray  for  God's 
will  for  us,  and  we  put  our  house 
up  for  sale.  In  three  days  we  had  a 
buyer!  In  less  than  three  weeks  we 
were  in  Winona  Lake.  We  moved 
into  our  house  trailer  the  day  before 
school  started,  and  Darrell  entered 
Grace  College  as  a  freshman. 

Our  boys  attend  the  Warsaw  Chris- 
tian School,  and  the  Lord  has  given 
me  a  job  with  the  Brethren  Mission- 
ary Herald  Company. 

We  are  so  thankful  for  our  new 
life  in  Christ.  ▼

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Education 's  New  Crises 


Growing   Crisis  in   Education 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Inde- 
pendent and  Church  Related  Col- 
leges of  Indiana  some  rather  startling 

o  o 

observations  were  disclosed.  The 
chancellor  of  a  great  Eastern  univer- 

o 

sitv  with  broad  knowledge  of  higher 

o  o 

education  was  cited  as  predicting  a 
major  crisis  in  private  education  with- 
in the  next  twenty  years.  This  cal- 
culation was  based  on  the  trends  in 
finance  felt  all  across  the  nation.  The 
trends  now  in  operation  can  well  nigh 
close  the  doors  of  almost  every  private 
institution. 

Knowledgeable  presidents  of  repu- 
table Indiana  colleges  expressed  the 
strong  con\'iction  that  the  crisis  will 
come  within  the  next  ten  vears.  It 
vi'as  declared  that  the  present  fi- 
nancial trends  are  growing  more  in- 
tense,  and  about  all  the  maneuvering 
possible  to  cope  with  those  trends  has 
been  done.  The  stark  possibility  of 
failure  lies  in  the  immediate  future, 
unless  the  people  who  are  most  close- 
ly associated  with  private  education 
become  sufficiently  aroused  to  rush 
to  the  rescue,  or  some  sort  of  legisla- 
tion in  state  and  federal  governments 
is  created  to  meet  the  skyrocketing  fi- 
nancial needs. 

Among  the  leaders  in  public,  tax- 
supported  schools,  whispers  are  being 
circulated  that  private  education  is  an 
anachronism.  It  has  lived  beyond  its 
time  and  deserves  to  perish.  This  ob- 
servation is  based  upon  the  con- 
clusion that  every  youth  desen'es  a 
college  education  tuition  free,  and 
this  can  be  provided  only  by  public, 
tax-supported  schools. 

Some   Frightening    Implications 

Already  a  trend  is  evident  across 


this  nation.  Following  the  principle 
that  higher  education  must  be  pro- 
\ided  for  voung  people  tuition  free, 
junior  colleges,  four-year  colleges,  and 
community  colleges  have  been  spring- 
ing up.  Four  regional  extension  cen- 
ters of  the  state  universities  have  re- 
cently developed  into  four-year  in- 
stitutions. Junior  colleges  have  been 
the  subject  of  discussion  for  a  period 
of  vears.  And  the  momentum  is  now 
picking  up  elsewhere. 

The  ability  of  state,  tax-supported 
schools  to  price  private  colleges  out 
of  the  market  is  being  increasingly 
felt.  If  this  movement  reaches  the 
point  of  tuition-free  education  all 
across  the  country,  a  tide  of  failure 
among  private  colleges  will  sweep 
the  nation.  It  will  be  impossible  for 
the  private  institution  to  compete  at 
such  a  disadvantage,  no  matter  how 
distinctive  the  institution.  Any  con- 
certed moA'e  of  students  away  from 
the  private  school  to  the  public  school 
will  spell  disaster. 

The  disappearance  of  the  private 
school  from  the  scene  of  higher  edu- 
cation will  be  bound  to  produce  regi- 
mentation. Public  schools  will  be 
forced  to  follow  some  pattern  that 
recognizes  the  state  as  supreme,  and 
this  must  inevitably  be  felt  in  even,' 
area  of  teaching  and  thinking.  The 
private  educational  institution,  with 
which  education  began  in  this  coun- 
try', and  which  to  some  large  degree 
has  characterized  the  American  way 
of  life  for  the  past  three  centuries 
and  made  this  nation  great,  will  per- 
ish. 

Moreover,  the  underlying  philos- 
ophy in  private  education,  the  prin- 
ciple that  has  kept  all  our  freedoms 
alive,  will  disappear,  and  with  it  our 
cherished    freedoms.    The    uniformi- 
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tarianism  that  now  characterizes  other 
great  nations  of  the  earth  and  pro- 
duces stagnation,  bondage,  and  fear 
will  en\elop  this  nation  as  well.  As 
we  view  the  trends  now  in  opera- 
tion, this  dark  cloud  now  appears  on 
the  horizon  of  the  immediate  future. 

Whither  Christian   Education? 

Christian  higher  education  lives 
in  the  same  environment  with  pri- 
vate education.  The  same  financial 
economy  confronts  the  leaders  in 
Christian  education.  In  order  to  com- 
pete with  the  products  of  higher 
education  in  general,  the  Christian 
school  must  meet  the  same  educa- 
tional standards,  provide  the  same 
facilities,  and  grapple  with  the  same 
escalating  financial  economy. 

But  the  pressures  upon  Christian 
schools  are  even  greater.  The  con- 
stituency they  serve  is  smaller.  The 
number  of  students  interested  in 
Christian  schools  is  more  limited. 
The  moral  and  spiritual  standards  re- 
duce the  number  of  people  who  are 
willing  to  support  the  school  in  anv 
way.  It  is  more  difficult  to  recruit 
faculties  committed  to  their  princi- 
ples. And,  as  a  result  of  all  these  fac- 
tors, the  financial  resources  are  so 
limited  that  they  are  already  suc- 
cumbing to  the  overwhelming  odds. 

Is  there  a  possible  solution  for 
maintaining  Christian  schools  in  this 
present  trend?  Some  have  already 
closed  their  doors.  Others  are  gasp- 
ing for  breath.  Still  others  are  tailor- 
ing their  standards  to  reach  a  larger 
constituency;  but,  in  so  doing,  they 
are  undercutting  their  basic  reason 
for  existence. 

No  Christian  educator  wants  to 
think  of  failure.  He  does  not  want 
to  confront  the  possibility  of  adapt- 
ing his  school  to  the  pattern  of  the 
world.  He  docs  not  want  to  envision 
even  a  general  change  from  the  pat- 
tern in  which  schools  have  operated 
for  the  past  several  centuries.  But  all 
of  these  things  loom  large  on  the 
horizon. 

This  is  a  time  for  sober  reflection 
on  the  part  of  Christian  educators 
and  the  Christian  public.  Any  solu- 
tion that  will  meet  with  the  approval 
of  the  Lord  and  God's  people  must 
come  from  the  combined  concern, 
prayers,  and  resources  of  God's  peo- 
ple. ▼

So  read  Dr.  Kenneth  Ashman, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Grace  College  and  Seminary,  as  he 
delivered  a  specially  prepared  tribute 
to  Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain,  founder  and 
president  of  Grace  Schools  for  twenty- 
five  years.  To  the  nearly  800  stu- 
dents, teachers,  alumni,  and  friends 
who  were  gathered  in  the  Grace 
gymnasium,  it  was  a  service  of  mixed 
emotions;  the  older  ones  sat  hushed 
as  floods  of  precious  memories  poured 
through  their  consciousness,  and  the 
younger  students,  many  of  whom  had 
not  known  Dr.  McClain  as  a  teacher, 
were  reverently  aware  of  the  histori- 
cal   importance    of   the    service. 

Purposely  planned  as  the  high 
point  of  the  1966-67  Grace  Bible 
Conference,    which    officially    began

the  thirtieth  anniversary  celebration 
of  the  founding  of  Grace  Theological 
Seminary,  the  presentation  was  the 
result  of  months  of  planning  and 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  many  pas- 
tors, missionaries,  and  Bible  teachers 
around  the  world.  Some  125  former 
students  and  colleagues  submitted 
letters  of  appreciation  of  the  life  and 
work  of  this  "master  teacher,"  and 
these  tributes,  handsomely  bound 
into  a  black  leather-covered  volume 
imprinted  VA'ith  gold,  were  presented 
to  him  on  Wednesday,  February   1. 

Although  the  original  is  the  sole 
property  of  Dr.  McClain,  duplicate 
copies  have  been  placed  in  the  de- 
N'clopmcnt  office  of  Grace  Schools 
and  in  the  McClain  Hall  library. 

Excerpts  from  the  writings  of  those 
who  know  him  best  paint  an  awe- 
some picture  of  this  humble  servant 
who  gave  so  much  of  himself  before 
his  formal  retirement  from  teaching 
in    1962. 

A  missionary  describes  his  "un- 
forgettableness":  "Each  Grace  alum- 
nus has  memory  pictures  that  do  not 

Under  the  direction  of  academic 
dean  E.  William  Male,  the  award  has 
been  established  and  named  in  honor 
of  the  founding  president  of  Grace 
Schools,  himself  a  master  teacher.

fade.  For  me,  there  are  the  tulip 
beds  leading  up  to  the  doors  of  the 
building  where  classes  were  held 
then.

There  you  sit,  not  lecturing  so  much 
as  sharing^  with  us  the  great  truths 
of  the  Word." 

An  anecdote  from  a  Baptist  pastor 
in  Michigan  points  out  the  regard 
Dr.  McClain's  former  students  had 
for  him:  "In  the  fall  of  1956  an 
alumnus  of  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary gave  to  me,  a  junior  in  the  semi- 
nary, a  few  words  of  advice.  He  said, 
'Pull  your  chair  just  as  near  to  Dr. 
McClain's  desk  as  you  can  get  it,  and 
write  down  everything  he  says.' " 

Other  tributes  speak  of  his  gener- 
osity: "I  am  so  deeply  grateful  to  you 
for  the  personal  interest  shown  in 
my  wife  and  me.  .  .  .  We  shall  never 

forget  the  kindness  you  and  Mrs.  Mc- 
- 

Clain  showed  us  on  Christmas  in 
1949.  Because  we  were  unable  to  go 
home  for  Christmas,  you  had  us  at 
your    home    for    Christmas    dinner." 


willing  to  help  his  students,  and  can 
be  maintain  their  respect?  (4)  teach- 
ing competency— how  well  does  he 
challenge  and  motivate  his  students, 
and  is  he  fair  in  evaluating  his  pu- 
pils? (5)  personal  qualities— how 
much  does  his  personality,  including 
his  appearance,  attitudes,  and  manner 
of  life,  contribute  to  the  academic 
and  spiritual  atmosphere  of  our  col- 
lege? 

Nominations  for  the  award  may  be 
submitted  by  students,  faculty  mem- 
bers, or  administrative  officers,  along 
with  a  summary  of  the  nominee's 
qualifications  in  each  of  the  five 
areas.  To  be  submitted  to  the  aca- 
demic dean  by  March  1 5,  nomina- 
tions will  then  be  turned  over  to 
a  review  committee  and  ultimately 
to  the  president's  Advisory  Commit- 
tee for  the  final  decision.  T

Close  to  Dr.  McClain's  Desl 
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Others  mention  his  capability: 
"During  the  course  of  time,  certain 
outstanding  teachers  glow  upon  the 
screen  of  human  history.  These  are 
men  supremely  equipped  by  God 
with  gifts  that  mark  them  as  master 
teachers.  I  count  it  a  privilege  to  add 
my  small  note  to  the  resounding 
chorus  of  honor  given  to  you  at  this 
time.  You  deserve  it." 

The  dean  of  a  leading  theological 
seminary  speaks  of  Dr.  McClain's 
ability  to  challenge  through  example; 
"It  was  due  in  no  small  measure  to 
the  inspiration  of  your  teaching  that 
I  have  been  led  to  devote  the  past 
sixteen  years  of  mv  life  to  the  min- 
istry of  teaching.  Through  your  ex- 
ample I  was  challenged  to  see  the 
glory  of  a  teaching  career  and  to  try 
for  excellence." 

And  a  pastor  speaks  of  the  Christ- 
filled  life:  "In  you  I  saw  dignity 
combined  with  friendliness  and 
humor.  It  was  evident  that  vou  were 
well-educated  and  had  read  widely, 
yet  you  seemed  to  enjoy  the  company 
of  those  with  lesser  gifts  and  educa- 
tion and  you  could  make  your  teach- 
ing clear  to  them.  This  sounds  so 
much  like  a  description  of  our  Lord 
that  you  could  well  have  said  to  us, 
as  Paul  did  to  his  students,  'Be  ye 
followers  of  me,  even  as  I  also  am 
of  Christ.'" 

An  evangelist  expresses  apprecia- 
tion for  soundness  of  doctrine:  "My 
background  had  been  filled  with 
liberalism  and  modernism  and  I  had 
drunk  from  those  dry  wells  for  several 
years.  What  a  refreshing  experience 
it  was  to  hear  you  set  the  great  doc- 
trines of  theology  into  a  Biblical 
framework!" 

Another  quality  praised  is  his  hu- 
manity: "Theology  was  not  easy  for 
me,  but  Dr.  McClain  made  it  most 
interesting.  His  class  periods  always 
seemed  short,  and  I  was  one  of  those 
who  waited  around  after  class  to  ask 
a  question  or  to  listen  to  the  ques- 
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tions  of  others  being  so  ably  answer- 
ed." 

He  demonstrated  enduring  quali- 
ties: "If  life  were  to  be  lived  over 
again  'Grace'  and  'McClain'  are  two 
things  that  I  would  not  want  to 
change." 

He  had  a  somewhat  puckish  sense 
of  humor:  "While  I  know  that  health 
problems  have  been  a  constant  con- 
cern to  you,  especially  in  recent 
\'ears,  vou  v\'ill  be  interested  to  know 
that  one  of  the  memories  of  class  that 
stands  out  was  the  time  you  hit  the 
wastebasket  in  the  corner  of  the  room 
with  a  backhand  toss  from  the  middle 
of  the  room  as  though  this  were  nor- 
mal!" 

But  a  simple  statement  from  a 
fledgling  Brethren  pastor  is  perhaps 
the  most  comprehensive  signal  trib- 
ute to  this  "uncommon  man":  "You 
were  always  a  real  man.  Your  gifts 
of  humor,  your  sense  of  dignity, 
\our  thirst  for  the  great  'out-of- 
keen   awareness  of 


doors,'  and  your 
situations  and  underlying  causes 
made  vour  class  an  unconscious  but 
real  study  in  humanities  as  well  as 
theology.  In  every  classroom  situation, 
your  well-worn  Bible  was  indeed  the 
center  of  the  subject.  Your  knowledge 
of  it  was  heightened  by  that  fascina- 
tion that  reflected  from  your  face 
every  time  you  touched  its  pages.  To 
have  heard  you  teach  is  a  privilege 
second  only  to  the  joy  of  having 
watched  you  live."  V

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The  Christian 
College  .  .  . 
Is  Needed!

Educators,  noting  the  ever-increas- 
ing problems  of  public,  state-spon- 
sored schoolino,  are  realizing  that  the 
pursuit  of  relativism,  intellectual  fer- 
ment, permissiveness,  and  similar 
educational  philosophies  is  only  pro- 
ducing a  cumulative  harvest  of  im- 
morality, violence,  mediocrity,  and 
meaninglessness.  Education  is  under 
attack  on  every  level  and  from  every 
direction.  It  is  being  charged  that 
the  curriculum  is  infiltrated  with  col- 
lectivism. It  is  being  recognized  that 
many  pedagogical  approaches  are  in- 
effective. It  is  being  expressed  that 
the  concept  of  consolidation  into  big- 
ness is  submerging  the  individual 
under  "the  society."  It  is  becoming 
apparent  that  educational  personnel 
are  more  concerned  about  their  own 
security  (strikes,  sit-ins,  and  so  forth) 
than  about  the  well-being  of  the  stu- 
dent. Educators  are  painfully  aware 
of  these  trends  and  problems.  There- 
fore, thev  call  conferences,  thev  ap- 
point commissions,  and  they  propose 
new  ideas— to  no  avail! 

There  will  be  more  experimenta- 
tion; there  will  be  more  liberaliza- 
tion; there  will  be  more  federaliza- 
tion—but  there  will  be  little  change 
for  the  better.  Obviouslv,  some  basics 
are  missing.  It  is  being  recognized  by 
thinking  f>eople  that  Christian  educa- 
tion on  the  college  and  universitv 
level  is  a  vital  necessity.  Christian 
education  does  two  things  for  the 
student:  (1)  It  teaches  subject  matter 
in  the  framework  of  an  accepted 
philosophy.  And  (2)  it  develops  that 
philosophy  in  the  light  of  the  subject 
matter.  In  other  words,  it  uses  the 
Word  of  God  to  develop  a  Christ-cen- 
tered philosophy,  thus  giving  mean- 
ing to  all  knowledge  imparted.  Chris-

tian  education  recognizes  the  source 
of  knowledge  as  God,  and  interprets 
that  knowledge  in  the  area  of  the 
will  of  God.  Obviously,  only  Christ- 
centered,  Bible-oriented  teaching  can 
be  classified  as  Christian,  and  this  is 
the  only  education  that  will  answer 
the  need  in  the  chaotic  educational 
world  today. 

Knowledge  without  God,  coupled 
with  teachings  without  convictions, 
leads  to  learning  v\'ithout  standards, 
resulting  in  life  without  meanings. 
The  missing  ingredient  in  modern 
education  is  character.  Right- 
eousness  can  be  developed  only  in  an 
atmosphere  of  belief  and  obedience. 
Educators  have  been  prone  to  set 
up  a  dimlistic  standard  for  learning: 
"secular"  and  "sacred."  No  such  di- 
vision can  be  accepted  by  the  believer, 
because  (1)  all  knowledge  is  related 
to  God  and  therefore  cannot  be  di- 
vided; (2)  the  student  to  be  educated 
is  a  unified  personality,  and  his  learn- 
ing cannot  be  departmentalized;  and 
(3)  the  goal  of  education  is  (or 
should  be)  character  building.  It  is 
impossible  to  build  character  without 
Christ;  therefore.  Christian  educa- 
tion is  needed. 

There  are  others  who  would  de- 
clare education  to  be  neutral— the 
presentation  of  only  the  facts  without 
interpretation  or  indoctrination.  They 
assume  that  no  higher  power  has 
anything  to  do  with  these  facts.  Thev 
assume  that  the  learner  has  no  obli- 
gation to  develop  an  acceptable  way 
of  life  based  upon  these  facts.  Chris- 
tian educators  must  reject  the  idea 
of  "neutrality"  in  learning.  They 
know  that  all  knowledge  is  related 
to  God  and  has  both  temporal  and 
eternal  implications.  And  they  know 
that  they  are  obligated  to  impart 
knowledge  with  these  implications  in 
mind.  Without  this  Christian  con- 
cept, modern  education  produces  ex- 
cellence, but  only  an  excellent 
nothingness.  Today's  non-Christian 
approach  to  education  has  demon- 
strated three  failures:  "First,  there  is 
a  lack  of  authority,  second,  a  lack  of 
meaningful  standards,  and  third,  a 
lack  of  challenge  or  a  cause  for  which 
to  live"  (Dr.  Bob  Cook,  King's  Col- 
lege).  Bv  contrast,  Christian  educa- 
tion produces  excellence— indoctrinat- 
ed   with    meaning   and    significance. 

Christian  educational  institutions 
are   needed   because   parents   should 


have  an  institution  to  which  they 
can  trust  their  children.  Only  the 
Bible  presents  a  proper  concept  of 
man  and  his  relationship  to  his  Crea- 
tor. This  concept  is  lacking  in  non- 
Biblical  teaching.  Further,  the  stu- 
dent must  be  disciplined  so  that  he 
will  be  enabled  to  use  his  learning. 
"The  graduate  .  .  .  must  not  only 
be  a  man  of  intelligence,  but  also  a 
man  of  integrity.  It  is  not  enough  that 
he  be  gi\en  the  key  to  unlock  the 
vault  of  knowledge;  we  must  also  be 
sure  that  he  can  be  trusted  with  such 
knowledge  once  he  has  his  hands  on 
it"  (Dr.  J.  Edward  Hakes,  Wheaton 
College).  When  he  needs  it,  a  stu- 
dent on  the  Christian  campus  gets 
Christ-centered  counsel,  not  the 
theories  of  unbelievers.  His  social 
life  and  contacts  are  uplifting,  not 
degrading.  On  the  Christian  campus 
the  student  has  motivations  toward 
godliness  and  service,  not  toward  the 
baser  wavs  of  life. 

Education  is  costly.  None  of  it  is 
free;  it  all  must  be  paid  for,  whether 
on  the  Christian  campus  or  on  the 
non-Christian  campus.  Too  many 
today  are  willing  to  shirk  this  re- 
sponsibility and  are  ready  to  turn 
the  matter  over  to  society  in  gen- 
eral—the state.  "Thinking  educators 
would  prefer  fiscal  poverty  with  free- 
dom to  worship  God  and  to  teach  our 
students  His  truth,  rather  than  the 
specious  affluence  of  federal  bureauc- 
racv  and  bondage  thereto"  (Dr.  V. 
Ra\'mf)nd  Edman,  Wheaton  College). 
It  is  a  good  thing  for  us  to  educate 
our  own  children.  Obviously,  the 
added  expense  of  a  Christian  col- 
lege is  a  wise  investment,  for  we 
must  make  a  choice  of  sacrifices. 
Either  we  sacrifice  to  educate  our 
vouth  in  a  Christian  atmosphere,  or 
we  sacrifice  the  youth  themselves,  in 
a  non-Christian  atmosphere. 

The  Christian  college  is  needed 
because  it  presents  Bible-centered 
values  that  students  must  have,  be- 
cause this  tvpe  of  education  gives 
dignitv  and  identits'  to  the  individual 
in  the  will  of  God,  because  this 
oriented  individual  does  not  become 
the  victim  of  the  fluctuating  norms 
of  our  relativistic  society,  and  be- 
cause this  matured  individual,  walk- 
ing by  faith  in  obedience  to  God's 
Word,  becomes  an  example  of  edu- 
cational excellence  and  a  needed 
leader  among  men.  T

In  our  last  two  articles  we  have 
discussed  various  ways  in  which  you 
mav  assist  Grace  College  and  Semi- 
nary in  a  financial  way.  Perhaps  a 
brief  review  would  be  in  order  in 
this  final  article.  My  beloved 
teacher  of  the  Psalms  used  to  say, 
"Repetition  is  the  mother  of  studies." 

While  the  Lord  continues  to  gi\'e 
physical  life,  the  following  gift  ave- 
nues to  Grace  Schools  are  open  to 
you. 

Gift  Annuity— an  agreement  be- 
tween you  and  Grace  Schools  where- 
by the  schools,  in  return  for  a  gift 
(money  or  property),  guarantee  you 
a  fixed  income  of  X  dollars  annually 
the  rest  of  vour  life.  The  amount  of 
the  income  is  determined  by  actuarial 
tables,  and  the  older  you  are  (within 
limits),  the  higher  the  percentage  of 
annual  income  you  will  enjoy. 

Develofment  Savings  Agreement. 
Funds  are  loaned  to  Grace  Schools 
interest  free  for  a  period  of  twent\' 
years.  Amounts  of  $500  or  more  are 
accepted  under  this  agreement.  A 
pa)Tnent  plan  is  also  available  in 
which  vou  pay  $100  down  and  $15 
per  month  for  five  years. 

Short  Term  or  Charitable  Trust. 
Income  property,  stocks,  or  securities 
may  be  made  to  a  charitable  trust 
with  the  income  payable  to  Grace 
Schools  for  at  least  two  years.  There 
is  no  income  tax  liability  while  the 
income  is  payable  to  Grace  Schools. 

Outright  Cash  Gifts.  In  this  area 
there  are  really  three  ways  to  oper- 
ate your  stewardship:  (1)  Cash  Gift. 
Gifts  may  be  made  directly  to  the 
schools  or  through  your  local  church. 
Envelopes  from  the  school  are  pro- 
vided upon  request.  (2)  Faith-Prom- 
ise. You  may  make  a  promise  by  faith 
to  give  on  a  regular  basis  over  a  five- 
year  period  to  our  development  pro- 
gram. This  would  be  over  and  above 
your  regular  giving  to  the  schools. 
(3)   Memorial  Gift.  Money  may  be 
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given  to  purchase  various  memorials 
in  our  new  library-learning  center, 
which  is  now  under  construction.  A 
brochure  will  be  sent  upon  request. 

When  in  the  good  providence  of 
God  He  sees  fit  to  take  you  home  to 
be  with  Him,  your  will  then  becomes 
of  great  importance.  A  written  direc- 
tive controlling  the  disposition  of 
your  property  is  a  wa\'  you  can  wit- 
ness to  the  world  that  Christ  comes 
first  in  life  and  death.  Seeing  that 
God's  work  continues  to  prosper  upon 
your  death  should  be  of  prime  con- 
cern to  you. 

With  this  background  informa- 
tion fresh  in  our  minds,  we  can  now 
ask  some  very  important  and  prac- 
tical questions. 

How  much  does  the  government 
allow  you  to  deduct  on  your  income 
tax? 

The  Internal  Revenue  Code  pro- 
vides a  maximum  amount  that  is  de- 
ductible, based  upon  your  adjusted 
gross  income  (total  income  minus  any 
direct  expenses  incurred  in  procur- 
ing that  income).  Beginning  in  the 
tax  year  1964,  the  government  al- 
lows a  deduction  of  up  to  30  per  cent 
of  the  adjusted  gross  income  in  any 
one  year  to  charitable  organizations. 

Should  you  want  to  donate  more 
than  30  per  cent  in  a  single  year,  you 
may  take  the  maximum  30  per  cent 
deduction  one  year  and  up  to  30 
per  cent  of  vour  adjusted  gross  in- 
come in  each  of  the  next  five  years 
until  the  amount  of  the  gift  is  de- 
pleted. 

What  may  you  give? 

Normally,  any  type  of  property  or 
cash  will  qualify  under  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code. 


hi  preparing  a  irill,  is  it  legitimate 
to  try  to  reduce  estate  taxes? 

On  the  legitimacy  of  reducing 
estate  taxes  there  has  been  much  mis- 
understanding. The  avoidance  of 
high  tax  bites  is  not  tax  evasion. 
The  whole  purpose  of  tax  counsel 
is  to  conserve  one's  estate.  There  is 
nothing  sinister  in  this.  The  United 
States  Supreme  Court  has  spoken  on 
this  issue:  "Anyone  may  so  arrange 
his  affairs  that  his  taxes  shall  be  as 
low  as  possible;  he  is  not  bound  to 
choose  that  pattern  which  best  pays 
the  Treasury;  there  is  not  even  a 
patriotic  duty  to  increase  one's  taxes" 
(U.S.  Supreme  Court,  Gregory  vs. 
Helvering). 

Is  there  any  way  that  life  insur- 
ance can  help  underwrite  the  future 
of  Grace  Schools? 

Definitely!  You  may  make  a  gift 
of  a  life  insurance  policy  by  naming 
Grace  Schools  as  irrevocable  bene- 
ficiary. The  cash  value  of  the  policy 
at  the  time  it  is  assigned  to  Grace 
Schools  is  considered  to  be  a  chari- 
table gift  for  income  tax  purposes 
(up  to  the  30  per  cent  limitation). 
Furthermore,  if  you  wish  to  continue 
pa\ing  the  premiums  on  the  policy, 
these  are  deductible  for  income  tax 
purposes.  If,  however,  you  prefer  to 
discontinue  premium  payments,  you 
will  still  receive  the  "present  value" 
deduction  when  the  policy  is  trans- 
ferred, and  Grace  Schools  has  the 
option  of  continuing  to  pay  the  pre- 
miums to  maturity  date,  taking  a 
paid-up  policy,  or  cashing  it  in. 

It  would  be  amiss  to  conclude  this 
series  of  articles  without  re-empha- 
sizing the  importance  of  wills.  It  is 
a  hard  fact  that  some  people  will  not 
give  away  substantial  property  dur- 
ing their  lifetime.  These  people  need 
to  know  what  will  happen  to  their 
property  at  death  if  they  have  not 
prepared  a  will.  They  need  to  know 
that  none  of  their  property  will  go 
to  charity  if  they  leave  no  will.  Much 
of  their  estate,  if  there  is  no  will,  will 
be  wasted  through  bonds  of  execu- 
tors, guardianships,  restrictions  of  law 
on  investments  of  the  estate,  and 
state  and  federal  taxation. 

The  Christian  m\\  puts  God  first 
and  allows  the  saint  to  discharge  his 
sacred  trust  in  a  way  which  will  be 
a  glor\'  to  God  and  a  blessing  to 
others.  What  have  you  done  about  a 
will?  ▼ 
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Is  Worldliness 
Changing? 


Is  worldliness  changing?  Yes,  and 
no.  That's  a  safe  answer,  isn't  it?  But 
the  rest  of  this  answer  may  not  be 
so  safe. 

Worldliness  has  been  equated  by 
the  fundamentalists  and  evangelicals 
of  a  previous  generation  with  the 
"five  don'ts"— occasionally  more, 
never  fewer.  "I  don't  drink;  I  don't 
smoke;  I  don't  play  cards;  I  don't 
dance;  I  don't  go  to  shows."  The 
Brethren  Church,  which  has  always 
prided  itself  on  its  stand  against 
worldliness,  has  added  to  these  some 
distinctive  aspects  of  separation,  such 
as  not  belonging  to  secret  societies, 
refraining  from  legal  oaths,  and  so 
on. 

In  accord  with  this  position  Grace 
College  makes  perfectly  clear  to  every 
student  before  he  is  admitted  that 
"the  college  forbids  participation  in 
practices  which  are  questionable.  The 
college  expects  that  students  shall 
refrain  from  drinking  alcoholic 
beverages,  smoking,  gambling  (in- 
eluding  the  use  of  playing  cards), 
social  dancing,  attendance  at  com- 
mercial motion  picture  theaters,  and 
entertainment  which  is  not  conducive 
to  spiritual  growth."  Every  student  is 
required  to  sign  a  pledge  which  in- 
cludes the  words,  "I  will  help  to 
maintain  the  moral  and  spiritual 
ideals  of  the  school,  live  a  life  of 
separation  from  worldly  amusements. 

Has  worldliness  changed?  Should 
our  standards  be  revised  in  the  light 
of  new  "understandings"  of  what 
constitutes  worldliness?  Obviously, 
some  would  answer,  "Yes!"  But  we, 
that  is,  Grace  College,  insist  that  the 
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answer  must  still  be  a  firm  "No!" 

I  would  challenge  anyone  to  pre- 
sent a  single  new  development  or 
argument  or  truth  which  has  render- 
ed any  one  of  these  instances  of 
worldliness  any  less  worldly  or  sin- 
ful today  than  it  was  in  the  days 
of  our  fathers. 

Take  smoking,  for  an  example.  We 
have  always  said  that  it  was  sinful, 
harmful,  and  worldly.  But  we  never 
had  as  much  reason  to  condemn  it 
as  harmful  as  has  been  given  to  us 
today  by  the  discoveries  of  modern 
medicine. 

Or  take  the  matter  of  attending 
the  moving  picture  theater.  A  gener- 
ation ago  the  moral  standards  of  the 
movie  industry  were  so  bad  that  pub- 
lic conscience  demanded  the  setting 
up  of  a  censoring  agency  to  control 
just  how  far  a  picture  might  go  in 
portraying  indecency,  sex,  perversion, 
lust,  crime,  and  irreligion.  What  is 
the  situation  today?  There  is  not  a 
single  one  of  the  standards  set  up 
then  which  has  not  long  since  been 
discarded,  and  sex  perversion,  nudity, 
profanity,  violence,  and  mockery  of 
religion  are  commonplace.  In  fact, 
the  very  idea  that  anyone  has  a  right 
to  "censor"  anything  is  violently  de- 
nied, and  the  industry  insists  they 
have  the  right  and  the  "duty"  to  tell 
all,  to  display  openly  any  deed  or 
any  act  done  by  man,  no  matter  how 
depraved.  If  movies  were  worldly 
and   wrong   then,    they   are   a   thou- 
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sand  times  more  so  today. 

Invariably  an  argument  is  raised 
in  defense.  "How  about  TV?  Isn't  it 
just  as  bad  to  see  it  at  home  on  TV 
as  to  go  to  a  movie?" 

It  may  well  be,  in  many  cases.  It 
is  sinful  to  feed  the  mind  on  the 
rotten  and  polluted  fare  of  the  world 
anytime,  anywhere.  But  that  is 
not  an  argument  in  favor  of  movies; 
it  is  an  argument  against  the  wrong 
use  of  TV.  It  may  come  to  the  place 
where  television  is  all  worldly  amuse- 
ment. If  so,  then  we  ought  to  re- 
nounce TV  just  as  entirely  and 
strongh'  as  we  denounce  movies.  It 
is  the  personal  conviction  of  the 
present  writer  that  television  has  be- 
come one  of  the  major  causes  of 
spiritual  failure,  powerlessness,  and 
worldliness  among  Christians  today. 

Let  it  be  said,  however,  that  there 
is  still  a  basic  difference  between 
attending  the  motion  picture  house 
and  watching  TV  at  home.  That  is 
the  public  example  set.  The  un- 
sa\'ed  world  knows  full  well  what 
kind  of  filth  is  peddled  there,  and  it 
has  its  opinion  of  "Christians"  who 
patronize  the  business. 

One  of  the  chief  expressions  of 
worldliness  is  in  the  realm  of  dress. 
Again,  our  reaction  against  the  ex- 
ternalism  of  the  old  "plain  people" 
has  gone  to  the  opposite  extreme.  In 
this  realm  there  has  taken  place, 
and  is  taking  place,  a  tremendous 
change  in  our  own  church's  attitude 
toward  worldliness.  I  remember  the 
attitudes  and  teaching  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church  in  my  own  college  days. 
Then,  after  fifteen  years  without 
contact  with  the  church,  we  came  to 
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join  The  Brethren  Church  because 
of  its  position  and  stand  on  the  Bible 
as  the  Word  of  God.  In  that  we  have 
never  been  disappointed,  but  I  can 
never  express  our  shock  and  con- 
sternation at  the  changed  attitude 
toward  worldHness  of  dress. 

This  worldliness  in  dress  includes 
many  elements:  cosmetics,  jewelr)', 
and  an  inordinate  pre-occupation 
with  appearances,  "style."  But  the 
most  conspicuous  change  of  attitude 
is  seen  in  what  is  considered  "de- 
cent" in  dress.  Our  fathers  (and 
mothers)  considered  slacks  as  in- 
decent, and  shorts  were  considered 
so  wildly  indecent  that  Christians 
would  blush  even  to  mention  them. 
Today,  some  of  our  leading  church 
people  are  not  abashed  or  ashamed 
to  appear  on  the  public  streets  in  the 
shortest  and  tightest  of  shorts. 

What  has  happened?  Has  in- 
decency become  decent?  Have  we 
somehow  purified  our  minds  so  that 
the  sight  of  our  eyes  no  longer  in- 
cites to  lust?  Is  morality  after  all 
relative? 

Where  will  it  end?  Most  of  us 
have  been  shocked  recently  by  the 
publicity  given  to  "topless"  bathing 
suits.  Here  we  all  probably  v\'ould 
draw  the  line.  That  is  indecent, 
shocking,  wicked,  unthinkable  for  a 
Christian.  But  that  is  exactly  the 
way  our  parents  felt  about  shorts. 
And  one  generation  saw  a  complete 
change.  If  I  were  a  prophet,  I  would 
venture  to  predict  that,  unless  a 
spiritual  revival  brings  about  a  new 
sensitivity  to  the  inroads  of  worldli- 
ness, or  unless  the  Lord  comes,  in  an- 
other oeneration  "Christians"  will  be 
wearing  topless  dresses  to  dress-up 
occasions  (they  are  close  to  it  now!), 
even  to  church! 

The  Bible  doesn't  say  how  long 
skirts  should  be  or  how  high  neck- 
lines should  be.  But  it  does  say 
something  about  decency  and  mod- 
esty. And  it  does  warn  against  tak- 
ing our  standards  regarding  decency 
from  the  world,  and  fashioning  our- 
selves  after  the  stvles  of  the  world. 

I  like  to  paraphrase  Romans  12; 
2  in  this  way:  "Don't  shape  your 
outward  appearance  after  the  style 
and  fashion  of  the  world,  but  let  your 
outward  appearance  correspond  to 
and  be  an  expression  of  what  you 
really  are  inside,  a  new  creature  in 
Christ."  T 
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It  All  Began  in  '37 


Thirty  years  have  passed  since 
Grace  Seminary  came  into  existence. 
In  this  anniversary  year  it  is  good 
to  let  memory  slip  back  to  the  be- 
ginning days.  In  a  very  definite  sense 
Grace  Seminarv  was  born  in  a  pray- 
er meetinP-  Like  multitudes  of  other 
spiritual  enterprises,  this  institution 
had  its  origin  in  the  atmosphere  of 
prayer.  One  thinks  of  the  Haystack 
Prayer  Meeting  in  New  England  out 
of  which  emerged  the  foreign  mis- 
sionary enterprise  in  America.  He  is 
reminded  of  the  earnest  prayers  of- 
fered at  Camp-Wait-Some-More  at 
Brazzaville  which  resulted  in  the 
ojjening  of  the  doors  to  a  great  mis- 
sionary project  of  The  Brethren 
Church  in  French  Equatorial  Africa. 

So  on  a  memorable  June  evening 
in  1937  a  sizable  group  of  earnest 
brethren  met  in  the  home  of  Dr. 
J.  C.  Beal  in  Ashland,  Ohio.  In  the 
background  there  were  clouds  of 
dissension,  compromise,  and  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  as  to  matters  of 
the  Christian  faith  and  how  that  faith 
ought  to  be  manifested  on  the  cam- 
pus  of  a  church  school.  Two  profes- 
sors had  been  dismissed  from  the  fac- 
ulty of  Ashland  Seminary.  With  their 
ouster  a  large  majority  of  the  student 
body  decided  that  they  could  not  re- 
turn to  the  Ashland  campus.  Thus, 
with  the  future  uncertain,  a  group 
of  leaders  in  the  church  went  to  their 
knees  in  the  Beal  home  on  Lincoln 
Way.  In  this  group  were  some  of  the 
conservative  minority  from  the  col- 
lege board,  members  of  the  foreign 
missionary  board  which  had  been 
meeting  in  Ashland,  a  few  nearby 
pastors,  and  also  representative  stu- 
dents from  both  college  and  semi- 
nary. 

At  this  meeting  discussion  was  at 
a  minimum.  It  seemed  unnecessary 
and  unwise.  There  seemed,  however, 
to  be  a  general  agreement  that  some- 
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thing  must  be  done  to  perpetuate  the 
ideals  of  faith  of  Ashland  Seminary 
which  had  been  founded  seven  years 
before  and  also  to  care  for  the  stu- 
dents who  were  already  saying  they 
could  never  return  to  the  Ashland 
campus. 

The  brethren  went  to  their  knees. 
With  the  future  unknown  and  a  feel- 
ing of  desperate  need  for  wisdom, 
they  besought  the  Lord's  guidance. 
The  season  of  prayer  ended,  the 
late  Dr.  L.  S.  Bauman  took  out  his 
pen,  wrote  a  personal  check,  and 
said,  "I  want  to  give  the  first  gift 
to  the  new  school."  Then  a  paper 
was  circulated  for  the  signatures  of 
those  present  \\ho  were  in  favor  of 
such  a  school.  All  signed  except  one 
professor  who  wanted  first  to  see 
what  his  status  was  at  the  college. 
Others  who  were  not  at  this  prayer 
meeting  later  signed  the  paper.  This 
seemed  to  be  a  definite  indication 
that  a  new  school  should  be  estab- 
lished. 

A  temporar)'  organization  was 
formed  at  this  time  called  The  Breth- 
ren Biblical  Seminary  Association. 
Later  that  same  summer  its  officers 
met  in  Philadelphia  and  decided  that 
the  name  of  the  new  school  should 
be  Grace  Theological  Seminary. 
Since  this  new  infant  had  no  quarters 
of  its  own  in  which  to  be  nurtured, 
a  cordial  invitation  was  extended  by 
the  Ellet  Brethren  Church,  of 
Akron,  Ohio,  and  its  pastor,  Raymond 
E.  Gingrich,  to  use  their  facilities.  Dr. 
Alva  J.  McClain  was  asked  to  serve 
as  president,  and  Professor  Herman 
A.  Hovt  was  called  to  assist  him  in 
various  ways.  Other  men,  including 
the  writer  of  this  article,  were  called 
to  serve  on   a   part-time  basis. 

Thus,  in  October  of  1937,  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  began  opera- 
tion with  thirty-nine  students.  Its 
facilities  and  faculty  were  limited, 
but  its  faith  and  hope  were  great.  It 
looked  to  the  future  with  the  assur- 
ance that  God  would  meet  every 
need.  For  the  first  two  years  of  its 
history  the  school  operated  in  Akron 
under  these  conditions  and  wth  con- 
tinued evidences  of  God's  approval.

Involved  in  Decisions? 


"We  preached,  prayed,  and  labored 
through  the  entire  eight-day  period 
of  our  special  meetings,  and  did  not 
have  a  single  decision";  "We  had  ten 
decisions  for  Christ,  and  eight  for 
service";  'W^e  have  had  decisions, 
but  thev  don't  seem  to  last."  These 
are  three  different  appraisals  of  evan- 
gelistic efforts  in  the  churches,  ap- 
praisals coming  from  sincere  hearts 
of  people  desiring  a  great  work  of 
God  in  their  midst.  These  are  hearts 
not  oenerallv  satisfied— at  least,  fullv 
so— with  even  the  most  favorable  re- 
sults. There  are  problems  here  that 
demand  some  studv  and  clarification. 

Two  verv  important  and  basic 
principles  must  be  understood  to 
evaluate  decisions  properly.  First,  all 
■decisions  should  be  decisions  for 
Christ;  second,  genuine  decisions  are 
a  result  of  the  Holv  Spirit's  ministrv. 

When  I  say  that  all  decisions 
should  be  decisions  for  Christ,  I  mean 
that  when  one  accepts  Christ  as  Sav- 
iour, God  expects  that  one  to  make 
Him  Lord  and  to  surrender  his  life, . 
his  time,  his  talents,  and  his  means 
to  God.  God's  plan  is  not  that  a  per- 
son make  one  decision  for  Christ  as 
Saviour,  and  one  for  service.  It  is 
that  he  surrender  to  Christ  as  Sav- 
iouT  and  Lord;  that  at  the  same  time 
that  he  becomes  a  child  of  God  he 
also  becomes  His  bond  slave,  and  is 
committed  to  serve  Christ  fullv  there- 
after.   Could    there    be    anvthinp    so 


illogical  or  un-scriptural  as  the  be- 
lief that  the  missionary',  pastor,  or 
other  so-called  "full-time"  Christian 
worker  is  expected  to  labor  faithfully 
for  the  Lord,  but  that  others  are  free 
to  read,  relax,  or  watch  TV,  just  be- 
cause thev  have  not  made  a  "decision 
for  full-time  ser\dce"? 

Often  too  much  is  made  of  the 
preacher.  Actuallv,  the  speaker  is  not 
all-important;  what  is  needed  to 
gain  the  desired  result  of  solid  de- 
cisions is  a  Spirit-filled,  emptv  ves- 
sel through  whom  God  can  speak 
His  message.  It  can  be  anv  child  of 
God,  as  long  as  he  praverfullv  and 
carefully  presents  the  Word  of  God 
to  cause  men  to  answer  the  question, 
"What  will  vou  do  with  Jesus?"  Ac- 
tuallv, it  is  the  responsibilitv  of 
everv  child  of  God  to  present  the 
Word,  be  he  pastor,  evangelist,  or  a 
lay  person  in  the  church.  Then,  it 
is  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
move  through  the  Word  in  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  people  to  bring  them  to 
Christ. 

A  problem  on  the  part  of  some  is 
that  they  do  not  exercise  faith  enough 
to  preach  for  decisions.  Decisions 
should  alwavs  be  expected;  and,  gen- 
erallv  speaking,  if  proper  Spirit-led 
preparations  have  been  made,  they 
will  come.  But,  if  the  Spirit  does 
not  produce  decisions  during  a  par- 
ticular series  of  meetings,  surely  He 
will  bring  them  in  succeeding  weeks. 


Sometimes  God  honors  the  faithful 
preaching  of  a  pastor  indirectly 
through  the  preaching  of  the  evan- 
gelist during  special  meetings,  and 
sometimes  He  honors  the  preaching 
of  the  Word  on  the  part  of  the  evan- 
gelist bv  gi\ing  decisions  following 
special  meetings.  If  the  pastor  and 
his  people  are  continuallv  at  the  busi- 
ness of  preaching  Christ  to  the  lost, 
there  w'lW  be  a  continual  stream  of 
decisions,  no  matter  whether  it  be 
in  regular  or  special  meetings. 

There  should  be  more  preaching 
for  decisions  that  are  clear-cut,  de- 
cisions that  mean  evervthing  to  the 
persons  making  them— decisions  that 
speak  of  receiving  Christ  as  Saviour 
from  sin,  and  also  of  making  Him 
Lord  of  life,  fulfilling  the  Scrip- 
ture, which  savs,  "Ye  are  not  your 
own,  for  ve  are  bought  with  a  price. 
.  .  ."  Persons  making  such  decisions 
will  take  seriouslv  the  admonition, 
"If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  command- 
ments." Thev  will  be  anxiouslv 
awaiting  everv  opportunitv  for  serv- 
ice that  the  Lord  may  send;  thev  will 
be  "full-time"  workers  in  that  they 
are  conscious  "full  time"  of  the 
Lord's  claim  on  their  lives  and  of 
the  need  to  be  witnesses  to  Him, 
whether  it  be  at  home  or  abroad. 
And,  there  will  not  be  so  much  dif- 
ficultv  in  conserving  decisions,  if  all 
who  accept  Christ  as  Saviour  begin 
immediatelv  to  serve  Him  as  Lord.V 
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Brother  Solon  Hoyt  sho 
colleagiie  Nelson  fay  some 
of  the  work  done  on  the 
fress.   Brother   Fay  is  in 
charge  of  the  -picture  frame 
shop  and  handles  the  fi- 
nances of  the  shop  program. 
Both   men  are  dedicated 
"full  time"  to  teaching  in 
the  Bible  Institute.

The  com- 
mercial shops  vyere  giving  inferior  re- 
sults on  the  national  church  maga- 
zine. Timely,  appropriate  tracts  are 
always  in  demand.  The  Bible  Insti- 
tute would  be  a  logical  place  to  print 
them,    since   help   would    always   be

available.  The  director  of  the  in- 
stitute had  worked  some  in  a  print 
shop  before  going  to  the  field.  The 
practical  solution  was  clearly  to  have 
a  print  shop  at  the  school.  But  a  proj- 
ect like  this  would  take  considerable 
funds. 

Earlier  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald  had  given  one  thousand  dol- 
lars to  help  in  the  literature  ministry 
in  Argentina.  Due  to  sickness  and 
furloughs,  former  plans  to  use  these 
funds  in  extensive  literature  distri- 
bution were  impossible.  Permission 
to  buy  a  press  with  these  funds  was 
granted  by  the  Brethren  Missionary 
Herald,  and  today  the  Bible  Institute 
has  a  fine  rebuilt  platen  job  press 
which  is  continually  proving  its 
worth.  It  is  filling  a  need  in  almost 
every  phase  of  our  mission  program  as 
it  turns  out  quality  work  at  minimum 
expense  and  in  record  time  compared 
with  commercial  standards. 

Last  school  year  it  supplied  the 
needed  jobs  for  the  students,  strength- 
ened the  delicate  financial  situation 
of  the  student  work  program,  and 
added  to  the  prestige  which  the  school 
enjoys  among  the  students,  the  na- 
tional church,  and  local  towTispeople.

Cadet  and  Short-Term  Missionaries 

A  program  was  outlined  on  the 
use  of  cadet  and  short-term  mission- 
aries on  our  various  mission  fields. 
This  plan  was  approved,  and  details 
will  be  worked  out  with  the  fields 
involved.  Thus  far,  programs  are  be- 
ing prepared  for  Africa,  Mexico,  and 
France. 

Administrative  Assistant 

One  of  the  most  pressing  items  of 
busness  at  the  board  meeting  was  the 
selection  of  an  administrative  as- 
sistant. Much  time  might  have  been 
consumed  in  this  choice,  but  the  Lord 
undertook  in  a  very  wonderful  way, 
and  the  Rev.  Raymond  W.  Thomp- 
son was  appointed.  Brother  Thomp- 
son will  be  assuming  his  duties  in  the 
early  part  of  June.  A  fuller  report  will 
appear  in  our  next  Herald. 

Personnel  Needs 

The  almost  desperate  need  for 
t]ualified  missionary  personnel  on  all 
fields  was  noted  by  the  board,  and 
these  needs  are  to  be  made  known 
among  our  churches.  We  are  sure 
that  when  brethren  are  aware  of  the 
v\'ay  many  of  our  missionaries  are 
being  overworked  due  to  the  lack  of 
personnel,  they  will  pray  earnestly 
that  God  \\'ill  thrust  forth  more  labor- 
ers into  the  harvest  field.  On  an- 
other page  in  this  issue  you  will  find 
a  listing  of  these  needs. 

Increased  Budgets 

Budgets  are  up  on  most  fields  due 
to  inflation,  additional  personnel,  and 
the  high  cost  of  living.  More  resi- 
dences,  new  vehicles,  maintenance  on 
equipment,  taxes,  high  duty  on  im- 
ports-all add  up  to  greater  mission 
expense.  But  when  compared  with 
the  value  of  a  soul,  the  cost  is  small 
indeed.

I  To  Spain 


A  Caravelle  two-engine  jet  airliner 
belonging  to  Air  France  hurled 
through  the  chilly  atmosphere  of  the 
snow-capped  Pyrenees  on  Friday, 
January  13,  and  minutes  later  touch- 
ed down  on  the  airstrip  at  Barcelona, 
Spain.  A  previously-arranged  rendez- 
vous for  three  Brethren  ministers  was 
at  that  moment  completed.  Thus  be- 
gan a  series  of  contacts  to  evaluate 
the  advisability  of  considering  Spain 
as  an  area  to  which  Brethren  mis- 
sionaries should  be  sent. 

I  was  on  that  plane  returning  from 
Africa,  and  Brethren  Robert  Salazar 
and  Tom  Julien  were  at  the  airport 
waiting  for  me.  Brother  Salazar  had 
left  his  church  and  his  family  in 
Albuquerque,  New  Mexico,  to  fly  to 
France  a  few  days  before.  Then  he 
and  Brother  Julien,  our  missionary  to 
France,  drove  down  along  the  south- 
ern coast  of  France  into  the  pic- 
turesque and  prosperous  city  of 
Barcelona.  It  was  to  this  port  that 
Columbus  returned  in  1493  after  dis- 
covering the  New  World,  and  was 
greeted  by  Isabella  and  Ferdinand. 
Today,  on  top  of  a  175-foot  column, 
a  bronze  statue  of  Columbus  points 
toward  the  ocean,  and  a  full-scale 
model  of  his  flagship,  the  Sawta 
Maria,  is  moored  to  the  dock. 

While  in  Barcelona  we  interviewed 
several  evangelical  leaders,  including 
the  Rev.  Martinez,  pastor  of  the 
largest  evangelical  church  in  this  city, 
and  president  of  the  Federation  of 
Independent  Evangelical  Churches. 
Rev.  Martinez  was  quite  courteous 
and  very  helpful  in  his  keen  analysis 
of  the  religious  situation  as  painted 
against  the  background  of  the  polit- 
ical temper  of  today's  Spain.  He  told 
us  that  the  evangelicals  in  Spain  to- 
day   number    between    20,000    and

30,000,  and  that  this  small,  almost 
infinitesimal  group  has  banded  to- 
gether into  seven  different  groups  for 
mutual  protection  and  impact  in  this 
country  of  30,000,000  population, 
whose  inhabitants  have  had  little  or 
no  contact  with  Protestants  and  know 
only  the  distorted  view  that  has  been 
given  to  them  by  the  Catholic 
church.  These  groups  are  as  follows: 
the  Plymouth  Brethren,  with  about 
seventy  churches;  the  Southern  Bap- 
tists, with  from  fifty  to  sixty  churches; 
the  Spanish  Evangelical  Church, 
composed  of  Methodists,  Lutherans, 
and  Presbyterians,  with  about  thirty- 
four  churches;  the  Federation  of  In- 
dependent Churches,  with  thirty- 
three  churches;  the  Assemblies  of 
God,  with  fifteen  churches;  and  the 
Spanish  Episcopal  Reformed  Church, 
with  eight  churches.  Others,  those 
\\ith  less  than  three  churches  each, 
have  a  total  of  about  thirty  churches. 
He  further  told  us  that  there  are 
only  about  425  Protestant  meeting 
places  in  all  of  Spain. 

We  attended  Mr.  Martinez'  church 
on  Sunday  evening  and  found  over 
300  present  for  the  evening  ser\'ice. 
Barcelona  is  very  chillv  during  that 
time  of  year,  and  public  buildings 
are  not  usually  heated,  so  we  found 
it  much  more  comfortable  to  sit 
through  the  service  in  our  overcoats. 
Although  the  church  was  cold  phys- 
ically, there  was  a  real  spiritual 
warmth  there,  and  we  do  praise  the 
Lord  for  these  Spanish  evangelicals 
who  have  upheld  the  truth  of  the 
Gospel  in  spite  of  persecution  and 
religious  intolerance. 

For  the  first  few  days  of  our  trip 
we  kept  along  the  main  tourist  route, 
down  the  coast  of  Spain  and  into 
the    city    of    Tarragona,    where    tra- 


dition says  the  apostle  Paul  came 
when  he  made  a  visit  to  evangelize 
Spain.  This  was  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant cities  in  the  world  in  the  days 
of  the  apostle  Paul,  and  it  seems  quite 
reasonable  that  if  Paul  did  get  to 
Spain,  this  is  the  city  to  which  he 
came.  The  ruins  of  Roman  architec- 
ture can  still  be  seen.  There  is  no 
e\angelical  work  today  in  the  city  of 
Tarragona,  but  of  course  this  can  be 
said  of  the  great  majority  of  the  larger 
towns  and  villages  of  Spain. 

From  the  city  of  Valencia  we  cut 
into  the  interior,  heading  toward  Ma- 
drid, and  decided  we  should  no 
longer  stick  to  the  main  tourist  route 
but  detour  off  the  main  road  into 
some  of  the  interior  towns  to  get 
the  feeling  and  attitude  of  the  Span- 
iard who  has  little  contact  with  the 
outside  world.  In  this  endeavor  we 
were  more  successful  than  we  had 
even  dared  to  imagine  when  the  trip 
began. 

Spain  is  tr\'ing  to  change  her  image 
in  the  world.  Her  long  years  of  dic- 
tatorship and  the  intolerable  and  un- 
reasonable control  by  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  have  given  her  an 
unenviable  reputation  among  the 
peoples  of  the  world.  Now  she  is  try- 
ing to  change  that  image.  And,  if  the 
politicians  would  turn  that  task  over 
to  the  common  people  of  Spain,  I  am 
sure  it  would  be  accomplished  suc- 
cessfully, for  we  found  the  people 
of  Spain  courteous  and  likable. 
Others  must  also  find  a  magnetic 
force  drawing  them  to  the  country, 
for  over  17,000,000  tourists  were  in 
Spain  last  year  and  gave  a  42  per 
cent  boost  to  the  economy  of  the 
countr\'.  This  great  influx  of  tour- 
ists cannot  help  but  have  an  effect 
upon    the    country    with    respect    to

the  freedom  of  the  press,  religion,  and 
speech. 

During  breakfast  one  morning  we 
made  friends  with  an  old  fellow  who 
loved  to  talk.  We  to<:.ik  him  with  us 
to  the  next  town,  and  while  he  was 
in  our  companv  he  was  quite  free  in 
his  remarks  about  the  countrv  and  the 
political  situation.  He  even  told  us 
a  very  interesting  story  about  Franco. 
We  discovered  that  jokes  about  the 
dictator  are  making  the  rounds  very 
freelv  in  Spain  todav.  Among  other 
thinos,  this  old  fellow  told  us  that 
he  was  a  devout  Catholic  and  that  he 
along  with  others  in  his  village  had 
been  concerned  about  the  new  reli- 
gious libertv  law  that  was  being  con- 
sidered  by  the  government.  So  a  priest 
was  sent  from  Madrid  to  his  village 
to  explain  to  the  people  that  this  was 
reallv  a  move  bv  the  church  to  attract 
the  separated  brethren  back  into  the 
fold.  He  also  told  us  that  we  were 
the  first  foreigners  he  had  ever  got 
really  close  to.  For  this  honor  we  are, 
of  course,  indebted  to  Bob  Salazar's 
abilitv  with   the  Spanish  language. 

Our  most  valuable  interview,  how- 
ever, occurred  in  the  citv  of  Madrid, 
when  we  had  the  pri\'ilege  of  meet- 
ing with  the  general  secretar\'  of  the 
Commission  on  Evangelical  Defense. 
Mr.  Jose  Cardona  Gregori,  friendly, 
outgoing,  and  capable,  is  quite  in- 
fluential among  the  Spanish  minis- 
ters, and  he  has  been  the  trouble- 
shooter  between  the  Protestants  of 
Spain  and  the  Spanish  government. 
Mr.  Gregori  sees  a   great  future  for 


the  evangelical  church  in  Spain.  At 
the  moment  a  religious  no-man's  land 
exists.  Although  the  great  majoritv 
claim  to  be  Catholic,  vet  onlv  15 
per  cent  are  practicing  Catholics. 
Manv  are  dissatisfied  with  the  polit- 
ical and  economic  grip  the  church 
has  had  on  the  countrv  and  would 
be  glad  to  thro\\'  off  the  voke  that  is 
more  political  than  spiritual.  Psy- 
chologicallv,  now  is  the  time  for  evan- 
gelicals  to  move  in  Spain.  People  are 
confused.  For  years  they  have  been 
told  that  the  Protestants  are  heretics, 
that  thev  are  false  Christians  and 
have  no  rights.  Now  suddenly  the 
government  is  trving  to  pass  a  law, 
which  is  even  approved  by  the  Vati- 
can, to  accommodate  a  group  that  is 
insignificant  in  size.  Some  are  ask- 
ing, could  it  be  possible  that  after 
all  there  ma^'  be  something  to  the 
beliefs  and  practices  of  these  people? 
For  the  first  time  in  many  years  the 
Spaniard  is  readv  to  discuss  religion 
and  views  that  are  contrary  to  the 
teaching  of  the  state  religion.  The 
new  religious  libertv  document  has 
not  yet  become  a  law  in  Spain,  but 
it  is  well  on  its  way. 

The  Spanish  evangelicals  have 
learned  to  live  with  adversity,  and 
even  greu'  when  they  were  forced 
to  meet  in  secret.  Let  us  pray  that 
they  will  now  flourish  under  the  re- 
laxation of  religious  tension  in 
Spain,  and  let  us  as  Brethren  be 
ready  to  help  in  the  evangelization  of 
Spain  if  our  Lord  should  extend  to  us 
the  privilege.  T

When  I  got  as  far  as  Bossembele 
on  my  way  to  Bangui,  I  said  to  my- 
self, I  really  ought  to  stop  in  to  see 
Pastor  Volonpou  and  his  wife,  Yada- 
oua.  Yadaoua  was  reallv  in  bad  shape 
the  last  time  I  saw  her.  Well,  I 
thought,  I  will  stop  on  my  way  back 
from  Bangui  with  Dr.  Cassel  so  he 
can  meet  them.  But  for  some  reason 
I  turned  off  and  drove  the  extra  three 
miles  in  order  to  stop  at  the  mission. 
When  I  came  in  sight  of  Volongou's 
house  there  was  a  whole  group  of 
people  gathered  sitting  in  front  of 
the  house.  Still  it  did  not  dawn  on 
me  until  the  guard  told  me.  It  was 
Yadaoua's  funeral. 

So,  after  over  forty  )'ears  of  liv- 
ing together,  Volongou  and  Yadaoua 
are  being  separated  for  a  while.  It  will 
certainly  leave  an  empty  place  in  his 
life.  When  I  got  there  Volongou 
came  over  and  sat  by  me,  while  the 
others  continued  singing  hvmns.  I 
said  to  him,  "Yadaoua  has  finished 
her  day's  work  and  gone  home  for 
the  night.  You  and  I  still  have  some 
work  to  do  before  sunset." 

She  could  have  had  medical  care 
until  the  end  if  she  had  wanted  to 
stay  at  Yaloke.  But  like  all  Africans, 
when  they  saw  that  the  medicine  was 
not  making  her  well,  thev  preferred 
for  her  to  go  home  and  die  there. 


Dr.  [Douglas]  Cassel  left  his  home 
in  Harrisburg  [Pennsylvania]  on 
Sunday,  February  12.  He  came  with 
an  Air  Force  flight,  the  unit  with 
which  he  is  a  reserve.  They  were 
held  up  for  a  dav  and  a  half  at  the 
Azores  Islands  with  a  bad  motor. 
Then  they  got  to  Madrid  about  three 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  he  was 
intending  to  take  a  commercial  plane 
from  there  to  Paris.  But  at  that  hour 
he  was  unable  to  contact  anvone  at 
the  air  office  who  spoke  English,  so 
he  decided  to  continue  with  his  Air 
Force  flight  to  Naples  and  Rome 
and  do  a  little  sightseeing.  Then  he 


took  a  commercial  plane  to  Mar- 
seilles and  got  the  flight  for  Fort 
Lamy.  Got  into  Bangui  about  ten 
o'clock  vesterdav  morning  [February 
18].  I  took  him  to  the  director  of 
public  health  and  to  the  American 
consulate  in  connection  with  his  get- 
ting authorization  to  do  surgery  at 
Boguila.  He  is  planning  to  stav  about 
six  weeks  or  two  months.  It  sure  is 
a  grand  feeling  to  have  him  here.

(FMS  editor's  note:  Dr.  Alva  J. 
McClain  has,  as  of  February,  1967, 
completed  fifty  years  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Brethren 
Church.  He  was  elected  to  the  board 
in  1917.  Now,  due  to  failing  health, 
he  has  asked  that  his  name  be  left  off 
the  ballot  this  year  to  permit  a  young- 
er man  to  take  his  place.  We  do  so 
reluctantly,  for  we  will  miss  his  judg- 
ment, his  counsel,  and  his  fellowship 
during  the  board  meetings. 

The  following  article  is  one  that 
Dr.  McClain  wrote  in  1934  for  The 
Brethren  Missionary— 'predecessor  of 
the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald.  We 
reprint  it  here  in  his  honor,  for  we 
truly  do  hold  Dr.  McClain  in  honor 
for  his  years  of  dedicated  service  as 
a  member  of  the  foreign  board.) 

When  I  think  of  our  Brethren 
missionaries  who  have  oone  to  for- 
eign  lands,  when  I  recall  their  un- 
selfish devotion,  when  I  read  the  note 
of  joy  which  appears  invariably  in 
their  letters  in  spite  of  problems,  dif- 
ficulties, and  dangers,  there  rises  in 
mv  mind  a  picture  suggested  by  a 
certain  \erse  in  that  beloved  epistle 
to  the  Philippians.  The  apostle  Paul 
had  been  speaking  of  one  whom  he 
names  "Epaphroditus,  my  brother, 
and  companion  in  labour,  and  fel- 
lowsoldier." 

"Hold  such  in  honor,"  the  Apostle 
writes,  "because  for  the  work  of 
Christ  he  came  nigh  unto  death, 
hazardina  his  life"^  (Phil.  2:29-30, 
ARV). 

The  last  phrase  contains  a  very 
remarkable  Greek  verb.  It  describes 
one  who  is  venturesome  with  his  own 
life,  who  risks  it  boldly,  almost  reck- 
lessly. Thayer  applies  it  to  one  who 
"rashly  exposes  himself  to  dangers." 
And  Bishop  Moule  translates  the 
whole  phrase,  "playing  as  it  were  the 
gambler  with  his  life." 

Such  a  man  was  Epaphroditus. 
And  such  are  our  missionaries  of  the 
Cross.  When  the  call  of  Christ  came, 
I  do  not  think  that  any  one  of  them 
spent  much  time  meticulously  bal- 
ancing the  dangers  over  against  the 
rewards,  but  with  vi'hat  might  be 
called  a  holy  recklessness  they  threw 
their    lives    into    the    conflict,    come 


what  may. 

There  is  something  tremendously 
magnificent  in  the  decision  which 
leads  to  missionary  service.  As  a  can- 
didate secretary,  it  has  been  my  privi- 
lege to  receive  the  applications  of 
nearly  all  our  present  missionaries.  I 
talked  with  them  and  answered  their 
letters.  And  I  cannot  remember  any 
one  of  them  who  asked,  "Is  the  place 
where   I   shall   be   sent   a   dangerous 

o 

place?  What  will  happen  if  I  get  sick? 
How  much  salary  will  I  get?  Will 
the  missionary  society  take  care  of  me 
if  my  health  breaks  or  if  I  grow  old 
in  service?"  The  hoard  raised  ques- 
tions of  this  kind  because  they  felt 
that  they  should  be  faced  as  possi- 
bilities. But  as  I  remember,  there  was 
no  missionary  who  did  not  regard 
such  questions  rather  impatiently. 
They  were  interested  in  getting  to 
the  field;  the  dangers  were  secondary 
matters. 

"Hold  such  in  honor,"  says  the 
Word  of  God.  Instead  of  doing  this, 
too  often  people  find  fault  with  them 
for  the  very  thing  which  God  com- 
mends. And  it  would  not  hurt  us  at 
home  if  we  had  some  of  the  "holy 
recklessness"  of  the  missionaries.  A 
cautious  conservativeness  has  sud- 
denly become  very  popular  in  both 
business  and  church  affairs.  And, 
doubtless,  "caution"  is  an  honorable 
\'irtue,  but  after  all  it  is  possible  to  be 
too  careful;  too  careful  about  our 
lives,  about  our  money,  about  our 
security,  about  our  future,  what  we 
shall  eat  and  what  we  shall  wear. 

The  missionaries  have  given  their 
lives  "recklessly"  that  the  work  of 
Christ  might  go  on.  Is  it  too  much 
to  suggest  that  we  at  home  might  be- 
come  a  bit  more  "reckless"  this  year 
in  the  giving  of  our  money  for  the 
same   cause? 

We  have  been  "reckless"  enough 
about  material  things.  During  the 
twenties,  men  tossed  their  money  into 
real  estate  booms,  questionable  for- 
eign bonds,  and  beautiful  but  worth- 
less stock  certificates.  They  plunged 
"recklessly"— flwtJ  they  lost.  But  if 
"recklessly"  we  invest  ourselves  and 
our  money  in  God's  business,  we 
cannot  lose.  "Whosoever  shall  lose  his 
life  for  mv  sake  shall  find  it."       T

"So  send  I  vou."  As  we  read  these 
words,  we  see  and  hear  the  orders 
of  our  blessed  Master  and  Lord.  Cer- 
tainly, we  have  no  other  desire  than 
to  obey  the  heavenly  vision.  How  our 
hearts  have  been  blessed  during  this 
WMC  vear  as  we  have  studied  the 
various  people  in  the  Word  of  God 
who  have  heard  God's  call  and  heed- 
ed it! 

Our  hearts  thrill  when  we  read 
Jesus'  promise,  "Greater  works  than 
these  shall  ye  do;  because  I  go  unto 
my  Father."  What  works  was  He 
talking  about?  The  Pharisees  asked 
the  same  question  when  they  wanted 
to  "do"  something.  Our  Lord  save 
them  the  answer:  "This  is  the  work 
of  God,  that  ye  believe  on  him  whom 
he  hath  sent"  (John  6:29).  Do  we 
really  believe  on  Him?  Did  He  not 
also  say  in  the  closing  days  of  His 
earthly  ministry,  "As  the  Father  hath 
sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you"? 

We  are  challenged  with  our  mis- 
sionary   studies   each    month    as   we 


hear  how  God  has  sent  missionaries 
into  the  regions  bevond  to  reach  "the 
others."  But  I  also  believe  that  God 
has  sent  each  of  us  to  our  neighbor. 
Did  not  our  Lord  say,  "Pray  ye  there- 
fore the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he 
will  send  forth  labourers  into  his 
harvest"?  We  are  to  pray  for  our- 
selves, that  He  will  send  us  forth 
as  laborers. 

But  how  can  we  carr}'  out  His 
orders?  The  context  gives  us  the 
clue.  Our  Lord  gave  the  Holy  Spirit 
to  His  disciples.  Does  not  the  Holy 
Spirit  also  give  us  power  to  do  the 
"greater  works"? 

When  chaplains  are  commissioned 
to  serve  in  uniform,  they  are  sent 
to  various  spots  of  the  world  to  help 
those  who  are  also  committed  for  a 
length  of  service  to  our  great  coun- 
try. Each  of  these  chaplains  chose 
to  serve  his  country,  but  perhaps  he 
did  not  choose  to  go  to  the  battle 
front  to  face  death  and  disease  in 
his  service. 


God  has  chosen  His  vessels  to 
face  the  enemy  on  the  battle  front. 
Perhaps  this  is  what  Paul  had  in 
mind  when  he  was  explaining  the 
armor  of  the  Christian  soldier  in  con- 
nection with  his  "praying  always  .  .  . 
for  all  saints;  and  for  me"  (Eph.  6:11- 
19).  Was  he  not  asking  that  he  be 
sent  to  the  many  open  doors  which 
were  ahead  of  him? 

As  we  endeavor  to  invite  our  neigh- 
bors to  a  WMC  meeting  in  our  home 
or  a  church  service,  we  are  met  with 
many  enemies  of  the  soul.

ONE  STEP  AT  A  TIME

Any  missionary  who  has  reached 
the  foreign  field  knows  there  have 
been  many  steps  in  the  process  of 
getting  there.  As  Beverley  Garber  re- 
flects on  the  Lord's  working  in  her 
life,  she  remembers  that  He  has  led 
just  "one  step  at  a  time." 

For  Beverley,  life  began  in  San 
Francisco,  California,  but  she  was 
verv  voung  when  the  family  moved 
to  Modesto,  which  still  continues  to 
be  their  home.  There  were  two  chil- 
dren in  the  family— Beverley  and  her 
brother,  four  years  older.  She  was 
onlv  twelve  when  a  great  shock  came 
to  the  family— the  death  of  her  broth- 
er. Later  thev  could  understand  that 
the  Lord  was  working  in  their  lives 
through   this   tragedy. 

Beverley  remembers  when  as  a  sen- 
ior in  high  school  walking  to  catch 
her  school  bus  one  morning,  she  saw 
a  group  of  people  looking  over  a  piece 
of  land  near  her  home.  Later  a 
church  building  was  erected  on  that 
land.  She  had  no  idea  then  of  the 
great  influence  this  La  Loma  Grace 
Brethren  Church  would  have  in  her 


life,  for  she  was  expecting  to  finish 
high  school  and  go  on  to  college  in 
preparation  for  becoming  a  home 
economics  teacher.  But— "God  had 
His  hand  upon  my  life"! 

Soon  this  same  church  group 
bought  the  house  across  from  Bev- 
erley's home  for  their  parsonage,  and 
shortly  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ralph  Rambo 
moved  in.  These  were  friendly  folks, 
and  the  pastor  was  free  with  invita- 
tions to  attend  his  Sunday  school.  Fi- 
nally one  Sunday  Beverley  decided 
to  take  her  little  cousin,  who  was 
then  living  with  them,  and  20  to 
Sunday  school. 

"I  remember  as  I  opened  the  front 
door  of  that  church,  I  was  really 
shaking."  The  first  person  she  saw 
was  a  vouna  man  named  Martin 
Garber,  leading  the  opening  song. 
The  pastor  came  to  greet  the  new- 
comers, and  "then  I  felt  a  little  bet- 
ter." 

Beverley  continues:  "That  was 
twenty-two  years  ago,  and  I  shall 
never  forget  that  day.  Everyone  was 
so  friendly,  especially  the  young 
people;  thev  really  welcomed  me,  and 
I   wanted   to   go   back.    I   had   been

lonely  ever  since  my  brother's  death, 
and  now  I  had  found  some  friends 
that  I  knew  my  folks  would  approve 
of. 

Time  passed.  Beverley  went  for- 
ward one  morning  to  commit  her  life 
to  the  Saviour;  later,  she  was  bap- 
tized. 

"Then  things  really  began  to  hap- 
pen. A  year  later  I  was  engaged— 
ves,  it  was  to  Martin;  and  soon  I 
was  on  my  way  to  Bible  school,  along 
with  Mary  Cripe  and  Mary  Beth 
Munn.  And  Martin  was  on  his  way 
into  the  Army  for  eighteen  months. 

"While  I  was  in  Bible  school  the 
Lord  started  to  speak  to  me  concern- 
ing missions,  as  we  heard  some  won- 
derful  missionarv  speakers  tell  of  the 
needs  in  foreign  lands.  Martin  was 
stationed  in  South  Carolina,  and  in 
a  YFC  meeting  the  Lord  spoke  to 
him,  too,  about  missions.  God  was 
leading  in  our  lives  one  step  at  a 
time. 

"On  October  18,  1946,  Martin  and 
I  were  married,  and  a  year  later  our 
journey  began  as  we  were  on  our 
way  to  Westmont  College.  It  was 
while  there  that  we  put  in  our  pre- 
liminary applications  for  foreign  mis- 
sionary work. 

"Then  in  a  few  years  we  were  on 
our  way  to  Winona  Lake  and  semi- 

yt 

nary.  .  .  . 

Martin  obtained  part-time  work  as 
a  mechanic.  "One  day,  during  our 
last  vear  at  seminary,  Dr.  Jobson 
came  in  to  have  his  car  looked  at. 
The  manager  took  Dr.  Jobson  to 
where  Martin  was  working,  and  they 
began  to  talk  about  Africa.  Through 
this  conversation  the  Lord  began  to 
direct  our  thoughts  toward  that  field. 

"By  the  end  of  the  summer  of 
1951  we  were  approved  for  Africa. 
A  year  later  we  were  on  our  way 
to  France. 

"We    arrived    in    Africa    in    1953, 

almost  fourteen  years  ago.  We  have 

had  some  high  spots  and  some  low 

spots  to  travel  through,  but  the  Lord

What  kind  of  year  did  you  have 
last  year?  What  kind  do  you  expect 
this  year?  A  friend  included  a  note 
in  her  Christmas  card  to  us  in  which 
she  described  her  year  as  "just  run- 
of-the-mill."  I  answered  her  letter  tell- 
ing why  mv  vear  wasn't  such  but  a 
very  exciting  one. 

"We  were  interested  in  your  com- 
ment that  this  was  just  a  run-of-the- 
mill  year  for  you.  I'm  sure  that  it 
wouldn't  be  difficult  to  persuade  you 
that  there  is  no  such  thing  for  us, 
Howeyer,  our  excitement  comes  not 
just  from  living  in  a  foreign  coun- 
try and  doing  things  which  are  out 
of  the  ordinar)',  although  there  are 
certainly  enough  of  such  things  to 
keep  life  from  being  monotonous. 
I'm  sure  that  during  the  year  there 
were  times  when  you  felt  a  very  spe- 
cial excitement  and  happiness;  those 
were  the  days  you  expected  your  hus- 
band or  children  home  after  a  more 
or  less  protracted  absence.  On  those 
days  as  you  prepared  for  their  ar- 
rival,   every    ordinary    task    took    on 


added  meaning. 

"We  live  daily  in  such  an  expec- 
tation, for  when  Christ  returned  to 
heaven  after  His  death  and  resurrec- 
tion, the  last  message  the  disciples 
received  was  a  promise  that  He  would 
return. 

"We  have  just  finished  celebrat- 
ing Christ's  birth,  the  time  of  His 
first  appearing  on  earth.  This  com- 
ing was  foretold  in  considerable  de- 

o 

tail  by  the  Old  Testament  prophets. 
All  the  jews  knew  that  a  Saviour 
had  been  promised.  He  was  to  be  of 
the  seed  of  Abraham,  of  the  tribe 
of  Judah,  of  the  kingly  line  of  David, 
born  of  a  virgin  in  an  obscure  vil- 
lage called  Bethlehem.  One  thing 
was  not  indicated— u'j!e»  the  Saviour 
would  appear.  His  coming  was  so 
long  delayed  that  most  lost  faith  in 
the  promise  and  no  longer  looked  for 
the  Redeemer,  so  that  when  He  did 
come,  God  had  to  send  heavenly  mes- 
sengers to  announce  His  arrival. 

"The  %vhen  of  His  return  likewise 
was  not  made  known  either  to  His 


most  intimate  friends  of  that  day  or 
to  us  of  today.  Hov\'ever,  He  left 
many  signs,  and  as  these  signs  begin 
to  appear,  we  may  know  that  His 
coming  is  near.  So  very,  very  many  of 
the  signs  that  He  gave  in  numerous 
New  Testament  passages  have  come 
to  pass  recently  that  we  feel  that  His 
coming  cannot  be  much  longer  de- 
layed. 

"His  admonition  to  us  is  watch 
and  be  ready.  For  His  coming  will 
be  sudden,  and  there  will  be  no 
time  then  to  prepare  for  it.  We  must 
be  ready  now. 

"With  these  thoughts  in  mind  may 
I  recommend  that  you  begin  reading 
in  the  Gospel  of  Luke  and  read  again 
the  beautiful  story  of  the  Saviour's 
birth,  then  continue  on  to  the  ac- 
count of  the  crucifixion  and  resur- 
rection. Then  read  at  least  the  first 
chapter  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles, 
which  is  a  continuation  of  the  story 
by  the  same  author. 

"If  one  is  looking  forward  to  the 
imminent  return  of  his  Saviour  and 
Lord,  no  year,  indeed  no  day,  can 
be  ordinary.  We  would  like  to  know 
that  you  and  yours  share  that  joy- 
ous anticipation  with  us."

"Where  are  you?"  That  was  a 
question  asked  in  a  recent  letter  from 
one  of  the  little  SMM  gals  in  the 
group  that  I  had  in  Ar\'ada,  Colorado. 
If  I  were  to  answer  Sandy's  question 
right  now  I  would  have  to  say,  "Sit- 
ing on  a  termite  hill  under  a  lemon 
tree!" 

Where  is  this  strange  place  with 
lemon  trees  and  big  termite  hills?  You 
may  have  already  guessed.  It's  a  place 
called  Yaloke,  in  the  Central  African 
Republic.  I  love  to  come  to  this  spot, 
for  from  here  I  can  see  all  over  Ya- 
loke, with  grass  roofed  huts  scattered 
here  and  there  and  the  Yaloke  Breth- 
ren Church  across  a  valley  and  up 
on  another  hill.  Several  months  have 
passed  since  I  first  saw  Yaloke  from 
this  spot.  The  Lord  has  given  us 
many  blessings  in  these  first  months 
in  Africa,  and  we  trulv  praise  Him 
for  calling  us  here  to  serve  Him. 

As  I  sit  here  reflecting  on  some 
of  those  blessings,  I  think  of  a  trip 
that  we  took  v\Tth  one  of  our  mis- 
sionary nurses,  Mary  Lois  Miller. 
After  fifty  miles  over  very  bumpy 
roads  and  a  few  barriers,  such  as  a 
half-dead  cow  across  the  road,  we 
finally  arrived  at  a  place  called  Zo- 
liunga.  Here  was  a  Brethren  church 
and  quite  a  number  of  people  who 
loved  the  Lord  very  much.  Upon 
arriving  at  the  village,  we  were  greet- 
ed  by  seemingly  a  multitude  of  peo- 
ple who  had  their  hands  outstretched 
to  shake  hands  with  us.  Missionaries 
don't  get  back  there  very  often,  since 
they  are  few  in  number,  and  to  have 
a  missionarv  visit  them  is  a  rare 
thing.  We  shook  hands  with  the  mul- 
titude of  people,  some  of  them  twice, 
I'm  sure.  Finally,  we  were  led  to  the 
church,  where  we  had  a  wonderful 


service.  As  the  preacher  introduced 
us,  he  said,  "You  know  how  long 
we  have  been  praying  to  God  for 
more  missionaries  to  come,  and  these 
have  come,  thanks  to  God."  This 
made  me  think:  How  many  people 
God  must  have  spoken  to  in  re- 
sponse to  their  prayers,  but  yet  how 
few  have  responded  to  His  call! 

After  the  ser\'ice  we  were  taken  to 
meet  the  old  chief  of  the  village.  He 
is  a  wonderful  Christian  man  who 
has  ruled  his  village  well  but  is  now 
dving  of  cancer.  As  we  approached 
his  grass  mat,  he  immediately  recog- 
nized Mary  Lois  Miller,  but  not  us. 
He  asked  if  we  were  new  mission- 
aries, and  when  told  that  we  were,  he 
thanked  us  for  coming  and  added  that 
he  wanted  many,  many  more  to  come. 

Who  are  these  many,  many  more 
the  old  chief  requested?  Some  of 
them  are  some  of  vou  girls  in  SMM 
groups  all  over  the  United  States. 
God  surely,  in  response  to  this  chief's 
prayer,  is  going  to  speak  to  some  of 
vou  about  His  service.  Are  you  will- 
ing to  let  God's  Word  be  your  guide 
and  follow  it  wherever  it  might  lead, 
or,  because  of  you,  is  it  still  going  to 
be  true  that  a  missionary'  visiting  Zo- 
liunga  is  a  rare  thing?  ▼

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Those  who  are  familiar  with 
Bible  prophecy  understand  certain 
facts  concerning  the  coming  world 
sovernment.    It   is   also   well    known 

o 

that  the  Soviet  Union's  coming  to 
such  prominence  in  world  affairs 
identifies  that  nation  with  the  King 
of  the  North,  of  whom  we  read  in 
Ezekiel,  chapters  38  and  39.  Further- 
more, it  is  apparent  that  the  superior 
power  of  Russia  has  a  relationship 
to  the  present  conflict  in  Vietnam. 
Under  date  of  October  3,  1966, 
Cofley  News  Service  carried  a  state- 
ment most  interesting  to  students  of 
Bible  prophecy:  "Without  moving  a 
muscle,  world  Communism  may  have 
scored  a  major  victory  on  October  7, 
1966.  That  was  the  day  President 
Johnson,  in  his  speech  to  editorial 
writers  in  New  York,  said,  'Our  task 
is  to  achieve  a  reconciliation  with  the 
East,  a  shift  from  the  narrow  concept 
of  co-existence  to  the  broader  vision 
of  peaceful  engagement;  we  shall 
work  with  the  East  to  build  a  lasting 
peace.' 

"He  says  American  dollars  will  flow 
into  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  satel- 
lite nations  to  bolster  crumbling  eco- 

o 

nomics  with  much  needed  ci edits.  He 
announced  orders  to  the  Export-Im- 
port Bank  to  guarantee  commercial 
credits  to  Poland,  Hungary,  Bulgaria 
and  Czechoslovakia." 

This  article  continues,  "It  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  not  a  week 
(earlier  on  October  3,  the  Soviet 
Union  signed  a  new  economic  co- 
operation pact  with  North  Vietnam 
to  'consolidate  the  defense  potential' 
of  that  country.  It  is  also  interesting 
to  note  that  this  new  Johnsonian 
policy  of  'peaceful  engagement'  comes 
at  a  time  when  the  Kremlin  admits 
taking  an  active  part  in  the  Vietnam 
war." 


Another  report  also  states  that  "the 
Russians  have  already  exploded  a 
'space  satellite'  in  outer  space  over 
the  U.S.A.  Fragments  of  the  splin- 
tered satellites  have  been  found  in 
Omaha,  Houston,  San  Francisco, 
Chicago,  Miami,  and  Washington 
D.  C."  Soviet  Russia  also  vyith  an 
arms  build-up  in  the  Middle  East  is 
helping  reorganize  Arab  states  under 
Egypt.  The  Egyptian  missile  system 
is  said  to  boast  of  a  complex  radar- 
controlled  mechanism  which  is  oper- 
ated bv  about  2,000  Egyptians  and 
500  Soviet  technicians.  It  is  reported 
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that  Russia  would  like  to  use  the 
Egyptian  missile  to  keep  Israel  or 
the  United  States  from  taking  coun- 
ter measures.  In  the  last  few  years  it 
appears  that  Egypt  has  received  mil- 
lions of  pounds  of  Russian  military 
equipment.  With  all  this  array  of 
power  it  is  easy  to  see  that  this  is  the 
way  of  Antichrist  as  he  promotes  his 
world  conquest  of  which  we  read, 
"Tidings  out  of  the  East  and  the 
North  shall  trouble  him." 

With  the  independent  spirit  of  the 
Soviet  Union  and  the  new  life  found 
in  the  Arab  block,  thought  by  some 
to  be  the  King  of  the  South,  the  com 
ing  world  ruler  has  a  mighty  task  to 
weld  all  these  under  his  control  so  it 
will  come  to  pass  as  stated  in  Reve- 
lation 13:7,  "And  power  was  given 
him  over  all  kindreds,  and  tongues, 
and  nations." 

According  to  the  Newsweek,  No- 
vember 21,  1966:  "Communist  na- 
tions at  a  recent  bloc  summit  meeting 
in  Moscow  agreed  to  send  $1  billion 
in  military  and  economic  aid  to  North 
Vietnam."  Covering  the  plan,  the 
Co-pley  News  Service,  October  6, 
1966,  states,  "Just  about  a  year  ago 
Marshal  Lin  Piao,  with  Mao's  bless- 
ing, published  his  'Manifesto.'  He 
candidly  set  forth  Communist  strat- 
egy for  destroying  the  United  States. 
Since  then  Marshal  Lin  Piao  has  be- 
come the  heir-apparent  to  Mao  and 
Peking  and  has  openly  reaffirmed 
what  Lin  Piao  said  in  his  'Mani- 
festo.' " 

All  these  things  give  Bible  believ- 
ing  people  great  confidence.  (1)  From 
Cod's  Word  we  learn  that  Russia  and 
the  Arab  nations  are  to  be  arrayed 
against  Israel.  Here  it  is  in  modern 
events.  (2)  The  same  forces  which 
are  against  Israel  are  against  the  be- 
lievers  of  our  day.  Present  events 
indicated  as  above  Russia  would 
"keep  Israel  or  the  LInited  States  from 
taking  counter  measures."  (3)  We  are 
reminded  again  that  God  has  not 
promised  peace  to  the  nations  in  this 
age.  World  peace  will  never  come 
until  the  Prince  of  Peace  returns.  (4) 
The  stage  is  being  set  for  end-time 
events.

It  is  written  by  one  who 
for  ten  years  was  an  active  member 
of  the  Watch  Tower  organization. 
Little  bv  little  through  careful  study 
which  revealed  to  him  the  errors  of 
the  Jehovah's  Witness  teaching  and 
through  experiencing  a  spiritual  lack 
in  the  svstem,  Mr.  Dencher  felt  com- 
pelled to  sever  his  connections  with 


the  movement. 

It  is  most  interesting  to  note  how 
the  author  of  the  story  came  to  a  de- 
cision to  renounce  the  movement 
through  the  study  of  God's  Word,  not 
through  argument  or  preaching  or 
contacts  with  believers  in  the  gospel.

The  press  has  printed  wedding  an- 
nouncements, handbills,  letterheads, 
sales  slips,  tracts,  announcements  of 
special  meetings,  business  cards,  and 
a  host  of  related  materials.  Among 
its  specific  jobs  is  that  of  printing 
the  word  texts  on  the  wall  plaques 
and  pictures  made  in  the  picture 
frame  shop.  And  as  the  press  runs, 
students  gain  valuable  skill  and  ex- 
perience in  responsibility. 

The  radio  ministry  has  called  on 
the  print  shop  to  provide  follow-up 
letters    for    contacts    made    through 
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the  radio  programs.  The  press  has 
published  the  new  revised  Spanish 
edition  of  Dr.  Alva  McClain's  Bible 
Truths,  which  has  been  made  into  a 
Bible  correspondence  course. 

The  print  shop  also  prints  the  bi- 


monthly, sixteen-page  church  mag- 
azine El  Heraldo— and  with  superior 
results.  Recently  a  reprint,  in  tract 
form,  was  made  of  Dr.  Oswald 
Smith's  tract  "How  God  Taught  Me 
To  Give,"  which  appeared  earlier  as 
an  article  in  the  magazine.  These 
tracts  are  made  available  to  the  other 
Spanish-speaking  mission  fields. 

Prospects  for  an  increased  student 
body  this  school  year  will  demand 
even  more  jobs.  Plans  for  filling 
this  need  include  the  undertaking  of 
bigger  jobs  that  are  more  closely  re- 
lated to  the  Lord's  work  here  in 
Argentina.  The  printing  of  a  Breth- 
ren chorus  book  and  a  Brethren  min- 
ister's handbook  in  Spanish  are  some 
of  the  possibilities  for  the  future.  Of 
course,  this  will  demand  more  equip- 
ment, more  variety  of  printing  type, 
and  more  space  for  work  and  storage. 
Again  we  will  need  to  bepin  with 
prayer.  Will  you  join  us  as  we  pray 


for  these  needs? 

Directing  the  activities  of  the 
shop  takes  considerable  time  and  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  those  in  charge. 
Director  Hoyt  comments,  "Probably 
one  of  our  biggest  needs  is  that  the 
students  themselves  take  on  more 
of  the  responsibility  of  running  the 
shop.  This  will  not  only  take  a  big 
load  off  the  missionaries  but  will 
also  give  the  students  discipline  and 
an  understanding  of  responsibility 
that  will  last  them  throughout  their 
lives." 

The  print  shop  is  now  making  a 
real  contribution  to  the  Lord's  work 
here  in  Argentina,  and  its  future  min- 
istry seems  limited  only  by  the  size 
of  our  faith.  Pray  that  our  faith  may 
increase.

In  1913  a  national  organization 
was  launched  to  challenge  girls  to 
missionary  endeavor  in  The  Brethren 
Church.  Mrs.  Mary  Bauman,  the 
wife  of  the  late  Dr.  L.  S.  Bauman, 
had  beoun  to  gather  tooether  a  group 
of  girls  in  the  church  in  Philadelphia, 
and  it  was  from  this  original  group 
that  the  national  movement  known 
as  the  Sisterhood  of  Mary  and  Mar- 


tha came  into  being.  Their  first  cove- 
nant  stated:  "I  will  not  cease  to  make 
offerings  of  prayer,  time,  and  monev 
to  the  end  that  the  daughters  of 
sorrow  in  every  land  may  know  the 
love  of  Jesus." 

The  first  project  of  the  group  was 
the  sending  of  bandages  to  Africa  to 
help  in  the  medical  work.  Manv 
other  projects  have  been  completed 
over  the  years,  among  them,  helping 
to  underwrite  the  higher  education  of 
missionaries'  children. 

It  is  fitting  today  to  salute  the  two 
survivors  of  the  original  SMM  group, 
Mrs.  William  McKeeferv,  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  Miss  Anna  Schrepple,  of 


Sacramento,  California,  as  well  as  the 
more  than  2,000  members  of  over 
200  SMM  councils  across  the 
brotherhood.  It  is  hoped  that  we

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D-DAY  AT  E-TOWN

Twentv-three  months  is  not  really 
a  long  time,  but  it  does  seem  lono 
when  vou  are  waiting  for  something 
special  to  happen.  This  was  the  span 
of  time  between  the  first  meeting  of 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church  in  EHza- 
bethtown  (known  here  as  E-town), 
Pennsylvania,  until  March  19,  1967, 
the  date  of  dedication  for  our  new 
building  (D-Day). 

I  once  heard  of  a  little  girl  who 
said,  after  her  parents  had  changed 
homes  several  times  in  rapid  suc- 
cession, "I  hope  we  can  stay  here 
now  until  Jesus  comes!"  And  some  of 
our  Brethren  were  beginning  to  feel 
the  same  way  after  the  many  moves 
thev  had  made.  For  several  years 
manv  had  traveled  twelve  miles  or 
more  to  our  church  in  Lancaster, 
So  it  was  a  great  dav  for  them  when 
on  April  4,  1965,  the  new  Eliza- 
bethtown  church  met  for  the  first 
time  in  the  former  Hess  Music  Store 
with  their  new  part-time  pastor.  Rev. 
Robert  Lapp.  But  just  thirteen 
months  later,  and  just  a  few  weeks 
after  I  had  arrived,  it  became  neces- 
sary to  vacate  this  building  and  look 
for  another   new   home.   A  building 

o 

was  leased  nearbv,  and  the  people 
picked  up  their  belongings  and 
moved.  This  place  was  well  known. 
In  fact,  about  the  best  directions  you 
could  give  to  visitors  were,  "Do  you 
know  where  the  tavern  used  to  be?" 
Of  course,  some  laughed  at  the 
church's  using  such  a  place,  but 
there  were  some  who  were  happy 
with  the  improvement  in  the  use 
of  the  property. 

Plans  were  rapidly  being  laid  for 
the  new  edifice  which  was  to  be 
located  just  two  blocks  from  the 
temporary  meeting  place.  The  Archi- 
tectural Department  of  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  had  plans 
on  the  drawing  board,  the  Brethren 
construction  crew  was  scheduled  to 
come,  and  the  amount  owing  on  the 
lots  was  being  paid  off  rapidly.  The 
sunmier  months  were  hot  and  dry, 
but  attendance  and  interest  far  sur- 
passed  that   of   the   spring  quarter. 

Ground-breaking  services  were

2.  1966.  It  was  a  beautiful  fall  day 
when  187  people  gathered  on  the 
hill  where  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Elizabethtown  would  soon 
rise.  Don  Sellers,  superintendent  of 
the  Brethren  Construction  Company, 
was  present  for  this  occasion  and 
arri\'ed  about  two  weeks  later  with 
the  construction  trailer  to  set  up 
operations.  It  was  on  Wednesday, 
No\ember  8,  that  the  other  members 
of  the  crew  arrived  on  the  scene. 
The  construction  program  was  a 
and  blessing  to  the 
The  church  was 
strongJv  united,  and  a  great  many 
of  the  men  of  the  congregation  labor- 
ed evening  after  evening  on  the 
project   with    great   joy.

completion.  The  new  colonial-style 
building  contains  4,032  square  feet 
of  floor  space  and  is  situated  on  three 
acres  of  land.  The  first  unit  of  a 
three-unit  plan  has  been  construct- 
ed. There  are  seating  for  nearly  200 
in  the  sanctuary,  five  separate  rooms 
for  a  departmentalized  Sunday 
school,  a  pastor's  study,  and  a  kitchen. 
The  building  is  on  one  level  and  is 
completely  carpeted.  It  appears  that 
the  entire  program  will  not  cost 
over  $48,000  including  furnishings. 

E\'ervone  in  E-town  was  looking 
forward  to  D-Dav.  We  were  con- 
cerned as  to  how  many  we  might 
have  at  our  dedication  services.  An- 
other local  church  was  being  dedi- 
cated at  the  same  hour,  and  a  third 
church  was  having  Jack  Wyrtzen  for 
a  rally.  But  the  people  came,  and 
came,  and  kept  coming.  In  fact,  we 
had  over  365  present,  about  twice  the 
seating  capacity.  One  of  the  district

pastors  was  a  bit  late  in  arriving  and 
could  not  even  get  to  the  platform, 
but  it  was  probably  just  as  well,  since 
there  was  no  seat  available  for  him. 

Various  district  pastors  had  parts 
in  the  program.  Rev.  Robert  B.  Col- 
litt,  pastor  of  Grace  Brethren  Church 
in  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  was  the 
special  speaker,  and  used  as  his 
theme,  "The  Church  at  Antioch  and 
the  Church  at  Elizabethtown,"  chal- 
lenging the  people  to  become  like 
the  saints  of  Antioch  of  old.  The 
speaker  remained  for  the  evening 
service,  which  was  well  attended. 

Where  do  we  go  from  here?  With 
good  facilities  now  the  challenge  is 
to  fill  them  up  as  quickly  as  pos- 
sible. We  have  set  a  goal  of  160  in 
attendance  by  fall,  which  is  nearly 
double  the  attendance  of  last  summer. 
But,  God  helping  us,  we  will  do  it 
for  His  glory.  ▼

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Can  God  Bless  a 
Church  Like  This?

"San  Francisco— The  church  holds  'soul  jigs'— rock 
'n  roll  concerts— in  its  sanctuary.  It  sponsors  a  retreat  for 
clergymen  and  homosexuals,  a  dance  for  male  prostitutes. 
It  hands  out  $1,000  to  hire  Negro  gang  leaders  as  'peace 
monitors'  to  help  quell  a  race  riot." 

Floward  Merry,  staff  reporter  for  The  Wall  Street 
jojirnal,  continues  in  his  article  on  "A  Secularized 
Church":  "  'We  have  to  come  to  grips  with  the  world  the 
way  it  is,'  savs  the  Rev.  Cecil  Williams,  one  of  the 
church's  ministers.  Another,  the  Rev.  Lewis  Durham, 
adds:  'If  we  hide,  deny,  or  refuse  to  engaoe  and  be  re- 
born  into  this  new  kind  of  world,  then  in  fact  we  refuse 
to  participate  in  God's  work.' 

"The  church  is  San  Francisco's  Glide  Memorial  Meth- 
odist. Once  it  was  a  bulwark  of  conservati\'e.  Southern- 
based  Protestantism.  Now  it  is  in  the  vanguard  of  an 
often  controversial  movement  to  bridge  the  wide  gap  be- 
tween respectable,  church-going  S(x:iet\'  and  the  rootless, 
sometimes  angrv  folks  who  popidate  rundown  big  citv 
neighborhoods.  Those  include  the  destitute  aged  and 
wayward  youngsters,  hipsters  and  homosexuals,  drug 
addicts  and  resentful  minority  groups.'  " 

Other  comments  are:  "At  Glide,  secularization  has 
developed  to  an  extraordinary  extent."  "Not  everyone 
connected  with  Glide  has  been  happy  with  the  direction 
the  church  has  taken.  Between  20  and  40  per  cent  of 
the  members  it  had  three  years  ago,  when  it  started 
its  programs,  have  departed.  A  former  parishioner  com- 
plains, 'It  has  gotten  into  things  the  church  has  no 
business  being  involved  with;  it  negates  the  religious 
experience    you    expect    from    your   church.'" 

Mr.  Merry  further  declares  that  the  program  must  be 
sanctioned  by  the  Methodist  hierarchy  since  the  bishop 
of  California  sits  on  the  board  of  trustees.  It  has  been 
cited  in  a  Methodist  magazine  for  its  "mission,"  and  it 
has  become  "involved"  with  the  derelict  people  of  its 
community. 

This  article,  well  vyritten  in  fine  reporter's  style,  is  a 
sad,  sad  commentary  on  a  church  which  has  entered  a 
field  where  the  power  of  God  is  an  absolute  necessity. 
The  ministers  made  no  reference  to  God  and  His  vyork 
among  the  needy  people.  The  church  apparently  has 
no  standards  of  separation  from  the  world,  either  in  pre- 
cept or  practice.  It  gives  no  example  of  spiritually  trans- 
formed lives,  a  work  of  God.  It  cites  two  messages  of 
interest:  one,  "The  Therapeutic  Abortion  Controversy," 
given  by  Dr.  Edmund  W.  Overstreet,  a  medical  school 
professor,  and  the  other  by  Saul  Alinsky,  a  radical  organ- 
izer of  the  poor. 


What  is  the  basis  of  doctrine,  instruction,  and  au- 
thority in  this  church?  What  place  does  Jesus  Christ,  the 
di\ine  Son  of  God,  have  in  the  ministry  of  this  church? 
What  spiritual  experience  have  each  of  the  five  min- 
isters of  this  church  had?  What  is  the  understanding  of 
the  true  mission  of  the  church— reformation  or  transfor- 
mation? 

This  church,  like  many  others  in  these  days,  has  been 
so  devoid  of  the  transforming  power  of  God  that  it  has 
stooped  to  the  use  of  secular  means  to  reach  the  man 
in  sin.  When  natural  men  deal  with  natural  men's  prob- 
lems, they  use  natural  means.  They  have  no  understand- 
ing of  the  Word  of  God,  because  it  is  "spiritually  dis- 
cerned" (I  Cor.  2:14).  Jesus  said,  "Except  a  man  be 
born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God.  .  .  . 
That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh;  and  that  which 
is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit"  (John  3:3,  6). 

No  church  or  minister  should  become  "involved "  in 
the  world  unless  he  is  spiritually  capable  of  bringing 
the  message  of  the  Word  of  God  in  such  a  way  as  to 
see  the  power  of  God  demonstrated  in  sinful  lives.  The 
church  mentioned  has  allowed  the  world  to  become  "in- 
volved" in  the  church,  probably  to  the  point  of  desti- 
tuting its  people  of  Christ  and  Flis  Word,  desolating  it- 
self of  the  blessing  of  God,  and  desecrating  its  effective- 
ness,  its  facilities,  and  its  mission  to  this  world  of  sinners. 

Jesus  prayed  for  the  children  of  God  who  came  out 
of  the  vx'orld  through  the  message  of  the  Word  (John 
17).  God's  message  is  one  of  separation,  transformation, 
and  reconciliation  (II  Cor.  5:17-19).  Our  mission  as  a 
church  is  divinely  given  and  spiritually  directed  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  to  one  end,  the  salvation  of  souls,  the  recon- 
ciliation of  sinful  men  to  the  warmth  and  fellowship  of 
God's  family  (Eph.  3:8-11).  There  must  be  love  and 
understanding  for  the  world,  but  it  must  come  from  God, 
through  His  children  to  the  world.  T

Two  Wonderful 
Workshops 

God's  blessing  came  in  great  abun- 
dance  in  the  spring  home-mission 
workshops.  Our  Western  mission- 
aries gathered  at  the  beautiful  new 
facilities  of  the  First  Brethren  Church 
of  Long  Beach,  California,  on  Feb- 
ruary 7,  8  and  9.  The  host  church 
provided  lodging,  meals,  and  their 
spacious  facilities  at  no  cost  to  the 
work  of  home  missions.  Rev.  C. 
Leslie  Miller,  a  former  home  mis- 
sionarv,  challenged  our  hearts  dailv 
from  the  Word  of  God  in  his  in- 
spirational messages. 

The  Eastern  workshop  was  held 
one  month  later  at  the  new  facilities 
of  the  Grace  Brethren  Church  in 
the  Greater  Columbus,  Ohio,  area. 
This  home-mission  church  provided 
housing,  meals,  and  their  facilities  as 
a  contribution  to  the  work  of  home 
missions.  Though  a  five-inch  snow- 
fall hindered  man\'  of  the  mission 
personnel  from  getting  there  on  time, 
our    stav    was    a    blessed    one.

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A  New  Room

The  last  of  January,  things  be- 
gan to  happen  at  469  North  Kings 
Road  in  Los  Angeles,  California. 
All  in  the  short  space  of  an  after- 
noon, men  moved  in  with  hammers, 
axes  and  other  equipment  and  the 
patio  was  no  more.  The  next  day  a 
Isulldozer  moved  the  material  that 
once  had  been  a  cool  patio  into  a 
pile  where  it  was  gathered  for  dis- 
posal. At  this  point,  the  house  look- 
ed as  if  an  atom  bomb  had  sud- 
denly been  dropped  into  the  center 
of  it.  Neighbors  and  friends  alike 
walked  bv  to  survev  the  damage. 

Then,  carefullv  and  swiftlv,  Mr. 
Lester  Kevser  and  Mr.  David  Folk- 
erson  made  forms  for  the  foundation, 
and  almost  before  we  knew  what 
was  happening,  the  beams  were  up, 
the  roof  on,  and  the  room  under 
way. 

During  the  three  weeks  the  men 
were  v\'orkino,  the  neighborhood  was 
impressed  with  their  zeal.  Women 
came  to  ask  Mr.  Kevser  if  he  would 
add  a  room  for  them  or  make  over 
their  houses.  Something  like  eight  of 
these  offers  had  to  be  refused.  A 
Jewish  contractor  who  specialized  in

bridges  stopped  mv  husband  to  tell 
him  he  was  amazed  at  the  way  these 
men  applied  themselves  to  their 
work. 

"A  man  must  be  motivated  by 
more  than  just  money,"  he  told  Mr. 
Button,  "to  be  able  to  work  like  that." 

This  was  certainlv  a  testimony  in 
a  Jewish  neighborhood! 

Then  the  final  touch  of  knocking 
out  the  wall  into  the  dining  room 
and   the   wall    into   the   living   room 
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was  done,  amid  much  plaster  dust 
and  dirt.  The  floor  was  put  down, 
the  outside  wall  finished,  and  the 
windows  put  in  place. 

During  this  time  several  of  the 
meetinps  had  to  be  curtailed.  It  made 

o 

us  feel  pood  when  someone  called  to 
ask  when  we  would  be  having  the 
next  meeting.  Some  of  our  people 
did  come  because  they  really  had  a 
blessed  time  here! 

Then  the  paneling  was  added,  a 
fine,  light  ash  paneling.  Furnace 
runs  were  installed,  as  well  as  elec- 
trical wiring,  and  the  room  began 
to  look  like  a  comfortable  place  to 
hold  meetings.  Still,  there  was  much 
more  to  be  done.  There  were  the 
painter  and  the  plasterer  to  patch  up 
holes  and  to  tint  the  high-beamed 
ceiling  a  light  ash  to  go  with  the 
paneling.  Lighting  fixtures  had  to 
be  placed  and,  finally,  the  carpeting. 

Last  Mondav  we  had  the  largest 

o 

group  of  blind  people  we  have  ever 
had.  It  was  the  dav  meeting,  where 
they  bring  their  sandwich  and  cof- 
fee and  dessert  is  furnished  by  the 


mission.  Three  cars  were  needed  to 
bring  everyone,  and  the  two  rooms 
—large  living  room  and  new  room 
(nineteen  feet  square)— were  filled. 
All  dishes  and  silver  were  in  use; 
one  of  the  missionaries  had  to  drink 
coffee  from  a  cream  pitcher!  Not 
that  we  minded!  It  is  good  to  have 
plentv  of  room  and  to  be  able  to 
welcome  new  members  to  the  group. 
How  we  praise  the  Lord  for  pro- 
viding this  additional  space  which  we 
so  desperately  needed.  What  an 
added  convenience  to  be  able  to 
serve  these  people  without  stumbling 
over  benches  and  people!  How  much 
easier! 

At  our  Mondav  evening  blind  Jew- 
ish Bible  class  we  served  refresh- 
ments, using  trays  for  each  person. 
This  was  very  difficult  when  the 
room  was  crowded.  Now  we  are 
able  to  spread  out  in  both  rooms,  so 
that   serving   becomes   an   easy   task. 

On  Wednesday  nights  we  had  al- 
ways served  the  group,  using  in- 
dividual trays.  Now  I  place  the  re- 
freshments on  the  dining  room  table. 


and  each  person  who  cares  to  mav 
come  out  and  get  what  he  wishes. 
Those  who  would  rather  remain  in 
their  chairs  and  be  served  are  oiven 
that  choice.  This  way  the  people  are 
able  to  circulate  and  visit  with  others. 
They  seem  to  like  it  much  better 
than  the  old  way. 

Many  thanks  go  to  Mr.  Kevser  and 
Mr.  Folkerson,  who  labored  from 
dawn  until  dusk  that  the  room  might 
be  finished  as  quickly  as  possible. 
Many  thanks  go  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Chester  McCall  for  their  help  with 
electrical  supplies;  to  Mr.  Curtis 
Boswell,  the  Hoovers,  and  Mr. 
Brown,  of  the  Norvvalk  (California) 
Brethren  Church,  and  to  Mr.  Harp- 
er and  Mr.  Stern,  of  the  Lone  Beach 
(California)  Community  Grace 
Brethren  Church.  Nor  could  we  for- 
get to  give  thanks  to  Mr.  Christen- 
sen,  who  drew  up  the  plans  for  this 
beautiful,  new  addition  to  the  Breth- 
ren Messianic  Testimony.  May  this 
room  always  be  used  to  the  glory 
of  the  Lord,  that  precious  Jewish 
souls   might  be   won   to   Him!        T

PIONEERS

My  wife  and  I,  from  previous  years 
of  association  with  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  through  our 
parents  and  their  testimony  to  the 
blessings  they  received  in  working 
with  the  council,  confidently  agreed 
to  work  with  the  council  in  build- 
ing a  Christ-centered,  Bible-believ- 
ing Brethren  church. 

Training  at  Grace 

After  four  years  at  Grace  College, 
I  immediately  started  another  three 
and  one-half  years  of  Grace  Seminary 
training.  This  period  of  training  was 
completed  in  January,  1967,  and  we 
were  now  ready  for  God's  place  of 
service  for  us.  God  had  been  faithful 
in  revealing  His  will  concerning  this 
period  of  more  than  seven  years,  and 
we  knew  He  would  lead  us  to  His 
choice  of  fields  for  us.  When  the 
call  came  from  Spokane,  Washing- 
ton, we  knew  this  was  it. 

Training  at  Home 

My  father  answered  God's  call  to 
training  for  the  ministry  at  the  age 
of  thirty-three,  when  I  was  only  five 
years  old.  After  seven  years  of  train- 
ing at  Bryan  University  and  Grace 
Seminary,  he  accepted  a  call  to  a 
small,  struggling  mission  point  at 
Sidney,  Ohio.  It  was  there  I  ex- 
perienced some  of  the  rigors  and 
difficulties  that  are  a  part  of  pioneer- 
ing new  churches. 

Later  he  was  called  to  the  Harrah 
Brethren  Church,  Harrah,  Washino- 
ton,  but  mv  father  still  had  the  pio- 
neering spirit  for  Brethren  Home 
Missions  and  soon  began  a  Bible 
class  at  Toppenish,  Washington. 
During  my  high  school  years  we  left 
Harrah  and  moved  to  Toppenish  to 
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develop  the  Bible  class  into  a  church. 
The  Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil aided  the  Toppenish  group  in 
buying  property  with  a  home  located 
on  it.  This  served  as  a  home  for  our 
family  and  as  a  home  for  our  church 
in  the  following  years.  This  is  not 
the  ideal  situation— having  your  home 
in  the  church  and  your  church  in  the 
home— but  it  was  further  training 
in  pioneering  and  has  helped  in  my 
preparation  to  become  a  pioneer.  It 
has  been  necessary  for  many  home- 
mission  pioneers  to  experience  these 
situations,  and  I  am  better  prepared 
for  such  a  job  should  the  Lord  call 
us  sometime  into  a  like  situation. 

Training   of  My  Helpmate 

The  young  lady  God  had  chosen 
for  my  helpmate,  Joyce  Simmons, 
was  also  trained  in  home-mission 
pioneering.  Her  father,  Phillip  J. 
Simmons,  of  Kent,  Washington, 
has  served  in  six  home-mission  points 
and  is  now  pastor  of  the  Kent,  Wash- 
ington, home-mission  church.  Joyce's 
father  was  already  a  pastor  when 
she  was  bom,  and  therefore  her 
background  training  goes  back  be- 
yond mine.  Early  in  her  life,  God 
planted  within  Joyce's  heart  the  de- 
sire to  become  a  life  companion  of 
a  minister  of  the  gospel. 

Training  on  the  Job 

During  mv  later  years  at  Grace, 
my  father  accepted  the  call  to  Wi- 
nona, Minnesota.  Under  his  direc- 
tion and  help  a  new  church  building 
had  been  erected  at  Toppenish,  and 
this  work  was  left  in  the  capable 
hands  of  Rev.  Sam  I.  Homey.  The 
work  in  Winona  was  small,  and  the 
building  needed  some  remodeling 
and  expanding.  With  limited  finan- 
cial help  for  this  work,  I  felt  led  to 
spend  my  last  summer  school  va- 
cation period  in  helping  my  father 
on  the  building  and  with  the  preach- 
ing. This  "on-the-job"  training  prov- 
ed invaluable  to  me. 

Training   by   Home   Missions 

The  Lord  so  directed  in  the  com- 
pletion of  my  schooling  and  in  my 
call  to  serve  Him  that  I  arrived  at 
mv  mission  post  just  in  time  to  catch 
a  ride  to  a  Brethren  Home  Missions 
workshop  in  Long  Beach,  California, 
February  7,  8  and  9.  This  is  some- 
thing I   would   not  have  wanted   to 


miss  at  any  cost,  and  how  I  praise 
God  that  I  had  these  three  days  of 
intensive  workshop  training  even  be- 
fore starting  my  pastorate  at  the  First 
Brethren  Church  here  in  Spokane, 
Washington.  I  am  thankful  that  the 
secretary,  Lester  E.  Pifer,  and  the 
Western  field  director,  Robert  • 
Thompson,  of  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions are  available  to  give  help  and 
counsel  to  a  young  pastor  in  his  first 
home-mission  endeavor. 

Training   in   Action 

We  are  now  on  the  field.  It  is  not 
a  brand  new  one,  and  some  may  not 
think  of  it  as  pioneering.  But  we 
have  only  a  small  congregation  in 
an  older  building  surrounded  by  a 
long  established  community.  We  are 
praying  and  we  are  surveying  to  de- 
termine if  God  wants  the  church  to 
continue  in  its  present  location  or 
possiblv  relocate. 

All  our  training  from  our  Christian 
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homes  to  this  present  moment  must 
now  be  put  in  action.  I  have  only 
one  regret— that  I  did  not  enter  more 
fully  into  the  work  and  be  of  more  as- 
sistance to  my  father's  ministry.  I 
have  one  request— that  the  Brethren 
pray  for  us.  May  God  help  us  to 
prepare  our  children  for  a  third 
generation  of  pioneers.  T

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The  twentieth  century  boasts  of  its 
great  intellectual  achievements,  but 
the  Scriptures  ask  the  question, 
"Where  is  the  wise?  where  is  the 
scribe?  where  is  the  disputer  of  this 
world?  hath  not  God  made  foolish 
the  wisdom  of  the  world?"  (I  Cor. 
1:20).  It  is  still  true  today,  as  it  al- 
ways has  been,  that  neither  position 
nor  aoe  can  guarantee  true  wisdom 
for  men.  "I  have  more  understanding 
than  all  my  teachers;  for  thy  testi- 
monies are  my  meditation.  I  under- 
stand more  than  the  aged,  because  I 
have  kept  thy  precepts"  (Ps.  119:99- 
100). 

This  frequently  creates  the  back- 
wards situation  of  school  children 
knowing  hy  faith  in  God's  Word 
more  about  ultimate  origins  than  their 
mature  and  well-trained  science  teach- 
ers! In  such  a  case,  what  should  be 
the  proper  attitude  of  Christian 
young  people  toward  their  non-Chris- 
tian  teachers? 

In  the  first  place,  the  Bible  savs 
they  are  to  honor  their  teachers  and 
give  them  all  the  respect  that  is  their 
due.  "Render  to  all  their  dues:  tribute 
to  whom  tribute  is  due  .  .  .  honor 
to  whom  honor"  (Rom.  13:7).  Do 
your  assignments  faithfully,  speak 
respectfully  about  your  teachers,  and 
talk  with  them  privately  about  vour 
faith  in  God's  Word  rather  than  con- 


tradict them  openly  in  the  class- 
room. Maintain  a  good  testimony  for 
Christ  before  teachers  and  students 
alike. 

In  the  second  place,  try  to  under- 
stand the  problems  which  evolution- 
ists face.  Apart  from  a  true  and  sav- 
ing knowledge  of  the  personal,  living, 
infinite  God,  it  is  impossible  for  any 
science  teacher,  no  matter  how  sin- 
cere or  brilliant,  to  accept  the  Gene- 
sis account  of  creation!  "Now  the 
natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things 
of  the  Spirit  of  God:  for  they  are 
foolishness  unto  him;  and  he  cannot 
know  them,  because  they  are  spir- 
itually judged"  (I  Cor.  2:14).  Also, 
it  is  "by  faith  we  understand  that  the 
worlds  have  been  framed  by  the 
Word  of  God  .  .  ."  (Heb.  11:3).  In 
the  last  analysis,  total  evolution  is  a 
fable  (II  Tim.  4:3),  and  some  of  the 
world's  leading  scientists  are  frankly 
admitting  this  fact  (e.  s.,  G.  A.  Ker- 
kut.  Implications  of  Evolution,  New 
York:  Pergamon  Press,  1960,  pp.  153- 
155).  But  it  is  not  vour  responsibility 
as  a  student  to  demonstrate  the  fal- 
lacies of  evolution  to  your  teacher. 
In  rare  cases,  a  teacher  will  read 
books  written  from  a  creationist 
standpoint  when  thev  are  offered  to 
him  in  the  right  spirit  by  a  student. 
But  generally  speaking,  his  mind  is 
saturated  with  evolutionary  interpre- 


tations of  the  biologic  world  through 
years  of  training  by  men  whom  he 
highly  respects.  Nothing  but  the  mir- 
acle of  regeneration  can  change  such 
a  mind  (Rom.   12:2;  Eph.  4:23). 

This  leads  us  to  our  final  sugges- 
tion. Trust  God  to  give  you  an  op- 
portunity to  bear  the  kind  of  testi- 
mony to  your  teacher  that  will  lead 
him  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  That  means  pray- 
er, first  and  foremost.  When  vou 
are  challenged  for  your  faith  in 
God's  Word  and  supernatural  cre- 
ation, "fear  not  .  .  .  neither  be  trou- 
bled; but  sanctify  in  your  hearts 
Christ  as  Lord:  being  ready  always 
to  give  answer  [that  is,  your  per- 
sonal testimony]  to  every  man  that 
asketh  you  a  reason  concerning  the 
hope  that  is  in  you,  yet  with  meek- 
ness .  .  ."  (I  Peter  3:15).  God  cer- 
tainly can,  and  many  times  has,  used 
students  (e\en  though  they  may  not 
be  great  scholars)  to  point  their  teach- 
ers to  Christ.  It  is  the  Word  of  God, 
not  our  scholarship,  that  is  "living 
and  active,  and  sharper  than  any  two- 
edged  sword,  and  piercing  even  to 
the  dividing  of  soul  and  spirit "  (Heb. 
4:12).  God  can  use  you  to  be  a 
channel  of  blessing  to  your  science 
teacher,  that  he,  too,  might  someday 
rejoice  in  the  blessings  of  Christ 
Jesus.  ▼ 
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Read  this  letter  carefully: 
Dear  Dave, 

I  don't  know  if  you  can  help  me 
or  not,  but  the  fellow  I  am  datinp 
keeps  wanting  to  get  married  right 
away.  I  will  finish  high  school  next 
year,  but  he  is  already  out  and  has 
a  pretty  good  job.  I  think  I  love  him 
but  I'm  not  sure  about  getting  mar- 
ried. 

Truthfully,  I  don't  know  if  he's 
the  right  one.  He  has  some  pretty 
bad  habits,  and  he  isn't  a  Christian, 
yet  he  always  treats  me  nice  and 
never  tries  to  take  ad\antage  of  me. 
But  he  says  he  loves  me  so  much  that 
we'll  have  to  get  married  real  soon  or 
he'll  die.  I  guess  I  should  tell  vou 
the  whole  story,  and  that  is  that  I 
feel  God  has  called  me  to  be  a  mis- 
sionary, so  I  guess  you'll  tell  me  not 
to  get  married  so  I  can  better  serve 
the  Lord.  I  feel  so  helpless,  because 
I  do  kind  of  want  to  get  married.  Is 
that  such  a  terrible  sin? 

Helpless  but  Hoping 

The  girl  who  wrote  this  letter  isn't 
unusual— she  represents  a  lot  of  teens 
with  problems  that  are  much  the 
same.  They  want  to  get  married,  or 
they   worrv  about   finding   the  rioht 
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one.  Lets  see  how  the  apostle  Paul 
would  answer  her  question. 

Some  of  his  thinking  is  shown  in 
I  Corinthians  7:1-2:  "It  is  POod  for  a 
man  not  to  touch  a  woman.  Never- 
theless, to  avoid  fornication,  let  everv 
man  have  his  own  wife,  and  let  every 
woman   have  her   own   husband." 

What's     Paul     saying    here— that 
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you're  a  lot  better  off  being  single? 
That  if  you're  going  to  be  a  mission- 
ary or  preacher,  vou  can  serve  God 
better  if  you're   not   married? 

I  don't  believe  that  is  what  Paul 
savs.  This  was  a  young  problem 
church  he  was  writing  to.  Some  felt 
they  could  be  in  the  church  and  still 
go  out  and  live  in  gross  immorality. 
Others  thought  once  they  ga\'e  their 
hearts  to  Christ,  they  would  be  better 
children  of  God  if  they  had  nothing 
to  do  with  their  mates. 

Now,  Paul  is  saying  in  this  chap- 
ter that  it  is  okay  for  you  to  serve 
God  and  remain  unmarried.  Being 
unmarried  doesn't  bar  you  from  serv- 
ino  God.  In  some  cases  it  might 
help.  On  the  other  hand,  marriage  is 
usually  a  help  to  missionaries,  and  al- 
most a  necessity  to  ministers.  God 
must  lead  individually  in  each  life. 
For  Paul's  case,  the  rigors  of  his  life 
would  have  probably  cost  him  his 
family. 

Paul  believed  marriage  is  impor- 
tant. He  ecjuates  the  relationship 
between  the  husband  and  wife  with 
the  relationship  between  Christ  and 
His  church.  He  said  that  it's  an 
honorable  estate  instituted  by  God 
...  as  recorded  back  in  Genesis, 
where  it  says  that  God  saw  it  was 
not  good  for  man  to  be  alone,  and  He 
made  a  companion  for  him. 

Marriage  is  not  an  American  insti- 
tution or  a  brilliant  idea  of  our  fore- 
fathers. Marriage  is  God's  institution, 
and  when  you  enter  into  marriage, 
you  enter  into  God's  contract.    One 


of  the  big  problems  is  that  many 
teens  don't  think  they  can  trust  Him 
to  work  out  the  details  in  their  lives. 
Often  they  are  Christian  teens  who 
are  close  to  God  and  seem  able  to 
trust  Him  for  everything  else  in  life 
—salvation,  a  career,  and  day-by-day 
living.  Yet  when  it  comes  to  love, 
they  worry  and  try  to  take  things 
into  their  own  hands— and  miss  God's 
best! 

Examples  of  less  than  His  best  are 
terribly  evident  today.  Homes  in 
America  are  being  destroyed  and 
wrecked.  Even  in  Christian  homes 
people  live  in  a  hell-on-earth.  There 
are  Christian  families  who  read  their 
Bibles  every  day,  but  they  won't 
speak  to  each  other  for  an  entire 
year.  There  are  Christian  homes 
where  every  day  is  spent  arguing  and 
fiohting,    where   children  hold    their 
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ears  because  they  don  t  want  to  hear 
Mother  and  Dad  bickering. 

This   is   not   what   God   intended! 

Paul  would  say,  "I  know  you  are 
concerned  about  being  married.  Let 
me  take  you  back  to  the  very  first 
book  in  the  Bible  to  find  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  courtships,  engage- 
ments and  examples  of  Gods  di- 
rection in  marriage."  Read  this  won- 
derful love  story  in  Genesis  24.  Re- 
member as  you  begin  that  Abraham 
is  a  man  who  followed  God.  Given 
to  Abraham  and  Sarah  was  the  child 
of  promise,  Isaac.  Now  it  had  come 
time  for  Isaac  to  have  a  wife.  Notice 
God's  arrangement.  "And  Abraham 
said  unto  his  eldest  servant  .  .  .  Swear

by  the  Lord  .  .  .  that  thou  shalt  not 
take  a  wife  unto  my  son  of  the 
daughters  of  the  Canaanites,  among 
whom  I  dwell." 

Here  at  the  beginning  of  the  Bible 
we  find  God's  basic  principle  for 
marriage:  a  Christian  for  a  Chris- 
tian! Abraham  wanted  a  daughter- 
in-law  picked  by  God,  a  wife  chosen 
from  among  tiis  own  people.  Paul 
also  tells  us,  "Be  ye  not  unequally 
yoked  with  unbelievers."  No  "ifs, 
ands,  or  huts'— God  commands. us  to 
unite  with  believers  only.  To  be  in 
the  will  of  God,  your  partner  must 
be  a  born-again  Christian.  If  vou 
are  a  child  of  God,  He  will  give  vou 
the  very  best  partner  when  you 
choose  a  Christian. 

Down  in  verse  14  vou  read  one 
more  interesting  thing.  Not  only 
must  a  Christian  choose  a  Christian, 
but  there  must  be  a  test  for  service. 
Unsure  of  which  girl  to  choose, 
Abraham's  servant  devised  a  test. 
"When  I  come  to  a  well,  I'll  wait  un- 
til some  girl  not  onlv  offers  me  a 
drink  but  even  offers  to  draw  water 
for  mv  camels."  He  was  looking  for 
a  sign  from  God— and  a  certain  type 
of  girl! 

Too  often  we  have  the  idea  that 
if  we're  both  Christians,  we  ought  to 
get  married.  In  other  words,  "Me 
Tarzan,  vou  Jane,  let's  go!"  But  in 
the  economy  of  God,  there  are  tests 
of  service.  If  God  has  called  vou  to 
be  a  minister  and  you  want  to  marry 
a  young  lady  who  says  she  couldn't 
stand  that  kind  of  life,  then  she  is 
not  the  woman  for  vou.  She  is  not 
God's  choice,  because  she  flunked 
the  test  of  ser\ice.  It's  not  just,  "You 
Christian,  me  Christian,  let's  go." 
God  picks  marriage  partners  who 
are  of  help  to  their  mates.  Is  this  per- 
,son  a  real  helpmate? 

"And  the  damsel  was  very  fair  to 
look  upon."  Another  requirement  for 
a  life  partner  is  that  this  person  be 
the  most  handsome  man  in  the  world, 
or  the  most  beautiful  girl  in  the 
world.  You  say,  "Where  in  the  world 
did  you  get  that  out  of  the  Bible?" 
Right  there  it  is!  This  girl  was 
"verv  fair  to  look  upon."  If  you 
marrv  somebody  who  is  ugly,  you 
marry  outside  the  will  of  God. 

"Ah,"  you  say,  "that's  heresy." 
No,  it's  not  heresy.  You'll  have  to 
look  at  that  person  for  years. 


"To  your  heart,  your  partner  for  life 
sfiould  be  the  most  beautiful  person." 


Now  Rebekah  was  fair  to  look  up- 
on, and  the  partner  for  your  life  must 
be  the  most  beautiful  person  in  the 
world.  But  beauty  is  more  than  just 
the  appearance  of  a  face.  There 
should  be  something  in  the  person- 
ality that  is  beautiful,  and  something 
in  the  strength  of  life,  and  in  the 
testimony. 

Now,  your  idea  of  beauty  and  mv 
idea  of  beauty  may  differ.  What  is 
beautiful  to  me  may  not  be  beautiful 
to  you,  and  don't  tell  me  my  wife 
isn't!  Keep  it  to  yourself.  To  your 
heart,  your  partner  for  life  should 
be  the  most  beautiful  person  in  all 
the  world— not  just  the  face  or  phy- 
sique, for  he  or  she  may  not  have 
great  physical  beauty,  but  the  total 
person  as  this  one  stands  up  for 
Christ. 

Rebekah  was  "beautiful  to  look 
upon  and  a  virgin."  Does  anything 
else  need  to  be  said?  As  she  was  to 
stand  before  her  young  husband,  "I 
am  clean."  What  a  privilege  for 
children  of  God  to  offer  each  other 
bodies  and  lives  that  are  clean! 

Meanwhile,  what  was  Isaac  doing? 
Was  he  running  up  and  down  the 
fields  asking  God,  "Where  in  the 
world  is  my  life  partner?"  No,  "Isaac 
went  out  to  meditate  in  the  field  at 
the  eventide. "  He  had  committed 
this  to  God.  He  wasn't  asking  every 
girl,  "Are  you  the  girl  for  my  life?  " 
He  had  committed  it  to  God.  He 
had  meditated.  Those  are  more  than 
words.  They  are  an  attitude  of  heart. 

Then  notice— "And  he  lifted  up  his 
eyes,  and  saw,  and  behold  the  camels 
were  coming."  Rebekah  was  coming! 
He  trusted  God,  and  God  gave  him 
the  best  life  partner. 

"Oh,"  you  sav,  "that's  a  good  story, 
but  this  is  1967.  Does  the  same 
method  work  today?"  Let  me  tell 
you  from  my  own  experience  that  it 
does. 

Trust  God,  and  He  will  do  the 
same  for  you.  "Oh,"  you  say,  "I  can't 
do  that.  If  I  said,  'God,  You  take  care 
of  it  and  I  will  follow  Your  way 
and  be  clean  in  body  and  Ii\'e  like 
a  Christian,'  I'd  never  get  anywhere!  " 

But  I  sav  you'll  get  the  very  best! 


It  bothers  me  to  hear  people  tell 
what  they  have  given  up  for  the 
Lord.  They  gave  up  Hollywood,  or 
athletics.  .  .  .  Personally,  I  gave  up 
nothing.  God  gave  me  His  best.  He's 
given  me  thrills  in  my  heart.  He's 
given  me  a  black-haired  little  daugh- 
ter worth  millions  of  dollars.  He's 
given  me  a  wife  whose  cleanliness 
of  life,  whose  love,  whose  help  to  me 
are  things  money  can't  buy. 

Be  willing  to  say,  "Lord,  I  believe 
that  You  have  the  best  for  my  life, 
and  I'll  trust  you  in  everything— 
including  love! "  You'll  find  you'll  be 
very,  very  glad  you  did  when  the 
waiting  is  over.  ^

That 
was  all.  But  for  Jeff  and  Kathy,  that 
was  everything.  As  they  stood  at  the 
altar,  they  knew  they  had  finally 
given  Him  all  they  had.  ▼

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The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  and  Grace  College  is  a 
major  event  in  the  schedule  of  the 
school  year.  Twenty-seven  men  ap- 
pointed by  the  corporation  come  from 
various  parts  of  the  United  States  to 
evaluate  the  progress  of  the  school 
over  a  period  of  twelve  months  and 
to  lav  plans  for  the  forthcoming 
vear.  These  men  give  approximately 
a  week  of  their  valuable  time  to  this 
task  if  the  time  for  going  and  com- 
ing  is  added  to  the  three  days  of 
deliberation.  These  men  contribute 
their  services  without  financial  com- 
pensation for  the  sake  of  conserving 
the  vested  interests  of  The  Brethren 
Church,  v\hich  now  are  approaching 
three  million  dollars  in  capital  funds 
and  one  million  in  current  opera- 
tions and  provide  educational  fa- 
cilities for  more  than  600  students. 

The  annual  board  meeting  was 
held  on  campus  February  28  through 
March  2.  Under  the  able  leader- 
ship of  the  new  chairman  of  the 
board,  Dr.  Kenneth  B.  Ashman,  pas- 
tor of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
VVooster,  Ohio,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  board  opened  the  ses- 
sions on  February  28.  The  board  of 
trustees  then  resolved  itself  into  four 
commissions  and  spent  the  entire 
afternoon  of  February  28  deliberat- 
ing on  various  areas  assigned  to 
them.  Four  such  commissions  have 
been  formed:  Educational  Affairs, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Rev. 
James  G.  Dixon;  Student  Affairs, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Rev. 
Richard  DeArmey;  Business  Affairs, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Rev.  R. 
Paul  Miller;  and  Development,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Harold 
Bolesky. 

The  full  board  met  for  its  first 
session  on  the  evening  of  February 


28  and  continued  until  noon  on 
March  2.  To  the  entire  board,  re- 
ports were  made  by  all  the  adminis- 
trative personnel  of  the  school  and 
various  committees  and  commis- 
sions of  the  board.  The  reports  were 
encouraging.  The  plans  adopted  for 
the  coming  )'ear  are  forward  look- 
ing. And  the  prospects  for  progress  in 
the  coming  year  exceed  expectations 
and  warrant  our  prayers. 

The  Administration  and  Faculty 

The   entire   administration   of   the 
school    has    been    retained    by    the 
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board  of  trustees  for  the  coming 
vear.  The  work  they  have  done  was 
commended,  and  areas  of  improve- 
ment  were  suggested. 

The  entire  faculty  aside  from  those 
on  tenure  were  reappointed  to  their 
present  positions  for  the  coming 
vear,  with  the  exception  of  two.  Mr. 
Richard  Kriegbaum  is  resigning  to 
take  a  position  nearer  a  graduate 
school  where  he  can  pursue  advanced 
study  for  the  doctor's  degree.  Miss 
Suzanne  Royer,  presently  serving  as

instructor  of  mathematics  in  the  col- 
lege, was  granted  a  leave  of  absence 
to  a  limit  of  two  years,  to  avail  her- 
self of  a  National  Science  Founda- 
tion grant  for  advanced  study  at 
Purdue   University. 

Two  new  instructors  were  ap- 
pointed to  the  full-time  faculty.  Mr. 
Vilas  Deane  was  appointed  as  in- 
structor in  mathematics  to  assist  in 
this  field  in  the  absence  of  Miss 
Royer  and  in  anticipation  of  in- 
creased need  in  this  area.  Miss 
Carolyn  Ann  Teel  was  appointed  as 
instructor  in  English  and  journalism, 
an  area  where  there  has  been  a 
pressing  need  for  some  time. 

The  Financial  Status  of  the  School 

In  the  current  operation  of  the 
school  it  was  a  matter  of  rejoicing 
that  bv  the  end  of  the  present  school 
vear  the  budget  will  be  met.  But  for 
the  new  school  year  it  was  necessary 
to  project  beyond  that  of  the  present 
vear.  Accelerating  costs  all  across  the 
land  are  likewise  felt  at  Grace 
Schools,  and  it  was  therefore  neces- 
sary to  approve  a  budget  that  will 
exceed  a  million  dollars,  the  first  in 
the  history  of  Grace  Schools. 

This  budget  includes  significant 
raises  in  salaries,  tuition,  fees,  board 
and  room.  Tuition  will  rise  $25.00 
per  semester  in  the  college,  for  a 
total  of  $50.00  for  the  year.  The 
tuition  will  rise  $20.00  per  semes- 
ter in  the  seminary,  for  a  total  of 
$40.00  for  the  year.  These  raises  are 
inconsiderable  in  comparison  with 
raises  in  the  same  area  at  other  in- 
stitutions across  the  country.  This 
onlv  emphasizes  the  point  that  in 
private  education,  institutions  are 
depending  upon  tuition  as  the  last 
resort  for  survival. 

Accreditation   and   the   Library 
Learning  Center 

A  letter  from  the  consultant  to 
Grace  College  of  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  provides  real 
encouragement  to  the  faculty  and 
board  of  trustees.  It  is  his  opinion 
that  Grace  College  is  now  ready  to 
make  application  for  candidacy  and 
should  therefore  present  a  status 
study  of  the  school  by  May  15  of  this 
year.  Supporting  this  conclusion  are 
the  many  evidences  of  maturing

The  new  morality!  What  is  it? 
Where  did  it  come  from?  What  can 
we  do  about  it? 

It  originated  with  some  radical 
churchmen  who  claimed  to  have 
discovered  the  one  true  guide  to 
correct  conduct.  There  are  no  reoula- 

o 

tions,  moral  principles,  thev  say;  love 
is  the  only  law  we  need.  An  action 
prompted  bv  love  is  morallv  good, 
and  e\'erv  person  must  decide  for 
himself  what  is  beneficial  for  him- 
self and  others  in  anv  given  situation. 
There  is  no  such  thing  as  actions 
that  are  always  evil,  things  that  are 
sins  in  themsehes,  because  any  ac- 
tion supposedly  can  be  motivated  by 
love,  even  fornication  and  adultery. 
Three  things,  at  least,  are  wrong 
with  the  new  morality.  First  of  all, 
it  rejects  the  plain  teachings  and 
authority  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 
The  Bible  makes  it  clear  that  forni- 
cation, for  instance,  is  wTong  at  all 
times  under  all  circumstances;  no 
situation,  however  percei^'ed  by  sin- 
ful man,  can  ever  possibly  make  it 
right.  The  prcjclamations  of  the  Bible, 
however,  bother  the  advocates  of  the 
new  morality  not  in  the  least.  Thev 
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speak  with  boldness  about  their  con- 
tempt for  Biblical  authority.  Joseph 
Fletcher  at  a  vouth  conference  in 
Elmhurst  told  his  audience  that  we 
have  outgrown  the  moral  injunctions 
of  the  Bible,  and  Bishop  John  A.  T. 
Robinson  has  informed  us  that  we 
need  pay  no  attention  to  what  Jesus 
taught  about  divorce  and  remarriage, 
for  what  He  said  about  it  is  not 
binding  on  us,  nor  was  it  binding  on 
the  people  to  whom  He  originally 
said  it. 

A  person  must  now  choose  between 
the  Bible  and  the  bishop;  he  must 
accept  as  final  authority  either  Jesus 
Christ  or  Joseph  Fletcher.  He  must 
discard  the  God  of  the  Bible  or  dis- 
pose of  the  teachings  of  the  new 
moralists  as  rank  heresv.  He  must 
cleave  to  one  and  despise  the  other, 
for  there  is  no  possibilitv  of  recon- 
ciling the  two.  No  man  can  serve 
two  masters  in  the  matter  of  morality. 
The  second  thing  WTOng  with  the 
new  morality  is  its  failure  to  appre- 
ciate the  limitations  of  love.  Love 
can  motivate  a  person  to  do  what 
is  right,  but  it  cannot  tell  him  what 
is  right.  It  is  not  enough  to  say  that 
I  must  do  only  what  benefits  myself 
and  my  neighbor;  I  must  be  instruct- 
ed as  to  the  kind  of  behavior  that 
will  contribute  to  the  highest  welfare 
of  all  concerned. 

The  new  moralists  inform  us  that 
any  act  can  be  an  expression  of  love 
in  the  right  situation,  and  would 
therefore  be  morallv  good.  They  say 
sexual  experiences  prior  to  marriage 
are  not  necessarily  evil,  because  thev 
may  be  prompted  by  love  and,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  lovers,  would  contrib- 
ute to  their  well-being  and  highest 
welfare.  But  sexual  activity  outside 
of  marriage  is  alwavs  damaging  to 
the  participants,  .  regardless  of  sub- 
jective opinion  to  the  contrary.  There    • 


is  simply  no  situation  that  can  make 
it  right. 

The  Bible  is  very  realistic  about 
the  nature  of  our  beings  and  the  na- 
ture of  love  when  it  demands  that 
sexual  relations  be  restricted  to  per- 
sons who  are  totally  committed  to 
each  other  for  life.  If  a  commitment 
is  temporarv,  it  cannot  be  total;  and 
if  voung  people  are  not  ready  for 
the  total  commitment  involved  in 
marriage  and  will  not  actually  as- 
sume the  responsibilities  of  marriage, 
they  are  not  ready  for  the  expres- 
sion of  love  in  the  making  of  them- 
selves  "one  flesh."  To  pretend  that 
young  people  can  demonstrate  love 
by  indulging  in  premarital  sexual  ex- 
periences rather  than  bv  exercising 
self-control  and  waiting  until  their 
lives  are  totally  interlocked  is  to  in- 
dulge in  fantasy  and  tragic  self-de- 
ception. Young  people  need  to  know 
that  love  requires  some  prohibitions 
and  regulations,  and  that  the  Bible 
alone  can  instruct  them  in  the  kind 
of  behavior  that  is  good  for  them 
and  their  neighbors. 

The   third  thing  wrong  with   the 
new  morality  is  its  unfounded  con- 
fidence  in   human   nature.   It   is   as- 
sumed that  c\'erv  man  is  capable  of 
interpreting  life's  situations  in  such  a 
way  that  he  can  and  will  act  for  the 
best  interest  of  his  neighbor.  That  is 
frivolous  optimism.   Left   to  its  own 
moral  discernment,  human  nature  is 
such   that  it  will  justify  almost  anv 
iniquity   in    the    name   of   love    and 
unselfishness.   Did   not   Hitler  claim 
that  he  acted  in  behalf  of  humanit\- 
when  he  shamelessly  exploited  others 
and  plunged  the  world  into  the  hor- 
ror   of    a    world    catastrophe?    Does 
not  communism  boast  of  its  love  for 
the    common    man    and    justifv    the 
most  horrible  of  crimes  on  the  basis 
of    its    ultimate    goal    of    producing 
the  highest  happiness  for  the  great- 
est number  of  f>eople  on  the  earth? 
I  am  afraid  of  the  man  who  him- 
self will  decide  what  legitimate  forms 
his  love  for  me  may  take.   He  mav 
decide  it  is  best  for  me  that  he  take 
my  mone)',   mv  family,  or  even  mv 
life.    He    himself    becomes    the    law 
by  which   I   must   live,   and   I   have 
no  defense  and  no  protection  against 
nis    love. 
God  gave  us  the  Bible  because  we 
are     incapable     of     originating     our

the  Alva  J.  McClain  Award  for  Ex- 
cellence in  Teaching  at  Grace  Col- 
lege.

In  inaueurating  this  annual  award 
program,  it  was  the  desire  of  the  col- 
lege administration  to  provide  a  tan- 
gible means  of  honoring  both  the 
most  outstanding  teachers  on  the 
Grace  College  facultv  and  Dr.  Mc- 
Clain, the  founding  president  of 
Grace  Seminary  and  College,  one 
whom  former  students  will  alwavs 
remember  as  a  master  teacher. 

The  decision  to  establish  such  an 
award  program  for  teaching  excel- 
lence was  based  on  at  least  two 
fundamental  premises.  (1)  There  is 
nothing  more  central  to  the  program 
of  a  Christian  liberal  arts  college  than 
the  teaching  process.  This  is  in  con- 
trast to  the  research  function  of  most 
universities.  (2)  The  most  important 
single  element  in  the  teaching  proc- 
ess is  the  teacher  himself.  The  key 
to  effective  teaching  is  not  to  be 
found  in  the  classroom  facilities  avail- 
able, nor  in  the  textbooks  used,  nor 
in  the  class  size,  nor  in  anv  one  of 
the  other  variables  (as  important  as 
these  may  be).  It  is  to  be  found  in 
the  teacher  himself.  And  as  true  as 
this  is  for  education  as  a  whole,  how 
much  more  significant  it  is  for  edu- 
cation that  is  Christian! 

It  is  for  these  reasons  that  everv 

effort  must  continually  be  made  to 

secure  the  very  best  teachers  possible 

I       for  the  Grace  College  facultv.  It  is 

also    for    these    reasons    that    everv 


teacher  now  on  the  faculty  needs  to 
be  encouraged  in  his  professional 
growth  as  a  scholar  and  teacher. 
Finally,  it  is  for  these  reasons  that 
recognition  needs  to  be  given  to 
those  who  attain  especially  high 
le\els  of  teaching  competency  and 
who  make  outstanding  contributions 
to  the  teaching  ministry  of  Grace 
College. 

The  Selection  of  Award  Winners 

Although  faculty  members  and 
administrators  will  have  the  privi- 
lege of  nominating  a  faculty  col- 
league they  consider  worthy  of  the 
award,  primary  consideration  will 
be  given  to  nominations  coming 
from  the  students  through  their  vari- 
ous student  groups.  Each  of  the  four 
college  classes  (freshmen,  sopho- 
mores, etc.)  and  the  Student  Coun- 
cil (representing  the  student  body  as 
a  whole)  are  currently  considering 
candidates  for  their  nomination  for 
the  award  to  be  given  this  spring. 

All  nominations  were  submitted  on 
forms  provided  for  that  purpose  to 
the  office  of  the  academic  dean  by 
March  15  and  included  a  resume  of 
the  nominee's  personal  qualities, 
professional  competencies,  and  con- 
tributions to  the  academic  and  spirit- 
ual life  of  the  school. 

A  committee  composed  of  the 
president,  the  academic  dean,  the 
dean  of  students,  one  faculty  member 
(himself  not  a  nominee)  chosen  by 
the  president,  the  president  of  the 
Student  Council,  and  one  addition- 
al student  (chosen  from  the  current 
dean's    list    by    the    academic    dean) 


will  re\'iew  the  nominations  and 
recommend  one  or  more  names  to  the 
Advisory  Committee,  which  will 
make  the  final  selection. 

The  Nature  of  the  Award 

The  award  itself,  which  will  be 
presented  during  the  spring  awards 
chapel  on  Wednesday  morning.  May 
31,  consists  of  three  things:  (1)  an 
engraved  plaque  to  be  presented  to 
the  award  winner,  (2)  a  cash  award 
of  $100  to  accompany  the  engraved 
pkique,  and  (3)  the  inscription  of 
the  award  winner's  name  and  the 
\'ear  of  the  award  on  a  large  plaque 
that  w  ill  be  displayed  in  a  prominent 
place  on  campus  and  \\ill  provide  a 
permanent  cumulative  listing  of 
award  winners. 

Areas   of   Evaluation 

Hopefully,  for  students  and  fac- 
ultv alike,  the  areas  of  evaluation- 
the  criteria  to  be  used  in  judging 
excellence  in  teaching— will  be  more 
important  than  either  the  process  of 
judging  or  the  award  itself. 

Care  has  been  taken  in  estab- 
lishing the  procedure  for  selecting 
award  winners,  to  prevent  this  from 
becoming  a  mere  "popularity  con- 
test." 

The  student  groups  making  nomi- 
nations, the  joint  administration- 
faculty-student  committee  that  will 
review  the  nominations  and  make 
the  final  recommendation,  and  the 
Advisory  Committee,  whose  preroga- 
tive it  is  to  make  the  final  decision,

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Grace  Benefactor  Leaves  $70,000  to  School 


Mrs.  Rose  S.  Byers,  longtime 
friend  of  Grace  Schools  and  a  char- 
ter member  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Canton,  Ohio,  went  to  be 
with  the  Lord  March  21  in  Canton, 
leaving  more  than  $70,000  in  the 
form  of  endowment  funds  to  Grace 
Colleoe. 

Mrs.  Byers,  a  former  music  teacher 
and  patron  of  the  arts,  had  financed 
the  annual  music  purchases  of  the 
Grace  College  choir  since  1955.  Byers 


Hall,  the  fine  arts  building  located 
on  the  west  edge  of  the  campus,  was 
named  in  her  honor  in  1962  and  con- 
tains her  personal  music  library  as 
well  as  many  historical  mementos  and 
artifacts  relating  to  Brethren  history. 
Born  in  1885,  Mrs.  Byers  and  her 
husband,  Edward,  purchased  the 
half-finished  building  of  the  ill-fated 
University  of  Southern  Pennsylvania 
near  Martinsburg,  Pennsvhania,  in 
1917   and   founded   Morrisons   Cove 


College,  a  six-week  summer  normal 
school  for  teachers  offering  college 
work  and  special  courses  in  music 
and  art  expression  during  the  winter. 

Edward  Byers,  who  was  at  one 
time  dean  of  men  of  Ashland  College, 
was  killed  in  July,  1920,  when  a  train 
struck  his  car  at  a  railroad  crossing 
south  of  Martinsburg. 

After  her  husband's  death  Mrs. 
Byers  taught  in  the  Canton  public 
schools  and  was  a  faithful  member  of 
the  Canton  church  until  she  suffered 
a  stroke  five  weeks  before  her  death.

are   all   to   be   guided   in   their  tasks 
by   the    following   criteria: 

Academic  alertness.  To  what  ex- 
tent does  the  faculty  member  keep 
up  with  recent  developments  and 
the  literature  in  his  field?  Does  he 
show  an  interest  in  learning  from 
others  and  in  experimenting  to  im- 
prove his  own  competency? 

Class  preparation.  To  what  extent 
do  his  courses  show  good  organiza- 
tion? Does  he  come  to  each  class  well 
prepared  to  make  it  the  most  inter- 
esting and   profitable  class  possible? 

Student  rapport.  To  what  extent 
does  he  show  an  interest  in  his  stu- 
dents, and  a  willingness  and  ability 
to  help  them  individually,  while 
still  maintaining  the  respect  due  his 
position? 

Teaching  competency.  To  what 
extent  does  he  show  ability  to  chal- 
lenge and  motivate  students  to 
learn,  abilit\'  to  communicate  clear- 
ly, com|xnency  in  testing,  and  fair- 
ness in  evaluating  student  achieve- 
ment? 

Personal  qualities.  To  what  extent 
does  his  personality,  including  per- 
sonal appearance,  attitudes,  and 
manner  of  life,  contribute  to  the 
academic  and  spiritual  atmosphere 
of  the  college? 

The  Alva  J.  McClain  Award  for 
Excellence  in  Teaching  is  another 
first  for  Grace  College.  We  are 
watching  and  waiting  with  great  in- 
terest,  not  only  to  se-e  who  will  be 
chosen  this  year  for  the  coveted 
award,  but  also  to  observe  what  this 
will  do  for  every  teacher  on  our  fac- 
ulty and  for  the  campus  academic 
climate  as  a  whole.  ▼

organization  in  the  school,  the  con- 
frontation  of  the  various  problems, 
and  clear  evidence  of  a  continuing 
effort  to  make  the  school  all  it  ought 
to  be  to  accomplish  its  objectives  and 
aims. 

One  outstanding  evidence  is  the 
gradual  realization  of  a  new  library 
learning  center  on  the  campus.  The 
excavation  is  done.  The  enlargement 
of  the  central  heating  plant  to  ac- 
commodate the  library  is  in  process. 
The  push  for  funds  is  mounting 
and  the  results  give  encouragement 
that  this  projection  will  be  realized. 
The  interest  of  the  denomination  and 
of  the  local  community  gives  assur- 
ance that  the  work  on  the  new  build- 
ing will  go  on. 

By  action  of  the  board  of  trustees 
the  Library  Building  Committee  was 
authorized  to  explore  further  sources 
of  funds  for  the  completion  of  this 
project.  It  is  their  desire  that  gifts 
will  cover  the  major  share  of  expense 
on  this  building.  And  the  Develop- 
ment Department  is  urged  to  make 
this  known  to  the  constituency  of 
Grace   Schools.

An  idea  is  now  gaining  ascend- 
ancy  all  across  the  land.  It  is  this: 
every  high  school  graduate  deserves 
a  college  education  tuition  free.  If 
this  were  to  become  the  law  of  the 
land,  it  could  spell  the  end  of  pri- 
vate education.

ethics  and  establishing  our  own 
standards  that  would  coordinate  with 
His  holiness.  No  sinner  would  ever 
have  come  up  with  anything  like 
the  standards  of  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount,  because  his  own  moral  sen- 
sitivity has  been  numbed  by  his  mul- 
tiplied iniquities.  The  Lord  alone  is 
capable  of  informing  and  instructing 
our  consciences,  and  He  alone  can 
determine  for  us  the  acceptable  ways 
which  genuine  love  can  be  expressed. 

My  own  opinion  of  the  new  mor- 
ality is  simply  this;  It  is  really  an 
excuse  for  moral  laxity;  it  is  a  clever 
dodge  to  escape  from  unwanted 
Biblical  restrictions.  It  is  an  educat- 
ed man's  elaborate  scheme  to  gain 
social  appro\'al  for  violating  the  com- 
mandments of  God  that  he  does  not 
wish  to  obey;  it  is  an  accommodation 
to  the  immorality  of  the  times.  In 
the  name  of  God  it  calls  evil  good 
and  merits  the  condemnation  of  an 
Isaiah:  "Woe  unto  them  that  call 
evil  good,  and  good  evil;  that  put 
darkness  for  light,  and  light  for 
darkness;  that  put  bitter  for  sweet, 
and  sv\'eet  for  bitter!  Woe  unto  them 
that  are  wise  in  their  own  eyes,  and 
prudent  in  their  own  sight!  .  .  . 
Therefore  as  the  fire  devoureth  the 
stubble,  and  the  flame  consumeth  the 
chaff,  so  their  root  shall  be  as  rot- 
tenness, and  their  blossom  shall  go 
up  as  dust:  because  they  have  cast 
away  the  law  of  the  Lord  of  hosts^ 
and  despised  the  word  of  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel"  (Isa.  5:20-21,  24).

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We  Asked  Our  Freshmen  .  .  . 


Why  Did  You  Choose  Grace? 


Did  you  come  because  you  liked  Indiana?  Did  you 
want  to  play  basketball?  Because  your  pastor 
encouraged  you?  .  .  . 


Each  fall  the  crop  of  new  stu- 
dents arrives  at  Grace  College,  and 
during  that  first  hectic  week  of 
orientation,  comprehensive  place- 
ment testing,  and  social  activities  I 
suppose  that  many  of  them  ask 
themselves,  "Why  did  I  choose  Grace 
Collese?"  But  this  vear  we  beat  the 
students  to  that  very  question  by 
asking  them,  "Why  did  you  choose 
Grace  College?" 

As  director  of  institutional  studies 
at  Grace  College  my  job  is  to  ask 
questions.  And  it  seemed  that  the 
place  to  start  was  with  the  students. 
E\'erv  vear  for  a  number  of  years  we 
have  been  reaping  a  fall  crop  of  new 
freshmen,  and  seldom  have  we  taken 
the  time  to  ask  them  how  they  hap- 
pened to  fall  into  our  bin  and  not 
into  someone  else's.  There  are  other 
schools- to  attend,  you  know.  So  this 
year  the  Development  Department 
(which  is  vitally  interested  in  the 
same  questions)  worked  with  me  in 
administering  a  questionnaire  to  the 
freshman  class  to  get  some  answers 
to  these  and  other  questions. 

The  findings  of  this  study  were 
in  many  ways  startling,  in  some  ways 
comforting,  and  in  a  few  ways  dis- 
turbing. We  found  out  a  lot  about 
the  students  themselves.  We  learn- 
ed, for  example,  that  77  per  cent  of 
the  freshmen  came  from  Christian 
homes,  while  the  remaining  23  per 
cent  classified  their  home  "partiallv 
Christian"  or  "non-Christian."  We 
discovered  that  the  greatest  percent- 
age of  them  graduated  from  high 
schools  of  over  1,000  in  size.  And 
we  found  that  77  per  cent  identified 
with    the    National    Fellowship    of 
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Director  of  Institutional  Studies 
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Brethren  Churches.  Most  of  these 
things  were  not  too  surprising. 

But  we  were  more  interested  in 
who  or  what  influenced  them  to 
come   to  Grace   Colleoe.   We  recos- 

o  o 

nized  that  most  of  them  felt  some 
leading  of  the  Lord  to  come  to  Grace, 
but  we  wanted  to  find  out  what  the 
Lord  used  in  guiding  them  here.  Did 
they  come  because  they  liked  In- 
diana? Did  they  come  because  they 
wanted  to  play  basketball?  Did  they 
come  because  their  pastor  encour- 
aged them? 

We  listed  a  number  of  factors 
that  might  have  influenced  them— 
everything  from  recommendation  of 
their  friends  to  the  social  activities— 
and  asked  them  to  indicate  the  first, 
second,  and  third  most  influential 
factor  in  their  decision.  We  were 
startled  and  pleasantly  surprised;  in 
all,  91.1  per  cent  said  that  the 
"Christian  testimony  and  emphasis" 
was  one  of  the  main  three  reasons 
that  they  chose  Grace  College,  and 
77  per  cent  said  that  this  was  the 
most  important  factor.  Next  in  line 
behind  Christian  testimony  were 
"recommendation  of  family  and 
friends"  and  "recommendation  of 
pastor   or  church   worker." 

Did  you  notice  that  the  students 
mentioned  the  pastor  and  church 
worker's  influence?  This  came  to  our 
attention,  and  we  explored  it  further. 
We  asked  the  freshmen  what  peo- 
ple had  the  most  influence  in  their 


choice  of  Grace  College.  We  want- 
ed to  find  out  the  role  of  the  par- 
ents, the  college  "recruiters,"  the  pas- 
tors, the  friends,  and  others  in  in- 
fluencing the  students'  choice.  In 
response  to  this  question  the  stu- 
dents said  that  the  parents  were  the 
most  influential,  the  college  rep- 
resentatives were  next  most  influ- 
ential, and  their  friends  were  third 
in  line. 

But  what  about  the  pastors  and 
church  workers?  Pastors  were  rated 
the  fifth  most  influential  and  church 
workers  were  rated  eighth. 

This  got  us  thinking.  Wouldn't 
it  be  good  if  the  Sunday-school 
teachers,  ushers,  youth  leaders,  and 
pastors  really  started  taking  an  in- 
terest in  where  the  young  people 
of  the  church  went  to  college?  The 
church  workers  see  these  potential 
Grace  students  every  week;  the  col- 
lege representatives  see  them  maybe 
once  or  twice  a  year. 

We  know  that  God  uses  many, 
many  different  ways  to  guide  His 
children  into  paths  of  service  for 
Him.  Sunday-school  teacher,  maybe 
that  fellow  or  girl  in  your  class  could 
be  channeled  into  a  Christian  college 
where  the  Lord  could  continue  to 
work  in  his  life.  Youth  leader,  maybe 
that  sharp  Christian  leader  in  your 
church  will  lose  his  faith  under  the 
pressures  of  the  state  school.  Pastor, 
maybe  vour  testimony  can  be  used 
to  channel  that  young  boy  into  the 
ministry. 

This  coming  fall  we  will  be  reap- 
ing another  crop  of  freshmen.  We 
trust  that  some  of  the  fruit  from 
your  vineyard  is  in  our  basket.       ▼

Recently  a  tract  on  "Mother"  came 
to  mv  desk.  It  had  a  subtitle  of  "I'm 
the  Only  Mother  My  Children  Will 
Ever  Have— I'd  Better  Be  a  Good 
One!"  What  a  great  need  there  is 
today  for  good,  Christian  mothers' 
Mothers  who  \\'ill  be  vitally  con- 
cerned about  their  children.  There 
are  many  such  mothers  today.  I  would 
like  to  pay  tribute  to  my  godly  moth- 
er, with  the  thought  in  mind  that  I 
speak  for  many  of  our  readers  who 
could  rightly  say,  "My  mother  was 
like  that!" 

At  aoe  eighty-nine  she  still  lives 
for  her  Lord.  She  had  tweh'e  chil- 
dren, eleven  of  whom  she  reared  to 
adulthood.  She  trained  us  to  love 
the  Lord.  He  was— and  is— very  real 
to  her;  this  she  communicated  to  her 
children.  She  loves  her  Bible,  even 
though,  because  of  poor  eyesight,  she 
is  not  able  to  read  it.  I  can  well  re- 
member her  reading  this  precious 
Book  aloud  to  us  in  the  morning 
when  there  was  a  pause  in  her  work. 
And  she  sang  to  us  the  old  hymns  of 
the  church. 

She  did  her  Christian  husband 
"good  and  not  evil"  all  the  davs  of 
their  sixty-four  years  together,  until 
he  went  to  be  with  the  Lord  at  the 
age  of  eighty-six.  X^-Tiile  some  couples 
struggled  to  make  their  marriage  hold 
together,  theirs  grew  sweeter  and 
closer  until  the  end.  Their  marriaoe 
was  a  beautiful  example  to  their 
children. 

She  and  my  father  took  us  to  Sun- 
day school  and  church.  They  taught 
us  to  love  and  revere  the  Word  of 
God.  It  was  treated  with  respect,  and 
its  lessons  were  passed  on  to  us. 

My  mother  has  a  trust  in  God  that 
is  very  real,  and  this  has  carried  over 
into  her  life,  giving  her  a  practical 
outlook  on  life.  She  felt  every  burden 
and  problem  of  her  children,  and 
took  them  seriously.  Yet  she  did  im'c 


let  these  get  the  best  of  her  or  dis- 
courage her.  Accidents,  sickness,  and 
tragedy  struck  the  family  on  different 
occasions,  but  her  sincere  trust  in 
God  strengthened  her  and  brought 
her  through  with  an  optimistic  out- 
look for  the  future.  Every  cloud 
seemed  to  have  a  silver  lining.  She 
enjoyed  life,  and  is  today  a  loyal 
fan  for  her  favorite  basketball  teams! 

She  was  a  good  disciplinarian; 
loving,  but  firm  and  wise.  Her  grasp 
of  understanding  and  knowledge  of 
her  children  were  outstanding,  and 
always  used  for  their  good. 

Hard  work  was  the  usual  thing, 
rather  than  the  exceptional,  and  she 
veritably  fulfilled  the  Scripture: 
"She  riseth  also  while  it  is  yet  night, 
and  giveth  meat  to  her  household. 
.  .  .  Her  candle  goeth  not  out  by 
night.  She  layeth  her  hands  to  the 
spindle.  .  .  .  She  stretcheth  out  her 
hand  to  the  poor.  .  .  .  She  is  not 
afraid  of  the  snow  for  her  household. 
.  .  .  She  looketh  well  to  the  ways  of 
her  household,  and  eateth  not  the 
bread  of  idleness." 

Her  children  were  taught  to  pray, 
and  she  prayed  with  and  for  us.  She 
taught  us  to  love  others  by  her  deep 
love  for  us  and  for  our  neighbors  and 
friends.  She  challenged  us  to  Chris- 

o 

tian  service  by  constantly  inviting 
missionaries,  evangelists,  and  other 
Christian  workers  into  our  home  for 
lodging  and  meals.  There  was  always 
room  for  one  more!  She  showed  us 
the  joy  and  blessing  of  clean  living, 
by  her  spotless  life  before  us. 

Because  of  all  that  she  has  been 
in  the  past  and  is  today  to  us,  "her 
children  rise  up,  and  call  her  bless- 
ed. .  .  ."  And  we  pray  to  our  God 
with  the  writer  of  Proverbs,  "Give 
her  of  the  fruit  of  her  hands;  and 
let  her  own  works  praise  her  in  tlie 
gates."  We  feel  that  since  she  is 
"a  woman  that  feareth  the  Lord,  she 
shall  be  praised."  T

The  New  Scofield  Bible 

Thursday,  April  13,  was  a  memorable  day  in  evangelical 
publishing  history  as  the  New  Scofield  Reference  Bible  was 
officially  presented  to  the  public.  On  the  previous  evening  the 
new  Bible  was  introduced  at  a  dinner  in  the  Drake  Hotel, 
Chicago.  Over  200  persons,  including  the  members  of  the  re- 
vision committee,  evangelical  publishers,  Christian  booksellers. 
and  eight  Bible  publishers,  were  guests  of  Oxford  University 
Press  for  the  occasion. 

The  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  is  singularly 
honored  in  the  publication  of  the  new  Scofield  Bible  in  that 
Dr.  Alva  J.  McClain,  president  emeritus  of  Grace  Seminar)' 
and  Grace  College,  was  one  of  the  members  of  the  nine-man 
revision  committee.  It  was  a  "double  celebration"  for  Dr.  Mc- 
Clain, inasmuch  as  he  commemorated  his  79th  birthday  on 
the  day  before  the  dinner. 

Speaker  for  the  occasion  was  Dr.  Wilbur  M.  Smith,  editor 
of  Peloxihet's  Select  Notes  and  also  a  member  of  the  revision 
committee.  Those  present  at  the  banquet  received  a  copy  of 
the  new  Bible  which  had  been  personally  autographed  by 
each  committee  member. 

The  Scofield  Bible  has  been  a  favorite  of  our  fellowship  of 
churches  for  many  years,  and  interest  in  the  new  edition  has 
been  at  a  peak.  Several  million  copies  of  the  original  Scofield 
Bible,  which  was  first  introduced  in  1909,  have  been  pub- 
lished. The  first  printing  of  the  new  edition  totaled  300,000 
copies. 

Just  prior  to  the  banquet,  the  members  of  the  revision  com- 
mittee gathered  for  a  prayer  meeting.  The  theme  of  each  nf 
their  prayers  could  be  summed  up  in  one  sentence:  to  present 
to  the  English-speaking  world  a  better  and  more  useful  tool 
for  the  study  of  God's  Holy  Word.— Kenneth  E.  Herman

"And  the  Lord  said  unto  Cain, 
Where  is  Abel  thy  brother?  And  he 
said,  I  know  not:  Am  I  my  brother's 
keeper?" 

Am  I  mv  brother's  keeper?  This 
question  spoken  by  the  world's  first 
murderer  has  caused  many  people  to 
assion  to  the  Lord  an  answer  which 
I  feel  sure  God  never  intended.  Most 
people  seem  to  be  convinced  that 
the  answer  can  onlv  be  in  the  af- 
firmative; any  other  response  would 
brand  one   as  anti-humanitarian. 

Since  this  opinion  has  been  re- 
peated so  often  and  so  vigorously,  not 
onlv  by  modem  Protestantism  but 
also  by  Roman  Catholicism  (see 
Sunday  School  Times,  September  25, 
1965),  it  is  accepted  as  gospel  truth 
by  our  government  and  in  principle, 
if  not  in  fact,  bv  the  so-called  United 
Nations.  Therefore,  it  is  not  surpris- 
ing to  see  our  citizens  accepting  with- 
out protest  the  socialistic  philosophy 
of  life.  Since  we  are  our  brother's 
keeper,  it  is  onlv  logical  that  our 
brother  should  be  cared  for  from  the 
cradle  to  the  grave.  And  since,  of 
course,  we  cannot  take  time  out  to 
care  for  our  brother's  every  physical 
need,  and  since  it  would  be  impos- 
sible for  most  of  us  financially  to 
support  our  "brother"  in  the  manner 
in  which  he  should  be  supported,  ac- 
cording to  the  standards  set  by  mod- 
ern society,  then  it  is  only  reason- 
able that  a  government  agency  be 
created  to  care  for  these  needs.  Thus 
Cain  is  relieved  of  his  personal  re- 
sponsibility to  his  underprivileged 
brother  and  can  return  to  the  more 
important  problem  of  keeping  him- 
self. 

This  point  of  view  has  at  times 
invaded  the  Christian  foreign  mis- 
sionary program.  We  are  told  em- 
phaticallv  that  we  are  our  brother's 
keeper.    We    are    presented    with    a

tragic  picture  of  men,  women,  and 
children  who  are  naked,  starving, 
diseased,  forsaken,  and  unloved.  We 
admit  without  anv  hint  of  hesitation 
that  the  picture  is  not  overdrawn. 
The  plight  of  our  fellow  man  is 
pitiful.  As  Christians,  we  cannot  be 
indifferent  to  human  suffering,  nor 
will  we  turn  our  backs  on  human 
need.  There  is  no  denving  that  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ  has  been  the 
leader  in  applying  salve  to  the  world's 
wounds.  It  can  proudlv  point  to  its 
mission-operated  hospitals,  orphan- 
ages, educational  institutions,  and 
so  forth,  which  have  been  started 
due  to  the  Christian's  concern  for 
suffering  humanity.  Yet,  it  is  at  this 
very  point  that  we  need  our  theo- 
logv  tested  and  our  motives  measured 
if  we  as  a  foreign  missionary  society 
are  to  do  what  Jesus  Christ  has  told 
us  to  do. 

This  brings  us  back  to  the  ques- 
tion, "Am  I  mv  brother's  keeper?" 
You  will  notice  that  God  did  not  an- 
swer Cain.  Such  a  question  at  such 
a  time  is  unworthy  of  an  answer.  God 
never  intended  that  Cain  should  be 
his  brother's  keeper.  Abel,  you  see, 
was  perfectly  capable  of  keeping 
himself.  In  fact,  his  life  was  far  bet- 
ter regulated  than  was  Cain's.  If  any- 
one needed  help  in  this  story  it  was 
Cain,  not  Abel.  God  did  not  intend 
that  Cain  should  keep  Abel.  Neither 
did  He  intend  that  Cain  should  be 
the  murderer  of  his  brother.  He  did 
intend  that  they  should  be  brothers. 
Sin,  however,  marred  even  that  re- 
lationship. 

Unfortunatelv,  much  Christian 
missionary  activity  in  the  world  today 
has  been  motivated  by  a  "yes"  an- 
swer to  the  question,  "Am  I  my 
brother's  keeper?"  As  a  result  the 
missionary  program  of  the  church  has 
been    wholly    inadequate.     It    over- 


emphasizes the  physical  needs  and, 
unintentionally,  to  be  sure,  deval- 
uates the  spiritual  needs  of  human- 
ity. Such  a  response  leads  the  Chris- 
tian to  look  upon  missionary  activity 
as  a  duty  to  be  endured  much  like 
one's  obligations  to  local  charities. 
Once  we  have  been  approached  and 
have  received  the  "I  gave"  button  or 
the  government  tax  deduction  credit, 
we  have  become  our  brother's  keeper. 
Then  we  mav  proceed  with  clear  con- 
science to  ignore  for  another  year 
our  Christian  obligation  to  our  fel- 
low creatures. 

The  foreign  missionary  program  of 
the  Christian  church  is  not  a  char- 
ity. It  was  not  instituted  by  Christ 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  people  to 
be  their  brother's  keeper.  Its  primary 
function  is  not  to  eliminate  the  phys- 
ical sufferings  or  inequalities  of  the 
human  race.  It  is  an  investment  in 
the  greatest  enterprise  taking  place 
in  these  last  days  before  the  rapture 
of  the  church. 

We  must  believe  that  humanity's 
basic  problem  is  spiritual  rather  than 
physical.  We  must  be  convinced  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  Answer  to 
that  problem.  We  must  further  be 
convinced  that  God  has  committed 
to  His  church  (of  which  you  are  a 
part)  and  to  no  one  else  the  task  of 
world  evangelism— the  task  of  getting 
to  the  root  of  man's  problem,  his  re- 
bellion and  separation  from  God. 
The  work  of  redeeming  souls  from 
a  depra\'ed  and  doomed  society 
should  have  a  higher  priority  in  a 
foreign  mission  society  than  the  busi- 
ness of  making  people  comfortable  in 
that  society.  This  may  change  our 
whole  mission  outlook  and  cause  us 
to  give  and  pray  for  foreign  missions, 
not  because  people  are  poor,  hungry, 
or  illiterate,  but  because  they  are  lost 
in  sin.  We  must  be  convinced  that 
God  holds  us  responsible  for  the 
evangelization  of  the  world,  and  if 
we  fail,  we  will  be  held  accountable 
before  Him. 

"With  this  fear  of  the  Lord  be- 
fore our  eyes,  we  address  our  appeal 
to  men"  (II  Cor.  5:11,  N.E.B.).       ▼

Crab 


The  missionary  had  been  visiting 
with  Senhor  Dico  for  months.  The 
man  read  and  understood  well  the 
New  Testament  he'd  bought,  and 
accompanied  the  missionary  on  jeep 
trips  to  nearby  villages  and  by 
"Vamos  11"  to  the  coastal  beach  com- 
munities. But  all  this  apparently 
brought  no  lasting  challenge,  for  he 
is  currently  bound  continuously  by 
his  marijuana  and  sugar-cane  rum 
and  (as  they  say  here)  "is  never  in 
his  natural"  any  more. 

However,  before  he  laid  aside  his 
Bible,  Dico  brought  his  older  brother 
Antonio  along  on  a  trip  or  two.  The 
people  of  Quatipuru  call  Antonio 
the  "Crab  King,"  since  this  big  strong 
fellow  with  painless  fingers— as  of 
iron— brings  back  in  his  dugout  canoe 
more  baskets  of  crabs  from  the  man- 
grove swamps  than  any  other  of  the 
little  towTi's  crabbers.  At  Fish  River 
on  one  trip  he  met  a  man  who  had 
one  of  the  Phonettes  from  Gospel 
Recordings  and  a  set  of  their  records. 
In  town,  the  fattest  tavern  keeper 
had  also  borrowed  a  Phonette  for  a 
month  or  so,  which  he  played  for 
his  customers— the  only  discs  being 
hymns  and  sermons!  As  far  as  the 
merchant  is  concerned,  he  has  never 
stopped  bragging  that  he  plans  to 
be  hell's  doorkeeper.  Antonio,  how- 
ever, having  learned  of  these  little 
hand-wound  victrolas,  made  inquiry, 
and  someone  told  him  that  the  mis- 
sionary would  probably  loan  one  to 
him  for  a  while  if  he'd  ask.  (A  Chris- 
tian day  school  stateside  furnished 
a  barrelful  of  Phonettes  specifically 
for  use  in  the  evangelization  of 
Quatipuru.) 

Eventually  Antonio  bought  a  New 

Testament   from   one   of  the  several 

merchants    who    by    that    time    had 

I  them  for  sale  along  with  beans,  rice, 

manioc  flour,  and  rum.  He  also  bor-

rowed  one  of  the  victrolas  and, 
listening  to  the  recorded  messages, 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was 
actually  possible  for  a  fellow  to 
straighten  out  his  life  when  already 
a  man! 

Because  of  such  a  comprehension 
of  spiritual  truth  on  Antonio's  part, 
the  missionary  next  proposed  an  oc- 
casional meeting  in  his  home,  An- 
tonio himself  being  responsible  to 
provide  benches,  a  kerosene  lamp  or 
two,  and  a  roomful  of  neighbors.  Al- 
though  the  initial  meetings  filled  the 
room,  eventually  the  visitors  began 
to  give  excuses— the  truth,  Antonio 
maintains,  being  that  since  there 
was  no  guitar,  clarinet,  or  drums  to 
make  a  racket,  they  weren't  inter- 
ested, being  lovers  of  pleasure  more 
than  lovers  of  God. 

He  was  asked  how  he  finally  man- 
aged to  stop  drinking,  since  rum  was 
considered  necessary  in  the  swamps 
in  order  to  take  the  sting  out  of  the 
crab's  claws  when  the  crabber  rams 
his  arm  down  into  a  hole  in  the  mud 
and  pulls  out  the  fellow  by  hand! 
Antonio's  answer  was  somewhat 
crude,  but  truthful:  "The  missionary 
fought  with  me  and  jumped  all  over 
me  until  I  finally  managed  to  get 
control  of  myself."  Although  not  yet 
a  member.  Brother  Antonio  has  been 
thrice  disciplined  by  his  infant 
church,  and  one  or  another  of  the 
brethren  (either  members  or  not!) 
visited  him  with  Bible  in  hand  each 
time  he  returned  to  the  bottle. 

"Every  day  we  have  our  family 
devotions  at  six  in  the  evening. 
When  I'm  not  home,  Carmina  has 
devotions  with  the  children.  We  be- 
gin and  end  with  prayer,  singing 
one  or  two  hymns  and  reading  a 
passage  from  the  Word. 

"I  was  giving  the  tithe,  but  I 
stopped  a  couple  months  back  to  pay

some  of  my  bills.  .  .  .  Yes,  it  seems 
that  I  was  better  off  when  I  was  giv- 
ing the  tithe." 

Dona  ("Mrs.")  Carmina  adds  that 
she  wasn't  completely  happy  until 
her  oldest  daughter  was  saved,  but 
a  week  ago  this  teen-ager  made  her 
public  profession.  "Jesus  Christ  now 
dwells  in  her  heart,  and  I  believe 
that  she  is  faithful  and  happy.  I  am 
now  very  satisfied  in  that  which  God 
has  done  with  her.  And  she  claims 
that  she  is  not  at  all  sorr)'  for  having 
accepted  Christ." 

Carmina  confessed  that  "at  times 
the  man  gets  upset  but  it's  just  for  a 
minute.  Immediately  after  we  real- 
ize that  we've  displeased  God  in  a 
fuss,  we  stop  and  each  of  us  prays 
and  we  ask  God  to  forgive  us.  Our 
rage  passes  immediately.  We  pray 
and  all  is  happy  again." 

When  Antonio  was  asked  if  he 
already  possessed  eternal  salvation, 
or  if  he  was  to  receive  it  only  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  he  said,  "I  cal- 
culate that  I  have  it  today."  Shown 
that  our  own  calculations  really  don't 
count  for  much,  and  asked  to  give 
something  more  certain,  he  thought 
for  a  minute  and  then  quoted  John 
5:24,  which  he'd  learned  from  a 
calendar  that  hangs  on  the  wall  of 
his  thatched  house:  "He  that  be- 
lieveth  on  him  that  sent  me,  hath 
everlasting  life."  Antonio  added 
simply,  "then  it  is  Jesus  who  prom- 
ises that  I  now  have  salvation,  and 
I  simply  believe  His  promise."       T

Conversation  with  her  brother,  as- 
sisted bv  some  appropriate  pictures, 
introduced  us  to  Mary's  grandpar- 
ents (her  grandfather  a  preacher  in 
the  Church  of  the  Brethren)  and  her 
great  grandparents  (he  was  an  elder 
in  the  same  denomination).  A  host 
of  relatives  introduced  themselves 
from  backstage  and  then  greeted  her 
on  the  platform  after  Mary  identified 
most  of  the  voices  she  heard.  Child- 
hood friends  and  neighbors  told  of 
her  two  ponies,  school-day  pranks, 
and  other  experiences.  A  copy  of  her 
eighth-grade  report  card  showed 
her  a  capable  student  and  of  "excel- 
lent conduct."  We  were  not  sur- 
prised to  see  Marv  and  Rav  washing 
clothes  in  pre-Maytag  washing  and 
wringing  machines,  operated  by 
hand,  or  a  shot  of  them  playing  the 
puitar  and  mandolin.  We  heard  of 

o 

her  fondness  for  popcorn,  so  the 
WMC  ladies  provided  a  huge  plastic 
sack  of  it  for  her  to  munch  on  as  we 
continued  the  program. 

Mary's  davs  at  Drake  University, 
where  she  was  a  member  of  the  Delta 
chapter  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  were  re- 
called in  the  words  of  Professor  Her- 
bert Martin:  "I  regard  Mar)'  as  one 
of  the  best  students  I  have  ever  had. 
She  possesses  mental  powers  of  a 
very  high  order.  At  graduation  in 
June,  1917,  she  received  general  hon- 
ors, having  attained  the  highest  grade 
in  her  class.  In  addition,  she  took  de- 
partmental honors  in  English  and 
philosophv.  Hers  is  an  unusually 
well-trained  mind.  She  was  highly 
esteemed  by  her  fellow  students.  Her 
interest  in  athletics  and  all  forms  of 
student  enterprise  made  her  one  of 
the  leaders  in  all  college  activities. 
These  qualities,  combined  with  her 
judicial  mind,  her  appreciation  and 
practice    of   the    fundamental    moral 


verities,  her  capacity  for  initiative, 
and  her  dependableness,  make  an 
altogether  desirable  young  woman 
to  whom  to  entrust  the  fashioning  of 
the  voung  minds  in  our  schools." 

After  college  graduation,  Mary 
taught  for  four  vears  in  the  public 
school  svstem  in  Pleasantville,  Doon, 
and  Grand  Junction,  Iowa.  Her 
brother  Rav  noted  changes  in  Mary's 
attitudes  as  the  call  of  God  became 
clearer  to  her  during  those  3'ears.  A 
time  of  further  training  followed  at 
Moodv  Bible  Institute,  and  then  she 
departed  for  Kentucky.  Rev.  Sewell 
Landrum  wrote:  "Mary  came  to 
Lost  Creek  in  her  early  twenties.  She 
was  here  for  about  three  years.  On 
many  occasions  she  came  to  the  Lan- 
drum home  to  visit  and  eat.  It  was 
alwavs  a  happv  occasion  for  us  to 
have  her  in  our  home.  She  had  a 
good  influence  on  the  young  people 
and  adults  at  Lost  Creek.  She  always 
had  such  a  calm  and  sweet  disposi- 
tion. .  .  ." 

Marv  outlined  for  us  the  details 
of  God's  leading  her  into  missionary 
service  in  Africa.  She  left  the  United 
States  in  September,  1924,  spent  five 
months  in  France,  and  then  went  on 
to  Africa.  Adding  to  the  events  re- 
corded in  Soii;e  African  Links,  Dr. 
jobson  filled  in  some  details  of  her 
first  davs  on  the  field.  Mary  was  the 
pioneer  of  the  day-school  educational 
classes  in  the  African  mission.  Her 
hard  work  and  diligent  effort  help- 
ed produce  some  of  the  leaders  of  the 
African  church  who  hold  places  of 
responsibility  today.  Miss  Elizabeth 
Tyson,  Mary's  companion  and  co- 
laborer  during  her  African  ministr)', 
deliohted  us  with  stories  of  incidents 
they  faced  together  on  the  field. 
Then  Dr.  Jobson  showed  a  series  of 
slide-pictures  of  African  leaders  who 
sent  their  greetings  to  Miss  Emmert 
(in  French  and  Sango)  via  tape  re- 
cordings direct  from  Africa.  Dr.  Job- 
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'In  the  early  days  .  .  .  a  place  to  eat 


son  translated  so  the  rest  of  us  could 
understand. 

After  four  terms  of  service,  Mary 
remained  in  the  States  to  care  for 
her  elderly  father  during  a  nine-year 
furlough.  Following  his  death  she 
returned  to  Africa  for  a  last  four-year 
term.  She  retired  in  1959,  having 
pioneered  the  educational  system  of 
our  African  missionary  work  and 
translated  the  Gospel  of  Matthew 
into  the  language  of  the  Africans. 

The  spirit  of  many  of  those  pres- 
ent was  well  expressed  by  Rev. 
Jesse  Deloe,  Jr.,  former  pastor  in 
Dallas  Center,  Mary's  home  church: 
"In  a  day  when  the  missionary  em- 
phasis and  missionary  methods  have 
so  much  changed  from  what  thev 
used  to  be,  I  remember  our  veteran 
missionaries— many  of  whom  have 
now  retired— as  the  'real'  missionaries. 
It  was  folk  like  you  who  made  the 
missionary  challenge  real  and  per- 
sonal to  me.  It  was  the  Jobsons,  the 
Miss  Emmerts,  the  Miss  Byrons,  the 
Miss  Tysons,  the  Fosters,  the  Tab- 
ers,  the  Sheldons,  the  Sickels,  the 
Maconaghys,  the  Klievers,  the  Ken- 
nedys—these who  labored  long  and 
hard  and,  often,  alone— who  typified 
real  missionary  endeavor.  I  shall  al- 
ways be  grateful  for  the  personal 
challenge  of  such  lives  and  dedica- 
tion. .  .  .  Your  faithful  labor  in  the 
local  church  and  its  auxiliary  func- 
tions was  a  constant  example  of 
faithfulness  and  love  for  the  Lord." 

Another  former  pastor,  Rev.  M. 
L.  Myers,  recalled:  "Mary  Emmert 
was  a  great  inspiration  and  bless- 
ing  during   our   ministry    in    Dallas 


Center.  Of  all  the  people  we  have 
known  during  our  time  of  service  for 
the  Lord,  Mary  has  been  among  the 
most  helpful." 

Mrs.  Iva  S.  Cashman  wrote:  "You 
have  not  only  been  a  real  blessing 
to  the  church  there,  but  also  to  each 
individual  whom  you  have  con- 
tacted, in  Africa  as  well  as  in  our 
own  country.  Remember,  I  am  one 
of  those  who  will  never  forget  your 
sweet,  unselfish  influence  exerted 
for  the  Lord."  (Rev.  Arthur  Cash- 
man  was  also  a  former  Dallas  Cen- 
ter pastor.) 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  many 
greetings  received  from  friends  who 
know  and  love  Miss  Emmert. 

Since  her  retirement,  Mary  has 
lived  in  Dallas  Center  and  has  serv- 
ed the  Lord  in  the  activities  of  the 
local  church  and  the  district.  Her 
faithfulness  in  all  the  services  of  the 


church,  her  constant  encouragement 
and  information  about  our  mission- 
aries, and  her  willingness  to  min- 
ister in  any  way  have  endeared  her 
to  those  who  have  served  here.  She 
is  a  deaconess;  she  has  taught  one 
of  the  adult  Sunday-school  classes, 
served  on  the  church  board,  held 
several  offices  on  the  WMC  cabi- 
net, and  maintained  a  daily  prayer 
ministry  for  her  many  fellow  mis- 
sionary friends.  It  may  be  said  of 
Mary,  "Thou  doest  faithfully  what- 
soever thou  doest  to  the  brethren,  and 
to  strangers"  (III  John  5). 

The  evening  was  finalized  when 
refreshments  were  served  to  the  185 
guests  who  shared  "This  Is  Your 
Life,  Mary  Emmert." 

(Note:  The  ladies  of  the  Dallas 
Center  WMC  worked  for  almost  a 
year  in  gathering  information,  pic- 
tures, and  slides,  contacting  people 
to  be  present,  getting  the  tape  and 
slides  from  Africa,  issuing  invita- 
tions to  those  in  the  community,  and 
trying  to  keep  this  all  a  surprise  for 
Miss  Emmert.  It  took  much  work, 
but  we  loved  it,  and  our  hearts  were 
bubbling  over  with  joy  and  anticipa- 
tion as  the  night  approached.  It  was 
our  desire  to  extend  to  Miss  Emmert 
in  some  small  way  our  appreciation 
and  love  for  her  faithfulness  to  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  she  has  min- 
istered to  us  and  many  others. 

A  scrapbook  was  prepared  for 
Mary  containing  all  the  pictures,  let- 
ters, and  other  notes  received  for  the 
program.  A  tape  of  the  entire  pro- 
gram was  also  presented  to  her,  along 
with  the  tape  from  her  African 
friends.- Mrs.   Jim   Custer)  T

Rev.  Raymond  W.  Thompson, 
who  in  June  will  assume  the  posi- 
tion of  administrative  assistant  at 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of- 
fice in  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  has 
had  a  lons-time  interest  in  foreign 
missions. 

As  a  boy,  Brother  Thompson 
came  to  know  Christ  under  the  min- 
istry of  Dr.  Charles  Maves,  who  was 
his  pastor  at  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Whittier,  California. 
"Bud,"  as  he  was  called,  became  in- 
terested in  foreign  missions  through 
contacts  with  missionaries  who  came 
to  his  home  church— including  Mabel 
Crawford  (now  Hamilton),  the 
Sickels,  the  Joseph  Fosters,  and, 
later,  the  Keith  Altigs,  Brother  Altig 
being  his  pastor  just  before  the  Altigs 
departed  to  pioneer  the  Brethren 
mission   work   in    Brazil. 

After  three  years  of  military  service 
during  World  War  II,  Brother 
Thompson  felt  God  was  calling  him 
into  missionary  service,  and  he  began 
preparation  by  attending  Whittier 
College.   During  college  he  married 


Mary  Shultz,  also  of  Whittier  First 
Brethren,  and  then  a  student  in 
Biola.  After  college,  the  Thompsons 
moved  to  Winona  Lake,  where 
Brother  Thompson  enrolled  in  Grace 
Seminary,  and  they  filed  their  pre- 
liminary application  papers  with  the 
FMS.  One  summer  they  studied  at 
the  Wycliffe  Summer  Institute  of 
Linguistics    at    Norman,    Oklahoma. 

Hov\'ever,  at  the  conclusion  of 
seminary  training  the  door  was  closed 
to  them  for  foreign  missionary 
service.  The  Lord  led  them  into  a 
pastoral  ministry  at  the  McHenry 
Avenue  Grace  Brethren  Church  in 
Modesto,  California,  for  "four  won- 
derful years."  This  was  followed  by 
two  years  of  teaching  at  the  Brethren 
High  School  of  Long  Beach  and  em- 
ployment  by  Brethren  layman  Len- 
ard  Moen  of  the  Whittier  Commu- 
nity Church  in  his  machine  shop. 

God  then  called  to  the  pastorate 
of  the  First  Brethren  Church  of  Bell- 
flower,  California,  where,  Brother 
Thompson  reports,  "His  grace  has 
been  evident  and  the  fellowship  of

A  missionary  conference  held 
under  the  ministry  of  Rev.  Don 
H(x:king  at  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  in  Anaheim,  California,  last 
fall,    was    of    special    significance    to 


one  particular  couple  in  attendance. 
As  Mr.  Hocking  spoke  of  the  mis- 
sion field  in  the  Central  African  Re- 
public and  the  need  for  workers  in 
various  categories,  the  Holy  Spirit 
spoke  to  Duev  and  Ellen  Voorhees. 
They  realized  that  though  they  were 
older  and  of  "retired"  status,  the 
Lord  had  blessed  them  with  good 
health  and  sufficient  resources  to 
care  for  themselves,  and  that,  there- 
fore. He  might  be  able  to  use  them 
in  Africa. 

Contacts  were  made  with  FMS 
headquarters.  When  the  Board  of 
Trustees  met  this  past  February, 
they  approved  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Voor- 
hees as  missionaries  to  Africa  under 
a  short-term  arrangement.

The  Voorheeses  have  been  very 
active  in  serving  the  Lord  on  the 
home  front  for  many  years,  having 
been  members  of  the  First  Brethren 
Church  of  Long  Beach  for  thirty- 
four  years  before  transferring  their 
membership  to  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Seal  Beach,  California 
four  years  ago. 

Please  pray  for  this  couple,  that 
they  may  soon  be  able  to  get  all 
arrangements  made  for  going  to 
Africa,  and  particularly  that  their 
visas  may  come  through  quickly.  It 
is  expected  that  they  will  be  sta- 
tioned at  the  Bible  Center  and  will 
work  in  the  printing  and  literature 
ministry.

We  need  answers  for  reaching  this 
world  in  our  generation.  When  we 
consider  the  staggering  world  popula- 
tion explosion,  we  of  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  must  begin  to  come 
up  with  some  answers. 

Did  you  realize  that  in  the  mid 
1960's  the  world  population  rose  to 
3.3  billion  people?  This  is  fifteen 
times  as  fast  as  the  church  (collec- 
tively) is  growing.  This  world  must 
be  told  that  Jesus  saves.  There  are 
more  people  being  born  into  the 
world  than  there  are  people  being 
told  the  good  news. 

At  times,  when  we  begin  to  talk 
about  the  world,  we  as  Christians 
try  to  ease  our  conscience  by  giving  a 
few  extra  dollars  to  some  missionary 
society.  We  are  not  becoming  in- 
volved enough  in  this  business  of 
winning  the  world  for  Christ.  We  are 
born  to  reproduce  as  individuals  and 
as  churches,  and  we  believe  that  by 
God's  grace  the  task  can  be  done. 
Our  Lord  has  admonished  us,  "For 
whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose 
it:  and  whosoever  will  lose  his  life 
for  my  sake  shall  find  it"  (Matt.  16: 
25).  This  is  a  spiritual  law. 

Two  years  ago  our  church  saw 
some  sixty  people  leave  its  ranks  to

begin  the  work  in  Elizabethtown, 
Pennsylvania.  Nine  months  ago  we 
saw  another  sixty  leave  to  begin  the 
work  in  New  Holland,  Pennsylvania. 
These  steps  of  faith  are  never  easy. 
These  works  certainlv  tug  at  our 
heart  strings,  as  people  whom  we 
have  learned  to  love  in  the  Lord  sud- 
denlv  leave  the  fellowship.  People 
we  waited  all  week  to  see,  suddenlv 
are  no  longer  counted  in  the  ranks 
of  the  church.  Yet  God  who  tries  the 
hearts  of  men  knows  all  these  things, 
and  when  a  church  is  willing  to  put 
its  love  for  Him  even  above  its  com- 
passion for  fellow  believers.  He  will 
bless.  Every  pastor,  Sunday-school 
worker,  and  church  council  member 
wants  to  see  the  local  congregation 
grow,  and  to  divide  is  somewhat  dif- 
ficult for  us  all.  Yet  if  spiritual  laws 
are  true,  God  will  bless  both  groups. 
In  Lancaster  County  on  Easter 
Sunday  morning  in  Grace  Brethren 
churches  there  were  between  600 
and  700  people.  This  represents  a 
great  leap  forward  in  just  se\'en 
years.  For  it  was  on  Easter  Sunday 
morning  in  1960  that  seventeen  peo- 
ple met  together  in  the  Poultry  Cen- 
ter for  the  first  morning  and  evening 
services     of     the     Grace     Brethren 


Church  of  Greater  Lancaster. 

What  does  the  Lord  do  for  the 
mother  congregation?  Our  church 
has  continued  to  realize  the  blessing 

o 

of  the  Lord.  We  have  seen  over  300 
in  Sunday  school  almost  consistently, 
and  we  have  enlarged  our  quarters. 
On  Easter  Sunday  our  chureh  dedi- 
cated its  new  enlarged  facilities.  The 
Lancaster  School  of  the  Bible  chapel 
choir  sang,  and  the  kev  to  the  build- 
ing was  presented  to  our  Building 
Committee  chairman,  Mr.  Roy 
Davidson.  The  main  sanctuary  was 
filled,  and  we  sensed  a  new  begin- 
ning, in  our  desire  to  see  the  Lord 
work  in  our  midst. 

Dividing  to  multiply  is  not  only 
biologically  sound;  it  is  also  spirit- 
uallv  sound.  Let  us  prav  that  we 
may  be  more  concerned  with  the  mil- 
lions perishing  without  Christ  than 
we  are  with  our  own  little  world-. 
Prav  for  Lancaster;  prav  that  what  the 
Lord  is  doing  in  our  midst  mav  con- 
tinue to  prosper  to  His  glory. 

For  the  last  three  weeks  we  have 
seen  a  physical  demonstration  of 
God's  power  in  concrete  and  mortar.

These 
are  just  off  the  main  entrance,  which 
has  a  beautiful  planter  as  well  as 
wall-to-wall  carpeting.

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The  winds  of  materialism  have 
swept  across  our  culture  a  gale  of 
indifference  to  the  supernatural. 
Twentieth-century  mentalities  try 
to  explain  all  that  transpires  in  terms 
of  a  purely  materialistic,  naturalistic 
philosophy.  Belief  in  the  power  of  the 
supernatural— both  divine  and  Sa- 
tanic—is  considered  to  have  vanished 
along  with  other  outmoded  views  of 
grandmother's  day. 

Even  in  the  minds  and  exper- 
iences of  bom-again  believers  (where 
the  power  of  God  is,  or  should  be, 
a  real  and  present  force)  there  is  great 
diversity  of  thought  concerning  the 
role  of  Satan  in  the  present  world. 
Some  sects  on  the  periphery  of  the 
organized  church  are  entirely  too 
preoccupied  with  demonic  "experi- 
ences." Many  extra-Biblical  concepts 
control  the  unhealthy  atmosphere 
that  these  groups  generate. 

At  the  other  extreme  are  believers 
who  give  mental  assent  to  Biblical 
records  of  demonic  encounter  but  in- 
sist that  everything  in  our  present 
culture  can  be  explained  bv  a  natural 
philosophv. 

What  is  the  position  for  the  Chris- 
tian who  seeks  an  honest  answer  to 
this  question?  The  Scriptures  must 
guide  our  quest.  We  must  first  as- 
certain what  the  Bible  teaches  re- 
garding the  purposes  of  Satan.  Why 
does  he  do  what  he  does?  The  tac- 
tics that  Satan  emplovs  must  then 
be  observed.  How  does  he  forward 
his  program  today?  Lastly,  the  in- 
formation gained  must  be  applied  to 
everyday  Christian  experience.  What 


has  God  provided  to  make  the  be- 
liever victorious  against  Satanic  op- 
position? 

Demonic   Activity    Described 

The  prophet  Isaiah  relates  the  fall 
of  Lucifer  from  his  position  of  splen- 
dor as  "Son  of  the  Morning"  (Isa. 
14;  1 2- 14).  Satan's  boast  was,  "I  will 
ascend  into  heaven,  I  will  exalt  mv 
throne  above  the  stars  of  God  .  .  . 
I  will  be  like  the  most  High."  His 
sin  in  this  first  rebellion  was  pride. 
He  desired  a  position  and  worship 
due  onlv  to  the  Creator. 

This  initial  sin  of  pride  by  the  De- 
ceiver provides  us  with  a  key  as 
to  his  future  purposes.  Ever  since, 
he  has  yearned  for  the  glory  that 
God  has  rightly  reserved  for  himself. 
From  Genesis  3  to  Revelation  20:10 
the  struggle  for  pre-eminence  is 
waged  by  Satan  and  his  hosts. 

The  tactics  employed  by  Satan  may 
invoK'e  direct  attack  upon  a  human 
being.  Scripture  provides  numerous 
examples  of  the  invasion  of  one's 
personality  by  an  evil  spirit  (Mark 
1:23-26;  Acts  16:16-18).  In  such  a 
case  the  bodv  is  actually  inhabited, 
and  the  demon  becomes  the  dominat- 
ing force  in  the  person.  Violent  ill- 
ness, fits  of  rage,  bodily  distortions, 
and  trance-like  states  are  the  results. 
Superhuman  abilities  may  be  present. 

Reports  of  satanic  manifestations 
in  uncivilized,  unchristianized  re- 
gions often  closely  parallel  Biblical 
accounts  of  demonic  display. 

Christian  Life  (January,  1965)  re- 
ported a  startling  storv  of  demon 
activity  in  Ecuador.  "Indians  at 
Arajuno  Mission  knew  in  a  few  hours 
what  had  happened  when  five  mis- 
sionaries deep  in  Ecuador's  Auca 
temtory  in  1956  failed  to  make 
radio  contact  with  anxious  waiting 
fellow  missionaries. 

"Ho\y?  They  asked  a  local  witch 
doctor.    He   obliged   by   falling   into 


a  trance,  calling  up  his  favorite 
demons  and  asking  them  to  tell  him 
where  the  missing  missionaries  were. 

"According  to  the  friendly  In- 
dians, they  heard  the  demons  leave 
the  scene  and,  in  a  short  time,  re- 
turn with  the  message  that  the  mis- 
sionaries were  in  the  Curaray  River 
with  Auca  lances  in  them." 

Such  forms  of  of>en  demonic  dis- 
play have  often  clashed  head-on  with 
the  gospel  message  in  areas  where 
satanic  power  is  entrenched.  That 
actual  demon  possession  and  open 
demonic  display  could  occur  in  our 
societ\'  should  not  be  denied.  Yet 
there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that 
these  violent  and  overt  displays 
would  be  at  a  minimum.  A  study  of 
Scripture  will  reveal  that  most  in- 
stances of  demons'  entering  a  living 
person  occurred  during  or  close  to 
the  time  when  Christ,  himself,  was 
in  human  flesh  upon  this  earth.  Also, 
the  influence  of  Biblical  Christianity 
and  the  modern  age  (since  the  Re- 
formation and  the  Renaissance)  has 
provided  a  culture  adverse  to  super- 
stition. 

This  does  not  mean  that  Satan 
has  retired!  He  still  aspires  to  be 
"like  the  most  Hieh,"  and  in  this 
modern  age  he  simply  adjusts  his 
tactics.  In  pagan  cultures  Satan  can 
glory  in  the  fact  that  he  is  able  to 
display  openly  his  power  and  be 
\^'orshiped.  In  "enlightened"  coun- 
tries he  can  glorv  in  the  fact  that 
human  reasoning  regards  him  as  a 
myth.  In  the  darkness  he  demands 
recognition,  but  in  the  light  he  de- 
mands  obscurity. 

Though  unwilling  in  most  cases 
to  possess  the  bodv  of  an  unbeliever, 
and  unable  to  possess  the  body  of 
a  believer  (since  the  Holy  Spirit  in- 
dwells it),  Satan  is  able  to  accomplish 
much  from  the  outside!  This  influ- 
ence may  take  many  forms,  and 
neither   Christian   nor  sinner  is  im- 
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mune.  It  extends  to  societ)'  as  a 
whole  as  well  as  to  the  individual. 
God's  Word,  though,  does  not  leave 
the  believer  wondering  concemino 
the  devices  that  Satan  will  employ 
in  these  last  davs.  A  comparison  of 
current  trends  with  the  principles 
and  prophecies  of  Scripture  will 
make  us  aware  of  his  methods. 

Through  "destructive  heresies" 
(II  Peter  2:1,  ASV)  Satan  has  guided 
the  rise  of  countless  cults  and  isms 
that  emphasize  certain  Biblical 
truths  and  therebv  cover  up  false 
concepts  of  redemption.  Christian 
Science  denies  the  reality  of  sin, 
while  New  Thought  seeks  victory 
over  sin  through  development  of  the 
will  rather  than  through  the  Spirit  of 
God.  Jehovah's  Witnesses  cover  er- 
roneous teachings  on  salvation  and 
Christ  with  emphasis  on  prophecv. 
Spiritism  denies  the  Biblical  con- 
cept of  the  future  life  through  false 
impersonation  of  the  dead. 

The  Holy  Spirit  warned  that 
Satan  would  attempt  to  destrov  the 
authority  of  the  Scriptures.  "In  the 
latter  times  some  shall  depart  from 
the  faith,  giving  heed  to  seducing 
spirits  [spirits  that  lead  astray],  and 
doctrines  of  devils"  (I  Tim.  4:1).  In 
attacking  the  Bible,  thev  attack  the 
Christ  it  reveals,  "denying  the  Lord 
that  bought  them"  (11  Peter  2:1). 
Jesus  becomes  a  great  moral  teacher 
and  example,  but  His  deity  and  re- 
demptive work  are  lost.  The  Scrip- 
tures and  the  redemptive  plan  arc 
replaced  by  social  activity  and  moral 
uprightness. 

Ha\'ina  succeeded  in  destroyino 
the  authority  of  the  Bible  in  the 
minds  of  many,  Satan  is  able  to  at- 
tack its  moral  teachings,  also.  Soar- 
ing divorce  statistics,  crime  waves, 
free  love,  illegitimacy,  the  "new 
morality"— all  are  the  logical  result 
of  replacing  scriptural  codes  of 
ethics    with    a    relative    morality    de- 


pendent on  what  one  regards  for 
himself  as  right  or  wrong.  The  ser- 
pent  who  first  beguiled  Eve  to 
question  God's  absolute  standards 
now  endeavors  to  complete  his  task. 

A  definite  association  can  be  seen 
in  this  current  growth  of  disregard 
for  God's  spiritual  and  moral  institu- 
tions, and  prophecies  regarding  the 
future  time  when  Satan  and  his 
hosts  will  be  given  temporary  mas- 
tery over  humanity.  The  Bible  de- 
clares that  Satan's  Man  of  Sin  \vill 
set  himself  up  as  God  (II  Thess.  2:4; 
Rev.  1 3:8)  and  seek  to  change  times 
and  laws  (Dan.  7:25)  by  declaring 
sin  the  law  of  the  universe. 

One  of  the  most  subtle  inven- 
tions of  Satan  designed  to  remove 
man's  eves  from  God  is  to  cause  him 
to  be  fascinated  with  the  world  about 
him.  Worship  of  materialism,  money, 
and  pleasure  replaces  worship  of 
God.  The  Bible  nowhere  regards 
wealth  or  pleasure  as  inherently  evil 
but  often  speaks  of  the  disastrous 
results  of  involving  oneself  in  the 
goods  of  this  world  at  the  expense 
of  a  right  relationship  with  God 
(Matt.  24:37-39;  Luke  12:15-21; 
James  4:13-16). 

The  deceit  of  worldliness  has  had 
a  crippling  effect  on  God's  people. 
Christians  are  coming  increasingly 
under  the  influence  of  the  gilded 
facade  of  the  world.  Satan  has  used 
this  to  hinder  the  spread  of  the  gos- 
pel, since  it  softens  the  need  for  ur- 
gency and  breaks  down  the  line  of 
separation  between  the  believers  and 
the  world.  Satan  was  unable  to  de- 
stroy the  church  by  persecution.  He 
now  endeavors  to  stifle  its  impact 
bv  planting  seeds  of  complacency. 

Demonic    Activity    Defeated 

It  is  heart-warming  to  know  that 
the  Bible  not  only  is  the  key  to  under- 
standing the  devices  of  Satan,  but 
also  tells  how  they  may  be  overcome. 


Victory  is  gained  by  a  realizatimi  and 
an   appropriation. 

The  believer  must  realize  the 
fact  of  the  Spirit's  indwelling  (I  Cor. 
6:19).  Our  Lord  himself  pointed  out 
the  tragic  result  of  a  life  freed  tem- 
porarily of  demonic  possession  but 
not  indwelt  b)'  the  presence  of  God 
(Matt.  12:43-45).  The  indwelling 
Spirit  of  Ck)d,  not  just  moral  re- 
form, is  the  Christian's  sure  defense 
against    demonic    possession. 

The  believer  must  realize  the  fact 
that  he  has  been  placed  "in  Christ" 
by  the  baptism  with  the  Holy  Spirit. 
He  can  then  know  the  blessing  of 
this  privileged  position  whereby  God 
can  gi\'e  spiritual  triumph  (II  Cor. 
2:14). 

Being  in  Christ,  the .  believer  is 
in  position  to  appropriate  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  for  victorious  liv- 
ing. Everv  believer  has  the  privilege 
of  being  fully  controlled  by  the  in- 
dwelling Holy  Spirit.  "Be  not  drunk 
with  wine  [an  evil  control]  .  .  .  but 
be  filled  with  the  Spirit"  (Eph.  5- 
18)  is  the  divine  command.  When 
the  believer  confesses  all  known  sin 
and  transfers  his  being  from  his  own 
frail  control  to  that  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
the  Spirit  becomes  the  source  of 
power  to  wage  this  spiritual  con- 
flict (Eph.  6:10-20). 

The  believer  must  also  appropriate 
the  power  of  God's  Word.  The  sword 
of  the  Spirit  is  the  believer's  sure 
weapon  of  offense  against  the  rulers 
of  darkness  (Eph.  6:17).  There  is  no 
substitute  for  a  working  knowledge 
of  the  Word  when  facing  a  satanic 
foe.  It  was  the  final  appeal  of  our 
Lord  when  He  faced  temptation 
(Matt.  4:1-11). 

May  the  realization  and  appro- 
priation of  all  that  is  ours  in  Christ 
lead  us  against  our  adversary  until 
we  meet  soon  our  risen  Lord,  who 
will  grant  the  final  victory  (I  Cor. 
15:57).  T 
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Today  in  America  we  may  take 
our  Bibles  and  read  them  whenever 
and  wherever  we  wish.  We  never 
think  of  looking  around  cautiously, 
fearing  we  mav  be  seen.  For  a  long 
time  in  the  history  of  the  world, 
people  did  not  have  that  privilege. 
They  could  not  read  God's  Word  in 
the  peace  and  quiet  of  their  homes. 
The  Bible  was  attacked,  and  its 
enemies  vowed  they  would  destroy 
every  copy  of  it. 

The  fact  that  it  still  exists  is  a 
miracle.  It  not  only  exists  but  has 
actually  become  the  best  seller  the 
world  over.  The  Bible  is  dear  to 
the  heart  of  every  Christian.  In  spite 
of  the  storms  against  it  through  the 
ages,  it  lives,  and  many  are  the  mis- 
sionaries who  have  gone  to  the  ut- 
termost parts  of  the  earth  to  carry  its 
message.  Some  of  our  own  Brethren 
have  joined  the  hosts  of  others  who 
are  engaged  in  this  great  task. 

There  is  a  verse  in  the  Bible 
that  savs,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
and  preach  the  gospel."  The  mission- 
aries have  obeved  that  command  and 
are  now  ser\'ing  the  Lord  in  foreign 
lands  and  on  the  home  fields,  too. 

When  Jesus  appeared  to  the  dis- 
ciples, that  night  in  the  upper  room 
after  Flis  resurrection,  they  were 
surprised  and  frightened.  Suddenly, 
there  He  stood,  right  in  their  midst. 
He  showed  them  His  nail-pierced 
hands  and  feet,  and  thev  were  glad. 
Now  they  knew  for  certain  that  He 
had  risen  from  the  dead.  Some  of 
them  at  first  had  doubted  that  it  was 
true.  But  now  thev  saw  Him  with 
their  own  eyes.  Then  Jesus  said  to 
them,  "Peace  be  unto  you."  They 
could  scarcelv  believe  it  was  true;  yet 
they  were  filled  with  joy  unspeak- 
able. Again  Jesus  said,  "Peace  be 
unto  you:  as  my  Father  hath  sent 
me,  even  so  send  I  you." 

Manv  of  us  cannot  oo  to  the  far 
places  of  the  earth,  as  some  of  our 
friends  have.  WMC  members,  just 
what  can  we  do?  The  Bible  says 
plainly,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world. ' 
Jesus  clearly  said,  "As  the  Father 
hath  sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you." 

We  could  go  by  the  gateway  of 
prayer.  Jesus  extends  to  us  the  gra- 
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cious  invitation  to  commune  with 
Him  by  prayer.  He  bids  us  to  "ask, 
and  it  shall  be  given  you."  "What- 
soever ye  ask,  in  my  name,  that  will 
I  do."  So,  as  we  pray  for  our  mis- 
sionary partners  on  the  field,  at 
home  or  abroad,  He  will  act.  Prayer 
opens  a  whole  field  of  service  to  us, 
for  while  we  are  praying,  others  are 
\A'orking. 

I  heard  of  an  elderly  man,  eightv- 
six  vears  of  age,  who  served  God  in 
this  wav,  by  prayer.  He  was  crippled 
and  could  not  kneel.  He  had  a  chair 
made  so  he  could  lean  on  it.  He  di- 
vided his  time  among  various  coun- 
tries, praying  for  one  one  day  and 
another  the  next.  He  praved  for 
each  missionary  bv  name.  Some  call- 
ers would  come  to  see  him,  but  his 
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wife  would  not  allow  him  to  be  dis- 
turbed. Presently,  he  would  come 
out  of  his  room  and  sav,  "I  have 
spent  the  morning  in  Japan."  He 
often  spent  six  hours  a  day  praying. 
Could  we  not  go  to  different 
countries  that  way,  too,  to  help  our 
partners?  We  could  help  them  to 
touch  hearts  in  Africa,  Brazil  or  any 
other  country.  Suppose,  when  we 
have  our  devotions,  we  take  our 
Prayer  Calendars  and  choose  a  coun- 
try for  that  dav.  The  next  morning 
we  could  travel  somewhere  else, 
spending  some  time  on  the  home 
field  as  well  as  the  foreign,  for  I'm 
sure  they  need  help,  too.  Always 
pray  for  them  by  name,  making  re- 
quests definite.  God  will  hear  and 
He  will  answer,  as  He  promised.  I'm 
quite  sure  you  will  feel  that  you  are 
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obeying  the  command  of  Jesus,  "Sc 
send    1    you." 

Are  you  willing  to  give  of  your 
time,  your  talents,  your  energy,  yes, 
and  your  money,  too,  for  the  great 
harvest  fields  that  are  ripe  with  souls 
to  be  harvested?  In  Revelation  8: 
3-4  we  read  that  an  angel  stood  be- 
fore God,  "and  there  was  given  unto 
him  much  incense,  that  he  should  of- 
fer it  with  the  pravers  of  all  saints 
upon  the  golden  altar.  .  .  .  And  the 
smoke  of  the  incense,  which  came 
with  the  prayers  of  the  saints, 
ascended  up  before  God." 

Will  our  prayers  also  ascend  up- 
ward to  God  to  help  our  missionaries 
as  they  labor  for  Him?  This  is 
our  task,  and  by  prayer  we,  too,  can 
obey  the  command  of  Jesus  when 
He  said,  "So  send  I  you."  It  is  urgent 
that  we  do  all  we  can,  for  we  do 
not  know  just  when  Jesus  will  come 
for  His  own.  The  enemy  is  losing 
no  time,  for  on  every  hand  we  can 
see  that  he  is  diligently  working  to 
win  many  for  himself. 

Todav  the  Word  of  God  has  forces 
working  against  it.  It  is  barred  from 
the  school  room  for  fear  parents 
might  not  want  their  children  to  hear 
the  Word  of  God.  Recent  word  has 
come  from  Shanghai,  China,  sav- 
ing,  "It  is  very  difficult  to  describe 
just  what  we  Christians  are  going 
through.  All  Bibles  have  been  taken 
from  our  churches  and  burned.  It  is 
likely  the  day  will  come  when  men 
will  come  into  our  homes  to  gather 
and  burn  our  Bibles." 

We  sincerely  hope  that  we  in 
America  will  not  experience  that.  In 
the  early  history  of  the  world,  ene- 
mies of  the  Bible  did  just  that.  In 
the  fifteenth  century  John  Wycliffe 
translated  the  Bible  into  English  so 
it  could  be  read  by  everyone.  It  was 
condemned  and  every  copy  burned. 
William  Tyndale  printed  the  Bible 
but  lost  his  life  for  doing  so.  The 
enemies  thought  they  had  destroyed 
all  Bibles,  but  the  precious  Book 
survived  the  fires.  Let  us  do  all  we 
can  to  spread  the  Bible  message  all 
over  the  world  and  thus  obey  the 
command  of  Jesus,  "So  send  I  you."

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During  a  recent  missionary  con- 
ference at  the  Ashland  church, 
Brother  Jim  Renick  brought  stirring 
and  searching  messages  which  both 
blessed  and  challenged  the  hearers. 
However,  it  was  a  statement  made  by 
Mrs.  Renick  that  remains  impressed 
upon   my  memor)'. 

Our  good  pastor.  Rev.  Jack  Peters, 
asked  Jovce  to  speak  a  word  to  us 
before  her  husband  brought  the  mis- 
sionary message.  Joyce  first  spoke  of 
their  dependance  on  prayer  and  the 
realization  of  the  power  of  prayer 
in  their  lives,  and  their  need  of  pray- 
er support  as  they  went  out  as  new 
missionaries.  She  then  asked  for  just 
"one"  WMC  member  who  would  be 
faithful  in  daily  prayer  for  them 
and  their  needs.  She  said  if  they 
could  have  just  "one"  from  each 
church  who  would  be  faithful,  daily, 
in  praying  for  them  personally  and 
specifically,  she  knew  that  the  Lord 
would  sustain  and  strengthen  them 
and  give  them  a  successful  witness. 

This  request  seemed  strange  to 
me  when  I  heard  it.  I  thought,  "Why 
doesn't  she  ask  us  all  to  pray  for  her, 
or  at  least  ask  for  several;  why 
ask  for  only  one?"  After  some  medi- 
tation I  have  come  to  realize  how 
wise  Mrs.  Renick  was  in  this  request, 
for  the  Lord  has  said,  "If  two  of  you 
shall  agree  on  earth  as  touching  any 
thing  that  they  shall  ask,  it  shall  be 
done  for  them  of  my  Father  which 
is    in    heaven"    (Matt.    18:19). 

Just  one  prayer  partner  who  will 
be  faithful  and  praying  in  faith,  can 
remove  mountains  and  cause  all 
things  to  work  together  for  our  good, 
because  we  love  God. 

Our  daily  prayer  meetings  for  re- 
vival in  our  church  have  been  a  great 
blessing  and  encouragement  to  me. 
One  prayer  group  meets  each  morn- 
ing and  one  in  the  evening.  Although 
it  is  not  always  possible  for  me  to 
attend,  and  the  groups  are  sometimes 
very  small,  I  know  that  even  this 
small  number  can  invoke  the  bless- 
ing of  God  and  bring  revival  to  our 
church  and  community,  even  to  our 
nation  if  we  are  found  faithful  and 
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believing.  "For  where  two  or  three 
are  gathered  together  in  mv  name, 
there  I  am  in  the  midst  of  them" 
(Matt.  18:20).  We  have  seen  souls 
come  to  the  Lord  for  whom  we  have 
prayed  definitelv  and  individually. 
"Confess  xour  faults  one  to  another, 
and  pray  one  for  another,  that  ye 
may  be  healed.  The  effectual  fer- 
vent prayer  of  a  righteous  man  avail- 
eth  much"  (James  5:16). 

This  year  our  WMC  groups  have 
been  assigned  praver  partners— just 
one  other  member  for  whom  we 
prav  for  daily  and  whom  we  then 
help,  encourage,  and  remember  dur-

ing  the  vear  in  any  way  we  wish.  It 
is  verv  precious  to  know  that  some- 
one is  praving  each  day  especially 
for  me,  even  though  I  do  not  know 
who  she  is. 

Our  family  has  had  a  great  need 
for  much  prayer  during  recent 
months  for  sustaining  grace,  wisdom, 
and  strength  for  each  day.  When 
our  son,  then  nineteen  and  a  sopho- 
more in  college,  was  seriously  in- 
jured in  an  accident  in  1964  and  the 
doctors  gave  us  no  hope  even  for 
his  life,  it  was  truly  wonderful  the 
way  so  many  of  God's  people  prayed, 
and  the  Lord  spared  his  life.  We 
were  shown  many  acts  of  kindness 
and  love  by  Christian  brothers  and 
sisters  and  received  many  cards  and 
letters  of  encouragement.  At  a  time 


when  all  seemed  hopeless  and  every 
breath  was  a  praver,  a  note  was  re- 
ceived from  a  WMC  sister  saying 
she  was  believing  with  me  for  John's 
complete  recovery.  This  greatly  en- 
couraged my  heart,  and  never  once 
did  I  doubt  that  John  would  be  re- 
stored to  us.  He  was  hurt  in  July, 
was  unconscious  three  months  in 
the  hospital,  and  did  not  sj^eak  until 
December.  In  another  month  he 
could  stand  on  his  feet  with  help. 
Then  I  asked  the  church  to  pray 
that  he  could  come  to  church  at 
Easter.  He  went  to  church  with  us 
two  weeks  before  Easter  and  has 
not  missed  a  Sundav  service  since 
that  time. 

The  Lord  has  given  him  a  good 
testimony,  and  we  can  wait,  if  it  is 
His  will,  for  that  perfect  body  at 
Christ's  coming,  "who  shall  change 
our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashion- 
ed like  unto  his  glorious  body"  (Phil. 
3:21).  "Even  so,  come.  Lord  Jesus." 

The  Lord  has  gi\'en  me  a  verse  to 
encourage  and  guide  me  for  the 
vear  1967:  "Rejoicing  in  hope;  pa- 
tient in  tribulation;  continuing  in- 
stant in  prayer"  (Rom.  12:12).  Pray 
for  me,  that  I  might  more  perfecdy 
fulfill  the  admonition  of  this  verse 
in  daily  practice. 

Mrs.  Renick,  you  have  one  pray- 
er partner,  and  no  doubt  many  more, 
in  Ashland  praying  for  you.  ▼ 
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Every  life  is  the  painting  of  a 
portrait.  Every  day  something  new 
is  added  to  the  canvas.  Each  thought 
and  each  act  is  a  stroke  of  the  brush. 
And  each  experience  determines  the 
shade  of  the  color.  At  the  close  of 
each  day  we  can  look  back  and 
see  and  remember  what  has  been 
done.  What  do  you  see,  Mother? 
What  do  you  see,  Daughter?  What 
do  you  remember? 

I  remember,  as  though  it  were 
yesterday,  the  September  day  we 
climbed  the  slopes  of  Mt.  Rainer. 
The  sun  was  warm  as  we  began  the 
ascent  from  Paradise  Lodge.  The 
path  wound  up  the  mountain  side 
through  colorful  meadows  of  bright 
blue  lupines,  tall  flaming  red  In- 
dian paint  brushes,  and  golden  yel- 
low poppies.  Higher  and  steeper  we 
climbed  until  the  meadows  were  far 
behind  and  only  the  waxy,  pearl- 
white  alpine  lilies  could  be  found 
hiding  beneath  the  shelter  of  the 
scrubby  pines. 

Soon  they,  too,  were  gone,  and 
only  barren  rock  and  glacier  ice 
were  underfoot.  The  snow-covered 
volcanic  peak  was  yet  far  above 
us  as  we  sat  to  rest  and  looked 
back  down  the  mountain  side  and 
far  out  into  the  misty  distance  many 
miles  beyond.  What  a  breath-taking 
view!  What  a  vast  panorama  of 
beauty!  What  a  marvelous  display 
of  colors  as  the  afternoon  sun  paint- 
ed the  mountains,  valleys,  and  lakes 
with  its  God-given  brush. 

It  was  like  looking  back  and  see- 


ing our  entire  life  stretched  out  be- 
fore us.  Yes,  one's  past  life  is  truly 
a  continuing  panorama  of  colorful 
sights  and  events.  It  is  like  looking 
into  a  kaleidoscope  with  its  varied 
array  of  shades  and  shapes.  Blended 
together  are  the  bright  colors  of 
joy,  somber  tones  of  disappoint- 
ment, magnificent  blends  of  achieve- 
ment, dismal  shades  of  grief,  and 
brilliant  hues  of  victory. 

But  as  we  face  the  future,  no 
certain  pattern  in  the  portrait  is  evi- 
dent. We  do  not  know  the  events  or 
colors  which  will  appear.  However, 
we  do  know  for  certain  that  for  each 
of  us  the  future  years  can  be  as 
bright  as  the  fulfilled  promises  of 
God,  or,  in  contrast,  they  can  hold 
the  darkness  of  His  judgment  and 
discipline.  We  hold  the  key  to  our 
own  completed  portrait. 

In  Deuteronomy  30:15  God  gives 
us  a  choice.  "I  have  set  before  thee 
this  day  life  and  good,  and  death 
and  evil."  We  must  choose.  He 
forces  upon  us  neither  "life  and 
good"  nor  "death  and  evil."  The  de- 
cision is  ours  to  make.  In  this  chap- 
ter God  has  given  a  commandment 
by  which  each  of  us  can  determine 
our  future.  This  commandment  is 
"not  hidden"  or  "far  off."  It  is  "not 
in  heaven,"  that  we  must  send  some- 
one to  "bring  in  unto  us,  that  we  mav 
hear  it,  and  do  it"  (Deut.  30:11- 
12). 

It  is  not  "beyond  the  sea,"  that 
someone  must  "go  over  .  .  .  and 
bring  it  unto  us"  (v.  13).  But  God

says,  "The  word  is  ...  in  thy  mouth, 
and  in  thy  heart,  that  thou  mayest 
do  it"  (v.  14).  All  He  commands  in 
verse  16  is  "to  love  the  Lord  thy 
God,  to  walk  in  his  ways,  and  to 
keep  His  commandments." 

Obedience  to  this  command  will 
bring  fulfillment  of  the  promise  in 
verse  19:  "I  have  set  before  you 
life  and  death,  blessing  and  curs- 
ing: therefore  choose  life,  that  both 
thou  and  thy  seed  may  live."  What 
a  marvelous  promise!  If  we  choose 
life  and  obedience,  both  we  and 
our  children  may  have  life  in  Christ 
with  all  its  abundant  joys  and  bless- 
ings. 

What  right  have  any  of  us  to 
bring  a  daughter  into  this  world  of 
sin  unless  we  by  precept  and  ex- 
ample point  that  babe  to  Christ,  the 
Sinless  One,  that  she  may  know 
life,  and  not  death;  blessing,  and 
not  cursing.  Truly  it  is  a  blessed 
experience  to  have  a  Christian  moth- 
er and  also  a  God-given,  wondrous 
privilege  to  be  one.  Both  are  be- 
yond man's  ability  and  only  made 
possible  in  Christ.  He  makes  the 
difference.  We  decide  the  difference. 

What  has  been  your  choice  in 
the  past.  Mother?  Has  it  been 
Christ?  What  will  it  be  in  the  future? 
What  kind  of  portrait  are  you  paint- 
ing day  by  day,  brush  stroke  by 
brush  stroke? 

And  you.  Daughter,  what  will 
the  completed  portrait  of  your  life 
be  when  Jesus  comes?  Will  it  he  a 
beautiful  picture  of  obedience  and 
goodness  with  children  of  joy  and 
blessing?  Or  will  your  Ufe  portrait 
be  an  unsightly  picture  of  self-will 
and  disregard  for  the  command- 
ments of  God  with  children  of  sor- 
row in  your  home?

Our  WMC's  have  a  definite  min- 
istry in  aiding  The  Brethren  Church 
in  its  over-all  program.  Through 
prayer  and  offerings  we  support  our 
foreign  and  home  missionaries,  and 
Grace  Schools  as  a  training  center 
for  future  workers.  The  Christian 
Education  Department  challenges 
us  to  help  meet  the  needs  of  our 
young  people.  This  department  has 
allowed  us  to  have  the  names  of 
the  Brethren  Student  Life  Volun- 
teers so  that  our  women  can  aid 
the  church  in  praying  for  these  peo- 
ple. 

These  student  life  volunteers  are 
those  young  people  who  have  signed 
a  card  indicating  that  they  have 
dedicated  their  Uves  to  serve  the 
Lord  in  whatever  way  He  may  lead 
them.  Some  have  felt  called  to  some 
special  field  or  work.  Others  are  not 
yet  certain  of  their  field  of  service. 
A  few  of  our  churches  work  with 
the  Christian  Missions  Recruiting 
Service,  which  proposes  a  "Life  In- 
vestment Fellowship  Plan."  This 
plan  provides  definite  follow-up  and 
encouragement  through  prayer  and 
Bible  study  for  those  who  have 
dedicated  their  lives  to  the  Lord.  It 
has  been  estimated  that  almost  90 
per  cent  of  the  volunteers  for  Chris- 
tian service  never  reach  their  goal. 
This  is  worse  than  the  school  drop- 
out problem  because  of  the  many 
thousands  of  people  who  are  af- 
fected. Just  consider  how  many  souls 
fail  to  hear  the  good  news  of  salva- 
tion with  even  a  few  dropouts. 

We  can  help  these  volunteers  on 
to  victory  by  becoming  "prayer  in- 
vestors." If  our  servicemen  need  our 
support,  so  do  our  volunteers  for 
the  Lord's  service.  Here  are  a  few 
suggestions: 

1.    Pray    for    the    Student    Life 
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Volunteers  whose  names  you  have 
received  from  the  Christian  Edu- 
cation Department. 

2.  Pray  for  young  people  of  your 
district  and  your  local  church  who 
have  dedicated  their  lives  for  serv- 
ice. 

3.  Pray  for  youth  camps  and 
rallies  as  thev  present  the  challenge 


of  service. 

4.  Pray  for  the  follow-up  pro- 
grams of  our  Christian  Education 
Department.

Here  we  go  again,  asking  ques- 
tions to  which  you  already  know  the 
answers  and  stating  principles  you've 
heard  for  years!  I'm  not  going  to  come 
out  and  answer  this  question  "yes"  or 
"no."  I  just  want  to  tell  you  a  few 
principles  and  mv  own  experiences. 

Some  of  you  might  say,  "What 
about  guys  who  are  just  as  nice  as 
Christians?  There  aren't  enough 
Christians  to  go  around."  I've  faced 
the  same  problems  myself.  Take  the 
problem  of  "the  guvs  who  are  just 
as  nice,"  for  example.  Last  year  sev- 
eral guys  that  I  liked  very  much  ask- 
ed me  to  go  to  a  show  or  to  a  dance, 
but  I  had  to  say  "no."  One  reason  is 
that  they  weren't  Christians,  and 
another  is  that  I  don't  do  these  things. 
We  had  nothing  in  common.  All  we 
could  do  was  goof  off,  and  v\'ho  wants 
to  spend  a  whole  evening  doing  that? 

What  about  not  enough  Christian 
guys?  Maybe  there  aren't  in  your 
home  town,  but  look  elsewhere. 
Maybe  there's  a  Christian  guy  in  your 
district  who  would  like  to  write  to 
vou.  You  can  learn  a  great  deal 
about  another  person  by  his  letters. 
You  can  share  thoughts  and  ideas 
of  vour  Christian  experience.  It's 
also  a  great  thing  to  get  together  in 
person  at  the  rallies  and  camps.  I 
did  this  verv  thing  with  a  guy  for 
more  than  a  vear.  It's  not  the  same 
as  seeing  him  every  day,  but  in  some 
ways  it's  better. 

Dating  and  guys  are  two  very 
wonderful  things  God  has  given  us. 
Let's  glorify  Him  by  asking  His  will 
to  be  done  in  this  matter  in  our  lives. 
For  a  hint,  just  remember,  "Every 
date  is  a  potential  mate!"

Should  a  Christian  girl  date  a 
non-Christian  guy?  This  question  is 
one  of  the  most  disputed  subjects 
among  teen-age  girls  todav.  The 
answer  really  depends  upon  many 
circumstances.  Every  dating  Chris- 
tian girl  should  always  keep  in  mind 
the   part   of   Scripture   that   says   we 


should   not   be   unequally   yoked   to- 
gether with   unbelievers. 

I  once  read  somewhere  that  a 
first  class  girl  is  one  who  is  very 
choosy,  not  only  in  her  companion- 
ship with  other  girls,  but  also  with 
the  opposite  sex.  It  has  been  proven 
many  times  that  when  a  Christian 
girl  dates  a  non-Christian  guy  with 
the  idea  of  v^'inning  him  to  the  Lord, 
she  usually  fails  and  the  boy  actually 
brings  the  girl  down  to  his  own 
standards. 

I  would  like  to  share  with  you  a 
test  that  was  once  given  to  me  to 
help  me  decide  what  to  do  in  doubt- 
ful situations.  This  can  be  applied 
very  easily  to  date  life. 

Is  it  to  the  glory  of  God? 

Can  you  invoke  God's  blessing 
upon  it? 

Has  it  the  appearance  of  evil 
(temptation)? 

Will  it  harm  others  in  any  way 
(gossip)? 

Will  it  be  a  hindrance  to  your 
Christian  peace? 

Is  its  atmosphere  good?  (Where  do 
vou  go  on  your  dates?) 

If  you  answer  this  test  honestly 
before  each  date,  it  will  be  impos- 
sible to  go  wrong.  Always  remem- 
ber  I  Corinthians  10:31:  'Whatso- 
e\'er  ye  do,  do  all  to  the  glory  of 
God."'

There  are  many  reasons  why  I 
believe  that  a  girl  should  date  only 
Christian  fellows.  One  of  our  Sister- 
hood    verses,     I     Corinthians     6:19, 


states,  "What?  know  ye  not  that  your 
body  is  the  temple  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  which  is  in  you,  which  ye 
have  of  God,  and  ye  are  not  your 
own?"  My  body  does  not  really  be- 
long to  me.  It  was  bought  with  an 
expensive  price,  that  of  the  death 
of  Jesus  Christ.

You 
would  be  working,  living,  growing, 
and  raising  a  family  with  a  man  that 
did  not  share  your  greatest  interest, 
that  of  fulfilling  God's  purpose  for 
your  life.  In  II  Corinthians  6:14-16 
(Good  News  for  Modern  Man)  we 
read,  "Do  not  try  to  work  together 
as  equals  with  unbelievers,  for  it 
cannot  be  done.  How  can  right  and 
wrong  be  partners?  How  can  light 
and  darkness  live  together?  How  can 
Christ  and  the  Devil  agree?  What 
does  a  believer  have  in  common  with 
an  unbeliever?  .  .  .  For  we  are  the 
temple  of  the  li\'ing  God!" 

As  Christian  girls  with  our  lives 
centered  around  Christ,  what  do  we 
have  in  common  v\'ith  a  boy  whose 
life  is  not  centered  in  Christ?  If

\'OU? 

The  greatest  way  for  a  Christian 
girl  to  witness  to  a  fellow  is  to  take 
a  firm,  kind,  but  uncompromising 
stand  on  her  belief.  If  that  boy  really 
wishes  to  date  her,  he  will  learn 
more  about  her  personal  faith  through 
her  unwavering  stand  for  Christ.

The  family  is  the  oldest,  most  basic,  and  most  im- 
portant of  human  institutions.  Marriage  is  the  begmning 
of  familv  life,  and  the  home  is  the  center  of  the  family's 
activities.  One  of  the  great  challenges  of  the  family  is 
the  solving  of  problems,  whether  major  or  minor,  simple 
or  complex,  whether  between  parent  and  children,  pa- 
rent and  parent,  or  child  and  child.

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Revolt  on  the  Catholic  Campus

WASHINGTON.-  About  1,000 
Catholic  University  students  stood 
in  front  of  the  campus  building  sing- 
ing a  song  by  the  rebellious  folk 
singer,  Bob  Dylan,  "The  Times  They 
Are  A-Changins." 

Watching  from  a  doorway,  Father 
Albert  McBride,  a  religion  professor, 
commented,  "It  has  similarities  to 
Berkeley— and   St.   John's." 

McBride's  comment,  made  on  the 
first  day  of  a  five-day  boycott  by  the 
school's  students  and  faculty,  was  a 
telling  one.  For  the  week-lono  dem- 
onstration  that  featured  the  boycott 
and  ultimately  brought  the  reinstate 
ment  of  controversial  professor  Fr. 
Charles  Curran  was  not  descripti\e 
of  just  one  Catholic  school  in  the 
nation's  capital.  Nor  was  it  just  "an- 
other  student   demonstration." 

The  Catholic  University  revolt  was 
another  knobbv  obstacle  on  the  rou"h 

-  o 

footlog  that  Catholic  officials  have 
been  forced  to  walk  carefully  the 
last  eighteen  months,  a  controversv 
that  has  bubbled  over  in  archdioceses 
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from  Los  Angeles  to  New  York. 

It  centered  around  a  concept  that 
has  emerged  from  Vatican  II— "the 
right  to  discuss,  argue,  and  dissent," 
as  one  priest  described  it. 

Fr.  Curran's  feelings  on  certain 
church  teachings  in  the  area  of 
Christian  ethics  were  liberal,  espe- 
cially in  the  area  of  birth  control. 
While  the  outbreak  was  developing 
in  Washington,  the  Vatican  released 
a  statement  urging  Catholics  to  shun 
the  use  of  artificial  contraceptives. 

What  bothered  Curran  was  that  he 
was  fired  "without  charge  or  a  heal- 
ing." 

The  teachers  supported  Curran 
unanimously.  When  it  was  all  over, 
the  controversial  professor  was  re- 
instated  and  even  promoted. 

As  he  addressed  a  crowd  of  3,000 
students  and  faculty  members,  Cur- 
ran said  his  reinstatement  was  "d 
beginning,  not  an  end." 

He  hoped  the  incident  would  be 
"a  mandate  and  a  charge  to  continue 
our  efforts  on  behalf  of  .  .  .  Cath- 
olic scholarship  in  America  .  .  .  and 
in  behalf  of  theological  investiga- 
tion." 

One  observer  looking  on  predicted 
more  nationwide  conflict.  As  he  said, 
"Oh,   the  poor,   poor  bishops!" 

St.  John's  University  of  New  York 
was  the  first  Catholic  institution  to 
feel  the  objections,  when  in  Decem- 
ber, 1965,  it  dropped  twenty-one  pro- 
fessors from  the  faculty. 

Today,  in  spite  of  improvements 
at  the  university,  St.  John's  is  fight- 
ing for  its  academic  life,  confronted 
bv  a  regional  accrediting  board  that 
is  not  convinced  that  academic  free- 
dom exists  at  the  school. 

The  "freedom  to  dissent"  con- 
troversy   permeates    non-educational 


Catholic  areas  as  well. 

Los  Angeles  J.  Francis  Cardinal 
Mclntvre  felt  national  disfavor  when 
he  punished  a  priest  for  criticizing 
his  approach  to  the  racial  problem. 

Archbishop  John  Cody,  of  Chi- 
cago, faced  a  silent  revolution  from 
the  Catholic  clergy  of  his  huge 
archdiocese,  when  the  priests  form- 
ed a  union. 

"He  has  to  listen  to  us  now,"  said 
one  young  priest. 

The  opposite  has  occurred  in  St. 
Louis.  Joseph  Cardinal  Ritter  a- 
stounded  fellow  Catholic  leaders 
when  he  allowed  little  Webster  Col- 
lege to  move  from  archdiocese  juris- 
diction. 

More  changes  are  in  store.  Ceorge- 
tov.'n  University,  of  Washington,  D. 
C,  last  week  announced  it  will  add 
two  Protestant  clergymen  and  two 
Jewish  rabbis  to  its  theology  faculty 
for  the  first  time  next  fall,  a  prac- 
tice pioneered  by  Notre  Dame, 
Seattle,  and  Fordham  universities. 

LIsing  laymen  on  the  hoards  of 
trustees  at  Catholic  schools  is  an 
often-discussed  change. 

Even  the  place  of  the  schools  in 
the  church  is  under  attack.  'W'e  are 
more  preoccupied  with  our  school 
system,  sometimes,  than  we  are  with 
Jesus  Christ,"  said  one  recent  semi 
nary  graduate. 

With  increased  faculty  support, 
student  boldness,  and  a  continuing 
Vatican  II  influence,  protests  against 
restrictions  may  become  the  vogue 
on  Catholic  campuses. 

As  a  student  protest  sign  at  Cath- 
olic University  read,  "If  there  is  no 
room  for  Charlie  (Fr.  Curran)  in  the 
Catholic  University  of  America,  there 
is  no  room  for  the  Catholic  Univer- 
sity in  America."  ▼ 
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What's  Wrong  With  Our  Kids?

Crime  is  a  stench  in  the  nostrils  of 
decent  people,  and  it  becomes  even 
more  nauseous  when  one  learns  that 
the  majority  of  criminals  are  teen- 
agers. The  ever-increasing  frequencv 
of  juvenile  misbehavior  has  reached 
catastrophic  proportions,  causing  even 
our  government  to  express  grave  con- 
cern for  the  future  welfare  of  our 
nation. 

Books,  editorials,  and  articles  have 
proliferated  on  the  subject,  but  their 
jargon  is  so  professional  that  we  must 
confine  them  to  a  limbo  of  intellec- 
tual double  talk.  Like  many  others 
I  have  searched  for  a  hard  kernel  of 
wisdom  in  these  mountains  of  chaff 
being  written  on  the  subject  of  juve- 
nile delinquencv,  but  with  little  suc- 
cess. If  such  a  kernel  exists,  it  mioht 
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reasonably  be  entitled,  "Teen-age 
Confusion."  Though  there  is  little 
unanimitv  of  opinion  as  to  the  causes 
for  juvenile  delinquency  among 
these  authors,  they  do  concur  that 
the  youth  of  today  are  totally  con- 
fused. Since  the  dictionary  reveals 
that  "confusion"  means  a  "mixing  or 
mingling  that  obliterates  clear  de- 
marcation or  distinction,"  we,  too, 
feel  that  this  word  aptly  describes  the 
frustration   of  modern  youth. 

With  due  apologies  to  our  readers 
for  adding  another  editorial  on  the 
subject,  we  would  like  to  submit  some 
areas  of  confusion  which  the  Chris- 
tian community  could  help  in  eradi- 
cating. 

W/io  Am  I? 

First,  there  is  the  teen-ager's  con- 
fusion as  to  his  identity.  The  young 
hoodlum  of  todav  is  often  a  victim 
of  a  broken  home  which  leaves  him 
uncertain  as  to  his  own  name.  Since 
modern  society  has  put  its  stamp  of 
approval  on  "consecutive  polygamy," 
we  now  have  a  large  group  of  young 
people  who  do  not  enjoy  that  most 
basic  family  common  denominator  of 
a  family  name. 

Then,  too,  there  is  the  current 
image  of  youth  that  has  been  created 
by  the  novelists  of  today.  Reading  of 
himself  in  the  paperbacks,  he  finds 
a  powerful  stereot}'pe:  black-jacketed, 
long-haired,  bearded,  and  rebellious. 


This  exploitation  on  the  part  of  the 
writers  becomes  a  self-fulfilling 
prophecy  for  the  young  people  who 
see  or  read  of  themselves  in  this  role. 

Their  many  efforts  to  be  heard  to- 
day on  the  street  and  on  the  campus 
may  simply  be  an  attempt  to  gain 
recognition.  It  is  not  uncommon  in 
families  that  are  preoccupied  with  fi- 
nancial and  social  pressures  to  ignore 
completely  the  normal  demands  of 
a  young  person.  Since  recognition  is 
a  basic  need  of  human  nature,  these 
public  demonstrations  may  be  just 
a  clumsy  attempt  to  gain  it. 

What    Is    Right    and    Wrong? 

The  young  person  today  must  fur- 
ther face  a  world  that  has  few  solid 
rocks  of  truth  to  which  he  can  firmly 
fix  his  anchor.  Young  people  have 
been  so  indoctrinated  with  the  cur- 
rent relativistic  philosophy  that  they 


have  arrived  at  the  false  conclusion 
that  everything  is  contingent  and 
nothing  absolute.  Socially,  this  so- 
ciety stands  in  moral  contradiction. 
We  fluoridate  our  teen-agers'  drink- 
ing water,  pasteurize  their  milk, 
sterilize  their  plates,  and  allow  the 
stinking,  licentious  lives  of  the  Liz 
Tavlors  and  Richard  Burtons  to  be 
paraded  before  their  gullible  eyes. 
Having  been  robbed,  then,  of  es- 
sential  absolutes  of  morality,  the 
\'outh  of  today  moves  about  in  a  smog 
of  expediency.  Such  a  climate  of 
experimentation  and  indulgence ; 
breeds  lawlessness  and  rebellion.  We 
simply  are  witnessing  today  the  ulti- 
mate result  of  "self-expression."  Much 
of  the  juvenile  delinquent  behavior 
that  we  are  witnessing  today  is  simply 
the  outgrowth  of  an  uninhibited,  do- 
what-comes-naturally,  unrestrained 
life.  Bv  now  it  ought  to  be  evident 
that  the  natural  man  is  biased  to 
wrongdoing.  His  instincts  simply  fail  j 
to  guide  him  in  an  acceptable  pattern.  ] 

Can  I  Believe  the  Bible?  \ 

More    serious    than    all    the    other 
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aspects  of  the  voung  people's  con- 
fusion is  distortion  in  the  realm  of 
the  spirit.  Can  we  expect  our  youth 
to  believe  that  they  have  been 
created  in  the  image  of  God  when 
their  high-school  professors  insist  that 
they  evolved  from  the  amoeba?  Then, 
of  course,  we  have  the  great  con- 
tradiction of  Easter  and  Christmas. 
Taught  as  a  child  to  observe  them 
by  paying  homage  to  a  jolly,  fat 
giant  and  a  ubiquitous  rabbit  that 
lays  eggs,  he  then  learns  that  these 
two  figures  are  hoaxes  and  m)'ths 
and  that  Christmas  is  really  the  birth- 
day of  our  Saviour  and  Easter  was 
the  dav  he  was  resurrected  from  the 
tomb.  Having  been  duped  by  these 
imposters,  does  he  not  have  reason 


for  some  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of 
the  great  message  of  redemption? 

Added  to  this  is  the  hideous  hy- 
pocrisy of  the  parents  who  persist  in 
telling  their  children  that  Sunday 
school  and  church  are  oood  for  them 
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but    continue    to    make    pitiable    ex- 
cuses   for   their    own    absence. 

Can  We  Do  Something? 

There  are  just  two  a\'enues  open  to 
us  if  we  are  to  involve  ourselves  in 
the  issue.  We  can  prosecute  the  de- 
linquent who  has  thumbed  his  nose 
at  his  society,  himself,  and  his  God, 
or  we  can  take  some  concrete  steps 
to  pre\ent  the  occurrence  of  such 
rebellion.  We  in  the  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  believe  that  the  lat- 


ter is  the  more  intelligent  approach. 
If  the  young  people  of  America 
could  be  exposed  to  an  intelligent 
and  consistent  presentation  of  God's 
Word,  much  of  their  confusion  would 
be  eradicated.  They  could  learn  that 
no  one  lacks  identity  when  Jesus 
Christ  resides  within  him.  There 
would  be  no  more  aimless  wandering 
from  one  new  experience  to  another 
if  the  youth  of  today  could  learn  the 
unchangeable  and  immutable  laws 
of  God.  All  spiritual  confusion  would 
disappear  if  the  kids  of  America 
could  hear  the  Lord  Jesus  say,  "I 
am  the  wav,  the  truth,  and  the  life." 
But  "how  shall  thev  hear  without  a 
preacher?  and  how  shall  thev  preach, 
except  they  be  sent?"  T

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all  of  which  have  been  built  in  the 
last  six  years  and  three  of  which 
have  been  started  since  April  2.  One 
unit  of  one  hundred  new  homes,  of 
which  twenty-five  are  already  under 
construction  since  our  ground-break- 
ing, is  located  only  five  blocks  west. 
Then  on  April  10  equipment  arrived 
to  remove  trees  and  prepare  ground 
for  a  twenty-five  acre  development 
which  is  less  than  one  block  northeast 
of  our  building  site. 

Our  property  has  more  than 
doubled  in  value  since  we  purchased 
it  in  July  of  1964.  The  Lord  has  en- 
abled us  to  complete  the  pavment  of 
$11,500.

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Now,  That  Is  Interesting

The  greater  share  of  one's  con- 
tacts  in  door-to-door  calling  are  in- 
different and  discouraging.  However, 
when  one  has  a  real  opportunity  to 
give  a  testimony  for  the  Lord  Christ, 
it  nullifies  all  the  discouragements. 
Occasionally,  there  are  some  rather 
unusual  conversations.  Let  me  share 
a  few  of  them  with  )'ou. 

In  response  to  the  ring  of  the  door- 
bell, the  lady  of  the  house  opened 
the  window-like  aperture  in  her  door. 
Showing  her  a  copy  of  The  Media- 
tor, I  explained  what  it  was  and  that 
I  would  like  to  leave  it  for  her  to 
read.  She  would  have  none  of  it. 
Quickly  I  went  on  to  tell  her  of  my 
interest  in  Israel  and  my  hope  of 
Messiah.  As  we  talked,  she  became 
more  friendly  and  in  a  short  time 
opened  the  door  and  invited  me  into 
her  home. 

As  soon  as  I  had  entered,  she 
quoted  a  Scripture  passage  to  me 
and  asked  if  I  knew  where  it  was 
found.  I  didn't.  She  was  delighted 
and  rather  gleefully  informed  me 
that  even  the  rabbi  had  been  unable 
to  identify  it.  Then  she  showed  me 
the  verse  on  her  son's  bar  mitzvah 
invitations  that  were  soon  to  be  sent 
out.  She  brought  out  her  Bible 
(Hebrev\'-English  version)  to  show 
me  the  passage  in  Ezekiel  1  that  she 
had  given  to  her  son  for  a  talk  he 
had  to  give  regarding  phenomena 
in  space.  Now,  that  is  interesting! 
It  isn't  often  that  one  finds  a  Jewess 
so  conversant  with  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures. Those  that  are,  are  usually 
orthodox,  which  she  was. 

Over  a  cup  of  coffee  we  covered 
a  variety  of  subjects,  but  one  in  par- 
ticular still  stands  out  in  my  mem- 
ory. She  said  she  would  like  to 
know  where  the  use  of  the  three 
matozahs  (unleavened  bread,  in  the 
form  of  a  large  cracker)  came  from. 
She  had  asked  a  number  of  rabbis 
and  also  the  professor  of  religion  at 
UCLA  whose  class  she  attended. 
She  said  they  did  not  know  or 
else  would  not  tell  her.  I  confessed 
that  I  would  be  interested  in  know- 
ing also.  If  she  found  out,  I  asked 
her  to  inform  me. 


I  asked  her  if  she  would  like  to 
know  what  a  Christian  saw  in  the 
threefold  matozah.  First,  I  explained 
that  some  believed  that  it  was  of 
Christian  influence.  I  personally 
question  this,  for  from  its  beginning 
Judaism  has  been  too  antagonistic 
to  Christianity  to  permit  this.  Never- 
theless, a  beautiful  comparison  can 
be  seen  in  it.  At  the  Passover  Seder 
(service,  a  meal)  there  is  a  plate  with 
three  matozahs.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  service  the  head  of  the  house- 
hold takes  the  middle  matozah  and 
breaks  it.  Part  is  passed  around  the 
table,  and  each  person  present  par- 
takes of  it.  The  other  half,  called 
the  afikomen,  is  hidden,  and  during 
the  evening  the  child  that  finds  it 
receives  a  reward. 

Christians  can  see  in  the  three 
matozahs  a  symbol  of  the  Trinity. 
Thev  are  identical  in  essence;  the 
middle,  or  second,  matozah,  which 
is  broken,  represents  the  Son,  whose 
body  was  broken  for  us.  The  hiding 
can  represent  either  His  being  in 
the  grave  for  three  days  and  then 
the  resurrection  or  His  being  in 
heaven  waiting  to  return. 

This  was  not  what  she  saw  in  the 
three  matozahs.  To  her  they  rep- 
resented the  three  crosses,  the  middle 
one,  of  course,  belonging  to  Jesus. 
Now,  that  is  interestingl  Regardless 
of  which  idea  we  believed,  the  broken 
matozah  represented  the  broken  body 
of  Christ.  It  is  remarkable  that  an 
orthodox  Jewess  could  see  this  in  a 
part  of  the  Passover  seder.  May  she 
see   more! 

On  another  occasion,  a  young 
Jewess  startled  me  by  asking  if  these 
were  the  times  of  Messiah  and 
whether  He  was  to  be  of  the  house 
of  David.  In  response  I  gave  her 
Genesis  49:10,  and  Isaiah  7:14,  9:6- 
7,  and  chapter  53.  She  agreed  that 
Jesus  might  be  Messiah  but  ques- 
tioned  Messiah's  being   God. 

She  asked  if  He  would  be  cruci- 
fied if  He  came  again.  I  told  her  if 
He  would  come  as  the  Humble  One 
as  before,  the  world  (Gentile  and 
Jew)  would  treat  Him  the  same  way; 
however,  when   He  comes  again,   it

will  be  as  King.  This  led  into  the 
responsibility  for  the  death  of  Christ. 
She  remarked  that  there  is  much 
persecution  of  Jews  because  they 
are  accused  of  crucifying  Jesus,  but 
it  was  the  Romans  who  did  it.  I 
pointed  out  that  both  were  guilty,  as 
both  Jew  and  Gentile  through  their 
leaders  had  a  part.  However,  I,  too, 
was  guiltv.  It  was  my  sin  that  caused 
the  Messiah  to  die  as  a  corban  (sac- 
rifice), God  says  all  men  are  guilty. 
We  also  discussed  Adam  and  Eve 
and  man's  sin  nature.  As  we  ended 
our  discussion,  she  added  that  she 
was  just  learning,  and  \^'hat  had  been 
said  was  very  interesting.  I  could  call 
back. 

Several  weeks  later  I  returned 
in  the  afternoon.  The  children  were 
sleeping,  so  she  could  visit  for  a 
short  time.  Apparently  some  of  the 
things  I  had  said  about  Adam  and 
Eve  had  struck  home,  for  that  was 
the  first  subject  she  brought  up.  We 
turned  to  Genesis  and  had  an  inter- 
esting discussion  on  this.  Some  of 
the  other  subjects  we  had  discussed 
the  time  before  were  mentioned,  and 
this  time  I  was  able  to  turn  to  the 
Scriptures  themselves  and  show  them 
to  her. 

One  subject  that  she  brought  up 
was  regarding  the  origin  of  the 
Mogen  Da\'id  (star  of  David),  which 
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is  one  of  the  symbols  of  Judaism. 
This  is  something  I  would  Hke  to 
know  more  about,  especially  its  shape 
—two  intertwining  triangles.  Its 
origin  is  probably  from  Numbers  24: 
17.  This  I  turned  to  and  read  for  her. 

I  told  her  what  it  represented 
to  us  as  Christians.  The  two  triangles 
reminded  us  of  the  twofold  nature 
of  the  Messiah  Jesus— God  and  man. 
The  upper  triangle  pictured  God: 
Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Spirit;  the 
lower,  His  humanity:  body,  soul  and 
spirit.  This  was  not  what  she  be- 
lieved. 

She  felt  that  the  Mogen  David 
was  related  to  the  moon.  Why?  Well, 
one  night  while  in  Las  Vegas,  as 
she  looked  into  the  moon,  the 
shadows  or  dark  areas  formed  the 
Mogen  David.  She  said  she  realized 
that  this  could  all  be  her  imagina- 
tion, but  that  was  what  she  asso- 
ciated it  with.  Now,  that  is  interest- 
ing; but  I  like  my  association  bet- 
ter. 

Upon  my  contact  with  Mrs.  S— , 
she  invited  me  into  her  apartment 
to  talk.  She  stated  that  sb.  was 
orthodox  and  did  not  need  a  media- 
tor. I  pointed  out  to  her  that  ac- 
cording to  the  Old  Testament  she 
did.  That  was  the  function  of  the 
priests,  and  on  one  occasion  when 
a  king  usurped  this  function,  he  was 
stricken  with  leprosy.  She  wanted  to 
know  where  this  was  found  in  her 
Bible.  So  I  turned  to  II  Kings  26 
and  read  to  her  Uzziah's  tragic  stor\'. 
We  also  discussed  Isaiah  53,  telling 
of  the  sufferings  of  Messiah.  We 
spoke  of  the  Trinity  as  found  in  the 
Shema  (Deut.  6:4)  in  relation  to 
Genesis  2:24.  She  remarked  that  it 
was  vers'  hard  for  one  brought  up 
in  orthodoxy  to  accept  Jesus.  It  was 
a  sin  to  do  so!  I  told  her  that  what 
she  needed  to  do  was  to  search  the 
Scriptures  and  find  out  what  God, 
not  man,  had  to  say. 

I  told  Mrs.  S—  of  our  various  meet- 
ings. She  asked  me  to  call  her  and 
said  she  might  attend  our  luncheon 
get-together.  I  did!  And  she  did' 
This  was  our  February  day  meetinp, 
and  since  then  she  has  been  regu- 
larly attending  our  Wednesday  night 
Bible  class. 

I  trust  that  you  will  not  just  sav 
of  this  article,  "Now,  that  is  interest- 
ing," but  that  you  will  remember 
these  Jewesses  in  prayer.  T

The  Comparative  Report  'Tigures'':

A  common  expression  of  the  day 
is,  'That  figures,"  and  in  Brethren 
Home  Missions  this  would  explain 
that  for  1965-66  we  had  a  substantial 
gain  in  the  offering  to  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council;  therefore, 
we  should  not  expect  the  offering 
in  1966-67  to  increase  by  the  same 
proportion.  Really  we  hoped,  we  ex- 
pected, and  we  praved  that  we  would 
at  least  come  up  to  the  1965-66 
total,  but  the  figures  that  follow  will 
show  vou  that  we  pist  didn't  quite 
reach   it. 

The  difference  between  the  two 
years  is  small,  just  over  $3,000.  The 
churches  increasing  their  offering 
were  fewer  than  50  per  cent,  and 
this  leaves  more  than  50  per  cent 
with  a  decrease.  Herein  lies  the  an- 
swer, for  this  is  a  greater  percentage 
of  churches  with  a  decrease  than 
the   average   year.    In   many   of   the 


churches  there  is  a  logical  and  rea- 
sonable explanation  for  such  a  de- 
crease. Our  board,  missionaries,  and 
staff  are  all  grateful  to  God  for  what 
has  been  given  to  the  work  of  home 
missions  through  your  church  by 
you.  We  can  conclude  that  the  of- 
fering is  the  amount  the  Lord  would 
have  us  to  use,  and  we  ask  an  in- 
terest in  your  prayers  that  it  will  be 
used  to  fiis  glorv.  We  know  He  has 
ways  of  making  His  dollars  go  far- 
ther. As  this  is  being  written,  news 
just  came  of  a  church's  going  self- 
supporting,  and  this  will  mean  fewer 
dollars  needed  for  the  budget.  Praise 
God! 

Please  make  a  careful  study  of  the 
following  report,  and  if  your  church 
is  in  the  decrease  column,  don't  just 
pass  it  by  with  a  "that  figures"  ex- 
planation but  make  it  a  matter  of 
pra\'er  for  this  new  fiscal  year  of

As  these  editorials  go  to  press,  the 
writer  with  his  wife  will  be  com- 
pleting a  five-week  tour  of  the  Holy 
Land  and  Europe.  It  was  his  privilege 
to  make  the  same  trip  twelve  vears 
ago  in  company  with  Dr.  John  Rea, 
who  was  then  teaching  in  Grace 
Theological  Seminary.  This  trip  is 
being  made  as  "The  Fifth  Bible 
Lands  Prophetic  Pilgrimage"  of  the 
American  Association  for  Jewish 
Evangelism.  I  will  be  one  of  the  tour 
leaders,  along  with  Dr.  J.  Palmer 
Muntz,  president  of  the  American 
Association  for  Jewish  Evangelism, 
and  Rev.  Ralph  M.  Gade,  who  is  the 
executive  director  of  the  association. 
To  make  the  best  use  of  the  time 
from  April  1  through  May  4,  the 
trip  will  be  made  by  air. 

Sunday,  April  2,  will  bring  the 
company  of  travelers  to  Rome  for 
the  first  stop  on  the  joumev.  From 
the  capital  of  the  New  Testament 
world,  we  will  go  to  the  land  of  the 
ancient  Egvptians,  Cairo,  southward 
on  the  Nile  to  Luxor  and  the  City 
of  the  Dead,  and  from  thence  across 
the  desert  land  to  Baghdad,  Ur  of 
the  Chaldees,  Abraham's  birthplace, 
and  the  once  magnificent  city  of 
Babylon. 

Beirut,  the  capital  of  Lebanon, 
will  serve  as  a  base  of  operations,  and 
sightseeing  will  move  up  and  down 
the  beautiful  coast  line  of  the  Medi- 
terranean to  the  cities  of  Tvre  and 
Sidon  and  Byblos,  inland  to  the 
spectacular  ruins  of  an  ancient  Ro- 
man citv,  Baalbek,  then  to  Damascus, 
the  capital  of  Svria  and  the  world's 
oldest  citv,  then  to  Amman,  the 
capital  of  Trans- Jordan.  From  this 
point  the  journey  will  move  to  the 


Jordan       river,       Jericho, 
the   Dead   Sea,   Bethany, 
and  the  city  of  Old  Jeru- 
salem  on   the  Arab  side. 
Four    wonderful    davs 
will    be    spent    in    Jeru- 
salem and  its  environs  as 
we   examine   the   ancient 
landmarks  where  so  much 
of  the  history  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  took  place.  A  visit 
will   be   made   to   Bethle- 
hem, where  He  was  born, 
the  hill  of  Calvarv,  where 
He  was  crucified,  and  the 
Garden  tomb,  where  some 
think  He  was  laid  to  rest, 
and  from  which  He  rose 
triumphant.    Then    the   companv   of 
travelers  will  cross  to  the  Israeli  side 
of    Jerusalem    through    the    famous 
Mandelbaum   Gate,   where   a   whole 
new  panorama  of  sights  will  greet  us. 

The  joumev  will  then  move  north- 
ward to  Nazareth,  Cana,  Capernaum 
bv  the  Sea  of  Galilee.  After  a  boat 
ride  on  the  Galilean  Lake  and  a  swim 
in  its  waters,  the  tra\'elers  will  turn 
south  to  visit  the  sea  port  of  Haifa, 
Mount  Carmel,  the  ancient  citv  of 
Caesarea,  the  modern  citv  of  Tel- 
Aviv,  then  on  southward  for  a  day 
at  the  site  of  the  ancient  city  of 
Beersheba,  made  famous  h\  Abraham 
and   Isaac. 

Taking  leave  of  the  land  of  Pales- 
tine, we  will  make  our  next  stop  in 
the  modern  citv  of  Istanbul,  the 
crossroads  of  the  East  and  the  West. 
From  this  point  it  will  be  possible 
to  visit  at  least  two  of  the  sites  made 
famous  by  the  churches  of  Revelation, 
Ephesus  and  Smvrna.  Then  we  shall 
move  swiftly  across  Europe,  visiting 
Athens,  Corinth,  Switzerland,  Paris, 
London,  and  then  home. 

Brethren  Mission  and  Alumni 

A  journey  covering  such  vast  terri- 
tory and  including  so  many  places 
and  scenes  hardly  provides  room  to 
squeeze  in  some  things  so  intimate 
and  precious.  But  in  the  plans  as 
a  possibility  is  a  \isit  to  the  Brethren 
mission  in  France,  and  while  in  Paris 
a  reunion  with  the  many  alumni  of 
Grace  Seminary  that  are  ser\'ing 
under  many  mission  boards  and  in 
various  capacities.  This  will  be  the 
high  light  of  the  entire  journey. 
Though  it  will  have  been  wonderful 


to  ha\-e  walked  where  Jesus  walked 
and  to  have  breathed  something  of 
the  atmosphere  where  our  salvation 
was  wrought,  it  will  be  even  more 
wonderful  to  have  fellowship  with 
the  saints  who  have  experienced  the 
salvation  wrought  by  Christ  and  have 
heard  His  voice  and  responded  to 
His  call  to  share  the  message  of  good 
neu's  with  those  who  might  never 
ha\'e  had  opportunity  to  hear.  Our 
Christ  is  a  living  Christ  and  walks 
today  in  the  midst  of  the  seven  gol- 
den candlesticks. 

We  Waited  More  than  Thirty  Years 

A  dream  has  come  true,  one  that 
we  never  expected  to  realize.  To- 
gether Mrs.  Hovt  and  I  have  read  the 
Bible,  cherished  its  truth,  ministered 
it  together  to  others,  and  lived  in 
the  mental  world  of  the  ancient  land 
of  the  Bible.  Our  fondest  hopes 
ne\'er  conceived  the  possibilitv  of 
visiting  this  land  together.  But  now 
it  is  in  the  process  of  realization.  One 
barrier  after  another  has  been  re- 
ino\'ed.  For  every  benefit  and  every 
jo\'  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  a  lov- 
ing heavenlv  Father  who  has  made 
this  possible,  and  we  express  our  ap- 
preciation to  each  person  whom  the 
Lord  has  used  to  open  the  way  for 
this  experience. 

Memorv  will  preserve  more  than 
can  e\'er  be  brought  back  in  a  ma- 
terial  wav,  but  I  do  hope  to  have  a 
sizable  collection  of  pictures  that  will 
reconstruct  the  scenes  that  have  fas- 
cinated us  along  the  way.  It  is  my 
purpose  as  the  Lord  opens  the  way 
to  share  this  experience  with  others 
in  the  presentation  of  the  Biblical 
message.  ▼

7776  Power 
of  Word* 


Someone  has  compared  the  power 
of  a  word  to  that  of  the  largest  bomb 
in  the  arsenal  of  man.  The  bomb  can 
spend  its  fury  and  be  finished;  a 
word  when  spoken  or  written  cannot 
be  withdrawn  as  an  influence  in  the 
world. 

Think  of  the  power  of  the  word 
"guilty"  in  the  pronouncement  of  a 
jury  in  the  verdict  of  one  charged 
with  a  serious  crime.  This  one  word 
tells  the  defendant  that  the  evidence 
is  sufficient  to  prove  that  he  com- 
mitted the  crime;  that,  as  a  result, 
he  is  officially  declared  by  the  jury 
to  be  guilty;  that  the  judge  is  di- 
rected to  pronounce  the  proper  sen- 
tence; and  that  someone  must  be 
authorized  to  administer  the  pen- 
alty. It  spells  out  heartache  for  the 
defendant  and  his  circle  of  relatives 
and  friends. 

Words  can  be  powerful  influences 
for  good  or  bad  causes.  Think  of  the 
good  influence  for  the  world  that  is 
carried  in  the  Greek  word  logos, 
which  by  translation  means  "Word," 
and  is  the  expression  of  all  that 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  is.  Think  of 
all  that  is  involved  in  the  Scriptural 
statement,  "The  Word  was  made 
flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  (and  we 
beheld  his  glory,  the  glory  as  of  the 
only  begotten  of  the  Father,)  full  of 
grace  and  truth." 


On  the  other  hand,  think  of  the 
consternation  that  was  caused  by  the 
publication  of  the  book  by  Adolph 
Hitler  called  Mein  Kampf  ("My 
Life").  This  is  the  story  of  a  self- 
loving  man  with  a  passion  for  power 
that  drove  him  to  ravage  Europe  and 
bring  confusion  to  the  world  and 
death  to  millions  of  people.  Yet  this 
book  became  the  guidebook  to  mil- 
lions of  his  followers,  causing  them 
to  follow  him  blindly  in  his  folly. 

Words  are  neutral;  they  must  be 
controlled  and  directed.  They  will 
be  controlled  and  directed  by  some- 
one either  for  good  or  for  bad  pur- 
poses. Thev  can  be  enlisted  as  sol- 
diers to  fight  against  the  cause  of 
Christ,  or  they  can  be  set  in  array 
as  soldiers  in  God's  armv  in  the  fight 
to  win  the  hearts  and  minds  of  men 
and  women  around  the  world. 

The  church  of  Jesus  Christ  needs 
to  be  aggressive  in  controlling  words 
for  the  good  of  His  church.  Bacon 
once  said,  "If  I  might  control  the 
literature  of  the  household,  I  would 
guarantee  the  well-being  of  the 
church  and  state." 

The  printed  page  is  the  hope  for 
the  evangelization  of  the  world.  Dr. 
Oswald  J.  Smith  savs:  "For  more  than 
thirty  years  I  have  prayerfully  con- 
sidered the  following  problem:  How 
can  we  evangelize  the  world  in  one 

generation?  There  is  much   to  con- 
es 


vince  me  that  it  is  not  possible  to 
send  out  enough  missionaries.  There 
must  be  a  way,  however.  After  visit- 
ing and  studying  in  fifty-three  coun- 
tries, I  arrived  at  this  conclusion:  We 
can  only  fulfill  the  Great  Commis- 
sion, 'Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature,' 
hy  means  of  the  printed  fage.  By 
the  systematic  use  of  the  printed  page 
we  can  penetrate  every  home  and  in 
this  way  reach  every  person  viath  the 
gospel  message!" 

It  is  encumbent  upon  each  of  us 
to  enter  into  this  great  struggle  of 
world  evangelization.  God  is  looking 
to  us  to  use  words— the  printed  page- 
in  the  greatest  of  all  causes,  the  ' 
preaching  of  the  gospel  to  the  lost.

In  the  interest  of  producing  a  bet- 
ter Missionary  Herald  for  our  read- 
ers, four  persons  attended  the  19th 
Annual  Evangelical  Press  Associa- 
tion Convention  last  month  in 
Chicago.  Left  to  right,  they  are  Mr. 
Kenneth  Herman,  from  the  Mission- 
ary Herald;  Mrs.  Marcia  Wardell, 
Brethren  Foreign  Missions;  Rev. 
Clyde  Landrum,  Missionary  Herald; 
and  Mr.  Frank  Poland,  Brethren 
Home  Missions. 
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Missionaries  are  asked  to  make 
many  sacrifices  for  the  work  of 
Christ,  and  they  do  so  without  com- 
plaint. The  majority  of  American 
Christians  would  not  put  up  with 
the  inconveniences,  the  separations 
from  loved  ones,  the  health  hazards, 
and  the  frustrations  that  the  work 
demands  of  many  of  our  missionaries. 
It  is  one  thing  to  flv  into  a  vastly 
different  culture  and  live  in  the 
midst  of  strangers  for  a  short  period 
of  time.  It  is  quite  another  to  live 
and  work  for  years  in  an  area  which 
makes  demands  upon  you  which 
would  cause  one  to  rise  in  protest  if 
he  were  in  his  own  land  or  engaaed 
in  any  other  type  of  work.  How- 
ever, as  soon  as  adjustments  are  made 
to  the  new  culture,  customs,  and 
language,  most  missionaries  no  longer 
look  upon  the  sacrifices  they  are 
making  as  "sacrifices,"  but  gladly 
accept  their  state  as  God's  will  for 
their  lives.  They  feel  that  God  has 
blessed  them  to  such  an  extent  that 
they  \A'ould  not  want  to  trade  places 
with  anyone. 


There  is,  however,  one  demand 
made  upon  missionaries  which  is  the 
bitterest  pill  of  all.  It  calls  for  a 
decision  which  many  feel  is  over 
and  above  the  call  of  duty  and  Chris- 
tian responsibility.  It  is  the  decision 
which  must  be  made  when  the  chil- 
dren are  to  be  left  in  the  homeland. 
At  this  point  many  missionaries  spend 
agonizino  hours  before  the  Lord  in 
pra^'er,  torn  between  tv^'o  clear  re- 
sponsibilities: their  responsibility  as 
ser\'ants  of  the  Lord  to  fulfill  their 
Christian  obligation  in  the  field  to 
which  God  has  called  them,  and  their 
equallv  clear  responsibility  to  their 
children.  A  separation  here  means 
four  or  five  long  years  away  from  the 
child  at  one  of  the  most  critical  pe- 
riods of  life.  The  choice  to  be  made 
is  almost  too  much  for  many  mis- 
sionary parents.  Hence,  they  are 
forced  to  leave  their  life's  calling,  at 
least  for  a  few  years,  to  care  for  the 
children  God  has  given  them. 

o 

The  Brethren  foreign  mission 
board  recognizes  the  conflict  which 
exists    as   parents   are    brought    to   a 
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decision  which  can  only  lead  to  a 
disquieted  soul  no  matter  which  way 
the  decision  is  made.  Therefore,  to 
help  relieve  the  problem,  children 
are  being  offered  the  opportunity 
to  \-isit  with  their  parents  on  the 
field  in  the  middle  of  the  term  of 
service.  After  two  years,  children  of 
school  age  up  through  the  high 
school  years,  who  have  been  left  in 
the  LInited  States,  will  be  united 
with  their  parents  for  one  summer. 
In  this  way  there  will  not  be  the 
long  four-year  separation,  and  fami- 
lies will  have  the  opportunity  to  be 
together  as  a  family  unit  for  a  few 
months. 

Missionaries  have  expressed  their 
enthusiasm  for  the  program,  and 
some  have  been  able  to  rethink  their 
plans  concerning  missionary  service. 
It  may  mean  the  difference  between 
losing  missionaries  for  several  years 
due  to  familv  pressures,  or  keeping 
them  in  full-time  service  during  the 
most  productive  years  of  their  lives. 
Some  may  feel  that  the  cost  does 
not  justify  the  plan.  Yet,  think  how 
expensive  it  is  to  lose  a  qualified 
missionary  for  a  term  or,  in  some 
cases,  for  life.  And  think  how  cheap 
it  would  be  if  these  young  people, 
through  periodic  contact  with  the 
country  and  language  in  which  they 
grew  up,  would  feel  that  God  would 
have  them  return  as  missionaries. 
LInder  this  plan,  three  MK's  will  be 
united  with  their  parents  during  the 
summer  months  of  1967.  Paul  and 
Suzan  Gk)odman  and  Barbara  Miller 
will  leave  for  Bangui  immediately 
after  the  school  term  closes. 

We  feel  confident  that  Brethren 
people  recognize  the  value  of  this 
plan  and  will  want  to  have  a  part  in 
its  fulfillment.  T

Imagine  driving  nine  hours  over 
out^h  dirt  roads  to  visit  the  dentist! 
^t  me  tell  you  about  our  trip. 

The  Peugeot  truck  was  loaded 
\ith  telephone  wire  for  Boguila,  a 
aw  n  mower  frame  needing  welding, 
i  baa  of  20Z0  (manioc),  our  foot- 
ocker,  water  jug,  picnic  basket,  two 
tudents  from  the  James  Gribble 
4igh  School,  a  patient  for  the  hos- 
nital,  his  daughter  and  her  baby, 
lHolette  Steudler,  and  our  family- 
Tom,  Gracia,  Nancy,  Danny,  and 
vlargaret. 

The  roads  were  not  too  bad  as  it 
vas  still  dry  season.  Driving  along, 
Tom  honked  the  horn  often  to  scare 
'oats  and  chickens  off  the  road.  Wc 
bund  the  countryside  covered  with 
rees,  bushes,  and  foliage,  and  very 
ittle  green  grass  at  that  time  of  the 
fear.  Frequently  we  passed  small 
\frican  villages  of  ten  to  twenty 
louses,  although  some  were  larger, 
n  the  Central  African  Republic 
ill  the  villages  are  located  along  the 
oads,  because  the  French  made  the 
seople  move  there  some  years  ago. 
Dccasionally  we  passed  a  chapel  with 
I  sign  reading  "L'Eglise  Evangelique 
des  Freres,"  and  we  rejoiced  to  know 
)f  a  Brethren  church  there.  Our 
lope  is  that  in  the  future  we  will 
«e  manv  more  of  these  signs. 

We  saw  many  people  walking, 
jften  with  heav)'  bundles  on  their 
leads,  and  the  women  with  babies 
5n  their  backs.  If  we  waved,  they 
>miled  and  waved  back.  When  we 
met  a  truck,  it  meant  holding  out 
breath  and  closing  our  eyes  (except 
For  Tom,  who  had  to  try  to  keep  his 
2ves  on  the  road)  until  the  clouds 
of  red  dust  had  gone. 

The  Africans  were  still  burning 
the  "bush."  We  drove  by  a  few  fires, 
one  too  close  for  comfort.  This  is 
their  method  of  agriculture,  and  is 
done  each  year.  It  robs  the  soil  of 
many  nutrients,  but  this  is  the  way 
thev  have  done  it  for  years  and 
change  does  not  come  easilv. 

Arri\'ing  at  Bossembele,  we  hur- 
ried to  the  f)ost  office;  we  do  not 
Ihave  one  at  Yaloke.  As  we  completed 
our  business  there  and  started  driving 
to  the  mission  station,  an  African 
man  ran  after  us,  pointing  to  one  of 
the  tires;  it  was  going  flat.  But  we 
continued  the  short  distance  to  the 


mission  station.  Time  for  lunch; 
evervone  washed,  and  we  ate 
peanut  butter  and  jelly  sandwiches, 
meat  loaf  sandwiches,  raisins,  and 
best  of  all— ice-cold  water.  Then 
Tom  changed  the  tire,  and  we  drove 
to  the  other  end  of  town  to  buv  gas, 
which  a  voung  bov  pumped  for  us  by 
hand. 

On  our  way  again,  every  now  and 
then  we  stopped  at  a  village  to  de- 
liver a  message  from  one  of  our  high 
school  students.  And  then— another 
flat  tire!  This  time  we  waited  while 
Tom  patched  the  first  one.

Continuing  on,  we  came  to  Bos- 
sangoa,  where  the  Garbers  live.  We 
all  enjoyed  cold  drinks  of  juice,  and 
then  the  children  played  together, 
the  women  rested  in  the  cool  living 
room,  and  Martin  and  Tom  dis- 
cussed cars  outside  while  Martin 
patched  our  tire.  Off  again— only 
two  more  hours  to  Boguila. 

Finally  arriving,  we  discharged 
the  patient  and  his  relative  at  the 
dispensary,  and  the  students  got  out 
also,  one  having  come  for  dental 
work  and  the  other  going  home  to 
get  more  money  from  his  family.  At 
the  guest  house  Shirley  Robbins  pre- 
pared a  good  supper  for  us,  and  we 
were  glad  to  wash  off  the  day's  dirt 
with  showers  and  to  tumble  into  bed. 

Next  dav  the  dental  work  began. 
Although  we  had  hoped  to  go  home 
the  following  day,  we  had  to  stay  an 
extra    day    for    more    dental    work. 


Margaret  Hull  took  us  on  a  tour 
of  the  hospital,  and  we  were  im- 
pressed. We  hope  we  will  not  have 
to  make  use  of  the  hospital  but  are 
reassured  to  know  that  if  we  do, 
we'll  have  good  facilities  and  good 
care. 

Monday  morning  we  had  left 
Yaloke.  Thursday  morning  we  were 
ready  to  go  home.  On  that  trip  the 
truck  contained,  besides  its  passen- 
gers, two  fifty-gallon  drums  of  ban- 
dages for  the  Yaloke  dispensary,  a 
large  box  of  medicines,  the  repaired 
lawn  mou'er  frame,  and  food  for 
some  students  sent  by  their  families, 
including  gozo  and  a  live  chicken  in 
a  basket. 

Arriving  at  the  Gathers'  again, 
we  enjo\'ed  a  snack  of  cookies  and 
cold  water.  Beverley  had  bought  some 
fresh  carrots  and  tomatoes  for  us  to 
take  home— things  we  cannot  get  at 
Yaloke.  She  packed  them  carefully 
in  a  cardboard  box  and  wrapped  the 
tomatoes  in  newspaper. 

As  we  traveled  again,  the  chickens 
and  goats  scattered  off  the  road  at 
every  honk-honk  of  the  horn.  We 
had  messages  to  deliver  at  various 
villages.  Whene\'er  we  stopped,  we 
had  to  say  "Balao"  to  everA'one  and 
shake  ther  hands.  The  Africans  love 
to  shake  hands. 

Along  a  stretch  where  there  was 
no  village,  we  had  a  flat  tire  again. 
As  we  waited,  the  swarms  of  small 
black  flies  were  pure  torture!  The 
spare  tire  had  gone  flat,  too,  so  it 
had  to  be  patched  before  the  tire 
could  be  changed.  We  were  so  thank- 
ful to  start  again  and  to  have  the 
wind  blow  all  the  flies  away.  What 
a  relief! 

Back  to  Bossembele;  lunch;  post 
office;  gas  station;  finally  we  were  on 
the  last  stretch  home. 

Ever)'one  v\'as  glad  to  see  us  when 
we  arrived  at  Yaloke  in  the  late  after- 
noon. Total  gas  for  the  trip  was 
ninety-two  litres  at  4,400  francs,  or 
approximately  twenty-five  gallons  at 
about  sixteen  or  seventeen  dollars. 
Total  casualties  on  the  trip  were 
three:  one  hawk  and  two  chickens,  all 
killed  on  the  road. 

It  was  good  to  be  home  again.  We 
praised  the  Lord  for  watching  over 
us  and  caring  for  us.  And  now  you 
can  understand  that,  in  Africa,  a  trip 
to  the  dentist  is  no  small  undertak- 
ing. ^

(FMS  editor's  note:  This  trans- 
lation from  Sango  is  a  story  in  the 
new  girls'  youth  manual,  Mbeti  ti 
a  Pendere  Ouali,  noxv  in  use  in  the 
Lumiere  work  in  the  Central  Afri- 
can Repjihlic,  and  was  sent  hy  Miss 
Lois  Piingler.) 

Dembai  went  to  the  well  to  carry 
water.  As  she  returned,  she  was 
thinking  about  the  new  things  peo- 
ple were  saying  in  the  village. 

The  chief's  son  had  just  returned 
yesterday.  He  had  heard  some  news 
from  very  far  away,  near  the  big 
water.  This  new  thing  took  away 
fear  and  brought  joy  to  people.  It 
was  like  a  light  shining  in  the  heart 
of  a  man  and  gave  him  wisdom.  The 
one  who  believed  this  thing  had  his 
heart  changed.  Even  his  face  was  dif- 
ferent. 

Dembai  was  thinking  ver\'  much 
about  this  light  that  was  able  to 
take  away  fear  and  give  light  and 
joy.  She  was  afraid,  and  she  was  very 
sad.

come  the  wife  of  the  medicine  man, 
but  she  did  not  want  to.

She  left  her  pot  of  water  and 
started  into  the  deep  forest.  She 
knew  it  led  to  the  big  water.

But  she  kept  on  the  path 
many  days.  She  was  like  someone 
looking  for  something  (Searcher). 
She  wanted  to  find  this  light,  for 
she  was  suffering  like  a  person  lost 
in  the  night. 

One  day  near  sunset,  Dembai 
came  to  a  different  path.  She  stood 
still  and  her  heart  trembled.  There 
among  the  trees  she  saw  the  surface 
of  the  big  water,  and  the  sun  was 
shining  on  it.  Dembai  saw  a  house  a 
little  farther,  and  ventured  on  to 
where  a  woman  was  beating  out  her 
guinea  corn.  The  woman  stopped 
and  looked  up  at  Dembai.  Dembai 
saw  on  her  face  something  that  was 
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like  light.  Even  though  she  did  not 
know  her  language,  she  knew  this 
woman  had  the  Light  she  was  look- 
ing for.

You  will  learn  to  know 
friends  who  belong  to  Him  and  you 
will  become  a  friend  of  the  Light 
(Sister).  Try  hard  to  do  what  is  right, 
and  to  please  Him.  If  you  want  to 
be  a  keeper  of  the  Light,  you  must 
have  a  good  testimony,  so  that  others 
will  know  that  Jesus  is  the  Light 
of  your  heart.  And  in  the  end,  you 
will  bear  the  Light  to  others  and 
show  the  way  to  other  voung  women 
to  know  Christ  as  Saviour.  You  will 
learn  many  things  in  the  Book  of 
God.

The  work  of  literature  distribution 
in  our  Brethren  field  of  Brazil  has 
taken  a  giant  step  forward  with  the 
opening  of  two  new  bookstores  with- 
in two  weeks. 

In  Capanema  on  February  26  the 
first  of  the  new  stores  was  dedicated 
at  an  afternoon  sen'ice  attended  by 
perhaps  one  hundred  people.  The 
building  in  which  the  store  is  lo- 
cated was  started  several  years  ago 
but  was  just  recently  completed  by 
Ralph  Schwartz.  An  annex  to  the 
church  building,  the  new  edifice  com- 
prises two  classrooms  as  well  as  the 
bookstore  and  will  serve  a  large  area 
as  a  ready  source  of  Bibles,  Testa- 
ments, songbooks,  and  all  types  of 
gospel  literature. 

In  Icoaraci  one  room  of  the  par- 
sonage was  remodeled,  fitted  up  with 
the  necessary  equipment  to  house  the 
bookstore,  and  dedicated  on  March 
12  under  the  direction  of  Eddie  Mil- 
ler. About  280  people  were  present. 

With  a  population  of  40,000  or 
SO, 000,  Icoaraci  is  located  twelve 
miles  from  Belem  and  up  to  now 
has   had   no   supply   of   gospel   liter- 


ature other  than  missionaries'  homes 
or  bookracks  in  the  church  or  school. 
The  new  store  is  located  midway 
between  the  main  business  center 
of  the  town  and  a  satellite  center 
about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  out. 
The  heavy  traffic  of  the  main  street 
of  the  to\\'n  passes  right  by  the  front 
door,  and  the  store  will  be  accessible 
to  literally  thousands  of  people. 

National  believers  will  be  largely 
responsible  for  the  day-to-day  opera- 
tion of  these  new  ministries,  al- 
though the  administration  will  re- 
main in  the  hands  of  the  missionaries 
until  such  time  as  the  nationals  are 
able  to  take  over  the  complete  opera- 
tion. This  svstem  has  been  very  suc- 
cessful in  Macapa,  where  the  book- 
store, started  a  number  of  vears  ago, 
is  now  a  flourishing  business  with 
the  owners  active  in  the  ministry  and 
support  of  the  local  church. 

Without  doubt  these  stores  are 
answers  to  prayer  and  an  evidence 
of  the  vision  and  zeal  of  those  who 
have  brought  them  into  existence. 
Prayer  is  requested  for  this  arm  of 
the  Lord's  work.— Rev.  ].  Keith  Altig.

It  seems  very  appropriate  that  after 
our  WMC  studies  of  last  year,  in 
which  we  learned  to  be  vessels  fit 
for  the  Master's  use,  this  year  we 
have  the  theme,  "So  Send  I  You." 
It  won't  do  much  good  for  us  to  be 
fit  for  the  Master's  use  if  we  fail 
to  let  Him  use  us. 

We  must  be  sure,  though,  that  we 
are  fit.  This  can  only  mean  cleansed. 
Let's  look  at  Isaiah  6:6-8.  It  was  on]\' 
after  Isaiah  had  his  iniquity  taken 
away  and  his  sin  purged  that  he 
could  answer  the  Lord's  question, 
"Whom  shall  I  send,  and  who  will 
go  for  us?"  with  "Here  am  I;  send 
me."  As  we  spend  time  with  the 
Lord  and  His  Word  daily,  we  learn 
how  this  cleansing  is  needed  and 
how  to  obtain  it. 

If  we  are  to  be  a  sent  one,  or  an 
ambassador,  we  need  a  message.  An 
ambassador  is  never  sent  out  on  his 
own;  he  is  always  told  the  policy  of 
his  country  and  what  he  is  to  sav  on 
certain  matters.  As  we  hide  the  mes- 
sage of  God's  Word  in  our  hearts, 
we  have  the  message  we  need.  As 
we  are  placed  in  our  field  of  serv- 
ice,   the    Holy    Spirit    can    use    this 

knowledge    to   lead   us   to   the   right 
I.-  ■  ^ 

thing  to  say  at  any  time. 

After  we  are  cleansed  and  have  a 

message,    we    are    ready    to   be    sent 

"in    faith    believing."    To   believe    is 

to   be   confident.    Paul   said,    "Being 

confident  of  this  very  thing,  that  he 

v\'hich   hath   begun  a  good  work  in 

you    will    perform    it    until    the    day 

of  Jesus  Christ"  (Phil.   1:6).  Doesn't 

that  verse  thrill  your  heart'?  It  means 


much  to  me  to  know  that  I  don't 
have  to  do  anything  but  can  trust 
the  one  who  began  a  good  work  in 
me  to  go  ahead  and  complete  it.  If 
we  had  none  of  His  other  promises, 
this  one  would  be  enough.  Faith  in 
this  promise  will  take  the  fear  out 
of  serving  Christ. 

So  He  is  sending  us  in  faith  be- 
lieving. Whom  is  he  sending,  and 
where  are  we  going?  As  we  read 
our  theme  verse  of  the  year  in  its  con- 
text, v\'e  see  Christ  appearing  to  His 
disciples  after  His  resurrection.  We 
can  only  come  to  one  conclusion: 
we  (each  as  an  individual)  are  the 
sent  ones  of  Christ.  It  is  always 
easy  to  see  the  other  person  being 
sent  to  do  things,  but  let's  admit  that 
the  Lord  was  speaking  to  us  when 
He  said,  "So  send  I  you."  The  words 
of  James  2:18  keep  coming  to  mind- 
"Shew  me  thy  faith  without  thy 
works,  and  I  will  shew  thee  my  faith 
by  my  works."  Our  faith  must  be 
demonstrated  by  our  v\'orks. 

How  do  we  know  how  to  channel 
these  works?  No  one  person  can  tell 
another  where  the  Lord  wants  him 
to  work.  This  has  to  be  an  individual 
decision.  If  one  is  prepared  and  will- 
ing to  be  used,  the  Lord  will  direct. 
Let  us  not  let  that  word  "prepared" 
scare  us.  There  are  many  important 
areas  in  which  the  Lord  needs  work- 
ers where  all  the  preparation  you 
need  is  to  be  willing.  The  more  for- 
mal training  one  has,  the  most  spe- 
cialized can  be  his  service,  but  the 
Lord  has  a  place  for  all  of  us. 

Let's  look  together  at  a  few  places 
where  any  of  us  can  serve.  We  are 
told  that  more  people  come  to  Christ 
as  children  than  at  any  other  time. 
This  work  of  reaching  children  is  a 
good  one  for  WMC  ladies,  since  it 
uses  us  where  we  are.  We  can  start 
with  the  nursery;  it  always  has  a  need 
for  volunteers.  Then  comes  the  Sun- 
day school.  Teachers  and  helpers 
are  always  needed  here,  and  you  can 
learn  much  of  God's  Word  when  you 
are  studying  to  teach  others.  In  jun- 
ior church  our  children  need  to  be 
taught  not  only  the  Word  of  God, 


but  also  respect  for  God's  house  and 
why  and  how  to  worship  Him. 

Perhaps  you  are  not  called  to  teach. 
How  about  your  home,  right  where 
you  are?  If  your  heart  is  burdened 
for  little  ones  around  you,  offer  your  i 
home  for  a  Bible  club.  When  these 
little  ones  come  in  and  come  to  know 
the  Saviour,  any  extra  work  that  is 
involved  will  mean  nothing  but  joy. 

How  many  of  you  cringe  when 
you  think  of  DVBS?  Yes,  it  is  work, 
but  if  more  of  us  would  see  its  worth 
and  believe  that  God  could  use  this 
time  to  reach  and  teach  these  little

ones  for  himself,  the  work  would 
not  be  too  much  for  anv  one  person. 
Let  us  believe  God  can  do  great 
things  through  us,  and  instead  of 
looking  for  an  excuse  why  we  can't 
help,  let's  volunteer  for  the  privi- 
lege of  serving  Him. 

Then  there  are  summer  camps. 
Just  listen  to  the  testimonies  of  our 
pastors  and  our  missionaries.  Where 
did  most  of  them  decide  to  give  their 
lives  to  the  Lord?  That's  right,  at 
camp.  To  have  a  camp,  one  must 
have  a  staff  of  people  to  run  it.  Look 
at  some  of  the  benefits  you  can  get 
personally  from  going  to  camp:  a 
week  av\'ay  from  home  responsibil- 
ities, a  time  of  fellowship  with 
Christians,  and  a  host  of  new  Chris- 
tian friends  you  might  never  get  to 
know  any  other  way.  You  get  away 
from  the  newspaper,  T.V.,  and  radio 
and  have  some  quiet  time  in  which 
to  think.   Camp  is  a  good  time  for 
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■  even  the  staff  to  be  brought  to  a 
closer  walk  with  God.  Above  all,  the 
young  lives  )'ou  see  brought  to  the 
Lord  and  those  who  decide  to  fol- 
low Him  more  closely  are  more  than 
enough  reward  for  a  week  or  two 
away  from  the  family  to  serve  the 
Lord.  (You'll  be  surprised  how  much 
more  you  are  appreciated  after  you 
return!) 

These  are  not  all  the  areas  of  serv- 
ice where  the  Lord  can  use  us,  but 
just  a  few.  Let's  all  be  sent  ones  in 
faith  believing  and  see  what  the 
Lord  is  able  to  do  through  us.        T

HERE   AM    I,    SEND   ME!"

It  is  a  warm  August  Sunday 
morning  in  Winona  Lake,  and  the 
time  has  come  for  the  new  mission- 
aries to  be  dedicated  to  foreign  serv- 
ice.  All  e3'es  are  upon  them;  all  hearts 
beat  with  theirs.  In  many  a  mind  is 
the  thought,  "What  a  great  step  of 
faith  they  are  taking!"  But  if  the 
young  people  now  consecrating  them- 
selves were  asked,  thev  would  say 
that  it  is  not  one  big  step.  Instead,  it 


is  one  in  a  long  line  of  steps,  some 
very  small  and  almost  unnoticed,  in 
which  they  have  been  led. 

Perhaps  some  have  gone  back  in 
thought  over  fifty  years  to  a  young 
man  standing  in  a  room  in  Chicago 
before  a  map  of  Africa  hanging  on 
the  wall.  "This  is  the  place!"  he 
would  say  to  his  wife.  "Bozoum!  This 
is  our  objecti\'e  in  Africa.  This  is  the 
best  spot  in  Oubangui-Chari  for  us. 
There  we  hope  to  establish  our  first 
station." 

James  Gribble  had  already  come 
a  long  wav  on  his  journey  of  faith, 
but  the  hardest  part  was  still  ahead. 
When  the  call  to  Africa  came  to 
him,  he  had  no  money,  and  the  small 
Brethren  denomination  to  which  he 
belonged  had  no  work  in  Africa  and 
no  interest  in  any.  With  onlv  enough 
money  to  reach  New  York,  he  had 
started  for  Africa.  The  Lord  had  led 
him  all  the  way,  found  him  a  place 
to  work,  and  given  him  a  wife  \\'ho 
had  the  medical  training  greatlv 
needed  for  the  work.  Now  had  come 
the  need  to  impress  his  church  with 
the  importance  of  starting  a  mission 
work  of  their  own  in  Oubangui- 
Chari  in  French  Equatorial  Africa. 
When  that  was  accomplished,  there 
was  still  the  need  for  permission 
from  France,  and  there  was  a  long 
wait  outside  the  border  before  thev 
were  finally  offered  their  desire— 
Bozoum. 

Now  came  the  difficulties  of 
starting  on  a  completely  untouched 
field,  as  well  as  finding  a  corps  of 
workers.  And  always  there  was  the 
dreaded  fever,  bringing  weakness  and 
even  death  to  valuable  workers.  At 
last  the  work  was  begun  and  a  staff 
of  missionaries  readv  for  it,  expect- 
ing to  lean  on  Mr.  Gribble  for  guid- 
es & 

ance  and  encouragement.  Just  then 
came  a  severe  attack  of  blackwater 
fever,  and  their  leader  was  gone 
Home,  leaving  them  to  lean  on  the 
One  who  had  always  been  his  help. 
We  know  that  He  has  been  never- 
failing,  for  we  now  have  61,000  bap- 
tized Christians  in  that  area. 

Conference  is  over.  The  mission- 


ary candidates,  as  well  as  the  expe- 
rienced missionaries,  go  on  to  their 
chosen  fields  of  ser\'ice,  surrounded 
by  our  prayers  that  God  will  con- 
stantly guide  and  care  for  them. 
The  rest  of  us  just  go  home,  back 
to  care  of  our  families,  our  house- 
work, our  ordinary  occupations.  We 
are  back  in  the  old  rut,  but  re- 
nicmbering  the  wonderful  people  we 
have  seen  who  were  following  our 
Lord   in    faith. 

Then  the  telephone  begins  to 
ring.  "The  fifth  grade  class  is  so 
large  that  it  should  be  di\dded.  Will 
vou  take  the  girls?"  "The  pianist  for 
the  Child  Evangelism  class  is  on  va- 
cation. Can  you  come?"  "Will  you 
take  the  Bible  study  for  WMC?" 
"Linda's  baby  came  while  you  were 
gone.  What  meal  would  you  like 
to  take  in?"  Even  ordinary  life  can 
be  overwhelming. 

Here  is  our  choice.  We  can  strug- 
gle on  in  the  flesh,  trying  to  meet 
all  these  demands,  and  too  often  we 
do.  But  why  not  simplv  accept  the 
fact  that  our  Lord  is  sending  us,  also? 
Sending  us  into  a  Sunday-school 
class,  to  WMC,  to  Linda's  with  a  hot 
dinner,  or  wherever  He  calls?  We, 
too,  need  faith  for  these  tasks,  faith 
that  we  are  doing  our  Lord's  service 
and  that  we  have  His  guiding.  We, 
too,  shall  have  troubles  and  adver- 
saries and  shall  need  to  hold  the 
shield  of  faith  constantly  before  us. 
How  weak  we  feel!  But  we  have 
the  promises.  "Fear  not  ...  I  am 
thy  shield,  and  thy  exceeding  great 
reward"  (Gen.  15:1).  "Our  soul 
waiteth  for  the  Lord:  he  is  our  help 
and  our  shield"  (Ps.  33:20).  "The 
Lord  God  is  a  sun  and  shield:  the 
Lord  will  give  grace  and  glory:  no 
good  thing  will  he  withhold  from 
them   that  walk   uprightly"   (Ps.   84: 

11). 

Whether  we  go  to  the  center  of 
Africa  or  next  door,  it  is  our  God 
who  sends  us,  and  He  will  give  us 
the  faith  we  need,  for  all  faith  comes 
from   Him.    He   is   our   faith.        T

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Picnics,  camping,  swimming,  fish- 
ing—these are  the  thoughts  of  a  child 
in  summer.  Vacation  plans,  family 
good  times,  visits  to  grandparents— 
these  are  the  preoccupations  of  Moth- 
er. For  Christian  mothers,  however, 
there  is  more  involved  than  this  in 
summer  schedules.  The  Lord  Jesus 
says,  "Occupy  till  I  come." 

Soon  the  Lord  Jesus  will  return. 
What  does  He  expect  of  us  as  Chris- 
tian women  until  then?  All  around 
us  are  children.

Check  your  Bible  bookstore 
for  good  children's  books.  For  older 
young  people  there  are  biographies 
of  great  Christian  leaders  such  as  D. 
L.  Moody,  William  Carey,  Adon- 
iram  Judson,  and  Hudson  Taylor. 
Good  missionary  books  are  Jungle 
Pilot,  Monganga  Paul,  We  Two 
Alone,  and  others.  Many  youngsters 
like  to  read;  use  this  opportunity  for 
the  Lord.

Realizing  that  much  criticism  has 
been  leveled  at  his  federal  aid  to 
education  bill  currently  before  Con- 
gress, President  Lyndon  Johnson 
made  a  surprise  appearance  at  the 
dedication  of  a  federally-aided 
"showplace"  school  just  outside  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

No  one  was  more  surprised  than 
the  Crossland  High  School  student 
body  president,  Jim  Dixon,  whose 
father  pastors  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Greater  Washington.

Birth  Control, 
Abortion  Gain 
Footholds 

U.S.  congressmen  and  senators 
from  Maryland  have  little  objection 
to  the  practice  of  distributing  birth 
control  pills  to  teen-age  girls  by  Bal- 
timore's  Sinai   hospital. 

Hospital  officials  say  their  prac- 
tice of  giving  the  pills  to  "sexually 
active  high  school  girls"— with  paren- 
tal permission— is  one  of  the  "only 
programs  of  its  kind  in  the  country." 

Baltimore  public  health  officials 
say  a  thousand  teen-age  girls  get 
pregnant  out  of  wedlock  annually  in 
Baltimore.  So  far  the  contraceptives 
have  been  given  to  sixty  teen-age 
girls. 

Rep.  Samuel  Friedel,  of  Baltimore, 
said  he  approved  of  the  practice. 

"You  can't  legislate  moralitv,"  said 
Friedel.  "If  we  don't  give  them  con- 
traceptives, we'd  just  have  that  many 
more  girls  on  relief,  with  children 
they  don't  want." 

Senator  Joseph  Tydings,  of  Mary- 
land, agreed  with  Friedel.  The  two 
are  cosponsoring  joint  legislation  to 
establish  family  planning  centers 
throughout  the  U.S.

Vatican  newspaper  announced  April 
17  that  the  only  permissible  means 
of  birth  control  is  total  abstinence  or 
the   "rhythm   method."   On    May    1,

contraceptives. 

Abortion  continued  to  be  contro- 
versial in  state  legislatures  and  courts. 
Maryland  public  health  officials  said 
"We'll  try  again"  when  an  abortion 
law  was  defeated  in  the  state  Senate 
after  easily  passing  the  House. 

But  two  states,  Colorado  and 
North  Carolina,  passed  laws  legaliz- 
ing abortion  if  the  unborn  child  is 
"likely  to  be  deformed"  or  in  cases 
of  statutory  rape  or  incest. 

And  in  Boston  a  court  ruled  that 
an  unborn  baby  was  "a  person"  in 
the  eves  of  the  law,  overturning  an 
1884'  ruling  by  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes,  when  he  was  a  justice  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Supreme 
Court.

Officials  at  the  selective  service 
s\'stem  here  are  not  sure  yet  exactly 
what  the  future  for  religious  groups 
will  be  if  the  case  of  heav\ayeght 
champion  boxer  Cassius  Clay  (Mu- 
hammad Ali)  ends  in  his  imprison- 
ment. 

Clay  (Ali)  refused  induction  into 
the  Army  because  he  says  he  is  a 
Muslim  minister  and  therefore  should 
be     exempt.     The     Black     Muslim

organization,  known  officially  as  the 
Lost  Found  Nation  of  Islam  in  North 
America,  has  recognized  Clay  (Ali) 
as  one  of  its  ministers,  but  the  Selec- 
ti\'e   Service  refuses  to  acknowledge

it. 

After  his  refusal  to  be  inducted. 
Clay  (Ali)  was  charged  v\dth  violation 
of  the  Universal  Military  Training 
and  Service  Act  and  almost  imme- 
diately indicted. 

Since  Clay  (Ali)  is  a  recognized 
minister  of  a  recognized  religious 
group,  can  the  Selective  Sendee  do 
anything  but  make  the  former  cham- 
pion exempt?  This  is  the  problem 
haunting  officials  in  Washington. 

Clay  (Ali)  testified  in  court  the 
day  before  he  faced  induction  that 
there  are  seventy-five  Muslim  mos- 
ques in  the  U.S.  and  that  he  has 
spoken  at  eighteen  of  them.  He  said 
his  job  as  a  Muslim  minister  requires 
160  hours  monthly. 

"My  sideline  is  being  the  heavy- 
weight champion  of  the  world,"  com- 
mented Clay  (Ali)  in  court. 

Church  a  Lobby — 
and  a  Violator 

Maryland's  Secretary  of  State  C. 
Stanley  Blair  has  charged  a  Balti- 
more church  organization  with  vio- 
lation of  the  state's  lobbying  law.

The  Baltimore  annual  conference 
of  the  Methodist  Church  violated 
the  law  by  not  filing  expense  state- 
ments. 

The  church  group  was  one  of  some 
112  lobbyists  who  failed  to  meet  the 
law's  standards.

Bill  Smith  Conference  on  Soul-

The  outstanding  event  proved  to 
be  the  Valentine  banquet  held  on 
February  17  at  the  Danish  Smorgas- 
bord, northwest  of  Akron. 

This  banquet  was  sponsored  by 
the  Men's  Fellowship.  Each  man 
was  to  bring  his  wife  or  a  friend 
and  to  invite  as  his  puests  one  or 
more  couples.  The  aim  was  to  bring 
unchurched  and  unsaved  so  they 
could  be  reached  for  Christ. 

The  men  promptly  got  busy  in- 
viting visitors.  In  fact,  a  contest 
spirit  developed  among  some  of  them. 
Each  Sunday  they  would  compare 
notes  to  see  who  had  the  most  suests

coming.  The  tickets  cost  $2.50,  so 
each  man  unfortunately  had  his  mis- 


sionary zeal  tempered  by  his  pocket 
book.  The  promotion  chairman, 
Frank  Bodosi,  not  only  got  the  church 
members  moving  but  also  brought 
sixteen  visitors.  (He  happily  related 
afterwards  that  most  of  them  in- 
sisted on  paying  their  own  way. 
That's  really  salesmanship!)  Wayne 
Herbruck  brought  eleven  by  pavino 
for  his  employees  and  their  wives. 
The  emcee  of  the  banquet,  Robert 
Seeley,  brought  nine. 

As  pastor,  I  had  to  get  busy  too. 
I  gave  tickets  to  nine  people,  flow- 
ever,  at  the  last  minute  three  of  the 
couples  backed  out  on  me.  Others 
were  likewise  disappointed  by  guest 
cancellations.  But  such  can  be  ex- 
pected when  dueling  with  the  devil 
for  the  souls  of  men. 

The  final  tally  showed  forty-five 
visitors  present.  At  least  twenty-seven 
of  these  were  unsaved.  After  Bill 
Smith  gave  his  timely  message  on 
the  new  birth,  four  people  were 
dealt  with  regarding  salvation.  The 
Lord  blessed  His  Word  and  hon- 
ored the  faith  of  our  men.  Many 
said  it  was  the  finest  such  function 
they  had  ever  attended. 

Lay  Institute  for  Evangelism 

The  next  project  was  to  get  our 
folks  out  to  the  Campus  Crusade- 
sponsored  Lay  Institute  for  Evange- 
lism, March  6-12.  Thirteen  people 
paid  their  $6.00  and  registered. 
More  attended  some  of  the  sessions. 


Only  two  churches  in  Akron  had 
more  registered  than  Fairlawn  Breth- 
ren. Approximately  400  people  at- 
tended each  day.  Duplicate  morning 
and  evening  sessions  were  held. 

This  will  undoubtedly  go  on 
record  as  a  milestone  in  evangelism 
for  this  cit}'.  It  certainly  was  a  turn- 
ing point  in  the  lives  of  our  own 
people.  The  proof  came  when  the 
truths  learned  were  put  into  practice. 
After  fi\'e  days  with  lectures  on  the 
Christian  life  and  workshops  on  how 
to  witness  effectively,  it  was  a  thrill 
to  see  the  results.  On  Saturday  and 
Sunday  afternoons  the  workers  con- 
ducted a  religious  survey  in  the  area 
of  the  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church,  where  the  institute  was 
held. 

The  director,  Dr.  Walls  of  In- 
dianapolis, warned  about  the  Satanic 
opposition  to  this  t\'pe  of  soul-win- 
ning effort  which  would  manifest  it- 
self in  excuses,  fright,  or  sickness  to 
keep  people  from  going.  It  was  true! 
Even  I  felt  so  bad  after  dinner  Satur- 
day that  I  had  to  take  two  aspirins 
and  an  Alka  Seltzer  so  I  could  get 
going!  About  150  came  out  to  call. 
One  lady  expressed  her  feelings  by 
saying,  "I'm  scared  to  death!  It  isn't 
that  I  don't  love  Jesus,  but  I'm  just 
scared." 

All  this  apprehension  was  gone, 
however,  when  they  returned  from 
the  two  hours  of  visitation.  It  took 
an  hour  and  twenty  minutes  to  hear 
the  flow  of  testimonies  from  thrilled 
Christians.  It  was  ten  revivals  in  one. 
All  of  the  people  from  Fairlawn 
Brethren  \\ho  went  out  were  success- 
ful in  seeing  decisions  for  Christ. 
Three  of  them  gave  exuberant  testi- 
monies at  the  Sunday  morning  serv- 
ice about  how  God  had  worked  in 
their  lives  through  this  institute. 

Scott  Weaver  Meetings 

The  evangelistic  ministry  of 
Scott  Weaver  was  also  used  of  God. 
Four  people  made  first-time  profes- 
sions of  faith  in  Christ.  A  unique 
feature  of  this  pre-Easter  series  was 
the  foreign  mission  flavor  added  by 
pictures  of  his  recent  trip  to  Africa. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  were  an  in- 
spiration to  all  of  us. 

God  has  given  us  a  new  vision  to 
win  souls  and  serve  Him.  Pray  for 
us  that  we  may  carry  out  the  chal- 
lenge. ^

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Compromises: 


Ticklish

Few  there  are  who  have  not  been 
caught  in  the  squeeze  of  compromise. 
This  temptation  of  compromise  con- 
fronts the  beUever  continually.  Satan 
never  tires  of  suggesting  that  we 
meet  halfway,  adjust,  make  the  best 
of,  or  take  a  middle  course  of  some 
description.  Our  great  Enemy  is 
doggedly  at  work  trying  to  keep 
the  Christian  from  giving  his  Lord 
full  obedience  and  loyalty.  Many 
times  he  is  successful,  too. 

Pilate  worked  himself  into  the  un- 
comfortable squeeze  of  a  compro- 
mise that  eventually  hurt  him  and 
the   Saviour  as  well.   Pilate  was  no 


doubt  suspicious  when  he  saw  the 
Jewish  people  bringing  another  Jew 
to  him  for  trial.  The  proceedings  had 
not  gone  far  that  morning  before  he 
was  convinced  that  Jesus  was  indeed 
being  falselv  accused.  Suddenly  a 
thought  came  to  Pilate.  He  figured 
that  he  could  shift  the  responsibility 
of  this  whole  thing  for  himself  to 
Herod.  So  he  sent  Christ  to  Herod. 
This  compromise  failed,  however, 
as  it  was  not  long  before  he  was 
faced  again  with  Christ.  As  the 
events  moved  on,  Pilate  could  see  the 
direction  they  were  taking.  It  look- 
ed  as  if  the  road  he  was  traveling 
was  again  swiftly  narrowing  down  to 
difficulty. 

This  distressed  Roman  ruler  then 
did  a  rather  strange  thing:  he  tried 
another  compromise.  He  suggested 
and  then  allowed  Jesus  to  be  scourg- 
ed, or  whipped  with  an  instrument 
of  long  leather  thongs  in  which  were

embedded  pieces  of  bone  or  metal. 
Often  those  who  were  subjected 
to  this  severe  flogging  fainted  under 
its  rigors;  some  even  died.  Jesus  was 
certainly    greatly    weakened.    After 


this  painful  ordeal,  Pilate  brought 
Him  forth  to  the  people.  The  waver- 
ing Roman  procurator  had  apparently 
thought  that  the  people  would  be 
satisfied  with  this  lesser  punishment 
and  would   insist  on   nothing  more. 

Pilate  was  willing  to  take  a  mid- 
dle-of-the-road position  even  though 
he  was  convinced  that  Jesus  was 
falsely  accused.  But  this  road  of 
compromise  narrowed,  and  Pilate 
traveled  it  until  he  came  to  the 
narrow  pass  that  was  painful  to 
squeeze  through.  This  Roman  no 
doubt  suffered  the  pains  of  a  guilty 
conscience.  His  position  of  compro- 
mise caused  him  to  suffer,  and  so  also 
Jesus.  The  painful  beating  that  Jesus 
endured  was  the  result  of  Pilate's 
attempt  at  compromise.  It  was  tick- 
lish to  engineer  and  ended  with  tragic 
results. 

The  child  of  God  is  constantly 
faced  with  the  temptation  to  com- 
promise, to  practice  half-way  tactics. 
That  decision  to  adjust  to  a  certain 
situation  rather  than  doing  what  you 
know  is  best,  has  it  put  you  into  a 
squeeze?  Has  your  middle-of-the-road 
approach  brought  you  eventually  in- 
to an  extremely  unhappy,  uneasy, 
narrow  place? 

Compromise  makes  for  painful  liv- 
ing; it  hurts  both  the  Saviour  and 
N'ourself.  Ha\'e  you  forgotten  that 
when  vou  compromise.  He  suffers, 
too? 

Full  orbed  obedience  and  loyalty 
to  Christ  makes  for  a  full  and  rich 
life.  There  are  no  compromises  al- 
lowed. They  are  ticklish  to  engineer, 
and  the  end  result  is  nothing  but 
tragedv  and  suffering.  T

How  Are  Your 
Investments^  Sir? 


Everyone  is  interested  in  invest- 
ments. The  choice  of  investments 
should  be  made  carefully,  and  for 
best  results  one  should  keep  a  close 
check  on  them.  If  money  is  to  be 
invested  in  a  house,  it  must  be  the 
risht  kind  of  house  and  should  be  in 
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the  right  location,  and  it  should  be 
kept  in  good  repair.  Securities  must 
be  chosen  with  the  greatest  of  care. 
If  a  bad  choice  is  made,  one  course 
will  be  followed;  if  a  good  choice, 
a  different  course. 

But  one  of  the  greatest  invest- 
ments is  in  the  child  or  children 
God  gives  to  us.  If  you  have  no  chil- 
dren of  your  own,  perhaps  your  in- 
vestment in  children  is  through  a 
Sunday-school  class,  an  SMM  group 
of  girls,  or  a  Little  League  team  you 
are  called  on  to  manage.  Everyone 
has  the  possibility  of  some  invest- 
ment in  children. 

One  thing  about  this  investment- 
it  always  pays  dividends.  Sometimes 
they  accrue  early,  sometimes  later. 
There  was  an  item  in  the  newspapers 


recently  that  doubtless  shook  a  fa- 
ther and  mother.  It  demonstrated  just 
how  fast  dividends  can  accrue  on  a 
parental  investment.  A  boy  of  eight 
years  staged  a  holdup  of  two  four- 
year-olds.  When  he  found  that  the 
boys  had  no  money— though  one  is 
said  to  have  given  him  a  potato  chip 
—he  pushed  them  off  the  roof  of  the 
tenement  building  where  they  were 
playing,  killing  one  and  seriously  in- 
juring the  other.  This  could  have 
been  a  freak  development,  or  it  could 
be  that  his  parents  had  not  watched 
and  cared  for  their  investment.  If 
they  had,  doubtless  their  investment 
would  have  turned  out  more  favor- 
ably. 

Another  thing  about  investments 
in  children  is  that  dividends  are  last- 
ing. When  one  is  training  a  boy,  he 
is  shaping  a  man.  Someone  has  said, 
"The  child  is  father  of  the  man." 
This  is  literally  true.  The  boy  be- 
comes the  man.  What  the  boy  is,  the 
man  will  be.  That  is  why  it  is  so 
important   that   we    spend   our   time 


in  building  boys,  rather  than  waiting 
and  mending  men! 

If  you  would  have  a  Count  Zin- 
zendorf  to  lead  the  Moravians,  how 
better  than  to  have  a  lad  of  four 
years  sign  his  name  to  this  cove- 
nant of  his  own  composition:  "Dear 
Saviour,  do  thou  be  mine  and  I  will 
be  thine."  Or,  if  you  would  have  a 
great  Jonathan  Edwards  stirring  peo- 
ple to  the  depths  by  preaching  on 
such  themes  as  "Sinners  in  the 
Hands  of  an  Angry  God,"  win  him  to 
Christ  as  a  child  of  eight. 

We  must  become  more  interested 
in  the  investments  that  we  have  al- 
readv  made.  We  must  become  more 
concerned  about  our  children.  We 
must  all  become  as  much  concerned 
about  our  investment  in  our  children 
as  some  people  are  about  their  in- 
vestment in  real  estate  and  securi- 
ties. Parents  must  become  more  in- 
volved in  living  the  Christian  life 
with  and  before  their  children;  in 
taking  rather  than  sending  them 
to  Sunday  school  and  church.  The 
church  must  do  its  job  better  and 
take  up  the  slack  caused  by  the  pub- 
lic schools'  failure  to  do  their  part. 
We  must  win  our  children  to  Christ 
and  then  train  them  in  the  nurture 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord. 

Men,  we  must  take  the  lead!  We 
dare  not  fail.  The  investment  is  too 
precious  and  the  dividends  too  cer- 
tain and  great  for  that.  During  the 
month  of  June  we  hear  much  about 
Father's  Day.  This  year  let  us  for- 
get ourselves  and  give  serious  con- 
sideration  to  this  most  important  mat- 
ter. Sir,  how  are  vour  investments?  ▼

Someone  has  said  that  "you  don't 
have  to  be  a  cannibal  to  be  fed  up 
with  people."  This  is  true  for  me, 
especially  when  I  think  about  people 
who  indulge  in  malicious  gossip. 

Malicious  gossip  has  assassinated 
characters,  ruined  reputations,  brok- 
en close  friendships,  upset  neighbor- 
hoods, split  churches,  and  has  hurt 
and  hindered  the  cause  of  Christ. 
Just  why  is  it  that  the  truth  is  not 
exciting  enough  for  some  people? 
Like  desk  blotters,  gossipers  soak 
e\'ervthina  in  but  usually  set  it  all 
backwards. 

Someone  has  said,  "An  empty 
brain  and  a  tattling  tongue  20  to- 
gether."  J.  G.  Holland  once  said  that 
"gossip  is  always  a  personal  confession 
of  either  malice  or  imbecility." 

It  is  interesting,  but  puzzling,  to 
note  that  some  of  the  most  notorious 
gossipers  consider  themselves  to  be 
very  spiritual  and  pious.  Every 
church  has  its  group  of  such  low- 
class  citizens.  They  seem  to  be  obliv- 
ious to  the  clear-cut  scriptural  warn- 
ing: "If  anv  among  you  seem  to  be 
religious,  and  bridleth  not  his  tongue 
.  .  .  this  man's  religion  is  vain."  Look 


it  up  and  you'll  find  that  the  Bible 
puts  the  busybody  in  the  same  de- 
plorable category  as  the  murderer,  the 
thief,  and  the  evildoer. 

In  World  War  II,  during  the 
Nazi  occupation  of  Norway,  some 
citizens,  seeking  preferential  treat- 
ment from  the  Nazis,  would  betray 
their  own  Norwegian  underground 
ino\'ement  by  giving  out  secret  infor- 
mation. When  such  "quislings"  were 
identified,  the  underground  would 
move  swiftly  to  kidnap  the  informers. 
Thev  were  then  taken  to  a  remote 
location  where  a  doctor,  after  ad- 
ministering an  anesthetic,  would  cut 
out  the  betrayer's  tongue.  After  re- 
covery, the  guilty  ones  would  be  re- 
leased, forever  bearing  the  stigma 
of  a  traitor. 

We  don't  live  in  danger  of  such 
terrible  reprisals,  but  it  should  be 
known  that  through  gossip  many 
Christians  are  betraving  one  another. 
By  our  tongues  we  betray  ourselves. 
Bv  our  tongues  many  are  doing  ir- 
reparable harm  to  the  Lord's  cause. 

"He  that  keepeth  (controlleth)  his 
mouth,  keepeth  his  life."  God  help  us 
to  keep  our  mouth  shut!  ▼

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'Impossible  To  Exist  Without  God

The  arrival  of  Svetlana  Alliluyeva, 
Stalin's  daughter,  hailed  a  startling 
break  in  the  Iron  Curtain.  The  State 
Department  immediately  issued  a 
statement:  "She  is  free  to  remain  here 
as  long  as  she  chooses,  to  leave  if  she 
chooses,  and  the  decision  on  where 
she  wishes  to  remain  permanently  is 
one  of  her  choice." 

The  Voice  of  America  in  its  daily 
newscasts  beamed  into  Russia  made  a 
big  issue  of  the  defection.  Russian 
newspapers,  on  the  other  hand, 
ignored  the  story,  with  very  little 
explanation  reaching  the  man  on  the 
street.  Even  in  our  free  land,  the 
end  of  this  story  is  not  yet  written. 
What  will  Svetlana  say  in  her  book? 
What  will  she  do  about  her  penna- 
nent  citizenship?  If  she  takes  a  strong 
view  against  communism,  what 
means  of  retaliation  will  the  com- 
munists use?  How  much  pressure  can 
thev,  even  now,  exert  against  her 
two  children   still   remainina  in   the 

o 
Soviet  Union? 

It  is  refreshing  to  see  some  one 
representing  the  "politically  elite"  of 
the  Kremlin  come  from  behind  the 
Iron  Curtain  with  a  beaming  smile. 
This  is  rare  among  top  Communists. 
They  claim  to  have  so  much  more 
than  "capitalistic  Americans"  and  are 
so  willing  to  share  it  with  everybody 
but  never  seem  to  be  happy  about  it. 

Svetlana  expressed  briefly  her 
views  concerning  the  blame  laid 
upon  her  father  by  the  Central  Com- 
mittee, her  disgust  at  the  Soviet's  re- 
fusal to  recognize  her  marriage,  and 
her  disapproval  of  the  treatment 
being  meted  to  the  Jews  in  Russia. 

She  openlv  vet  cautiously  expressed 
her  reorct  at  the  treatment  given  to 
writers  who  dared  to  express  their 
opinions  of  the  trends  in  commu- 
nism and  who  were  forced  to  smug- 
gle their  manuscripts  out  of  the 
country  for  publication.  Her  actions 
and  expressions  reveal  her  basic  at- 
titude toward  freedom,  freedom  of 
speech  and  the  liberty  to  live  one's 
own  life. 

Her  statements  on  religion  and  its 
relationship  to  communism  are  most 
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significant  to  us.  If  she  spoke  sin- 
cerely, the  expression  of  her  heart  is 
one  of  the  strongest  statements 
apainst  communism  I  have  ever  read. 
"Since  childhood,  I  have  been  taught 
communism,  and  I  did  believe  in  it, 
as  we  all  did,  my  aeneration.  But 
slowly  with  age  and  experience,  I  be- 
gan to  think  differently.  .  .  .  Also,  re- 
ligion has  done  a  lot  to  change  me. 
I  was  brought  up  in  a  family  where 
there  was  never  any  talk  about  God. 
But  when  I  was  a  grown  up  person 
I  found  that  it  was  impossible  to 
exist  without  God  in  one's  heart.  I 
came  to  that  conclusion  mvself,  with- 
out anybody's  help  or  preaching.  But 
that  was  a  great  change  because, 
since  that  moment,  the  main  dogmas 
of  communism  lost  their  significance 
for  me."  From  this  statement  we  want 
to  show  the  follov\'ing  points  which 
are  pertinent  to  our  Brethren  Home 
Missions   cause. 

In  communism  there  is  no  room 
for  the  worship  of  God.  The  Com- 
munist denies  that  there  is  a  God, 
denies  man  the  right  to  pledge  any 
allegiance  to  God,  and  is  opposed  to 


the  submission  of  any  man  to  the 
truth  of  God's  Word,  the  Bible,  as  a 
rule  and  plan  for  life.  His  exaltation 
of  man,  as  opposed  to  the  sovereignty 
of  God,  and  his  limitation  of  philos- 
ophy to  the  credo  of  communism, 
rule  out  the  freedom  of  speech  and 
thought,  the  opportunity  to  consider 
open-mindedly  the  lessons  of  history 
and  the  merits  and  tenets  of  Chris- 
tianity. In  doing  so,  he  has  forfeited 
the  blessing  of  God.  "Blessed  is  the 
nation  whose  God  is  the  Lord  .  .  ." 
(Ps.  33:12). 

In  man  there  is  a  spirit  which 
hungers  for  and  yearns  for  fellowship 
with  God.  Svetlana  reveals  that  un- 
der the  captivity  and  domination  of 
godless  communism  there  is  a  de- 
sire for  belief  in  the  existence  of  God. 
She  further  reveals  that  belief  in 
God  is  coupled  with  a  strong  yearn- 
ing for  liberty  and  freedom  of  expres- 
sion. One  cannot  overlook  what  Jesus 
said:  "If  the  Son  therefore  shall 
make  \'ou  free,  ye  shall  be  free  in- 
deed" (John  8:36;  cp.  Gal.  5:1). 

I  do  not  know  how  deep  the  spirit- 
ual convictions  of  this  woman  run,  or 
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whether  she  has  been  properly  intro- 
duced to  Jesus  Christ  as  Saviour  and 
Lord.  However,  I  do  know  that  the 
Spirit  of  God  can  supersede  the 
power  of  godless  communism  and 
break  through  hardened  hearts  and 
touch  the  spirit  of  a  yearning  woman. 
Man  held  in  the  slavery  of  any 
system  of  philosophy  can  be  saved. 
Such  was  the  case  of  Martin  Luther. 
The  apostle  Paul  indicated  the  sepa- 
rating work  which  the  Spirit  does 
in  bondaged  hearts  when  he  said, 
"God  hath  from  the  beginning 
chosen  you  to  salvation  through 
sanctification  of  the  Spirit  and  be- 
lief of  the  truth"  (IIThess.  2:13). 

In  America  we  live  in  a  land  where 
the  message  of  Christ  can  be  preach- 
ed. This  wonderful  privilege  God  has 
preserved  for  our  nation.  We  ought 
not  to  cease  to  give  praise  to  God 
for  this  priceless  gift  so  strongly  de- 
nied in  manv  nations.  America  of- 
fers freedom,  rights,  and  protection 
for  those  rishts— so  much  so,  that 
liberties  of  the  majority  are  encroach- 
ed upon  bv  minorities.  Our  nation  of- 
fers privileges  of  free  enterprise,  pri- 
vate ingenuitv,  and  opportunity  for 
the  fruit  of  our  labors. 

The  right  which  Svetlana  enjoys 
now  and  which  has  been  afforded  to 
the  communist  partv  and  to  its  sym- 
pathizers could  bring  our  own  de- 
struction. Everv  red-blooded  Ameri- 
can will  stand  for  his  rights  and  the 
rights  of  others.  Sometimes  these 
rights  are  used  to  promote  and  pro- 
mulgate doctrines  that  could  unseat 
our  freedoms.  The  American  people 
must  be  alert  to  these  dangers,  to 
movements  in  our  courts  that  ulti- 
mately will  curb  our  freedoms.  Chris- 
tian people  must  exercise  keen  dis- 
cernment and  express  their  views  in 
opposition  to  such   trends  today. 

The  power  of  the  gospel  cannot 
be  minimized.  God  can  change  a  na- 
tion. He  can  move  and  motivate 
human  hearts.  The  Spirit  of  God  is 
constantlv  at  work  in  dealing  with 
the  souls  of  men.  Praver  and  the  wit- 
ness of  the  Word  of  God  are  the 
greatest  weapons  we  can  wield 
against  human  bondage  of  any  form. 
Our  mission  is  directly  on  course: 
to  evangelize  America,  establish  the 
local  church  as  a  Bible-preaching, 
soul-winning  organization,  and  send 
the  gospel  with  qualified  mission- 
aries to  everv  nation  of  the  world.  T 
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The  slogan  of  the  state  of  New 
Mexico,  "We  grow  as  we  go,"  could 
easily  be  adopted  as  the  slogan  for 
the  Canon  Brethren  Church  (or  any 
Brethren  church).  This  is  the  for- 
mula bv  which  the  testimonv  of 
Christ  will  increase  at  the  local 
church  level,  in  the  field  of  Brethren 
Home  Missions,  or  in  the  uttermost 
parts.  Beginning  at  Taos,  New  Mex- 
ico, our  Judea,  a  number  of  years 
ago,  the  gospel  is  now  going  forth 
into  Samaria  and  into  foreign  coun- 
tries. 

The  Taos  church  building  has 
been  enlarged  a  number  of  times  to 
care  for  more  people.  Then  a  vouth 
building  was  provided  by  the  national 
WMC  to  alle\'iate  the  space  problem 
of  the  church.  Now  to  utilize  further 
the  facilities  of  the  vouth   building. 


a  kindergarten  is  in  operation.  This 
school  had  fortv  pupils  enrolled  the 
past  year.  At  a  graduation  service 
held  May  23,  1967,  thirty-four  grad- 
uated. Two  teachers,  Helen  and 
Ernesta  Maestas,  assisted  by  Mrs. 
Bill  Ste\ens,  cared  for  the  teaching 
duties. 

A  few  years  ago  the  first  radio 
station  came  to  Taos,  KKIT.  Sam 
Hornev,  pastor  at  the  time,  imme- 
diately bought  up  the  opportunity 
with  the  help  of  many  interested 
Brethren  across  the  countr}'  to  get  on 
the  air.  This  radio  ministry  is  being 
continued  daily  with  "Chapel  Time" 
and  on  Sunday  with  the  broadcast  of 
the  worship  service.  This  provides 
for  an  outreach  to  many  thousands 
of  people  in  the  Taos  valley.

graduated  from  Grace  College  this 
month.  As  a  student  she  used  one 
Christmas  vacation  to  help  take  the 
gospel  into  Mexico  under  Operation 
Mobilization.  During  the  past  sum- 
mer vacation  she  ministered  in  Spain 
under  the  same  organization.  Now 
two  more  young  people,  Naomi 
Garcia  and  Julia  Gallegos,  plan  to 
spend  their  summer  in  Mexico  teach- 
ing in  Vacation  Bible  Schools.

During  the  carlv  part  of  this  year 
a  Youth  for  Christ  work  was  started 
in  Taos.  The  attendance  and  interest 
is  increasing.  In  a  recent  meeting 
forty-one  \'oung  people  were  present. 

One  of  the  ministries  of  the  Taos 
church  during  the  summer  months 
has  been  the  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 
This  ministry  has  been  aided  by  the 
fact  that  the  Christian  Education 
Department  provides  additional  help 
through  its  summer  missionary  pro- 
gram. Many  of  the  summer  mission- 
aries  who  helped  at  Taos  are  now 
missionaries  in  other  areas.  To  men- 
tion one  of  these,  Mr.  Larry  Wedertz 
is  now  superintendent  of  the  Breth- 
ren Navajo  Mission  and  Boarding 
School. 


A  high  light  in  the  Taos  work  this 
spring  was  a  six-dav  evangelistic 
meeting  from  March  13  to  19  with 
Rev.  Frank  Gonzales,  of  Los  An- 
geles, California.  The  attendance  in- 
creased to  the  point  where  the  church 
could  not  hold  the  crowds  by  Wed- 
nesday night,  and  the  youth  building 
had  to  be  used  for  the  rest  of  the 
week.  Over  one  hundred  decisions 
were  made,  and  many  of  them  were 
for  salvation.  The  people  of  the 
church  reported  the  meeting  to  be 
the  best  attended  of  any  in  the 
church's  history.  The  response  of  the 
other  pastors  in  town  to  the  meeting 
was  that  they  would  like  to  see  a  city- 
wide  campaign  with  the  same  evan- 
gelist and  team.  So,  the  Lord  willing, 
in  June  of  1968  there  will  be  a  city- 
wide  meeting  in  Taos. 

From  this  brief  report  you  will 
note  that  the  Canon  Brethren 
Church  is  doing  an  excellent  job  of 
fulfilling  the  great  commission  of 
Matthew  28;  19,  "Go  ye.  .  .  ."  In 
addition,  it  is  living  up  to  the  slogan 
of  its  state  seal,  "We  Grow  as  We 
Go."  T

Tucson  congregation 
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'  Join  the  Brethren  Messianic  Testimony  Staff? 


As  we  made  our  way  from  Troy, 
Ohio,  to  Winona  Lake,  Indiana,  to 
meet  with  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Board  regarding  our  application 
to  join  the  stafl^  of  the  Brethren  iMes- 
sianic  Testimony,  my  wife  Sally 
turned  to  me  and  said,  "Why  haven't 
we  done  this  before?  This  has  been 
on  our  hearts  for  a  long  time." 

We  have  had  to  look  back  over  the 
vears  to  answer  this  "why."  Search- 
ing our  hearts,  we  believe  we  have 
come  up  with  at  least  three  answers. 
Perhaps  thev  will  encourage  others 
who  may  be  hesitating  to  answer  the 
call  to  enter  this  field  of  evangelism, 
or  to  bear  a  witness  to  their  Jewish 
friends. 

The  first  answer  to  the  "why" 
takes  us  back  almost  thirty  years.  I 
was  standing  in  a  subway  station  in 
Philadelphia  waiting  for  the  train 
when  a  man  approached  me  and 
introduced  himself  as  a  Jewish  con- 
vert, informing  me  that  he  was  in 
the  ministry  of  reaching  his  people 
for  Christ.  This  was  the  first  of  many 
conversations  with  this  dear  Jewish 
^Christian.  It  was  during  one  of 
these  discussions  that  perhaps  the 
biggest  road  block  was  put  in  the 
way  of  mv  entering  the  field  of  Jew- 
ish evangelism.  We  were  speaking  of 
a  certain  missionary  organization  to 
the  Jew  led  by  a  Gentile  Christian, 
and  my  friend  really  floored  me  when 
he  said,  "Only  Jewish  Christians  can 
do  an  effective  work  with  the  Jews." 

For  years  I  have  labored  under  this 
delusion,  even  though  I  have  read 
Romans  11:11  many  times,  wherein 
Paul  exhorts  concerning  Israel:  "I 
say  then,  Have  they  stumbled  that 
they  should  fall?  God  forbid:  but 
rather  through  their  fall  salvation  is 
come  unto  the  Gentiles,  for  to  pro- 
voke them  to  jealousy."  And  then 
the  apostle  Paul  gives  us  in  verse 
14  of  the  same  chapter  the  reason 
for  this  provocation  when  he  writes, 
"If  by  any  means  I  may  provoke  to 
emulation  them  which  are  my  flesh, 
and  might  save  some  of  them." 

This  answered  the  inquiry  of  my 
heart:  Gentiles  may  need  some  spe- 
cial training  for  this  work  but  cer- 
tainly not  a  special  calling.  The  Lord 
wants  Gentile  Christians  to  bear  their 
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witness  to  Jewish  friends.  The  gos- 
pel is  to  be  given  to  every  creature. 

Just  before  we  made  application 
for  this  work,  I  had  an  experience 
which  illustrates  the  truth  of  these 
verses.  This  incident  was  one  of  the 
factors  which  gave  impetus  to  our  de- 
cision to  join  the  Bruce  Buttons  and 
Isobel  Fraser.  I  was  called  from  my 
study  one  summer  afternoon  last  year 
by  a  knock  on  the  door.  I  had  just 
been  reading  of  the  Rapture.  When 
I  opened  the  door,  I  saw  a  large, 
bulky  man  with  a  clipboard  in  his 
hand,  ready  to  write  down  some  in- 
formation. He  wanted  to  know  mv 
name,  my  address.  Did  I  live  here 
alone,  and  if  not,  who  lived  with  me? 
Did  I  live  here  permanently?  The 
last  question  was  strange,  for  he  was 
soliciting  people  to  buy  cemetery 
lots. 

I  suppressed  my  amusement  and 
lunged  into  a  little  message  for  his 
heart.  I  told  him  I  was  a  minister, 
that  our  work  took  us  from  place  to 
place,  that  I  might  die  in  Troy  or 
someplace  in  California,  and  if  so, 
mv  bodv  v^'ould  probably  be  taken 
back  to  Philadelphia  for  burial.  Then 
I  put  in  the  clincher:  I  told  him  we 
believed  that  someday  the  Lord 
would  come  in  the  air  and  catch  us 
away,  that  the  dead  in  Christ  would 
rise  first,  and  that  we  believers  who 
were  alive  would  not  need  a  grave- 
that  we  would  be  caught  up  to  meet 
Him  in  the  air. 

He  looked  at  me  as  if  I  were  tell- 
ing him   science   fiction.    I   can   still 

o 

hear  him  say,  "Impossible!  Impos- 
sible!" But  his  curiosity  was  aroused. 
Could  he  come  in   and  look  at  the 


Scripture?  He  surely  could!  I  showed 
him  the  I  Thessalonians  4  passage. 
Then  he  said,  "That's  the  New 
Testament,  isn't  it?"  When  I  an- 
swered it  was,  he  remarked,  "I  know 
the  Old  Testament  well."  "Oh,"  I 
answered,  "you  are  Jewish?"  His  next 
words  were  classic  ones:  "How  did 
you  guess?  No  one  has  discovered 
that  so  soon  before."  My  new  friend 
was  an  Orthodox  Jewish  rabbi!  My 
heart  thumped— what  an  opportunity! 

I  was  prepared  for  this  discussion, 
for  se\'eral  v\'eeks  before  I  had  preach- 
ed a  funeral  message  with  a  distinct- 
ly Jewish  flavor  in  order  to  reach  for 
Christ  my  wife's  Jewish  employer, 
who  was  in  attendance.  So  while 
Rabbi  Brown  sipped  our  cold  root 
beer,  I  repeated  the  funeral  message. 
Before  he  left  I  asked  him  to  go  home 
and  read  Isaiah  53  without  notes, 
asking  the  Lord  to  direct  him.  He 
said  he  would. 

Several  weeks  later  he  appeared  at 
tlie  home  of  one  of  the  young  ladies 
from  our  church,  and  when  she 
asked  him  if  he  had  read  Isaiah  53, 
he  replied,  "That  does  not  speak  of 
your  Jesus."  He  had  it  in  the  right 
context.  Incidentally,  he  also  remem- 
bered the  Rapture.  A  Gentile  can 
provoke! 

Then  there  is  a  second  answer  to 
the  "whv."  When  I  said  to  the  But- 
tons that  seeing  so  few  Jewish  peo- 
ple come  to  Christ  would  frustrate 
me,  Jerrv  had  a  wise  answer.  She 
replied,  "John,  3'ou  will  be  bearing 
your  witness."  And  the  Lord  pressed 
that  truth  home  to  my  heart. 

The  third  answer?  This  was  God's 
time  for  us  to  enter  the  work.  Seven- 
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teen  years  of  pastoral  experience  will 
not  be  wasted,  for  those  of  Israel  need 
shepherding;  my  training  with  the  R. 
Paul  Miller  evangelistic  team,  which 
involved  door-to-door  evangelism, 
will  be  very  valuable;  and  our  school- 
ing for  Christian  work  will  certainly 
be  put  to  good  use. 

Both  Sally  and  I  received  our  first 
training  in  the  Bible  Institute  of 
Pennsylvania  (now  Philadelphia  Col- 
lege of  Bible),  graduating  from  there 
in  1939.  In  1946,  after  almost  seven- 
teen years  in  business,  I  was  on  my 
way  to  Grace  Theological  Seminary. 
We  then  had  two  children,  but  my 
wife  willingly  joined  me  in  this  step 
of  faith,  leaving  a  comfortable  home 
in  Philadelphia  and  a  bright  outlook 
for  her  husband's  prospering  in  busi- 
ness. Perhaps  her  wonderful  attitude 
could  be  best  expressed  in  what  she 
said  to  the  board  \\'hen  she  was  asked 
what  she  thought  of  entering  the  Jew- 
ish  work.   Her  answer  was,   as  she 


pointed  to  me,  "This  is  my  man; 
I  go  along  with  him."  And  she  has 
been  a  faithful  companion. 

We  might  mention  the  importance 
of  our  early  background,  which  we 
believe  gives  us  an  understanding 
of  Jewish  people.  Sally  and  I  were 
raised  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania, 
in  an  area  which  brough  us  into  di- 
rect contact  with  Jewish  people. 
South  Philadelphia  High  School, 
which  we  both  attended,  teemed  with 
Jewish  bo\'s  and  girls.  On  their  holi- 
davs  the  school  looked  as  if  a  plague 
had  hit  the  student  body.  My  friends 
were  Jewish.  Thev  were  Hoffman, 
Sachs,  Finer,  Shelanski,  Abel,  and 
Goldberger.  Some  of  the  class  offi- 
cers back  in  1929-30  were  Hoffman, 
Neely  and  Abel— how  did  that  Irish 
fellow  get  in  there? 

We  never  have  had  to  cultivate 
a  love  for  the  Jew;  it  was  always 
there.  Hadn't  I  fallen  in  love  at  the 
age  of  eleven  with  the  daughter  of  a 


Jewish  tailor,  and  at  the  age  of  fifteen 
with  Miss  Goldberg,  one  of  the  pub- 
lic librarians?  And  there  was  kind, 
gentle  old  Mr.  Cohen,  who  used  to 
collect  the  furniture  installments.  No, 
indeed,  we  have  not  had  to  learn  love 
for  our  Jewish  friends;  it  is  just  there 
and  always  has  been.  Our  most  re- 
cent contact  is  my  wife's  Jewish  em- 
ployer, and  this  association  has  sti- 
mulated our  desire  to  reach  Israel  for 
Christ. 

In  closing,  we  remember  a  debt  we 
have  to  repay.  One  of  the  last  testi- 
monies given  to  us,  and  this  just 
one  week  before  our  conversion,  was 
that  of  a  young  Jewish  man  who 
because  of  his  faith  in  Christ  was 
dead  and  buried  to  his  family.  This 
man's  testimony  helped  provoke  us 
to  believe;  ma\'  our  witness  provoke 
our  Jewish  friends  to  believe  that 
their  Messiah  is  Jesus,  and  that  they 
mav  know  this  Jesus  as  Saviour  and 
Lord.  T

Synopsis 

of 

the 

Indiana 

District 
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Logistics  is  that  branch  of  the 
military  that  concentrates  on  the  sup- 
ply of  the  soldier  with  his  needs, 
keeping  a  ready  flow  of  ammunition, 
food,  and  machines  at  the  front  line 
that  more  fire  power  may  win  the 
war.  Prayer  is  our  spiritual  logistics. 
Prayer  is  not  power.  It  is  a  method. 
Prayer  is  the  supply  line  that  brings 
the  power  of  God  to  the  front-line 
soldier  of  Christ. 

Our  text  for  today  is  Ephesians 
6:18-19.  Survey  with  me,  for  a  mo- 


ment, the  context  of  this  passage.  It 
is  the  description  of  a  battle.  Today, 
we  are  very  familiar  with  war.  But 
none  of  the  battles  we  see  is  the 
greatest  battle  being  waged  today.  For 
Ephesians  6:12  tells  us  that  there  is 
a  war  now  going  on  between  Satan 
and  his  army,  and  God  and  His  peo- 
ple. This  battle  is  the  real  thing. 

When  our  missionaries  come  back, 
sometimes  we  hear  stories  of  devil 
worshipers  and  witch  doctors  and 
their  unusual  powers;  in  the  more 
cultured  countries,  such  as  ours,  we 
see  signs  of  the  battle  in  a  different 
way.  When  we  encounter  intellec- 
tualism  or  liberalism,  when  we  hear 
from  a  so-called  religious  man  that 
God  is  dead,  we  are  made  aware  that 
the  battle  is  still  going  on. 

Satan  attacks  Christians.  That  is 
why  Ephesians,  written  to  bom-again 
believers,  says,  "Neither  give  place  to 
the  devil"  (4:27).  We  are  exhorted, 
"Resist  the  devil,  and  he  will  flee 
from  you"  (James  4:7).  Ephesians  6: 
18  says  we  are  to  pray  for  all  saints. 
Why?  It  is  because  when  a  person  be- 
comes a  saint,  or  a  Christian,  the 
devil    attacks    him. 

Satan  also  holds  the  imbeliever  in 
his  great  army.  The  unsaved  are 
gripped  supernaturally  bv  the  power 
of  Satan.  Their  minds  are  bound  in 
unbelief  by  his  supernatural  power, 
and  the  glorious  light  of  the  gospel 
is  hidden  from  them. 

Paul  wrote,  "Some  have  not  the 
knowledge  of  God:  I  speak  this  to 
your  shame."  In  other  words,  when 
we  become  Christians,  we  are  called 
to  be  soldiers  to  fight  against  Satan 
and  deliver  those  who  are  held  super- 
naturally in  his  clutches. 

Who  is  the  real  soldier?  He  is  de- 
scribed in  Ephesians  6:10  as  the  one 
"in  the  Lord."  The  true  Christian 
soldier  has  an  armor  that  is  described 
in  verses  11  through  17.  These  parts 
of  the  armor  are  simply  enumerated 
here  but  are  summed  up  in  Romans 
13:14:  "Put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ."  When  we  "abide  in  Christ," 
when  we  are  "enriched  in  Him," 
when  we  'let  the  mind  of  Christ 
dwell  in  us,"  we  are  putting  on  the 
armor  of  God,  that  which  will  best 
prepare  us  for  the  battle  against 
Satan. 

Prayer  is  the  great  means  of  the 
Christian  to  make  this  armor  effec- 
tive. We  are  to  pray  for  our  own  pro- 


tection and  for  the  protection  of  all 
God's  soldiers  (Eph.  6:18).  The  sol- 
dier needs,  however,  not  only  to  be 
protected,  but  also  to  be  made  a 
mighty  offensi\'e  power.  Therefore, 
in  verse  19  Paul  makes  the  plea  for 
prayer  that  our  preparation  in  Christ 
may  effectively  fit  us  to  advance,  to 
conquer,  and  to  gain  the  victory  over 
Satan. 

What  is  the  real  source  of  supply? 
On  the  flyleaf  of  my  Bible  I  have 
copied  some  words  of  Dr.  Ironside: 
"To  read  the  Word  of  God  in  a 
mere  intellectual  manner  will  not 
minister  Christ  to  the  soul.  Earnest, 
devout  study  of  the  Scriptures  must 
never  be  divorced  from  believing 
prayer.  It  is  the  means  by  which  the 
soul  is  maintained  in  communion 
with  God.  Prayerless  Bible-reading  be- 
comes dry  and  unprofitable,  leaving 
the  student  heady  and  cold-hearted. 
But  prayerful  meditation  of  the  in- 
spired pages  will  nourish  the  soul  in 
divine  affection."  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  Christian  to  keep 
these  two  duties  in  balance. 

Our  prayers  must  be  "in  the 
Spirit,"  must  come  "through  Jesus 
Christ,"  and  must  be  "unto  God  the 
Father."  When  prayer  is  this,  then 
it  begins  to  draw  upon  the  vast  sup- 
ply depot.  Our  supply  depot  is  heav- 
en. It  is  God's  storehouse  filled  with 
all  the  things  that  will  be  dispatched 
our  way  as  we  pray  claiming  the 
promises  found  in  the  Word  of  God. 
How  marvelous  that  storehouse  of 
God's  is! 

Now,  God's  throne  is  a  busy  place. 
From  this  magnificent  throne  issues 
the  contol  of  the  entire  universe.  All 
movements  and  operations  are  di- 
rected from  these  headquarters. 
Think  for  a  moment  of  the  vast  ac- 
tivity that  must  center  there.  Then 
consider  what  Armin  Gesswin  has 
written:  "The  lack  of  prayer  on  the 
earth  keeps  [God's  throne]  from 
operating  at  full  capacity.  Isaiah  59: 
1 6  says  that  God  'wondered  that  there 
was  no  intercessor.' "  How  impor- 
tant, then,  that  we  as  Christians 
maintain  active  supply  lines  of  pray- 
er! And  when  our  prayer  becomes 
our  expression  of  utter  dependance 
upon  Almighty  God,  then  Satan  is 
defeated,  and  God's  power  is  brought 
to  bear  in  the  right  moment  and  in 
the  right  way  with  terrific  force  to 
bring  victory.  T

It  is  not  an  uncommon  sight  in 
southeastern  Pennsylvania  to  see 
bearded  men  on  the  streets  of  our 
cities.  However,  if  you  had  visited 
Waynesboro,  Pennsyh'ania,  from 
May  13  to  16  this  year,  you  might 
have  pinched  yourself  to  see  whether 
you  were  dreaming.  Everywhere  you 
looked,  you  saw  bearded  men  and 
bonneted  ladies.  It  was  as  though  his- 
tory had  suddenly  turned  itself  back- 
ward a  hundred  years.  What  was  the 
explanation?  Our  area  was  host  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Old  German 
Baptist   Brethren. 

This  is  the  religious  group  which 
broke  away  from  the  main  body  of 
Brethren  in  1881,  deciding  to  remain 
as  simple  in  dress  and  life  as  pos- 
sible, to  shun  such  innovations  as 
missions,  Sunday  schools,  and  higher 
education.  Since  that  time  they  have 
clung  to  the  simple  life,  although  they 
have  relaxed  their  stand  on  higher 
education  sufficiently  to  allow  certain 
individuals  to  train  for  a  profession. 
Our  family  doctor,  for  example,  is  an 
Old  German  Baptist. 

Noting  that  the  sessions  of  the 
conference  were  open  to  the  public, 
I  decided  to  attend.  Evangelist  Ron 
Thompson  was  holding  a  meeting 
with  me,  and  together  we  went  to 
the  farm  where  the  conference  was 
held.  We  were  amazed  at  the  obvious 
care  and  planning  that  was  involved 
in  this  meeting.  Huge  tents  were 
erected,  reminding  one  at  a  distance 
of  a  fairly  large  circus.  But  all  re- 
semblance to  a  circus  faded  as  one 
drew  nearer.  This  was  a  serious 
undertaking. 

One  large  tent  contained  tables 
and  benches  sufficient  to  accommo- 
date 826  diners  at  one  serving.  Here 
were  served  during  the  four-day  meet- 
ing over  5,000  pounds  of  beef  and 
3,000  loaves  of  bread.  Here  on  Sun- 
day evening  the  threefold  communion 
service  was  observed.  Another  large 
tent  contained  rough  but  sturdy 
benches,  and  this  was  the  scene  of  the 
conference  meetings.  Crowds  on  Sun- 
day approached  4,000,  we  were  told, 
and  considering  that  the  entire  mem- 
bership of  the  sect  is  only  slightly 
over  this  number,  we  were  made  to 
realize  that  here  were  almost  all  of 
the  remaining  Old  Order  folk  in 
solemn  meeting. 

o 

The  annual  meeting  is  this  de- 
nomination's only  bow  to  centralized 
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authority.  To  this  meeting  come  rep- 
resentatives from  local  congregations 
seeking  answers  on  questions  of  con- 
duct not  specifically  outlined  in  the 
Bible.  Subcommittees  meet  to  formu- 
late an  answer,  the  assembly  votes, 
the  answer  becomes  "church  law." 

Our  visit  to  the  conference  session 
proved  most  interesting.  All  around 
us  sat  men  with  long  beards  and 
plain  collars.  No  neckties  or  mus- 
taches were  seen  (I  felt  rather  con- 
spicuous with  a  bright  tie).  All  of 
the  women  wore  caps  or  bonnets, 
some  in  white  mesh,  others  black. 
The  ministers  all  sat  in  the  center  of 
the  tent.  We  were  reminded  of  pic- 
tures of  the  Old  Testament  prophets. 
Preaching  was  entirely  extempor- 
aneous, with  deference  given  to  the 
oldest  ranking  minister.  The  con- 
tent of  the  messages  was  markedly 
Biblical.  These  men  know  their 
Bibles,  and  study  them.  The  message 
we  heard  was  on  the  subject  of  "The 
Glorious  Church."  It  stressed  the  re- 
turn of  Christ,  the  ministrv  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  dispensational  teach- 
ing. I  was  impressed  by  the  excellent 
grammar  used  by  the  ministers.  Using 
no  notes  or  outlines,  but  much 
Scripture,  they  brought  some  fine 
messages.  Noticcablv  lacking,  how- 
ever, were  any  references  to  mis- 
sionary endeavor. 

The  singing  was  unlike  anything 
I  had  ever  heard.  Using  hymnbooks 
which  apparentlv  are  the  personal 
possession  of  each  worshiper,  they 
sang  without  accompaniment  and 
without  musical  notes  in  beautiful 
harmonv.  The  pace,  however,  was  so 
slow  that  I  became  hopelessly  lost  in 
trying  to  follow  along.  The  practice 
of  "lining"  the  hymns  prior  to  singing 
was  used.  When  pravers  were  of- 
fered, I  observed  that  some  knelt, 
while  others  remained  seated. 

The  austere  dress  and  simple  life 
of  these  folk  call  forth  a  measure  of 
admiration    from   all   of  us,   but   we 
also  cannot  help  but  feel  that  they 
know  little  about  the  freedom  which 
Christ    afforded    us    in    this    age    of 
grace.  Perhaps  the  words  of  a  hymn 
they  sang  so  earnestly  may  reveal  the 
hold  that  centuries  of  tradition  have 
upon  these  good  people: 
"Dear  church,  I  love  thee;  ves,  I  do. 
And  may  I  love  thee  more; 
To  thee  may  I  be  ever  true 
Nor  dare  th}'  rules  ignore."  T 
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A  Paraphrase  of 
the  Bible  . . . 

IS  NOT  THE  BIBLE

It  is  obvious  in  the  very  nature  of 
the  case  that  a  paraphrase  of  the 
Word  of  God  is  not  the  Word  of 
God.  It  becomes,  to  some  measure  at 
least,  the  word  of  the  person  doing 
the  paraphrasing.  "Paraphrase"  means 
"a  free  translation,  a  statement  of  the 
same  thing  in  other  words." 

In  conservative  circles,  where  the 
Bible  is  reverenced  as  the  inerrant, 
infallible  re^'elation  of  God,  we  be- 
lieve that  not  "one  jot  or  tittle"  of 
God's  law  should  be  slurred  or  al- 
lowed to  pass  as  unimportant  (Matt. 
5:18),  that  the  Scripture  itself  builds 
an  entire  argument  on  the  very  form 
of  a  word,  where  one  single  letter 
makes  a  difference  (Gal.  3:16),  and 
that  our  Lord  himself  expressed  un- 
limited respect  for  the  Word  of  Scrip- 
ture, even  in  its  smallest  segments 
(John  10:34-35). 

A  very  great  responsibility,  there- 
fore, rests  upon  the  person  vs'ho 
would  translate  the  Scriptures,  be- 
cause he  recognizes  that  it  is  not  his 
right  to  "add"  or  to  "take  away"  from 
the  precise  declaration  of  God  (Rev. 
22:18-19).  The  Christian  translator 
will  strive  diligently  to  preserve  and 
to  transmit  the  exact  form  of  words 
and  phrases  used  in  the  original. 
Idioms  have  to  be  coped  with,  and 
there  are  considerable  problems  latent 
in  the  task  of  translation,  but  no- 
where will  the  language  scholar  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  here  he  is  deal- 
ing with  the  Sacred  Text,  which  is 
eternally  inviolable.  His  job  is  not 
to  make  it  "read  like  the  morning 
newspaper,"  but  to  make  it  say  pre- 
cisely what  God  said,  to  the  ven'  full- 
est extent  that  the  science  of  lan- 
guage translation  allows.  Anything 
less  than  that  is  deplorable  and  ut- 
terly inadmissible.  The  words  which 
God  gave  in  the  original  are  not 
arbitrary  symbols.  God  intends  that 
each  word  should  convev  a  certain 


meaning— His  meaning— the  meaning 
that  He  couched  into  those  words, 
the  meaning  that  the  Holy  Spirit's 
illumination  will  surelv  brino  out  for 
each  child  of  God  who  reads  them 
attentively. 

Presumably,  the  reason  for  a  Bible 
"paraphrase"  is  that  it  should  serve 
as  a  kind  of  commentary,  not  intend- 
ing that  it  should  ever  be  mistaken 
for  the  Word  of  God.  This,  however, 
creates  a  very  serious  danger,  because 
many  people  will  take  it  as  the  very 
Word  of  God,  thinking  that  it  is  a 
reliable  translation  into  modern 
English.  Recently,  a  student  ap- 
proached me  with  a  Bible  problem. 
He  read  a  passage,  and  when  I  asked 
him  what  he  was  reading,  he  showed 
me  one  of  the  present-day,  widely 
circulated  "paraphrases."  I  said  to 
him,  "Why  don't  you  see  what  the 
Bible  says?"  He  acted  surprised  at  my 
words,  turned  to  the  often-derided 
King  James  Version,  and  with  a  mix- 
ture of  puzzlement  and  relief,  he  said, 
"I  see  it."  The  problem  was  created 
by    the    "free    translation." 

The  other  day  I  was  reading  a 
book  where  the  author  said,  "Now, 
the  apostle  Paul  said,"— and  then  the 
author  quoted  a  lengthy  passage  from 
a  "paraphrase."  But  actually  the 
apostle  Paul  did  not  say  that,  and 
the  author  would  have  done  much 
better  to  have  introduced  the  quota- 
tion with  the  name  of  the  paraphraser 
instead  of  the  name  of  the  apostle 
Paul. 

The  paraphrase  of  the  Bible,  de- 
spite its  wide  acceptance  in  our  day, 
poses  several  serious  problems:  (1)  It 
is  mistakenly  accepted  as  a  translation 
and  regarded  as  God's  Word.  (2)  As 
a  "free  translation,"  it  is  apt  to  slur 
over  the  exact  words  and  finer  shades 
of  meaning  which  God  intended 
when  He  gave  it.  (3)  It  is  in  danger 
of  bypassing  the  Holy  Spirit  and 
undermining  our  historic  position  in 


the  verbal,  plenary  inspiration  of  the 
Scriptures. 

Let  not  these  words  be  interpreted 
to  imply  that  careful  translations  into 
modern  English  are  here  deplored. 
Not  at  all.  The  concern  is  that,  quite 
unintentionally  perhaps,  we  are  in 
grave  danger  of  supplanting  the 
words  of  God  with  the  interpolations 
of  men. 

No  book  in  all  the  world  has  had 
such  fastidious  treatment  through- 
out  the  centuries  as  has  the  Bible. 
The  ancient  Hebrew  scribes  copied 
and  compared  painstakingly  and 
counted  not  only  the  words,  but  each 
letter.  The  Greek  copyists  worked 
diligently  to  avoid  the  slightest  error, 
and  if  only  one  wrong  letter  was  dis- 
covered, the  entire  copy  was  reject- 
ed. One  solemn  warning  to  the 
scribes  reads  as  follows:  "Take  heed 
how  thou  doest  thy  work,  for  thy 
^x'ork  is  the  work  of  heaven,  lest  thou 
drop  or  add  a  letter  of  the  manuscript 
and  so  become  a  destroyer  of  the 
world." 

The  forty-seven  noted  scholars  who 
translated  the  Authorized  Version 
in  1607-1611  were  equally  diligent. 
They  were  divided  into  three  groups. 
They  consulted  all  the  old  manu- 
scripts that  were  available.  They  all 
translated,  and  then  they  met  togeth- 
er, compared  their  translations,  and 
adopted  the  reading  which  in  their 
united  judgment  best  accorded  with 
the  original  text.  It  is  little  wonder 
that  it  has  stood  the  test  of  centuries 
and  that  for  accuracy  and  beauty  of 
diction,  in  the  estimation  of  many,  it 
still  surpasses  all  rivals. 

Everyone  who  considers  the  trans- 
mission of  the  Scriptures  through  the 
many  centuries  marvels  at  the  spe- 
cial providence  of  God  that  has 
brooded  over  them  and  protected 
them  from  the  very  moment  of  their 
divine  birth.  The  Bible  is  God's 
Word  because  God  gave  it  and  be- 
cause God  has  preserved  it.  As  Sir 
Frederic  Kenyon,  one-time  director 
of  the  British  Museum,  said  so  com- 
prehensively, "The  Christian  can 
take  the  whole  Bible  in  his  hand 
and  say  without  fear  or  hesitation  that 
he  holds  in  it  the  true  Word  of  God, 
handed  down  without  essential  loss 
from  generation  to  generation 
throughout  the  centuries."  ▼

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Sam  Terrelli's 
World

Sam  Terrelli  walked  down  the 
stairs  of  his  spacious  home,  picked  up 
the  morning  paper,  gave  his  wife  a 
kiss,  and  sat  down  for  breakfast.  As 
Sam  and  his  wife,  Jane,  sat  across 
the  table  from  each  other,  they  were 
a  stud\'  in  contrast.  He  was  dressed  to 
a  "T."  She  still  had  her  hair  in  roll- 
ers and  an  off -colored  housecoat  drap- 
ed about  her  body.  Neither  spoke 
during  the  meal,  and  yet  there  seem- 
ed to  be  a  quiet  contentment  that 
each  enjoyed. 

Sam  was  respected  as  a  hard-driv- 
ing executive.  When  he  walked  into 
the  office,  Susan,  a  stylish  secretary 
looked  up  and  greeted  him  with  a 
coi'dial    smile    before    returning    to 
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her  work.  John,  the  exuberant  sales- 
man, threw  one  arm  around  Sam 
and  shook  his  hand  warmly  with  the 
other. 

What  makes  Sam  a  success  in  that 
he  has  throughout  his  life  recognized 
the  temperamental  characteristics  in 
people.  Jesus  Christ,  the  Master 
Teacher,  also  surrounded  himself 
with  people  of  different  tempera- 
ments. Divine  providence  and  a 
theory  propounded  bv  Hippocrates 
four  hundred  years  before  Christ 
point  out  four  basic  types  of  temper- 
aments. 

Sanguine 

The  sanguine  person  may  be  com- 
pared to  John,  the  salesman.  He 
seems  to  be  a  man  of  extremes;  one 
moment  he  is  your  best  friend,  and 
the  next  moment  he  has  difficulty 
remembering  your  name.  He  is  lik- 
able and  friendly.  His  demeanor  de- 
pends  upon    the   stimulation    he   re- 


ceives from  people.  He  is  a  natural 
salesman. 

A  Biblical  example  of  this  type  of 
individual  might  be  Peter,  who 
never  guarded  his  words,  spoke  what 
was  upon  his  mind,  and  let  the  chips 
fall  where  they  may.  Peter  told 
Christ,  "I  am  ready  to  go  with  thee, 
both  to  prison  and  to  death";  but 
before  the  episode  was  over,  he  de- 
nied Christ  three  times.  After  Pente- 
cost Peter  still  had  the  same  temper- 
ament, but  now  it  was  garnished  by 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  he  could  move 
multitudes  to  the   Saviour. 

Melancholic 

The  melancholic  in  our  story  is 
Sam's  wife.  Sam  has  learned  that  his 
wife  must  spend  time  in  deep  con- 
templation. At  times  the  house  should 
be  straightened,  but  Jane  is  sitting 
at  the  piano  playing  the  Moonlight 
Sonata.  She  must  have  her  ethereal 
world  in  order  to  survive.  Sam,  how- 
ever, knows  that  what  she  lacks  in 
doing  things  his  way,  she  adds  in  be- 
ing understanding  and  sympathetic. 

John,  the  apostle,  called  himself 
the  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved  (John 
19:26).  The  greatest  satisfaction  for 
John,  the  melancholic,  was  leaning 
on  Jesus'  bosom  (John  13:23). 

Phlegmatic 

Whether  there  were  people  in  the 
office  or  not,  Susan  would  carrv  out 
her  job.  She  would  always  work  be- 
hind the  scenes  and  receive  a  great 
deal  of  satisfaction  in  doing  just  that. 

Andre\v,  the  disciple,  was  never  in 
the  forefront,  either.  His  satisfaction 
was  in  pointing  a  little  boy  with 
bread  and  fishes  to  the  Saviour  (John 


6:8-9).  Andrew,  the  phlegmatic,  was 
never  spectacular  but  always  de- 
pendable. 

Choleric 

Our  choleric  is  Sam,  the  leader.  He 
is  hard-driving  and  successful. 

Paul  was  also  of  this  temperament. 
When  he  made  a  decision,  right  or 
wrong,  he  stood  by  it.  Because  his  life 
was  garnished  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  he 
was  a  success. 

Which  type  of  temperament 
would  you  like  to  do  away  with? 
Whv,  none  of  them.  God  needs  every 
temperament  in  His  great  program 
for  our  churches  and  our  homes. 

Onlv  a  perfect  personality  would 
contain  a  balance  of  all  four  of  these 
t\'pes,  and  the  only  perfect  man  who 
ever  lived  was  Jesus.  He  showed  a 
sanguine  exuberance  in  his  meeting 
with  Nathanael  (John  1:47-50).  He 
showed  the  determined  leadership  of 
the  choleric  in  casting  out  "all  them 
that  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple" 
(Matt.  21:12).  Jesus  was  a  melan- 
cholic when  He  "went  out  into  a 
mountain  to  pray"  (Luke  6:12).  His 
phlegmatic  determination  to  finish 
a  job  is  reflected  in  his  attitude  to- 
ward the  cross. 

There  are  two  things  we  can  learn 
from  this.  ( 1 )  Whatever  our  tempera- 
ments lack,  Jesus  Christ  can  compli- 
ment that  personal  need.  (2)  In 
recognizing  that  people  will  do  things 
differently,  we  can  learn  to  respect 
other  people  and  even  love  them, 
not  for  what  we  can  make  out  of 
them  but  for  what  they  are.  When 
this  love  begins  to  show  its  effect 
in  our  homes  and  churches,  we  will 
see  revival.  T

MODERATORS  ADDRESS 

Over  1,900  year  ago,  a  plan  was 
given  to  a  handful  of  men  who 
gathered  at  the  Mount  of  Olives  to 
spend  a  few  precious  moments  with 
One  who  was  soon  to  depart  from 
them.  These  men  had  just  finished 
three  of  the  most  unusual  years  of 
their  lives  in  following  and  learn- 
ing from  the  feet  of  their  Master, 
Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Their  minds 
looked  back  just  forty  days  previous 
to  the  event  that  was  soon  to  become 
the  focal  point  for  all  history,  the 
cross  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  circum- 
stances surrounding  that  crucifixion 
led  them  to  believe  that  Jesus  of 
Nazareth  was  not  all  He  claimed 
to  be.  But  then,  just  three  days  after 
His  crucifixion,  they  remembered  the 
joy  that  filled  their  hearts  when  they 
learned  that  He  was  alive!  That  He 
arose  from  the  dead!  And  now  after 
seeing  Him  for  some  forty  days,  they 
must  say  "good-bye"  as  He  was  ready 
to  ascend  to  heaven. 

Those  were  anxious  moments; 
what  would  He  tell  them?  What 
were  His  final  instructions  to  be?  As 
they  looked  up  into  His  lovely  face, 
into  those  tender  eyes  of  compassion, 
they  heard  Him  say:  "Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature.  Go  ye,  therefore, 
and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them 
in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost; 
teaching  them  to  obser\'e  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you." 

Their  first  response  must  have 
been,  "But,  Lord,  how  could  we  ever 
accomplish  such  a  task?"  Jesus  con- 
tinued, "But  ye  shall  receive  power, 
after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
upon  vou:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses 
unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in 
all  Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth." 

Yes,  there  was  the  plan  to  reach 
the  world  for  Christ,  to  tell  them 
the  greatest  story  man  has  ever  heard! 
There  was  also  the  power  to  enable 
them  to  accomplish  this  task  in  the 
person  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Today,  some  1,900  years  later,  the 
greatest  story  is  yet  untold  to  count- 
less millions  of  people.  Some  twenty- 
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five  years  after  this  Great  Commis- 
sion was  announced,  the  apostle  Paul 
wrote,  "How  shall  they  believe  in 
him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard? 
and  how  shall  they  hear  without  a 
preacher?  and  how  shall  they  preach, 
except  they  be  sent?"  And  these 
words  must  be  presented  again  today 
in  all  of  their  urgency  and  challenge. 
How  can  we  reach  the  multitudes 
in  this  world  for  Christ?  The  answer 
rings  out  from  the  Apostle's  pen: 
"The  feet  of  them  that  preach  the 
gospel  of  peace  and  bring  glad  tid- 
inos  of  good  things."  We  must  go 
and    reach    them! 

There  is  no  question  in  my  mind 
that  as  a  fellowship  of  churches  we 
are  sound  in  our  teaching  of  the 
Word  of  God.  We  believe  and  preach 
the  Bible  to  be  the  inspired  and  in- 
fallible Word  of  God.  We  have  seen 
the  hand  of  God  at  work  in  many 
wavs  through  the  years,  both  here 
at  home  and  abroad.  God  has  richly 
blessed  our  missionar)'  endeavors. 

But,  the  tragic  need  of  the  hour 
among  so  manv  Bible-believing,  Bible- 
preaching  churches  is  a  concern  for 
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the  multitudes  of  the  world  without 
Christ.  How  can  we  say  that  we  are 
fulfilling  the  Great  Commission 
when  we  have  grown  accustomed  to 
the  thud  of  Christless  feet  on  their 
way  to  an  eternity  in  hell?  We  have 
become  insensitive  to  the  heart  cry  of 
the  lost!  We  are  wrapped  up  so  much 
in  our  church  program  with  its  ac- 
tivities that  we  have  no  time  to  be 
about  our  Father's  business. 

Soul-^vinning  is  a  subject  of  dis- 
cussion and  even  debate,  rather  than 
a  vital,  dvnamic  part  of  all  that  we 
do  in  the  church.  Some  say  that  soul- 
winning  is  not  a  responsibility 
placed  upon  every  Christian.  How- 
e\'er,  the  Biblical  evidence  reveals 
scores  of  places  where  soul-winning 
is  mentioned  as  our  responsibility  as 
believers.  The  word  "evangelize"  ap- 
pears forty-nine  times  in  the  New 
Testament,  often  translated  "preach 
the  gospel."  We  are  told  to  be  fish- 
ers of  men,  to  convert  men,  to  win 
men,  to  save  men,  to  snatch  them 
from  the  fire,  to  preach  to  every 
creature,  to  witness,  to  teach  all  na- 
tions, to  be  ambassadors!  Yes,  soul- 
winning  is  a  Biblical  principle,  and 
the  Bible  lays  upon  us  the  responsi- 
bility of  carrying  the  gospel  to  every 
man,   woman,   boy   and   girl. 

We  might  be  tempted  to  say  that 
it  is  impossible  to  \\'in  the  world  for 
Christ  with  so  few  Bible-believing 
Christians.  But  Jesus  never  gave  us 
a  task  that  could  not  be  accomplish- 
ed. He  has  promised  all  the  power 
we  need. 

As  we  face  the  present  population 
of  the  world  and  the  number  who 
claim  to  be  in  the  fold  of  Christianity, 
we  are  overwhelmed  with  how  little 
impact  we  are  making  on  our  world 
for  Christ.  How  many  of  us  with 
a  membership  of  say,  120  persons, 
similar  to  that  original  band  gathered 
on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  have  seen 
such  mighty  results  for  God?  It 
doesn't  take  great  numbers  to  have 
great  power  for  God.  All  we  need  is 
God!  There  is  no  limit  to  His  power. 

Even  under  persecution  the  Early 
Church  grew  by  leaps  and  bounds, 
and  why?  Acts  8:4  tell  us,  "There- 
fore they  that  were  scattered  abroad 
went  ever)^vhere  preaching  the 
word."  Evangelism  was  the  heartbeat 
of  that  earlv  church,  and  it  ought  to 
be  the  constant  emphasis  of  our 
churches.  ^

The  Conquerers 
Were  Conquered 


Homecoming  is  alwavs  experienced 
with  anticipation  and  joy,  and  this 
was  true  for  Mrs.  Hoyt  and  myself 
after  travehng  more  than  20,000 
miles  in  Europe  and  the  Near  East. 
We  returned  on  May  5  to  find  the 
United  States  throughout  the  East 
and  Middle  West  experiencing  a  cold 
spring  like  Western  Europe  and 
England,  But  it  was  a  joyous  home- 
coming, for  we  came  back  to  the  land 
we  love  and  an  atmosphere  of  the 
gospel  and  the  open  Bible  and  the 
fellowship  of  the  saints. 

For  five  long  weeks  we  traveled 
with  a  company  of  the  Lord's  people 
who  loved  the  Bible,  the  prophetic 
Scriptures,  and  had  a  deep  concern 
for  God's  chosen  people.  By  air,  train, 
bus,  and  automobile  we  traveled  over 
a  vast  expanse  of  sea,  through  barren 
deserts,  fertile  fields,  blossoming 
orchards,  over  mountains  and  plain, 
to  see  sights  that  we  never  dreamed 
could  be  true.  We  saw  the  remains 
of  ancient  Rome,  the  uncovered 
ruins  of  volcano  destroyed  Pompei, 
the  amazing  pryamids  of  Egypt  and 
the  city  of  the  dead,  the  homeland 
from  which  Abraham  was  called,  the 
remains  of  Babylon,  Ephesus  and  Old 
Corinth. 

Seven  Thousand  Years  of  History 

In  these  travels  we  had  opportu- 
nity to  review  seven  thousand  years 
of  human  history.  And  this  history 
tells  a  story  which  compels  attention. 
The  wisdom  of  Eg>'pt  lies  buried  in 
the  trackless  sands  of  the  desert.  The 
golden  majesty  of  Babvlon  lies  silent 
on  the  plains  between  the  Tigris  and 
the  Euphrates.  The  glory  that  was 
Greece   and   the   grandeur   that   was 
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Rome  are  but  memories  of  past  civil- 
izations. 

No  matter  how  mighty  the 
achievements  of  these  ancient  em- 
pires, no  matter  how  vast  and  amaz- 
ing was  their  acquisition  of  knowl- 
edge, thev  crumbled  into  the  dust 
and  are  no  more.  These  mighty 
civilizations  decayed  from  within, 
the  victim  of  their  own  spiritual 
ignorance     and     moral     corruption. 
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Upon  every  hand,  the  archaeologist 
has  brought  to  light  their  way  of 
life  conditioned  by  ignorance  of  God, 
false  religion,  and  moral  incorrigi- 
bility. 

These  prevailing  conditions  took 
their  course  and  successively  though 
the  millenniums  took  their  toll.  One 
empire  after  another  went  down  to 
destruction  because  it  could  no  longer 
withstand  the  withering  pressures  of 
adversity.  As  we  reviewed  the  moral 
deterioration  and  destruction  of  em- 
pire after  empire,  it  was  not  difficult 
to  measure  the  movements  of  deter- 
ioration in  our  own  societv,  and  see 
them  follov\'ing  the  same  pattern. 
Eventually  the  civilization  of  our 
dav  must  come  to  destruction,  and 
it  is  very  possible  that  it  is  nearer 
than  we  think.  Surelv  the  shadows 
of  the  closing  days  of  the  age  are  fall- 
ing across  the  land. 

Human  Measurements  of  Morals 

Spiritually  discerning  people  have 
been  watching  the  decaying  morals 
of  this  present  generation.  With 
amazing  swiftness  a  new  morality  is 
sweeping  over  the  land.  But  this  so- 
called  new  morality  is  nothing  short 
of  the  old  immorality.  Having  turned 
from  the  absolute  standards  of  the 
Bible  to  the  changing,  relative  think- 
ing of  men,  even  the  highest  courts 
in  the  land  are  now  able  to  make 
provision  for  that  which  was  once 
called  obscenity  in  the  interest  of 
new  interpretations  for  the  first  and 
fourteenth  amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution  of  the   United   States. 

But  if  this  seems  strange,  you  can

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find  the  same  pattern  in  ancient 
Egypt,  Babylon,  Greece  and  Rome. 
If  you  should  visit  the  uncovered 
ruins  of  Pompeii,  you  would  find 
that  degeneracy  became  a  way  of 
life.  The  same  was  true  in  the  old 
city  of  Ephesus,  and  the  evidence  of 
impurity  in  Corinth  can  be  clearly 
seen  in  the  museum  of  that  city. 
These  people  refused  to  retain  in 
their  thinking  what  little  knowledge 
they  had  of  God,  and  as  a  result 
their  foolish  minds  were  darkened 
and  they  rationalized  the  most 
loathesome  practices  for  a  way  of 
life.  And  twentieth-century  civiliza- 
tion is  rushing  headlong  in  the  same 
direction. 

Strong   Argument   for  the   Faith 

For  those  who  are  willing  to  fol- 
low  the  facts  where  they  lead,  the  sad 
story  of  ancient  empires  provides 
compelling  argument  for  undying 
devotion  to  the  supernatural  revela- 
tion of  the  Bible  and  the  faith  of  the 
gospel.  This  also  has  its  implications, 
one  of  which  is  clearly  the  preserva- 
tion and  perpetuation  of  schools  that 
hold  precious  this  divine  revelation 
and  inculcate  it  in  the  young  people 
who  pass  through  their  halls.  This 
is  strong  argument  for  loyalty  in 
praying  for  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  Grace  College,  for  support- 
ing its  program  with  students  and  fi- 
nances. 

Finances  Needed  for  the  Library 

As  of  this  date  the  funds  already 
raised  for  the  construction  of  the 
library  are  dwindling.  The  progress 
on  the  library  construction  is  pro- 
ceeding more  swiftly  than  the  fi- 
nances are  coming  in  to  meet  the 
needs.

Here  is  a  much-needed  building  to 
care  for  the  enlarging  student  body 
as  well  as  to  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  educational  processes  already 
in  operation.  We  arc  trusting  you  peo- 
ple to  stand  behind  us  as  you  have 
in  the  past.  ▼ 
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Ten  registered  nurses  have  been 
enrolled  this  past  year  in  the  two- 
year  bachelor  of  science  nursing  pro- 
pram  at  Grace  College  along  with  two 
additional  students  looking  forward 
to  three  vears  of  nurses'  training 
upon  completion  of  their  college 
work. 

Whether  the  nurses'  training  pre- 
cedes or  follows  the  college  work,  the 
bachelor  of  science  degree  in  nursing 
is  granted  upon  completion  of  the 
entire  five-year  program. 

Three  registered  nurses,  two  of 
whom  received  their  degree  June 
first,  present  the  challenge  of  the 
nursing  profession  for  Christian 
voung  women  in  the  following  testi- 
monies.

After  three 
courses  at  a  secular  nursing  school, 
I  longed  to  study  something  differ- 
ent— English,  history,  anything.  I 
also  longed  to  study  the  Bible  under 
men  of  God. 

Nursing  school  taught  me  that  in 
order  to  give  the  best  possible  care 
to  a  patient  vou  have  to  tend  to  his 
physical,  emotional,  and  spiritual 
needs.  We  were  taught  how  to  meet 
physical  needs  almost  every  day.  The 
emotional  needs  were  harder  to  meet, 
and  some  psvcholog}'  was  necessarv'. 
The  spiritual  needs,  which  are  often 
the  basis  of  people's  problems,  were 
given  little  attention. 

Communication  is  another  vital 
aspect  in  nursing.  A  nurse  may  know 
everything  about  nursing,  but  she  is 
limited  if  her  knowledge  ends  there. 
Patients  have  varied  backgrounds  and 
every  interest  imaginable.  You  may 
have  a  man  with  a  grammar  school 
education  one  day  and  the  next  have 
one  with  two  doctorates.  A  nurse 
must  be  adaptable. 

In  considering  my  reasons  for  fur- 
ther education,  I  arrived  at  three 
goals  I  wanted  to  reach.  I  wanted  to 
study  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences 
necessary  for  a  degree,  and  I  wanted 
to  study  the  Bible  and  gain  practical 
experience  in  Christian  service. 

I  came  to  one  conclusion:  only  a

good  Christian  liberal  arts  college 
could  provide  what  I  was  seeking. 
After  looking  through  many  cata- 
logs,  I  felt  that  Grace  College  might 
be  the  one. 

I  am  graduating  this  June,  and  as 
I  look  at  m-\'  two  vears  here  I  feel 
that  I  have  found  what  I  came  search-

Most  \'oung  girls  at  one  time  or 
another  have  "played  nurse,"  but  few 
reach  the  reality  of  a  snow-white 
uniform.  For  many,  the  glamor  of  a 
television  series  or  the  inspiration 
of  a  novel  is  the  sole  motivating  fac- 
tor needed  to  begin  a  nursing  career. 
When  the  glamor  has  faded,  each 
girl  must  re-evaluate  her  purpose  in 
life. 

Often  this  is  the  order  of  con- 
sideration given  to  the  future.  God 
has  a  purpose  for  each  one  of  us  and 
has  made  it  clear  in  His  Word.  Each 
girl  should  evaluate  God's  purpose 
in  her  own  life,  "which  is  Christ  in 
you,  the  hope  of  glory"  (Col.  1:27).

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Life  in 

a  Test 

Tube . . . ?

Numerous  recent  popular  mag- 
azine articles  and  news  reports 
would  lead  us  to  believe  that  man 
will  soon  "create"  life  in  a  test  tube. 
Reporters  interview  biological  scien- 
tists, learn  something  of  the  won- 
derful  disco\'eries  which  are  being 
made,  and  then  wTite  a  story  to  the 
effect  that  we  are  on  the  verge  of 
producing  life  artificially.  As  Chris- 
tians, we  of  course  hold  that  man 
can  never  trulv  create  anything,  if 
we  take  the  word  to  mean  "make  out 
of  nothing,"  as  in  Genesis  1:1.  Flow- 
ever,  the  word  "create"  is  now  used 
bv  popular  writers  to  refer  to  making 
life  out  of  existing  materials. 

In  order  to  understand  how  diffi- 
cult a  task  it  would  be  for  man  to 
"create"  life,  even  in  the  sense  of 
making  it  bv  using  existing  materials, 
we  must  first  consider  a  few  of  the 
facts  about  how  complex  living  mat- 
ter (protoplasm)  is.  For  many  cen- 
turies it  was  commonlv  thought  that 
non-living  matter,  such  as  the  mud 
in  the  bottom  of  a  pond  or  a  dish  of 
food  left  out  in  the  warm  air,  could 
give  rise  to  living  worms,  bacteria, 
and  so  forth.  But  bv  the  beoinnina 
of  the  present  century  it  had  been 
thoroughly  demonstrated  bv  Louis 
Pasteur  and  other  scientists  that  life 
can  arise  only  from  life.  Even  then, 
scientists  had  not  become  aware  of 
the  complexity  of  the  protoplasm  of 
which  cells  are  composed.  Some  of 
them  began  to  think  that  it  would 
be  onlv  a  matter  of  time  until  man 
would   be    able    to   analyze   it   com- 


pletely and  then  perhaps  duplicate 
it. 

It  is  true  that  a  chemist  can,  by 
accurate  tests,  determine  how  much 
of  each  chemical  element  is  present 
in  a  certain  mass  of  animal,  plant, 
or  human  cells;  but  he  is  then  faced 
with  the  fact  that  these  relatively  few 
elements,  which  make  up  a  cell,  are 
bound  together  chemically  into  many 
extremely  complex  chemical  com- 
pounds. Biologists  now  generally 
recognize  that  there  are  thousands  of 
kinds  of  chemical  compounds,  each 
made  up  of  two  or  more  kinds  of 
elements,  in  any  living  cell.  And, 
even  more  amazing  than  this,  these 
chemical  compounds  have  a  very  deli- 
cate and  complex  arrangement  or 
relation  to  each  other  within  the  cell. 

This  complex,  sensitive  arrange- 
ment of  the  chemical  components  of 
a  cell  is  known  as  "cellular  organiza- 
tion" and  is  still  largely  a  mvsterv  to 
science.  For  example,  when  an  ani- 
mal is  slaughtered  for  meat  and 
cooled  for  packing,  the  cells  of  the 
carcass  soon  die;  but  what  have  these 
cells  lost  to  bring  about  such  a  radi- 
cal change?  They  have  lost  very  few 
of  their  chemical  components— they 
still  have  at  least  nearly  all  of  the 
normal  amount  of  carbon,  nitrooen, 
oxygen,  and  other  elements  which 
they  had  before— Jnit  these  chemical 
substances  have  taken  on  different 
relations  to  each  other.  In  short,  the 
chemical  components  are  still  pres- 
ent, but  they  ha\e  lost  their  cellular 
organization— a  kind  of  organization 


which    no   scientist   can   even   begin 

o 

to  restore  to  the  cell. 

It  should  be  noted  here  that  any 
resuscitations  of  persons  who  have 
"died"  on  the  operating  table  must 
be  done  before  the  cells  of  the  body 
have  died.  Real  death  can  be  reversed 
onlv  by  God,  as  we  read  in  His 
Word:  "Unto  Jehovah  the  Lord  be- 
longeth  escape  from  death"  (Ps.  68: 
20,  ASV). 

If  scientists  were  really  going  to 
"create"  life,  they  would  have  to 
start  with  inorganic  elements  and 
compounds  (substances  such  as 
minerals,  which  have  not  been  pro- 
duced by  living  organisms).  We  hear 
a  great  deal  now  about  recent  dis- 
coveries concerning  the  DNA  (deox}'- 
ribonucleic  acid)  which  is  present  in 
living  cells,  and  the  key  role  which 
DNA  plays  in  the  functioning  of  the 
genes  in  the  cell  nucleus.  However, 
the  fact  remains  that  DNA  is  a  com- 
plex organic  compound  which  man 
cannot  produce  without  some  orig- 
inal DNA  to  start  the  reaction.  Most 
of  the  news  reports  concerning  the 
success  of  biochemists  in  synthesiz- 
ing DNA  do  not  report  the  fact  that 
they  use  a  small  amount  of  DNA 
which  has  been  extracted  from  living 
cells  to  start  the  process.  Thus, 
scientists  are  not  creating  DNA  from 
inorganic  substances.  Neither  are 
they  able  to  form  cells  artificially 
out  of  the  DNA  and  other  substances 
which  they  extract  from  living  cells.

Grace  Seminary  spent  the  first  two 
years  of  its  infant  period  in  the 
Brethren  church  at  Akron,  Ohio.  The 
school  operated  there  under  the  most 
hospitable  conditions.  The  generosity 
and  co-operation  of  the  Akron 
church  were  truly  a  godsend  in  these 
early  days.  But  from  the  beginning 
this  location  was  looked  upon  as  only 
a  temporary  situation.  The  church 
building  was  not  meant  to  house  a 
school  with  its  need  for  lecture  rooms, 
library,  faculty  offices,  and  so  forth. 

And  so  during  the  two  years  the 
seminary  was  in  Akron,  the  board  of 
trustees  gaye  much  thought  and  pray- 
er to  the  matter  of  its  final  location. 
A  formal  invitation  came  from  the 
First  Brethren  Church  of  Long 
Beach,  California,  offering  to  house 
the  school  in  their  new  educational 
facilities.  This  invitation  was  con- 
sidered, but  it  was  the  consensus  that 
the  school  should  be  more  centrally 
located  if  it  were  to  serve  most  ade- 
quately   the    entire    brotherhood. 

Other    locations    were    considered. 


but  the  board  of  trustees  was  most 
favorably  impressed  with  the  invita- 
tion of  the  late  Dr.  W.  E.  Biederwolf, 
who  was  then  the  director  of  the 
Winona  Lake  Bible  Conference,  to 
locate  in  Winona  Lake,  Indiana.  Dr. 
Biederwolf  was  well  acquainted  with 
the  conservative,  evangelical  and  pre- 
millennial  position  of  The  Brethren 
Church,  which  sponsored  the  school. 
And,  as  indicated  above,  many  of  the 
Brethren  pastors  and  leaders  felt  that 
such  a  central  location  would  more 
adequately  serve  the  educational 
needs  of  our  church,  which  had  been 
meeting  at  Winona  Lake  in  annual 

o 

conference  for  over  half  a  century. 
And  as  Dr.  McClain  points  out  in 
his  history  of  the  first  twenty  years 
of  Grace  Theological  Seminary  in  the 
1951  Charis  (yearbook),  it  also  ap- 
peared that  a  school  of  this  kind  was 
needed  in  northern  Indiana  and  the 
surrounding  territory,  since  from  its 
beginning  Grace  Seminary  has  at- 
tracted students  from  many  conserva- 
tive Christian  groups  outside  The 
Brethren  Church.  Hence,  arrange- 
ments v\'ere  made  to  lease  the  upper 
floor  of  the  three-story  building 
owned  by  the  Free  Methodist  Pub- 
lishing House.  The  third  annual  ses- 
sion of  the  seminar)'  began  operation

in  the  fall  of  1939,  receiving  a  cordial 
welcome  from  the  local  community 
and  from  the  Winona  Lake  Chris- 
tian Assembly. 

The  first  semester  in  the  new  lo- 
cation opened  with  an  enrollment  of 
twenty-eight.  This  was  a  drop  from 
the  enrollment  of  forty-nine  of  the 
previous  year,  due  in  part  at  least  to 
the  fact  that  some  in  the  vicinity  of 
Akron  who  had  attended  the  school 
on  a  part-time  basis  did  not  see  fit 
to  move  to  Winona  Lake.  Then,  too, 
this  was  a  new  venture,  and  time 
\A'as  needed  for  it  to  become  estab- 
lished. But  having  become  established 
after  the  first  year,  the  school  saw 
a  steady  growth,  as  statistics  clearly 
indicate. 

The  location  at  Winona  Lake  has 
some  distinct  advantages.  The  com- 
munity is  a  quiet  town  with  a  defi- 
nite Christian  background.  It  is  a 
Bible  conference  center,  the  home 
of  the  late  Billy  Sunday  and  the  head- 
quarters of  a  number  of  Christian 
institutions.  Though  removed  from 
the  hustle  and  bustle  of  big  cities,  it 
is  near  enough  to  them  that  expedi- 
tions can  be  made  to  their  institutions 
when  expedient,  such  as  to  the 
Oriental  Institute  and  the  Institute 
of  Science  and  Industry  in  Chicago. 
Winona  Lake  is  just  off  U.S.  High- 
way 30,  on  the  main  line  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  between  Chi- 
cago and  New  York,  and  is  easily  ac- 
cessible to  such  cities  as  Chicago, 
Fort  Wayne,  and  South  Bend.  It  is 
near  a  number  of  large  universities, 
such  as  Indiana  University,  Purdue, 
and  Notre  Dame,  which  can  easily 
be  contacted  for  purposes  of  research. 
Moreover,  the  housing  and  work  sit- 
uation in  the  Winona  Lake-Warsaw 
area  has  proved  adequate  for  the  live- 
lihood of  our  students.  We  believe 
the  board  of  trustees  made  a  wise 
decision  when  it  decided  to  locate 
the  school  in  Winona  Lake.  T

The  estimated  35,000  students  that 
hit  the  beaches  at  Daytona,  Florida, 
this  spring  vacation  to  shake  off  the 
studies  and  soak  up  the  surf  were  in 
for  a  surprise— they  soaked  up  more 
than  they  intended. 

Because  Campus  Crusade  for 
Christ  was  there,  too,  about  SCO- 
strong  from  universities  and  colleges 
all  over  the  East,  including  twenty- 
one  students  from  Grace.  They  went 
for  a  different  reason:  to  share  the 
reality  of  a  personal  God  in  their 
lives.  How?  By  conducting  "Colle- 
giate Religious  Surveys"  on  the 
beaches  and  in  the  motels  to  thou- 
sands of  kids  who  they  thought  could 
not  care  less.  It  was  their  turn  to  be 
surprised. 

"We  would  just  give  them  the  sur- 
vey and  then  tell  them  how  they 
could  find  salvation  and  peace  of 
mind  in  lesus  Christ.

This  reaction  was  typical  of  the 
Grace  students  (eight  girls  and  thir- 
teen fellows)  who  went.

But  thev  were.  They  wanted  to 
know  about  the  existence  of  God  and 
the  authority  of  the  Bible  and  how  to 
find  that  "more  abundant  life"  every- 
one was  talking  about.

And  so  the  scorching  days  and 
short  nights  had  paid  off. 

But  the  effects  of  "Operation  Sun- 
shine" didn't  end  at  Daytona.  Grace 
students  soaked  up  something  too— 
a  greater  concern  for  telling  others 
about  Christ,  not  just  for  one  week 
in  the  spring  but  all  the  time.  They're 
traveling  to  different  campuses  on 
week  ends  for  just  that  and  planning 
whole  summers  and  maybe  even 
whole  lifetimes. 

That's  what  happens  when  vou  go 
for  a  soaking.  T

fessor  of  chemistry  at  Augsburg  Col- 
lege, recently  summed  up  the  prob- 
lem as  follows:  "For  technical  reasons, 
the  construction  of  a  living  cell  out 
of  its  chemical  inventor)'  may  turn 
out  to  be  impossible.  The  catalog 
of  molecules  that  comprise  a  living 
cell  is  incompletelv  known,  and  the 
organization  plan,  the  blueprint,  is 
only  very  dimly  understood.  Even  if 
both  equally  important  aspects  were 
fully  known,  the  actual  construction 
might  still  prove  to  be  technically  im- 
possible" (John  R.  Holum,  Ph.D., 
"If  Scientists  Create  Life,"  Chris- 
tianity Today,  Jan.  3,  1964,  p.  3). 

Now  another  problem  presents  it- 
self. Even  if  scientists  could  suc- 
ceed in  producing  living  cells  arti- 
ficially, out  of  components  they  have 
extracted  from  other  cells,  thev 
would  still  be  faced  with  the  difficult 


task  of  organizing  those  cells  into  a 
living,  working  animal  or  plant. 
How  could  some  of  the  cells  be 
caused  to  specialize  to  become  muscle 
cells,  some  to  become  nerve  cells,  and 
others  blood  cells,  and  then  begin  to 
work  harmoniously  together?  Medi- 
cal science  has  found  it  extremely 
difficult  even  to  graft  human  muscle 
cells  from  the  body  of  one  person 
on  to  the  muscle  of  another  person; 
how  much  more  difficult  it  would  be 
to  make  muscle  cells  that  would  co- 
operate with  other  cells  to  form  a 
living  animal! 

It  should  here  be  said  that  most 
modern  scientists  are  far  more  real- 
istic about  these  problems  than  is  the 
general  public.  The  biologists  are 
not  really  expecting  to  produce  life  in 
the  near  future  or  to  organize  cells  to 
form  a  complex  animal  or  man.  It  is 
still  true  that  only  God  holds  the  kev 
to  the  mystery  of  life.  T

The  Lord  had  to 
work  in  a  very  definite  way  to  lead 
me  to  the  place  where  nursing  be- 
came my  immediate  goal.  After  a 
fantastic  three  years  of  nursing 
school.  He  again,  in  a  very  definite 
manner,  placed  me  here  at  Grace  Col- 
lege to  obtain  further  education. 

In  evaluating  my  educational  ex- 
perience, I  have  been  able  to  see  the 
ways  in  which  nursing  can  be  a  me- 
dium through  which  God  can  use  a 
Christian  woman  who  wants  to  be 
used  of  Him. 

The  field  of  nursing  opens  to  any 
young  lady  many  opportunities.  First, 
when  she  writes  that  "R.N."  behind 
her  name,  she  knows  that  she  be- 
longs to  one  of  the  most  respected 
professions  for  women.  No  matter 
in  what  community  she  may  find 
herself,  the  nurse  is  looked  upon  as 
an  individual  whose  judgment  can 
be  trusted.  Second,  the  education  the 
nurse  receives  prepares  her  not  only 
for  the  highly  technical  aspect  of 
clinical  nursing,  but  also  for  her 
home  life  as  a  mature  wife  and 
mother.  Last  and  most  important,  a 
nurse  has  the  unique  opportunity 
to  help  individuals  who  are  in  need 
of  her  aid.  One  may  find  security 
in  knowing  that  anytime  and  at  any 
place  her  services  are  needed  and 
may  be  put  to  use. 

Nursing  is  definitely  a  challenge 
to  a  voung  Christian  woman,  because 
she  has  not  only  that  which  can  help 
others  physically  but  also  that  which 
can  help  individuals  spirituallv.  In 
this  way,  the  Lord  can  use  a  Chris- 
tian nurse  to  do  great  things  for 
Him.

The  Risfht  Stand 


In  the  aftermath  of  the  Middle 
East  war  it  is  interesting  to  see  peo- 
ple take  their  stand  for  or  against 
Israel.  When  one  Conservative  mem- 
ber of  Congress  was  asked  his  posi- 
tion on  the  situation,  he  made  the 
off-the-record  reply  that  Israel  is  ex- 
pendable. In  contrast  to  this  fan- 
tastic statement,  a  number  of  the 
members  of  Congress  who  have  been 
"doves"  in  their  view  of  the  Vietnam 
war  have  suddenly  become  "hawks" 
in  their  stand  with  Israel  in  Israel's 
fight  with  the  Arabs.  Many  congress- 
men are  reflecting  the  sentiments  of 
their  constituents  bv  attending  rallies 
for  Israel.  And,  outside  of  Congress, 
people  are  giving  money  in  the  mil- 
lions. One  man  who  said  that  he 
had  no  money  offered  instead  his 
two  sons. 

It  is  reasonable  and  right  that 
Christians  and  Americans  should 
align  themselves  on  the  side  of  Israel. 


It  is,  in  fact,  best  for  the  whole  world 
to  take  this  stand.  This  is  the  stand 
that  will  work  best  for  peace  and  for 
the  stabilizing  of  the  situation  in  the 
Middle  East. 

The  Bible  supports  this  view.  Be- 
ginning with  the  Book  of  Genesis 
and  continuing  on  through  the  Bible 
one  finds  that  God  claims  the  Jews 
as  His  people.  Not  only  does 
He  promise  to  bless  Israel,  but  He 
also  says  that  He  will  bless  the  peo- 
ple who  help  Israel  and  curse  those 
who  curse  Israel.  The  Bible  is  re- 
plete with  promises  to  regather  Is- 
rael to  Palestine,  to  make  of  them 
a  great  nation,  and  to  give  them  a 
prominent  place  in  His  plans  in  the 
end  of  the  age.  God  also  promises 
that  the  land  is  to  be  theirs  forever. 

The  very  fact  that  Israel  is  a  na- 
tion is  reason  enough  that  she  should 
be  allowed  to  exist  in  peace  in  the

place  where  God  has  placed  her.  But 
the  fact  that  she  is  God's  nation  of 
people,  begun  in  Abraham  and  con- 
tinued across  the  centuries,  is  more 
reason  that  she  should  be  allowed  to 
exist  and  that  we  today  should  stand 
with  and  for  her  in  any  struggle  for 
her  existence.  To  take  any  contrary 
position  would  be  to  take  a  stand 
against  the  God  of  Israel. 

Not  only  does  Israel  "belong"  in 
her  land;  she  is  good  for  the  nations 
round  about  her.  She  has  drained 
the  mosquito-breeding  swamps,  has 
planted  millions  of  trees,  and  has 
caused  the  desert  to  bloom  like  the 
rose  b\'  supplying  water  through  ir- 
rigation systems.  All  of  this  has  been 
an  example  and  a  challenge  to  the 
Arabs.  This  know-how  is  profitable 
to  them.  They  need  Israel  for  their 
own  good. 

o 

Peace  in  the  Middle  East  is  tied 
to  the  nation  of  Israel.  One  outstand- 
ing Jewish  leader  said  recently, 
"There  never  will  be  a  Middle  East 
without  an  independent  and  sov- 
ereign state  of  Israel  in  its  midst."  A 
number  of  the  prophets  told  us  that 
God's  blessing  would  come  through 
Israel,  and  this  includes  peace.  There 
is  room  enough  for  the  Arabs  and 
for  Israel.  If  the  Arabs  could  realize 
this  and  begin  to  live  peaceably  with 
Israel,  there  could  indeed  be  peace 
in  the  Middle  East. 

It  is  easy  for  politicians  to  take  a 
stand  that  reflects  the  opinion  of  their 
constituents.  But  to  say  that  Israel, 
so  essential  in  the  plans  of  God,  is 
expendable  in  the  plans  of  men  is 
foolhardy.  God  is  able  to  put  on 
the  throne  whom  He  will,  and  to  re- 
move from  the  throne  whom  He  will. 
He  has  promised  to  revive  the  throne 
of  David  and  to  place  on  that  throne 
His  Son,  who  will  reign  in  peace. 
How  foolish  it  is  for  men  to  resist 
that  which  is  so  inevitable  in  the  plan 
of  God!  ▼

Rico,  Brazil,  Argentina,  and  Mexico. 
Also  included  will  be  a  visit  to  Car- 
acas, Brasilia,  Rio,  Santiago,  Lima, 
Panama  City,  and  other  places  of  in- 
terest. No  such  opportunity  for  com- 
bining travel,  relaxation,  and  the 
visit  to  so  many  mission  fields  on 
one  tour  has  been  offered  to  date. 
Clyde  K.  Landrum,  an  experienced 
world  traveler,  will  direct  the  tour. 

Departure  date  from  Miami  has 
been  set  for  November  1,  1967,  and 
return  to  the  United  States  for  No- 
vember 25.  This  would  take  pastors 


from  their  pulpits  for  onlv  three  Sun- 
da\s,  and  it  would  "fire  them  up"  for 
manv  Sundavs  to  come!  It  is  hoped 
that  lav  people  and  pastors  alike  will 
indicate  early  their  plans  to  make  this 
tour.  Final  cost  figures  are  not  avail- 
able at  this  time;  the  maximum  will 
be  between  $1,025  and  $1,050.  Every 
effort  will  be  made  to  keep  cost 
down  and  benefits  at  a  maximum. 
The  Herald  Company's  aim  is  not 
to  make  a  profit,  but  to  serve  the 
brotherhood  bv  having  a  well-planned 
tour  that  will  stimulate  interest  in 
missions  and  that  wall  long  be  re- 
membered bv  those  making  the  trip. 

There  is  a  limit  to  the  number 
that  can  be  accommodated  on  such  a 
tour,  so  it  is  important  that  interest 
in  making  the  trip  be  indicated  at 
once.

Mr.  Renick  looked  like  a  Scrooge 
in  that  prayer  card  picture  Mr.  Julien 
showed  me.  I  really  wondered  how 
this  stem  professor  who  appeared 
to  be  about  forty  could  get  along 
with  voung  people  here.  Could  the 
Renicks  even  take  a  joke? 

So,  when  the  Renicks  weren't  on 
the  noon  train  to  Paris  as  planned,  I 
wasn't  too  sorry.  And  I  probably 
would  have  said  so,  but  Mr.  Julien's 
dry  humor  stopped  me.  "I  knew  it 
was  too  good  to  be  true  that  new 
missionaries  were  coming  to  help  in 
France,"     was  his  comment. 

But  Jim  and  Joyce  Renick  finally 
arrived.  On  our  way  to  the  Chateau 
they  gaped  at  our  gray  old  buildings 
with  the  painted  doors  and  shutters. 
They  stared  at  the  Chateau  of  Chan- 
tilly  near  Paris  and  at  the  Notre 
Dame  and  the  Cathedral  of  Meaux. 
They  had  the  typical  tourist  fascina- 
tion for  these  architectural  master- 
pieces and  acted  as  if  they  were  in 
an  art  appreciation  class.  To  us,  these 
buildings  are  our  country,  our  cul- 
ture, a  part  of  us.  We  French  people 
are  proud  of  them.  Why,  they  were 
here  before  the  United  States  was  a 
country,  some  of  them  before  Colum- 
bus discovered  America! 

Old  things  are  beautiful.  Ameri- 
cans  sometimes  have  no  sense  of 
what  is  valuable  and  beautiful.  Like 
that  old  carved  wooden  table  Mr. 
Julien  had  in  his  office— he  replaced 
it  with  two  brand  new  metal  desks 
that  look  like  boxes  with  one  side 
cut  out. 

But,  of  course,  I'm  French. 

In  Paris  the  Renicks  seemed 
startled  when  a  newspaper  boy  on  the 
corner  asked  in  practiced  English  if 
thev  wanted  an  English  newspaper. 
"How  did  he  know  we  were  Ameri- 
can? We  weren't  even  talking!"  We 
French  can  tell  the  Americans— just 
something  about  them.  Men  wear 
their  hair  chopped  off,  and  all  Ameri- 
cans wear  glasses.  We  can  spot  an 
American  by  the  way  he  looks  both 
directions  two  or  three  times  before 
he  crosses  the  street.  Then  he  quickly 
darts  across  like  a  scared  hen.  We 
French  drivers  will  stop:  just  step  out 
into  the  street. 

On  the  wav  from  Paris  to  Saint 
Albain  both  Jim  and  Joyce  were  hor- 


rified to  look  out  the  car  window 
and  see  a  car  within  several  inches  of 
ours.  French  cars  don't  waste  a  lot  of 
metal  making  fancy  fenders  like 
American  cars  have.  That  way  we 
don't  need  wide  streets. 

You  know,  Americans  are  funny 
when  they  drive.  They  think  we're 
terrible  drivers,  but  Frenchmen  rarely 
get  involved  in  anything  but 
watching  the  road.  It  seems  as  if 
these  missionaries  think  driving  and 
involved  discussions  go  together.  And 
once  in  a  while  they  look  at  the  per- 
sons in  the  back  seat  to  see  if  they 
agree  on  some  point.  I  think  the  car 
will  go  off  the  road.  Whv,  if  we 
concentrated  on  a  conversation,  we'd 
miss  half  the  fun  of  driving.  We  like 
to  wave  our  arms  in  the  air  and  act 
furious  with  any  driver  who  takes 
advantage   of   us.   We   like   to  drive

fast,  but  always  with  one  foot  on  the 
brake. 

I  notice  it's  hard  for  the  Renicks 
to  remember  to  shake  hands  with 
people  they  meet.  Just  one  simple 
handshake:  not  pumping  our  arms  up 
and  down.  And  it  seems  especially 
hard  to  remember  to  shake  hands 
before  they  leave.  We  think,  "Those 
Americans  are  so  cold,"  when  they 
leave  without  the  French  handshake. 
"Slipping  away  the  English  way"  is 
what  the  French  call  it. 

The  Renicks  do  seem  to  talk  a  lot 
about  America  and  how  they  do  this 
and  that  in  the  United  States.  I  sup- 
pose it's  normal.  We  French  do  that, 
too.  But  the  Americans  don't  need 
to  overdo  it.  Joyce  seemed  quite  con- 
cerned about  a  sign  she  saw  on  the 
\\'ay  to  Geneva  the  other  week:  "The 
Americans  are  Nazis  in  Vietnam."  I 


guess  this  is  bad,  because  the  French 
people  really  suffered  from  the  Ger- 
mans during  the  second  world  war. 
Every  few  miles  there  are  markers 
showing  the  names  of  civilians  and 
soldiers  killed  there.  But  not  every- 
one in  France  feels  that  way  about 
the  U.S.A. 

I  think  one  of  the  things  these 
Americans  need  to  learn  is  that  just 
because  things  are  different  here, 
they  aren't  bad.  Like  eating  snails; 
they're  a  delicacy.  And  I  must  admit 
the  Renicks  braved  that  test  and  ate 
some.  Food  is  very  important  to  the 
Frenchman,  maybe  more  important 
than  things.  It's  always  funny  to  see 
an  American  new  in  France  holding 
up  the  table,  with  one  hand  in  his 
lap.  But  he  so(3n  learns  the  correct 
wav  to  eat.  A  Frenchman  uses  both 
hands  and  needs  three  implements: 
a  knife,  a  fork,  and  a  piece  of  bread. 
Do  you  know,  when  Joyce  bought  a 
chicken  at  the  store,  she  was  sur- 
prised to  find  that  chickens  here  come 
with  heads,  eyes,  and  feet. 

These  missionaries  must  under- 
stand the  French  mentality,  but  I 
don't  think  they  should  allow  it  to 
change  their  own  American  person- 
ality. Oh,  they'll  have  to  adapt  to  our 
schedule  of  things.  For  instance, 
when  we  say  we'll  leave  at  eight,  we 
really  mean  at  nine.  But  I  don't  think 
they  should  try  to  imitate  the  French. 
It  always  shows.  It's  important,  of 
course,  to  imitate  us  in  the  language. 
Probably  they'll  never  speak  French 
like  a  French  person.  But  we  can 
tell  if  they  tn,'.  And  there's  one  thing 
for  sure,  we  want  to  know  that  they 
like  our  language. 

I'm  glad  now  that  the  Renicks 
came;  they're  young!  I  really  didn't 
realize  before  how  much  more  could 
be  done  when  more  than  one  Ameri- 
can family  is  here.  I  wonder  now 
why  another  American  Brethren  fam- 
ily didn't  come  before. 

I'm  so  anxious  for  my  own  people, 
that  they  hear  the  Gospel.  Because 
onlv  Christ  can  satisfy  the  hunger 
in  their  lives  which  just  isn't  satisfied 
by  all  our  French  philosophy.  We're 
noted  for  our  philosophy,  but  it 
doesn't  have  all  the  answers. 

I've  found  Christ  supplies  the  an- 
swers. And  so  have  the  Renicks  and 
the  Juliens.  I'm  sure  that's  why  they 
left  their  "wonderful  America"  to 
come  here  to  France.  ▼

{VMS  editor's  note:  The  following 
is  an  excerpt  from  a  letter  written 
hy  Dr.  Taher  in  the  Central  African 
Refuhlic.  Earlier  in  the  letter  he  told 
of  going  to  a  place  called  Sido  to 
bring  a  sick  woman  in  to  the  medical 
center  at  Bogiiila.) 

Arriving  at  Boguila  with  the 
woman,  I  found  that  Austin  Robbins 
(the  mission  dentist)  had  gone  out 
twenty  miles  on  the  road  toward 
Bossangoa  to  get  some  people  who 
had  been  injured  in  a  truck  accident. 
I  had  taken  the  old  Peugeot,  the  onls' 
one  that  was  running.  But  when  the 
emergency  call  came,  Austin  had 
found  a  wav  to  get  the  newer  one 
started.  When  he  got  to  the  site  of 
the  accident,  he  found  it  was  a  tank 
truck  full  of  diesel  fuel  that  had  gone 
into  the  ditch  and  turned  over  twice, 
evidently  having  gone  out  of  control 
from  being  driven  too  fast.  There 
were  only  three  people  in  the  cab, 
the  driver  and  a  woman  and  a  child. 
The  driver  was  not  hurt  very  much, 
had  no  fractures  and  no  open  wounds. 
The  child  had  several  jagged  wounds, 
including  one  of  the  scalp,  which 
had  me  worried  at  first,  but  there  are 
no  signs  of  a  skull  fracture.  The 
woman  had  her  skin  scratched  and 
badly  torn  open.  Doing  sutures  on 
her  took  until  two  o'clock  in  the 
morning.  NGaba  and  Panzet  did  the 
suturing,  with  Mary  Cripe  and  Mar- 
garet Hull  giving  general  care. 

But  I  am  getting  ahead  of  the 
storv.  When  Austin  got  there,  he  saw 
that  the  diesel  fuel  was  spurting  from 
the  tank  in  various  places,  and  that 
the  people  of  the  local  village  were 
bringing  buckets  and  basins  and 
evervthing  thev  could  get  hold  of  to 
catch  as  much  of  the  diesel  fuel  as 
possible.  They  thought  they  could 
use  it  in  their  lanterns  like  kerosene. 

It  was  beginning  to  get  dark,  so 
one  woman  came  with  a  grass  torch 
to  help  her  see.  This  set  fire  to  the 
diesel  fuel  that  was  running  down 
the  gutter.  Some  of  the  people  threw 
on  water— which  was  the  worst  thing 
they  could  do.  Austin  got  a  folding 
GI  shovel  and  began  shoveling  dirt 
onto  it,  telling  the  other  people  to 
help  him.  A  few  of  them  did,  but 
most  of  them  were  too  busy  collecting 
diesel  fuel  to  listen  or  to  realize 
the  danger,  so  the  fire  slowly  gained 
on  them  and  ate  its  way  up  toward 
the  truck. 


Just  as  the  fire  reached  the  truck, 
some  chauffeurs  arrived  from  the 
Bossangoa  direction  with  fire  ex- 
tinguishers, but  they  were  too  late. 
By  this  time  there  was  a  lake  of  fire 
fifty  yards  long  by  twenty  yards 
wide,  and  the  truck  was  beginning 
to  burn. 

Austin  shouted  to  everybody  to 
get  back— a  long  way  away  from  the 
truck.  But  they  paid  no  attention. 
So  he  took  the  Peugeot  and  drove  it 
a  safe  distance  away  from  the  fire 
and  got  the  two  patients  into  it— 
the  woman  and  the  child. 

By  this  time  one  of  the  truck  tires 
had  exploded,  and  the  people  moved 
back  a  little  bit.  One  by  one  the  other 
tires  exploded,  and  the  people  moved 
back  a  little  each  time,  only  to  edge 
up  nearer  again.  Austin  and  some  of 
the  other  chauffeurs  half-dragged, 
half-carried  the  wounded  chauffeur 
by  a  long  detour  around  the  fire. 
But  in  order  to  get  to  the  Peugeot 
they  had  to  cross  a  bridge  which  was 
only  about  150  yards  from  the  burn- 
ing truck,  so  close  that  it  was  really 
hot.  And  if  the  truck  had  exploded, 
it  would  have  been  altogether  too 
close.  Also,  if  the  truck  had  ex- 
ploded, a  lot  of  people  would  have 
been  burned  alive.  But  for  some  rea- 
son it  did  not  explode;  it  just  made  a 
very  hot  fire.  Next  day  when  the 
police  came  from  Bossangoa,  they 
reported  it  was  still  burning.  So 
what  could  have  been  a  tragedy 
ended  simply  with  the  loss  of  a  truck, 
and  with  three  people  wounded,  but 
not  seriously. 

The  people  tried  to  save  a  few 
buckets  of  diesel  fuel  instead  of  sav- 
ing a  whole  truckload  of  diesel  fuel 
from  burning.  And  even  if  they  suc- 
ceeded in  saving  their  buckets  of 
diesel  fuel  from  burning,  they  were 
bound  to  be  disappointed  with  it 
when  they  put  it  in  their  lanterns,  be- 
cause it  makes  smoke  instead  of  light. 

People  often  sell  their  souls  for  a 
little  bit  of  gold  that  is  bound  to  be 
burned  up  anjTvay.  Even  if  people 
don't  believe  the  Bible,  all  they  have 
to  do  is  to  read  the  newspapers  to 
know  that  the  world  is  sitting  on  a 
powder  keg  and  at  the  mercy  of  an 
incident.  Yet  they  are  spending  their 
lives  gathering  a  few  buckets  of  diesel 
fuel  that  will  give  only  smoke  and 
no  light.  ▼

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My  Neighbor  Was  Sent- 
AndlFound  Christ! 


Twelve   years    ago   we   moved    to     me.' 


Eight  years  ago  I  accepted  an 
invitation  from  my  neighbor  to  at- 
tend Sunday  evening  services  at  her 
church.  I  didn't  have  far  to  go;  it 
was  only  across  the  street.  That 
night  was  the  beginning  of  some 
verv  uncomfortable  days  and  sleep- 
less nights,  for  the  Spirit  of  God  be- 
gan to  deal  with  me. 

The  minister  was  speaking  from 
the  Book  of  Revelation,  and  I  first 
began  to  see  the  light  through  Reve- 
lation 3:20,  "Behold,  I  stand  at  the 
door,  and  knock:  if  any  man  hear  my 
voice,  and  open  the  door,  I  will  come 
in  to  him,  and  will  sup  with  him,  and 
he  with  me."  But  really  what  started 
me  thinking  was  the  minister's  closing 
words.  "What  have  you  done  with 
Jesus?  Is  He  standing  at  your  heart's 
door  knocking?  Have  you  invited 
Him  in?" 

I  was  never  a  very  religious  per- 
son. As  a  child  in  Everett,  Pennsyl- 
vania, I  went  to  Sunday  school  if 
a  girl  friend  invited  me,  but  I  had 

o 

no  church  home.  I  remember  little 
or  nothing  of  what  I  heard  then,  but 
I  do  remember  that  earlv  in  my  mar- 
ried life  I  attended  a  two-week  tent 
meeting  held  by  the  Seventh  Day 
Adventists.  Their  messages,  dwelling 
mainly  on  prophecy  and  coming 
tribulation,  struck  fear  into  my  heart. 
I  was  ready  then  to  turn  over  a  new 
leaf,  but  Jesus  Christ  was  not  pre- 
sented clearly  as  the  Way.  I  did  not 
understand  their  way,  which  con- 
sisted mainly  of  keeping  the  Ten 
Commandments,  with  special  empha- 
sis on  Saturday  as  the  Sabbath  and 
not  eating  pork,  which  I  dearly  love. 
(They  even  handed  out  recipes  sub- 
stituting peanuts  for  meat!)  Perhaps 
God  began  to  deal  with  me  then 
through  my  fears,  for  they  did  use 
Scripture.  I  began  having  bad 
dreams,  and  I  began  to  fear  death. 


Martinsburg,  Pennsylvania,  right 
across  from  the  Eirst  Brethren 
Church,  but  one  of  the  larger 
churches  in  town  became  our  church 
home.  By  then  we  had  four  children 
We  attended  that  church  for  about 
two  years,  when  we  were  asked  to 
be  baptized  and  join  the  church  fel- 
lowship. We  did  this,  thinking  it 
would  be  the  beginning  of  new  and 
happier  life.  But  we  did  not  find  the 
peace  and  satisfaction  we  were  seek- 
ing. We  began  to  have  personal  prob- 
lems that  we  could  not  cope  with. 
It  was  then  that  my  neighbor,  the 
Eirst  Brethren  pastor's  wife,  invited 
me  to  church. 

After  the  first  Sunday  night  I 
could  not  stay  away.  I  seemed  to  be 
drawn  like  a  magnet,  and  I  would 
come  home  and  tell  my  husband 
all  that  I  heard.  The  third  Sunday 
night  he  went  with  me.  He,  too,  was 
under  conviction,  and  the  following 
Saturday  night  in  our  home  we  de- 
cided to  trust  Jesus  as  our  own  per- 
sonal Saviour  and  Lord.  The  peace 
that  I  had  been  wanting  all  those 
long  years  filled  my  soul,  and  I  knew 
God  had  saved  me.  The  wonderful 
double  blessing  was  that  my  hus- 
band was  saved,  too.  Shortly  after 
that  our  four  children  also  trusted 
Jesus.  We  soon  were  rebaptized  as 
a  confession  of  our  new-found  faith, 
along  with  our  children,  and  joined 
the  Eirst  Brethren  Church;  we  have 
enjoyed  a  sweet  fellowship  since. 

As  I  began  to  study  the  Word,  one 
of  my  favorite  chapters  came  to  be 
Isaiah  6.  Isaiah  saw  a  vision  of  the 
Lord's  glor)',  and  in  the  light  of  that 
glory  he  saw  himself,  full  of  woe, 
undone,  with  unclean  lips.  Also,  he 
heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord:  "Whom 
shall  I  send,  and  who  will  go?"  Be- 
cause Isaiah  had  seen  the  glory  of 
God,  he  obeyed  the  will  of  God 
with  the  answer,  "Here  am  I;  send 


Isaiah  was  given  the  task  of  de- 
livering a  message  to  a  people  who 
would  not  hear,  of  showing  a  truth 
to  a  people  who  would  not  see,  but 
he  was  willing  to  go.  We  have  been 
given  a  similar  calling.  Jesus  said, 
"As  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even 
so  send  I  you." 

But  He  did  not  tell  us,  as  He  did 
Isaiah,  that  the  people  would  not 
hear  or  see;  rather.  He  declared  that 
whosoever  will  may  come.  He  does 
not  will  that  any  should  perish  but 
that  all  should  come  to  repentance. 
Whoever  calls  upon  the  name  of 
the  Lord  will  be  saved.  But  how 
shall  they  call  on  Him  of  whom 
they  have  not  heard?  And  how  shall 
they  hear  without  a  preacher?  Men 
and  women  are  dependent  upon  our 
faithfulness  to  do  the  Lather's  will 
in  going  into  all  the  world  to  preach 
the  gospel.  Eor  we  are  His  witnesses; 
He  has  no  other  plan.  As  it  is  wxii- 
ten,  "How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of 
them  that  preach  the  gospel  of  peace 
and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
things!" 

Obedience  to  the  Lord's  com- 
mand to  go  does  not  come  so  much 
because  we  see  the  "need,"  but  be- 
cause of  the  motivation  of  the  Spirit 
of  God,  whose  fruits  first  of  all  are 
love,  joy,  peace.  The  love  of  God 
shed  abroad  in  our  hearts,  a  joy  un- 
speakable, and  a  peace  that  passes 
all  understanding  cause  us  to  have 
compassion  on  the  lost.  We  will  show 
toward  our  fellow  man  longsuffering, 
gentleness,  and  goodness.  Being 
yielded  to  the  Spirit  of  God  will 
cause  us  to  be  more  faithful  to  our 
Lord. 

Because  my  neighbor  was  a  faith- 
ful witness  for  the  Lord,  even  though 
I  was  not  always  willing  to  listen  and 
at  times  was  resentful,  her  persistence 
paid  off,  not  in  one  soul  but  in  six.

VW  again  began  its  eastward  journey 
up  and  down  the  Pennsylvania  and 
Maryland  mountains  toward  Meyers- 
dale.

"Aw,  come  on,  just  once  won't 
hurt  vou!" 

Beginning  with  Eve,  right  down 
to  this  very  moment  Satan  has  been 
whispering  this  subtle  lie  in  the  ears 
of  everyone  who  will  listen. 

But  "just  once"  is  usually  once 
too  often,  and  lives  have  been  ruined, 
testimonies  have  been  silenced, 
years  of  character  building  have 
been  wiped  out,  sen'ice  to  the  Lord 
has  been  washed  down  the  drain- 
all  because  someone  followed  Satan's 
urging  of  "just  once." 

The  writer  of  Ecclesiastes  knew 
what  he  was  talking  about  when  he 
wrote,  "Dead  flies  cause  the  ointment 
of  the  apothecary  to  send  forth  a 
stinking  savour:  so  doth  a  little  folly 
him  that  is  in  reputation  for  wisdom 
and  honour." 

No  matter  how  high  an  individual 
may  have  risen  on  the  ladder  of  suc- 
cess, all  it  takes  is  just  one  moment 
of  weakness  to  bring  it  all  to  nought.

Esau  thought 
that  a  mess  of  pottage  was  all  he 
wanted  "this  one  time,"  but  all  his 
tears  of  repentance  could  not  restore 
to  him  his  birthright.  Desire  for  this 
world's  goods  caused  Achan  to  dis- 
obey God's  orders  "just  once,"  and 
his  action  brought  defeat  to  an  entire 
nation! 

A  boy  whispers  to  a  girl  in  the 
darkness  of  a  parked  car,  "Come  on, 
just  this  once,"  and  they  and  their 
familv  are  brought  to  disgrace  a  few 
months  later.

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Quite  a  controversy  is  raging  over 
the  book  The  Arrangement,  by  Elia 
Kazan.  Mt.  Pleasant,  Iowa,  librarian 
Mrs.  Atwell  ruled  it  pornographic 
and  banned  it  from  the  library.  The 
Mt.  Pleasant  episode  caused  the 
Chicago  Tribune  to  pull  it  off  that 
newspaper's  best  seller  list  where  it 
had  been  in  first  place.  All  of  this 
stirred  the  ire  of  the  book's  publisher, 
Sol  Stein.  He  sued  the  Tribune  for 
a  million,  offered  a  free  copy  of  the 
book  to  every  Mt.  Pleasant  family, 
and  spoke  out  on  TV  in  defense  of 
the  book  and  its  author,  all  of  which 
likelv  will  sell  more  copies  of  the 
book  than  the  best  promotional 
scheme  than  Stein  and  Kazan  could 
concoct. 

The  whole  thing  sounds  rather 
ordinary,  and  some  would  write  it 
off  as  just  another  story  to  be  ground 
through  the  insatiable  mill  of  the 
press  and  TV.  But  there  is  more  to  it 
than  that;  there  are  some  points  of 
interest  to  Christians  that  should  be 
considered.  It  is  too  simple  a  solution 
to  sav,  "It  doesn't  concern  me!"  For 
it  really  does. 

Such  controversies  should  stimu- 
late our  interest  that  we  might  be 
alert  to  the  stream  of  filthy  literature 
that  is  pouring  from  too  many  of  our 
presses  todav.  Thev  should  cause  us 
to  fight  such  filth  and  to  strengthen 
the  teaching  processes  of  home, 
church,  and  school  that  we  might 
train  our  people  to  recognize  such 
literature  and  to  refrain  from  read- 
ing it  or  allowing  it  to  be  read. 

Also,  we  should  be  caused  to  real- 
ize that  pornography  is  being  en- 
throned to  rule  in  the  gray  kingdom 
just  between  the  land  of  black  and 


the  land  of  white.  Mr.  Stein  says  we 
should  censure  onlv  that  which  pro- 
vokes licentiousness.  Even  the  courts 
ha\e  put  the  burden  of  proof  on  those 
who  would  root  out  this  evil,  by  tying 
judgments  to  almost  impossible  defi- 
nitions of  pornography. 

Such  situations  also  should  alert 
us  to  the  half-truths  that  are  drag- 
ged in  on  the  sly  to  be  accepted  as 
whole  cloth.  In  his  TV  presentation 
Mr.  Stein  stated  with  all  innocence 
that  he  couldn't  understand  why  it  is 
that  people  approve  violence  and 
almost  everything  else  except  sex.  His 
premise  is  false.  Do  people  really  ap- 
prove violence  and  almost  everything 
except  sex?  Some  do,  but  all  peo- 
ple don't!  I  don't.  Furthermore,  I 
resent  the  generalization  of  sex  with- 
out clarification.  He  almost  seems 
to  equate  sex  and  jxjmography. 

Then,  too,  there's  the  matter  of  fair 
play.  Mr.  Stein  judges  Mrs.  Atwell 
on  a  national  TV  program.  For  what? 
Because  she  thinks  The  Arrangement 
is  not  fit  to  read,  and  has  the  courage 
to  say  so.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  the 
mark  of  a  good  librarian.  Compara- 
tively speaking,  not  too  many  books 
are  banned  from  public  libraries.  But 
if  a  bad  one  comes  along,  surely  it 
should  be  dealt  with. 

We  must  never  infringe  upon  free 
speech  or  freedom  of  the  press.  But 
at  the  same  time  we  must  not  allow 
people  to  use  their  rights  to  pour  into 
the  minds  of  our  people  filth  that  will 
injure  them  morally.  Congratulations 
to  Mrs.  Atwell  for  speaking  out  on 
this  question!  And,  let's  hope  that  she 
will  be  given  the  opportunity  to  tell 
the  nation  why  she  spoke  out!  T

To  say  that  we  have  just  begun 
to  reach  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  Christ 
is  not  only  a  fact,  but  it  also  makes 
us  increasingly  aware  of  the  vast 
mission  field  before  us  in  this  metro- 
politan area.  And  yet,  from  the  stand- 
point of  a  new  home-mission  church, 
we  have  come  to  the  "end"  of  our 
beginning.  On  April  16,  1967,  our 
congregation  voted  unanimously  to 
go  self-supporting  as  of  May  1,  1967. 
During  the  next  few  days  after  we 
took  that  vote,  I  began  to  rehearse 
in  my  mind  the  things  that  have  hap- 
pened during  these  past  tv\'o  years, 
now  almost  three  years.  I  remember 
back  in  June  of  1964  how  my  wife 
and  I  prayed  earnestly  about  God's 
leading  in  our  lives.  We  had  applied 
to  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society  as 
a  part  of  that  time  of  seeking  the 
Lord's  will.  We  were  vwlling  to  go 
anywhere  that  God  wanted  us  to 
go,  but  where?  That  question  faced 
us  in  a  new  and  fresh  way. 

As  we  waited  and  rested  in  the 
Lord,  He  began  to  open  and  shut 
doors  of  opportunity.  Mv  first  visit 
to  Columbus  did  not  impress  me 
with  the  size  of  the  city,  for  as  a 
native  of  Southern  California  I  had 
seen  the  multitudes  before.  As  I  look 


back  on  the  events  of  that  summer 
of  1964,  I  realize  that  the  quiet,  in- 
ner conviction  and  leading  of  the 
Holv  Spirit  was  the  most  evident 
sign  that  we  should  go  to  Columbus. 
We  could  not  escape  the  fact  that 
God  wanted  us  in  Columbus,  even 
though  it  seemed  a  little  confusing 
at  the  time.  Why  Columbus?  We  had 
never  been  there  before,  and  we  were 
not  at  all  acquainted  with  the  city. 

As  we  look  back,  we  realize  that 
it  is  not  ours  to  ask  "why"  but  simply 
to  obey  when  the  Lord  leads. 

On  September  12,  1964,  we  ar- 
rived in  Columbus,  and  the  next  day 
we  began  Sunday  services  in  the 
home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Marion  For- 
rest. In  October  of  1964  we  moved 
into  the  Sharon  Memorial  Hall,  an 
old  historical  museum  in  Worthing- 
ton,  located  in  the  northwest  side  of 
Columbus.  The  lights  were  dim;  the 
walls  were  dark;  the  facilities  were 
bad  for  a  new  church;  but  God  was 
in  it!  Praise  His  name!  In  that  little 
old  museum  were  won  many  pre- 
cious victories  for  which  we  shall 
e\'er  be  thankful  to  the  Lord. 

In  April,  1965,  we  began  using 
the  facilities  of  the  Seventh  Day 
Adventist    Church    in    Worthington,

where  we  met  until  November,  1966, 
when  we  dedicated  our  own  church 
building. 

As  I  review  our  history,  four  things 
stand  out  in  my  mind. 

The  faithfulness  of  our  wonderful 
Lord!  At  times  it  was  discouraging, 
but  praise  God  that  He  was  always 
faithful.  He  says  in  His  Word,  "I 
will  never  leave  thee,  nor  forsake 
thee." 

The  decisions  that  were  made  for 
Christ.  My  heart  rejoices  when  I 
think  of  how  God's  wonderful  Holy 
Spirit  has  drawn  many  to  himself 
in  this  place!  Many  whom  some  said 
would  never  be  won,  have  come  to 
a  personal  knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ 
as  Lord  and  Saviour. 

The  hunger  for  the  Word  of  God. 
I  had  been  under  the  impression  that 
people  today  were  not  hungry  for  the 
Word  and  that  it  would  be  difficult 
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to  reach  them  for  Christ.  What  a  joy 
it  has  been  to  see  people  with  a 
hunger  for  the  teaching  of  God's 
Word! 

The  love  and  patience  of  the  peo- 
ple. As  a  new  pastor,  I  have  failed  in 
many  ways,  and  many  areas  of  my 
ministry  need  so  much  improvement, 
but  how  thankful  I  am  to  the  Lord 
for  the  warmth  and  tenderness  of  the 
people  to\\'ards  a  most  unworthy  serv- 
ant of  the  Lord!  I  thank  the  Lord  for 
their  patience  with  me  as  we  have 
grown  together. 

The  work  of  home  missions,  the 
establishment  of  Bible-teaching 
churches,  has  never  been  an  easy  task 
from  the  times  of  the  first  great  mis- 
sionary, the  apostle  Paul,  until  the 
present  day.  But  praise  God  that 
"the  har^'est  is  plenteous!"  There 
are  so  manv  to  reach,  and  there  is  so 
much  to  be  done!  The  sad  part  is 
that  "the  labourers  are  few."  It  is 
our  praver  that  God  will  lay  His 
hand  upon  many  in  the  near  future 
for  the  work  of  home  missions. 

We  thank  the  Lord  and  publicly 
give  all  the  glory  to  His  name  for 
what  He  has  done  in  Columbus, 
Ohio.  May  this  step  of  going  self- 
supporting  be  simply  "the  end  of  the 
beginning."  T 


Decisions  for  Christ 
Bring  Decision  To  Go  Self-Supporting 


The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of 
Greater  Columbus,  Ohio,  passed 
another  victorious  milepost  in  its 
short  period  of  existence  when  it 
went  self-supporting  on  May  i, 
1967.  It  was  less  than  three  years 
ago  that  the  initial  meeting  was 
held  with  a  few  interested  families 
to  determine  the  possibility  of  a 
Brethren  church  in  the  Columbus 
area.  This  first  meeting  had  God's 
approval  upon  it  when  two  first- 
time  decisions  for  Christ  were 
made,  and  this  has  been  the  story 
of  Columbus  since  that  time— de- 
cisions, decisions,  decisions!  With 
few  exceptions  there  have  been 
decisions  every  week.  With  these 
decisions,  growth  in  Christ,  and 
growth  in  numbers  reaching  up- 
wards of  275  in  the  A^'orship  serv- 
ices, the  church  was  able  to  make 
the  decision  to  go  self-supporting, 

The  Northern  Ohio  District 
called  an  emergency  meeting  of 
its  District  Mission  Board,  and 
the    opportunity    for    starting   the 


Columbus  work  was  presented  to 
them.  This  meeting  in  Rittman, 
Ohio,  with  approximately  fifty 
men  present,  voted  to  support  the 
work  in  conjunction  with  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Coun- 
cil and  approved  calling  David 
Hocking  as  pastor.  Their  support 
has  continued  for  the  duration  of 
development  to  self-support  and 
has  been  greatly  appreciated  by 
the  local  church  and  the  council. 

The  people  have  done  an  excel- 
lent job  of  soul-winning,  account- 
ing for  many  of  the  decisions  for 
Christ.  They  have  responded  to 
an  aggressive  pastor  and  have  be- 
come burdened  for  the  lost  in  their 
immediate  realm  of  activities. 

The  regular  decisions  for  Christ 
led  to  manv  of  the  decisions  that 
followed.  They  were  a  factor  in 
the  location  on  the  Worthington- 
Galena  Road,  the  enlarged  first- 
unit  building,  the  recent  purchase 
of  additional  acreage  for  expan-

trance into  heaven. 

My  wife  was  bom  and  raised  in 
Yugoslavia.  She  went  to  the  state 
church,  but  when  the  Communists 
took  over,  the  pastor  was  replaced  bv 
a  new  one  who  did  not  love  the  Lord 
or  preach  the  Bible.  Under  Commu- 
nist control  the  young  people  stopped 
going  to  church,  as  it  was  greatly  dis- 
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couraged.  Mv  wife  knew  nothing  of 
a  personal  relationship  with  Jesus 
Christ  and  verv  little  about  the 
Bible. 

We  see  since  our  decision  to  receive 
Christ  that  truly  He  is  the  Answer. 
Our  lives  ha\-e  taken  on  new  mean- 
ing. We  have  a  concern  for  others 
to  hear  the  Word  of  God,  a  deeper, 
Christ-centered  love  in  our  home, 
strength  to  get  through  this  world's 
problems,  and  a  knowledge  that  we 
\vill  be  v\'ith  Christ  forever.  We  give 
thanks  to  God  that  mv  brother  was 


used  of  the  Lord  to  plant  the  seed  in 
our  lives  and  that  a  Bible-teaching 
pastor  found  us  so  that  seed  could  be 
made  to  grow. 

One  of  our  often-repeated  prayers 
was  for  a  little  girl  to  complete  our 
familv.  The  Lord  answered  that  pray- 
er in  double  portion  as  twin  girls 
were  born  to  us  in  January,  1966. 

We  \o\e  the  Lord  and  pray  that  we 
mav  continue  to  submit  ourselves 
ever-increasingly  to  Him  that  we 
mav  be  used  to  bring  others  to  Christ 
here  in  the  Columbus  area.  T

By  the  year  2000  another  United 
States  must  be  built!  There  will  need 
to  be  twice  as  many  homes,  stores, 
schools,  and  buildings  of  every  va- 
riety as  presently  exist.  In  addition, 
existing  buildings  must  be  remodel- 
ed and  modernized  and  new  types  of 
buildings  constructed  that  do  not 
even  exist  today.  This  is  not  some- 
one's dream  but  is  the  projection  of 
architects  and  the  building  industry 
of  what  must  be  done  to  keep  pace 
with  the  population  explosion  in 
the  United  States.  Since  the  popula- 
tion will  double  by  the  year  2000, 
everything  which  man  needs  and  uses 
must  be  doubled  to  accommodate 
him.  What  has  taken  almost  200 
years  to  build  must  be  duplicated  in 
the  next  thirty-three  years. 

Engineering  periodicals  predict 
that  science  and  technology  will  ad- 
vance more  from  now  till  the  year 
2000  than  in  all  of  man's  previous 
recorded  history.  Transcontinental 
and  intercontinental  flights  in  less 
than  an  hour  are  now  under  study. 
The  development  of  the  electronic 
computer  has  already  drastically 
changed  business  procedures.  There 
are  some  tremendous  days  ahead, 
should  the  Lord  delay  His  coming. 

In  view  of  such  great  expansion, 
the  church  today  faces  her  greatest 
challenge.  A  doubling  of  the  present 
number  of  churches  by  the  year  2000 
would  only  be  keeping  up  with  the 
present  ratio  of  churches  to  the  popu- 
lation. The  church  dare  not  be  satis- 
fied just  to  do  this.  The  command  of 
Christ  is  to  make  disciples,  to  evan- 
gelize and  reach  this  generation  with 
the  gospel.  Doubling  the  present 
number  of  churches  is  not  enough. 
The  church  must  advance  much 
more  rapidly.  Can  The  Brethren 
Church  meet  this  challenge? 

With  her  past  accomplishments, 
we  believe  The  Brethren  Church  can 
rise  to  the  challenge  if  the  vision  of 
reaching  a  lost  world  for  Christ  is 
kept  paramount.  During  the  last 
twenty  years  the  number  of  Breth- 
ren churches  has  grown  from  101 
to  204,  and  membership  has  increased 
from   16,000  to  almost  29,000  mem- 


bers. Brethren  Home  Missions  has 
played  a  strategic  part  in  making 
this  possible,  since  more  than  one 
hundred  churches  have  received  as- 
sistance during  this  period  through 
the  gifts  of  Brethren  people. 

During  that  same  period  the  total 
given  annually  for  missions  has 
tripled  from  $300,000  to  just  over 
$1,000,000.  This  looks  good  until 
the  effect  of  inflation  is  considered, 
which  today  reduces  the  value  of 
the  dollar  of  twenty  years  ago  to 
about  forty  cents.  Thus  by  compari- 
son the  real  value  of  missionary  giv- 
ing is  only  slightly  increased,  where- 
as the  number  of  members  has  al- 
most doubled.  Today  in  the  total  of- 
ferings given  through  the  church, 
only  one  out  of  five  dollars  is  given 
for  missions,  compared  with  one  out 
of  three  twenty  years  ago.  This  trend 


must  be  reversed  and  missionary  giv- 
ing increased  if  the  challenge  is  to 
be  met. 

As  more  new  churches  are  estab- 
lished in  strategic  locations  where  the 
gospel  can  be  proclaimed,  the  chal- 
lenge can  be  met.  More  Brethren 
churches  must  be  started  like  the 
one  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  located  in 
a  rapidly  growing,  densely  populated 
area,  where  in  less  than  three  years 
from  its  beginning,  a  self-supporting 
church  has  been  established— a 
church  that  is  not  only  reaching  that 
area  but  also  joining  in  a  missionary 
outreach  in  other  areas  around  the 
world. 

In  the  turbulent  society  of  today 
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many  so-called  churches  have  lost 
the  vision  of  evangelizing  a  lost 
world  and  raising  it  out  of  the  mire  of 
sin.  Instead,  the  emphasis  is  on 
understanding  and  accepting  the  un- 
regenerate,  the  sex  pervert,  and  the 
drug  addict  as  normal  members  of 
society  and  making  them  acceptable 
for  membership  in  the  church  in 
their  present  state,  without  experienc- 
ing reoeneration  through  faith  in 
Christ. 

Social  reform,  civil  rights,  and 
political  power  have  become  an  ob- 
session with  many  of  the  major 
church  denominations.  The  object 
of  those  promoting  the  ecumenical 
movement  is  to  gain  power  for  the 
church  bv  uniting  into  one  great 
organization  that  will  be  powerful 
enough  to  exert  political  and  social 
pressure  to  accomplish  its  goals.  Re- 
centlv,  as  reported  in  the  Wall  Street 
Journal,  the  United  Church  of 
Christ  through  its  holding  of  stock 
in  Kodak  Corporation  has  exerted 
pressure  on  this  company  to  hire 
more  Negroes.  Other  church  organ- 
izations have  used  similar  tactics. 

Such  activity  is  certainly  off  on 
a  tangent  from  the  mission  of  the 
true  church  as  commanded  by  Christ. 
That  mission  is  to  "preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature,"  to  make  disciples 
of  every  nation,  and  to  teach  them 
to  observe  all  things  which  Christ 
commanded.  If  men  hear  the  gospel, 
receive  Christ  as  Saviour,  and  ex- 
perience the  new  birth,  the  problems 
of  society  will  be  solved  in  a  manner 
far  superior  to  that  which  the  social 
reformers  and  civil  rights  leaders  can 
ever  hope  to  accomplish.  Not  until 
men  are  right  with  the  Lord  will  the 
social  problems  be  satisfactorily 
solved. 

We  need  to  rise  to  the  challenge 

O 

ahead.  The  blueprint  for  the  year 
2000  indicates  the  necessity  of  estab- 
lishing many  new  churches  as  testi- 
monies for  Christ  to  reach  this  great 
increase  in  population.  Preparation  to 
achieve  this  objective  must  begin 
now.  Where  renewed  dedication  and 
effort  are  needed  we  should  be  ready 
to  give  it.  Even  though  a  greater  chal- 
lenge is  before  us.  Brethren  are  nu- 
merically and  economically  stronger 
than  ever  before  and  can  meet  the 
challenge  if  we  are  but  willing  to 
give  ourselves  unreservedly  to  Christ.

TOKENS  OF  LOVE

The  final  meetings  of  the  season 
are  always  looked  upon  with  mingled 
feelings  by  the  staff  of  the  Brethren 
Alessianic  Testimony.  This  year  at 
the  end  of  May,  twenty-three  blind 
Jewish  people  enjoyed  a  picnic  in 
Griffith  Park.  The  flu  bug  had  been 
giving  us  trouble,  so  some  of  our 
regular  members  could  not  be  with 
us.  We  started  out  about  10:30, 
using  three  cars  to  pick  them  up. 
The  menu  for  the  day  consisted  of 
baked  chicken  (ever  see  the  tele- 
vision commercial  on  "shake  'n 
bake"?— it  works  very  well!),  scalloped 
potatoes,  jello  salad,  and  German 
chocolate  cake.  The  weather  in  Cali- 
fornia is  unpredictable  in  May,  so 
we  asked  the  Lord  to  provide  a  per- 
fect day  for  the  picnic.  This  He  did 
graciouslv,  giving  us  warm  weather, 
a  cool  breeze,  and  sunshine  that  can 
only  be  found  in  California! 

After  the  last  crumb  had  been 
disposed  of,  Isobel  brought  out  the 
games.  This  is  not  a  simple  process, 
since  blind  people  must  play  games 
differently  than  sighted.  One  of  the 
high  lights  of  the  afternoon  was  a 
"bomb"  which  exploded  in  the  hands 
of  a  person  and  thus  put  him  out  of 
the  game.  Of  course,  the  explosion 
was  only  a  loud  noise! 

The  following  Monday  night  was 
the  final  meeting  of  this  fine  group 
of  people.  The  message  of  the  eve- 
ning was  taken  from  II  Peter  3:1-15, 
giving  everyone  much  food  for 
thought.  After  the  message  one  of  the 
ladies  discussed  the  fact  that  she 
hadn't  realized  she  was  a  sinner,  be- 
lieving sin  was  something  moral  and 
not  exactly  personal. 

Isobel's  group  surprised  us  all  by 
singing  two  songs  which  they  had 
practiced  in  the  car  on  the  way  to 
the  meeting:  "In  the  Garden"  and 
"Praise  Ye  the  Lord."  It  was  a  real 
thrill  to  hear  these  dear  Je\\'ish  peo- 
ple singing  Christian  songs  that  they. 


themselves,  had  chosen. 

After  the  message  came  a  time  of 
fellowship  over  rolls  and  coffee.  It 
was  at  this  time  that  Mr.  Button  an- 
nounced the  coming  of  John  and 
Sallv  Neely,  who  will  be  joining  the 
staff  in  September.  The  group  is 
looking  forward  to  meeting  the  Nee- 
Ivs  and  plans  to  make  them  feel  wel- 
come by  a  song  which  they  are  prac- 
ticing. 

Perhaps  the  most  impressive  thing 
about  these  people  is  the  fact  that 
they  are  appreciative.  One  man  who 
comes  faithfully  is  not  only  blind, 
but  also  a  spastic.  He  keeps  Isobel 
and  me  supplied  with  pot  holders. 
Perhaps  a  pot  holder  to  vou  is  some- 
thing vou  buv  in  a  five  and  ten  cent 
store.  However,  these  pot  holders  are 
works  of  art,  perfectiv  turned  out. 
And  the  maker  cannot  see  what  he 
is  doing!  I  treasure  each  pot  holder 
he  has  given  to  me.  I  use  them  con- 
stantlv  and  find  him  giving  me  new 
ones  as  the  old  ones  wear  out.  I  have 
come  to  expect  them,  and  yet  not 
without  a  feeling  of  humbleness.  To 
me,  thev  are  tokens  of  love. 

There  is  a  blind  ladv  who  gives 
me  little  items  now  and  then.  At  this 
final  meeting  of  the  season  she  gave 
me  four  coat  hangers.  They  were 
not  new  hangers,  but  they  had  been 
carefully  covered  with  hand-knit  ma- 
terial which  keeps  clothing  from 
sliding  off.  As  I  accepted  her  gift  of 
love,  tears  were  in  my  eyes  which 
she  could  not  see  because  of  her 
blindness. 

There  are  others,  too,  who  offer 
us  litde  gifts  from  time  to  time. 
Mostly  these  items  are  made  by  their 
own  hands.  Gifts  such  as  these  can- 
not be  bought  with  money.  They  are 
tokens  of  love. 

Some  of  these  people  have  come 
a  long  way  since  thev  first  began  to 
attend  the  meetings  at  the  mission. 
Some  have  said  they  believe  Jesus  is 


the  Messiah,  and  others,  upon  ques- 
tioning, believe  He  is  God.  But  most 
are  dependent  upon  a  wife,  a  hus- 
band, or  a  relative  who  either  looks 
after  them  or  provides  funds  for  their 
living.  They  are  afraid  to  take  an 
open  stand  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
To  those  of  you  who  are  reading 
this  article,  the  problem  might  not 
seem  so  large.  To  a  blind  Jewish  per- 
son, it  can  be  enormous. 

I  like  to  think  that  each  of  these 
people  will  someday  become  a  "token 
of  love"— a  testimony  to  the  love  of 
God.  We  would  appreciate  it  if  you 
would  make  this  a  special  prayer  \ 
burden  for  the  coming  months.  Pray  ; 
definitely  for  those  of  our  group  who 
feel  that  Jesus  is  trulv  their  Messiah 
and  God  but  who  are  afraid  to  take 
an  open  stand.  And  then,  don't  for- 
get those  who  do  not  believe  in  any- 
thing—vet. Perhaps  your  special  pray- 
ers will  make  them,  too,  a  token  of 
God's  love.  ▼

"It  is  with  great  joy  I  write  this 
letter  to  you,"  began  the  letter.

"Praise  the  Lord,  the  people  are 
getting  the  vision."  On  one  night 
the  pastor  expected  four  for  visitation 
and  eight  showed  up.  There  is  a  good 
interest  among  many  of  the  people 
in  personal  visitation.  Tuesday  night 
is  visitation  night,  but  assignments 
are  made  and  additional  calls  made 
during  the  week. 

"I  believe  the  Lord  is  giving  us  an 
opening  in  Detroit."  Rev.  Poyner  has 
been  making  contacts  with  Brethren 
people  living  in  the  Detroit,  Mich- 
igan, area,  hoping  to  start  a  Bible 
class  there  soon.  A  couple  from  De- 
troit were  led  to  the  Lord  one  Sun- 


day afternoon,  adding  to  the  prospect 
list  for  the  class.  Through  the  min- 
istry of  Brother  Scott  Weaver,  a 
couple  he  had  married,  who  live  in 
Detroit,  attended  the  special  meet- 
ing, making  still  another  family  for 
the  Bible  class.  So  new  contacts  are 
being  made  for  this  prospective  class.

"There  is  really  nothing  we  can 
put  our  finger  on  to  explain  these 
blessings  from  the  Lord."  But  then 
Rev.  Povner  mentions  the  feeling  of 
unity  among  the  people  and  an  ex- 
pectancy that  God  is  going  to  do 
great  things  for  the  church.

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A  Dance  of  Victory  in  Lafayette  Park, 
But  No  Cheers  in  the  Newsroom 


They  danced  a  dance  of  victory 
across  from  the  White  House  on  that 
sunny  Thursday,  June  8. 

For  the  estimated  20,000  Jews  that 
thronged  into  statue-studded  Lafay- 
ette Park,  the  goal  of  the  day  had 
been  to  present  a  united  front  to 
U.S.   officialdom. 

They  crowded  into  the  one-block 
park  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue  and 
listened  patiently  as  the  speeches  be- 
gan at  noon.  Congressmen  spoke.  So 
did  rabbis.  And  other  Jewish  lead- 
ers. The  mood  was  like  a  July  4th 
picnic. 

But  at  3:15  the  entire  mood  of  the 
gathering  changed.  The  speeches 
were  nearing  an  end,  when  a  roar 
went  up  from  a  group  to  the  right  of 
the  speaker's  rostrum.  The  rest  of  the 
crowd  watched  expectantlv. 

Then,  Rabbi  William  Wexler, 
president  of  B'nai  B'rith,  mounted  the 
platform  and  walked  to  the  micro- 
phone. In  an  emotion-filled  voice, 
he  said:  "At  this  moment,  the  secre- 
tary-general of  the  UN  made  the 
announcement  that  the  UAR  accept- 
ed the  cease  fire." 

A  greater  roar  broke  out.  And  the 
crowd  began  singing  the  Hativka,  the 
Israeli  national  anthem. 

The  aging  rabbis  with  their  black 
robes  and  white  beards  joined  hands 
with  the  middle-aged  housewives 
whose  voice  spoke  the  accents  of 
New  York's  Lower  East  Side.  To- 
gether with   teen-agers  and  children 


in  blue  school  clothes,  they  all 
danced  the  Israeli  folk  dance,  the 
Hora. 

Israeli  flags  that  had  been  carried 
bv  nearly  all  of  those  present  now 
were  waved  in  triumph.  Signs  jump- 
ed piston-like  from  the  crowd.  They 
read: 

"Israel  Is  Here  To  Stay." 

"What  Makes  Gammel  Run?" 

"Support  Israel!" 

"End  Aqaba  Agression!" 

People  rushed  to  the  concession- 
aires who  ringed  the  park  and  bought 
up  Israeli  flags  bv  the  handfuls  and 
white  buttons  with  red  letters  saying, 
"Long  Live  Israel." 

Police  stopped  traffic  four  ways 
at  the  intersection  just  off  the  north- 
east comer  of  the  Whiite  House  lawn. 
A  late  delegation  of  about  150 
"Friends  of  Israel"  made  their  cross- 
ing. The  park  gathering  cheered  as 
the  delegation  moved  up  the  sidewalk 
that  cuts  the  park  diagonally  south- 
east to  northwest. 

In  the  center  of  the  park  rose  a 
bronze  horse.  Majestically  sitting  on 
the  steed  was  Andrew  Jackson,  an 
Israeli  flag  perched  on  his  shoulder. 

On  one  of  the  corners  stood  La- 
fayette, the  French  hero  to  the  Amer- 
icans. He  held  both  an  American  and 
an  Israeli  flag.  (Less  than  two  weeks 
later,  French  President  Charles  De- 
Gaulle  would  accuse  Israel  of  starting 
the  war  and  would  blame  the  U.S. 
for  indirect  responsibility.) 

Teen-agers    carried    six-foot    wide

banners  with  Hebrew  lettering.  The 
young  people  laughed  and  ran  be- 
hind the  banners,  sweeping  across 
the  grass. 

The  dancing  and  celebrating  was 
to  continue  late  into  the  afternoon. 

It  was  the  most  emotionally- 
charged  moment  of  the  week  in 
Washington.  But  there  had  been 
many. 

The  first  had  been  an  emotion  of 
disbelief  as  thousands  of  government- 
al workers  were  stopped  in  shock  as 
they  filed  from  their  office  buildings 
to  read  the  headlines:  "Israel  Fights 
Nine  Arab  Nations." 

That  was  Monday  afternoon.  And 
the  headline  was  inaccurate,  of 
course.  Several  of  those  nations  never 
even  got  into  the  short  fight.  And 
only  a  day  later,  just  Eg\q3t,  Jordan, 
and  Syria  were  really  fighting  in 
earnest  with  Israel  when  the  news 
of  Israel's  most  dramatic  victory  was 
disclosed. 

The  most  skeptical  persons  in  the 
world— the  thousands  who  make  up 
Washington's  press  corps— had  been 
won  over  to  the  belief  that  Israel 
^\'as  for  real. 

But  on  this  Tuesday  afternoon, 
thev  shook  their  heads  in  wonder- 
ment as  mounting  victories  for  Israel 
piled  up  on  the  teletype  machines. 

And  then  the  dramatic  message 
came— v^'ithout  even  the  ringing  of 
one  bell  (three  bells  or  more  is  the 
signal  for  editors  that  a  big  story  is 
coming  through.)  The  machine 
started  knocking  out  this  message: 
"ISRAELI  SOURCES  TODAY 
CLAIMED  THAT  THEY  HAVE 
TAKEN  OLD  JERUSALEM 
FROM   JORDANIAN   FORCES." 

Then,  with  a  forensic  timing  that 
even  a  teletype  operator  must  feel 
from  time  to  time,  there  was  a  pause. 
Then  the  clattering  started  again. 
"THE  WORD  BEING  VOICED 
HERE  IS  THAT  HOLY  JERU- 
SALEM IS  NO  LONGER  A 
DIVIDED  CITY." 

There  were  no  cheers  in  the  Na- 
tional Press  Building  which  harbors 
a  large  percentage  of  the  press  corps 
in    the    nation's    capital. 

Newsmen  don't  cheer.  But,  as  they 
watched  their  office  teletype  ma- 
chines knock  out  the  three-line  story, 
they  knew  they  had  seen  history 
made.  T

Another  Year  oi  School  Is  Past 

Without  a  doubt  this  has  been  the 
greatest  year  in  the  history  of  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  and  Grace  Col- 
lege. The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  has 
poured  out  a  wealth  of  blessing  upon 
the  school  and  its  students.  As  one 
looks  back  over  the  year  and  its  ac- 
complishments, he  is  made  to  real- 
ize that  no  one  individual  within  the 
faculty  and  staff  is  responsible  for 
this  achievement.  Every  person  as- 
sociated with  the  school  has  been 
doing  his  part;  as  we  worked  together, 
the  Lord  gave  the  increase. 


Status  Study  and 
Application  for  Candidacy 

Following  the  direction  of  the 
North  Central  consultant,  a  status 
study  of  the  school  covering  its  prog- 
ress to  this  point,  the  areas  of  ad- 
vancement, the  items  that  have  been 
corrected,  and  the  plans  for  the 
immediate  future  was  prepared  and 
sent  to  the  North  Central  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  along  with  an  ap- 
plication for  candidacy  in  that  educa- 
tional organization.  It  will  take  a  year 
to  process  the  application  and  review 
Grace  College.  In  May  of  1968  we 
shall  be  informed  as  to  the  decision. 
Our  hopes  are  high,  and  we  are  ex- 
pecting approval.  In  such  case,  with- 
in another  three-year  period  it  should 
be  possible  to  bring  Grace  College  to 
the  point  of  full  accreditation. 


Further  Advancement  Is  Necessary 

Accreditation  depends  on  three 
things  primarily:  facilities  that  are 
adequate  to  handle  the  student  body 
we  admit;  a  faculty  that  is  adequately 
trained  to  do  the  task  and  sufficient 
in  number  to  handle  the  number  of 
students  enrolled;  finances  sufficient 
to  meet  the  escalating  needs  in  the 
present  economy. 

As  to  the  first,  the  primary  need  is 
a  library.  This  is  now  in  progress,  and 
we  expect  to  occupy  it  in  1969,  per- 
haps sooner.  But  there  is  growing 
need  for  a  chapel,  a  fine  arts  building, 
and  a  science  building. 

As  to  the  second,  the  facultv  con- 
tinues to  grow  in  size  and  forge  ahead 
in  educational  achievement.  Several 
are  now  working  on  their  doctorate. 
Others  are  in  course  for  higher  de- 
grees this  summer.  But  there  is  still 
need  for  new  faculty  members  from 
among  the  Brethren. 

As  to  the  third,  and  at  this  point 
we  are  the  weakest,  there  is  need 
to  broaden  the  financial  base.  We 
need  to  double  the  number  of  mem- 
bers in  the  Grace  Seminarv  corpora- 
tion and  to  double  the  gifts  for  cur- 
rent income. 

There  Is  Encouragement  in  Finances 

This  vear  has  been  the  greatest 
year  in  the  history  of  the  school  in 
the  area  of  finances.  In  the  face  of 
the  heaviest  drive  for  gifts  for  the 
new    library.

their  biggest  offering  for  the  current 
operation  of  the  school.  This  has 
never  been  true  before  in  the  thirty- 
year  history  of  the  school.  Usually 
giving  for  current  operation  went 
down  when  gifts  were  being  raised 
for  building.  But  this  year  it  was 
different.  Giving  toward  current  ex- 
penses not  only  went  up,  but  this 
increase  also  covered  the  small  defi- 
cit with  which  we  started  and  left 
a  substantial  sum  over  and  above  the 
expenses  of  the  vear.  We  want  to  ex- 
press commendation  to  all  the  donors 
for  their  generosity,  but  in  addition, 
we  give  thanks  to  God  for  pouring 
out  the  spirit  of  grace  and  giving. 

The  New  Year 

That  is  Now  in  Prospect 

As  of  this  date  the  prospects  for 
the  new  vear  to  begin  in  September, 
the  Lord  willing,  indicate  further  ad- 
vancement. The  greatest  student 
body  is  just  ahead.  This  year  the 
number  just  topped  600  in  both 
schools  combined.  It  looks  now  as 
though  this  number  will  advance  bv 
another  hundred  this  fall.  Returning 
students  and  applications  already 
processed  now  reach  700. 

As  of  this  date  enough  applications 
have  been  processed  in  the  seminary 
alone  to  make  its  combined  enroll- 
ment this  fall  come  up  to  200.  This 
is  amazing  and  encouraging.  As  all 
people  with  spiritual  discernment 
know,  there  is  no  area  where  the 
need  for  full-time  service  is  so  acute 
as  in  this  area.  The  seminary  had  its 
largest  enrollment  this  vear  just  fin- 
ished, 160.  Two  hundred  or  more 
this  fall  will  tax  the  teaching  staff 
and  facilities  beyond  their  limits. 
Prav  that  God  will  meet  every  one 
of  these  needs.

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Which 
Translation?

For  the  Christian  reader,  the  prop- 
er translation  of  the  Bible  to  study 
becomes  a  rather  complex  decision 
to  make  in  this  day.  The  reason  is 
simple:  there  are  so  many  versions, 
translations,  paraphrases,  amplifi- 
cations, expanded  translations,  one- 
man  translations,  committee  transla- 
tions, and  other  types  of  Bibles  that 
one  becomes  confused  as  to  where  to 
turn.  It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this 
article  to  choose  one  and  recommend 
it,  but  rather  to  explain  the  basis  for 
and  tvpes  of  Bibles,  with  a  brief  ex- 
planation of  a  selective  few  from 
which  the  reader  can  make  his  own 
evaluation.  It  would  be  too  much  to 
investigate  all  the  various  Bibles 
available  todav  and  present  the  ma- 
terial  adequately. 

A  true  translation  is  one  in  which 
the  printed  language  comes  from  a 
translation  of  the  original  languages 
of  the  Bible.  This  is  sometimes  done 
bv  a  committee  of  men  (e.g..  Au- 
thorized Version),  sometimes  by  one 
man  (e.g.,  Moffatt,  Goodspeed). 
Then  there  are  versions  which  take 
the  existing  text  and  expand  it  to  add 
words  of  clarification  or  amplifica- 
tion, or  paraphrase  it  in  idiomatic 
or  up-to-date  language.  In  addition, 
there  are  versions  (e.g.,  American 
Standard  Version  and  English  Stand- 


ard Version)  which  use  the  Author- 
ized Version  as  a  basis  for  a  more 
modem  revision.  The  Revised  Stand- 
ard Version  of  1950  claims  to  be  an 
authorized  revision  of  the  American 
Standard  Version  of  1901.  One  can 
readily  see  the  need  for  clarification 
of  the  various  versions  in  order  to 
understand  thoroughly  the  cross 
winds  of  Biblical  translation. 

There  have  been,  historically  speak- 
ing, two  extremes  with  regard  to  the 
philosophy  of  translation.  The  first 
is  that  associated  with  the  University 
of  Cambridge  in  England.  This 
method  aims  at  translating  the  words 
and  phrases  of  the  original  as  literally 
as  possible,  provided  that  no  violence 
is  done  to  the  English  usage.  The 
primarv  consideration  in  this  ap- 
proach is  faithfulness  to  the  original. 
The  other  and  opposite  approach  is 
that  traditionally  associated  with  the 
Universitv  of  Oxford  in  England. 
The  aim  here  is  to  convey  the  sense 
of  the  translated  passage  in  free  and 
idiomatic  English  without  considera- 
tion for  the  exact  wording  of  the 
original.  The  primary  goal  is  read- 
ability. From  the  very  nature  of  the 
case  it  is  apparent  that  this  latter 
philosophy  involves  a  greater  amount 
of  interpretation  on  the  part  of  the 
translator  than  does  the  former. 

The  translators  of  the  older  ver- 
sions (King  James  and  American 
Standard)  adopted  the  first  philos- 
ophy. The  translators  of  the  Revised 
Standard  Version  and  the  New  Eng- 
lish  Bible  replaced  Greek  construc- 
tions and  idioms  with  those  of  con- 
temporary    English,     producing     a 


"free"  translation  rather  than  a  "liter- 
al" one. 

Somewhere  between  these  two  ex- 
tremes is  what  Dr.  Eugene  Nida  calls 
"a  translation  based  upon  closest 
equivalents."  This  principle  is  de- 
signed to  avoid  awkward  literalness 
on  the  one  hand  and  unjustified  in- 
terpretations on  the  other.  Just  where 
this  happy  medium  is  to  be  found  is 
a  matter  over  which  there  has  not 
been  unanimity  of  opinion. 

Undoubtedly  the  King  James  Ver- 
sion (Authorized  Version)  of  16n 
is  still  the  standard  in  popularity 
among  Christians.  It  has  influenced 
the  English-speaking  world  far  more 
than  any  other  single  book.  Various 
study  Bibles  (e.g.,  Scofield)  have  used 
the  King  James  as  the  text.  The  New 
Scofield  Bible  uses  the  King  James, 
but  antiquated  words  are  supplanted 
by  the  American  Standard  Version, 
with  the  King  James  Version  in  the 
margin.  For  purposes  of  study,  how- 
ever, the  King  James  Version  is  not 
always  adequate;  for  this  reason  the 
New  Scofield  Bible  makes  the  shift. 
Because  of  its  literality  the  American 
Revised  Version  (sometimes  called 
the  American  Standard  Version)  is 
good  for  study  purposes.  On  the 
whole,  the  American  Revised  Version 
is  an  accurate  rendering. 

Perhaps  the  most  controversial 
version  of  recent  times  is  the  Re- 
vised Standard  Version  (RSV).  In 
many  respects  it  is  a  good  translation, 
but  it  has  some  glaring  defects.  The 
translators  of  the  RSV  indulged  too 
often  in  "correcting"  the  text,  and 
many  of  their  theological  biases  are 
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unnecessarily  included  in  the  trans- 
lation. 

The  English  Standard  Version 
(ESV-1881)  and  the  New  English 
Bible  (NEB- 1961)  are  the  British 
counterparts  to  the  American  Stand- 
ard Version  (ASV-1901)  and  the 
Revised  Standard  Version  (RSV— 
1950). 

There  are  manv  other  versions 
which  are  reputable,  but  we  shall 
mention  only  a  few.  The  Berkeley 
Version,  edited  by  Gerrit  Verkuyl 
with  a  staff  of  seventy  scholars,  is 
conservative  in  theology  and  written 
in  a  plain  and  rather  literal  style.  It 
is  generally  superior  to  "one-man" 
translations. 

For  a  study  of  shades  of  linguis- 


tic meaning,  the  Amplified  Bible  is 
valuable.  Although  it  is  a  paraphrase 
rather  than  a  translation,  it  does  aid 
in  understanding  the  connotations  of 
scriptural  language.  Living  Letters, 
Weymouth's,  and  Wuests'  Expanded 
Translation  of  the  New  Testament 
are  works  similar  to  the  Amplified. 
The  Williams  Translation  is  note- 
worthy for  its  close  and  accurate 
representation  of  the  tenses  of  the 
Greek  New  Testament. 

Which  version  should  one  read? 
The  answer  will  depend  upon  the 
need  and  desires  of  the  reader.  But 
since  some  paraphrases  as  well  as 
translations  often  reflect  the  private 
interpretation  of  an  individual,  they 
should    at    no   time    become    a   sub- 


stitute for  the  accepted,  time-tested 
\ersions  of  the  Bible.  ▼

ment  of  Gentile  nations  corresponds 
roughly  to  that  predicted  in  the  pro- 
phetic Scriptures.  All  that  would  be 
necessary  for  events  to  move  in  that 
direction  would  be  the  coming  of 
Christ  for  His  church.  The  rapture 
of  the  church  would  remove  the  one 
deterrent  to  the  appearance  of  the 
Antichrist,  the  movement  of  laM'less- 
ness  into  full  swing,  the  restoration 
of  the  Roman  Empire  in  its  ten-toed 
form,  and  the  centralizing  of  con- 
flict in  the  Middle  East.  ▼

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James  L.  Boyer,  Th.D.,  has  been  named  the  first  re- 
cipient of  the  Alva  J.  McClain  Award  for  Excellence  in 
Teaching,  according  to  an  announcement  by  Dr.  Herman 
A.  Hoyt,  president  of  Grace  College. 

Dr.  Boyer,  chairman  of  the  division  of  humanities  in  the 
college  and  professor  of  New  Testament  and  Greek,  has 
been  with  the  school  since  1951.  Named  to  the  honor 
through  a  selection  system  comprised  of  student,  faculty,  and 
administrative  committees,  he  was  cited  for  "the  attainment 
of  an  especially  high  level  of  teaching  competency  and  the 
making  of  an  outstanding  contribution  to  the  teaching  min- 
istry of  Grace  College." 

Criteria  for  the  selection  of  award  winners  include  evalua- 
tions of  academic  alertness,  class  preparation,  student  rap- 
port, teaching  competency,  and  personal  qualities. 

The  award,  established  in  honor  of  the  founding  presi- 
dent (himself  a  master  teacher),  consists  of  an  engraved 
plaque,  a  cash  award  of  $100,  and  the  inscription  of  the 
winner's  name  and  the  year  of  the  award  on  a  publicly  dis- 
played plaque. 

Dr.  Boyer  received  the  A.B.  degree  from  Ashland  Col- 
lege, the  B.D.  from  Bonebrake  Theological  Seminary,  the 
S.T.M.  from  Oberlin  School  of  Theology,  and  the  Th.D. 
from  Grace  Theological  Seminar}'.  His  teaching  experience 
includes  a  professorial  workshop  in  Israel,  a  Bible  lands 
seminar  trip  to  the  Near  East  in  1958,  a  Holy  Land  teaching 
engagement  with  the  Near  East  School  of  Archaeology  in 
1966,  and  sixteen  years  pastoral  experience.  T

Grace  Library  Acquires  Copy  of  Gutenberg  Bible 


Mrs.  Benjamin  Hamilton,  librar-  " 
ian  for  Grace  College  and  Seminary, 
examines  the  recently-acquired  copy 
No.  353  of  the  first  1,000  sets  of 
the  original  facsimile  of  the  Guten- 
berg Bible.  Produced  by  Cooper 
Square  Publishers  in  New  York,  the 
two-volume  artifact  is  handsomely 
bound  in  red  leather  and  measures 
approximately  twelve  inches  wide, 
sixteen    and   one-half   tall. 

Gutenberg  copied  the  alphabet 
from  the  handwriting  used  in  manu- 
scripts of  his  day.  Only  the  text  was 
printed  on  the  press,  and  each  Bible 
was  given  to  a  monk  who  in  turn 
illuminated  by  hand  the  first  pages 
of  the  books  and  the  chapter  headings 
with  his  own  original  and  colorful 
designs.  Thus  no  two  copies  are  alike. 

Of  the  known  forty-seven  original 
Gutenbergs  still  in  existence,  the  one 
chosen  for  this  reprcxluction  is  con- 
sidered by  authorities  to  be  the  most 
beautifully  illuminated  and  is  print- 
ed on  100  per  cent  rag  paper  made 
especially  for  this  edition.  Text  pages 
are  printed  in  lithography,  and  the 
illuminations   are   sheet-fed   gravure. 


Students  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  examine  the  volumes.  Then  the 
copies  will  be  stored  in  the  school 
vault  until  the  rare  book  room  of  the 


new  library-learning  center,  now 
under  construction,  is  completed. 
They  v\'ill  then  go  on  permanent  dis- 
play. ▼

Seminary  Grants  Four  Doctorates- 
Two  to  Brethren  Men 


Four  candidates  received  the  doc- 
tor of  theology  degree  from  Grace 
Theological  Seminary,  June  1,  at  the 
thirtieth   annual  commencement. 

Rev.  Harry  A.  Sturz,  a  1943  grad- 
uate of  Westmont  College  with  the 
B.A.  degree,  received  theological 
training  at  Dallas  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary. From  the  latter  he  received  his 
B.D.  with  honors  in  1946  and  the 
Th.M.  in  1962  with  additional  study 
at  the  Southern  California  School  of 
Theology. 

Mr.  Sturz  is  a  member  of  the  So- 
ciety of  Biblical  Literature  and  the 
California  Teachers  Association,  has 
served  in  three  Brethren  pastorates 
in  the  states  of  Washington  and  Cali- 
fornia, served  as  an  instructor  in 
Greek  at  Grace,  and  for  the  past 
fourteen  years  has  been  on  the  teach- 


ing staff  at  Biola  College,  where  he 
is  now  associate  professor  of  Greek. 

Rev.  John  J.  Davis,  a  1959  grad- 
uate of  Trinity  College,  Clearwater, 
Florida,  with  the  B.A.  degree,  re- 
ceived his  B.D.  with  honors  in  1962 
and  the  Th.M.  in  1964,  both  from 
Grace.

In  the  decade  from  1940  to  1950 
Grace  Seminary  operated  in  the  head- 
quarters building  of  the  Free  Meth- 
odist Church  at  Winona  Lake.  Grace 
College  was  yet  unborn.  This  in- 
stitution did  not  begin  operation  until 
1948. 

Facilities  were  somewhat  limited 
on  the  third  floor  of  the  Free  Meth- 
odist building  but  proved  a  bless- 
ing during  those  early  days.  One  of 
the  assets  of  the  new  school  in  this 
building  was  the  opjx>rtunity  to  use 
the  library  of  the  Winona  Lake 
School  of  Theologs',  which  used  the 
same  facilities  during  the  summers. 
As  yet,  the  library  of  Grace  Seminary 
was  very  small,  and  so  the  use  of  this 
library  was  a  definite  asset. 

During  this  decade  the  seminary 
experienced  a  steady  growth,  as  is 
reflected  in  the  enrollments  of  the 
ten  vears.  In  1940,  the  enrollment 
was  37;  in  1941,  38;  in  1942,  54;  in 
1943,  54;  in  1944,  69;  in  1945,  73; 
in  1946,  78;  in  1947,  79;  in  1948, 
85;  and  in  1949,  99.  During  the  ten 
years,  122  students  received  degrees 
and  diplomas  of  various  kinds. 


times  spring)  retreats  were  especially 
attractive  and  aided  greatly  in  stimu- 
lating student,  faculty,  and  family 
fellowship. 

During  this  time  it  was  the  en- 
deavor of  the  faculty  to  bring  to  the 
school  men  of  outstanding  character 
to  preach,  lead  in  Bible  conferences, 
and  speak  at  commencement  exer- 
cises. A  partial  list  of  graduation  serv- 
ice speakers  will  indicate  to  some 
extent  the  type  of  men  who  came 
to  the  school.  In  1940,  Dr.  Louis  S. 
Bauman  was  the  speaker;  in  1941, 
Dr.  J.  Palmer  Muntz;  in  1943,  Dr.

As  the  school  continued  to  grow, 
it  became  evident  that  its  present 
quarters  would  not  be  adequate  for 
future  development.  Then,  too,  there 
were  intimations  that  the  Free  Meth- 
odist constituency  was  going  to  need 
the  facilities  being  used  by  the  semi- 
nary. Moreover,  for  the  sake  of  sta- 
bility it  seemed  imperative  for  Grace 
Seminary  to  have  a  home  of  its  own. 
A  beautiful  tract  of  land  comprising 
about  three  and  one-half  acres  within 
the  precincts  of  Winona  Lake  and 
adjacent  to  the  Free  Methodist  build- 
ing on  the  south  v\'as  procured  from 
the  Winona  Lake  Christian  Assemb- 
ly. It  was  soon  realized,  however,  that 
this  site  would  not  be  large  enough 
for  a  full-scale  development  of  the 
school,  and  so  by  providential  direc- 
tion the  board  of  trustees  was  able 
to  procure  an  ideal  plot  of  over  thirty 
acres  east  of  Kings  Highway  and  just 
outside  the  then  limits  of  Winona 
Lake. 

A  financial  program  was  soon 
launched  to  make  possible  the  con- 
struction of  the  contemplated  semi- 
narv  building,  which  at  first  was 
estimated  to  cost  about  $100,000. 
However,  rising  costs  and  the  addi- 
tion  of  more  facilities  indicated  that 
the  cost  would  be  around  $335,000. 

A  ground-breaking  service  was  held 
on  the  chillv  afternoon  of  May  24, 
1949.  This  marked  the  beginning  of 
the  building  enterprise  which  has 
resulted  in  what  may  be  seen  today 
on  Grace  campus  with  its  sixty-five 
acres.  The  seminary  and  infant  col- 
lege began  to  look  with  longing  eyes 
to  the  move  to  their  permanent  home.

I  am  a  coach  in  a  junior  high 
school.  I  work  with  500  boys  each 
day.  This  has  been  my  occupation 
for  over  twenty  years.  I  enjoy  it. 

Today  was  test  day  in  chmbing 
a  rof>e.  We  cHmb  from  a  standing 
start  to  a  point  fifteen  feet  high. 
The  school  record  is  2.1  seconds. 
It  has  stood  for  three  years.  Today 
this  record  was  broken.  But  this  is 
not  my  story.  Ho\\'  this  record  was 
broken  is  the  important  thing  here, 
as  it  is  in  manv  an  endeavor  in  life. 

For  three  years  Bobby  Polacio,  a 
fourteen-year-old  ninth-grade  Mexi- 
can boy,  has  trained  and  pointed  and, 
I  suspect,  dreamed  of  breaking  this 
record.  In  his  first  of  three  attempts 
Bobbv  climbed  the  rope  in  2.1  sec- 
onds, tying  the  record.  On  his  second 
trv  the  watch  stopped  at  2.0  seconds 
flat,  a  record! 

But  as  he  descended  the  rope  and 
the  entire  class  gathered  around  to 
check  the  watch,  I  knew  I  must  ask 
Bobbv  a  question.  There  was  a  slight 
doubt  in  my  mind  whether  or  not 
the  board  at  the  fifteen-foot  height 
had  been  touched.  If  he  had  missed 
it,  it  had  been  very,  very  close- 
not  more  than  a  fraction  of  an  inch 
—and  onlv  Bobbv  knew  the  ansv^'er. 

As  he  walked  toward  me,  ex- 
pressionless, I  said,  "Did  you  touch?" 


If  he  had  said  "yes,"  the  record  he 
had  dreamed  of  since  he  was  a  skinny 
seventh  grader  and  had  worked  for 
almost  daily  would  be  his,  and  he 
knew  I  would  trust  his  work. 

With    the    class    alreadv    cheering 

o 

him  for  his  performance,  the  slim  boy 
shook  his  head  negatively.  And  in 
this  simple  gesture,  I  witnessed  a 
moment  of  greatness. 

o 

I  said,  "Bobby,  I'm  proud  of  you. 
You've  just  set  a  record  many  ath- 
letes never  attain.  Now,  in  your 
last  try,  I  want  you  to  jump  a  few 
inches  higher  on  the  take-off.  You're 
going  to  break  this  record." 

As  Bobbv  came  up  to  the  rope  for 
his  last  try,  a  strange  stillness  came 
over  the  gym.  Fiftv  boys  and  one 
coach  were  breathlessly  set  to  help 
boost  Bobbv  Polacio  to  a  new  record. 
He  climbed  the  rope  in  2.0  seconds! 
A  school  record,  a  citv  record,  and 
perhaps  close  to  a  national  record  for 
a   junior   high   school   bov! 

When  the  bell  rang  and  I  walked 
away,  nov\f  misty-eyed,  I  was  think- 
ing: "Bobbv,  with  vour  clear,  bright, 
dark  eves  and  vour  straight,  trim  body 
— Bobb}',  at  fourteen  you  are  a  bet- 
ter man  than  I.  Thank  you  for  climb- 
ing so  very,  very  high  todav."  T

Most  of  us  think  of  our  men  in 
Vietnam  as  just  that:  men.  And  as 
we  watch  the  occasional  award  win- 
ner honored,  we  think  of  their  brav- 
ery. As  we  look  at  the  pictures  in 
magazines,  we  realize  they  are  tough 
but  not  completely  hardened. 

Then,  as  we  read  the  newspapers 
and  match  the  numbers  so  prevalent 
in  today's  statistical  reporting,  we 
think  of  them  as  successful. 

"We  lost  175  last  week.  That's 
bad,"  we  say,  without  emotion.  But 
then  our  unfeeling  eyes  are  satis- 
fied. "But  we  got  1,210  Viet  Cong." 

We  seldom  hear  the  war.  Unpleas- 
ant sounds  of  gunfire  bother  us  only 
a  couple  minutes  each  evening  on  a 
news  clip.  Even  then,  we  don't  hear 
the  cries  of  pain,  the  curses,  the  pleas 
for  help,  the  occasional  shouts  of  vic- 
tory. 

Most  of  all,  we  don't  see  how  re- 
ligion moves  in  the  war. 

But  there  are  twelve  Brethren 
ministers  who  not  only  see  and  hear 
the  war,  but  sometimes  are  in  it. 

These  men  see  the  "men"  of  our 
Army,  Navy,  Air  Force,  Marine 
Corps.  They  realize  that  the  war  is 
being  fought  largely  bv  teen-agers, 
young,  often  afraid,  usually  lonely. 
They  know  Private  First  Class  Jim 
Smith  would  rather  be  back  at  the 
drive-in  talking  about  Suzukis, 
GTO's,  and  girls. 

These  twelve  Brethren  men  under- 
stand changes  these  "men  of  war" 
are  facing  in  a  society  where  reward 
is  a  slow  beer  or  quick  cigarette. 

They  also  understand  that  manv 
of  these  kids  are  religious  dropouts. 
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These  are  the  kids  on  whom  the  Sun- 
day-school teacher  didn't  follow  up. 
(He  was  too  busy  listening  to  a  base- 
ball game,  maybe.  She  was  too  busy 
watching  television.  Those  things  are 
important.  You've  got  to  relax  some- 
times, too.) 

So  the  kid  dropped  out  of  Sunday 
school,  maybe  even  out  of  school. 
And  then  Uncle  Sam  offered  him 
a  trip  to  see  Southeast  Asia. 

These  twelve  men  know  all  that. 
Thev  know  the  military  is  a  world 
of  young,  lonely  faces.  And  they 
know  these  lonely  faces  want  to  find 
answers,  too. 

They  know  because  they  are  the 
twelve  chaplains  in  the  military  that 
are  endorsed  by  The  Brethren 
Church.  Call  them  the  Twelve  Breth- 
ren,   the    Brothers   Twelve.    But   no

matter  what  nickname  you  give  them, 
call  them  dedicated,  evangelistic, 
zealous,  and  servants  of  God.  These 
missionaries  to  the  military  range  in 
age  from  twenty-seven  to  fifty-eight, 
in  rank  from  captain  to  lieutenant 
colonel. 

Their  life:  the  chaplaincy  and  its 
military  ways.  For  Jim  Hutchens,  it 
meant  getting  shot  up  while  saving 
some  fellow  soldiers— a  part  of  his 
parish.  For  Orville  Lorenz,  it  meant 
three  invasions  and  eight  campaigns 
during  World  War  II.  For  nearly  all 
of  them  it  has  meant  bathing  out  of 
a  helmet  full  of  muddy  water  and 
getting  a  bad  night's  sleep  that  was 


most  welcome. 

In  spite  of  this  hardship  Hfe,  they 
had  these  comments  about  the  chap- 
laincy. 

"The  chaplaincy  is  one  of  the  most 
fertile  spiritual  fields  in  the  world." 

"Opportunities  are  unparalleled  in 
anv  other  area  of  ministry." 

"The  opportunity  for  effective  out- 
reach is  almost  staggering." 

"A  tremendous  opportunity  for  wit- 
nessing." 

Summarized  Chaplain  Burt  Hatch: 
"I  feel  that  the  chaplain's  pas- 
torate encompasses  every  facet  of  the 
ci\ilian   ministry  plus  many  extras." 

That  the  chaplain  gets  the  brunt 
of  most  problems  is  evident.  Said 
Chaplain  (Lt.  Cdr.)  Dale  Brock, 
U.S.  Navy,  "I  had  forty-three  crisis 
cases  in  one  month— all  of  which 
came  right  to  mv  doorstep." 

In  some  cases,  men  are  asked 
to  report  to  the  chaplain  shortly  after 
arriving  on  a  base.  "What  if  every 


Protestant  in  your  community  were 
asked  to  report  to  vour  church's  pas- 
tor?"   commented    one    chaplain. 

Chaplains  realize  that  com- 
manding officers  are  quick  to  send 
them  persons  with  problems.  Some- 
times the  base  doctor  will  send 
patients  to  the  chaplain  for  personal 
or  family  consultation. 

This  individual  confrontation  is 
in\aluable  to  the  chaplain  and  in- 
\  olves  all  types  of  problems.  One  of 
the  leading  problems  facing  service- 
men concerns  finances.  Usually  the 
chaplain  helps  a  man  face  this  prob- 
lem \>\'  helping  him  establish  values 
and  standards  of  living. 

Marital  problems  are  rampant. 
These  are  often  a  result  of  "too- 
voung"  marriages  complicated  by  the 
high-powered   pressure   of   base   life. 

"People  are  all  thrown  together," 
said  Air  Force  Chaplain  (Capt.)  Carl- 
ton Fuller.  "Thev  usually  come  and 
tell  you  that  thev  just  can't  live  to-

gether  anymore.  Teen-age  marriages 
are  common.  A  lot  of  kids  come  into 
the  service  looking  for  security.  Some 
trv  to  oet  security  bv  setting  married. 
And   they're   just   too   young." 

The  average  age  of  the  new  re- 
cruit in  the  Army  is  nineteen. 

Then  there  are  the  problems 
unique  to  the  military,  such  as  get- 
tino  along  with  a  fellow  soldier  or  a 
superior  officer. 

Says  Chaplain  Hutchens,  "If  a 
man  comes  in  and  says  to  me,  'I  don't 
think  I'm  ooing  to  make  it  through 
the  next  operation,'  that  is  a  spiritual 
basis,  and  I  counsel  with  my  Bible. 

"However,  if  he  says  that  he  hasn't 
been  paid  in  three  months  and  that 
his  wife  hasn't  received  her  allot- 
ment in  as  many  months,  then  per- 
haps all  that  is  needed  is  a  phone  call 
to  the  finance  office.  I  don't  try  to 
force  the  spiritual  approach  with  a 
person  I'm  counseling.  Regardless 
of  the  problem,  I  try  to  deal  with  it 
as  it  is  real  to  him." 

The  complexities  of  counseling 
men,  women,  children,  officers,  and 
privates  call  for  some  talent.  Add  the 
factors  of  war-time  conditions,  realize 
that  a  chaplain  has  the  added  respon- 
sibility of  directing  a  church  opera- 
tion, a  religious  education  program, 
and  it  is  easy  to  see  why  standards 
are  at  an  all-time  high  for  chaplain 
enhstment.  Actually,  the  Vietnam 
activities  portray  a  new,  tough,  well- 
informed  chaplain. 

His  many  "personalities  "  make  him 
a  unique  member  of  the  military  in 
many  ways. 

He  is  not  just  a  minister  working 
with  his  congresation.   He  is  an  of- 

o 

ficer,  as  well,  usually  captain  or 
above. 

One  representative  from  the  Army 
Chief  of  Chaplains'  office  described

And 
when  Fuller  and  several  Air  Force  men  were  asked  to  pose  for  a  typical 
Bihle  study  picture,  they  decided  to  pick  up  wliere  they  had  left  off 
just  a  few  days  before  at  their  regularly  scheduled  Bihle  study.  The 
photographer  took  pictjires  of  Chaplain  Fidler  leading  the  discussion 
(above),  and  avid  participation  on  the  part  of  the  airmen  (right).

the  ministr\'  of  the  chaplain  as  "pris- 
on parson  (to  the  stockade),  hospital 
chaplain  (when  members  of  his  unit 
are  sick),  community  pastor  (during 
visits  to  units,  indi\iduals,  and  fami- 
lies), and  a  member  of  the  city  coun- 
cil (his  rank  as  a  staff  officer  puts 
him  on  the  local  commander's  ad- 
ministration committee)." 

He  is  financial  adviser,  guidance 
counselor,  marital  consultant,  psy- 
chiatrist, and  many  other  things  to 
his  men. 

A  chaplain's  rank  is  important  to 
him  in  many  ways.  "If  he  doesn't 
ha\'e  rank,"  savs  Chaplain  (Brig. 
Gen.)  Francis  Samson,  Army  Dep- 
uty Chief  of  Chaplains,  "he  is  sort 
of  like  a  Red  Cross  worker.  He 
doesn't  have  the  right  to  'interfere.' 
This  way  he  is  recognized  as  a 
representative  of  the  commanding 
officer." 

Along  with  his  manv  personalities 
comes  an  increased  audience  in  the 


war  years  of  Vietnam. 

Chaplains  are  ministering  to  a 
greater  number  of  families.  In  recent 
X'cars,  bases  ha\e  become  huge  com- 
munities of  families,  as  more  and 
more  wives  and  children  are  being 
allowed  to  follow  their  husbands 
around  the  world,  with  the  excep- 
tions being  Vietnam  and  other  "re- 
in 

mote"  sites. 

Summarized  by  Chaplain  Hutch- 
ens,  the  ministry  of  the  chapla-ncy

JOHN  D.  TALLEY,  JR.  (CAPT.). 
The  newest  Brethren  chaplain, 
Talley  was  stationed  first  at  Fort 
Gordon,  Georgia,  where  he  reported 
137  decisions  for  Christ.  A  graduate 
of  Miami  Bible  College,  Southeast- 
ern Bible  College  (A.B.),  and  Grace 
Seminary  (B.D.),  Chaplain  Talley  is 


twenty-seven  and  has  three  sons. 
He  married  his  wife  Bette  in  1959. 
Last  summer  at  Chaplain's  School 
in  Fort  Hamilton.  New  York,  Tal- 
ley was  chosen  the  best  platoon 
leader  of  the  nine-week  basic  train- 
ing course.  He  will  be  leaving  for 
Vietnam  August  1. 

JOHN  W.  SCHUMACHER 

(CAPT.).  Chaplain  Schumacher  re- 
turns from  Vietnam  this  summer. 
Early  in  July,  Schumacher  was 
awarded  the  Vietnamese  Gallantry 
Cross  for  aiding  the  medical  section 
when  the  base  camp  was  mortared 
in  February.  He  and  his  wife,  Mar- 
tha, have  two  daughters.  Chaplain 
Schumacher  is  a  graduate  of  Bob 
Jones  University  (B.S.)  and  Grace 
Theological  Seminary    iB.D.) 

EMLYN  H.  JONES  (CAPT.). 
Chaplain  Jones  at  thirty-six  holds 
four  degrees:  A.B.  from  Immanuel 
College,  A.M.  from  Trinity  College. 
B.D.  from  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  Th.M.  from  Talbot  Theo- 
lo°ical  Seminary.  He  and  his  wife. 
Kay,  have  two  daughters.  Chaplain 
Jones,  like  the  "chopper  chaplams" 
in  Vietnam  today,  has  helicoptered 
to  many  of  his  services  in  "Nam" 
since  his  arrival  in  January. 
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PAUL  O.  LINDBERG  (CAPT.). 
Chaplain  Lindberg  is  finisliing  a 
year  in  Vietnam,  where  he  sees  the 
ministry  as  a  double  one,  both  to 
the  GI's  and  to  the  Vietnamese 
people.  He  is  completing  his  second 
assignment,  having  started  at  Fort 
Leonard  Wood,  Missouri,  in  October, 
1965.  Chaplain  Lindberg  and  his 
wife,  Ann,  have  one  daughter.  He 
is  a  graduate  of  Biola  College  (A.B.) 
and  Talbot  Theological  Seminary 
(B.D.). 

JAMES  M.  HUTCHENS  (CAPT.). 
Chaplain  Hutchens  is  one  of  the 
more  publicized  chaplains  of  the 
Vietnam  war.  Mentioned  in  a  Time 
magazine  article,  Hutchens  was  also 
featured  on  the  television  program 
Scope.  His  story  has  been  written 
up  in  at  least  five  religious  maga- 
zines. Awarded  the  bronze  star  with 
"V"  for  valor  as  a  result  of  his  brav- 
ery in  rescuing  and  helping  his  men 
in  an  ambush,  Hutchens  is  now  at 
Fort  Bragg,  North  Carolina,  in  spe- 
cial forces  school.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  Wheaton  College  (A.B.)  and  Dal- 
las Theological  Seminary  (Th.M.). 
He  and  his  wife,  Pat,  have  a  boy  and 
a  girl. 

BURTON  G.  HATCH  (LT.  COL.). 
Chaplain  Hatch  is  currently  com- 
pleting a  year's  service  in  Vietnam. 
He  and  his  wife,  Roberta,  have 
three  daughters  and  a  son.  Chap- 


lain Hatch  holds  degrees  from  Biola 
College  (A.B.)  and  Talbot  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  (L.A.).  He  was  sent 
by  the  Army  to  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, where  he  earned  his  M.A.  de- 
gree in  psychology.  Chaplain  Hatch 
served  as  an  administrator  at  the 
chaplain's  training  school  in  Fort 
Hamilton  and  is  a  former  Air  Force 
pilot. 

LEE  D.  BURRIS  (MAJ.).  Another 
Brethren  chaplain  in  Vietnam,  Lee 
Burris,  has  been  a  "missionary  to 
the  military"  since  1959.  Burris  was 
stationed  at  Fort  Benning,  Georgia, 
before  going  to  Vietnam  in  Feb- 
ruary. In  Georgia  he  preached  every 
Sunday  to  between  250  and  800 
soldiers  and  reported  "decisions 
every  Sunday,"  one  day  as  many  as 
forty.  He  and  his  wife,  Lois,  have 
three    boys    and    a    girl.    Chaplain

I  am  writing  this  personal  testimony  to  give  glory  to 
God  and  to  express  gratitude  to  the  Grace  Brethren  mis- 
sionaries in  Argentina  for  their  part  in  my  coming  to 
the  Lord,  my  spiritual  growth,  and  my  training  for 
the  service  of  the  Lord. 

A  relative  of  our  family  was  led  to  the  Lord  by  a 
Brethren  missionarv.  He,  in  turn,  witnessed  to  my  mother, 
who  also  accepted  the  Lord  as  her  personal  Saviour. 
1\1\-  mother's  new  life  was  so  real  that  her  testimony  was 
very  influential  in  our  home;  as  a  result,  after  a  few 
vears  my  father  and  the  rest  of  the  family  also  came  to 
the  Lord. 

iMv  mother  did  not  fail  to  teach  us  about  the  gospel 
and  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  She  prayed  with  us  every 
day,  and  the  more  I  grew  under  this  healthful  influence, 
the  more  I  felt  the  need  to  have  the  kind  of  life  my 
mother  had  found  in  the  Lord.  But  very  unexpectedly 
mv  mother  became  ill  and  was  not  able  to  teach  us  and 
prav  with  us  as  before.  This  affected  my  life  a  great 
deal. 

One  night  Mother  asked  m\'  sister  Hebe  to  pray 
with  me.  When  we  were  on  our  knees,  I  realized  that  I 
could  not  prav  for  mother,  because  I  was  not  a  Christian. 
Right  there,  guided  by  my  sister,  I  felt  the  need  to 
accept  the  Lord  Jesus  as  my  personal  Saviour.  I  asked 
Him  to  forgive  my  sins  and  to  sa\'e  me;  He  did  it. 

There  was  no  Christian   church   in   our  community;

tlic  only  church  in  that  area  wab.  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church,  but  it  was 
far  away.  For  some  time  the  only 
spiritual  food  1  had  was  the  teaching 
ot  my  mother  and  reading  the  Word 
of  God. 

In  the  summers,  however,  I  had 
the  opportunity  to  go  to  the  chil- 
dren's and  young  people's  camps  led 
by  our  missionaries  and  national 
workers.  I  enjoyed  the  camp  life;  I 
felt  God's  blessings  in  my  life,  and 
I  grew  spiritually.  However,  I  had 
struggles  within  me.  The  Spirit  of 
God  was  calling  me  and  my  life  for 
God's  service,  and  the  devil  was  open- 
ing before  me  other  opportunities. 
I  had  a  strong  desire  to  study  to  be- 
come either  a  French  teacher  or  a 
lawyer,  careers  I  felt  had  a  good  fu- 
ture. 

One  simimer  v\'hcn  I  felt  most  in- 
secure about  what  to  do,  one  of  the 
missionaries  spoke  to  us  on  Isaiah 
chapter  6.  He  very  ably  presented 
the  fact  that  God  was  seeking  for 
dedicated  lives  to  reach  spiritually 
needy  people  in  Argentina  and 
throughout  the  world.  For  a  few 
days  I  had  a  tremendous  struggle  in 
my  heart,  because  1  was  not  willing 
to  give  up  my  personal  plans  and 
respond  to  the  voice  of  the  Holv 
Spirit,  who  was  calling  me  to  serve 
the  Lord.  Before  the  end  of  that 
camp,  however,  I  felt  as  if  the  Lord 
had  strengthened  me  to  decide  to 
renounce  my  own  plans  and  dedicate 
mv   life   to   His   service.    I   returned 
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home  that  summer 
with  a  new  purpose 
for  my  life.  God  led 
me  to  the  Instituto 
Biblico  de  la  Iglesia 
de  los  Hermanos 
(Grace  Brethren  Bible 
Institute)  in  Alma- 
fuerte,  Cordoba. 
The  four  years  I  attended  the  in- 
stitute were  )'ears  of  continual  spirit- 
ual growth  in  my  life.  There  i  re- 
ceived a  solid  and  systematic  teach- 
ing of  the  Word  of  God,  which  built 
up  my  spiritual  life  and  gave  me  a 
foundation  for  future  Christian  life 
and  service.  Satan  did  not  fail  to 
interfere  and  to  discourage  me  while 
I  was  in  training.  One  of  the  worst 
experiences  I  had  was  the  death  of 
my  mother;  but  the  Lord  strength- 
ened me. 

After  my  training  in  the  Bible 
Institute,  I  served  for  a  few  years  in 
se\'eral  of  the  Grace  Brethren 
churches,  working  with  children, 
young  people,  WMC,  camps,  visita- 
tion, and  so  forth.  During  these  bless- 
ed years  I  had  the  privilege  of  seeing 
several  souls  come  to  the  Lord  to  be 
saved. 

By  this  time  I  was  in  need  of  phys- 
ical rest,  and  I  received  an  invitation 
from  my  sister  Hebe  (Mrs.  Ray 
Davis),  who  was  in  Winona  Lake, 
Indiana,  while  her  husband  was  at- 
tending Grace  College  and  Grace 
Theological  Seminary. 

I  came  to  Winona  Lake  for  a  year, 
planning  to  return  to  Argentina  to 
take  up  my  work  in  the  churches 
with  new  vigor. 

But  while  I  was  in  Winona  Lake, 
I  became  acquainted  with  the  radio 
and  literature  ministry  of  Spanish 
World  Gospel  Broadcasting  among 
the  Spanish-speaking  people  of  the 
world.

I  was  invited  by  Rev.  Florent  D. 
Toirac,  director  of  this  independent 
missionary  endeavor,  to  help  answer 
Spanish  letters  coming  in  from  all 
the  Spanish-speaking  countries.  This 
missionary  organization  had  been 
looking  and  pra)'ing  for  a  trained 
Christian  person  to  correspond  with 
the  many  thousands  of  people  writing 
in  seeking  for  spiritual  help.  The 
more  I  worked  in  this  ministry,  the 
more  I  felt  the  Lord  had  trained  me 
for  this  type  of  service. 

During  1966  it  was  my  privilege 
to  correspond  with  thousands  of  in- 
quirers from  twenty-two  different 
countries,  including  Argentina.  Over 
600  of  these  people  came  to  the 
Lord.  I  still  have  in  my  heart  the 
Grace  Brethren  Church  work  all  over 
the  world,  particularly  in  Argentina. 
However,  at  the  present  I  feel  I  am 
serving  the  Lord  where  He  wants  me 
to  serve  Him. 

Mav  God  continue  to  lead  and 
bless  the  ministrv  of  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  to  bring  salvation 
to  the  lost  and  to  train  many  other 
young  people  here  and  abroad  for 
His  service.  T 
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T\  o  vou  believe  that  men  once 
lived  in  ca\es  and  used  crude 
stone  and  flint  tools?  I  do!  Does  that 
answer  startle  you?  It  really  shouldn't, 
for  the  evidence  supporting  the  exis- 
tence of  the  cave  man  in  antiquity 
is  abundant.  Large  quantities  of  hu- 
man bones,  pebbles,  and  flint  tools 
have  been  found  in  the  lower  cave 
deposits  of  Europe,  Africa,  China, 
and  the  Near  East.  When  we  speak 
of  a  cave  man  culture,  we  arc  not 
engaging  in  fanciful  speculation  with 
only  a  few  fragments  of  bone  with 
vx'hich  to  v\ork.  The  real  question 
that  confronts  us  is  not  whether  there 
was  a  cave  man  or  not,  but  what 
he  was  like  and  why  he  lived  in 
caves  and  used  rather  primiti\e  tnoh. 

According  to  scientists  who  have 
adopted  the  evolutionary  view  of 
man's  origin,  the  development  of 
man  physically  and  mentally  can 
be  obser\'ed  in  structural  changes  of 
skeletal  remains  and  in  the  tools 
which  earlv  man  made.  It  is  gen- 
erally assumed  that  there  is  some 
correlation  between  the  crudeness  of 
man's  material  culture  and  his  phys- 
ical-intellectual  capacitN'. 

Such  a  proposition,  however,  needs 
to  be  challenged.  In  the  first  place, 
the  disco\'erics  relating  to  the  cave 
man  do  not  uniformh'  reveal  bar- 
baric primitiveness  of  character. 
Paintings  depicting  the  cave  man  as 
part  ape.  groping  about  rather  help- 
lessK'  with  a  rock  in  his  hand,  are 
more  the  work  of  an  imaginative 
artist   than    a   serious   scientist.    The 


stone  and  flint  industries  of  the  ca\e 
man  along  with  the  sophisticated  wall 
paintings  and  etchings  reveal  not  only 
significant  mechanical  capability,  but 
also,  in  the  light  of  survival  prob- 
lems, amazing  skill  to  adjust  to  var- 
ious environments.  In  the  second 
place,  it  has  yet  to  be  demonstrated 
that  there  is  a  necessary  relation  be- 
tween man's  material  culture  and 
his  physical  structure  or  intellectual 
capacity. 

How  then  shall  we  interpret  the 
evidence  for  the  cultural  develop- 
ment of  man  from  a  "stone  age"  ex- 
istence   to    the    impressive    building

achievements  of  Solomon's  day? 
Furthermore,  how  shall  we  explain 
the  fact  that  earlv  man  makes  his 
appearance  about  the  same  time  in 
various  parts  of  the  earth  and  seems 
to  begin  his  life  there  in  a  rather 
primiti\'e  form  of  material  culture? 
There  is  little  doubt  that  man  has 
gone  through  a  process  of  cidtural 
evolution,  but  this  is  not  to  be  con- 
fused with  an  organic  evolution  by 
which  it  is  claimed  that  man  de- 
\eloped  from  lower  forms  of  life  to 
higher  through  natural  processes. 
The  cave  man  was  quite  clearly  a 
man,  fully  developed  physically  and 


with  a  fully  human  intellectual  ca- 
pacity. The  very  fact  that  he  made 
tools,  produced  paintings,  and  then 
communicated  this  knowledge  to  his 
children  should  make  this  clear.  Such 
a  phenomenon  seems  to  presuppose 
the  existence  of  language  (with  ab- 
stract  thought)  and  intelligent  com- 
munication. 

There  is  one  other  question  which 
we  should  like  to  raise  at  this  point: 
Wh\  did  these  earlv  men  live  in 
caves? 

The  answer  is  twofold.  Eirst,  caves 
may  have  been  used  bv  early  man 
purely  for  the  sake  of  convenience. 
We  know  that  many  of  the  early 
settlers  of  Palestine,  for  example, 
were  food  gatherers  and  hunters. 
Since  the\'  did  not  remain  at  any 
one  place  for  an  extended  period  of 
time,  it  would  be  natural  for  them  to 
use  the  cave  as  a  shelter.  Since  stone 
and  flint  were  readily  available  and 
rather  durable,  it  is  also  natural  that 
these  should  be  employed  for  tools. 
Limited  technological  skills  at  this 
stage  would  also  result  in  a  some- 
v\'hat  crude  and  rough  product. 

In  the  second  place,  early  man 
may  have  lived  in  caves  out  of  ne- 
cessity due  to  a  great  catastrophe. 
It  is  not  uncommon  for  men  to  be 
dri\en  from  a  settled  area  and  forced 
to  li\e  in  caves  out  of  practical  ne- 
cessity. The  Bible  records  several  such 
examples  (Lot  and  his  daughters, 
Cen.  19:30;  David,  I  Sam.  22:1;  cp. 
II  Sam.  23:13;  the  prophets,  I  Kings 
18:4,    13;  many  Israelites,  Judges  6:

2).  There  are  people  living  in  caves 
today,  and  in  some  areas  they  are 
still  usins  stone  tools!

If,   then,   there   really  was  a  cave 
man  who  appeared  about   the  same 
time  in  various  parts  of  the  earth  us- 
ing primitive  stone  tools,  where  does 
he  fit  in  with  regard  to  Biblical  his- 
torv?    The    answer   to   this   question 
is  probably  found  in  Genesis,  chapter 
11.  According  to  this  chapter,  after 
the  Flood  men  lived  in  "the  land  of 
Shinar"    (v.    2).    In    disobedience    to 
God's  command  to  replenish  and  fill 
all  the  earth  (Gen.  9:1),  they 
attempted  to  establish  them- 
selves in  the  Euphrates  val- 
ley around  a   great   "tower" 
(11:4). 

God  responded  to  this  re- 
bellious action  by  bringing 
about  two  catastrophic 
events  which  were  to  have 
tremendous  cultural  signifi- 
cance. First,  He  confused  the 
language  of  these  people  so 
that  they  would  not  be  able 
to  understand  one  another's 
speech  (v.  7).  Prior  to  this 
event  all  spoke  one  lan- 
guage (vv.  1,  6).  Then  He 
scattered  these  peoples  upon 
the  face  of  the  earth  (vv.  8- 
9).  This  may  have  been  ac- 
complished by  the  confusion 
of  tonoues. 

These  ex'ents  must  have 
had  drastic  effects  on  the  cul- 


nologically  since  the

tural  development  of  the  men  of  that 
time.  We  do  not  know,  of  course, 
e.xactlv  how  far  man  had  come  tech- 
Flood.  It  is  cer- 
with  the  loss  of 
effecti\e  communication  for  an  ex- 
tended period  of  time,  there  would 
be  a  loss  of  technical  skills.  Also,  with 
the  dispersion  of  peoples  into  new 
cn\ironmcnts  there  would  ha\'e  to 
be  rapid  adjustments  and  the  acquis- 
ition of  adequate  shelter  areas.

tools  and  implements  of  these  peoples 
were  crude  and  rough  is  understand- 
able in  view  of  their  plight. 

The  sudden  post-Babel  distribu- 
tion of  peoples  into  many  areas  not 
onlv  accounts  for  the  nature  and 
extent  of  pre-Neolithic  cultures,  but 
it  probably  also  accounts  for  the  ori- 
gin of  the  various  races  of  man. 
With  the  isolation  of  large  groups 
of  people  and  subsequent  inbreeding, 
what  were  previously  only  potential 
differences  in  the  human  race  were 
now  becoming  realities.  The  differ- 
ences in  the  languages  of 
Eism-ss  man  can  also  be  accounted 

for  by  this  judgment. 

The  cave  man  was  not 
simply  a  reality  in  antiquity; 
he  was  perhaps  a  clear  illus- 
tration of  the  catastrophic  ef- 
fects of  one  of  the  most 
severe  judgments  in  man's 
history.  This  leads  us  once 
again  to  recognize  the  basic 
integrity  of  man  as  a  being 
created  in  the  image  of  God 
and  not  produced  by  evo- 
lution. It  also  causes  us  to 
recognize  the  integrity  of  the 
Bible,  which  not  onlv  pro- 
vides for  the  present  and  pre- 
pares for  the  future  but  also 
accurately  reflects  the  past. 

The  cave  man!  A  most 
interesting  indi\'idual  with  a 
most  fascinating  history.    ▼ 
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It  was  almost  midnight  as  we  walked  the 
deserted  main  thoroughfare  of  one  of  Eastern 
Europe's  capital  cities.  The  absence  of  traffic 
was  unbelievable.  The  young  man  beside  me 
was  about  to  leave  for  his  home  in  the  sub- 
urbs, and  I  was  making  my  way  to  yet  an- 
other contact  before  flying  out  the  following 
morning. 

He  grasped  my  hand  and  said,  "I  wish  you 
God's  blessing.  Please,  when  you  finally  reach 
Western  Europe  again,  send  me  a  panorama 
(picture)  post  card  and  say,  'My  trip  was 
good.'  Then,  if  you  had  no  difficulty  with  the 
authorities,  add,  'And  the  weather  is  fine.' 
But  if  there  is  trouble  of  any  kind,  write,  'But 
the  weather  was  not  so  good.'  In  any  event, 
please  do  not  mention  my  name." 

With  that,  he  disappeared  down  the  street. 

Somehow  it  all  sounded  too  dramatic!  I  an- 
ticipated no  trouble,  because  I  am  of  no  real 
interest  to  the  authorities. 
Being  neither  subversive 
nor  revolutionary,  they 
welcomed  me  as  a  bearer 
of  hard  currency  which 
all  countries  of  Eastern 
Europe  desperately  need. 

Why  then  the  "drama" 
of  the  coded  post  card? 
The  plain  truth  is  that 
this  young  man  has  good 
reason  to  be  extra  careful.

and  he  possibly  finds  it  difficult  to  understand 
someone  whose  experiences  of  Eastern  Europe 
have  never  been  unpleasant. 

Far  from  being  a  criminal,  he  is  simply 
a  Christian  who  is  unwilling  to  submit  to  all 
the  conditions  officialdom  imposes  on  the 
cause  of  Christ  in  his  country.  He  lives  with 
the  knowledge  that  a  colleague  of  similiar  con- 
victions had  problems  with  the  authorities 
and  is  now  facing  severe  consequences. 

Christian    observers    from    the    West    who 
have  traveled  in  Eastern  Europe  testify  to  the 
tremendous  challenge  presented  by  the  life 
and  witness  of  those  who  live  for  Christ  under 
the  shadow  of  the  hammer  and  sickle.  Long 
oppressed  and  discriminated  against  because 
of  their  faith,  they  have  proved  the  truth  of 
history  which  shows  that  the  faith  of  God's 
people  cannot  be  easily  crushed. 
"We    experience    pressure    and,    in    some 
cases,   persecution,"   con- 
firmed     one      Christian 
leader   in   answer   to   my 
query,  "but  pressure  can 
be    an   asset.    You   know 
that    a    pressure    cooker 
produces  quicker  results, 
and  the  pressure  we  ex- 
perience encourages  both 
quicker  and  deeper  spirit- 
ual maturity."

Dax'e  Foster  is  Ejiropean  director 
of  Eitrovan  gelism ,  a  missionary 
tnist  assisting  evangelistic  enter- 
prise on  both  sides  of  the  Iron 
Curtain.

this  most  strikingly  are  young  people.  The 
official  Communist  line  that  churches  in  their 
countries  are  symbols  of  a  dying  cause  v/ith 
diminishing  congregations  of  elderly  people  is 
utterly  false.  Everywhere  there  are  young 
people  living  for  Christ  in  ways  which  call 
for  many  Christians  of  the  West  to  reassess 
their  own  broad  definitions  of  dedication. 

According  to  the  report  of  one  Brethren 
Assembly  leader,  it  was  the  witness  of  a  teen- 
ager which  resulted  in  the  conversion  to 
Christ  of  a  top  Communist  official  in  his  city. 
This  highly-placed  Marxist  worked  hard  for 
the  propagation  of  the  party  and  the  better- 
ment of  the  people,  but  he  was  bothered  by 


his  colleagues  who  seemed  to  have  less  noble 
aspirations.  Having  attained  their  high  posi- 
tions, they  were  interested  only  in  their  own 
well-being.  This  played  on  his  mind  to  such 
an  extent  that  he  was  reduced  to  a  state  of 
nervous  tension,  verging  on  a  breakdown. 
Confined  to  bed,  he  was  taking  various  drugs 
to  calm  his  nerves,  help  him  to  sleep,  and 
ultimately  get  him  back  to  health. 

At  this  crucial  time  his  nephew  visited  him 
and  said  something  which  seemed  to  make 
things  worse!  A  known  Christian,  the  young 
man  normally  had  little  contact  with  his 
uncle,  but  used  this  opportunity  to  visit  him 
and  suggest,  "You  should  throw  away  those 
medicants  and  trust  Christ." 

Furious,  the  uncle  called  him  a  "bigot"  and 
a  "religious  fanatic"  before  sending  him  on 
his  way.  But  when  the  young  man  had  gone, 
the  older  man  had  time  to  think.  He  began 
to  wonder  what  kind  of  people  worshiped 
in  the  meeting  place  his  nephew  attended. 

Later,  when  up  and  about  again,  he  satis- 
fied his  curiosity  one  Sunday  morning  by 
going  and  standing  unobtrusively  opposite 
the  meeting  place,  observing  those  who  went 
in.  Impressed  by  the  fact  that  they  seemed 
normal,  level-headed  citizens,  he  later  at- 
tended one  of  their  services.  So  gripped  was 
he  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the 
preaching  of  the  Word  of  God  that  he  re- 
mained to  discuss  this  with  one  of  the  lead- 
ers, and  finally  accepted  Christ  as  Saviour. 

Returning  to  his  Communist  colleagues  he 
witnessed  to  his  new-found  faith.  They  de- 
cided that  his  state  of  nervous  tension  had 
caused  him  to  take  this  step  which  was  bring- 
ing him  nearer  a  complete  breakdown.  They 
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suggested  further  rest. 

But  their  assessment  is  wearing  very  thin 
now  that  more  than  a  year  later  he  is  a  strong 
and  virile  Christian,  and  has  renounced  his 
position  in  the  Party. 

Perhaps  the  most  frustrating  problem 
faced  by  Christian  young  people  in  some  areas 
of  Communist  East  Europe  is  that  of  educa- 
tion. 

"Christians  are  denied  higher  education  in 
many  cases,"  one  leader  told  me;  "we  are 
kept  from  the  best  jobs  and  forced  to  earn 
lower  salaries." 

His  statement  was  endorsed  by  a  potential 
university  student  standing  in  the  same  room. 
After  passing  entrance  examinations,  he  had 
been  interviewed  and  later  denied  a  place. 
The  stated  reasons  for  this  (on  an  official 
paper  which  I  saw)  were:  "Father  is  a  Chris- 
tian. Applicant  believes  in  God." 

The  secret  of  these  young  people's  spiritual 
strength  is  in  the  same  source  from  which 
Daniel  drew  when  he  found  himself  similarly 
placed.  In  an  alien  and  atheistic  environment, 
he  "purposed  in  his  heart  that  he  would 
not  defile  himself."  Daniel's  strength  of  pur- 
pose is  being  reflected  by  these  twentieth- 
century  teen-agers  in  a  way  which  challenges 
the  very  core  of  our  Christian  living. 

The  Psalmist  says,  "With  my  whole  heart 
have  I  sought  thee:  O  let  me  not  wander  from 
thy  commandments"  (Ps.  119:10).  When  did 
we  last  pray  that  kind  of  prayer  with  a  simi- 
lar depth  of  sincerity? 

Wholehearted  Christian  living  character- 
izes these  young  people  who  have  to  be  all 
or  nothing;  for  them  it  can  be  no  other  way. 
But  in  the  West  it  is  possible  to  get  by  on  a 


watered-down  Christian  experience,  at  least 
in  the  eyes  of  others.  But  we  cannot  fool  God, 
and,  with  the  world  situation  rapidly  deter- 
iorating, no  one  can  be  sure  how  long  our 
sanctified  bluffing  will  last.  Sooner  or  later, 
reality  will  show  through  the  facade,  and  the 
half-hearted  Christian  will  be  filled  with 
shame  in  the  shadow  of  the  truly  dedicated 
disciple. 

Better  to  bow  head  and  heart  right  now,  ad- 
mitting spiritual  poverty  and  praying  that 
God  will  give  the  strength  and  purpose  to  be 
His  wholehearted  follower  and  effective  wit- 
ness here  and  now. 

Before  leaving  Eastern  Europe  on  this  last 
trip,  I  sat  with  a  man  who  is  well  educated, 
with  high  secular  qualifications  which  could 
get  him  a  good  position  in  the  West.  He  could 
easily  defect  and  settle  down  to  a  pressure- 
free  life  of  comparative  ease  and  comfort  in 
any  one  of  a  number  of  non-Communist  coun- 
tries he  has  already  visited  and  enjoyed. 

"Why  do  you  stay  here?"  I  asked.  I  will 
never  forget  his  reply. 

"I  th  nk  as  long  as  we  can  serve  the  Lord 
and  witness  for  Him,  we  must  stay  in  the  front 
lines." 

Flying  out  to  Amsterdam,  Holland,  my 
mind  flew  back  to  those  "front  lines,"  and  as 
I  landed  at  Schipol  Airport  I  remembered  the 
last  request  of  my  other  friend  to  whom  I 
had  said  "good-by"  at  midnight.  Walking 
over  to  the  newsstand,  I  chose  a  picture  post 
card  depicting  a  typical  Dutch  scene.  After 
addressing  it,  I  wrote  a  few  words  of  greeting, 
and  then  added,  ".  .  .  and  the  weather  is  fine." 

Then,  as  I  thought  of  the  meaning  behind 
the  code,  I  wondered:  "But  for  how  long?"

I  am  not  seeking  publicity.  Nor  am 
I  writing  to  attack  liberal  theology 
or  liberal  theologians.  But  I  want 
to  tell  the  story  of  one  who  was 
thoroughly  indoctrinated  with  liberal- 
ism in  college  and  seminary  and  who 
save  it  a  thorough  trial  in  the  minis- 
try. 

I  want  to  tell  why  I  found  it 
necessary  to  unlearn  a  number  of 
things  I  had  learned  and  of  the 
change  which  has  taken  place  in  my 
o\\'n  thinking  and  outlook. 

I  was  raised  in  a  godly,  middle- 
class  Christian  home.  We  attended 
church  regularly  and  my  father  was 
an  officer  in  the  church.  Mv  mother 
was  a  godlv  woman  and  my  three 
sisters  and  one  brother  learned  to 
respect  the  Bible  and  the  church  and 
the  Christian  faith  and  to  believe 
that  life  had  its  true  center  in  these 
things. 

I  attended  a  church-related  col- 
lege, one  with  a  long  and  distinv'uish- 
ed  academic  history.  Mv  introduction 
to  a  ne\\'  concept  of  the  Bible  came 
the  first  \\'eek  I  was  there.  My  pro- 
fessor was  a  relati\'ely  young  man 
with  an  attractive  personality  and  a 
teaching  technique  which  kept  his 
students   awake   and   interested. 

In  one  of  his  first  classes  he  cas- 
ually remarked  that  it  \\'as  an  un- 
healthy attitude  to  accept  statements 
just  because  we  were  told  they  were 
true.  He  showed  how  each  of  us 
would  be  expected  to  examine  all  of 
the  facts  and  then  arrive  at  our  own 
conclusions.  This  made  our  work 
a  real  adventure  and  it  was  only  a 
short  time  before  we  were  prepared 


to  question  any  and  everything.  It 
was  only  in  later  years  that  I  realized 
how  completely  we  were  taken  in. 
That  course  was  not  as  objective  as 
it  pretended  to  be.  Instead,  it  was 
"loaded"  on  one  side,  the  liberal 
side.  While  we  were  told  to  think 
things  through  for  ourselves  I  now 
see  that  the  old  accepted  formulas 
—even  the  very  basic  truths  of  Chris- 
tianity itself— were  held  up  to  ques- 
tion, and  at  times  to  actual  ridicule. 

But  it  was  all  wonderfully  stimu- 
lating and  I  was  completely  cap- 
tivated. By  the  end  of  that  year  1  had 
passed  on  from  the  confusion  ex- 
perienced at  the  first  of  the  course; 
I  was  now  completely  unshackled  and 
m\'  mind  was  free  to  believe  or  reject. 
That  I  was  actually  rejecting  more 
and  believino  less  did  not  occur  to 
me.  I  was  becoming  a  thinker. 

Some  of  the  students  demurred; 
one  or  two  even  challenged  some  of 
the  statements  and  conclusions  we 
were  led  to  accept.  But  they  were  dis- 
credited by  the  rest  of  us.  I  remember 
the  first  time  we  openly  ridiculed  one 
boy  who  said  he  still  believed  the 
Bible  literally  although  he  could  not 
explain  some  of  the  "discrepancies" 
we  argued  about  so  glibly. 

There  was  another  professor  who 
greatly  attracted  me  although  he  was 
obviously  in  the  minority  on  the 
faculty.  I  liked  him  because  he  was 
a  man  of  gentle  grace  and  of  Chris- 
tian  love.  But  he  was  conservative 
and  in  those  days  I  had  come  to 
have  little  use  for  conservatives.  As 
I  look  back  on  it  now  I  remember 
that  there  was  an  uneasiness  within 
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me  v\'hene\'er  we  were  in  con'.'ersa- 
tion. 

Bv  the  beginning  of  mv  fourth  year 
in  colleoe  I  had  decided  to  become  a 
minister.  We  had  been  challenged  on 
a  number  of  occasions  with  the  need 
for  voung  men  with  a  vision  and  told 
of  the  great  influence  we  could  have 
to  make  the  world  better.  Several 
successful  pastors  spoke  in  chapel 
that  last  year  and  I  was  greatly  im- 
pressed with  their  awareness  of 
world  conditions  and  of  their  sure- 
ness  in  their  profession. 

What  seminary  to  attend?  That 
vi'as  easily  solved  as  the  graduates 
of  mv  college  usuallv  Vi'ent  either  to 
our  denominational  seminary  only 
a  hundred  miles  awav,  or  to  a  large 
and  increasingly  popular  seminary 
in  another  state  where  an  entirely 
new  and  progressive  curriculum  was 
being  developed.  I  chose  the  latter 
because  I  believed  it  offered  a  broad- 
er education  in  the  field  of  theology 
and  the  other  subjects  so  important 
to  the  modern  minister. 

Mv  years  in  seminary  were  stimu- 
lating. I  was  no  longer  conscious 
of  breaking  with  past  traditions,  I 
was  such  a  part  of  the  new.  My  pro- 
fessors were  brilliant  men,  some  bet- 
ter teachers  than  others,  but  all  "pro- 
gressive" in  outlook.  We  knew  by 
now  that  the  inerrancy  of  the  Bible 
was  a  myth.  We  took  the  Bible  as 
we  took  other  truth— with  a  critical 
eye  trained  to  separate  the  wheat 
from  the  chaff. 

New  conditions  in  the  world,  the 
beginning  of  tensions  following 
World  War  II,  the  need  for  a  new 


social  consciousness  and  all  of  the 
political  and  economic  problems  at 
home  and  abroad  came  under  our 
purview.  For  the  first  time  I  saw  the 
need  to  preach  man's  social  plight  as 
a  part  of  the  Christian  message. 
World  conditions  during  those  re- 
construction years  made  the  task 
seem   so  much   more   imperative. 

After  gi-aduation  I  took  a  parish 
in  a  Midwestern  state  where  I 
thouoht  I  had  found  a  real  challenge. 
Most  of  the  members  were  conser\'a- 
ti\'e.  It  was  not  long  before  several 
spoke  to  me  about  my  preaching.  As 
I  think  back  now  I  realize  that  many 
of  those  dear  saints  were  far  more 
concerned  about  local  social  problems 
than  I.  But  they  wanted  me  to  preach 
a  gospel  that  I  firmly  believed  to  be 
old-fashioned.  I,  in  turn,  thought 
they  were  evading  their  Christian 
responsibility. 

I- stayed  there  for  three  years  and 
then  accepted  a  call  to  a  church  of 
700  members  in  a  small  and  bustling 
city.  Here  I  found  other  ministers  as 
concerned  as  I  about  practical  Chris- 
tianity and  I  plunged  into  civic  ac- 
ti\ities.  Together  the  ministers  of 
the  city  were  successful  in  effecting 
some  needed  changes  in  community 
life.  We  were  especially  interested 
in  the  "plight"  of  the  working  man. 

One  night,  at  the  supper  table 
after  the  children  had  scattered  for 
study,  I  mentioned  to  my  wife  that 
the  next  day  I  was  joining  in  the 
picketing  of  a  struck  factory  across 
the  river,  a  strike  which  had  been 
on  for  over  two  months. 

When  she  asked,   "Why?"  I  hur- 


ried to  explain  that  I  wanted  to  show 
mv  sympathy  for  the  workmen  and 
also  to  sense  their  tensions  and  frus- 
trations better. 

We  had  not  talked  to  each  other 
vevx  much  about  my  ministry.  Now 
I  was  siu^prised  when  my  wife  re- 
plied, "That  is  fine,  if  it  will  help 
\()u  win  some  of  them  to  Christ.  But, 
ha\e  vou  also  talked  with  the  man- 
agement of  the  factorv?  Have  they 
any  tensions  and  frustrations  too? 
/\re  Aou  trying  also  to  win  them  to 
Christ?" 

With  considerable  feeling  we 
launched  into  an  argument  over  the 
gosjiel  and  righteousness.  I  passion- 
ateh'  wanted  the  whole  world  (or  so 
I  thought)  to  experience  the  better 
life,  and  it  was  to  this  end  that  I 
wanted  the  influence  of  the  church 
felt  in  the  community. 

But  my  wife  kept  asking,  "What 
are  you  doing  to  win  people  to 
Christ?  Aside  from  young  people  who 
have  come  into  our  church  through 
the  church  school,  how  many  others 
have  made  a  profession  of  faith  dur- 
ing the  past  year?"  She  had  never 
talked  like  that  before. 

With  considerable  irritation  I 
changed  the  subject.  But  that  night 
I  had  difficulty  sleeping.  I  was  peeved 
with  my  wife  but  I  could  not  get 
awav  from  her  question— "Have  you 
really  won  anyone  to  Christ?"  Not 
onlv  could  I  not  remember  the  name 
of  a  single  person  that  I  could  ac- 
tually say  I  had  won  to  Christ— as  the 
night  wore  on  I  knew  that  I  had 
been  gi\'ing  mv  life  to  a  ministry  in 
which   Christ,   as  a  Person,   actually

figured  very  little. 

I  tried  to  think  how  I  would  go 
about  talking  to  someone  about 
Christ  (more  to  convince  myself  that 
religion  from  any  viewpoint  other 
than  the  social  was  irrelevant),  and 
for  the  first  time  I  found  my  think- 
ing a  jumble  of  confusion.  The  tech- 
nique of  personal  soul-winning  had 
not  been  a  part  of  my  training  in 
the  seminary  and  I  had  thought  I 
had  put  "fundamentalism"  out  of  my 
life  lono  before. 

As  I  lay  there  thinking,  some- 
where along  the  line  I  began  to  pray. 
I  asked  God  if  I  had  been  emphasiz- 
ing the  wrong  things  to  make  me 
realize  it.  I  may  have  dozed  off  but 
suddenlv  there  came  to  my  mind  the 
question  of  the  Philippian  jailer: 
"Sirs,  what  must  I  do  to  be  saved?" 
—and  I  was  wide  awake. 

I  besan  to  tremble,  not  from  fear 
but  from  the  shock  and  joy  of  a  great 
discovery.  I  cannot  describe  the  sen- 
sation but  it  was  as  though  the  mean- 
ing of  Paul's  reply  came  alive  to  me 
for  the  very  first  time;  "Belie\'e  on 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou  shalt 
be  saved,  and  thy  house."  Right  then 
I  knew  that  I  had  not  been  preaching 
the  gospel  as  God  wanted  me  to 
preach  it.  I  found  myself  out  of  the 
bed  and  on  mv  knees. 

It  would  be  simple  to  say  that  the 
ne.xt  morning  I  embarked  in  an  en- 
tirely new  direction.  It  wasn't  as 
simple  as  that.  But  for  the  first  time 
I  realized  that  my  wife  knew  Christ 
as  I  had  never  known  Him  (or  as 
I  had  forgotten  that  I  had  known 
Him)  and  that  she  had  watched  and 
prayed  silently  as  I  went  on  in  my 
stubborn  pride,  determined  to  re- 
form the  whole  world  while  despising 
the  thoupht  of  saving  souls. 

My  sermon  that  next  Sunday  was 
on  the  story  of  the  Philippian  jailer. 
I  tried  to  tell  my  congregation  what 
had  happened  to  me  but  it  was  hard 
and  I  am  sure  that  the  whole  thing 
went  over  the  heads  of  most  of  them. 

The  adjustments  which  followed 
were  both  humiliating  and  glorious. 
The  Bible,  to  my  amazement,  be- 
came an  entirely  new  Book  to  me.  I 
now  found  that  wonderful  things 
seemed  to  pop  out  at  me  from  its 
pages.  For  the  first  time  I  really  en- 
joyed reading  it  and  I  developed  an 
a\'id  hunger  to  understand  it. 
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The  transformation  in  me  began 
to  be  communicated  to  my  congrega- 
tion. Attendance  at  the  services  in- 
creased. It  seemed  that  almost  every 
Sunday  someone  came  to  be  received 
into  the  church,  a  large  proportion  by 
profession  of  faith.  I  preached  my 
first  sermon  on  hell,  and  without  em- 
barrassment. I  gave  my  first  invita- 
tion and  was  most  surprised  that  I 
wasn't  surprised  when  someone  came 
forward.  I  found  joy  in  talking  about 
Jesus  Christ  to  people  and  my  heart 
leaped  when  someone  told  me  that 
they  had  decided  to  take  Him  as 
their  Saviour. 

One  of  my  ministerial  colleagues 
of  another  denomination  came  one 
day  to  ask  me  what  had  happened. 
I  tried  to  explain  that  I  had  "found" 
ni)'  ministry  for  the  very  first  time 
—that  I  felt  like  the  Prodigal  must 
have  felt  at  home  after  being  away. 
I  o  m\'  amazement  he  asked  me  to 
pray  for  him.  Later  \ery  much  of 
what  had  happened  to  me  happened 
to  him  too. 

Three  years  have  passed  since  all 
this  happened.  These  have  been  glor- 
ious years.  I  most  emphatically  reject 
the  contention  I  hear  that  preaching 
Jesus  Christ  and  Him  crucified  for 
the  saving  of  souls  is  to  reject  the 
need  to  serve  Christ  in  the  world.  I 
believe  I  am  ser\'ing  Him  more  prac- 
tically in  the  world  than  I  was  be- 
fore. My  church  supports  a  rescue 
mission  in  a  deteriorating  part  of 
the  city  and  we  have  helped  hundreds 
of  individual  people  and  families— 
not  only  with  food  and  clothing  and 
shelter,  but  with  the  Bread  of  Life. 

I  cannot  condemn  those  fellow 
ministers  whose  ideas  of  the  gospel 
differ  from  mine,  but  I  do  pity  them. 
As  I  was,  they  often  are  the  victims 
of  their  professional  training.  They 
simply  do  not  know.  And,  as  I  once 
was,  thev  are  deaf  to  arguments,  to 
pleading. 

But  the  Lord  can  reach  them  just 
as  He  reached  me.  And  it  likely  will 
be  in  some  simple,  almost  unreason- 
able encounter  as  it  was  with  me. 
When  this  happens  their  eyes  will  be 
opened  and  they  will  no  longer  be 
blind.   Meanwhile  I  pray  for  them. 

I  suppose  you  might  say  that  I  am 
a  liberal-turned-conservative.  I  pre- 
fer to  say  that  I  am  just  another  sin- 
ner saved  b)'  grace.  T

Life  Is  More  Than  Just  Living 


"Lord,  bless  me.  .  .  ." 

How  manv  times  have  ^'ou  pravcd  using  this  phrase? 
How  man\'  times  even  in  the  same  pra\'er?  On  the  sur- 
face there  doesn't  seem  to  be  much  \^'rong  with  this.  For 
there  is  nothing  urong  with  being  contented. 

But  for  a  person  to  settle  down  in  his  own  self  interests, 
isolating  himself  from  the  main  stream  of  life  where  the 
real  battles  are  fought  and  won,  is  not  pleasing  to  the 
Lord.  There  is  so  much  more  to  life  than  just  living, 
when  that  living  is  centered  around  the  aim  of  enjoying 
one's  self. 

The  Westminster  Shorter  Catechism  expresses  the 
true  Christian  philosophv  quite  \\ell  when  it  savs,  "The 
chief  end  of  man  is  to  glorifv  Cod  and  to  enjov  Him  for- 
e\er"  (I  Cor.  10:31).  The  order  is  important— "Glorify 
Cod  .  .  .  eniov  Him."  A  life  li\ed  to  the  glorv  of  God 
has  its  own  built-in  enjovment  and  contentment  now  and 
fore^'er. 

Christians  must  uake  up  to  the  fact  that  the  greatest 
jov  comes,  not  in  the  accumulation  of  "things"  for  self 
or  even  in  just  being  contented,  but  in  entering  into  a 
wav  of  life  completeh'  apart  from  any  feeling  of  "What 
is  there  in  it  for  me?"— a  \\'av  of  life  lived  to  the  glorv  of 
Cod. 

In  such  a  life  one  joins  the  company  of  the  apostle 
Paul,  who  said:  "For  to  me  to  live  is  Christ":  the  saints 
of  the  earh  church,  who  counted  not  their  li^-es  dear: 
Martin  Luther,  who  stood  for  God  in  the  face  of  great 
odds;  and  John  and  Bettv  Stam,  who  gave  their  Hves 
in  preaching  the  gospel  to  lost  souls  in  China. 

Did  these  lack  contentment?  Thev  did  not!  Their  con- 
tentment came  in  knowing  that  thev  were  in  the  center 
of  God's  will  and  were  olorifving  Flim. 

This  tvpe  of  contentment  is  the  onb'  one  that  will  see 
the  job  done  for  Christ.  It  is  in  this  wax  that  we  w'ill 
objectively  look  out  upon  the  white  harvest  fields  and 
will  enter  into  those  har\'est  fields  for  our  Lord. 

It  is  \\ith  this  philosoph\-  that  we  can  ans\\er  our  own 
question— "Have  I  done  mv  best  for  Jesus?  "  And.  it  is 
then  that  there  will  be  complete  freedom  from  a  guilt 
or  fear-of-failure  complex.  God  wants  us  to  enjoy  life. 
But  He  wants  us  to  find  that  enjo\ment  in  glorifying 
Flim  in  all  thinos!

Retired  to 
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For  God 


That's  the  story  of  George  Kaugher- 


i,  unassuming,  small  of  stature^only  in 
part  does  that  describe  seventy-four-year-old 
George  Kaugher  (pronounced  Cow'-ger),  of 
Cuyahoga  Falls,  Ohio.  To  complete  the  descrip- 
tion, one  surely  would  have  to  add  warmheart- 
ed, energetic,  and  twinkle-eyed,  for  here  is  a 
man  who  seems  much  younger  than  his  years. 

A  member  of  the  local  Grace  Brethren 
Church,  Mr.  Kaugher  works  full  time  without 
salary  for  the  Christian  Business  Men's  Com- 
mittee. 

Typical  of  George  Kaugher's  personalized 
witness  was  the  time  he  went  to- Lafayette,  In- 
diana, for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  organize 
a  Christian  Business  Men's  Committee.  As  he 
got  into  the  hotel  elevator,  Kaugher  noticed 
that  a  young  man — one  of  the  hotel  employees 
— was  staring  at  his  CBMC  lapel  pin.  Both 
men  left  the  elevator  at  the  some  floor,  and 
the  young  man  said,  "I  see  you  belong  to  the 
Christian  Business  Men.  They  are  a  wonderful 
group." 

Kaugher  smiled.  "Yes,"  he  said,  "and  if  they 
are  wonderful,  it  is  the  Lord  who  has  made  the 
difference."  Then,  as  the  older  man  shared  his 
personal  faith  in  Christ  with  his  questioner, 
the  young  man  became  nervous  and  upset. 
Kaugher  invited  him  into  his  room,  and  together 
they  d'scussed  the  important  matter  of  one's  per- 
sonal relationship  to  Jesus  Christ.  In  only  a  few 
minutes  the  hotel  employee  left  the  room  a  new 
person  in  Christ — born  again  by  the  Spirit  of 
God. 

Nor  is  this  an  isolated  experience  in  the  busy 
life  of  the  genial  Ohioan.  One  day  he  was  the 
Thursday  luncheon  speaker  for  his  own  com- 
mittee, the  CBMC  of  Akron.  On  the  following 


Monday,  Kaugher  was  eating  in  a  restaurant 
when  he  met  a  man  who  had  heard  him  at 
the  luncheon  the  previous  week.  They  began 
discussing  spiritual  matters,  and  after  a  while 
a  stranger  nearby  asked  if  he  could  join  the 
conversation,  as  he  too  was  interested  in  the 
things  of  God. 

When  the  discussion  grew  lengthy,  Kaugher 
offered  to  meet  the  man  in  his  home  some 
evening  to  continue  their  talk.  The  stranger  was 
reluctant  to  have  him  come  to  his  home,  how- 
ever, so  the  two  men  wound  up  at  the  Kaugher 
home  later  in  the  day.  After  a  long  time  spent 
in  the  Word  of  God,  with  many  questions  an- 
swered by  his  gracious  host,  the  stranger  open- 
ed his  heart  and  life  to  Jesus  Christ  and  left  a 
new  creature  in  Him. 

On  one  occasion  Mr.  Kaugher  picked  up  a  uni- 
versity student  and  gave  him  a  ride  in  his  car. 
Immediately  he  got  around  to  the  subject  of  the 
man's  need  of  a  Saviour.  When  he  came  to 
the  place  of  asking  the  man  if  he  would  accept 
Christ  as  Saviour,  the  man  said,  "Yes."  They 
pulled  to  the  side  of  the  road  and  the  man  let 
Jesus  come  into  his  heart.  Mr.  Kaugher  advised 
him  to  tell  his  father  and  mother  of  what  he 
had  just  done.  He  assured  him  that  he  would. 

What  is  Mr.  Kaugher's  formula  for  the  Chris- 
tian? He  has  at  least  five  suggestions:  (1)  Study 
God's  Word  to  know  what  He  wants  you  to  do. 

(2)  Get  out  and  do  what  He  wants  you  to  do. 

(3)  Witness  faithfully  and  allow  the  Spirit  to 
work.  (4)  Keep  self  in  the  background.  (5)  Every 
Christian  should  be  at  the  business  of  witness- 
ing of  Christ  to  the  lost.

The  Editor  Speaks . . .

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"The  little  church  on  the  comer." 

Too  often  the  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  spoken  of  in  these  terms. 
Even  though  some  church  buildings 
are  small  and  some  are  "on  the  cor- 
ner," there  could  be  no  greater  under- 
statement. The  church  of  Jesus  Christ 
is  God's  assembly  of  called-out  ones; 
a  world-wide  body  of  believers.  The 
church  building  in  any  particular 
place  is  simply  the  meeting  place  of 
one  very  small  segment  of  the  body  of 
redeemed  ones  scattered  around  the 
world. 

Our  Lord  stated  in  Matthew  16: 
19,  "I  will  build  my  church."  If 
Christians  could  get  the  impact  of 
this  statement,  they  would  not  be 
speaking  of  even  the  smallest  church 
building  as  "the  little  church  on  the 
corner. '  The  church  would  be  more 
involved  in  the  chanoins  of  lives  to- 
day. 

Just  to  think  that  it  is  Christ's 
church  is  a  staagering  thouaht.  So 
often  v\'e  speak  of  "our  church"  and 
what  we  are  going  to  do  to  advance 
its  cause  in  the  world.  Really,  it  is 
Christ's  church.  He  died  to  make  pos- 
sible salvation  by  grace,  the  only 
avenue  by  which  we  may  enter  the 
membership  of  the  true  church. 

Then  to  think  that  He,  the  Eternal 
God,  is  building  it  is  amazing.  Why 
should  we  ever  be  discouraged  when 
God  is  building  the  church?  This 
building  is  not  dependent  upon  any 
human  instrumentality;  He  alone  can 
build    it,    for    He   alone   can    save   a 


soul  and  thereby  admit  that  soul  to 
membership  in  His  church. 

Let  us  not  overlook  the  fact  that 
Christ  is  looking  to  the  members  of 
His  church  to  be  heralds  of  the  mes- 
sage of  salvation,  the  message  through 
which  people  come  to  God.  It  is 
through  their  proclamation  of  the 
message  of  salvation  that  He  is  call- 
ing out  a  body  of  believers  for  Llis 
name  who  constitute  the  true  church. 

And  let  us  not  be  discouraged, 
fearing  that  the  church  will  fail. 
Augustine  said  of  the  church,  "It 
is  founded  upon  the  rock,  so  it  does 
not  fall."  Christ  stated  that  even 
the  gates  of  hell  could  not  prevail 
against  it.  The  hymnwriter  expressed 
it  in  the  words,  "The  church's  one 
foundation  is  Jesus  Christ  her  Lord." 
The  church  is  being  built;  it  cannot 
fail. 

The  old  spiritual  puts  it  to  music: 
"Let  the  church  roll  on."  And  roll 
on  it  will.  "I  will  build  my  church." 
Our  concern  should  be  that  we  be 
a  part  of  that  church,  God's  world- 
wide body,  and  that  we  place  our- 
selves in  God's  hands  that  we  may 
be  led  of  Him  to  be  heralds  of  the 
message  of  the  church. 

As  we  come  to  national  conference, 
we  will  be  made  aware  of  these 
things,  for  the  theme  of  this  seventy- 
eighth  conference  is  "I  Will  Build 
My  Church."  Surely  the  Lord  has 
good  things  for  us  in  the  messages, 
and  challenges  for  each  of  us!        ▼

A  NEW 
APPROACH 

MOVES 
AHEAD  IN 
FRANCE 


During  the  second  world  war  two 
Catholic  priests  published  a  small 
book  entitled  France,  a  Mission 
Field?  Their  feeling  was  that  the 
gulf  between  the  institutional  church 
and  the  man  on  the  street  was  so 
great  that  the  church  was  unable  to 
evangelize  the  masses.  New  methods 
—missionary  methods— had  to  be 
found. 

More  recently,  many  evangelical 
Christians  have  begun  to  express 
this  conviction.  Many  have  had  the 
experience  of  starting  small  preach- 
ing centers  modeled  after  the  tradi- 
tional concepts  of  an  American 
church,  and  of  using  these  centers 
to  attempt  to  win  the  Frenchman  to 
Christ.  The  results  have  often  been 
disappointing. 

Sensing  the  need  for  building  a 
bridge  between  the  Frenchman  and 
the  church,  the  Brethren  mission- 
aries serving  in  France  presented  to 
the  board  in  1962  a  plan  for  the 
creation  of  a  neutral  Bible  center  to 
be  used  as  an  evangelistic  base  and 
to  be  adapted  as  closely  as  possible 
to  the  French  situation.  The  need 
for  concentrating  on  youth  was 
emphasized  in  this  proposal.  The 
Chateau  of  Saint-Albain  is  the  re- 
sult. 

The  Chateau  does  not  represent 
a  change  in  Brethren  policy.  Estab- 
lishing churches  is  still  the  goal  of 
Brethren  missions.  But  to  reach  this 
goal  a  new  method  has  been  adopt- 
ed. 

The  Chateau  was  originally  a 
medieval  fortress  of  the  Catholic 
church,  and  it  dates  from  the  four- 
teenth century.  Attacked  by  Protes- 
tants, sacked  and  burned  by  revolu- 
tionaries, it  bears  little  resemblance 
to  its  original  appearance.  From  the 
ruins  a  large  dwelling  was  construct- 
ed, with  a  number  of  smaller  build- 
ings surrounding  it.  Though  its  medi- 
eval aspect  has  long  since  disappear- 
ed, the  thirty  rooms  in  use  on  the 
property  now  provide  a  perfect  base 
for  the  activities  of  the  Brethren 
mission,  with  two  apartments  for  mis- 
sionaries and  with  dormitories,  game 
and  assembly  rooms,  and  dining  and 
sanitary  facilities.  The  property  also 
houses  the  printing  facilities  of  the 
U.F.M.  mission. 

The  amazing  way  in  which  this 
property  and  all  its  furnishings  were 
provided  (it  is  debt-free)  in  such  a

short  time  is  an  indication  of  God's 
leading  and  faithfulness. 

The  Brethren  mission  works  in 
southeastern  France.  Saint-Albain  is 
a  small  village  on  the  main  com- 
mu^iications  lines  between  Paris  and 
Marseilles.  The  Chateau  is  eight 
miles  north  of  Macon,  a  city  of  about 
40,000  and  the  prefecture  of  the 
Department  (similar  to  a  county). 
The  Brethren  are  the  only  evangeli- 
cal group  working  in  Macon  (with 
the  exception  of  a  small  group  of 
Pentecostals).  Saint-Albain  is  just 
an  hour  from  Lyon  with  its  million 
inhabitants.  The  entire  interior  of 
the  Department  (called  Saone  et 
Loire)  has  practically  no  evangelical 
work,  and  there  are  in  the  Depart- 
ment a  dozen  or  more  cities  of  from 
10,000  to  60,000  inhabitants. 

The  Chateau  is  situated  on  a  hill 
overlooking  the  Saone  river  and  the 
plains  of  Bresse,  with  the  Jura  moun- 
tains in  the  distance.  Within  walk- 
ing distance  are  a  beach  and  a  riding 
center. 

The  Brethren  Church  took  pos- 
session of  the  Chateau  on  June  1, 
1964.  Two  weeks  later  there  was  an 
extensive,  month-long  evangelistic 
effort,  involving  some  thirty  people 
and  including  tent  meetings,  market 
stands,  visitation,  and  literature 
work.  Monthly  overnight  youth  ral- 
lies were  begun  that  fall.  For  the 
first  rally  there  was  an  attendance 
of  two,  but  the  attendance  grew  to 
between  twentv  and  forty  by  the 
end  of  that  year.  About  half  of  the 
youth  came  from  Macon  and  the 
others  from  the  U.F.M.  points  in  the 
neighboring   Department. 

In  the  fall  of  1965  a  second  ac- 
tivity \i'as  begun,  a  monthly  spiritual 


retreat  for  the  local  youth,  and  in 
the  fall  of  1966  a  monthly  church 
dav  was  added  to  the  program. 

In  addition,  there  are  summer 
camps  and  evangelistic  efforts,  liter- 
ature distribution,  public  meetings, 
youth  meetings  in  a  cafe  in  Macon, 
and  the  showing  of  Christian  films 
to  attract  people  to  the  message  of  the 
cross. 

The  present  staff  includes  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Thomas  Julien,  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  James  Renick,  and  Monsieur 
Daniel  Dutruc-Rosset,  a  French 
worker.  In  addition,  Christine  Laird, 
niece  of  the  Juliens,  is  at  the  Chateau 
for  fifteen  months.  Two  families 
from  the  U.F.M.  live  in  Macon  and 
operate  the  printing  press  they  have 
installed  on  the  Chateau  property. 

The  Juliens'  furlough  was  sched- 
uled for  July  of  1967.  The  Renicks, 
who  arrived  in  February,  are  direct- 
ing the  Chateau  activities  until  the 
return  of  the  Juliens. 

There  is  a  pressing  and  immediate 
need  for  a  familv  to  care  for  the  phys- 
ical aspects  of  the  work— maintenance 
of  the  property— plus  other  mission- 
aries to  settle  in  the  region  in  order 
to  provide  contacts  for  the  Chateau. 

Since  its  opening,  hundreds  of 
people  have  come  to  the  Chateau  and 
have  participated  in  its  activities. 
The  unique  opportunity  of  living 
with  these  people— of  communicating 
Christ  by  life  as  well  as  words— has 
allowed  God  to  transform  many  lives 
and  lead  many  into  fruitful  service. 

About  ten  of  the  local  contacts 
have  found  Christ  and  show  evi- 
dence of  transformed  lives.  Five  have 
been   baptized. 

The  existence  of  the  Chateau  pro- 
vides  for   the   present   some   of   the

basic  needs  of  a  church  for  these 
new  converts,  but  we  are  praying  that 
very  soon  a  New  Testament  church 
vwll  begin  in  Macon. 

The  Chateau  ministry  is  still  in 
its  exjierimcntal  stages.  Other  groups 
in  France  are  watching  with  interest. 
A  minimum  of  personnel  for  the 
multitude  of  duties  involved  in  such 
a  work  as  this  prevents  the  Chateau 
from  operating  at  its  full  efficiency. 
Yet,  in  spite  of  this  God  has  shown 
His  favor  on  the  work  in  many  ways, 
and  we  count  on  you  to  join  us  in 
this  battle  for  men's  eternal  destinies. 

As  a  mission  field  France  is  dif- 
ficult but  strategic.  Who  knows  what 
God  has  in  store  for  this  great  coun- 
try? And  \\'ho  knows  what  part  is 
to  be  played  by  the  Chateau  of  Saint- 
Albain?  '  ▼ 
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BELEM-BRASILIA  ROAD  AND  KEY  POINTS 


A  new  missionary  era  in 
inland  Brazil  begins 
with  the  l^300-mile-long 


From  the  new  capital  of  Brasili 
to  the  ancient  city  of  Belem  at  th 
mouth  of  the  Amazon  runs  a  road 
1,300  miles  long,  freshly  cut  through 
rugged  hills  and  wild  forest. 

The  Brasilia-Belem  road  is  ta 
Brazil  what  the  link-up  of  the  east- 
west  railway  system  was  to  the 
United  States  a  century  ago.  It  opens 
a  vast  inland  area.  It  links  once  al- 
most inaccessible  parts  of  the 
Amazon  basin  to  the  economic  heart 
of  Brazil. 

It  is  not  yet  a  road  for  travel  by 
American  tourists  fresh  from  air-' 
conditioned  apartments  and  freewaysll 
or  thruways.  But  adventurous  types 
might  find  it  as  interesting  as  a  sa- 
fari and,  despite  the  early  phase  of 
development  along  the  way,  rather 
more    convenient. 

The  road  was  opened  to  traffic, 
officially,  only  about  a  year  and  a 
half  ago.  It  is  still  not  hard  surfaced, 
but  huge  trucks  rumble  its  length, 
carrying  the  fruits  of  the  industrial 
south  to  the  rural  north  and  tropical 
Amazon  fruits  and  produce  back  to  ~ 
the  south.  The  two  Brazils  have  at 
last  discovered  each  other. 

Paving  will  get  under  way  thi; 
year.  When  it  is  completed,  and 
when  gas  stations,  restaurants,' 
motels,  and  the  like,  now  building 
along  the  way,  are  more  common, 
even  the  most  demanding  American 
tourists  will  be  able  to  make  the 
trip. 

Now,  however,  it  is  best  to  make 
the  run  with  at  least  two  and  pref- 
erably   three    overnight    stops.    Gas 
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stations  are  not  at  every  corner,  but 
there  are  enough  of  them  so  that 
with  a  little  forethought  there  will 
be    no    problem. 

Mechanical  breakdowns  may  pro- 
voke difficulties  as  repair  garages 
are  still  few  and  far.  between.  But 
the  truckers  who  roar  by  are  as  help- 
ful as  they  are  in  the  American 
West,  and  a  car  in  good  shape  at 
the  start,  of  the  stretch  should  get 
through  without  trouble. 

There  are  eating  places  along  the 
way;  the  local  people  know  how  to 
prepare  good  food  in  their  own  style 
and  were  quick  to  set  up  small  res- 
taurants. Mixed  salads,  rice,  beans, 
steak,  eggs,  chicken,  fish,  and  pork 
are  plentiful,  though  the  steaks  are 
often  a  bit  tough,  being  very  fresh. 
Iced  drinks,  surprisingly,  are  the  rule 
along  the  road. 

The  iced  drinks  are  found  even 
in  the  picturesque  huts  with  babassu- 
leaf  roofs  that  sprang  up  overnight 
on  the  route.  Each  hut  has  a  freez- 
er or  refrigerator  that  runs  on  kero- 
sene brought  in  by  the  oil  trucks. 
Each  also  has  a  supply  of  bottled 
water,  brought  in  the  same  way. 
Prices  are  a  little  high  by  Brazilian 
standards,  cheap  in  comparison  to 
U.S.  prices. 

The  main  problem  is  a  place  to 
sleep  between  sheets.  The  few  semi- 
hotels  along  the  route  base  their 
prices  on  their  rarity  value.  So  the 
smart  tourist  plans  on  only  two  over- 
night stops  if  he  is  rugged,  three 
otherwise. 

The  first  overnight  stop,  figuring 
two  only,  should  be  at  Porangatu, 
the  second  in  Araguaina.  But  this 
means  a  run  of  some  330  miles  from 
Brasilia  to  Porangatu,  and  a  second 
run  of  about  470  miles  from  Porang- 
atu to  Araguaina,  plus  a  final  run 
of  nearly  520  miles  from   there  to 


Belem  and  hotel  comfort. 

For  this  reason,  the  three  over- 
night stops  are  recommended  by 
seasoned  travelers.  The  first  would 
be  in  Porangatu,  which  has  a  good 
new  hotel  with  a  few  full-size  apart- 
ments and  some  thirty  rooms,  quite 
close  to  the  road.  Rooms  are  clean, 
beds  good,  and  the  price  runs  to  less 
than  five  dollars  a  person.  A  res- 
taurant is  nearby. 

The  second  stop  would  be  in 
Guara,  a  small  town  some  450  miles 
from  Porangatu.  In  Guara  there  are 
five  inns  or  "pensoes,"  all  on  Ber- 
nardo Sayao  Avenue,  named  after 
one  of  the  pioneer  engineers  who 
opened  the  road  and  was  killed  in 
an  accident.  The  inns  are  not  top- 
rate,  but  the  beds  are  fair. 

For  the  third  day's  run  of  about 
265  miles,  the  stopover  that  night 
would  be  in  Imperatriz,  which  is  the 
biggest  town  along  the  route.  This 
run  goes  through  some  of  the  best 
scenery. 

The  hilly  country  is  left  behind  a 
third  of  the  way  to  Imperatriz,  and 
one  enters  an  area  of  babassu  palms 
and  here  and  there  a  modest  rep- 
resentation of  what  Americans  call 
"the  Amazon  jungle." 

Two  huge  rock  formations  strike 
the  attention  on  this  stretch.  The 
first  one  looks  like  a  giant  monument 
and  prepares  the  traveler  for  the 
second,  Estreito,  1,500  feet  high. 

This  is  the  point  also  where  the 
Tocantins  River,  nearly  a  mile  wide 
up  to  now,  suddenly  narrows  to  about 
300  yards,  squeezed  by  giant  rocks, 
then  opens  up  again  around  an  is- 
land. White  sand  beaches  line  the 
river  edge. 

A  little  farther  ahead  the  tourist 
suddenly  finds  himself,  frequently, 
confronted  by  apparently  wild  In- 
dians— but    they    are    merely    local 


small  businessmen  of  Indian  descent, 
using  a  routine  salef  trick  to  sell 
bows,  arrows,  and  pottery,  much  like 
the  Navajos  and  Hopis  in  the  U.S. 
Southwest. 

Imperatriz  is  an  old  city,  long  in 
decline  but  now  beginning  to  revive 
because  of  the  new  road.  There  are 
many  hotels  and  inns,  though  none 
of  them,  so  far,  first  class.  They  de- 
pend on  their  own  generators,  as 
electric  power  lines  have  still  not 
come  in. 

Beyond  this  city  the  Amazon  for- 
ests really  begin.  A  bridge  leads  into 
the  State  of  Para.  For  some  300 
miles  the  forests  are  on  both  sides  of 
the  road,  broken  now  and  then  by 
clearings,  some  of  them  cattle 
ranches.  Jute  processing  centers  are 
fairly  frequent.  The  area  is  also 
rather  hilly. 

Near  the  ancient  town  of  Guama 
one  drives  along  the  Guama  River 
Valley,  which  has  natural  beauty, 
and  it  is  possible  to  dawdle  a  bit 
to  appreciate  it,  because  from 
Guama  on  to  Belem  the  road  is 
blacktopped  and  easy  to  travel. 
Pepper  farms  begin  to  be  frequent 
at  about  this  point. 

If  the  tourist  has  kept  on 
schedule,  he  will  probably  reach 
Belem  by  about  sunset— just  in  time 
for  the  daily  rain,  which  is  sched- 
uled, in  the  tropical  way,  for  that 
time  of  day. 

Some  tourists,  after  reaching 
Belem,  prefer  not  to  make  the  re- 
urn  trip,  having  seen  the  route  and 
its  attractions.  These  ship  their 
cars  to  Porta leza,  Ceara,  by  a  Loide 
Brasileiro  freighter,  then  drive  on 
back  south  from  there.  This  would 
probably  be  the  best  way  for  the 
adventurous  American.  T

"Israel  has  just  bought  herself  a 
decade  of  time."  This  was  the  com- 
ment of  a  news  analyst  on  the  day 
that  word  was  received  of  Nasser's 
resignation.  Israel's  avowed  purpose 
was  to  accomplish  this  very  thing. 
Thev  felt  it  would  take  at  least  ten 
years  for  another  Arab  leader  of  the 
stature  of  Nasser  to  gain  the  respect 
of  the  Arab  nations  and  unite  them 
once  again  against  the  little  Jew- 
ish nation.  But  Israel  may  have  been 
fooling  herself,  for  Nasser  apparent- 
ly did  not  commit  political  suicide, 
and  the  Arab  states  are  not  the  only 
enemy  that  Israel  will  have  to  face 
in  the  future.  Russia  herself  has  al- 
ready cast  greedy  eyes  upon  the 
wealth  of  the  Promised  Land. 

Does  Israel  have  another  ten 
years  before  she  must  face  a  militar)' 
foe  bent  on  her  destruction?  The 
answer  to  this  question  leads  us  to 
one  of  even  more  importance  to  the 
Christian.  In  the  light  of  Israel's 
prominence  in  world  affairs,  how 
much  time  does  the  church  of  Jesus 
Christ  have  to  fulfill  the  obligation 
entrusted  to  her  by  the  Son  of  God 
(Matt.  28:19;  Acts   1:8)? 

The  recent  Middle  East  crisis 
snapped  into  clear  focus  nations  and 
events  which  are  the  subjects  of  some 
exciting  Bible  prophecies.  The 
Communist  agreement  (in  spite  of 
the  fuzzy  and  noncommittal  word- 
ing) to  back  up  Egypt  and  the  Arab 
nations  against  Israel  calls  our  at- 
tention   immediately    to    the    proph- 


ecies of  Ezekiel  38  and  39.  The 
Western  jxjwers  watching  Russia's 
every  move  and  the  subtle  warnings 
by  the  United  States  to  keep  "hands 
off"  remind  us  that  one  day  a  great 
world  power  will  say  to  Russia,  "Art 
thou  come  to  take  a  spoil?  hast  thou 
gathered  thy  company  to  take  a 
prey?"  (Ezek.  38:13).  The  capture  of 
the  old  city  of  Jerusalem  by  Is 
raeli  forces,  coupled  with  the  words 
of  Christ  in  Luke  21:24,  cannot  help 
but  cause  the  Christian's  pulse  to 
quicken:  "And  Jerusalem  shall  be 
trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles,  until 
the  times  of  the  Gentiles  be  fulfill- 
ed."  Jews  are  even  now  thinking  in 
terms  of  the  rebuilding  of  the  temple 
{Time,  June  30,  1967).  Secular  news 
articles  concerning  the  miracle  of 
Israel— her  establishment  as  a  nation, 
her  prosperity,  her  industry,  and  her 
religious  complexion— are  sure  to 
create  a  renewed  interest  in  the  study 
of  Bible  prophecy. 

In  the  presence  of  such  distinct 
shadows  of  future  events,  it  is  well  to 
meditate  upon  the  seriousness  of  our 
responsibility  as  Christians.  Christ 
has  entrusted  to  His  church  an  obli- 
gation (Acts  1:8).  God  is  now  gather- 
ing out  from  among  the  nations  a 
people  for  His  name  (Acts  15:14). 
Let  us  not  forget  that  one  day  this 
obligation  will  cease  (Acts  15:16). 
When  the  body  of  Christ  is  com- 
plete, this  age  will  have  a  sudden  end 
(1  Thess.  4:13-18).  And  our  oppor- 
tunity to  serve  Jesus  Christ  will  ter- 


minate. This  certainly  should  alert 
us  to  the  importance  of  our  foreign 
mission  program.  Yet,  in  shame  we 
must  agree  with  the  comment  of  a 
recent  author  on  the  subject  of  mis- 
sions: "He  who  studies  the  history 
of  the  missionary  work  of  the  past 
few  centuries  cannot  escape  the  im- 
pression that  practically  everywhere 
in  Europe  and  America,  missionary 
work  has  been  treated  more  as  a 
foundling  than  as  a  legitimate  child" 
(Johannes  Blauw). 

The  Brethren  Church,  unfortu- 
nately, will  have  to  be  included  in 
that  indictment  as  proved  by  the 
per  capita  giving  for  foreign  mis- 
sions last  year,  which  amounted  to 
a  mere  $17.40.  Perhaps  this  would 
be  excusable  if  we  were  meeting 
our  present  commitments;  alas,  such 
is  not  the  case.  Many  of  our  mis- 
sionaries still  do  not  have  their  sup- 
port under\ratten,  field  needs  and 
plans  must  go  unrealized  due  to  lack 
of  funds,  and  several  capable  can- 
didates must  be  held  back  from  the 
foreign  field  because,  as  vet,  we  have 
no  financial  backing  for  them. 

Let  us  prav  that  God's  people  will 
awaken  to  the  fact  that  God  is  call- 
ing us  to  the  harvest  fields  now.  Let 
us  make  this  year  the  greatest  year 
in  the  histor\'  of  Brethren  Foreign 
Missions. 

As  Israel  moves  back  into  world 
history,  the  church  will  move  out. 
Do  we  have  a  decade  of  time  before 
the  Rapture?  T

The  plaque  pictured  here  is  being 
presented  to  Dr.  McClain  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Foreign 
Missionary'  Society  as  a  small  token 
of  remembrance  and  recognition  of 
his  valued  service.

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A  Christian  Witness 


"But  ye  shall  receive  power,  after 
that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon 
you:  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto 
me  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judaea,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth" 
(Acts    1:8). 

We  are  always  interested  in  the 
last  words  of  departing  loved  ones 
and  try  faithfully  to  fulfill  their  re- 
quest. How  much  more,  then,  should 
we  be  interested  in  the  last  words 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  given  just 
before  His  ascension  into  heaven,  and 
faithfullv  carry  them  out!  He  gave 
to  His  church  a  last  commission  with 
the  wonderful  promise  of  power  to 
fulfill  it.  This  povi'cr  was  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  God,  sent  by  the  Father  on 
the  Dav  of  Pentecost. 

What  is  a  Christian  witness?  A 
Christian  witness,  first  of  all,  is  a 
person  who  believes  on  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  and  receives  Him  as 
Saviour  and  Lord.  He  knows  that  he 
has  been  born  again  by  the  Spirit 
of  God  and  that  he  has  the  great 
privilege  of  telling  others  of  Christ. 
He  gives  witness  to  Christ's  death, 
burial,  and  resurrection,  the  onlv  gos- 
pel that  can  save  lost  souls  from  sin. 

Many  people  say,  "I  believe  in 
God,"  but  never  mention  Christ. 
They  cannot  come  to  God  except 
through  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Jesus 
said,  "I  am  the  wav,  the  truth,  and 
the  life:  no  man  cometh  unto  the 
Father,  but  by  me"  (John  14:6).  We 
must  be  sure  to  make  Christ  and  His 
precious  blood,  the  only  true  sacri- 
fice for  sin,  the  great  point  in  wit- 
nessing. The  important  thing  isn't 
what  we  do  for  Christ,  but  what  He 
has  done  for  us  at  Cal\-ary.  God 
made  Christ,  who  knew  no  sin,  to 
be  sin  for  us,  that  we  might  be  made 
the  righteousness  of  God  in  Him 
(II  Cor.  5:21). 

A  witness  must  stand  fast  upon 
the  Word  of  God,  that  he  may  be 
able  by  sound  doctrine  both  to  ex- 
hort and  to  convince  others.  It  is  our 
responsibility  to  give  forth  the  Word, 
but  only  the  Lord  can  save  souls. 
"Neither   is    there    salvation    in    any

other:  for  there  is  none  other  name 
under  heaven  given  among  men, 
whereby  we  must  be  saved"  (Acts 
4:12). 

Where  should  we  witness?  Christ 
did  not  say,  "Go  to  Jerusalem;  go  to 
Judaea;  go  to  Samaria;  go  to  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth."  Rather, 
He  said,  "Ye  shall  be  My  witnesses" 
in  all  these  places.  We  should  wit- 
ness where  He  leads  us.  We  can 
witness  in  the  home,  the  school,  the 
factory,  and  the  street.  Our  world  is 
where  we  are  living  right  now,  and 
we  can  do  our  part  for  the  Lord  by 
simply  being  faithful  to  Him  where 
He  has  placed  us.  If  He  leads  vou  to 
a  foreign  field,  go  and  be  a  witness 
for  Him  there.  The  command  is  to 
go,  teach,  and  make  disciples  of  all 
the  nations. 

There  is  much  witnessing  todav 
with  great  zeal  and  good  motives 
but  little  tact.  Many  people  are  being 
taught  to  go  about  buttonholing  peo- 
ple, asking  them  if  they  are  saved. 
What  reply  do  they  get?  Some  peo- 
ple simply  don't  know  what  they  are 
talking  about  or  are  forced  to  lie. 

Christ  never  did  this.  He  never 
pleaded,  coaxed,  or  tried  to  ensnare. 
He  simply  gave  His  Word.  "Faith 
cometh  by  hearing,  and  hearing  by 
the  word  of  God"  (Rom.  10:17). 
Souls  must  hear  the  gospel  before 
there  can  be  any  response.  Many 
new  Christians  with  great  zeal  and 
little    knowledge    are   bitterly   disap- 


pointed when  they  find  their  listen- 
ers aren't  really  interested.  It  is 
through  prayer  and  the  hearing  of 
the  Word  that  men  can  be  won  to 
Christ. 

Wherever  we  witness,  let  us  do  it 
in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  and  not 
in  the  energy  of  the  flesh.  "It  is  the 
spirit  that  quickeneth;  the  flesh 
profiteth  nothing:  the  words  that  I 
speak  unto  you,  they  are  spirit,  and 
they  are  life"  (John  6:63).  "All 
power  is  given  unto  me.  .  .  .  Go  ye 
therefore."  He  will  lead.  He  knows 
where  the  fishes  are  to  be  found. 
We  need  to  launch  out  into  the  deep 
and  obey  His  Word.  Peter  learned 
this  lesson  (Luke  5:4).  Let  us  launch 
out  in  faith,  remembering  that  our 
light  shines  brightest  in  the  darkest 
places. 

What  are  the  results  of  witnessing? 
The  Father  and  the  Son  are  glori- 
fied.  The  church  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
edified.  Souls  are  saved.  The  saints 
of  God  rejoice.  "They  that  sow  in 
tears  shall  reap  in  joy.  He  that  goeth 
forth  and  weepeth,  bearing  precious 
seed,  shall  doubtless  come  again  with 
rejoicing,  bringing  his  sheaves  with 
him"  (Ps.  126:5-6).  Paul  wrote  in 
Philippians  2:16,  "Holding  forth  the 
word  of  life;  that  I  may  rejoice  in  the 
day  of  Christ,  that  I  have  not  run  in 
vain,  neither  laboured  in  vain." 

In  the  second  chapter  of  Acts, 
Peter  witnessed  for  Christ  through 
the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  and  in 
verse  41  we  see  the  result:  "They 
that  gladly  received  his  word  were 
baptized:  and  the  same  day  there 
were  added  unto  them  about  three 
thousand  souls." 

Many  today  are  looking  for  visible 
results.  Too  much  number  counting 
and  evangelisric  boasting  tends  to 
breed  discouragement  when  outward 
results  are  not  seen.  Let  us  keep  our 
hearts  and  minds  fixed  on  our  Lord's 
commission  in  faithfullv  giving  out 
His  Word  and  li\'ing  for  Him.  Isaiah, 
a  faithful  vxatness  to  the  Lord,  was 
told  to  go  and  tell  God's  message 
"until  the  ciries  be  wasted  without 
inhabitant,  and  the  houses  without 
man,  and  the  land  be  utterly  deso- 
late." 

We  proclaim  God's  words,  know- 
ing that   He  will   bring  the   results. 
His  Word  will   not  return   to   Him 
void,  but  will  accomplish  that  which

Our 
babies  are  given  tender  loving  care, 
nourishing  feedings,  prayer  care,  and 
room  to  grow  and  develop.  Our  Sun- 
day schools  are  our  spiritual  babies, 
and  we  owe  to  each  one  a  generous 
supplv  of  tender  loving  care,  well- 
prepared  feedings,  prayer  support, 
and  room  to  grow. 

We  mothers  thrive  as  we  give 
T.L.C.  We  watch  eagerly  for  the 
first  tooth,  cheer  over  the  first  step, 
and  wisely  allow  our  babies  to  de- 
velop as  they  explore  their  surround- 
ings. As  they  grow  we  are  excited 
ovei  birthdavs,  good  grades,  and 
piano  recitals,  and  sometimes  we 
share  tears  over  disappointments  and 
losses.  Would  vou  like  to  have  the 
joy  of  gi\'ing  T.L.C.  to  your  Sunday 
school  even  though  you  may  not  be 
a  teacher?  Of  course,  every  WMC 
ladv  should  be  faithful  in  Sunday- 
school  attendance  herself.  Perhaps 
a  vouns  mother  would  welcome  your 
offer  to  watch  her  children  so  she 
can  more  effectively  call  in  the  homes 
of  her  pupils.  Or  have  you  ever  of- 
fered vour  time  to  help  prepare  vis- 
uals for  a  busy  teacher-"  How  about 
being  the  promoter  to  raise  the  funds 
to  send  your  superintendent  to  our 
national  Sunday-school  convention? 
(And,    of   course,    include    his    wife. 


who  is  undoubtedly  his  personal  sec- 
retary and  advisor.)  The  enthusiasm 
he  wdll  receive  will  be  well  worth  the 
time  and  cost  of  making  it  possible 
for  him  to  go.  Perhaps  a  lonely  Sun- 
day-school youngster  is  looking  for  an 
adult  to  give  him  a  little  tender  lov- 
ing care. 

Children  grow  so  rapidly  that  you 
can  almost  see  the  meals  you  pre- 
pare turn  into  energy  and  inches. 
It's  a  pleasure  to  compare  birthday 
pictures  or  school  pictures  from  year 
to  year.  Would  vou  like  to  see  your 
Sunday  school  grow,  too?  Perhaps 
the  Lord  has  called  you  to  be  a  teach- 
er. You  know  already  that  the  basic 
requirement  is  that  you  live  daily  the 
life  you  teach  about.  Your  walk  with 
the  Lord  must  be  a  reality.  Advance 
planning  is  a  necessity.  The  little  tots 
must  be  taught  that  God  loves  them. 
Each  pupil  must  learn  the  truth  of 
1  Peter  2:2:  "As  newborn  babes,  de- 
sire the  sincere  milk  of  the  word,  that 
ye  may  grow  thereby."  Even  adults 
need  nourishing  feedings.  In  our 
adult  school  of  the  Bible  each  scholar 
chooses  a  new  subject  each  quarter 
from  the  offered  cuniculum.  This 
provides  not  only  a  variety  of  studies 
but  also  a  variety  of  teachers. 

When  a  bab\'  becomes  a  teen-ager 
we  no  longer  keep  him  in  a  nursery. 
The  decor  of  his  room  adjusts  accord- 
ing to  his  age.  At  Denver  Grace 
Brethren  Church  we  recognized  that 
a  building  adequate  when  we  were  a 
"baby  church"  had  been  outgrown. 
Our  growth  has  not  been  phenome- 
nal, just  steady.  It  has  not  come  auto- 
matically but  has  been  the  result  of 
the  dedicated  work  of  many  in  our 
Sunday  school.  The  Junior  Depart- 


ment opening  exercises  are  crowded 
into  a  not-very-large  kitchen.  Can 
vou  imagine  the  fun  and  elbow  jost- 
ling when  three  youngsters  are 
crovN'ded  onto  two  chairs?  Or  the  frus- 
tration in  the  Youth  Department 
when  the  last  one  to  come  in  either 
puts  down  his  chair  in  the  aisle  .  .  . 
or  stands?  Or  the  needs  of  the  Junior 
High  boys,  who  sit  in  a  crowded 
semicircle  and  nearly  touch  knees 
with  the  teacher?  Or  the  problems 
of  the  first  grade,  which  meets  on 
the  landing  of  the  back  stairs?  A  Sun- 
day-school addition  is  now  under  con- 
struction, and  when  the  fall  program 
begins  our  "spiritual  baby"  will  have 
room  to  spread  out  and  grow. 

As  Christian  mothers  we  soon 
recognize  that  we  are  inadequate  in 
ourselves  to  guide  our  children  prop- 
erly, and  we  place  them  in  the 
Lord's  hands.  Is  your  Sunday  school 
also  on  your  prayer  list?  Perhaps  we 
are  tempted  to  dismiss  our  responsi- 
bility by  assuring  ourselves  that  this 
is  the  job  of  the  Sunday-school  super- 
intendent and  his  staff  of  teachers 
and  helpers,  but  each  WMC  mem- 
ber has  a  definite  duty  to  pray  if 
the  spiritual  baby  is  to  be  cared  for 
properly.  Does  your  superintendent 
kno\v  he  has  your  faithful  prayer  sup- 
port? If  you  disagree  with  a  method 
or  a  decision,  do  you  quickly  criti- 
cize or  do  vou  rather  choose  to  pray 
about  it?  What  better  place  is  there 
than  the  weekly  prayer  service  to  ob- 
tain a  prayer  list  of  Sunday-school 
needs? 

You  and  I  know  that  Topsy  didn't 
"just  grow"  .  .  .  nor  do  Sunday 
schools.  ▼

The 
rains  forgot  us  in  April  and  May, 
and  because  of  this  fact  nerves  were 
on  edge  and  spirits  more  tense  than 
usual.  But  we  praise  the  Lord  that 
it  has  been  possible  to  present  the 
Word  to  these  young  people  in  com- 
plete freedom  during  this  vear. 

"The  last  day  of  school  was  cele- 


brated on  Monday  the  22nd  of  May. 
Fatigue  in  no  way  hindered  the  en- 
thusiasm of  each  student.  The  bet- 
ter students  received  a  reward.  The 
others  consoled  themselves  with  the 
thought  of  going  home,  happy  an- 
ticipation  showang   on   their   faces. 

"Then  came  the  joyful  departure! 
The  vehicles  of  Yaloke  accomplished 
2,500  miles  without  difficulty.  We 
took  advantage  of  these  long  trips  to 
the  various  villages  to  give  entrance 
exams  for  the  coming  school  year. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  choose  forty 
students  from  among  more  than  200 
candidates. 

"After  leaving  Francine  at  the 
mission  hospital  at  Boguila,  I  had 
the  privilege  of  participating  in  a 
retreat  held  on  an  island  (we  call 
it  Patmos)  where  African  pastors  and 
missionaries  had  the  opportunity  to 
live  three  days  completely  in  com- 
mon, listening  to  messages  and  dis- 
cussing  things  at  leisure. 

"Now  for  our  great  news— Serge 
Aellig  was  born  at  Boguila  June  12, 
1967.  He  weighed  five  pounds 
fifteen  ounces.  Mother  and  baby  are 
fine." 

From  Minerva,  Ohio: 

"In  May  we  had  a  mother  and 
daughter  tea,  and  the  girls  surprised 
each  mother  with  a  corsage  for 
Mother's  Dav.  We  had  twenty-three 
present.  Our  WMC  is  almost  one 
year  old,  and  we're  hoping  to  get  a 
Sisterhood    group   started   soon." 


Santa    Barbara    WMC 

From  Santa  Barbara,  California: 

"We  have  started  a  WMC  here  in  Santa  Barbara.  Our  first  devotional 
meeting  was  held  on  June  18.

Depicting  Christ's  Bride,  the  Church 

The  Mid-Atlantic  District  held 
their  spring  SMM  rally  at  the  Grace 
Brethren  Church  in  Hagerstown, 
Marvland.  The  high  light  of  the  day 
was  the  fashion  show  with  five  girls 
from  each  church  modeling  school, 
sprarts,  and  church  clothing.  At  the 
close  of  the  fashion  show  one  girl 
modeled  a  wedding  gown,  represent- 
ing the  church  awaiting  Christ's  re- 
turn. A  tea  follov\'ed  the  program. 
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The  Middle  East  is  a  unique  land 
bridge  connecting  three  continents: 
Asia,  Africa,  and  Europe.  Here  you 
find  the  world's  richest  oil  fields  but 
at  the  same  time  a  mass  of  the 
world's  most  miserable  poverty,  filth, 
and  disease. 

At  its  very  hub  lies  the  modern 
state  of  Israel,  about  the  size  of 
Rhode  Island  with  less  than  8,000 
square  miles,  more  than  half  in  the 
Negev,  which  is  a  desert,  yet  heroi- 
cally sustaining  a  population  of  more 
than  2,500,000.  Completely  surround- 
ing it  on  all  land  borders  are  the  Arab 
states,  whose  only  bond  of  union  is 
their  age-old  hatred  for  Israel. 

The  Jewish  jjeople  were  dispersed 
centuries  ago  but  never  ceased  to 
hope  for  return  to  the  land  of  their 
fathers.  In  addition  to  Scripture,  the 
Prayer  Book  gives  prominent  place 
to  this  national  hope. 

No  matter  where  he  lived,  every 
Jew  would  recite  the  same  prayers 
with  only  minor  variations.  Three 
times  a  day  he  would  turn  his  face 
toward  Jerusalem  petitioning  God 
for  the  restoration  of  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple to  Palestine.  Two  of  these  prayers 
spoke  of  "assembl(ing)  us  together 
from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth" 
and  "return(ing)  in  mercy  to  the  city 
of   Jerusalem." 


Though  far  removed  from  his  land, 
the  Jew  would  pray  in  winter  for 
rain  for  Palestine;  in  summer,  for 
dew.  On  the  fifteenth  day  of  Shevat 
—the  first  day  of  spring  in  Palestine- 
he  would  celebrate  spring  even  if  it 
were  winter  where  he  lived.  On  the 
ninth  of  Av,  marking  the  remem- 
brance of  the  destruction  of  Jeru- 
salem, he  would  fast  all  day  and 
mourn  the  loss  of  national  independ- 
ence. 

Every  year  during  the  Passover 
service  he  would  say,  "This  year  we 
are  servants  here,  but  next  year,  we 
hope  to  be  freemen  in  the  land  of 
Israel." 

This  state  of  mind  of  the  Jew  in 
his  dispersion  was  well  put  by  the 
great  medieval  Jev\'ish  poet,  Yehudah 
Halevi:  "I  am  in  the  West,  but  my 
heart  is  in  the  East."  Always  has 
there  been  some  stream  flowing  back 
to  the  land.  In  our  day  it  has  bloomed 
into   national    statehood   once   asain. 

o 

Only  once  since  the  dispersion 
has  the  vearning  for  Israel's  restora- 
tion grown  dim.  During  the  French 
Revolution,  political  freedom  swept 
Europe  and  emancipated  Jewish  com- 
munities. They  felt  safe  and  settled 
in  their  country  of  residence.  Their 
sense  of  security  was  short-lived,  how- 
ever;   within    seventy-five    years    a 


political  reaction  set  in,  bringing  with 
it  an  anti-Semitism  that  revived  the 
age-long  ideal  of  national  restoration 
in  the  land  of  Palestine.  This  was  the 
beginning  of  the  Zionist  organiza- 
tion,  with  its  goal  of  establishing  the 
National  Jewish  Homeland  in  Pales- 
tine. 

An  agricultural  rehabilitation  pro- 
gram began  with  only  about  24,000 
Jews  still  in  Palestine.  By  1914, 
thirty  vears  later,  there  were  100,- 
000.' World  War  I  ended  Turkish 
rule,  and  the  Allies  made  it  clear 
that  the  Arab  nationalists  could  not 
expect  to  make  Palestine  an  Arab 
state  since  both  Christians  and  Jews 
had  historical  roots  in  the  land.  To 
this  the  spokesmen  for  the  Arab 
liberation    movement    agreed. 

On  November  2,  1917,  the  Lord 
Balfour  Declaration  expressed  British 
sympathy  with  the  establishment  of 
the  Jewish  National  Homeland  and 
promised  to  lend  aid  to  attain  the 
goal.  In  1922  the  League  of  Nations 
approved  the  Balfour  Declaration 
and  wrote  it  into  the  Palestine  Man- 
date    entrusted     to     Great     Britain. 

World  War  II  brought  unprece- 
dented persecution  and  slaughter  of 
the  Jewish  people  by  the  Nazis; 
6,000,000  Jews  were  exterminated. 
Only    about     100,000    were    found

alive  in  concentration  camps  at  the 
war's  end.  And  where  could  they  go 
now? 

On  November  29,  1947,  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  United  Nations 
voted  to  terminate  the  Palestine 
Mandate,  and  on  the  following  May 
15  the  State  of  Israel  was  declared 
established  in  spite  of  the  Arab  states, 
who  declared  war  against  the  tiny 
nation.  The  Jews,  numbering  about 
650,000  by  this  time,  bravely  defend- 
ed their  homeland  against  the  enemy, 
who  outnumbered  them  by  more 
than  thirty  to  one.  In  an  almost 
miraculous  victory  the  State  of  Is- 
rael crushed  the  combined  strength 
of  the  invading  Arab  forces. 

The  United  Nations  was  helpless 
to  prevent  unwarranted  partition  of 
the  land  and  unfair  annexation  by 
the  Arab  countries  of  large  areas  of 
Palestine.  Jordan  took  a  large  part 
on  the  west  side  of  the  River  Jordan 
and  divided  Jerusalem,  depriving  the 
Jewish  people  of  their  ancient  wail- 
ing wall  and  the  site  of  the  old 
Temple.  Eg}'pt  seized  the  Gaza  strip 
on  the  Mediterranean  which  was 
later  to  become  a  neutral  zone  under 
the  United  Nations.  Seeds  of  further 
conflict  were  sown,  the  fruit  of  which 
dropped  rotten  ripe  in  May  of  1967. 
The  current  conflict  is  being  en- 
acted at  this  moment. 

The  Jews  have  done  wonders  for 
what  was  an  almost  treeless  country 
with  large  areas  of  malaria-breedins 
swamps,  mountain  slopes  eroded  bv 
constant  washing  awav  of  soil,  and 
sand  dunes  piling  up  on  the  seacoast. 
Thev  drained  the  swamps  and  elim- 
inated malaria.  Thev  planted  trees 
by  the  millions,  terraced  mountain 
slopes.  The  Negev  desert  in  the  south 
was  watered  from  the  Sea  of  Galilee 
and  upper  Jordan  in  addition  to  new 
wells  and  old  ones  rediscovered.  New 
animal  strains  were  developed  that 
produced  milk,  eggs,  and  meat  un- 
known in  the  land  before.  New  va- 
rieties of  fruits,  vegetables,  and  feed 
crops  have  made  the  land  completelv 
self-supporting  in  foodstuffs  for  its 
2,500,000  people.  Since  1950  there 
has  not  been  a  crop  failure. 

The  Arabs  do  not  need  any  land 


from  Israel.  They  have  1,700,000 
square  miles  underpopulated,  under- 
developed. They  drove  out  almost 
200,000  Jews  from  their  countries, 
forcing  them  to  leave  everything  be- 
hind. Israel  had  to  absorb  more  than 
700,000  Jewish  refugees  from  Arab 
states  and  war-ravaged  countries  of 
Europe. 

More  than  $15,000,000  belonging 
to  Arab  refugees  has  been  released. 
At  least  6,000  Arabs  have  been  ad- 
mitted into  Israel  to  be  reunited  with 
their  families.  More  than  35,000 
Arabs  have  been  granted  citizenship 
since  1948  because  they  chose  to  live 
in   Israel. 

Israel  offered  Egypt  a  road  through 
the  Negev  to  provide  a  link  with 
Saudi  Arabia;  Egypt  answered  with 
a  blockade  of  the  Gulf  of  Aqaba  and 
the  invasion  of  the  neutral  Gaza 
Strip.  Jordan  was  offered  free  port 
facilities  in  Haifa.  Israel  offered  to 
sign  an  agreement  wdth  Syria  grant- 
ing her  fishing  rights  in  the  Sea  of 
Galilee;  the  answer  was  murderous 
raids  into  Israel's  farming  settlements. 
Israel  has  made  numerous  offers  to 
negotiate  anv  and  all  issues  with 
the  Arabs;  to  date  they  have  not 
recognized  her  existence  as  a  nation- 
yet  they  have  vowed  to  destroy  her! 

Two  basic  causes  of  Arab  hostility 
aie  evident.  The  phenomenal  achieve- 
ments in  the  land  of  Israel  are  a 
threat  to  those  in  ]X)wer  in  Arab 
states.  The  second  cause  is  a  dis- 
guised hatred  for  the  West.  Witness 
the  break-off  of  diplomatic  relations 
with  the  United  States  on  the  part 
of  several  Arab  countries  this  vear. 

Neither  the  1949  Armistice  ap- 
proved bv  the  United  Nations  nor 
the  1950  Tripartite  Declaration  of 
the  United  States,  Britain,  and 
France  stopped  the  Egyptian  block 
ade  of  Israel's  southern  port  of  Eilat. 
Israel's  ships  were  denied  passage 
through  the  Suez  Canal,  and  Arab 
states  constantly  raided  her  territory. 
The  "wait  and  see"  attitude  of  the 
world  nations,  however,  did  not  pre- 
vent Israel's  successful  defense  of  her 
homeland  in  the  most  recent  Arab 
attempt  to  annihilate  her. 

Israel  is  the  key  to  Middle  East 


stability  and  to  world  peace.  Mr. 
Abba  Eban,  speaking  before  the  Se- 
curity Council  last  June  6,  declared 
tersely:  "There  never  will  be  a  Middle 
East  without  an  independent  and  sov- 
ereign  state   of   Israel   in   its  midst." 

T.  E.  Lawrence,  better  known  as 
Lawrence  of  Arabia,  a  great  friend  of 
the  Arab  people,  adds  his  testimony: 
"I  am  decidedly  in  favor  of  Zionism. 
Indeed,  I  look  on  the  Jews  as  the 
natural  importers  of  the  Western 
leaven  which  is  so  necessan,'  for  the 
countries   of   the    Middle    East." 

The  first  mention  of  world  peace 
through  Israel  is  in  Genesis  49:10, 
where  God  speaks  through  the  first 
Israel— Jacob:  "The  sceptre  shall  not 
depart  from  Judah,  nor  the  ruler's 
staff  from  between  his  feet,  until 
Shiloh  come;  and  unto  him  shall  the 
obedience  of  the  peoples  be"  (ARV). 
The  Hebraist  tells  us  "Shiloh"  is  a 
Messianic  title  meaning  "peace 
bringer,"  or  "peace  maker."  Jacob's 
prophecy  looked  forward  to  a  King 
who  would  arise  out  of  the  tribe  of 
Judah,  a  son  of  Israel,  and  His  rule 
would  be  widened  into  the  peaceful 
government  of  the  world.  It  adds  up 
to  this:  world  peace  through  Israel 
in  her  own  land. 

The  prophet  Isaiah  in  his  day 
was  the  leading  exponent  of  our 
thesis:  Israel,  kev  to  world  peace. 
"And  many  peoples  shall  go  and  say, 
Come  ye,  and  let  us  go  up  to  the 
mountain  of  Jehovah,  to  the  house 
of  the  God  of  Jacob;  and  he  will 
teach  us  of  his  ways,  and  we  will 
walk  in  his  paths:  for  out  of  Zion 
shall  go  forth  the  law,  and  the  word 
of  Jehovah  from  Jerusalem"  (Isa.  2: 
3,  ARV).  It  is  only  when  the  "many 
peoples"  have  been  taught  the  ways 
of  the  God  of  Jacob  that  "nation 
shall  not  lift  up  sword  against  na- 
tion," and  only  then  will  all  wars 
cease  and  peace  be  established.  It  will 
come  through  Israel. 

The  prophetic  word  to  Israel  is: 
"Arise,  shine;  for  thy  hght  is  come, 
and  the  glory  of  Jehovah  is  risen 
upon  thee.  .  .  .  And  nations  shall 
come  to  thy  light,  and  kings  to  the 
brightness  of  thv  rising"  (Isa.  60:1, 
3,  ARV).  ■  ▼

You  didn't 
look  anything  like  we  remembered 
you  to  be,  but  vou  had  the  same  pep 
and  vigor  that  has  become  typical  of 
youth  directors.  We  will  never  forget 
that  first  week  we  spent  together. 
For  a  lot  of  us  from  the  East  this 
was  a  once-in-a-lifetime  dream  come 
true.  And  you  certainly  made  the 
trip  memorable  with  those  fantastic 
speakers  such  as  John  MacArthur, 
Dave  Hocking,  and  Josh  McDowell. 
(P.S.  We  also  enjoyed  the  side  trips 
to  Disneyland  and  Marineland  you 
arranged!) 
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That  next  year  we  got  to  know  you 
even  better.  You  showed  up  all  over 
the  country  at  our  rallies  and  socials. 
We  listened  to  your  testimony  of 
Christian  living  in  the  South,  we 
watched  you  toboggan  in  the  North- 
west, we  slopped  spaghetti  with  you 
in  Ohio,  and  we  heard  that  "fabu- 
lous" duet  in  the  East  District.

How  Do  We  Stand? 


"United  we  stand,  divided  we 
fall." 

It's  the  slogan  of  one  of  the  great 
States  of  the  United  States,  but  it 
also  has  some  meaning  for  the  church 
of  Jesus  Christ.  For  what  could  bet- 
ter characterize  the  true  church  than 
Christian  unit\',  united  effort  for 
Christ? 

We  have  heard  the  cry  for  as  long 
as  we  have  been  children  of  God, 
"Evangelize!  Evangelize!" 

The  statement,  "I  will  build  mv 
church,"   is   ringing  in   our  ears. 

But  why  is  it  that  we  have  not 
reallv  moved  out  as  Christian  sol- 
diers, marching  to  do  battle  for  our 
Lord  in  the  great  conflict  of  win- 
ning the  lost  and  bringing  them  into 
that  world-wide  church? 

There  are  perhaps  manv  reasons; 
let  us  think  of  a  few. 

We  have  not  fully  comprehended 
all  that  is  involved  in  the  great 
program  of  Christ's  building  His 
church.  We  have  not  realized  the 
true  \\orth  of  a  soul  redeemed  and 
becoming  a  part  of  that  church.  We 
have  not  seen  just  how  each  of  us 
can  be  used  in  this  program.  Also, 
we  just  haven't  got  around  to  doing 
the  job. 

But  I  believe  the  greatest  and  most 
basic  reason  is  that  we  have  not  seen 
the  potential  that  there  is  in  every 
Christian's  being  involved,  and  in  all 
Christians'  working  as  a  unit  in  the 
business  of  reaching  lost  souls  and 
seeing  them  joyfully  come  into  mem- 


bership in  the  true  church.  We  are 
many  members,  but  one  body.  How 
about  asking  God  to  mo\'e  us  as  a 
body  in  this  greatest  of  all  endeavors? 

I  would  like  to  plead  with  our 
laymen,  pastors,  evangelists,  mission- 
aries at  home  and  abroad,  chaplains, 
young  people,  and  all  others  to  move 
out  in  the  fall  of  1967  in  a  con- 
solidated and  united  effort  of  preach- 
ing the  Word  and  of  evangelism.  It 
would  involve  our  going  on  our  faces 
before  God,  asking  Him  to  cleanse 
us  and  make  us  empty  vessels  for  His 
use.  We  would  need  to  become  con- 
cerned about  individuals  in  our  every- 
day contacts  as  well  as  about  those 
we  are  reaching  in  Sunday  school, 
church,  and  other  gatherings.  In  ad- 
dition,  we  must  reach  others  beyond 
these  contacts. 

In  such  a  great  effort  we  must  use 
all  means  and  methods  at  our  dis- 
posal to  get  the  job  done,  and  there 
will  need  to  be  a  rethinking  of  wav.s 
in  which  we  can  use  the  printed 
page.  Surelv  we  can  use  magazines. 
Gospel  portions,  and  tracts,  as  well 
as  books  and  booklets,  to  great  ad- 
\'antage  in  our  personal  witnessing 
and  in  connection  with  special  evan- 
gelistic  services. 

If  we  are  willing  to  be  used,  if 
we  are  willing  to  be  challenged,  if 
we  can  catch  the  vision  of  all  that 
can  be  done  as  we  launch  out  in 
such  a  united  effort,  we  will  see 
results,  and  we  will  experience  the 
blessing  of  God!  T

"Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord;

These  are  words  of  great  encour- 
agement, and  today  there  needs  to 
be  sreat  encourasement  in  the  Lord's 
work.  However,  in  order  to  have 
this  encouragement,  we  must  first 
have   great  courage.   Such   has  been

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the  case  here  at  Lexington,  Ohio. 
As  we  have  trusted  the  Lord,  He  has 
brought  great  things  to  pass.  One 
need  after  another  has  been  met,  and 
victory  after  victory  has  been  won, 
that  there  might  be  a  strong  gospel 
witness  in  Lexington. 

This  courage  was  first  evidenced 
when  a  small  group  met  in  the 
home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  Brun- 
dage  in  October,  1965,  to  talk  of  the 
possibilitv  of  starting  a  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  in  Lexington.  After  con- 
tacting the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  and  discovering  there  were 
no  funds  available,  they  took  Psalm 
37:5  as  encouragement  and  started 
services  on  Sunday  evenings.  Rev. 
Carl  Key  acted  as  leader  of  the  Bible 
study  group,  which  continued  to 
meet  until  the  spring  of  1966.  Bv  this 
time  it  was  evident  that  a  good  num- 
ber  v\'ere  interested  in  seeing  a  Grace 
Brethren  church  in  Lexington.  Bv 
March,  morning  services  and  Sunday 
school  were  added.  This  step  of  faith 
was  rewarded  when  the  average  at- 
tendance  for  the  first  month  came  to 
fifty-five.  Brother  Russell  Enzor 
served   as   pastor  for   the   next   three 


months,  until  I  was  called  in  June  as 
the  first  full-time  pastor  of  the 
church. 

The  intervening  year  has  been  one 
of  jov  and  a  time  of  trusting  and  de- 
pending upon  the  Lord.  Could  a 
small  church  with  membership  under 
thirty-five  pay  off  a  property  debt  of 
$10,000?  When  May  10,  1967,  came, 
so  did  the  last  dollar  to  pay  off  this 
debt.  "Trust  also  in  him;  and  he 
shall  bring  it  to  pass." 

Spiritual  goals  have  also  been  met. 
During  the  past  quarter  we  saw  two 
complete  families  come  forward  to 
trust  Christ  as  their  personal  Sav- 
iour. In  our  visitation  we  have  seen 
some  of  our  members  begin  to  wit- 
ness to  their  faith  in  Christ  for  the 
first  time.  All  of  the  growth  at  Lex- 
ington has  not  been  external.  Spirit- 
ual growth  has  also  been  important. 

However,  there  is  danger  in  simply 
recounting  what  the  Lord  has  done 
in  the  past.  We  cannot  rest  on  past 
victories.  The  present  and  future  are 
the  two  most  important  commodities 
possessed  by  a  group  of  Christians. 
Let  us  look  first  at  the  present  and 
then  to  the  future. 


Sundav,  June  25,  was  our  ground- 
breaking day.  Rev.  Lester  Pifer  spoke 
in  the  mornina  service  to  the  120 
gathered  for  this  special  day.  The 
afternoon  service  was  held  on  our 
property  overlooking  the  fast-grow- 
ing sections  of  Lexington.  Ninety- 
eisht  men,  women,  and  children 
joined  hands  to  sing  the  Doxology. 
God  has  done  great  and  mighty 
things  for  us,  for  which  we  are  glad' 

A  special  goal  of  $1,000  had  been 
set  for  the  building  fund,  and  when 
the  dav  was  over,  $1,230.30  had  been 
received.  What  a  blessing  to  serve  a 
God  who  can  accomplish  miracles 
today! 

But  what  of  the  future?  If  the 
Lord  should  tarry  in  these  perilous 
times,  a  beautiful  and  functional 
building  of  colonial  design  will  grace 
our  property.  Our  plans  are  complete; 
and  as  soon  as  bids  are  received  and 
contracts  awarded,  the  building  will 
be  under  way. 

The  Psalmist  v\TOte,  "Commit  thy 
way  unto  the  Lord;  trust  also  in  him; 
and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass."  The 
people  at  Lexington  know  the  reality 
of  this  verse.  ▼

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or  How  To  Rob  a  Grocery  Store

You  will  find  this  hard  to  believe, 
but  I  was  there— believe  me! 

On  a  perfectly  legitimate  mission, 
a  search  for  a  few  postage  stamps  on 
the  Fourth  of  July,  I  became  involved 
in  a  very  illegitimate  episode.  As  an 
innocent  bystander  I  learned  how  to 
rob  the  safe  of  a  large  and  prosperous 
grocery  store. 

Walking  in  front  of  the  grocery, 
searching  for  a  stamp  machine,  I  was 
conscious  of  an  unusuallv  dressed 
man  but  promptly  dismissed  this  from 
my  mind.  People  wear  strange  garbs 
at  times. 

The  first  intimation  I  had  of 
trouble  was  the  hard  end  of  a  45- 
caliber  automatic  revolver  in  mv  ribs. 
It  was  a  strange  and  uncomfortable 
sensation.  It  was  also  a  time  to  thank 
the  Lord  for  mv  salvation. 

A  stern  voice  very  close  to  me  di- 
rected mv  attention  to  the  Food  Giant 
Grocerv  door,  and  with  the  "45" 
pressing  against  mv  back  I  was 
marched  through  the  dcwr  and  into 
the  cash  room. 

The  other  bandit  was  already 
there,  his  face  and  nose  taped  with 
band-aids  and  adhesive  and  a  soft 
hat  pulled  low  over  his  head.  Little 
more  than  his  eves  and  the  sides  of 
his  face  was  visible.  His  "45"  was 
pointed  toward  the  assistant  store 
manager  who  had  been  surprised  bv 
these  two  men  as  he  came  to  pre- 
pare for  the  store  opening.  Apparent- 
ly they  had  been  in  the  store  all 
night.  Ordered  to  open  the  double 
safe,  he  was  clearly  very  frightened, 
shaking  so  badly  that  he  found  it  dif 
ficult  to  work  with  the  safe  dial.  He 
had  every  right  to  be  scared.  It  was 
clear  that  these  men  were  there  to 
get  what  they  came  after  at  any 
cost.  Modern  thugs  are  even  radio 
eqin'pped.  They  carried  walkie-talk- 
ies tuned  to  the  police  band.  The 
boss  of  the  two  informed  us  that  if 
he  heard  anything  of  this  robbery  on 
the  police  band,  we  would  all  be 
dead.  His  eyes  and  his  menacing 
gun  told  us  he  meant  what  he  said. 
Anvvvav,  v\ho  argues  with  the  bio 
hole  in  the  end  of  a  "45"? 


For  twenty  long  minutes  I  watch- 
ed the  procedure,  all  the  while  trying 
to  photograph  mentallv  all  that  was 
happening.  I  knew  that  if  I  came  out 
of  this  unscathed,  I  would  have  val- 
uable information  for  the  police. 
These  men  were  pros.  They  had 
e\'ervthino  figured.  When  the  ladv 
who  worked  in  the  grocery  snack  bar 
came  in,  she  was  herded  into  the 
room  at  the  point  of  a  gun  practically 
in  a  state  of  shcxrk. 

While  the  burglar  who  apprehend- 
ed me  was  moving  across  the  huge

Store  to  bring  her  into  the  cash  room, 
I  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity 
to  talk  to  the  other  burglar.  I  said 
to  him,  "I  am  a  minister."  Fle  blink- 
ed at  that.  What  a  strange  person  to 
have  at  a  holdup!  "This  life  pays  off 
only  in  trouble,  no  matter  how  much 
money  you  get.  I  can  tell  you  how 
to  control  your  love  for  money  and 
have  peace  of  heart  through  Christ." 
Fie  stopped  me  v\dth  a  grunt  of 
disdain  and  made  a  statement  I  will 
never  forget.  He  said,  "I  have  been 
in  the  church  and  out  a  couple  of 
times,  and  I  have  chosen  this  life." 


I  tried  further  communication  with 
him  but  was  finally  told  to  "shut  up," 
which  I  did.  Then  I  began  to  wonder 
about  the  church  which  apparently 
had  failed  to  get  its  message  through 
to  this  man.  Even  making  allowance 
for  many  circumstances,  it  seemed 
to  me  that  some  church  had  miser- 
ably failed  in  its  mission. 

All  this  time  the  storeman  was 
working  with  the  safe.  I  was  con- 
cerned  that  the  holdup  men  might 
become  exasperated  and  start  shoot- 
ing. Finally,  one  pushed  the  store- 
man  roughly  aside,  took  the  combi- 
nation  card,  and  opened  both  safes 
himself. 

A  large  metal  wastebasket  was 
close  at  hand.  The  contents  were 
emptied  on  the  floor  and  all  the 
money  scraped  from  the  safe  into  the 
basket.  As  the  job  was  finished,  the 
storeman  first  and  then  the  lady  and 
I  were  directed  to  proceed  to  the 
back  of  the  store.  There  was  that 
"45"  in  my  back  again.  I  got  the 
idea  that  these  men  did  not  trust 
me.  We  were  locked  in  the  janitor's 
room.  After  about  fifteen  minutes 
we  were  able  to  pry  off  a  grill  on  the 
bottom  of  the  door  and  release  our- 
selves. Bv  this  time  the  men  were 
gone  with  the  money— a  complete 
escape.  We  tripped  the  burglar  alarm 
and  called  the  police.  The  whole 
experience  took  about  fifty  minutes, 
but  it  seemed  much  longer. 

That  afternoon  I  spent  a  long 
time  in  the  police  department  re- 
constructing the  events  and  descrip- 
tions of  the  men. 

Three  large  area  newspapers  car- 
ried the  story  the  next  day.  However, 
it  \\as  not  a  very  relaxed  vi'ay  to  get 
publicity. 

The  moral?  Don't  go  looking  for 
postage  stamps  on  the  Fourth  of  July! 

After  going  through  this  expe- 
rience and  realizing  something  of  the 
strain  and  pressures  the  holdup  men 
were  under  and  what  they  face  po- 
tentially in  the  future,  I  thanked 
God  as  ne\'er  before  that  Christ  found 
me  early  in  life  and  saved  and  filled 
me  with  His  grace  and  power. 
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Dr.   L.   L.   Grubb.   "We   must   wake 
Christ  available." 

Southern  California  averages  a 
bank  robbery  a  day.  Hundreds  of 
other  robberies  such  as  this  one, 
liquor  store  holdups,  and  savings  and 
loan  robberies  are  recorded.  Last 
vear  in  Santa  Ana  the  crime  rate  in- 
creased 50  per  cent.  Law  enforcement 
agencies  are  pressed  to  the  limit  with 
riots  and  crimes  of  all  sorts  and  then 
criticized  when  thev  deal  sternly  and 
sometimes  roughly  with  people  who 
go  around  brandishing  deadly  weap- 
ons. 

We  know  that  there  is  only  one 
solution  to  this  problem— the  power 
of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  is 
the  reason  we  are  starting  a  new 
Brethren  Home  Missions  church  in 
Santa  Ana  and  Orange  County.  We 
have  the  message  they  need.  We 
must  make  Christ  available. 

Through  the  3'ears  I  have  listed 
many  good  reasons  for  supporting  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  in 
the  work  of  church  extension,  but 
my  recent  experience  is  a  classic  ex- 
ample which  underlines  all  of  these 
reasons.  Establishing  new  Brethren 
churches  meets  this  problem  head 
on.  We  need  the  help  of  every 
member  of  our  national  fellowship 
to  do  this  job.  T 


Beaverton  Building  New  Addition

Rev.  William 
Schaffer  took  the  photos  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  ceremony.  A  buf- 
fet dinner  was  served  at  4  p.m.

Tradition  is  man's  means  of  mak- 
ing the  Word  of  God  of  no  effect. 
Jesus  stated  this  truth  in  Matthew 
15:6.  It  is  as  true  today  as  when  He 
uttered  it  manv  vears  ago.  Those  of 
us  who  are  engaged  in  Jewish  evan- 
gelism here  in  the  Los  Angeles  Fair- 
fax District  see  proof  of  this  every 
dav  of  our  lives. 

Bible  classes  are  a  good  place  to 
obser\'e  the  effect  of  man-made  tradi- 
tion. Our  Wednesday  evening  Bible 
class  is  no  exception.  After  a  period 
of  Bible  instruction  and  during  our 
time  of  fellowship  around  light  re- 
freshments the  Jewish  people  who 
attend  this  class  are  very  free  to  ex- 
press themselves.  When  the  message 
conflicts  with  rabbinical  tradition, 
reactions  sometimes  come  from 
everv  side.  This  is  particularly  true 
if  some  of  those  present  happen  to 
be  versed  in  the  Hebrew  of  the  Old 
Testament.  At  such  times  a  real  op- 
portunitv  is  presented  to  breach  the 
walls  of  tradition  and  lay  bare  its 
error.  But  even  when  tradition  has 
been  shown  up  as  the  untrue,  fool- 
ish thing  it  is,  often  the  Jewish  per- 
son will  say,  "Yes,  but  our  tradition 
teaches.  .  .  ,"  As  Paul  says,  "The  vail 
is  upon   their  heart"   (II  Cor.   3:15). 

Here  is  the  way  it  works  in  Los 
Angeles,  Fairfax. 

It  is  refreshment  time  in  our  Wed- 
nesday evening  Bible  class.  The 
message  I  have  just  presented  has 
dealt  with  the  triimitv  of  God.  I  have 
used  the  Sh'ma  as  the  basis  for  my 
message.  The  Sh'ma,  as  Deuteronomy 
6:4  is  called  in  Judaism,  is  the  most 
important  verse  of  the  whole  Old 
Testament  to  the  Jew,  for  it  deals 
with  the  person  of  God.  It  tells  what 


He  is.  According  to  the  Jew,  Deu- 
teronomy 6:4  teaches  God  is  a  unit. 
"Hear,  O  Israel:  The  Lord  our  God 
is  one  Lord."  Judaism  centers  itself 
around  this  verse  of  Scripture. 

My  message  concerned  three  parts 
of  that  verse.  First,  I  dealt  with  the 
meaning  of  the  word  translated 
"one."  It  is  the  Hebrew  word  echod. 
Using  Genesis  1:5,  2:24,  41:25,  and 
other  passages,  I  pointed  out  that  this 
Hebrew  word  is  used  only  where  the 
unitv  of  separate  ideas  or  entities  is 
set  forth.  Thus,  God,  when  He  uses 
this  word  to  describe  His  person, 
sets  himself  forth  as  something  other 
than  a  unit.  In  unity  there  is  room 
for  God  the  Father  and  God  the  Son. 
This  is  the  teaching  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment. 

Next  I  pointed  out  that  the  Word 
translated  "God"  was  in  the  plural 
in  the  Hebrew  text.  I  dealt  with  the 
significance  of  this  in  other  passages, 
such  as  Genesis  1:1-2  and  1:26. 

I  stressed  the  significance  of  the 
repetition  of  God's  name  in  the 
Sh'ma.  Why  would  God,  in  a  verse 
dealing  with  His  unitv,  mention  His 
name  three  times? 

I  closed  with  several  passages  of 
Scripture  which  emphasize  the  Fa- 
ther, Son,  and  Holy  Spirit— passages 
such  as  Genesis  1:1-2,  Proverbs  30:4, 


and  Isaiah  48:16. 

Afterv\'ard,  one  of  the  women 
called  me  over  to  discuss  what  I  had 
said.  Her  first  statement  was  to  the 
effect  that  Jewish  people  could  never 
accept  such  statements  concerning 
God,  for  their  "tradition"  taught 
otherwise. 

I  asked  Mrs.  S—  to  think  with  me 
for  just  a  moment.  First  I  asked  her 
if  I  had  gone  outside  the  Old  Testa- 
ment to  present  proof  for  what  I  had 
said  concerning  the  person  of  God. 
She  admitted  I  had  not.  Next  I  asked 
her  if  she  believed  the  Old  Testament 
to  be  the  very  Word  of  God.  She 
said  she  did  but  that  it  had  to  be 
explained.  "But,"  she  added,  "you 
cannot  sav  the  Old  Testament 
teaches  God  is  unity.  This  can't  be 
true,  for  our  creed  savs  God  is  one!" 

Once  again  we  looked  through  the 
Genesis  passages.  Each  time  she 
agreed  that  where  the  word  echod 
was  used  it  could  not  mean  "one." 
Rather,  it  had  to  mean  "unity,"  for 
it  alwavs  included  separate  and  dis- 
tinct ideas  or  things. 

We  discussed  other  passages  of 
Scripture.  All  at  once  I  realized  many 
others   in    the    room   were    listening. 

Bv  then  it  was  ten  o'clock,  and  as 
\\'e  started  for  the  cars,  Mrs.  S— 
grasped  mv  arm.  "But  our  tradition 
does  not  teach  so!  How  can  it  be 
true?" 

I  I'cplicd,  "What  will  you  believe: 
the  tradition  of  men  or  the  Word  of 
God?" 

"Good  night,"  she  said.  "This  has 
been  most  enjoyable.  Call  for  me 
next  week." 

What  is  the  remedy  for  the  doubt- 
ing Jewish  heart?  Paul  tells  us  in  II 
Corinthians  3:16.  "Nevertheless 
when  it  [the  heart]  shall  turn  to  the 
Lord,  the  vii\  shall  be  taken  away." 

Pray  that  the  heart  of  Mrs.  S— 
and  others  like  her  may  soon  turn  to 
the  Lord!  T

It  seems  fitting  to  celebrate  the  thirtieth 
year  of  the  founding  of  Grace  Theological 
Seminary,  and  so  with  various  features 
throughout  this  year  the  school  has  memorial- 
ized its  origin  in  1937.  The  climax  is  planned 
for  the  week  during  the  annual  conference  of 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches 
Thursday,  August  17,  is  Seminary  Day. 
Throughout  the  day  special  attention  will  be 
given  to  the  school  and  its  thirty  years  of  min- 
istry, culminating  with  the  challenge  hour  in 
the  evening.  The  faculty  and  staff  invite  all 
those  in  attendance  at  national  conference  to 
join  with  us  in  this  celebration. 

Through  these  thirty  years  of  time  we  have 
learned  that  the  name  given  to  the  school  in 
the  beginning  was  more  meaningful  than  we 
ever  dreamed.  Grace  not  only  strikes  at  the 
heart  of  God's  method  in  dealing  with  men  in 
salvation,  but  it  also  extends  to  every  detail  in 
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The  histoiic  first  Grace  student  body,  October  14,  1937. 
Note  with  picture  read,  "Dr.  McClain  is  the  only  one  in 
the  picture  who  \\'as  not  taking  work  in  the  seminary  for 
credit."

God's  provision  for  His  own.  In  the 
most  amazing  way  this  has  been 
demonstrated  during  the  years  of  the 
ministrv  of  this  school.  This  orace 
has  been  sufficient  to  meet  every 
need  of  faculty  and  student  body.  As 
in  the  case  of  the  apostle  Paul,  we 
have  been  permitted  to  experience 
deep  need  in  order  that  we  might 
relv  more  heavilv  upon  the  grace  of 
God  for  continued  existence. 

The  message  of  Grace  Theological 
Seminary  remains  the  same  after 
thirtv  vears.  In  a  time  when  change 

o 

is  so  apparent  upon  e\ery  hand,  when 
schools  are  caught  in  the  currents  of 
change,  when  whole  denominations 
are  swept  along  with  the  tide  of 
change,  when  change  has  affected 
not  only  method  but  also  message, 
Grace  Theological  Seminary  has  de- 
termined to  resist  every  pressure  for 
change  in  its  message.  Subtle  and 
persistent  have  been  the  pressures 
to  produce  change,  but  spiritual  dis- 
cernment and  God-given  determ'na- 
tion  have  brought  the  school  to  this 
30th   anniversary. 

Beginning  with  a  substantial 
nucleus  of  tvventv  students  in  1937, 
the  school  will  inaugurate  its  thirty- 
first  year  with  nearly  200  students. 
This  means  that  God  has  given  favor 
to  a  school  that  honors  His  message 
of  grace  and  He  has  therefore  multi- 
plied its  ministry  tenfold.  Within 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches,  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary has  in  large  part  supplied  train- 
ed workers  for  tripling  the  number 
of  churches  in  our  fellowship,  in- 
creasing the  number  of  foreign  mis- 


sion  fields  from  two  to  seven,  and 
enlarging  the  number  of  services  for 
its  constituencv.  One  of  those  serv- 
ices is  embodied  in  Grace  College, 
which  ministers  to  more  than  300 
of  the  young  people  within  the 
church  and  looks  forward  to  an  even 
greater  number  in  the  future. 

In  addition  to  accomplishments 
within  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches,  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminarv  has  reached  out  bevond 
its  denominational  constituency  to 
the  saints  across  the  world.  Regularly 
through  these  years  the  school  has 
had  a  student  body  two-thirds  of 
which  has  been  non-Brethren.  These 
voung  men  and  women  have  gone 
forth  into  various  ministries:  pas- 
torates, mission  fields,  teaching.  It 
is  amazing  how  many  are  today  as- 
sociated with  faculties  of  Bible 
schools,  Bible  colleges,  liberal  arts 
colleges,  and  theological  seminaries 
and  are  promoting  the  message  they 
learned  in  Grace  Theological   Semi- 

o 

narv.  More  than  800  are  out  across 
the  world  heralding  the  message  of 
the  grace  of  God  to  a  world  that  has 
no  hope  apart  from  that  message. 

Memorv  takes  us  back  to  1937, 
when  the  school  began  its  ministry 
in  the  First  Brethren  Church  of 
Akron,  Ohio.  After  two  years  the 
school  moved  into  quarters  on  the 
up]ier  floor  of  the  Free  Methodist 
Publishing  House  in  Winona  Lake, 
Indiana.  In  spite  of  rented  quarters, 
the  school  continued  to  grow  through 
its  first  fourteen  vears.  It  was  this 
expansion  of  student  bodv  that  forced 
the    erection    of    McClain    Hall    in 


1950  on  a  campus  that  has  now  in- 
creased to  some  sixty  acres  and  nine 
buildings.  Through  all  this  program 
of    building    it    has    been    the    grace 

o 

of  God  that  has  supplied  our  needs. 
At  this  juncture,  with  a  new  library 
in  the  process  of  construction,  it  is 
the  grace  of  God  upon  which  we  are 
depending.  Numerous  schools  across 
the  land  ha\'e  turned  to  the  federal 
government  for  financial  aid  but,  in 
so  doing,  have  endangered  their  fu- 
ture. Bv  trusting  the  grace  of  God 
for  funds  to  erect  buildings,  we  have 
freedom  to  hold  and  herald  the  mes- 
sage of  grace. 

At  the  foundation  of  every  school 
is  its  board  of  trustees.  We  have  rea- 
son to  thank  God  for  providing  and 
keeping  pure  a  board  of  trustees  with 
claritv  of  purpose  and  determination 
to  maintain  a  school  which  adheres 
to  the  message  of  the  Word  of  God. 
At  the  heart  of  every  school  is  its 
faculty.  Grace  Theological  Seminarv 
and  Grace  College  have  a  faculty  that 
has  experienced  the  gi'ace  of  God, 
cherishes  the  grace  of  God,  and  is 
determined  to  conserve  the  message 
of  the  grace  of  God.  It  is  this  de- 
termination that  has  led  them  to 
make  great  sacrifice  in  order  to  be 
associated  with  this  school.  Were  it 
not  for  a  corporation  drawn  largely 
trom  the  membership  of  The  Breth- 
ren Church,  who  through  the  years 
ha\'e  prax'cd  for  us,  have  given  to  us, 
and  in  nameless  ways  have  support- 
ed us,  Grace  Theological  Seminarv 
could  not  exist.  This,  too,  must  be 
traced  to  the  grace  of  God  working 
in  the  hearts  of  His  own.  T 
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Tvventv-five  years  ago,  when  I  was 
called  to  the  presidency  of  this 
school,  it  became  my  privilege  to 
formulate  the  central  purpose  em- 
bodied in  our  charter:  "To  know 
Christ  and  to  make  Him  known  as 
the  onlv  Saviour  and  Lord  of  life." 

Now  the  time  has  come  for  me 
to  address  you  at  this  final  chapel 
service  as  your  president.  And  I  feel 
that  I  can  do  nothing  better  than  to 
point  your  eves  and  minds  once  more 
to  Him  who  is  "able  to  keep  you  from 
falling  and  to  present  you  faultless 
before  the  presence  of  his  glory  with 
exceeding  joy." 

My  text  is  brief,  the  first  three 
v\'ords  of  II  Timothy  2:8  in  the 
American  Standard  Version— "Re- 
member Jesus  Christ."  You  may  for- 
get me,  what  I  have  said,  and  what 
I  have  done.  I  shall  not  complain. 
I  ask  of  you  but  one  thing:  that  you 
will  alwavs  "remember  Jesus  Christ." 

Remember  Who  He  Was 

A  dear  friend  of  mine  used  to 
sav  concerning  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
"He  never  could  have  done  what  He 
did  if  He  had  not  been  who  He  was!" 
Who  was  Jesus?  Upon  this  question 
hang  vast  and  eternal  issues.  The 
entire  plan  of  salvation,  the  whole 
structure  of  gospel  truth,  the  total 
content  of  divine  revelation— yes,  all 
our  hopes  for  time  and  eternity  rest 
upon  the  answer  to  this  question. 

And  God  has  answered  this  ques- 
tion. For  all  divine  revelation  speaks 
with  one  voice  about  the  matter.  Six 
hundred  vears  before  the  birth  of  our 
Lord,  Isaiah  saw  His  glory  and 
named  Him  "Wonderful,  Counselor, 
The  Mightv  God,  the  Everlasting 
Father,  the  Prince  of  Peace."  Micah 
spoke  of  Him  as  the  one  "whose 
goinos  forth  are  of  old,  from  ever- 
lasting."  And  John,  that  disciple 
whom  Jesus  loved,  wrote  of  Him  as 
the  "Eternal  Word"— "God  manifest 
in  the  flesh."  This  is  the  answer- 
God's  answer— to  the  question, 
"Who  is  Jesus?"  He  was  and  is  the 
infinite  and  eternal  God. 

There  is  litde  danger  that  the 
world  will  ever  forget  that  there  was 
once  on  earth  a  person  named  Jesus 
of  Nazareth.  All  the  unbelief  and 
skepticism  of  man  could  never  ef- 
face wholly  the  imprint  of  His  foot- 
steps in  human  history.  But  there  is 
real  danger  that  the  world,  and  even 


the  professing  church,  mav  forget 
who  Jesus  is!  And  I  think  that  the 
de\'il  would  be  wholly  content  to 
ha\e  us  remember  the  man  Jesus 
and  forget  who  He  is.  Therefore,  it 
is  mv  business,  it  is  vour  business,  and 
the  business  of  this  school,  to  make 
sure  that  in  our  presence  no  one  shall 
ever  foroet  that  lesus  is  "the  Lord"— 
Kurios— Jehovah— the  great  "I  Aw." 
There  is  great  blessing  and  power 
in  knowing  who  Jesus  is.  Remember 
who  He  is,  and  you  will  never  be 
ashamed  to  confess  Him  before  men. 
Remember  who  He  is,  and  you  will 
never  have  any  doubts  about  your 
eternal  salvation. 

Remember  What  He  Became 

John  wrote  of  Him,  "The  Word 
became  flesh."  And  Paul  pointed  the 
Corinthian  church  to  "the  grace  of 
our  Lord  lesus  Christ,  who,  thouoh 
he  was  rich,  vet  for  vour  sakes  he  be- 
came poor."  Again,  writing  to  the 
Philippians,  he  exhorted  them  to 
have  the  mind  of  Christ,  who,  "exist- 
ing in  the  form  of  God  .  .  .  emptied 
himself,  taking  the  form  of  a  ser- 
vant, becoming  in  the  likeness  of 
men."  The  eternal  Son  of  God  be- 
came flesh,  became  poor,  became  a 
ser\'ant,   became   in   men's   likeness. 

Who  can  measure  the  infinite  dis- 
tance of  His  descent?  When  we  have 
reached  the  limits  of  our  human 
comprehension,  we  can  only  say  in 
wonder  and  awe,  "The  Eternal  God 
has  become  man,"  and  fall  upon  our 
faces  and  worship. 

Let  us  remember  what  Fie  became. 
If  we  remember  how  He  stooped 
from  heaven  to  earth,  it  will  help 
us  to  stoop.  If  we  remember  how  He 
"humbled  himself,"  it  will  help  us 
to  humble  ourselves.  For  it  is  not 
easy  for  us  to  bend.  In  fact,  the 
natural  man  will  never  bend  to  the 
will  of  God.  We  are  often  proud, 
hard,  and  unyielding.  We  bend  to 
the  will  of  God  only  as  this  incarnate 
Lord  of  ours  dwells  fully  within  us 
and  the  spirit  of  His  condescension 
becomes  our  spirit. 

Here,  lest  I  might  be  misunder- 
stood, I  hasten  to  add  that  when  our 
Lord  "became  man,"  though  His  hu- 
manity  was  real,  just  as  real  as  yours 
or  mine,  yet  He  did  not  give  us  His 
dix'ine  personality.  To  put  the  mat- 
ter in  other  words,  "when  He  be- 
came what  He  did.  He  did  not  cease 
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for  an  instant  to  be  who  He  was." 
For  that  would  have  been  impossible. 
As  to  His  divine  person  He  is  al- 
ways "Jesus  Christ  the  same  yester- 
day, and  today,  and  forever." 

Remember  Why  He  Died 

The  Scriptures  e.xplain  that  "he 
died  for  our  sins."  "He  was  wound- 
ed for  our  transgressions."  "He  loosed 
us  from  our  sins  in  his  own  blood." 
What  does  all  this  mean?  It  means 
that  God  in  Christ  went  to  Calvar)' 
and  there  put  His  own  person  in  the 
stead  of  us  who  are  sinners;  that  He 
bore  in  His  own  bodv  all  the  ter- 
rible recompense  that  we  deserved; 
that  He  paid  in  full  all  the  debt  and 
demerit  of  human  sin;  that  by  the 
Cross  He  established  an  infinite 
credit,  as  it  were,  upon  which  we  as 
sinners  may  nov\'  draw  for  pardon 
and  righteousness  and  life. 

But  words  are  weak  and  language 
fails  when  we  try  to  speak  of  what 
Christ  did  when  He  died  for  men. 
You  must  come  to  Calvary  for  your- 
self and  there  experience  for  your- 
self all  the  blessedness  of  pardon 
unlimited  and  the  life  eternal. 

Let  us  remember  what  Christ  did 
when  He  died:  in  our  sonps,  in  our 
worship,  in  our  thanksgiving,  in  our 
fellowship  at  the  table  of  the  Lord; 
but,  above  all,  let  us  remember  what 
He  did  by  what  we  do  for  Him.  This 
is  the  way  that  God  remembers  us. 
Three  times  in  the  Book  of  Genesis 
we  read  that  "God  remembered" 
someone.  And  each  time  there  fol- 
lows a  record  of  something  that  God 
did  for  the  one  remembered.  I  shall 
always  be  deeply  concerned  about  the 
missionary  vision  and  consecration 
of  this  school.  I  am  expecting  even 
greater  things  here  in  future  days  in 
the  way  of  missionary  activity  than 
in  the  past.  And  I  know  that  I  shall 
not  be  disappointed  if  you— both 
faculty  and  students— will  only  re- 
member what  Christ  did  for  vou 
when  He  died  and  rose  again.  There 
is  no  other  missionary  motive  so 
filled  with  power.  Frances  Havergal 
was  not  wrong  when  she  placed  on 
the  lips  of  our  Lord  the  words  of 
her  great  hymn,  "I  gave,  I  gave  My 
life  for  thee;  what  hast  thou  oiven 
for  Me?" 

Remember  Where  He  Is 

There  is  a  false  cult  with  us  today 


which  claims  that  Christ  came  back 
from  heaven  in  1874  and  is  now  on 
earth  setting  up  His  kingdom.  And 
in  the  professing  church  there  are  a 
few  theologians  who  solemnly  declare 
that  Jesus  never  went  away!  All  such 
ideas,  of  course,  are  a  delusion.  Our 
Lord  in  person  is  not  on  earth  today. 
He  is  in  heaven.  This  is  an  impor- 
tant certainty  of  Christian  faith  of 
which  altooether  too  little  is  beino 
preached. 

The  presence  of  Christ  in  heaven 
bears  strong  witness  to  at  least  four 
great  Christian  facts.  It  witnesses, 
first  of  all,  to  the  perfect  righteous- 
ness of  the  Son  of  God  himself.  Sec 
ond,  it  declares  that  the  awful  pen 
alty  for  our  sins  has  been  paid- 
paid  to  the  last  farthing!  Third,  His 
presence  in  heaven  guarantees  that 
we,  too,  shall  someday  be  there.  A 
fourth  fact  which  is  not  so  well 
known  is  that  our  Lord  entered 
hea\'en    to    sit    upon    a    throne— not 
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upon  the  throne  of  His  own  king- 
dom, or  upon  a  throne  of  judgment, 
but  upon  a  throne  of  grace! 

What  does  all  this  mean  to  us?  It 
means  for  one  thing  that  the  only 
Being  in  the  universe  who  has  the 
right  to  sit  in  judgment  upon  sin- 
ners is  now  seated  on  a  "throne  of 
grace."  Nothing  like  this  has  ever 
happened  before.  In  all  the  ages  of 
human  history  past,  no  age  was  ever 
like  the  one  in  which  we  live  to- 
day. Grace— the  grace  of  God  in 
Christ— is  on  the  throne! 

On  this  throne  there  are  inscribed 
some  words,  very  precious  words: 
"Let  us  therefore  draw  near  unto 
the  throne  of  grace,  that  we  may  re- 
cei\'e  mercy,  and  may  find  grace  to 
help  in  time  of  need."  W^ith  our 
little  minds  we  might  have  supposed 
that  the  grace  of  God  had  been  ex- 
hausted in  the  cross.  But  no!  Here  is 
more  grace,  present  grace,  grace  to 
help  us  in  time  of  need!  To  supply 
this  present  grace,  our  blessed  Lord 
is  in  heaven.  Let  us  not  forget  where 
He  is. 


Remember  What  He  Promised 

Our  Lord  made  many  promises, 
but  there  is  one  which  I  like  to  call 
"The  Promise."  "If  I  go,"  He  said, 
"I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you 
unto  myself;  that  where  I  am,  there 
ve  may  be  also." 

These  are  days  when  we  need  to 
remember  the  promise  of  His  com- 
ing. There  seems  to  be  on  every  hand 
a  dearth  of  the  "upward  look."  Even 
the  professing  church  in  some  quar- 
ters has  adopted  a  philosophy  which 
is  of  the  earth— earthy!  The  evolution- 
ists are  preaching  a  "gospel  of  the 
dirt."  They  are  teaching  our  young 
people  to  look  downward,  within 
themselves,  for  the  world's  deliver- 
ance. In  such  an  hour,  may  God  keep 
us  looking  upward  for  that  final  and 
complete  redemption  vyhich  is  to 
come  down  from  heaven  with  "the 
appearing  of  our  great  God  and  Sav- 
iour, Jesus  Christ."  And  this  "up- 
ward look"  will  be  the  surest  evi- 
dence that  we  have  not  forgotten 
Him. 

I  have  asked  you  to  remember  who 
Christ  was,  what  He  became,  what 
He  did  at  Calvary,  where  He  is,  and 
what  He  promised.  All  this  is  good, 
hut  it's  not  good  enough.  You  might 
remember  all  this  and  yet  fall  far 
short  of  "remembering"  Jesus  Christ. 
Therefore,  in  this  final  word,  I 
charge  you  to  remember  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  himself,  and  for  him- 
self. I  am  sure  He  is  pleased  when 
we  love  Him  for  what  He  has  done 
for  us.  But  I  am  also  sure  that  He 
vearns  to  be  loved  for  himself— to 
be  remembered  for  himself,  just  for 
himself. 

In  an  advertisement  of  a  popular 
memory  system  I  once  saw  a  huge 
picture  of  a  man.  And  beneath  the 
picture  were  these  words:  "The  man 
with  the  million-dollar  memory."  It 
is  not  gi^'en  to  all  of  us  to  possess  that 
kind  of  memory.  (There  have  been 
times  when  I  would  have  been  con- 
tent if  m\'  students  had  even  had  a 
thousand-dollar  memory.)  Be  that  as 
it  may,  all  of  us  can  have  a  memory 
infinitely  more  precious  in  the  sight 
of  God— a  memory  upon  which  there 
is  stamped  indelibly  and  forever  the 
glorious  image  of  the  Son  of  God, 
our  Lord  and  Saviour. 
"Lord  God  of  Hosts,  be  with  us  yet, 
Lest  we  forget,  lest  we  forget."       T 
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Grace  Seminary's  success  had 
much  to  do  with  the  origin  of  the 
collegiate  division  of  the  school, 
which  subsequently  came  to  be 
known  as  Grace  College.  There  was 
an  urgent  feeling  on  the  part  of  many 
that  Grace  Seminary  ought  to  launch 
a  collegiate  division  under  its  super- 
vision. Thev  were  favorably  impress- 
ed with  the  spiritual  atmosphere 
and  academic  quality  at  the  seminary. 
Brethren  people  had  witnessed  num- 
bers of  their  fine  young  people  going 
to  colleges  outside  our  denomination, 
some  of  them  to  become  lost  to  our 
fellowship.  An  insistence  prevailed 
that  something  definite  ought  to  be 
done  to  conserve  these  young  people 
for  our  own  church  as  well  as  for 
the  faith  we  hold  dear.  The  solution 
of  the  problem  seemed  to  be  the  be- 
oinninp  of  a  college  curriculum  under 
the   supen'ision  of  Grace   Seminary. 

In  harmony  with  this  conviction 
the  national  fellowship  conference 
of  1947  appointed  a  committee  to  set 
in  motion  this  prevailing  idea.  Com- 
mittee members  were  Bernard  N. 
Schneider,  Norman  Uphouse,  Ken- 
neth Ashman,  and  Glenn  O'Neal. 
The  followino  March  18  the  Junior 
Collese  Committee  met  in  the  semi- 
nary  quarters  on  the  top  floor  of 
the  Free  Methodist  building  at  Wi- 
nona Lake.  This  committee  recom- 
mended "that  a  Brethren  junior  col- 
lege be  organized  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment"  with  a  threefold 
purpose:  "(1)  to  provide  Christian 
education  for  Brethren  young  people, 
whether  pledged  to  full-time  Chris- 
tian work  or  not;  (2)  to  promote  and 
encourage  a  program  which  will 
bring  more  Brethren  young  people 
into  full-time  Christian  work;  and 
(3)  to  pro\'ide  a  preparatory  school 
with  a  Brethren  emphasis  for  those 
contemplating  education  in  Grace 
Theological  Seminary." 

Plans    quickly    crystallized,     with 


the  seminary  faculty  agreeing  to  aid 
in  every  possible  way  in  the  pro- 
posed venture,  even  to  the  extent  of 
teaching  some  of  the  college  courses. 
The  plan  at  the  beginning  was 
limited  to  a  two-year  junior  college. 

Classes  began  in  the  fall  of  1948, 
with  thirty-two  students  composing 
the  first  collegiate  student  body.  In 
1949  the  enrollment  was  forty-five; 
in  1950,  it  was  fifty;  in  1951,  thirty- 
nine;  and  in  1952,  thirty.  A  declining 
enrollment  indicated  dissatisfaction 
with  the  limited  junior  college  idea. 

The  seminary  with  its  collegiate 
division  moved  into  its  own  building 
in  the  fall  of  1951.  Formal  dedica- 
ticjn  took  place  on  the  afternoon  of 
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August  30  in  connection  with  the 
national  fellowship  conference  of  that 
vear.  The  dedication  service  was  held 
in  the  lower  auditorium  of  the  build- 
ing which  has  since  been  named 
McClain  Hall.  It  is  here  the  college 
presently  holds  its  chapel   services. 

The  junior  college  idea  for  the 
collegiate  division  was  due  for  sub- 
sequent revision.  Following  the  first 
two  years  of  its  operation,  students 
began  to  ask  for  a  four-year  liberal 
arts  school.  They  did  not  want  to 
leave  Grace  campus  to  complete  their 
education  in  other  schools.  The  ad- 
ministration studied  the  matter 
favorably.  The  board  of  trustees  ap- 
pro\'ed  the  proposal,  and  with  new 
\'igor  the  four-year  plan  got  under 
\\a\   with  a  third  year  introduced  in 

1953,  followed  by  a  fourth  year  in 

1954.  For  practical  purposes  the  col- 


lege came  to  be  known  as  Grace 
College,  but  it  continues  to  be  oper- 
ated under  the  same  board  that  oper- 
ates Grace  Seminary.  The  school 
showed  increased  vitality,  with  en- 
rollments steadily  increasing:  sixty- 
nine  in  1953,  104  in  1954,  139  in 
1955,  179  in  1956,  and  a  new  high 
uf  447  in   1966. 

Rapidly,  Grace  College  assumed 
the  characteristics  of  a  liberal  arts 
school  and  developed  a  distinct 
image.  Dedicated  students  were  soon 
fed  into  the  seminary,  while  many 
other  of  its .  graduates  entered  the 
teaching  profession.  In  1955  it  re- 
ceived accreditation  on  the  state 
level  from  the  Indiana  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education.  This  has  made 
it  comparatively  easy  for  its  grad- 
uates to  obtain  teaching  positions  in 
Indiana  and  elsewhere.  In  the  same 
vear  arrangements  were  made  with 
the  Rodeheaver  Company  to  use  the 
Westminster  t^otel,  located  two 
blocks  from  the  campus,  as  a  college 
dormitory  and  dining  facilities.  This 
met  a  great  need  in  the  early  days 
before  dormitories  and  a  beautiful 
dining  commons  were  erected  on 
Grace  Campus. 

There  ha\e  been  many  further 
dc\'elopments  in  connection  with 
Grace  College,  such  as  the  erection 
of  the  educational  building  in  1957, 
the  gymnasium  in  1958,  the  women's 
resiclence  hall  and  dining  commons 
in  1964,  and  the  men's  residence  hall 
in  the  fall  of  1966.  Also,  much  effort 
has  been  put  forth  looking  toward 
eventual  regional  accreditation  bv  the 
North  Central  Accrediting  Associa- 
tion, with  formal  application  for  can- 
didacy having  been  made  on  May  15, 
1967.  It  is  wonderful  to  look  back 
across  a  comparatively  short  span  of 
years  and  see  what  God  has  wrought. 
May  our  testimony  ever  be,  "The 
Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  us: 
whereof  we  are  glad"  (Ps.   126:3).  ▼ 
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Men  flan  and  work  .  .  .  the  concrete  takes  substance  .  .  .  as  the

Nothing  reflects  the  remarkable 
progress  of  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  Grace  College  more  graphi- 
cally than  the  $650,000-library-learn- 
ina  center  now  under  construction  on 

o 

the  front  campus. 

Originally  planned  for  a  seminary 
with  a  student  body  of  300  to  400, 
the  present  library  facilities  will  be 
taxed  to  the  limit  with  the  700  col- 
lege and  seminary  students  expected 
on  campus  this  fall.  Eyen  the  shelv- 
ing is  inadequate  for  the  rapidly  ex- 
panding library  of  more  than  35,000 
volumes. 

Completion  of  this  new  library  by 
the  fall  of  1968  is  therefore  impera- 
tive in  meeting  the  needs  of  both 
seminary  and  college.  In  fact,  it  will 
be  a  very  important  factor  in  the 
pursuit  of  regional  accreditation  for 
the  college.  Application  for  candidacy 
status  was  made  with  the  North  Cen- 
tral Association  this  past  May. 

Sixth  in  the  major  building  proj- 
ects over  the  past  seventeen  years, 
this  new  library  is  a  tremendous  chal- 
lenge to  all  who  believe  in  the  vital 
role  of  Christian  higher  education 
in   our  highly  secularized  world. 

Evidence  of  God's  blessing  on 
Grace  Schools  is  seen  in  the  wonder- 
ful pro\-ision  for  the  $2,000,000  worth 
of  buildings  already  on  campus.  Back 
in  1950  McClain  Hall  was  built  on 
the  original  twenty-five-acre  campus 
to  house  the  seminar^',  which  had 
been  in  rented  quarters  for  thirteen 
years.  By  1958  the  college  classroom 
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building  and  gymnasium  were  open- 
ed to  care  for  the  rapidly  growing 
college,  which  had  been  started  in 
1948. 

On-campus  accommodations  for 
220  students  were  provided  \\'hen  the 
women's  residence  hall  with  dining 
commons  was  opened  in  1964.  Ac- 
celerated enrollment  necessitated  ad 
ditional  on-campus  housing,  and  in 
September,  1966,  seventy-six  men 
moved  into  the  men's  residence  hall. 

How  has  this  all  been  accom- 
plished? Largely  through  the  prayers, 
sacrificial  giving,  and  investments  in 
the  Brethren  Investment  Foundation 
of  a  constituency  of  God's  people 
across  our  nation. 

To  date,  God  has  provided  for 
every  need.  We  believe  He  is  well 
able  to  care  for  the  future.  Repeated- 
ly, both  the  trustees  and  the  admin- 
istration have  rejected  the  idea  of 
using  state  or  federal  funds.  This  de- 
cision has  always  received  the  hearty 
endorsement  of  Brethren  people. 
Ho\\'e\'er,  with  the  rejection  of  fed- 
eral funds,  there  must  be  willingness 
on  the  part  of  Christians  to  accept 
the  financial  responsibility  of  pro- 
viding Christian  higher  education  for 
the  deserving  youth  of  our  churches. 
If  we  default,  the  prospects  for  con- 
tinuing both  seminary  and  college 
education  in  a  Christian  context  will 
be  greatly  impaired. 

Christian  higher  education  vnW  be 
supported  only  by  Christian  people!

the  Eddie  Mensingers,  B.A.  '59  and 
B.D.  '62;  and  others.  Scattered 
throughout  the  Congo,  Nigeria,  the 
Sudan,  and  Ethiopia,  vou  would  find 
more. 

While  listening  to  the  radio  in 
various  parts  of  the  world,  where 
powerful  transmitters  beam  the  gos- 
pel to  millions,  vou  mav  hear  the 
voice  of  a  former  Grace  student. 
This  time,  however,  it  may  be  in 
some  foreign  language  or  tribal  dia- 
lect. 


Cross  o\'er  into  Europe  and  meet 
the  Fred  Burklins,  B.A.  '56  and 
B.D.  '59,  in  Germanv,  and  the  Jim 
Renicks,  B.D.  '63,  at  the  chateau 
in  France  where  John  Miesel,  B.D. 
'57,  keeps  the  printing  presses  hum- 
ming as  he  turns  out  thousands  of 
Christian  tracts,  booklets  and  maga- 
zincs  for  the  French-speaking  people. 

Step  into  hundreds  of  classrooms 
across  America  and  in  some  foreign 
countries  and  \'ou  will  find  manv 
former  Grace  students,  dedicated  men 
and  women,  who  are  vitallv  invo]\ed 
in  the  challenging  field  of  education. 
At  least  fortv-fi\X"  seminarv  alumni 
hold  responsible  teaching  and  ad- 
ministrative positions  in  seminaries, 
Bible  colleges,  and  Bible  institutes. 

Watch  that  surgeon  performing  a 
delicate  operation;  listen  to  that  chap- 
lain comforting  a  dving  soldier  on  the 
field  of  battle;  obsen'e  that  nurse 
quietiv  ministering  at  the  bedside  of 
the  sick;  and  )'ou  mav  see  a  Grace 
alumnus  at  work.  He  mav  be  your 
insurance  man,  or  the  public  account- 
ant who  helps  with  vour  income  tax. 

Some,  like  Eugene  (Gene)  W. 
Allen,  B.D.  '42,  editor  of  adult  pub- 
lications for  the  David  C.  Cook 
Companv,  are  engaged  in  the  pro- 
duction of  Christian  literature. 

That  pastor,  missionarv,  or  evange- 
list, faithfullv  preaching  "the  un- 
searchable riches  of  Christ,"  mav 
have  received  his  seminary  training 
at  Grace.  Standing  alongside  these 
and  manv  other  men  are  faithful 
wives  and  mothers  who  first  met  their 
life  companions  on  the  Grace  cam- 
pus. 


Based  on  this  survey  made  from 
biographical  forms  returned  by  the 
Grace  alumni,  we  also  discover  that 
business  and  industry  have  claimed 
eightv-six,  while  Llncle  Sam  now  has 
twenty-se^'en.  At  least  three  are  phy- 
sicians and  surgeons,  and  a  number 
are  nurses. 

Grace  Seminarv,  along  x^'ith  the 
college  she  fostered,  has  spanned  an 
entire  generation.  During  these  thirtv 
vears,  913  seminarians  and  1,175 
college  students  have  gone  forth  to 
serve  in  various  vocations  in  many 
places. 

Indiana  leads  with  531  resident 
alumni,  manv  of  whom  found  their 
emplo\mcnt  in  the  state  following 
graduation.  Ohio  follows  with  231; 
California  is  next  with  189;  then 
comes  PennsN'h'ania  with  151;  and 
Michigan  claims  eight\-six.  Illinois 
has  fortv-eight;  Virginia  and  Iowa 
cacii  ha\'e  thirty-eight;  and  in  the 
great  Northwest,  Washington  has 
thirtv-four  and  Oregon  twentv-two. 
Texas  and  Florida  each  register 
twcntv-seven,  with  twentv-three  in 
New  Jersev. 

Among  foreign  countries,  Africa 
leads  with  thirt\';  Brazil  has  four- 
teen, Argentina  twelve,  and  France 
eight.  From  one  to  twelve  are  to  be 
found  in  other  states  and  some  for- 
eign countries. 

The  far-reaching  impact  of  Grace 
Theological  Seminarv  and  Grace  Col- 
lege will  be  better  appreciated  when 
we  realize  that  357  former  students 
arc  engaged  in  various  aspects  of  the 
Christian  ministrv  and  305  in  the 
broad  field  of  education,  both  private 
and  public.  These  alone  touch  many 
thousands  of  lives  through  their  var- 
ious -channels  of  communication. 

Todav,  Grace  Schools  continues 
its  ministrv  through  2,088  alumni 
who   are   making   a   real   impact   for 


Christ.  Should  the  Lord  tarr 


ry,  with- 
in foin-  vears  600  more  Grace  students 
\\\l\   join  the  alumni  ranks. 

For  the  past  thirtv  vears  the  Grace 
faculty  has  been  challenged  by  the 
words  of  Paul  to  Timothy,  "And  the 
things  that  thou  hast  heard  of  me 
among  manv  witnesses,  the  same 
commit  thou  •  to  faithful  men,  who 
shall  be  able  to  teach  others  also." 
This  thev  have  done.  Today,  their 
former  students,  the  Grace  alumni, 
are  passing  on  to  others  "the  Torch 
of  Truth,"  even  Christ  himself.       T

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One  of  the  fine  messages  of 
the  recent  national  conference  was 
the  short  message  on  Monday  eve- 
ning by  Dr.  John  Blanchard. 

It  was  a  message  of  encouraoe- 
ment;  the  Christian  school  movement 
is  growing  rapidly.  Also,  it  was  a 
messaoe  filled  with  warnings;  wit- 
ness  the  statement,  "In  secular  edu- 
cation today  God  is  being  ignored." 

The  besinninp  of  a  new  school 
year  is  a  good  time  for  us  to  reflect 
on  the  responsibilit\'  of  giving  to  our 
children  the  rioht  kind  of  education. 

o 

After  all,  it  is  our  responsibility;  it  is 
one  of  the  most  important  that  we 
face,  and  now  is  the  time  to  face  it. 
God  will  hold  us  as  parents  account- 
able for  our  stewardship  in  training 
our  children.  Let  us  "hear  out"  men 
like  Dr.  Blanchard  when  they  sound 
forth  so  clearly  the  warning  against 
allowina  our  children  to  be  tauaht 
in  schools  that  leave  God  out  of  the 
curriculum! 

Dr.  Blanchard  was  pleading  for  a 
system    of   education    that    "squares" 
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with  the  Word  of  God,  a  program 
that  gives  God's  Word  a  place  of 
honor  in  the  classroom,  a  system  in 
which  the  Bible  itself  is  studied.  He 
stated  that  "to  omit  the  Bible  is  to 
admit  that  we  can  get  along  without 
it."  Surely  the  admonition  in  the 
Word  of  God,  "Train  up  a  child  in 
the  way  he  should  go,  and  when  he 
is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it,"  im- 
plies a  training  in  the  Word  of  God. 
How  can  our  children  be  trained  in 
the  Word  of  God  when  it  is  com- 
pletely ignored? 

Secular  education  says  that  man 
is  an  animal;  Christian  education 
communicates  the  fact  that  he  is 
a  spiritual  being.  Through  a  ques- 
tionnaire sent  to  a  number  of  lead- 
ers in  an  outstanding  teacher-train- 
ing institution,  it  was  discovered  that 
not  a  single  textbook  used  in  the 
institution  taught  that  man  is  a 
spiritual  creature!  Secular  education 
says  man  is  perfectable;  in  fact,  it 
savs  that  education  can  perfect  him. 
Education  that  is  Christian  says  that 


"the  heart  is  deceitful  above  all 
things,  and  desperately  wicked,"  and 
that  there  is  no  remission  of  sin 
apart  from  the  application  of  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ. 

To  cry  out  in  despair  o\'er  the 
spiritual  poverty  of  our  )-oung  people 
at  high  school  graduation  time  \vill 
be  to  no  avail.  The  ideal  time  to  get 
concerned  is  \vhen  they  are  ready  to 
enter  kindergarten— or  first  grade, 
at  the  latest!  I  personally  agree  with 
Dr.  Blanchard,  and  I  join  with  him 
in  pleading  that  we  give  to  our 
children  an  education  that  is  Chris- 
tian—one that  will  build  spiritually 
strong  young  people,  young  people 
who  will  be  prepared  to  influence 
others  for  Christ. 

My  parents  were  concerned 
enough  about  me  to  make  possible 
an  education  that  was  Christian  all 
the  wav  from  first  grade  through  four 
years  of  high  school.  It  was  worth 
while;  it  paid  dividends!  True,  it 
cost  something;  true,  even  we  chil- 
dren had  to  work  to  help  pay  the 
tuition  at  times,  but  it  was  worth  it 
and  it  was  good  training.  Praise  God 
for  parents  who  cared  enough  to  in- 
vest some  extra  funds  and  efforts  that 
I  might  have  an  education  that  was 
Christian.  What  will  be  the  testi- 
mony of  our  children?  ▼

Foreign  service  is  challenging 
Brethren  young  people  like  never 
before.  Answering  the  call  is 
taking  them  around  the  world. 


"Cadet  missionary"  work,  or  short-term  service,  is  at- 
tracting a  growing  number  of  Brethren  young  people. 
Several  had  the  challenging  experience  of  activity  for  the 
Lord  on  foreign   fields  this  past  summer. 

Ramah  Lee  Harris,  a  Grace  College  student,  is  one 
of  these.  Her  father,  Rev.  Vernon  Harris  of  Akron, 
Ohio,   tells   about  his  daughter: 

"Ramah  Lee  is  serving  the  Lord  in  France  this  sum- 
mer with  Operation  Mobilization.  She  left  New  York  | 
City  by  plane  on  Julv  3,  along  with  one  hundred  other 
U.S.  students.  At  Brussels,  Belgium,  they  attended  a  one- 
week  conference  for  prayer  and  preparation  \yith  students 
from  other  nations.  She  spent  the  rest  of  the  month  of 
July  working  with  a  team  of  eight  students,  two  from  the 
U.S.,  in  Tourcoing,  a  citv  in  northern  France.  Their 
work  was  house-to-house  visitation  and  literature  distribu- 
tion. Thev  will  move  to  other  cities  during  the  month  of 
August. 

"Ramah  Lee  received  the  challenge  for  this  missionary 
ser\'ice  from  a  chapel  speaker  at  Grace  College.  She  felt 
led  of  the  Lord  to  undertake  the  necessary  preparatory 
work  throughout  the  school  vear.  It  consisted  of  reading 
books,  listening  to  tapes,  attending  weekly  meetings,  and 
going  to  several  conferences. 

"The  obstacles  to  her  actual  going  seemed  almost  in- 
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Rita  and  Lois  stayed  for 
an  extra  year . . .  Ramah  Lee 
went  to  France  .  .  .  and 
Peter  decided  to  become 
a  foreign  $ 


surmountable.  But  she  found  that 
the  Lord  is  faithful.  E\'cry  detail  was 
worked  out.  Even  the  final  amount 
of  the  $500  minimum  required  came 
in  the  very  day  she  had  to  leave.  The 
amount  she  had  set  as  a  prayer  goal 
came  in  shortly  after  she  left  home. 

"This  has  been  an  unparalleled 
experience  for  her  in  serving  the 
Lord.  But  it  has  been  of  even  greater 
value  to  her  own  spiritual  growth  in 
trusting  the  Lord  and  seeing  Llim 
work  in  her  own  life." 

Two  others  who  served  with 
Operation  Mobilization  are  Rita  Hoyt 
and  Lois  Tschetter.  Rita  grew  up  in 
Argentina,  where  her  parents,  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Solon  t^oyt,  are  Brethren 
missionaries,  and  so  Spanish  is  prac- 
tically a  native  tongue  to  Rita.  She 
came  to  the  LLS.  to  finish  her  college 
work  and  graduated  from  Grace  Col- 
lege in  1966.  Rita  spent  one  of  her 
college  vacation  periods  serving  with 
OM  in  Mexico.  Lois,  daughter  of 
the  Paul  Tschetters  of  Winona  Lake, 
Indiana,  spent  the  summer  of  1965 
with  OM  in  Spain.  She  returned  to 
Wheaton  College  that  fall  and  grad- 
uated  in  the  spring.  Then  she  and 
Rita  went  to  Spain  for  the  summer  of 
1966.  (Rita's  brother,  Lynn,  and  Lois' 
sister,  Evelvn,  also  went  to  Europe  to 
work  with  OM  that  summer—Lynn 
to  Spain  and  Evelyn  to  France.) 
When  the  end  of  the  summer  came, 
Lois  and  Rita  decided  not  to  return 
home  but  to  remain  in  the  work  for 
a  year.  During  that  time  thev  both 
worked  in  the  OM  office  in  Madrid 
as  well  as  doing  personal  contact 
work,  holding  Bible  classes,  helping 
with  church  services,  and  so  on.  The

vear  was  an  exciting  one  for  them 
as  thev  saw  God  work  in  many  ways. 

Mark  Pifer,  another  Grace  College 
student,  son  of  the  Lester  Pifers  of 
Winona  Lake,  served  in  the  Domin- 
ican Republic  with  the  VISA  orga- 
nization. Lie  has  written  his  testi- 
monv  concerning  this  experience: 

"Last  January  I  prayed  for  an  op- 
portunity to  serve  God  this  summer. 
Within  tv\'o  weeks  my  prayer  was 
answered.  The  opportunity  was  to 
go  to  the  Dominican  Republic  with 
twentv-four  other  Christian  college 
students  from  across  the  nation. 

"We  met  in  Miami  on  June  12  and 
proceeded  to  the  Dominican  Repub- 
lic for  five  of  the  greatest  weeks  of 
mv  life.  We  split  into  two  groups 
and  held  four  ten-day  crusades.  We 
passed  out  tracts,  held  street  meet- 
ings, conducted  live  TV  programs, 
sang  on  the  radio,  and  brought  spe- 
cial numbers  and  testimonies  in  the 
evening  crusade  rallies.  Altogether 
we  came  in  contact  with  24,200  peo- 
ple, held  1 37  services,  six  radio  pro- 
grams, and  two  TV  programs,  and 
saw  338  first-time  decisions. 

"It  was  definitely  the  most  exciting 
experience  of  my  Christian  life." 

Peter  Peer  is  a  cadet  missionary 
with  a  different  type  of  arrangement, 
as  he  will  be  attending  the  Brethren 
Bible  Institute  in  Argentina  this 
vear.  Peter,  son  of  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Earle  Peer  of  Harrisburg,  Pennsyl- 
vania, graduated  from  John  Harris 
High  School  this  past  June.  In  July 
he  flew  to  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina, 
and  from  there  proceeded  to  Alma- 
fuerte,  where  the  Bible  Institute  is 
located.  When  Peter  returns  to  the

U.S.,  he  plans  to  enroll  in  Grace  Col- 
lege to  further  his  education. 

Because  of  the  interest  that  Breth- 
ren voung  people  are  showing  in 
cadet  missionary  service,  the  FMS

with  the  missionaries  in  France, 
Africa,  Mexico,  and  Argentina,  has 
set  up  recommended  programs  for 
possible  cadet  missionary  service  in 
these  four  fields.

Off  on

Conference 
Circuit 


Soon  five  of  our  missionaries  who 
are  home  on  furlouoh  will  begin 
their  heavy  missionarv  conference 
schedule  among  Brethren  churches. 
From  September  to  December,  and 
January  through  May,  they  will 
travel  thousands  of  miles  from  con- 
ference to  conference  to  "rehearse 
all  that  God  has  done  with  them"  and 
how  He  is  working  in  the  church 
overseas. 

Some  people  envy  the  missionary 
on  furlough.  They  think  in  terms  of 
a  year's  \'acation  and  feel  that  he  is 
rather  fortunate  to  have  the  oppor- 
tunity to  travel  and  speak  at  an  oc- 
casional meeting.  They  often  fail  to 
recoonize  that  even  on  furlough  the 
missionary  is  forced  to  make  sacri- 
fices. 

The  adjustment  of  the  missionarv 
to  the  country  where  he  serves  may 
have  made  him  momentarily  unfit 
for  the  tempo  of  American  life.  The 
shock  of  suddenly  facing  four  or  five 
vears  of  technical  advance,  the  pace 
of  America,  the  speed  of  American 
cars,  the  change  in  mores  and  val- 
ues—because of  all  these  things  he 
needs  a  little  time  before  readjust- 
ment can  be  made.  Even  though  his 
adjustment  may  be  rapid  and  easv, 


it  may  not  be  so  with  his  vvdfe  and 
children.  A  missionary  with  a  familv 
needs  to  establish  a  home  as  soon 
after  arrival  in  the  homeland  as  pos- 
sible. But  the  luxury  of  a  furlough 
year  with  his  family  is  denied  him. 
The  heavv  conference  schedule 
makes  it  imperative  that  the  mission- 
arv spend  much  time  away  from 
home.  With  only  five  missionaries  to 
divide  among  our  many  churches, 
vou  can  see  how  impossible  is  the 
task  of  complete  coverage— yet  they 
try. 

For  the  most  part,  the  full  sched- 
ule, the  long  hours  of  travel,  the 
"suitcase"  life,  and  the  weeks  of 
separation  are  gladly  endured  bv  our 
dedicated  corps  of  missionaries.  Thev 
realize  that  they  are  soldiers  en- 
gaged in  a  spiritual  warfare,  and  thev 
are  glad  to  make  any  sacrifice  if  it 
\^•ill  enlist  others  in  Christ's  service 
and  ad\'ance  His  church. 

The  FMS  is  thrilled  and  encour- 
aged by  the  response  of  many  Breth- 
ren churches  to  our  missionaries  on 
deputation.  It  is  a  great  encourage- 
ment to  discover  that  weeks  of  pray- 
er, planning,  and  preparation  have 
gone  into  a  missionarv  conference 
before  the  missionary  arrives.  It  is 
thrilling  to  see  a  church  aware  of  its 
world-wide  responsibilitv  and  doing 
something  about  it. 

Many  of  our  pastors  have  done  an 
examplary  work  in  indoctrinatino 
their  people  in  missions.  Time  after 
time  our  missionaries  have  returned 
to  the  FMS  office  and  told  of  the 
blessing  and  encouragement  a  par- 
ticular conference  has  been  in  their

own   lives   because    the   church    was 

alive  for  missions.  But  there  are  still 

a    few    cases    that    bring    great    dis- 
ci   o 

couragement.  There  are,  for  example, 
the  times  when  the  missionary  drives 
hundreds  of  miles  for  a  scheduled 
meeting  onlv  to  discover  one  or  more 
of  the  following  situations:  (1)  he  is 
not  recognized;  (2)  no  plans  have 
been  laid  for  the  conference— he  is 
to  do  it  all;  (3)  he  has  fifteen  min- 
utes or  less  to  tell  of  his  work;  (4) 
onlv  a  fraction  of  the  congregation  is 
present;  (5)  the  pastor  is  gone  and 
expects  the  missionary  to  fill  his 
pulpit;  (6)  another  meeting  or  a  film 
is  scheduled  for  the  same  night,  and 
he  finds  that  his  role  on  the  program 
is  insignificant;  (7)  no  offering  is 
taken  for  missions  or  for  the  expense 
of  the  conference. 

Of  course,  these  are  isolated  cases, 
but  they  occur  with  just  enough  fre- 
quencv  to  make  those  who  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  planning  of  the 
missionarv  conference  schedule  do 
much  heart  searching  before  a  mis- 
sionarv on  furlough  is  subjected  to 
such  treatment  or  the  Lord's  funds 
are  spent  in  sending  him. 

Missionaries  may  soon  be  visiting 
vour  church,  bringing  challenges 
from  Argentina,  Brazil,  France,  and 
Africa.  What  will  be  their  reception' 
Will  vour  conference  be  such  an 
encouragement  to  them  that  thev 
will  be  glad  to  return  to  their  field 
of  labor  with  assurance  that  the 
home  church  is  interested  in  the  im- 
portant work  they  are  doing  for 
Jesus  Christ  and  is  solidly  behind 
them? 

Missions  is  not  a  dull  subject,  and 
our  missionaries  are  not  dull  speak- 
ers. Talk  up  the  missionary  confer- 
ence in  your  church.  Be  enthusiastic 
in  your  preparations,  and  lend  your 
total  support  to  your  pastor  as  he 
plans  for  the  best  year  yet  in  our 
mission  conference  season.  Make 
the  missionarv  feel  that  his  sacrifice 
is   VA'orth   while.  T

"We  are  now  landing  at  the  In- 
ternational Airport  of  Belem,  Para, 
Brazil,"  was  a  welcome  announce- 
ment from  the  steward  of  the  Varig 
flight  to  four  travel-weary  passengers 
who  had  spanned  the  distance  from 
Los  Angeles  to  Belem  in  less  than 
sixteen  hours.  But  more  welcome 
than  the  announcement  were  the 
smiling  faces  of  seven  "Americanos' 
leanins  over  the  barrier  to  greet  us 
as  we  waited  to  go  through  the  ordeal 
of  Brazilian  customs.  Nothing  could 
be  a  greater  testimonv  of  their  wel- 
come  than  the  fact  that  it  was  three- 
thirty  in  the  morning.  Thus  began 
our  wonderful  experience  of  visiting 
the  Amazon   Valley  in   Brazil. 

There  are  manv  ways  to  describe 
a  country  like  Brazil.  The  scenery  is 
different;  the  lush  tropical  growth  of 
the  Amazon  Valley  is  beautiful  and 
awesome.  Brazil  can  also  be  described 
with  the  nose;  travelers  never  forget 
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the  dampness  and  mustiness  that  are 
a  part  of  the  tropics  and  the  accom- 
panying odors  that  are  an  ever-pres- 
ent part  of  the  vallev.  Of  course,  the 
sounds  are  distinctive;  night  noises 
left  their  impressions.  The  chattering 
noise  of  the  market  places  is  sig- 
nificant, especiallv  to  some  Yankees 
who  onlv  know  how  to  say  "quan- 
tos"  (how  much).  But  the  Brazil 
that  left  a  lasting  impression  on 
Kay  and  me  was  the  Brazil  we  saw 
and  felt  in  the  people. 

Our  impression  was  that  the  peo- 
ple of  Brazil,  and  also  in  the  islands 
we  visited,  were  a  sad  people.  Thev 
have  their  fiestas,  or  festas;  they  get 
emotionally  worked  up  in  their 
dances,  especially  when  they  are 
artificially  aroused  by  the  flow  of 
the  intoxicants  that  thev  drink;  but 
this  kind  of  "happiness"  onlv  serves 
to  point  up  the  real  lack  of  joy  in 
the  people.  When  we  were  visiting 
in  Brasilia,  the  capital  city,  we  had 
a  rather  lengthy  interview  with  a 
politician.  As  we  closed  the  inter- 
view,  I  asked  how  he  would  char- 
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acterize  the  people  of  Brazil.  His 
thoughtful  and  studied  answer  was 
that  the  people  of  Brazil  are  a  people 
without  hope:  without  hope  eco- 
nomicallv  because  of  the  inflated 
currencv  and  the  star\'ation  wages 
of  the  masses;  without  hope  socially 
because  of  the  seemingly  insurmount- 
able class  differences;  without  hope 
politicallv  because  of  the  exploiting 
political  machinery  of  an  always- 
threatening  dictatorship;  without 
hope  spiritually  because  of  the  super- 
stitious enslavement  of  the  people 
by   the  church   of  Rome. 

What  about  our  Brethren  mission- 
aries? At  first  a  visitor  is  staggered 
by  the  gigantic  task  that  lies  before 
them  and  the  very  meager  force  of 
dedicated  personnel  to  do  the  job.  We 
discovered  that  the  missionaries  are 
the  first  to  admit  that  the  task  is 
great  and  as  of  now  progress  has  been 
slow.  We  find  it  very  difficult  to 
evaluate  the  work,  because  there  are 
no  objective  standards  by  which  the 
labor  in  Brazil  can  be  measured.  It 
is  e\'en  difficult  for  the  missionary  to 
evaluate  the  fruit  of  his  own  labor. 

What  are  the  difficulties  that  the 
missionary  faces  in  this  gigantic  land? 
First,  it  is  difficult  to  adapt  to  the 
climate.  The  hot,  humid  weather  and 
the  great  amount  of  rainfall  are  de- 
pressing. Then,  the  language  bar- 
rier is  a  problem.  There  is  more  in- 
\olved  than  learning  to  speak  the 
language,  for  the  missionary  can 
never  get  rid  of  his  Yankee  accent, 
and  it  takes  years  of  living  there  to 
learn   the   idioms   of  the   land.   The

greatest  barrier  to  mission  work  in 
Brazil,  as  it  is  in  most  foreign  lands, 
is  the  cultural  barrier.  The  mission- 
aries do  not  fight  the  Catholic 
church  as  a  religion  only,  but  also  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  culture  of  the 
land.  There  is  a  strong  affinity  to 
the  motherland,  Portugal;  there  is 
the  African  influence  and  the  Indian 
lore  that  go  to  make  up  the  mores  of 
the  land.  The  great  danger  is  for  the 
missionary  to  try  to  impose  the 
American  pattern  of  the  evangelical 
church  upon  such  a  conglomerate 
culture.  Because  of  these  barriers 
the  work  is  slow  and  painstaking. 

We  have  every  right  to  rejoice, 
however,  in  spite  of  the  great  num- 
ber of  adversaries,  for  an  effectual 
door  has  been  opened.  There  are 
man\'  now  li\'ing  in  Brazil  who  can- 
not be  numbered  among  the  "hope- 
less" because  we  cared  enough  to 
pray,  to  give,  and  to  go.  As  the  giant 
Boeing  720  jet  picked  us  up  and 
whisked  us  back  toward  Miami  at 
600  miles  per  hour,  our  minds  went 
back  to  Castanhal,  where  Keith  and 
Vivian  Altig  are  laboring  to  estab- 
lish  a  beachhead  for  Christ;  to  Bill 
and  Imogene  Burk,  as  they  struggle 
against  so  many  odds  in  the  river 
work  at  Quatipuru;  to  Eddie  and 
Eileen  Miller,  as  they  try  to  strength- 
en  the  work  at  Icoaraci;  to  the  John- 
sons in  the  difficult  work  at  Belem; 
to  the  Wallaces,  as  they  struggle  vi'ith 
the  language;  and  to  the  Hodgdons. 
as  they  seek  out  how  thev  can  best 
ser-\'e.  But  uppermost  in  our  minds 
are  the  smiling,  thankful  faces  of 
the  national  Christians  and  the  un- 
told number  who  are  yet  without 
hope. 

We  came  home  with  a  new  sense 
of  responsibility  to  pray  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  that  He  will  send  forth 
laborers  into  His  har\'est.  T

MESSAGE 
TO  THE 
WORLD

(FMS  editor's  note:  Pastor  CoUe 
addressed  a  state-wide  conference  on 
social  communications,  held  in  ]Mo 
Ciiarto,  Argentina,  and  sponsored 
mainly  by  the  "Catholic  Action" 
movement.  Because  of  the  great 
amount  of  smut  and  trash  found  on 
the  newsstands  and  hookshelves,  the 
conference  was  planned  to  investi- 
gate ^vays  to  -provide  more  wholesome 
reading  material,  especially  for  the 
Argentine  youth.  Newspaper  editors, 
publishers,  and  educators  from  many 
parts  of  Argentina  attended. 

Mr.  CoUe,  now  pastor  at  Hjiirica 
Renanco,  was  then  pastor  of  the 
Banda  Norte  Brethren  Church  as 
well  as  manager  of  the  Rio  Cuarto 
bookstore  and  the  national  church 
magazine.  He  represented  the  evan- 
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gelical  literature  movement  and  was 
the  only  evangelical  on  the  program. 
It  was  a  unique  opportunity  to  give 
the  true  message  of  the  Gospel  be- 
fore those  of  differing  ideas—a  group 
which  included  atheistic  communists 
and  Catholic  bishops. 

Pastor  Colle's  address  has  been 
abridged  for  this  article.) 

The  panorama  of  man  living  in  the 
twentieth  centurv  is  pessimistic  and 
alarming.  With  his  scientific  and 
technical  achievements,  man  has 
climbed  heights  never  before  reached 
bv  human  intellect.  The  present  so- 
ciety is  suffering  from  the  upheaval 
of  materialism  and  liberalism.  Social, 
political,  economical,  and  spiritual 
disorientation  causes  the  foundation 
of  modern  society  to  tremble.  Social 


communication  used  for  base  and 
selfish  causes  is  corrupting  the  lives 
of  children,  teen-agers,  and  youth  in 
general.  Wars,  famines,  misery,  sen- 
suality, divorce,  delinquency,  crime, 
bitterness,  sadness,  and  spiritual  void 
are  the  order  of  the  day. 

An  avalanche  of  news  drags  us— 
where  we  do  not  know.  News  con- 
cerning science,  commerce,  politics, 
art,  and  social  events— moral  and  im- 
moral, of  love  and  hate,  good  and  bad 
—reaches  the  public  by  means  of 
newspapers,  books,  movies,  television, 
and  the  theater.  News,  news,  news- 
all  with  one  object:  humanity. 

For  this  hour  which  passes,  and  for 
the  insecure  future  that  awaits  us, 
there  is  news,  or  a  message— the  same 
that   has  served   in   the  past  twenty 
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centuries,  and  the  only  message  that 
will  serve  in  the  centuries,  years,  and 
days  that  are  left  to  us  hefore  the 
end.  I  refer  to  the  eternal  message 
of  the  Bible,  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

God  himself  gave  us  His  message 
by  means  of  a  book,  the  Bible.  This 
message    of    Christ    has    reached    us 
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through  the  printed  page.  God  is  the 
first  Author  of  Christian  literature  in 
the  world,  for  it  v\'as  the  finger  of 
God  that  traced  the  Ten  Command- 
ments on  Mount  Sinai.  This  message 
is  unique  and  universal,  for  it  makes 
no  distinction  of  race,  creed,  social 
positions,  intellectual  levels,  or  moral 
conditions.  God  places  all  men  on 
the  same  plane,  saving  that  without 
exception  all  have  broken  His  laws, 
and,  as  in  human  justice  the  trans- 
gressor must  suffer  the  penalty,  so 
divine  justice  demands  the  same. 
The  Bible  savs,  "For  all  have  sinned," 
or  broken  the  laws  of  God,  and  "the 
\'\'ages  of  sin  is  death"— eternal  separa- 
tion from  the  presence  of  God. 

Before  the  dark  background  of 
human  tragedy  we  have  the  divine 
answer  and  solution.  "But  he  was 
wounded  for  our  transgressions,  he 
was  bruised  for  our  iniquities:  the 
chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon 
him;  and  with  his  stripes  we  are 
healed."  "For  God  so  loved  the  world, 
that  he  gave  his  onlv  begotten  Son, 
that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlast- 
ing life"  (Isa.  53:5;  John  3:16). 

Onlv  Christ  satisfies  the  most  basic 
necessities  of  the  human  being. 
Where  is  truth?  Christ  says,  "I  am 
the  truth."  What  is  the  way  to  reach 
God?  Jesus  says,  "I  am  the  way."  I 
want  to  have  the  assurance  of  living 
after  death.  Jesus  says,  "I  am  the 
life."  I  need  a  message  that  refreshes 
my  wearv  heart.  Jesus  savs,  "He  that 
thirsts,  come  to  me  and  drink."  I  need 
food  to  strengthen  mv  soul.  Jesus 
says,  "I  am  the  bread  of  life."  Where 
can  I  find  a  deep  peace  for  my  heart 
that  does  not  depend  on  circum- 
stances? Jesus  says,  "Peace  I  leave 
with  you.  My  peace  I  give  unto 
you."  Where  can  I  find  a  light  that 
dispels  the  darkness  and  the  uncer 
tainties  of  my  heart?  Christ  says, 
"I  am  the  light  of  the  world."  I  need 
a  guide  in  the  pathwav  of  life.  Jesus 
says,  "I  am  the  good  shepherd."  I 
need  a  person  who  understands  and 
lo^'es   me— someone   in   whom   I   can 


take  refuge,  someone  who  will  give 
me  encouragement.  Jesus  says, 
"Come  unto  me,  all  ve  that  labour 
and  are  heavv  laden,  and  I  will  give 
vou  rest.  .  .  .  And  ve  shall  find  rest 
imto  vour  souls." 

In  our  dav  .social  communications 
plav  a  very  important  role.  The 
speed  and  aggressiveness  of  ultra- 
modern means  of  communication 
have  reduced  time  and  distance  to 
a  bare  minimum.  News  of  the  war  in 
Vietnam,  or  of  the  tension  on  the 
Indian  border,  spreads  via  the  radio 
and  the  newspapers  like  wildfire. 
Publishing  techniques  have  been  de- 
veloped to  such  an  extent  that  their 
agitating  or  pacifving  power  is  ex- 
tremely high.  The  world  is  in  need 
of  the  message  of  Him  who  said, 
"Love  one  another."  Onlv  the  Gos- 
pel can  transform  the  heart  of  the 
greedv  and  fill  the  void  of  the  empty 
heart  with  the  blessed  hope  of  heav- 
en. 

Christ  changed  my  life  and  my 
home.  Christ  has  rebuilt  millions 
of  homes  broken  by  discord  and 
marital  infidelitv.  He  has  changed 
the  lives  of  thousands  of  Indians 
living  in  the  jungles;  lives  of  law- 
breakers such  as  the  "Avellaneda 
Kid"  (well-known  Argentine  gang- 
ster)  or  Jim  Vaus;  lives  of  movie 
stars  like  Bettv  Hutton  and  her  hus- 
band, or  Rov  Rogers  and  his  wife; 
lives  of  great  men  of  church  history 
like  Saint  Augustine;  lives  of  great 
men  of  science  such  as  Wemher  van 
Braun  (German  engineer,  presently 
citizen  of  the  United  States),  and  so 
on. 

Among  the  main  social  results  of 
evangelical  communications  I  might 
mention  the  work  of  teaching  the  In- 

o 

dians  of  northern  Argentina  to  read. 
Hospitals,  leprosariums,  and  orphan- 
ages are  other  social  works.  Also 
significant  are  evangelical  schools, 
radio  programs  such  as  "Christian 
Meditations"  or  "The  Open  Bible" 
(Brethren  radio  program),  films,  and 
literature  in  general.  I  do  not  want 
to  overlook  the  efforts  of  the  Bible 
Society  in  Argentina,  which  dis- 
tributes copies  of  the  Bible,  the 
Word  of  God. 

Evangelist  Billy  Graham  wa^ 
asked  bv  a  reporter  of  Life  magazine 
what  might  be  the  solution  to  the 
social  and  spiritual  problem  of  the 
United     States.     He    replied,     "The

problem  is  in  the  heart  of  each  in- 
habitant, and  the  solution  is  that 
each  one  settle  his  own  acounts  per- 
sonallv  with  God." 

The  Christian  message  includes 
a  moral  challenge.  If  we  honestly 
study  Christ,  we  will  feel  constrained 
before  Him  to  take  a  moral  attitude 
in  regard  to  our  heart  and  will.  Be- 
fore Christ  we  cannot  be  neutral; 
we  must  declare  to  which  band  we 
belong.  Contact  with  Christ  carries 
us  to  a  point  where  there  is  no  sub- 
terfuge possible;  it  takes  us  to  the 
place  of  moral  decision.  We  must 
investigate  and  seek  the  teachings 
of  Christ  in  the  Bible,  because  this 
deals  with  a  matter  of  tremendous 
interest  that  affects  our  present  life 
and  the  future  destiny  of  our  soul. 

Meeting  God  and  accepting  Jesus 
Christ  demand  a  re-evaluation  of  life 
in  its  totalitv  and  a  readjustment  in 
our  entire  wav  of  living.  As  an 
honest,  diligent,  and  humble  seeker, 
vou  should  read  especiallv  the  Gos- 
pels, which  ctmtain  the  story  of  the 
life  of  Christ.  Give  Him  the  oppor- 
tunitv  to  confront  vou  and  authen- 
ticate himself  to  vou.  He  honors  all 
vN'ho  sincerelv  seek  Him.  He  re- 
sponds to  all  honorable  inquirers.  He 
has  given  His  word,  for  He  said, 
"Seek,  and  ye  shall  find." 

God  has  given  a  message  and  a 
design  for  the  solution  of  mankind's 
problems  in  the  twentieth  century 
and  for  the  individual  in  particular; 
it  is  the  Bible.  "For  the  word  of  God 
is  quick,  and  powerful,  and  sharper 
than  anv  twocdged  sword,  piercing 
even  to  the  dividing  asunder  of  soul 
and  spirit,  and  of  the  joints  and  mar- 
row, and  is  a  discerner  of  the 
thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart" 
(Heb.  4:12).  T 
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So  Send  S  ^ou"   ■  ■  to  the  Rural  Commumty 


"As  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  even 
so  send  I  you"  (John  20:21).  How 
did  the  Father  send  His  Son  to  min 
ister  to  those  around  Him  during  His 
earthly  Hfe?  We  as  His  witnesses  are 
to  be  sent  to  the  same  places  in  the 
same  way,  "to  seek  and  to  save  that 
which  was  lost"  (Luke   19:10). 

Our  Lord's  life  was  spent  mainly 
in  small  villages  and  rural  areas; 
He  grew  up  among  those  who  knew 
Joseph  and  Marv  and  had  seen  Him 
grow  from  a  small  lad  to  a  man. 
When  He  visited  Nazareth  and  went 
into  the  synagogue  to  preach,  those 
who  were  there  were  astonished  and 
asked,  "Is  not  this  the  carpenter,  the 
son  of  Mary?"  And  thev  were  aston- 
ished at  His  wisdom.  So  it  is  in 
rural  areas  throughout  America  to- 
dav.  As  we  witness  to  those  whose 
lives  touch  ours,  they  immediately 
connect  us  with  some  of  our  relatives 
and  classifv  us  according  to  who  our 
ancestors  were. 

Of  course,  this  is  not  always  a  dis- 
advantage, as  it  does  give  a  point  of 
contact.  In  a  community  where  peo- 
ple are  well  acquainted  and  we  are 
in  constant  contact  with  those  we 
have  known  for  a  number  of  vears, 
a  familiar  little  chorus  comes  to  mind: 
"What  you  do  speaks  so  loud,  I  can't 
hear  what  vou  sav."  For  in  small, 
closelv-knit  communities  we  certainly 
live  in  the  proverbial  fish  bowl,  and 
for  our  ministry'  to  amount  to  any- 
thing for  the  Lord,  our  lives  must  be 
above  reproach. 

"Even  so  send  I  vou."  The  Father 
often  sent  Christ  to  just  one  per- 
son. Nicodemus  came  to  Jesus  bv 
night  and  apparently  was  the  onlv 
one  who  heard  Him  sav,  "Except  a 
man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the 
kingdom  of  God."  In  many  other  in- 
stances Christ  spoke  to  an  individual 
—the  woman  at  the  well,  the  noble- 
man whose  son  was  healed,  the 
woman  taken  in  adultery.  So  He 
sends  us  to  be  faithful  in  giving  forth 
the  Word  of  Life  to  one  person  at 
a  time.  As  these  needy  souls  are  sent 
our  wav,  our  responsibility  is  to 
follow  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  give  help  as  it  is  needed,  with 


a  real  love  and  compassion. 

"So  send  I  you"— to  face  opposition 
and  criticism.  The  Father  sent  His 
Son  knowing  that  all  would  not  love 
Him,  that  all  would  not  listen  as  He 
proclaimed  the  way  of  salvation. 
Man\'  times  Jesus  was  opposed  as  He 
sought  to  do  His  Father's  will.  We 
may  be  ridiculed  because  we  belong 
to  a  fundamental  church,  or  be- 
cause we  refuse  to  take  part  in  some 
popular  activities.  When  Bible-be- 
lieving parents  refuse  to  let  their 
children  spend  their  evening  at  the 
country  club  or  at  a  teen  dance,  thev 
are  branded  as  "narrow-minded."  In 
this  day  of  ecumenicity  there  is  op- 
position to  those  of  the  Lord's  chil- 
dren who  would  "contend  for  the 
faith   once   delivered   to   the   saints."

"So  send  I  you"— to  use  the  writ- 
ten Word.  As  we  are  witnesses,  the 
Word  of  God  must  be  a  very  real 
part  of  our  ministry.  We  cannot 
emphasize  this  too  much.  Our  Lord 
used  the  Word.  How  much  more 
must  we  rely  upon  the  Word  of  God

A  noted  Bible  teacher  and  writer, 
A.  B.  Simpson,  has  written,  "Peace 
is  the  most  precious  of  all  the  gifts 
and  graces  of  the  spirit;  so  precious 
indeed  that  it  is  the  one  legacy  left 
us  by  our  departing  Lord."  He  was 
speaking  of  the  peace  of  God.  It  is 
not  peace  with  God,  which  comes  to 
us  with  forgiveness  and  salvation,  but 
is  the  very  peace  of  God  himself,  His 
own  calm,  restful  heart  possessing 
ours  and  filling  us  with  His  divine 
stillness. 

This  peace  passes  all  understand- 
ing. It  does  not  come  to  us  by  our 
reasoning  things  out  and  seeing  our 
wav  clear,  but  is  often  most  profound 
when  all  the  circumstances  of  our 
life  are  most  perplexing  and  distress- 
ing. 

In  Philippians  4:11  Paul  wrote, 
"Not  that  I  speak  in  respect  of  want: 
for  I  have  learned,  in  whatsoever  state 
I   am,   therewith   to  be  content." 

This  verse— in  fact,  all  of  the 
fourth  chapter  of  Philippians— 
takes  mv  thoughts  back  to  the  sum- 
mer of  1957.  Mv  husband  had  been 
saved  onlv  a  few  months,  and  we 
v\'ere  praying  for  the  Lord's  will  con- 
cerning further  schooling  and  a  min- 
istry  for  Him.  We  felt  led  to  put  our 
home  up  for  sale,  and  we  gave  the 
real  estate  company  thirty  days  to  sell 
the  house,  feeling  if  it  sold  in  that 
time  and  for  the  exact  terms  we  had 
named,  it  would  be  God's  will  for  us 
to  go  to  school. 

On  the  thirtieth  day  the  house 
sold,  and  for  the  terms  we  had 
named!  That  very  day  my  Bible  read- 


ing for  my  personal  devotions  fell 
in  the  fourth  chapter  of  Philippians, 
and  God  spoke  to  my  anxious  heart 
about  leaving  our  home,  family,  and 
friends,  giving  me  the  peace  I  need- 
ed for  the  hard  years  ahead. 

"Be  anxious  for  nothing."  "And  the 
peace  of  God  .  .  .  shall  keep  your 
hearts  and  minds."  "I  have  learned, 
in  whatsoever  state  I  am,  therewith 
to  be  content."  "I  can  do  all  things 
through  Christ."  And  most  of  all.  He 
reminded  this  "penny  pincher"  that 
"my  God  shall  supply  all  your  need 
according  to  His  riches  in  glory  by 
Christ  Jesus."  I  can  truthfully  tes- 
tify to  this  supply— not  that  we  have 
not  been  sorely  tried  many  times, 
but  He  has  always  been  faithful. 
Often  through  these  past  years  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  brought  these  verses 
to  mv  attention  to  comfort  my  heart 
and  to  strengthen  my  faith. 

Are  you  missing  the  peace  and 
blessing  of  God  by  running  ahead  of 
His  leading?  Only  when  we  ask  Him 
in  prayer  what  He  wants  us  to  do 
about  the  needs  of  our  lives  and 
homes  is  the  answer  revealed,  and 
then  the  peace  comes.  If  we  do  not 
have  peace  concerning  any  matter, 
then  we  need  to  continue  to  prav, 
and   to  wait  upon   God   until   peace 


comes.  His  peace  always  accompanies 
His  will. 

I  wonder  how  many  Christians  to- 
day are  missing  the  blessing  of  con- 
tentment in  their  lives  because  they 
are  not  taking  everything  to  the 
Lord  in  prayer. 

Your  heart  may  be  aching  because 
of  a  wa\'v\'ard  child  or  an  unhappy 
marriage.  God  ordains  the  children 
as  well  as  the  marriage.  It  is  not  His 
will  that  they  go  astray.  If  they  do, 
we  must  confess  our  own  faults, 
pra\',  and  commit  everything  to  Him. 
Then  He  gives  peace  to  bear  the  trial 
and  works  it  all  out  in  His  own  time 
and  in  His  own  way. 

Contentment  is  a  God-given  bless- 
ing. It  doesn't  just  "happen."  Jesus 
said,  "Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my 
peace  I  give  unto  you:  not  as  the 
world  siveth,  give  I  unto  vou.  Let 
not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither 
let  it  be  afraid." 

The  world  knows  little  today  of 
real  peace  and  contentment.  Society 
is  taking  drugs  and  alcohol,  vainly 
trying  to  find  a  few  moments  of 
peace. 

May  we  ever  be  faithful  in  tell- 
ing others  how  they  may  have  this 
peace:  by  receiving  the  Prince  of 
Peace  as  their  personal  Saviour.       T

What  is  your  greatest  need?  Did 
vou  ever  stop  to  think  about  it?  If 
you  could  offer  but  one  single  pe- 
tition and  be  assured  of  the  answer, 
what  would  you  choose?  Would  it  be 
for  material  or  for  spiritual  things? 
Is  there  any  one  petition  that  would 
include  all  the  rest?  Is  not  what  we 
really  need  most  and  altogether, 
Jesus? 

"I  need  Jesus  .  .  . 

Need  Him  in  the  sunshine  hour. 

Need  Him  when  the  stormclouds 

lower; 
Everv  day  along  my  way, 
Yes,  I  need  Jesus." 

All  our  needs  are  met  in  Christ 
Jesus,  if  we  only  fully  realized  it. 
And  thev  are  already  met.  God  made 
complete  provision  for  us  now  and 
hereafter  when  He  gave  His  onl\' 
Son  to  be  our  Saviour,  not  only  to 
pay  for  the  guilt  of  our  sins,  but  also 
to  save  us  from  the  power  of  sin  in 
this  present  evil  world  (Gal.  1:4).  And 
just  as  we  received  our  salvation  by 
simply  trusting  Him  for  it  in  His 
finished  work,  so  we  must  accept 
victory  over  sin  by  believing  that 
He  provided  it  for  us,  and  then  bv 
appropriating  it  by  faith. 

Just  what  do  we  mean  by  this? 
How  do  we  obtain  these  great  bless- 
ings by  simple  faith?  Miles  J.  Stan- 
ford in  his  excellent  booklet  Priw- 
ciiAes  of  Christian  Growth  points  out 
that  there  must  first  be  a  recognition 
of  the  fact  of  our  desperate  need, 
then  the  realization  that  we  are 
powerless  to  meet  that  need  in  our 
own  strength.  After  that  we  must 
look  to  Ghrist  and  accept  what  He 
has  already  provided  for  us.  We  are 
apt  to  pray  long  and  earnestly  for 
that  which  is  already  ours  for  the 
taking.  Often  we  should  praise  Him 
for  His  provision  for  our  need  rather 
than  beg  Him  to  supply  what  He  has 
already  promised. 

So    it    comes    down    to    the    verse

which  the  Lord  has  given  me  for 
this  year:  "This  is  the  work  of  God. 
that  ye  believe  on  him  whom  He 
hath  sent"  (John  6:29).  Why,  oh. 
why  are  we  so  slow  to  believe? 
If  we  only  believed  fully  in  Jesus, 
His  great  love  to  us.  His  infinite 
power,  and  His  unlimited  mercy,  our 
needs  would  certainly  be  supplied. 

Just  what  needs  are  included  in 
this?  Can  vou  think  of  one  single 
need  that  is  excluded?  Surelv  all  our 
material  needs  are  covered  by  Jesus' 
words  in  Matthew  6:25-34.  And  we 
are  blessed  with  all  spiritual  blessings 
already  provided  for  us  in  Christ  be- 
cause we  are  citizens  of  heaven. 
What  more  could  we  ask  for? 

One   specific    thing   that   the   ma- 


jority of  us  greatly  need  in  our 
daily  walk  with  Him  is  to  obtain 
freedom  from  fear  and  tension.  And 
it  seems  to  me  that  tension  is  a  form 
of  fear.  For  example,  we  are  ap- 
prehensi\'e  that  we  are  not  equal  to 
the  task  before  us.  Could  it  be  that 
we  are  not  fully  trusting  Jesus  for 
His  all-sufficiency?  How  often  the 
Lord  tells  us  to  fear  not! 

We  are  afraid  of  sickness,  and  yet

Then 
we  may  accept  Him  as  our  Healer, 
just  as  we  accepted  Him  first  as  our 
Saviour,  Lord,  and  Master.  In  Psalm 
103:3  we  are  told  to  bless  the  Lord, 
"who  healeth  all  thy  diseases."  And 
in  Matthew  8:17  the  words  of  Isaiah 
are  repeated,  "Himself  took  our  in- 
firmities, and  bare  our  sicknesses,"  in 
a  context  that  clearly  refers  to  literal 
and  not  figurative  sickness.  It  would 
seem  that  if  we  have  not,  it  is  be- 
cause we  do  not  ask  with  faith. 

And  how  we  strive  to  get  more 
faith!  I  am  reminded  of  an  illustra- 
tion that  has  stayed  with  me. 

The  ocean  sighed  as  it  looked  up 
yearningly  to  the  sky.  It  envied  the 
fleecy  clouds  that  floated  so  serenely 
and  effortlessly  there.  "Oh,  that  we 
might  attain  unto  that  lofty  position 
also,"  cried  the  waters  of  the  sea, 
as  they  sursed  back  and  forth  rest- 
lessly  and  worked  themselves  into  a 
miohtv  frenzv.  Each  succeeding  wave 
rose  higher  and  higher,  until  it  seem- 
ed  that  surely  they  would  reach  their 
goal  if  they  only  tried  a  little  harder. 
But  at  last  in  despair  they  sank  back 
into  dead  calm  and  were  still. 

The  morning  sun  found  them 
there.  He  looked  upon  them,  and 
they  in  turn  watched  him  as  he  rose 
higher  and  higher  in  the  sky.  The 
sun  beamed  upon  the  -waters,  and  as 
they  gazed  full  in  his  face  they  re- 
flected in  part  his  glory.  And  then 
the  miracle  took  place.  Millions  of 
the  tiny  droplets  were  transported 
to  "sit  in  heavenly  places,"  not 
through  their  own  efforts  but  because 
they  had  looked  to  the  sun,  a  sym- 
bol of  the  Crod  of  all  glorv  and  power. 

Ma\'  we  likewise  come  to  the  full 
realization  of  our  desperate  need 
of  looking  full  in  the  wonderful  face 
of  Him  who  alone  is  able  to  deliver 
us  from  all  our  fears  and  to  glorify 
himself  through  us.  Our  needs  are 
all  met  in  Jesus  Christ.  Let  us  whole- 
heartedly believe  it.  "This  is  the 
work  of  God,  that  ye  believe  on 
Him."  '  T

To  whom  it  may  concern: 

There's  no  need  for  a  formal  introduction  or 
to  say  who  I  am.  Let's  just  say  a  G.I.  from  this 
crazy  land  of  jungles,  dense  bamboo  thickets, 
and  Vietcong  is  finally  deciding  to  write  a 
much-needed  letter  to  let  everyone  know 
what  Christians  (trying  hard  to  remain  Chris- 
tians) think  of  this  place  Vietnam. 

Many  twisted  conceptions  of  this  place  end 
up  in  print  back  home.  I've  wondered  about 
the  writers  and  who  inspired  them.  As  for  me 
here,  the  only  book  that  gives  me  assurance 
and  peace  of  mind  is  the  Bible  that  I  have 
carried  in  my  pocket  since  I  first  entered  the 
Army.  It  has  been  my  "Bread  of  Life." 

Back  in  the  States  you  go  through  much 
intense  training  and  really  see  it  all  as  a  bunch 
of  nonsense,  but  when  they  tell  you  you're 
headed  for  Vietnam  you  shiver  with  fear, 
buckle  down,  and  learn  all  you  can. 

Finally  you're  ready  and  tell  everyone, 
"See  you  next  year."  You  walk  the  gang- 
plank or  board  the  plane.  Your  mind  is  for- 


ever working  overtime,  telling  you  how  it  will 
be.  When  you  arrive,  sweat  pours  from  you 
because  of  the  change  of  climate,  and  fear 
chokes  you  up. 

You're  used  to  a  bed,  clean  sheets,  warm 
shower  every  night,  and  your  parents  to  talk 
to  and  tell  your  troubles  to.  There  was  that 
girl  friend  to  share  your  secrets  and  many 
happy  moments.  There  was  a  friendly  church 
filled  with  smiling  faces  of  neighbors  and 
friends,  but  now  you've  set  foot  on  a  land 
where  these  are  only  memories,  much  trea- 
sured, with  thoughts  of  returning  to  them 

You  sleep  in  a  tent  in  a  muddy  base  camp, 
work  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  and  the 
seventh  day  is  far  from  a  rest  day.  If  you're 
fortunate,  you  see  base  camp  six  weeks  in 
your  full  tour  here.  It  seems  as  if  every 
operation  is  yours,  and  you're  on  every  one. 

You're  used  to  the  sounds  of  war  now,  the 
artillery,  mortars,  and  light  weapons  fire: 
but  you  haven't  been  in  real  contact  with 
the  V.C. 

Then  it  happens.  You  are  losing  your  true 
fear  of  the  Cong  but  still  have  that  eerie 
feeling  in  your  bones.  You've  trudged  through 
jungle  all  day  and  fought  off  vines,  ants,  scor- 
pions, and  tarantulas,  but  that  is  common- 
place. Your  Bible  now  means  much  more  in 
your  life,  because  you  sense  death  all  around 
you.  It  is  a  little  mildewed  but  still  the  pre- 
cious Word  that  keeps  your  heart  close  to  God 
and  your  spirits  high  when  the  day  comes 
without  that  much-needed  mail.  Your  fatigues 
are  drenched  with  sweat,  and  the  smell  of  this 
place  is  ever  constant.  The  last  time  you've 
had  a  full  night's  rest  is  a  faded  memory. 

Then  a  carbine  crack  is  heard,  and  the 
fierce  battle  is  under  way.  The  enemy  is 
somewhere,  but  you  can't  see  him  if  he  is  only 
fifteen  or  twenty  feet  away.  The  moans  of 
the  wounded,  smell  of  blood,  and  sense  of 
death  are  felt  running  through  your  mind  like 
a  speeding  train  down  a  track.  Contact  is 
broken;  the  wounded  are  carried  to  the  dust- 
off  area.  You  see  the  dead.  Some  you  recog- 
nize; others  you  can't  even  identify  as  once 
a  human  body.  The  horrid  sights  you  see,  the 
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pain  and  agony  you  hear,  the  smell  of  blood 
and  gun  powder  make  you  sick  as  you  ask, 
"Why,  Lord,  why?" 

Your  nerves  are  shot,  your  morale  as  low 
as  it  can  go,  and  you're  ready  to  quit.  Slowly 
time  passes;  you  eat  a  hot  meal  and  begin  to 
think  and  praj^  Your  Bible  clenched  in  your 
muddy  hand  and  tears  trickling  down  your 
cheeks,  you  look  into  the  heavens  and  thank 
God  you're  alive. 

If  yours  is  a  mechanized  battalion,  as  I'm 
in,  you  worry  about  hitting  a  mine  or  being 
hit  by  R.P.G.  that  burns  through  any  steel 
and  splatters  molten  red  hot  steel  through 
your  body.  You're  riding  in  a  metal  coffin. 

Life  over  here  consists  mainly  of  fear,  bugs, 
and  a  clever  enemy  you  hunt  like  big  game. 
Your  heart  is  lonely  for  those  back  home. 
You  may  have  only  a  couple  months  left  to 
serve,  but  it  seems  like  an  eternity.  Some 
say  it's  "hell"  over  here;  well,  it's  a  place 
where  you  really  learn  to  appreciate  the  things 
back  home  that  everyone  takes  for  granted. 
It  makes  you  a  man  and  straightens  your  ideas 
about  life. 

If  you  never  knew  God  before  you  came 
here,  you  should  now,  and  become  an  active 
member  among  His  people.  That  Bible,  that 
used  to  collect  dust  at  home  and  be  read  once 
a  year,  is  now  worn  with  use  as  you  have 
found  the  only  true  peace  in  Christ. 

Yes,  the  mud,  sweat,  blood,  and  sounds 
of  war  are  awful,  and  you  continue  to  wonder 
if  you  will  make  it  home  alive,  up  to  the  day 
that  you're  in  Mom's  arms  again.  You've 
learned  many  things  and  are  forever  grateful 
for  being  alive  and  finding  God  in  your  life. 

Vietnam  is  like  this  and  more,  but  I  feel  I 
have  said  enough.  For  those  with  hardened 
hearts,  even  a  place  such  as  this  will  not 
make  them  see  the  light.  Maybe  someday 
they  will;  I  hope  so.  Time  may  be  short,  so 
don't  put  off  until  tomorrow  what  should  have 
been  straightened  out  between  you  and  God 
years  ago.  Tomorrow  may  be  too  late.        ▼

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Israel:  Act  III 

Richard  Wolff  (Wheafon,  Illinois: 
Tyndale  House,  Publishers,  1967),  94 
pages,  paper,  $1.25. 

It  began  on  Monday,  June  5,  1967. 
It  only  lasted  six  days.  But  during 
the  latest  Israeli-Arab  conflict,  Is- 
rael tripled  its  size,  gained  the 
Egyptian  oil  fields  in  the  Sinai  Pen- 
insula, and  captured  so  much  mili- 
tary hardware  that  they  are  still 
trucking  it  in.  The  reunification  of 
Jerusalem  climaxed  the  victory. 

As  Christians  followed  the  'Six- 
Day  War,"  their  interest  was  scarcely 
less  intense  than  that  of  the  com- 
batants themselyes.  What  are  the 
meaning  and  significance  of  this 
amazing  conquest  in  God's  program? 
How  does  the  reunification  of  Jeru- 
salem relate  to  Biblical  prophecy? 
After  a  brief  summary  of  the  facts 
of  the  war,  Wolff  faces  these  ques- 
tions. He  presents  God's  dealing  with 
Israel  as  a  three-act  drama. 

Act  I  presents  the  calling  of  Abra- 
ham and  the  establishment  of  Israel 
as  a  nation.  God  appointed  Israel  to 
be  a  blessing  to  all  people.  Wolff 
shows  that  this  means  not  only  that 
the  Saviour  would  come  as  an  Is- 
raelite, but  also  that  Israel  was  com- 
missioned to  be  a  missionary  people. 
"The  words  'to  all  nations'  are  char- 
acteristic of  the  Old  Testament  as 
well  as  of  the  New  Testament.  The 
Great  Commission  is  not  an  after- 
thought, but  a  formal  summarization 
in  the  New  Testament  of  the  entire 
teaching  of  the  Scriptures"  (p.   25). 

God  declared  that  if  His  people 
refused    to    obey    Him,    He    would 


scatter  them  among  all  nations.  Fur- 
ther, He  promised  that  though  they 
were  scattered,  the  Jews  would  re- 
tain their  identity  as  a  people.  The 
second  act  traces  the  fulfillment  of 
these  connected  promises  in  Biblical 
and  post-Biblical  times. 

Act  III,  which  occupies  over  half 
the  book,  is  concerned  with  the  re- 
turn to  the  Promised  Land.  Wolff 
first  glances  at  the  extent  of  "the 
times  of  the  Gentiles"  and  the  prob- 
lem of  rebuilding  the  temple.  Then 
he  makes  a  nation-by-nation  survey  of 
what  Scripture  says  will  be  the  rela- 
tion of  Israel  to  the  other  nations  in 
the  last  days.  In  these  times  the 
blessing  of  God  will  finally  flow  out 
from  God  through  Israel  to  all  na- 
tions. The  purpose  of  God  for  both 
the  nations  and  Israel  will  at  last  be 
fully  realized  when  Israel  functions 
as  the  channel  of  divine  blessing  to 
all  peoples. 

Stand  Tall 
and  Straight 

Bill  Gloss,  Leslie  E.  Moser,  and 
Stan  Moser  (Waco,  Texas:  Word 
Books,   1967),  206  pages,  $3.95. 

I  have  always  wondered  what  there 
is  in  athletics  that  can  transform  a 
man.  No  sooner  does  he  gain  recog- 
nition  as  an  athlete  than  he  becomes 
an  exf)ert  on  everything  from  what 
type  of  shaving  cream  I  should  use 
to  what  should  characterize  mv  reli- 
gious life.  Here  it  is  again.  Glass, 
the  football  hero,  Leslie  Moser,  the 
psychology  professor,  and  Stan  Moser, 


the  teen-ager,  have  teamed  up  to  ad- 
\'ise  the  aspiring  boy  on  how  to  be- 
come the  admirable  man. 

The  "be  self-confident"  motif  is 
strong.  There  is  advice  on  how  to 
put  on  weight  or  take  weight  off, 
whichever  is  appropriate.  And,  of 
course,  there  is  instruction  on  "how 
to  ask  a  girl  for  a  date."  The  prin- 
ciple is  to  practice  mentally  first. 
"What  vou  need  to  do  is  pick  out  a 
girl  you  really  want  to  date  and 
imagine  yourself  walking  boldly  up 
to  her  and  asking  her  for  a  date.  .  .  . 
See  her  accepting  excitedly.  Do  this 
several  times  before  you  ask  her.  The 
very  next  time  you  see  her,  just 
ask  away.  It  won't  be  long  until  it'll 
come  naturally"  (p.  197). 

The  book  is  written  for  the  fellow 
in  early  adolescence,  and  he  will  en- 
joy it. 

The  Man  Jesus 

(Glendale,  California:  Gospel  Light 
Publications,  and  Wheaton,  Illinois: 
Tyndale  House,  Publishers,  1967), 
273  pages,  cloth,  $3.95,  paper  $1.45. 

Around  A.D.  170  Tatian  compiled 
the  first  harmony  of  the  Gospels, 
which  was  called  the  Diatessaron.  By 
eliminating  duplicate  accounts  of 
fesus'  actions,  he  constructed  one 
continuous  narrative  of  Christ's  life. 
The  Man  Jesus  is  the  latest  attempt 
to  construct  such  a  life  of  Christ.  It 
is  an  adaptation  of  the  text  to 
Kenneth  Taylor's  paraphrase.  Living 
Letters.  Some  changes  have  been 
made  in  the  wording  of  the  Lixnng 
Letters,  and  dates  have  been  includ- 
ed to  increase  the  sense  of  the  pas- 
sage of  time. 

The  narrative  is  presented  in  an 
attractive,  readable  style  without 
\'erse  divisions,  though  the  verses 
used  are  indicated  at  the  bottom  of 
the  page.  One's  reaction  to  this  book 
will  be  governed  by  his  taste  for 
paraphrases  of  Scripture  and  his 
credulity    in    regard    to    a    complete 
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The  Other  25? 


Only  25  of  the  50  states  have  mem- 
ber churches  of  the  National  Fellow- 
ship of  Brethren  Churches.  What 
about  the  other  25? 

An  evangelical  denomination  as 
ours  is,  holding  to  the  fundamentals 
of  the  faith,  preaching  the  Bible  mes- 
sage, and  with  a  love  for  souls  should 
have  churches  in  all  of  the  states.  We 
should  have  them  because  there  is  a 
great  need  for  people  in  all  of  the 
states  to  hear  this  message  and  come 
to  know  Christ  and  serve  Him.  Also, 
we  should  have  churches  in  all  of  the 
states  because  the  message  which  we 
preach  is  an  effective  message  and 
conducive  to  results  in  decisions  and 
in  churches  established. 

Established  Brethren  Churches 
have  "mothered"  new  churches  in 
some  areas.  In  some  sections  several 
churches  have  sprung  up  in  one 
city  or  one  area.  The  "Every  church 
start  a  branch  church"  movement  has 
been  partially  effective.  But  it  has 
been  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  that  has  been  responsible  for 
starting  most  of  the  new  churches  in 
recent  years.  From  its  beginning  the 
Council  has  aggressively  worked  at 
the  business  of  establishing  new 
churches.  It  has  produced  results. 
New  states  have  been  entered;  new 
sections  of  the  country  have  been 
reached. 

Working  cooperatively  through  lo- 
cal contacts  has  been  essential  to  and 
largely  responsible  for  success.  Pas- 
tors of  local  churches,  and  District 


Mission  boards  have  proven  especially 
effective.  With  such  help  on  the  lo- 
cal level,  the  job  has  been  much 
easier.  And,  there  is  a  feeling  that 
Brethren  on  all  levels  have  had  a 
part  in  the  work. 

Contributing  to  the  successful 
planting  of  new  churches  has  been 
the  facilities  of  a  well-planned, 
church-building  organization.  Nota- 
ble are  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation,  an  organization  for 
church  financing;  the  Architectural 
Department,  the  planning  arm  of  the 
organization;  and  the  Construction 
Crews,  the  actual  builders  of  church- 
es. This  program  has  been  recognized 
as  successful  even  outside  of  our  de- 
nominational circles. 

To  have  others  commend  our  pro- 
gram is  gratifying.  To  know  that 
souls  have  been  saved,  churches  estab- 
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lished,  and  young  people  trained  and 
sent  out  into  the  Lord's  service  is 
more  satisfying.  And,  to  know  that 
we  have  had  some  part  in  this  great 
work  should  thrill  our  hearts. 

But,  we  must  come  back  to  the 
question,  "What  about  the  other  25?" 
With  all  that  we  have  done,  we  are 
still  represented  in  only  25  states;  we 
must  reach  the  other  25!  We  must 
be  actively  engaged  in  personal  evan- 
gelism; we  must  work  through  well- 
planned  local  evangelistic  campaigns; 
we  must  support  and  work  with  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  in 
its  efforts  through  District  Mission 
boards;  we  must  do  all  of  this— and 
more,  to  broaden  our  outreach.  There 
are  needy  fields  in  all  of  the  states; 
fields  that  Christ  has  commissioned 
His  own  to  reach. 

What  about  the  other  25?

Jesus  said,  "I  will  build  my  church." 
The  many  facets  of  a  church  build- 
ing program  and  the  way  in  which 
God  directs  to  that  end  are  interest- 
ing. The  Holy  Spirit  uses  the  mes- 
sage of  the  Word  of  God  in  the  hands 
of  yielded  men  and  women.  He  uses 
wisdom,  energy,  and  talent  of  indi- 
viduals to  thrust  the  work  of  God 
ahead.  The  prayer  channel  is  also 
employed  to  provide  needed  funds, 
special  blessing,  and  inspiration  to  the 
saints  of  God.  Amazingly,  God  al- 
ways has  more  means  available  than 
the  average  church  membership  will 
claim— this  being  a  primary  reason  for 
greater  emphasis  upon  faith  in  God. 

Faith  was  manifested  by  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Indiana  District  mission 
board  when  the  Kokomo  church  was 
started  as  a  Bible  class.  Faith  was 
again  in  operation  when  the  district 
together  with  the  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  purchased  the  first 
available  church  site  at  the  entrance 
of  the  Indian  Heights  Village  project. 
Faith  has  characterized  each  step  of 
development  of  this  church,  through 
two  building  programs  and  now  as  a 
self-supporting  church.  Faith  in  God 
and  His  Word  coupled  with  the  wis- 
dom, work,  and  witness  of  the  saints 
has  caused  this  church  to  multiply  in 
its  growth. 


The  latest  challenge  of  faith  came 
in  the  construction  of  the  new  Sun- 
day-school annex.  It  took  a  great  deal 
of  faith  and  careful  calculation  to  de- 
termine whether  this  church  should 
be  allowed  to  increase  its  debt  in 
order  to  increase  its  facilities  to  reach 
more  people.  Reaching  more  people 
meant  adequate  giving  potential  to 
go  self-supporting.  After  much 
prayer,  God  gave  the  answer,  "Go 
ahead."  God's  blessing  along  this 
highway  of  faith  has  been  rewarding. 

Members  and  friends  of  the  Grace 
Brethren  Ghurch  of  Kokomo,  Indi- 
ana, dedicated  their  new  Sunday- 
school  annex  on  Sunday,  August  27, 
1967.  Dr.  Herman  Hoyt,  president 
of  Grace  Theological  Seminarv  and 
Grace  College,  was  the  speaker  for 
the  three  services  of  the  day.  Rev. 
Ralph  Hall,  head  of  the  Brethren 
Architectural  Service,  brought  greet- 
ings from  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council.  Rev.  Jerry  Root 
brought  felicitations  from  the  Indiana 
District  Ministerium.  Rev.  and  Mrs. 
Jerry  Young,  new  missionaries  at 
Indianapolis,  brought  special  music 
for  the  occasion. 

The  Kokomo  annex  provides  2,700 
additional  square  feet  of  educational 
space  at  a  cost  of  $27,420.  The  build- 
ing was  designed  by  the  Brethren 
Architectural  Service  and  was  con- 
structed by  a  local  contractor,  Mr. 
George  Downey.  The  Book  of  Nehe- 


miah  records  the  fact  that  in  the  re- 
building of  the  wall  the  people  rose 
up  to  build  with  a  mind  to  work. 
The  same  attitude  and  spirit  was 
manifested  by  the  Kokomo  congrega- 
tion as  each  member  got  into  the  task 
to  help  build  and  finish  the  new  Sun- 
dav-school  facility. 

The  annex  is  the  home  of  the 
Grace  Brethren  Nursery  and  Kinder- 
garten School.  The  new  educational 
auditorium  and  additional  classrooms 
provide  beautiful  and  adequate  facili- 
ties for  the  conduct  of  a  modern 
school.  The  income  from  the  school 
is  also  a  major  help  in  meeting  the 
building  payments.  Above  all,  the 
schools  provide  a  contact  with  a  large 
number  of  families  who  live  in  the 
ever-expanding  area  of  South  Ko- 
komo. 

The  Kokomo  congregation  are  to 
be  congratulated  for  their  fine  achieve- 
ments, for  their  excellent  spirit  of 
giving,  and  for  their  hard  work.  In 
the  midst  of  heavy  financial  responsi- 
bility because  of  building  debts  they 
continued  to  increase  their  gifts  to 
missions.  Their  visitation  and  passion 
for  souls  have  not  lagged.  Special 
commendation  should  be  given  to 
Rev.  Herman  Hein,  who  has  dili- 
gently led  this  congregation  in  its  ag- 
gressive  program  of  development  and 
growth.  May  God  bless  this  Kokomo 
congregation  for  these  excellent  steps 
of  victory  for  our  Lord.

ment Foundation.  When  we  came  to

I  would  like  for  us 
to  consider  our  responsibility  as  an 
instrument  Christ  is  using  to  build 
His  church. 

This  Is  Sacred  Business 

Not  only  should  v\'e  be  aware  of 
the  fact  that  home  missions  is  bis 
business,  but  we  should  also  be  con- 
scious of  the  fact  that  it  is  sacred 
business,  God's  business.

May  God 
ever  burden  vou  and  me  with  the 
fact  that  our  work  in  home  missions 
is  to  win  the  lost,  gather  them  to- 
gether in  fellowship  as  believers,  and 
provide  a  spiritual  atmosphere— a 
church  home  for  the  development 
and  growth  of  thc.^-  saints  of  the 
Lord. 


Across  this  nation  needy  groups  are 
reaching  out  to  you  and  to  me  that 
we  through  Brethren  Home  Missions 
may  help  establish  them  as  an  effec- 
tive part  of  His  church.  This  is  sa- 
cred business— God's  business.  We 
dare  not  fail. 

This  Is  Soul-Thrilling  Business 

I  wish  you  could  sit  beside  me  on 
this  board  and  share  the  thrill  of  what 
God  is  doing  across  our  nation.  Listen 
to  the  account  of  how  God  worked  to 
save  a  home  and  a  family  in  Ohio, 
how  God  has  moved  to  drive  new 
people  to  a  struggling  group  in  Cali- 
fornia, how  God  answered  prayer  and 
provided  a  meeting  place  for  a  begin- 
ning church  in  Florida  or  a  church 
site  in  northern  California  at  a  price 
we  never  dreamed  possible.  Your  soul 
would  be  thrilled,  just  as  mine  has 
been,  by  these  miracles  of  God  in 
home  missions.  I  am  thrilled  because 
it  is  His  work  and  because  vou  and  I 
have  a  real  share  in  what  God  is  do- 


Thls  Is  Soul-Searching  Business 

I  think  it  necessary  to  speak  not 
only  of  the  blessings,  but  also  of  the 
soul  searching  that  is  connected  with 
our  business  of  home  missions.  How 
often  and  how  long  can  we  sav  to 
hungry  souls,  "You  must  wait  and 
pray,  for  at  the  present  time  we  can 
accept  no  more  points;  we  are  far  over 
our  budget  and  dare  not  at  this  time 
increase  our  deficit"?  May  the  day 
come  soon  when  we  can  reach  out 
and  seize  every  opportunity. 

My  heart  aches  when  we  must  say 
no  because  of  a  lack  of  men  to  staff 
the  new  points  or  because  of  a  lack 
of  funds  to  include  a  new  mission 
point  under  our  present  budget. 
Seemingly,  our  problem  always  falls 
under  one  of  these  two  main  heads: 
lack  of  men  or  lack  of  money. 

Surely  the  problem  is  not  on  God's 
side,    for   the    opportunities    ar^    •"" 
limited.    It  is  with  us.    Our  lack  of 
dedication  determines  our  failure  to 


supply  our  youth  for  the  ministry; 
our  lack  of  dedication  determines  our 
shortage  of  dollars  to  care  for  this 
great  problem  of  building  Bible-teach- 
ing churches.  Only  as  individuals  can 
we  correct  this  problem  that  so  greatly 
hinders  the  work  of  God  in  building 
His  church. 

This  Is  at  Times  a  Discouraging 
Business 

This  work  is  sometimes  discourag- 
ing—but not  because  God  fails  or  does 
not  keep  His  promise.  The  Lord 
blesses  us  daily,  and  we  continue  to 
marvel  at  His  faithfulness  and  His 
answers  to  prayer. 

It  is  discouraging  to  see  thousands 
the  human  side.  It  is  sad  to  see  how 
effectively  Satan  can  disrupt  the  work 
of  God,  to  see  how  easily  he  can  find 
an  instrument  to  use  in  hindering 
God's  cause,  to  see  how  masterful  he 
is  in  producing  unconcern,  indiffer- 
ence, misunderstanding  among  those 
who  should  be  God's  instruments  to 
build  His  church. 

It  is  discouraging  to  see  thousands 
of  promising  young  people  grow  up 
in  our  churches  and  never  respond  to 
the  call  to  give  their  lives  as  pastors 
or  evangelists.  Are  our  churches  and 
our  homes  concerned  about  this  need? 
Are  we  praying  any  of  these  into  the 
harvest  fields? 

It  is  discouraging  to  see  many 
churches  held  back  in  building  or  ex- 
pansion because  of  limited  investment 
funds.  It  is  heartbreaking  to  say  to  a 
group,  "You  must  wait  until  more 
funds  are  available  before  we  can 
assure  you  of  a  loan.'' 

Will  you  not  ask  God  to  help  you 
brighten  our  entire  home  missions 
future  by  praying,  giving  to  Brethren 
Home  Missions,  and  together  invest- 
ing another  million  dollars  this  year 
in  our  own  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation?  Do  it  today,  for  this  is 
big  business;  it  is  God's  business. 
What  a  thrill  to  know  that  I  share  in 
it,  as  Christ  continues  to  build  His 
church  today!

A  Bleeding  Sinner  Redeemed  by  the  Blood

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The  man  was  covered  from  head  to 
toe  with  blood.  And  when  he 
knocked  on  the  door  of  the  Floyd 
Middagh  residence,  three  miles  south 
of  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  on  U.  S. 
Highway  85,  little  did  he  realize  that 
this  was  the  first  step  of  a  long,  long 
trip  back  to  God. 

His  name  was  Bill  Kuykendall,  Sr. 
He  v^'as  the  product  of  a  broken 
home.  From  the  age  of  ten  he  hadn't 
known  what  parents  were.  At  age 
fifteen.  Bill  made  a  confession  of  faith 
in  Christ.  He  had  no  help,  spiri- 
tually, and  he  didn't  grow  in  the 
Lord.  When  he  was  seventeen.  Bill 
went  into  the  Army.  There  he  drifted 
far  from  the  Lord.  He  learned  to  box, 
and  the  scar  tissue  under  his  eyes  tes- 
tifies to  the  fact  that  he  was  in  many 
battles— both  in  and  out  of  the  ring. 
While  in  the  Army,  Bill  began  to 
drink,  a  habit  that  got  a  real  hold  on 
him  and  almost  wrecked  his  marriage. 

After  the  Armv,  Bill  drifted  from 
job  to  job.  He  moved  to  Colorado 
and  worked  on  a  farm,  then  at  a  sand 
and  gravel  company,  and  finally  he 
went  to  work  for  Saunders  Petroleum 
Company.  Here  in  God's  providence 
he  met  Floyd  Middagh.  Floyd  is  an 
ex-alcoholic  himself,  another  sinner 
saved  by  God's  grace.  The  men  in 
the  company  knew  there  had  been  a 
miraculous  change  in  Floyd,  a  change 
they  could  scarcely  believe.  Bill  came 
into  contact  with  Floyd  almost  every 
day  as  he  stopped  by  the  office  in 
Cheyenne  to  "shoot  the  breeze"  after 
work.  He  knew  Flo\'d  had  something 
he  didn't  have. 

Then  one  cold  night  in  February, 
1967  (it  was  the  17th,  to  be  exact). 
Bill  u'ent  on  another  of  his  frequent 
drinking  binges.    Although  he  lived

in  Greeley,  Colorado,  he  ended  up  in 
a  Cheyenne  bar.  There  he  met  two 
Air  Force  men  and  after  an  argument 
was  brutally  beaten.  He  ended  up  at 
Floyd's  d<x>r,  covered  with  blood.  He 
knew  he  needed  help,  and  the  Mid- 
dagh's  were  the  only  ones  he  knew 
to  whom  he  could  turn. 

It  was  five  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
but  Floyd  and  Margaret  took  Bill  in, 
cleaned  him  up,  and  poured  black 
coffee  down  him.  Bill  says  that  Floyd 
didn't  "preach"  to  him;  he  just  got 
out  his  Bible,  laid  it  on  the  table,  and 
began  to  turn  to  different  verses  of 
Scripture.  Bill  jokingly  began  to  talk 
about  his  Bible,  saying  he  had  a  big- 
ger one  than  Floyd's.  Floyd  told  him 
that  it  didn't  matter  how  hig  your 
Bible  v\'as;  it  was  whether  you  read 
it  and  lived  by  it  that  counted. 

That  was  about  all  that  happened 
that  day.  Floyd  drove  Bill  back  to 
Greeley,  where  Mrs.  Kuykendall  vxas 
waiting,  determined  to  get  a  divorce. 
She  told  Bill  she  was  oettina  one,  the 
moment  he  stepped  in  the  door.  Doris 
was  a  Christian  but,  like  Bill,  had 
drifted  away.    It  was  then  that  Bill 


decided  it  was  time  for  a  change  in 
his  life.  He  told  his  wife  there  was 
going  to  be  a  change. 

The  Kuvkendalls  moved  to  Chey- 
enne, at  the  Middagh's  suggestion, 
where  Bill  would  have  a  change  of 
environment.  They  began  to  attend 
the  First  Brethren  Church  with  Floyd 
and  Margaret.  Then,  one  Sunday 
morning  in  April,  Bill  stepped  for- 
ward to  return  to  the  Lord  he  had 
run  from  these  many  years.  Mrs. 
Kuykendall  immediately  joined  him, 
and  with  tears  of  joy  both  found 
restoration  in  Christ. 

The  Kuykendall  home  hasn't  been 
the  same  since.  Bill  says  he  has  finally 
found  what  he  was  searching  for  all 
those  years.  Bill  and  Doris  have  five 
children.  Four  of  them  have  come  to 
know  Christ  as  their  Saviour,  and  the 
entire  family,  with  the  exception  of 
the  baby,  have  been  baptized  and 
ha\'e  joined  the  church. 

Both  the  Kuykcndall's  and  the 
Middagh's  are  unanimous  in  saying, 
with  genuine  thanksgiving,  "To  God 
be  the  glory;  great  things  He  has 
done!"

spiritual  W^arfare  on  the  Battlefield  U.S.A.    By  Rev  Robert  Thompson 


A  battle  is  going  on  in  the  U.S.A. 
It  is  not  our  intent  to  add  to  the 
plethora  of  literature  already  in  print 
on  the  subject  of  race  riots,  social  in- 
justices, economic  disasters,  and  po- 
lice brutalities.  The  battle  that  con- 
cerns us  is  that  spiritual  warfare  that 
is  being  waged  for  the  souls  of  men. 
It  began  centuries  ago  with  the  sa- 
tanicallv-inspired  revolution  against 
the  government  of  God  by  Adam  and 
Eve,  and  there  has  been  no  truce  de- 
clared to  this  very  day.  Duped  bv  the 
arch  cnemv  of  God,  man  fell  prey  to 
the  wiles  of  the  Evil  One  and  as  a 
result  finds  himself  in  virtual  slavery 
to  a  nature  corrupted  by  his  own  de- 
ception. 

A  counter  attack  was  launched  bv 
the  God  of  heaven  in  the  person  of 
His  Son,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
provided  victory  bv  His  conquest  over 
the  devil  on  a  hill  called  Calvary. 
This  "good  news"  has  been  pro- 
claimed in  every  land,  and  men  are 
being  emancipated  by  believing  in 
this  message.  Many  who  for  centuries 
have  been  in  bondage  of  sin,  supersti- 
tion, and  fear  are  coming  to  know  an 
unprecedented  liberty  in  the  gospel 
of  the  Lord  Jesus.  The  Bible  declares 
that  "if  the  Son  .  .  .  shall  make  you 
free,  ye  shall  be  free  indeed"  (John 
8:36).' 

The  Brethren  Home  iMissions 
Council  has  joined  the  ranks  of  those 
who  are  carrying  on  this  battle  on 
many  fronts.  Our  particular  arena  of 
activity  is  conhned  to  the  geographi- 
cal limits  of  the  United  States,  which 
we  believe  to  be  of  strategic  impor- 
tance. The  world  is  looking  to  Amer- 
ica for  men,  money,  and  materials  to 
carry  on  the  gospel  ministry  in  every 
land.  I  do  not  have  the  statistics  be- 
fore me  on  the  matter,  but  it  is  com- 
mon knowledge  that  America  remains 
the  last  great  source  of  supply  for 
world  missions  today. 

Any  competent  military  strategist 
recognizes  the  necessity  of  maintain- 
ing a  strong  base  of  operation  with 
well  defended  supply  lines.  How- 
ever, in  our  battle  for  the  souls  of 
men  the  home  front  is  being  ne- 
glected.  With  the  statistics  we  do 
have,  as  published  in  our  most  recent 
national    statistical    report,    we    note 


that  the  per  capita  giving  to  Brethren 
Home  Missions  was  less  than  ten  dol- 
lars per  member  last  year.  Equally 
embarrassing  to  those  in  positions  of 
leadership  was  the  report  given  to  the 
national  niinisterium  concerning  the 
lack  of  involvement  in  this  area.  Yet 
The  Brethren  Church  is  preparing  to 
launch  its  greatest  assault  in  every 
facet  of  its  endeavor  during  this  next 
year,  and  the  local  congregation  is  the 
most  crucial  link  in  obtaining  the  vic- 
tories  desired.  Two  things  seem  im- 
perative if  we  are  effectively  to  carry 
on  our  engagement  \\'\t\\  the  enemy. 
First,  we  must  involve  more  individ- 
uals (last  year  there  were  only  3,903 
corporation  members  out  of  29,563 
members  of  Brethren  churches)  in  the 
missionary  programs  of  our  existing 
churches.  Secondly,  we  must  enlarge 
our  base  of  operation  by  adding  still 
more  churches  to  the  membership  of 
the  National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches. 

We  can  do  neither  of  these  without 
the  active  enlistment  of  Brethren  peo- 
ple across  America.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  a  DMZ  (demilitarized  zone) 
in  this  conflict  or  any  sheltered  "no 
man's  land"  of  sanctuary  from  which 
we  can  safely  observe  the  action.  We 
are  all  lA  and  subject  to  call.  True, 
we  are  not  all  called  upon  to  ser\'e  in 
the  same  way,  but  we  are  all  called 
upon  to  take  an  active  part.  Perhaps 
the  Lord  is  calling  you  to  dedicate 
your  life  to  prepare  for  service  as  a 
missionary  in  a  full-time  pastorate  or 
as  a  teacher  for  one  of  our  mission 
points.  It  may  be  that  you  are  called 
to  be  a  part  of  a  nucleus  group  in 
establishing    a    branch    church    and 


providing  leadership  during  its  early 
days.  Perhaps  the  Lord  wants  you 
simply  to  support  consistantly  and 
generously  the  program  of  home  mis- 
sions through  your  local  congregation. 
Be  assured  of  this  one  fact:  there  are 
no  deferments  or  exemptions! 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  has  committed  itself  to  the 
greatest  offensive  program  it  has  ever 
planned.  This  includes  the  total  and 
final  retirement  of  the  remaining 
fiftv-thousand-dollar  deficit  which  has 
so  harrassed  us  in  recent  years.  In 
addition,  we  expect  the  Lord  to  give 
us  several  new  mission  points  this 
next  year  as  well  as  caring  for  those 
which  are  already  receiving  assistance 
in  their  embryonic  state.  We  may 
expect  great  opposition  from  the  Ad- 
versary. Already  we  face  the  tremen- 
dous obstacle  of  expensive  property, 
harassing  building  codes,  insufficient 
funds,  shortage  of  laborers,  and  the 
e\'er-present  pessimism  of  the  twen- 
tieth-century Sanballats  and  Tobiahs. 
Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  the  appar- 
ently insurmountable  obstacles  we 
believe  as  Nehemiah  of  old  that  we 
should  "arise  and  build."  Beach  heads 
have  already  been  secured  in  a  num- 
ber of  new  areas  preparatory  to  estab- 
lishing new  congregations.  In  order 
to  accomplish  these  new  objectives 
this  year,  we  have  established  a 
budget  of  $330,000. 

With  these  facts  before  us  v\'e  face 
optimistically  the  future.  Let  us  then 
march  together  with  thanks  to  God  in 
that  He  "causeth  us  to  triumph  in 
Christ,  and  maketh  manifest  the 
savour  of  his  knowledge  by  us  in 
every  place"  (II  Cor.  2:14).

"Hello.  It's  Isobel.  I'm  calling  to 
see  if  you  are  planning  to  attend  our 
luncheon-discussion  meeting.  .  .  . 
Yes,  it's  the  fourth  Monday  already. 
.  .  .  Good.   You  bring  a  sandwich  or

whatever  you  like,  and  Jerry  will  have 
dessert  and  coffee.  You'll  be  picked 
up  about  10:30.  See  vou  Monday. 
'Bye." 

The  week  end  before  the  fourth 
Monday  of  each  month,  my  phone  is 
busy  making  contacts  for  our  ladies' 
discussion-luncheon  meeting.  The 
meeting  is  held  at  the  mission.  We 
have  found  the  best  arrangement 
is  for  each  to  bring  her  own  lunch; 
tastes  and  diets  vary.  Mrs.  Button 
plans  the  dessert  and  provides  the 
coffee  and  tea.  Rev.  Button  and  I 
provide  the  transportation. 

Membership  in  our  "Monday  Girls" 
is  not  hard  to  attain.  The  first  time 
one  comes,  she  is  a  visitor.  If  she 
likes  us  and  comes  again,  she  is  auto- 
matically a  member.  Some  who  come 
also  attend  our  Wednesday  night  Bi- 
ble class.  Others  shy  away  from  a 
Bible  class,  and  so  this  is  one  method 
of  "exposing"  them  to  the  gospel. 
Several,  after  attending  the  day  meet- 
ing, come  to  the  evening  Bible  class. 

Lunch  is  the  first  order  of  business. 
Mrs.  Button  has  the  tables  all  pre- 
pared. Amidst  a  profusion  of  talking, 
the  repast  is  enjoyed. 

As  chairman  of  the  organization,  I 
seek  to  gather  the  group  for  our  meet- 
ing. While  the  group  is  assembling, 
those  who  care  to  do  so  "feed  the 
kitty."  Sitting  unpretentiously  but 
regally  on  the  TV  is  "Kitty,"  our 
crowned  Siamese  cat  bank.  Since  we 
do  not  have  dues,  we  use  this  method 


for  voluntary  contributions. 

The  meeting  is  called  to  order. 
Mrs.  Button,  the  secretary,  and  Mrs. 
Turek,  the  treasurer,  give  their  re- 
ports. As  a  rule,  the  business  session 
is  not  long.  We  do  not  have  much 
business  to  conduct,  as  our  main  pur- 
pose is  discussion— cultural,  as  some 
have  said.  However,  there  is  a  phil- 
anthropic side.  The  contributions  re- 
ceived are  given  to  charitable  organi- 
zations,  since  the  group  is  composed 
mainly  of  unsaved  Jewish  ladies. 
Gifts  have  been  given  to  the  Junior 
Blind,  Cancer  Foundation,  Heart 
Fund,  Union  Rescue  Mission  for 
Thanksgiving  dinners,  Sunair  Home 
for  Asthmatic  Children,  and  so  on. 
At  our  April  meeting  we  voted  out 
$15  for  the  Ezra  Emergency  Fund, 
which  helps  destitute  newcomers  to 
Los  Angeles.  Coupons  are  collected 
to  be  used  by  the  Spastic  Children's 
Foundation.  Clothing  is  also  sent  to 
the  Pomona  Home  for  the  Retarded. 

The  discussion  time  is  very  in- 
formal. My  part,  which  comes  first, 
is  to  teach  the  Torah,  the  five  books 
of  Moses.  For  over  a  year  I  have  been 
using  flannelgraph  to  present  the  life 
of  the  patriarchs  from  Genesis.  Twice 
I  deviated  because  of  special  occasions 
and  presented  the  story  of  Purim  as 
recorded  in  the  Book  of  Esther  and 
the  events  of  the  Passover  from  Exo- 
dus. At  the  conclusion,  opportunity 
is  given  for  questions  and  comments. 

There  are  no  restrictions  on  the 
subjects  discussed  or  on  who  may 
make  the  presentation.  A  few  mem- 
bers are  just  good  listeners,  but  there 
are  several  who  can  always  be 
counted  on  to  contribute.    The  fol- 


lowing will  give  you  an  idea  of  the 
range  of  subjects:  "Time  Bomb  in  the 
Ghetto,"  "Rabbi  Magnin  on  Day  of 
Atonement,"  "Love,  an  Act  of  Will," 
"Billy  Graham  on  Atheism,"  "My  Ex- 
perience in  Israel,"  "Love  in  a  Nut- 
shell," "Today's  Kids— Better  or 
Worse,"  "Middle  East,  a  Hot  Spot," 
"Sleep,"  "Serfdom  in  Skirts,"  "How 
To  Be  a  Jewish  Mother,"  "On  Easter 
and  Passover." 

My  responsibility,  as  chairman,  is 
to  guide  the  discussion  after  the  pre- 
sentation. When  the  subject  is  of 
vital  interest,  it  is  easy  for  a  number 
to  want  to  talk  at  once  or  to  get  off 
into  group  conversations.  Whenever 
possible  we  seek  to  apply  the  Word 
of  God  to  the  subject.  There  are  few 
that  cannot  be  so  related.  Should  we 
run  short  of  material  (not  often!),  I 
have  A  Book  of  Contemplation, 
which  alphabetically  lists  thoughts  on 
almost  any  subject  from  A  to  Z. 
Many  provoke  a  spirited  discussion. 

In  the  summer,  just  before  the  But- 
tons leave  on  itineration,  the  meeting 
is  purely  social,  usually  a  picnic.  Even 
in  such  "small"  things  as  weather,  the 
Lord  wonderfullv  provides. 

During  the  past  year,  the  response 
and  interest  spiritually  have  been 
great.

September  23,  1967 
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The  bright  gold  "W"  stood  out 
sharply  against  my  dark  purple  col- 
lege varsity  sweater.  I  was  a  sopho- 
more, an  all-around  athlete,  transfer- 
ring from  Whittier  College  to  Santa 
Barbara  State  Teacher's  College.  The 
letter  helped  me  meet  lots  of  athletes 
who  played  on  the  football,  basket- 
ball, track,  and  baseball  teams  of 
Santa  Barbara  College. 

My  main  object  in  life  then,  as  well 
as  now,  was  to  lead  others  to  my  Lord 
and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

I  attended  the  Bible  club  which 
met  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  col- 
lege. One  night  the  varsitv  club  met 
in  the  same  building.  The  varsitv 
club  was  for  the  athletes  who  had 
\'\'on  a  letter  during  that  vear  in  any 
of  the  four  major  sports.  The  fellows 
from  the  varsity  club  passed  by  our 
Bible  class  when  the  doors  were  open. 
They  could  see  me  in  the  class,  be- 
cause there  were  about  twenty-five 
girls  and  only  two  of  us  fellows.  After 

o 

that  thev  gave  me  the  "brush-oflf" 
when  1  met  them  anvwhere. 

A  few  days  after  attending  the 
Bible  class,  I  noticed  in  the  college 
paper  that  there  was  to  be  an  "open" 
track  meet  at  the  Santa  Barbara  Col- 
lege. An  "open"  track  meet  was  for 
high  school  graduates  as  well  as  pres- 
ent and  former  college  students.  They 
would  all  compete  with  one  another. 
High  school  graduates  would  come 
from  all  parts  of  California  to  run 
that  day. 

I'd  been  out  of  college  for  a  year, 
worked  in  an  office,  and  had  no  track 
training  during  this  time.  I  was  sure 
I  couldn't  last  out  the  eight  laps  in 
the  two-mile  race.  But  the  more  I 
thought  of  running,  the  more  I 
wanted  to— even  if  it  did  seem  foolish. 
That  night  after  praying  I  thought  I 
should  at  least  try  for  it.   I  ran  every 


afternoon  to  get  my  wind  and  strength 
back. 

"Only  two  weeks  to  prepare  myself 
for  this  track  race!  Is  it  really  God's 
will  that  I  enter  it?"   I  asked  myself. 

Friday  afternoon  one  week  before 
the  race  I  hitched  a  ride  to  my  home 
in  Whittier.  When  I  ran  to  get  into 
the  car,  I  turned  my  ankle  on  a  large 
stone.  A  couple  of  hours  later,  after 
I  reached  home,  my  ankle  started  to 
pain  and  swell.  "This  is  it,"  I  thought. 
"My  hopes  for  running  are  finished!" 

The  ne.xt  morning  I  could  hardlv 
put  mv  shoe  on.  Still  I  felt  the  urge 
to  run.  Why— I  didn't  know. 

Bv  the  time  I  got  back  to  Santa 
Barbara  Sundav  night,  my  ankle 
looked  twice  its  normal  size  and  was 
extremely  painful.  When  I  went  to 
bed  that  night,  I  prayed  the  pain  and 
swelling  would  leave  if  God  wanted 
me  to  run. 

Everv  night  I  praved,  trying  to  con- 
vince God  I  shouldn't  run.  But  the 
urge  was  still  there.  All  week  I  hob- 
bled around  campus.  The  pain  con- 
tinued, and  the  ankle  was  swollen. 

Friday  morning— the  day  of  the 
track  meet— and  still  some  swelling! 
Mv  ankle  felt  better  though;  I  went 

o 

to  the  g\'m  and  put  on  mv  track 
pants  and  mv  clothes  over  them.  It 
was  about  a  mile  to  the  athletic  field. 
I  took  mv  time  walking  and  still  ar- 
ri\'ed  earlv  enough  to  rest  on  the 
grass. 

Runners  began  to  come.  High 
school  graduates  came.  People  arrived 
to  see  the  races. 

"All  out  for  the  two-mile  race!  All 
out  for  the  two-mile  race!"  the  an- 
nouncer barked  over  the  loudspeaker. 
I  just  sat  there.  Goose  pimples  raised 
up  all  over  me.  I  could  see  the  ath- 
letes moving  toward  the  starting  line. 

"Second  call  for  the  two-mile  race!" 

I  got  ready  to  run! 


"Last  call  for  the  two-mile  race!" 

Some  of  the  guys  offered  me  track 
shoes.  I  told  them  my  foot  was  too 
swollen  to  put  a  shoe  on  it. 

"You're  not  going  to  run  barefoot 
are  you?"  The  coach  looked  bewil- 
dered. "There  must  be  something 
wrong  if  you  can't  get  your  shoe  on!" 

"I  sprained  mv  ankle,  and  it's  too 
swollen  to  wear  a  shoe.  But  I'm  going 
to  run  barefoot  anyway,"  I  said.  The 
coach  walked  awav  shaking  his  head 
and  mumbling  something. 

The  gun  went  off— we  ran!  The 
first  two  laps  around  the  track  I  was 
running  second  place— then  third 
place!  The  fifth  time  around  I  was  in 
first  place!  The  pain  in  mv  ankle  was 
getting  worse.  I  could  feel  the  new 
cinders  cutting  into  my  feet,  and  the 
pain  slowed  me  back  to  second  place. 

About  ten  fellows  were  still  run- 
ning. Several  dropped  out  because 
thev  weren't  in  good  shape,  and  got 
too  far  behind.  I  felt  like  dropping 
out  too,  but  I  was  running  this  race 
for  m\'  Lord! 

"Come  on  Snvder— come  on— you'll 
make  it!  Don't  give  up— stay  with  it! 
You're  going  to  win!"  I  could  hear 
them  cheer.    The  tide  had  changed! 

Mv  feet  v\'ere  co\'ered  \vith  blood, 
but  I  finished  the  race  in  third  place. 
The  coach  came  up  to  me  and  shook 
my  hand.  "You've  got  more  guts  than 
I  thought  vou  had,  Snvder,"  he  said. 

"Boy— that  was  some  race  you  ran!" 
Bill  Crow,  the  captain  of  the  track 
team,  said. 

What  a  change  in  the  fellows!  My 
perseverance  proved  to  them  that  the 
fact  that  a  guy  went  to  the  Bible 
classes  didn't  mean  he  was  a  sissy  and 
"couldn't  take  it." 

I  had  a  feeling  that  from  now  on, 
the  doors  were  going  to  be  open  for 
me  to  witness  for  my  Lord.  And  I 
was  right!

One  without  the  other  accomplishes  very  little.

DUTY 


The  subject  of  church  unity,  better 

known  as  the  ecumenical  movement, 

is  a  very  popular  subject  in   all   of 

Christendom.     When    we    speak    of 

unity    today,    the    first    concept    that 

floods  our  minds  is  the  current  talk 

about  weldins  tosether  all  denomina- 
te     o 

tions  into  one  superchurch.  Without 
question,  this  trend  is  a  fulfillment  of 
the  predictions  of  the  Book  of  Revela- 
tion. 

We  wholly  concur  with  the  posi- 
tion that  our  denomination  must  be 
kept  separate  from  this  godless,  one- 
world  religious  system  of  organiza- 
tional unity.  Unity  at  the  expense  of 
principle  and  conviction  can  only  fail. 

This  is  not  what  Jesus  meant  when 
He  prayed,  "That  they  all  may  be 
one;  as  thou.  Father,  art  in  me,  and 
I  in  thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one 
in  US:  that  the  world  may  believe  that 
thou  hast  sent  me"  (John  17:21). 

What  unity  did  He  mean?  We 
need  to  be  very  careful  that  while 
pointing  out  what  it  is  not,  we  do  not 
fail  to  see  what  it  is. 

There  is  a  scriptural  unity.  This 
unity  is  not  something  to  be  attained 
in  the  future  but  is  an  accomplished 
fact  now.  We  do  not  have  to  decide 
to  be  united.  We  are  united  as  true 
believers  in  Christ.  The  true  church 
is  not  going  to  be  ecumenized;  it  al- 
ready is— not  organizationally,  but  or- 
ganically. 

The  unity  of  which  I  speak  is  not 
a  unity  of  machines,  but  of  men  who 
"stand  fast  in   one   spirit,  with   one 
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mind  striving  together  for  the  faith 
of  the  gospel." 

Unity  is  declared  in  the  Word  of 
God.  We  have  already  mentioned 
our  Saviour's  prayer,  "That  they  all 
may  be  one  .  .  ."  (John  17:21).  It 
was  said  of  the  disciples,  "These  all 
continued  with  one  accord  in  prayer" 
(Acts  1:14).  The  Early  Church  dis- 
played unity;  according  to  Acts  4:32, 
"the  multitude  of  them  that  believed 
were  of  one  heart  and  of  one  soul." 
The  apostle  Paul  preached  unity: 
"Stand  fast  in  one  spirit,  with  one 
mind  striving  together  for  the  faith 
of  the  gospel"  (Phil.   1:27). 

The  true  church  is  described  in  the 
Word  of  God  with  terms  that  imply 
unitv.  For  instance,  it  is  called  a 
buildins:  "In  whom  all  the  building 
fitly  framed  together  groweth  unto  an 
holy  temple  in  the  Lord"  (Eph.  2:21). 
In  I  Corinthians  12:12  it  is  pictured 
as  a  body:  "For  as  the  body  is  one, 
and  hath  many  members,  and  all  the 
members  of  that  one  body,  being 
many,  are  one  body:  so  also  is  Christ." 
Ephesians  5,  where  the  church  is 
called  the  bride  of  Christ,  speaks  of 
a  unity  of  love.  All  these  metaphors 
involve  unity— unity  for  the  purpose 
of  functioning  properly. 

The  Bible  defines  unity.  Jesus 
prayed,  "That  they  all  may  be  one." 
Who  are  these  that  He  desired  to  be 
one?    The  answer  is  clear  from  the 


context.  "I  pray  for  them:  I  prav  not 
for  the  world,  but  for  them  which 
thou  hast  given  me"  (John  17:9).  It 
is  obvious  that  this  refers  to  His  chil- 
dren. Verse  20  includes  "them  also 
which  shall  believe  on  me  through 
their  word."  Jesus  was  praying  for 
unit}'  for  His  disciples  and  for  those 
who  in  the  future  would  believe  on 
Him  throuph  their  witness. 

Unity  is  not  thinking,  acting,  and 
speaking  alike.  This  vwll  never  be 
so  here  on  this  earth.  Rather,  it  is 
born-again  believers  with  diversity  of 
thinking,  acting,  and  speaking,  living 
in  harmony. 

Unity  can  be  identified  more  easily 
than  defined.  How  does  it  manifest 
itself  in  action  and  operation?  There 
is  a  clear  demonstration  in  Acts. 

The  earlv  believers  were  united  in 
prayer  (Acts  1:14),  in  fellowship  (Acts 
2:1,'  46),  in  witness  (Acts  4:24,  29, 
32),  in  work  (Acts  5:12),  and  in  busi- 
ness (Acts  15:25). 

The  Psalmist  says,  "Behold,  how 
good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  breth- 
ren to  dwell  together  in  unity! '  It  is 
good  for  mature  believers,  for  new 
converts,  and  for  the  outside  world.  It 
increases  the  influence  of  our  testi- 
mony. Our  Lord  was  interested  in 
the  influence  of  unity;  He  prayed, 
"That  they  all  may  be  one  .  .  .  that 
the  world  may  believe." 

We  must  demonstrate  to  a  dying 
world  that  Brethren  can  dwell  to- 
gether in  unity  of  prayer,  fellowship, 
witness,  work,  and  business. 
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As  the  speaker  of  the  evening 
moved  slowly  toward  the  rostrum,  the 
crowd  jammed  into  the  large  audi- 
torium became  silent  ...  so  silent  the 
drop  of  a  coin  could  be  heard  by  all. 
For  weeks  the  people  in  this  small 
college  town  had  anxiouslv  awaited 
the  appearance  and  presentation  of 
this  distinguished  scholar  and  author. 
He  came  as  one  noted  for  his  influ- 
ence in  the  world  of  contemporary 
theolog)'.  He  chose  as  his  topic  for 
that  nioht  "The  Christian  God— Then 

o 

and  Now."  Tlie  hushed  silence  was 
broken  by  his  deep,  thundering  voice, 
which  captivated  the  attention  of 
both  adult  and  child. 

"In  1896  over  60,000  Armenians 
were  butchered.  In  Trebizond,  Erze- 
roum,  Erzinghian,  and  numberless 
other  places  Christians  were  crushed 
like  grapes  during  the  vintage.  In 
some  areas  every  male  above  twelve 
years  of  age  who  could  be  found  was 
slain.  Many  children  were  laid  on 
their  backs  and  their  necks  cut  like 
sheep.  During  the  Korean  War  five 
Christian  families  were  taken  captive 
by  the  Communists  and  were  com- 
manded to  reveal  all  places  of  wor- 
ship and  identify  all  Christians  in  the 
area.  They  were  also  required  to  re- 
nounce their  faith  in  Christ  publicly. 
They  refused,  and  the  men  of  the 
families  were  butchered  in  front  of 
their  wives  and  children.  The  women 
lifted  up  their  hands  to  heaven,  as 
many  have  done  since  the  first  cen- 
tury A.D.,  and  cried  for  divine  help. 
The  heavens  were  silent!  They  were 
all  slain  that  dav  at  the  hands  of 
wicked  men,  and  God  was  silent!  The 
obvious  reason  for  this  situation,  and 
the  clearest  explanation  for  it,  is  that 
the  God  of  Christianity  is  dead!  If 
the  Christian  God  is  indeed  a  God  of 
love,  compassion,  and  justice,  how 
could  He  possibly  remain  passive  in 
the  presence  of  suffering  like  that 
just  described?" 

If  you  had  been  in  the  audience 
that  nioht,  how  would  you  have  an- 
swered the  questions  raised  by  the 
speaker?  How  shall  we  account  for 
the  silence  of  God  in  the  midst  of 
unparalleled  wickedness? 

Before  we  attempt  to  deal  with  that 
question,  it  is  important  to  realize 
that  this  problem  is  not  a  new  one. 
The  psalmist  Asaph  was  quite  per- 
plexed by  the  fact  that  in  his  day  the 


wicked  were  experiencing  prosperity 
and  the  righteous  poverty  and  sorrow 
(Ps.  73:1-16).  Habakkuk,  the  prophet, 
experienced  certain  frustrations  over 
the  fact  that  the  wickedness  of  Judah 
was  increasing  and  his  prayers  for 
judgment  and  justice  seemed  to  go 
unheard.  He  cried,  "O  Lord,  how 
long  shall  I  cry,  and  thou  wilt  not 
hear?"  (Hab.  1:2). 

Job,  according  to  Scripture,  was  a 
perfect  man  (Job  1:1),  a  prosperous 
man  (Job  1:2-4),  and  a  pious  man 
(Job  1:5).  He  feared  and  served  God. 
He  had  all  that  a  man  could  want  in 
order  to  enjoy  economic  security  and 
personal  recognition.  Satan  felt  that 
Job's  goodness,  however,  was  in  efl^ect 
a  disinterested  goodness;  that  is.  Job 
was  a  good  man  because  it  paid.  Take 
away  his  riches  and  comforts,  and  he 
would  curse  God.  Within  a  short 
period  of  time  Job  found  himself 
stripped  of  possessions  and  sitting  in 
ashes,  covered  with  painful  boils.  In 
agony  he  lifted  his  eves  heavenward 
and  asked,  "Why?"'  (Job  3:11-26). 
The  heavens  were  silent.  Job  at  first 
had  onlv  the  superficial  diagnosis  and 
prescription  of  his  visitors  to  help  him 
reason  out  his  situation,  and  these 
were  quite  unsatisfactory.  Beginning 
with  chapter  38  of  the  Book  of  Job, 
Jehovah  speaks  but  does  not  exj^iain 
Job's  plight.  Job  is  merely  reminded 
of  his  frailty  and  God's  majesty,  and 
this  is  done  to  point  out  that  God's 
ways  will  never  be  fully  understood 
by  finite  man.  Job's  relief  comes  with 
a  simple  commitment  of  his  life  into 
the  hands  of  an  infinitely  perfect  God. 

We  remember  the  words  of  Gid- 
eon, who  also  spoke  from  a  heart  of 
spiritual  confusion.  "If  the  Lord  be 
with  us,  why  then  is  all  this  befallen 
us?"  (Judges  6:13). 

The  silence  of  God,  therefore,  has 
been  a  point  of  confusion  among 
God's  people  and  a  point  of  challenge 
on  the  part  of  unbelievers.  The  ac- 
ceptance of  two  fundamental  proposi- 
tions is  absolutely  necessary  if  prog- 
ress is  to  be  made  toward  an  under- 
standing of  the  problem. 

First,  lit  must  he  recognized  that  the 
silence  of  God  is  meaningful.  The 
revelation  of  God's  nature  in  Scrip- 
ture indicates  that  His  silence  is  not 
due  to  death.  Such  a  proposition  is 
Biblically  meaningless  and  theologi- 
cally impossible.  The  silence  of  God 


is  also  not  a  sign  of  callous  indiffer- 
ence or  inherent  weakness.  It  is 
meaningful  in  at  least  four  ways. 

(1)  It  demonstrates  the  scope  of 
God's  patience.  His  silence  in  judg- 
ment opens  the  way  for  the  guiltiest 
man  to  draw  near  to  God.  When  sin- 
ful man  demands  that  God  declare 
himself,  how  little  does  he  realize 
what  such  a  challenge  means!  God 
in  His  mercy  and  love  remains  silent 
for  man's  sake  in  spite  of  the  blas- 
phemous demands  of  unbelievers. 

(2)  The  silence  of  God  unveils  the 
significance  of  God's  power.  Modern 
man  clamors  for  a  visible  demonstra- 
tion of  God's  existence.  Even  if  such 
evidence  were  produced,  it  is  not 
clear  that  all  would  believe.  If  mira- 
cles are  really  the  answer  to  faith,  the 
apostasy  of  ancient  Israel  and  the 
unbelief  of  Jesus'  day  would  not  have 
existed,  for  supernatural  acts  were 
an  integral  part  of  those  revelatory 
periods.  An  arrogant  atheist  demand- 
ing that  God  speak  or  act  in  a  certain 
manner  just  to  prove  His  existence  is 
a  lot  like  a  little  red  ant  climbing  up 
on  the  railroad  tracks  in  Florida  and 
demanding  that  the  president  of  the 
railroad  come  down  from  New  York 
and  squash  him  just  to  prove  that  he 
really  exists!  Surely  the  silence  of  the 
president  of  the  railroad  would  not  be 
a  realistic  argument  against  his  exis- 
tence or  nonexistence!  God's  power 
is  displayed  only  with  meaningful 
purpose.  The  mighty  acts  of  God  in 
the  past  (creation)  and  His  faithful 
activity  in  the  present  (preservation) 
should  be  sufficient  demonstration  of 
His  existence. 

(3)  The  silence  of  God  illustrates 
the  sureness  of  God's  program.  The 
believer  has  been  adequately  in- 
formed as  to  God's  program  for  this 
age.  We  have  been  warned  that 
godliness  will  be  repaid  by  persecu- 
tion in  this  era  (II  Tim.  3:12-13)  and 
that  wicked  men  will  become  more 
evil  in  deed  and  imagination.  No- 
where is  there  the  promise  of  divine 
intervention  if  violence  should  touch 
the  Christian  church.  Therefore, 
God's  silence  is  not  a  surprise  with 
respect  to  certain  events  in  recent 
history.  This  does  not  mean  that  such 
brutality  will  go  unpunished.  God's 
justice  will  be  vindicated  at  the 
White  Throne  Judgment.

Conference . . . 
30th  Anniversary 
. . .  and  the 
New  Left 


The  Seventy-Eighth  Annual  Con- 
ference of  the  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  is  now  histor}'.  It 
was  marked  by  one  of  the  largest 
gatherings  of  Brethren  people  from 
across  the  world  that  has  ever  con- 
vened in  Winona  Lake.  In  contrast 
with  denominational  gatherings  else- 
where in  this  period  of  history,  it  was 
characterized  by  reaffirmation  of  the 
time-honored  "faith  which  was  once 
for  all  delivered  unto  the  saints"  in 
every  phase  of  its  operation.  The 
Christian  Education  Convention, 
which  immediately  preceded  the  for- 
mal opening  of  the  annual  conference, 
set  the  tempo  for  the  entire  week. 
Its  theme,  "God  Speaks,"  was  most 
timely  in  a  day  when  the  discordant 
voices  of  Christendom  are  not  only 
producing  confusion  within  the  pro- 
fessing church  but  are  also  dumb  in 
the  face  of  the  rising  tide  of  crime, 
violence,  and  decaying  civilization.

At  the  annual  conference  of  the 
National  Fellowship  of  Brethren 
Churches  thirty  years  ago  Grace 
Theological  Seminary  was  formally 
ushered  into  existence  and  began  its 
illustrious  ministry.  It  stands  today 
among  those  seminaries  that  are 
recognized  nationally  as  possessing  a 
spiritual  atmosphere,  sound  doctrine, 
and  competent  scholarship.  Its  gradu- 
ates are  ministering  across  the  world 
in  mission  fields,  pastorates,  Bible  col- 
leges, theological  seminaries,  and 
Christian  enterprise.  It  is  thrilling  to 
review  all  that  has  been  accomplished 
in  these  thirty  years. 

Thirty  years  ago  the  school  began 
with  a  substantial  twenty  students. 
This  fall  it  will  open  its  doors  to  more 
than   200  students  in  the  combined 


graduate  and  postgraduate  divisions. 
In  addition,  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nar)' has  given  birth  to  a  Christian 
college,  Grace  College,  which  has  had 
amazing  growth  in  the  few  vears  of 
its  existence  and  will  be  ministering 
to  a  student  body  approaching,  if  not 
exceeding,  500. 

It  is  the  conviction  here  that  one 
thing  explains  the  phenomenal  growth 
of  these  schools,  and  that  is  the  de- 
termination to  preserve  the  faith 
while  at  the  same  time  attempting  to 
excel  in  academic  competence.  This 
unique  feature  of  the  school  separates 
it  from  the  usual  run  of  theological 
seminaries  and  church-related  colleges 
and  casts  a  prophetic  shadow  ahead 
for  its  ongoing  existence  in  the  face 
of  ever-multiplying  pressures. 

Thirtv  years  ago  a  new  vision 
brought  with  it  a  new  burst  of  enthu- 
siasm for  supporting  the  school.  With- 
in the  context  of  that  enthusiasm  and 
determination  the  school  was  bom 
and  supported.  But  that  generation  is 
almost  gone,  and  a  new  set  of  prob- 
lems and  pressures  is  now  facing  the 
church  and  the  school.  The  depres- 
sion days  of  the  "thirties"  are  gone 
forever,  and  with  them  the  financial 
economy  of  that  dav.  Over  these  past 
thirty  years  there  has  been  one  spiral 
of  wage-price-cost  rise  after  another, 
and  at  this  writing  we  are  on  the 
verge  of  another.  For  private  schools 
it  poses  one  of  the  most  formidable 
problems  of  the  dav.  Without  a  doubt 
hundreds  of  private  schools  will  be 
unable  to  meet  these  rising  costs  and 
survive  and  over  the  next  few  years 
will  be  forced  to  close.  This  could 
happen  to  Grace  Theological  Semi- 
nary and  Grace  College  if  we  do  not 
face    the   facts   and    make   a    greater 


effort  to  support  the  school  with 
added  gifts.  The  $100,000  of  gifts 
made  annually  must  be  doubled  if 
the  school  is  to  survive.  Are  not  this 
school  and  its  ministry  worth  preserv- 
ing for  another  generation  of  minis- 
try? Survey  the  value  of  this  school 
to  The  Brethren  Church  and  the 
Lord's  work  and  see  if  this  does  not 
generate  within  you  a  new  burst  of 
enthusiasm  for  its  support. 

In  a  national  periodical  under  the 
title  "An  Analysis  of  the  New  Left; 
A  Gospel  of  Nihilism"  appears  the 
most  frightening  development  of  our 
dav.  The  article  appears  over  the 
signature  of  J.  Edgar  Hoover,  who  is 
one  of  the  most  knowledgeable  law 
enforcement  officers  in  the  country, 
with  a  period  of  service  covering  more 
than  forty  years.  The  article  goes  on 
to  say:  "In  recent  months  the  effects 
of  the  New  Left  have  been  seen  in 
many  places:  in  demonstrations 
against  American  policy  in  Vietnam, 
in  civil  disobedience,  in  calls  for 
young  men  to  resist  the  draft,  in 
campus  turmoil,  in  attacks  against  law 
and  order,  in  desecrations  of  the 
American  flag.  .  .  . 

"Most  of  the  participants  are  stu- 
dents. The  New  Left  is  predomi- 
nantly a  college-age  movement  found 
in  the  college  and  universitv  com- 
munity— but  not  exclusively.  Besides 
undergraduates,  the  New  Left  con- 
tains a  wide  assortment  of  other  par- 
ticipants: college  faculty  members 
(mostly  young),  graduate  students, 
guitarists,  writers,  intellectuals  of 
various  types,  ex-students  still  "hang- 
ing around"  the  campus,  curiosity 
seekers.  Communists,  Trotskyites.  .  .  . 

"The  New  Left  is  a  mood,  a  phi-

ers. The  prevalent  feeling  of  uncer- 
tainty was  dispelled,  and  the  school 
looked  forward  to  a  splendid  develop- 
ment. 

New  members  were  added  to  the 
faculty  during  this  period.  Prior  to 
1947  Dr.  Paul  R.  Bauman  came  to 
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minister  for  several  years  in  both  the 
college  and  the  seminary.   Homer  A. 

o 

Kent,  Jr.,  joined  the  faculty  in  1949 
to  teach  in  the  fields  of  Greek  and 
New  Testament,  and  S.  Herbert  Bess 
joined  in  1950  to  teach  Hebrew  and 
Old  Testament.  James  L.  Boyer  was 
called  in  1951  to  teach  both  in  the 
seminary  and  the  college  in  New 
Testament  and  Greek.  John  C.  Whit- 
comb,  Jr.,  joined  the  faculty  in  1951 
to  specialize  in  Old  Testament  and 
apologetics,   Donald  Ogden  in   1950 
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Nearly  700  have  graduated  .  .  . 
with  a  near-record  '67  enrollment 


to  bring  blessing  to  tbe  musical  life 
in  both  schools,  and  Paul  Fink  in 
1963  to  teach  in  the  fields  of  homi- 
letics,  practical  theology,  and  Chris- 
tian education.  ].  Paul  Dowdy  also 
joined  the  faculty  in  1963  to  teach 
missions,  and  John  Davis  began  in 
1965  to  teach  Old  Testament  and 
Hebrew. 

Special  lectureships  and  confer- 
ences were  added  during  this  period 
to  enrich  the  program.  Of  special 
interest  was  the  Louis  S.  Bauman  lec- 
tureship, which  was  authorized  and 
subsidized  by  national  conference  and 
was  to  be  supervised  by  Grace  Semi- 
nary for  the  purpose  of  commemorat- 
ing the  long  and  varied  ministries  of 
Dr.  Bauman,  who  had  much  to  do 
with  the  founding  of  Grace  Semi- 
nary. These  lectures,  beginning  in 
1955  with  Dr.  Charles  W.  Mayes, 
successor  to  Dr.  Bauman  in  the  pas- 
torate of  the  First  Brethren  Church 
of  Long  Beach,  California,  as  the  lec- 
turer, have  now  continued  for  thir- 
teen years,  with  Dr.  Raymond  E. 
Gingrich  of  LeTourneau  College  as 
the  1967  lecturer.  So  successful  have 
they  been  that  it  now  appears  that 
they  will  continue  beyond  the  fifteen- 
year  minimum  set  at  the  beginning. 
They  are  now  held  each  year  about 
February  1  in  connection  with  the 
Grace  Bible  Conference,  alumni  con- 
ference, and  the  R.  Paul  Miller  Me- 
morial Lectures  on  Evangelism,  which 
were  authorized  in  1964  to  commemo- 
rate the  zeal  for  evangelism  exempli- 
fied by  the  late  Dr.  R.  Paul  Miller. 

A  pastors'  conference  was  also 
established  in  1962  for  the  purpose  of 
stressing  the  importance  of  the  pas- 
toral ministry.  Of  tremendous  spiri- 
tual impact  upon  both  the  seminary 
and  the  college  is  the  annual  confer- 
ence on  missions,  held  in  the  fall  of 
each  year.  This  is  sponsored  by  the 
World  Missionary  Fellowship,  a  joint 
seminary-college  student  organization 
but  vitally  supported  by  the  adminis- 
tration and  faculties  of  the  schools. 

During  this  time  the  Seminary 
Women's  Fellowship  was  also  oroa- 
nized,  mainly  for  the  wives  of  semi- 


nary men.  In  this  connection  a  course 
of  study  is  offered  each  year  slanted 
toward  making  the  women  better  pas- 
tors' wives  and  better  servants  of  the 
Lord.    A   graduation   service   is  held 
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annually  with  certificates  and  diplo- 
mas being  given  to  those  who  have 
completed  the  prescribed  courses. 
This  work  is  closely  supervised  by  the 
wives  of  faculty  members  and  the 
women  of  the  faculty. 

The  year  1962  marked  the  end  of 
an  epoch  in  the  history  of  both  the 
seminary  and  the  college.  After 
twenty-five  years  as  president  Dr. 
Alva  J.  McClain  felt  led  to  resign  his 
office.  Failing  health  seemed  to  dic- 
tate  this  decision.  Thus,  after  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century  of  dedicated  service 
the  founder  of  Grace  Schools  laid 
down  his  responsibilities.  But  the 
Lord  had  a  man  prepared  to  assume 
these  responsibilities.  On  the  evening 
of  August  16,  1962,  in  a  very  impres- 
sive inaugural  service  in  connection 
with  national  conference  Dr.  Herman 
A.  Hoyt  became  the  second  president 
of  Grace  Schools.  He  has  assumed 
his  position  with  vigor  and  vision,  and 
the  schools  have  experienced  marked 
progress  under  his  leadership. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  recent 
months  has  been  the  construction 
work  now  in  progress  on  the  desper- 
ately needed  library-learning  center 
for  both  schools.  The  ground-break- 
ing service  for  this  building  took 
place  the  morning  of  September  14, 
1966.  The  third  floor  of  the  building 
will  be  almost  exclusively  for  the  use 
of  the  seminary,  while  the  grade  level 
will  be  for  the  college  and  the  lower 
level  will  serve  as  a  multipurpose 
area. 

As  we  commemorate  the  thirtieth 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Grace 
Seminary,  it  is  good  to  learn  that 
there  have  been  616  students  who 
have  graduated  from  the  regular 
graduate  division  of  the  seminary. 
This  does  not  include  seventv-seven 
who  have  taken  postgraduate  degrees, 
some  of  whom  are  included  in  the 
former  tabulation.  Scores  of  these 
have  gone  into  the  pastorate,  the  mis- 


sion field,  and  other  places  in  the 
Lord's  vineyard. 

Enrollment  in  the  seminary  for  the 
spring  semester  of  1967  was  the  larg- 
est in  the  school's  history— 158,  with 
students  from  twenty-two  denomina- 
tions as  well  as  many  states  and  for- 
eign countries.  As  we  reflect  upon 
these  thirty  years  of  blessing,  we  can 
say,  "Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped 
us"  and  rest  in  the  confidence  that  the 
same  Lord  will  bless  us  in  the  future 
years  as  we  remain  true  to  Him.  God 
grant  it  may  be  so!

losophy  of  life,  a  Weltanschauung, 
a  way  of  looking  at  self,  country,  and 
the  universe.  And  in  this  mood  lies 
its  tragedy— and  its  danger." 

At  last  the  teaching  being  sown  in 
classroom  and  textbook  from  grade 
school  on  up  is  beginning  to  produce 
a  harvest.  Ideas  have  consequences. 
And  what  we  have  been  witnessing 
over  the  past  few  years,  and  which  is 
now  increasing  in  intensity,  can  be 
traced  to  the  underlying  philosophy 
that  permeates  the  atmosphere  of  the 
academic  community.  This  philoso- 
phy reduces  everything  to  the  human 
and  natural  level  and  utterly  excludes 
the  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God.  A 
famine  of  the  hearing  of  the  Word 
of  the  Lord  must  inevitably  produce 
this  sort  of  harvest. 

Does  this  not  point  up  the  impor- 
tance of  Mr.  Hoover's  concluding 
words?  "Never  have  the  churches- 
clergy  and  laity— lived  in  a  time  of 
greater  opportunity  to  exhibit  the  im- 
portance of  faith  and  trust  in  God 
and  of  obedience  to  His  will,  and 
never  in  the  history  of  our  generation 
would  their  failure  to  do  so  be  more 
calamitous." 

Does  not  this  final  statement  come 
with  crushing  force?  A  school  that 
conserves  and  communicates  this 
faith,  the  one  answer  to  the  need  of 
the  hour,  should  and  must  be  per- 
petuated at  all  cost.

recreation?"

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What  is  leisure?  It's  free  time— 
what's  left  after  eating,  sleeping,  and 
working  on  the  job.  It's  time  remain- 
ing after  the  absolute  necessities  of 
life  are  met.  Yes,  you  have  some  of 
it.  We  all  do,  but  we  just  won't  ad- 
mit it.  We  live  in  a  work-oriented 
society.  We  want  to  keep  hitsy  all 
the  time.  But  busy  doing  what?  Is  it 
a  sin  to  have  leisure  time?  Free  time? 
Choosing  time?  Time  for  recreation? 
Too  many  of  us  are  overshadowed  by 
the  old  Puritan  belief  that  to  have 
any  free  time  is  sinful— that  recreation 
is  sinful.    But  is  it? 

What  is  recreation?  Recreation  is 
whatever  you  do  in  your  free  time. 
It  could  be  taking  Johnny  to  the  ball 
game,  reading  a  book,  eating  out  vi'ith 
friends,  listenino  to  a  concert,  goins 
to  a  church  meetins,  or  visiting  a 
friend  in  the  hospital.   To  the  Chris- 


tian, recreation  should  be  understood 
through  the  word  itself:  re-creation. 
Remembering  that  God  created  man 
in  His  own  image  should  suggest 
something  about  what  recreation  is. 
Recreation  is  the  good,  wholesome, 
constructive  use  of  leisure  time.  The 
wrong  use  of  leisure  should  probably 
be  called  "wreck-creation." 

My  question  to  you  is,  Does  Christ 
rule  your  recreation?  Or  is  that  yaiir 
time— ]mt  to  get  away  from  things? 
Is  all  your  time  His  time?  If  Christ  is 
Lord  at  all  in  your  life,  He  must  be 
Lord  of  all  (Acts  10:36).  Can  you  say 
with  Paul,  "I  live;  yet  not  I,  but 
Christ  liveth  in  me"  (Gal.  2:20)?  If 
Christ  does  live  in  you.  He  lives  in 
you  all  the  time,  not  just  part  of  the 
time.  He  is  concerned  about  vour 
Christian  service  and  also  about  your 
Christian  recreation. 

There  seem  to  be  three  choices  of 
ways  to  use  leisure  time. 

Reverse.    In  a  negative  way  man 
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can  slam  the  gear  of  life  into  reverse 
and  use  his  leisure  time  for  destruc- 
tion of  self  and  others  through  dissi- 
pation and  delinquency.  Most  crime 
takes  place  during  leisure  time. 

Neutral.  A  second  choice  for  the 
use  of  leisure  is  to  put  the  gear  of 
life  into  neutral,  to  go  to  sleep  men- 
tally "in  a  looking-on  process,"  not 
doing  much  more  than  just  existing. 

Forward.  A  third  choice  is  to  en- 
gage in  activity  which  is  positive,  up- 
building, good  for  self  and  others; 
that  is  to  use  leisure  in  ways  which 
are  recreative— physically,  mentally, 
emotionally,  spiritually. 

Let's  get  down  to  brass  tacks.  Take 
a  pencil  and  paper,  and  figure  out 
exactly  what  you  did  wdth  your  lei- 
sure in  the  last  three  days.  How 
much  time  did  you  have?  In  what 
activities  did  you  engage?  How  much 


time  could  you  say  was  in  "forward 
gear"? 

If  this  is  too  difficult,  plan  to  take 
account  of  your  leisure  in  the  next 
few  days.  Here  are  some  additional 
suggestions  that  may  help  you  take 
stock  of  your  recreational  activities. 

(1)  Check  your  reading  habits 
(I  Tim.  4:13).  What  have  you  read 
lately?  In  your  opinion,  has  it  been 
recreative?  Why  or  why  not?  How 
many  Christian  periodicals  come  into 
your  home?  Do  the  secular  ones  out- 
number the  Christian  ones?  How 
much  time  do  you  spend  reading  the 
newspaper?  How  about  parts  of  the 
newspaper  that  you  overlook? 

(2)  List  your  talking  and  listening 
activities.  How  much  time  do  you 
spend  listening  to  records?  How 
much  time  do  you  spend  talking  on 
the  telephone?  Is  your  listening  and 
talking  upbuilding,  or  does  it  tear 
dowTi  self  or  others  (Prov.   14:23)? 

(3)  How  much  time  do  you  spend 


watching  ball  games  or  TV?  How 
"recreative"  is  watching?  Should 
some  of  the  TV  programs  be  deleted 
from  your  family's  schedule? 

(4)  How  much  time  do  you  spend 
in  beauty  preparation?  Where  does 
this  fit  into  the  pattern  of  the  Lord- 
ship of  Christ  over  all  of  life? 

(5)  What  are  your  hobbies  or  fa- 
vorite crafts?  A  hobby  can  bring  joy 
to  you  and  to  others,  both  now  and 
in  years  to  come. 

(6)  What  about  service  projects? 
What  do  you  contribute  in  service  to 
your  community?  Do  you  spend  more 
time  helping  the  "helpful"  than  the 
"helpless"?  The  Scriptures  say,  "Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of 
the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me"  (Matt.  25:40). 

(7)  What  about  idleness  (Prov. 
31:27)?  Is  it  right  for  the  Christian 
ever  to  be  idle?  Why?  When?  Is 
oversleeping  a  type  of  idleness? 

(8)  How  much  time  is  spent  on 
what  you  would  call  athletics?  In 
what  sport  activities  do  you  engage? 
When  are  they  truly  recreative,  and 
when  are  they  not?  Do  you  use 
your  activity  times  as  an  avenue  of 
witnessing  to  others?  Your  attitude 
in  the  game  is  important;  it  witnesses 
of  vour  true  spirit,  whether  it  be 
truly  Christlike  or  not.  Is  it  possible 
to  "glorify  God  and  enjoy  Him  for- 
ever" when  you  are  trying  your  best 
to  beat  someone  else  in  a  ball  game, 
a  bowling  league,  or  a  golf  match? 

These  questions  are  given  for  you 
to  ponder  and  evaluate  what  you  do 
in  your  leisure.  All  the  answers  are 
not  given.  Discuss  these  with  your 
family,  your  Christian  friends,  your 
vniith  "roiins.  Discover  how  leisure 
can  be  the  Lord's  and  how  Christ  can 
rule  your  recreation. 

Dismiss  the  concept  that  recreation 
is  evil.  It  is  not!  Christ  is  pleased 
when  your  recreation  is  in  "forward 
gear." 

Here  are  three  tests  of  your  leisure 
time  activities.  First,  does  it  provide 
personal  joy  and  satisfaction?  Second, 
is  it  upbuilding  for  yourself  or  others? 
And,  third,  does  it  make  you  a  better 
person  for  Christ? 

Christ  is  interested  in  everv  fleeting 
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moment  of  your  life.  Put  yourself  in 
His  hands.  Do  all  to  His  glory!  Only 
then  will  your  leisure  time  be  happv 
and  well  spent.

portunities  in  high  school.  The  age- 
old  cry  is,  "I  should  have  done  better 
in  high  school,  but  I  just  goofed  off. 
Oh,  if  I  could  only  live  that  portion 
of  mv  life  over  again!" 

Why  are  the  high  school  years  so 
often  wasted?  Recurrently,  the  fash- 
ion, style,  or  fad  is  to  avoid  academic 
pursuits  like  the  bubonic  plague.  See 
how  manv  semesters  you  can  go  with- 
out taking  a  book  home.  See  how 
manv  exams  you  can  pass  without 
studying.  Why  such  thinking  is  fash- 
ionable is  hard  to  explain,  and  it  is 
questionable  that  it  can  be  explained. 
Seemingly,  one  of  the  most  difficult 
things  for  teen-agers  to  endure  is 
self-discipline.  The  manifestation  of 
this  lack  is  most  evident  in  the  area 
of  scholastics. 

Your  responsibility  as  a  parent  may 
include  pushing,  prodding,  prohibit- 
ing, and  pleading.  Chances  are  your 
child  will  need  such  help,  since  he 
will  probably  prefer  to  plod,  procras- 
tinate, or  play  rather  than  produce. 
Yours  is  not  a  very  enjoyable  task  and 
is  usually  a  thankless  task  initially, 
but  the  ultimate  benefits  are  well 
worth  the  expended  labor. 

Colleges  today  (and  that  includes 
Grace  College)  are  looking  for  more 
than  just  the  bookworm.  A  few  years 
ago  a  well-known  Western  univer- 
sity could  have  assembled  a  freshman 
class  composed  entirely  of  high  school 
valedictorians.  However,  many  of 
these  individuals  were  rejected  in 
favor  of  students  with  lesser  academic 
achievements  but  who  had  excelled 
in  areas  apart  from  the  academic. 
Grace  Collese  is  desirous  of  enrolling 
students  who  excel  not  only  in  stud- 
ies, but  also  in  sports  and  in  the  so- 
cial and  spiritual  realms.  To  be  over- 
balanced in  any  of  these  areas,  with 
the  exception  of  the  spiritual,  can 
result  in  an  individual  who  is  a  mis- 
fit. If  the  student  spends  all  his  time 
with  his  nose  stuck  in  books,  he  will 
miss  much  that  is  enjovable  in  life 
as  well  as  being  woefully  lacking  in 
the  social  graces.  One  who  is  a  sports 
fiend  may  be  exceedingly  shallow  in 
other  areas  of  life,  including  the  spiri- 
tual. And  the  person  who  devotes  all 
his  efforts  to  socializing  can  hardly  be 


expected  to  make  worth-while  contri- 
butions in  other  fields.  The  ideal  is  a 
well-rounded  and  balanced  individ- 
ual. As  parents,  you  should  strive  to 
see  that  your  child  develops  properly 
in  these  categories. 

After  planning  and  preparing,  you 
must  pursue  your  goal.  You  must  con- 
tinue on  after  the  blueprint  has  been 
made  and  the  foundation  laid.  This 
final  step  involves  the  construction  of 
the  superstructure  of  higher  educa- 
tion. One  of  the  more  notable  things 
about  higher  education  today  is  the 
high  cost.  This  is  where  you  parents 
are  involved.  Recognizing  the  cost, 
you  should  plan,  prepare,  and  pursue 
in  order  to  assist  vour  child  to  receive 
the  necessary  education. 

Unfortunately,  more  and  more  par- 
ents are  shirking  this  responsibility. 
They  approach  the  various  colleges 
with  the  attitude,  "Well,  what  are 
you  going  to  do  for  my  son  finan- 
cially?" Actually,  what  they  are  say- 
ing is,  "He  goes  to  the  highest  bid- 
der." They  are  not  concerned  about 
what  the  college  can  do  for  them 
academically,  but  rather  what  it  can 
do  for  them  financially.  Others  sav, 
"If  you  will  not  underwrite  the  full 
cost  of  my  son's  education,  he  will  not 
come  to  your  institution."  Then  the 
financial  aid  director  of  the  college 
finds  out  that  either  the  family  has 
squandered  sufficient  money  to  pay 
for  the  child's  education  or  they  have 
their  money  tied  up  in  everything 
from  stocks  to  stock  cars. 

Do  not  misunderstand  the  intent 
of  this.  We  recognize  that  there  are 
parents  who  are  unable  financially  to 
assist  their  children,  and  for  legiti- 
mate  reasons.  At  the  same  time  there 
are  many  who  are  unable  because 
they  were  unwilling  to  plan,  prepare, 
and  pursue  in  a  necessary  fashion  to 
help  their  child. 

We  do  not  deem  it  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  parent  to  underwrite  his 
child's  entire  collegiate  career.  The 
old  adage,  "A  little  work  doesn't  hurt 
anybody,"  is  applicable  here.  Experi- 
ence has  indicated  that  employment 
while  in  college,  if  kept  within  rea- 
sonable limits,  does  not  have  a  detri- 
mental effect  on  students'  academic 
pursuits.  Instead,  it  causes  them  to 
budget  their  time,  and  it  further  en- 
hances their  ability  of  self-discipline. 
Apart  from  that,  it  makes  them  re- 


sponsible for  a  portion  of  their  educa- 
tion and  causes  them  to  value  it  more 
highly. 

The  one  ingredient  that  has  not 
been  mentioned  but  plays  an  integral 
role  in  all  three  stages  is  prayer.  Only 
with  prayer  in  planning,  preparing, 
and  pursuing  can  one  hope  to  be  suc- 
cessful in  God's  eyes.  Without  prayer 
the  other  preparations  would  be  futile 
and  foolhardy.  Prayer  is  the  power 
of  God  extended  down  to  man.  With- 
out this  power  you  parents  are  help- 
ing   to    prepare    purposeless    pupils. 

Assuming  your  child  is  capable  of 
college  le\'el  work,  your  responsibility 
is  to  plan,  prepare,  pursue,  and  pray 
for  his  education.  This  procedure 
will  pay  dividends  for  the  cause  of 
causes,  Christ's.

(4)  The  silence  of  God  tests  the 
validity  of  our  proclamations.  The 
reality  and  substance  of  our  Christian 
faith  are  not  established  by  high- 
sounding  proclamations,  but  by  godly 
persistence  when  all  is  lost.  The 
tragic  experience  of  Job  served  to 
demonstrate  both  the  validity  and  the 
vitality  of  his  faith. 

It  is  not  the  God  of  the  Bible  who 
has  died;  it  is  the  god  of  modern 
theology  that  has  died.  When  con- 
temporary  theology  divorced  itself 
from  the  Word  of  God  and  the  di- 
vine Son  of  God,  it  yyas  left  with  a 
humanized  god. 

The  second  major  proposition  lead- 
ing to  a  solution  to  the  problem  is  the 
recognition  that  the  silence  of  God  is 
measured.  The  silence  of  God  will 
end  soon,  and  the  heavens  will  open 
and  our  Saviour  will  appear  in  all  His 
glor\'.  All  this,  and  the  judgment  to 
follow,  will  be  realized  at  just  the 
right  time— God's  time.  We  may  not 
understand  all  the  intricate  reasons 
for  this  silence,  but  one  thing  is  sure: 
v\'hen  we  see  Him  face  to  face,  we 
will  possess  understanding  which  we 
do  not  have  now.  After  seeing  the 
perfect  glory  and  wisdom  of  our  Lord, 
our  cry  will  be,  "O  Lord  my  God, 
how  great  Thou  art!"

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Preparing  Your 
Child  for 


College 


The  United  States  is  caught  up  in 
a  mass  epidemic  of  degree  delirium, 
the  union  card  of  higher  education. 
This  disease  has  become  so  rampant 
that  some  simph'  seek  a  degree  for  the 
decree's  sake,  so  thev  can  add  a  title 
before  or  letters  after  their  name. 
The  dav  of  the  high  school  dipkima's 
being  the  passkey  to  numerous  pro- 
fessions is  long  gone. 

We  do  not  mean  to  discredit  hioher 

o 

education,  but  rather  to  discount  pro- 
miscuous degree  seeking.  There  is 
obviously  a  need  for  additional  train- 
ing for  manv  facets  of  life.  If  the  par- 
ticular goal  of  your  child  necessitates 
further  schooling,  and  he  is  capable 
of  it,  he  should  by  all  means  go  on. 
The  question  that  faces  vou  as  a  par- 
ent is,  "Should  mv  child  consider  col- 
lege, and  what  is  mv  responsibility  in 
the  matter?" 

The  simplest  answer  is  to  send 
your  child  to  college.  However,  manv 
times  the  simplest  answer  is  not  the 
best  solution.  It  involves  more  than 
simply  saying,  "My  boy  is  going  to 
college."  This  important  decision 
should  involve  planning,  preparation, 
and  pursuing. 

Let's  assume  that  when  your  child 
is  in  junior  high,  the  thought  of  his 
entering  college  after  high  school 
graduation   confronts   both   you    and

him.  At  this  point  the  planning 
should  begin.  Initially,  it  should  be 
determined  what  vour  son's  interests 
and  abilities  are.  Are  his  present  in- 
terests of  a  lasting  nature?  Are  they 
realistic?  What  are  his  real  abilities? 
Although  ne\'er  the  hnal  answer,  apti- 
tude tests  can  be  employed  here  to 
assist  in  further  determining  vour 
son's  competence. 

Often  since  the  father  is  involved 
in  a  particular  profession  or  vocation, 
the  assumption  is  automaticallv,  "Like 
father,  like  son."  Frequently,  this  is 
the  extent  of  the  research  into  a  son's 
capabilities.  Involve  vour  son  in  the 
establishment  of  his  future  goals.  It 
is  his  life;  ne  will  have  to  live  it.  Un- 
fortunately, children  frequently  are 
forced  into  a  profession  even  though 
they  have  neither  the  aptitude  nor 
interest  for  it.  The  only  motivating 
factor  is  the  parents'  shoving  him  in 
order  that  they  mighty  maintain  a 
particular  image  or  that  the  child 
might  carry  on  a  particular  family 
tradition. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  the  child 
should  not  receive  any  direction  from 
his  parents.  Rather,  the  parents 
should  communicate  with  the  child 
and  discuss  possible  future  academic 
and  vocational  goals.  The  student 
needs  the  realism  of  the  parents  to 


temper  his  own  idealism.  However, 
as  parents,  do  not  discourage  a  par- 
ticular pursuit,  assuming  it  is  not 
\alid  simpiv  because  you  have  no 
aptitude  for  it  or  it  does  not  particu- 
larly appeal  to  you.  Good  old-fash- 
ioned doses  of  common  sense  should 
be  employed  here  in  establishing  fu- 
ture goals. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  not  all 
young  people  are  college  material. 
This  should  ne\'er  be  regarded  as  a 
famih'  dishonor.  This  situation  should 
be  regarded  as  from  the  Lord,  and 
the  best  possible  of  the  circumstance 
should  be  made.  There  is  nothing 
disgraceful  about  learning  a  trade  or 
following  some  type  of  occupational 
pursuit  that  best  suits  a  person's  capa- 
bilities. There  is  a  place  in  life  for 
every  person.  Our  responsibility  is  to 
discern  what  our  place  is  and  to  excel 
in  this  particular  situation  to  the  ut- 
most of  our  abilities. 

Assuming  your  child  has  the  aca- 
demic capabihty  and  has  established 
a  realistic  goal  for  his  life,  the  next 
step  is  to  have  him  prepare  properly 
during  the  secondary  level  of  his  edu- 
cational life.  Many  a  young  person 
with  exceptional  ability  has  dimin- 
ished his  possibilities  for  collegiate 
success  by  \\'asting  his  academic  op-

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Wanted: 
Honest  Writers 


There  are  more  literate  people  to- 
day than  ever  before.  Not  onlv  can 
these  people  read,  thev  are  reading. 
There  is  a  need  for  writers— honest 
writers— who  will  write  with  such 
fervor  that  these  lives  will  be  changed 
and  the  world  itself  shaken.  This  can 
be  done.  Witness  the  writing  by 
Martin  Luther  of  his  ninetv-five 
theses  which  brought  on  the  Protes- 
tant Reformation,  and  which  con- 
tinues to  affect  the  lives  of  people 
around  the  world  today.  With  his 
writings  he  veritably  shook  the  world. 

Martin  Luther  was  honest  in  his 
writing;  he  believed  with  a  passion 
what  he  wrote.  He  risked  his  life  to 
write  what  he  believed,  regardless  of 
the  consequences  to  himself.  He 
knew  that  his  message  was  important 
and  that  it  needed  to  be  published. 
Too  many  writers  today  fiddle  while 
Rome  burns.  On  every  side  men's 
hearts  fail  them  for  fear,  yet  there  are 
not  enough  writers  who  are  willing  to 
write  boldly  the  message  that  peace 
with  God  will  quiet  the  fearful  hearts 
of  men. 

It  takes  a  certain  amount  of  hon- 
esty for  a  person  to  write  at  all.  One 
must  be  honest  enough  with  himself 
to  admit  that  he  can  write,  and  be 
determined  that  he  will  write.  There 
are  those  who  are  presumptuous  in 
believing  that  they  can  write  when, 
actually,  they  can't.  But  where  there 
is  talent,  honest  effort  will  bring  it  to 
the  surface.  Through  proper  training 
and  development  this  talent  can  be 
used. 


A  writer  needs  to  be  honest  in  his 
perspective.  He  should  know  his 
readership  and  write  to  meet  the 
needs  of  his  readers.  Even  the  most 
idealistic  optimist  would  hardly  be 
dreamer  enough  to  write  an  article  on 
successful  pie  baking  for  a  mechanics 
magazine!  Yet  how  much  POod  maga- 
zine  space  is  being  taken  up  in  an 
effort  to  answer  such  questions  as, 
"Is  God  Dead?"  The  honest  writer 
will  be  relevant  and  will  come  to 
grips  with  problems  in  the  age  for 
which  he  is  writing.  Honest  readers 
will  ultimately  rebel  against  continual 
writing  that  does  not  meet  their 
needs.  The  writer  needs  to  keep  in 
mind  that  he  might  have  captive  sub- 
scribers, but  not  captive  readers! 

Honest  writers  realize  the  potential 
of  their  writing.  They  know  that  the 
pen  is  mightier  than  the  sword.  They 
realize  that  people  who  read  more 
achieve  more.  They  are  aware  of  the 
fact  that  people  can  be  influenced  by 
what  they  read.  With  a  host  of  writ- 
ers realizing  such  potential— what 
great  things  could  be  accomplished! 
What  a  need  there  is  for  writers  who 
will  fearlessly  present  the  Word  of 
God,  the  only  hope  for  mankind. 
Away  with  such  uncertain  voices  as 
the  one  who  timorously  said,  "If  you 
sin  somewhat,  you  will  go  to  hell  to 
a  certain  extent"!  Oh  for  honest  and 
forthright  writers  who,  even  at  the 
risk  of  losing  their  lives,  would  say, 
"The  wages  of  sin  is  death."  Such 
writers  are  at  a  premium. 

There  are  so  many  lives  that  need 


the  message  of  honest  writers.  Christ 
has  given  the  challenge  to  the  church 
to  reach  the  entire  world  with  the 
Gospel;  young  people  can  be  reached, 
they  will  listen  if  there  are  writers 
with  a  positive  message  to  reach  them. 
Religion  editors  of  secular  magazines 
and  newspapers  have  wide  exposure 
and  thus  have  great  potential.  There 
are  manv,  many  lives  that  need  to  be 
reached.  Wanted:  honest  writers  to 
reach  them!

HI  THERE' 

My   name  is  Theresa   Tract. 

I  live  in  France. 

I'm  not  really  French,  though.  I 
was  born  in  America.  I  was  such  a 
blessing  over  there  that  some  people 
raised  money  to  have  me  sent  to 
other  countries. 

That's  why  I  speak  French.  I  really 
had  quite  a  struggle  getting  my 
thoughts  ■  into  such  a  strange  lan- 
guage,  and  I  still  sound  so  awkward 
that  I'll  probably  never  pass  for 
French— but  mv  friends  did  their  best 
on  me. 

I  must  admit  that  I  am  a  bit 
ashamed  of  my  misspelled  words. 
And  then  having  to  wear  my  Ameri- 
can address  in  such  a  prominent  place 
causes  a  lot  of  people  to  turn  up 
their  noses.  But  you  know  how  prej- 
udiced they  are  over  here— Vietnam 
and  all. 

Then,  this  matter  of  clothes.  You 
see  some  pretty  swell  things  on  the 
Champs-Elysee  these  days- sharp  and 
slick.  Classy  design  and  bright  colors. 
I'm  really  drab  by  comparison.  But  I 
guess  I  can  be  proud  for  not  conform- 
ing to  these  worldly  trends.  You  see, 
they  can  get  about  ten  of  me  for 
something    more    up-to-date. 

And  that's  what  is  so  wonderful— 
I'm  cheap  and  I  go  out  by  the  hun- 


dreds of  thousands.  Some  people  pass 
me  out  at  the  metro  stations  during 
rush  hour.  Things  really  bustle,  and 
I  evangelize  hundreds  in  minutes. 
The  street  sweepers  get  a  little  upset, 
but  vou  have  to  expect  opposition 
in  this  kind  of  work. 

Mostly,  people  pass  me  out  in  mail 
boxes.  It's  not  easy,  being  squeezed 
between  a  wad  of  publicity  folders, 
but  I  feel  sure  that  God  will  cause 
some  to  pull  me  out  and  read  me  be- 
fore throwing  me  out  with  all  that 
junk.  Many  are  praving. 

In  some  of  my  darker  moments  I'm 
tempted  to  wonder  just  what  people 
understand  when  they  do  read  me. 
I  realize  that  there  lack  of  a  Biblical 
background  can  cause  quite  a  com- 
munications barrier,  but  whether 
they  understand  everything  or  not,  I 
have  only  a  few  paragraphs  to  get  the 
message  across.  It  may  be  my  only 
chance. 

It  is  a  shame,  though,  that  some- 
one is  not  around  to  explain  things. 

I  confess  that  people  have  not  seen 
too  many  results  from  me  yet.  We 
must  not  question  this;  our  job  is  to 
sow.  I  know  that  if  we  keep  on 
planting,  something  will  come  up 
some  day,  even  though  others  will  be 
around  to  see  it  by  then.  Some  of 
my  farmer  friends  are  not  impressed 


by  this  argument.  Thev  still  have  the 
idea  that  if  the  crop  does  not  come 
up,  something  went  wrong. 

In  thinking  about  mv  problems,  I 
wonder  whether  this  is  the  reason 
that  John  Miesel  decided  to  establish 
a  Christian  print  shop  at  the  Chateau 
of  Saint  Albain.  Maybe  that's  why 
his  mission  has  been  getting  French- 
men to  write  their  tracts  instead  of 
having  some  of  my  sisters  translated. 

But  I  better  not  waste  my  time 
thinking— I  have  work  to  do.  As 
long  as  people  keep  sending  me  over, 
I'll  keep  going  out  by  the  thousands. 

(NOTE;  Tracts  that  are  poorlv 
translated  and  printed  can  do  more 
harm  than  good.  The  "Editions  du 
Chateau, "  operated  by  the  Unevan- 
gelized  Fields  Mission  on  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Chateau  of  Saint  Albain, 
is  seeking  to  produce  Christian  litera- 
ture that  is  purely  French  in  its  ap- 
proach. Brethren  missionaries  in 
France  have  the  privilege  of  utilizing 
this  fully-equipped  printing  establish- 
ment. One  project  by  the  Chateau 
was  the  production  of  a  series  of 
"Phototracts"  designed  to  present 
the  absolutes  of  the  Gospel  to  the 
relativistic  Frenchman.  These  tracts 
are  being  used  in  many  parts  of 
France.— TJ)  ▼

I  had  the  privilege  not  onl\'  of  be- 
ing born  into  a  Christian  familv,  but 
of  having  parents  who  lo\'ed  the  Bi- 
ble and  were  desirous  of  making  it 
known  to  others. 

My  father  always  had  a  gospel,  a 


New  Testament,  or  a  book  about  the 
Bible  readv  to  give  after  a  brief  con- 
versation  with  the  companion  that 
God  brought  across  his  path  each  day. 
Thanks  to  this  example,  I  in  turn 
learned  that  we  are  surrounded  with 
people  who  call  themselves  Chris- 
tians but  who  have  never  read  the 
Bible.

I  want  to  share  with  vou  some  of 
my  memories  of  colportage  work  in 
some  very  different  countries. 

1939— Great  Britain.  Is  it  possible 
to  distribute  the  Word  of  God  in  a 
country  which  has  already  been 
eyangeHzed?  Not  only  is  it  possible, 
but  you  can  still  find  people  who 
haye  never  had  the  Gospel.  Living 
near  Cardiff,  a  large  seaport  in  south 
Wales,  I  went  regularly  on  Saturday 
or  Sunday  afternoon  to  visit  the 
docks.  There  I  yvas  able  to  sell  hun- 
dreds of  copies  of  the  Bible  in  thirty 
different  languages  to  people  on  boats 
coming  from  all  the  corners  of  the 
world. 

1940-1945— War  years  in  Switzer- 
land. Serving  in  the  army  as  an  offi- 
cer of  an  infantry  unit,  I  quicklv 
learned  that  my  men  rarely  had  their 
Bibles  with  them.  What  an  oppor- 
tunity to  offer  them  a  New  Testa- 
ment! During  the  last  year  of  the 
war,  Switzerland,  the  land  of  peace 
and  refuge,  was  invaded  by  thou- 
sands of  refugees— soldiers  and  civil- 
ians. I  had  to  inspect  the  refugee 
camps.  There  was  the  opportunity  to 
give  out  hundreds  of  Italian,  German, 
Polish,  French,  and  even  Russian 
Gospels. 

1945-1954-Ecypt.  The  Moslem  is 
known   for   being   the   most  difficult

man  to  evangelize.  I  knew  a  mission- 
ary who  had  worked  for  thirty  years 
in  Arabia  and  who  could  count  his 
converts  on  the  fingers  of  one  hand. 

A  Moslem  will  not  enter  a  church 
or  a  Bible  bookstore.  It  is  up  to  us  to 
20  to  him.  Durino  our  last  two  years 
of  service  in  an  Egypt  which  no 
longer  wanted  foreign  missionaries, 
we  found  hearts  strangely  open.  Each 
weekend  a  friend  and  I  went  all  over 
the  streets  into  innumerable  little 
shops.  We  figured  that  we  sold  about 
fifty  Arab  Gospels  an  hour. 

What  became  of  all  these  little 
books,  we  do  not  know,  but  He  tells 
us  that  Mis  Word  shall  not  return 
unto  Him  void  (Isa.  55:11). 

1957— Vacation  in  Spain.  The  Bi- 
ble is  forbidden  in  Spain.  It  was 
necessary  to  hide  one  hundred  Gos- 
pels under  my  car  seat.  In  tourist 
camps  and  in  stores  where  we  bought 
things,  hands  were  held  out  for  the 
Word  of  Life. 

1958-1967 -Central  African  Re- 
piihJic.  For  nine  years  now  the  four- 
teen states  which  were  at  one  time 
controlled  by  France  have  been  free. 
Thev  have   their   own    Governments. 

o 

They  have  nearly  one  hundred  mil- 
lion inhabitants,  which  is  twice  the 
population    of    France.     The    official

language  is  French.  Each  state  is 
making  an  effort  to  impro\'e  its  edu- 
cational facilities. 

In  the  Central  African  Republic 
sixty  percent  of  the  children  are  in 
elementary  schools.  The  new  genera- 
tion wants  to  learn  to  read  and  to 
write.  It  is,  therefore,  the  moment 
to  put  the  Word  of  God  into  the 
hands  of  these  young  people.  During 
the  nine  years  that  we  have  been  in 
this  country,  I  have  tried  each  year  to 
consecrate  one  or  two  vyeeks  of  my 
vacation  to  do  colportage  work. 

This  year  I  had  the  privilege  of 
having  for  my  companions  Tom  Mc- 
Dairmant,  our  new  automobile  me- 
chanic, and  a  young  student  from  our 
high  school,  Boufolo  Elie,  who  will 
enter  the  Bible  section  of  our  school 
this  fall.  We  had  around  1,400  copies 
of  Bibles,  New  Testaments,  and  Gos- 
pels, most  of  them  in  French,  with 
100  Arab  Gospels. 

We  stopped  each  time  we  found  a 
school.  Eyerywhere  we  found  a  warm 
reception.  Teachers  encouraged  their 
pupils  to  buy  at  least  a  Gospel.  Some 
teachers  even  loaned  money  to  the 
pupils. 

Where  it  was  possible,  we  stopped 
our  pickup  truck  at  the  market  places. 
The  books  were  displayed.  Immedi- 
ately a  crowd,  made  up  mostly  of 
children,  pushed  in  around  the  truck, 
and  hands  holding  money  were 
stretched  out  to  us.  Leaving  my  com- 
panions to  take  care  of  those  around 
the  truck,  I  left  to  visit  the  store- 
keepers and  the  administrative  offices. 
In  five  days  all  of  our  literature  stock 
was  sold. 

The  fact  that  there  is  a  mission 
station  and  a  bookstore  in  a  certain 
locality  does  not  mean  that  all  who 
can  read  have  bought  a  copy  or  a  por- 
tion of  the  Word  of  God.  Many  chil- 
dren who  are  still  heathen  or  Cath- 
olic have  never  been  in  a  Protestant 
bookstore.  As  for  the  Arabs,  we  must 
go  to  them. 

This  simple  testimony  is  written 
only  with  an  earnest  desire  that  the 
one  who  reads  it  will  understand  that 
he  also  can  and  must  distribute  the 
Word  of  God.  For  that,  you  do  not 
need  to  take  special  courses.  It  is 
enough  to  be  convinced  that  the 
Word  given  out  in  this  way,  watered 
with  prayer,  will  produce  fruit  for 
His  glory.

The  Word 
for  Brazil 


In  Belem,  the  old

Brazil  is  a  melting  pot  of  the  races; 
Indians,  Africans,  Portuguese,  Japa- 
nese; and  in  the  south,  Italians  and 
Germans,  also.  Here  one  sees  the 
rich  and  the  poor  in  the  same  block, 
perhaps  next  door  to  one  another. 
And  yet,  in  spite  of  this,  Brazil  is  very 
class  conscious.  There  are  status  sym- 
bols of  the  upper  class:  American 
cars  and  conveniences,  yachts,  swim- 
ming pools,  and  membership  in  the 
"Esporte  Clubes"  (sports  clubs),  which 
could  be  compared  to  the  country 
clubs  in  the  states. 

Here  in  the  north  the  people  are 
only  nominallv  Catholic.  Their  lov- 
alty  consists  of  being  christened,  mar- 
ried, and  buried  bv  the  priest.  There 
is  open  criticism  of  the  priest  and  the 
church. 

New  cars  of  practically  every  make 
are  seen;  at  the  same  time  manv 
horse-pulled  carts  and  even  oxcarts 
and  pack  mules  still  demand  their 
share  of  the  streets  and  roads.  As  for 
buses,  some  date  back  to  before  World 
War  II;  others  are  sleek  and  new. 

All  about,  one  sees  the  old  archi- 
tecture with  the  new  rising  above  it, 
shaping  a  Brazil  with  a  future.  What 
a  difference  between  the  "cidade 
velha"  (old  city)  with  its  narrow, 
quaint  streets  and  the  new  parts  of 
town  with  travel  on  a  four-lane  high- 
way. 

There  are  many  old  people,  but  one 
sees  more  young  people.  You'll  find 
them  in  colorful  clothes  (styles  as  up- 
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to-date  as  any  in  the  states)  in  the 
"passear,"  where  thev  walk  in  groups 
in  hopes  of  finding  that  "right  one." 
The  sight  of  many  young  people  is  no 
surprise,  for  the  national  average  age 
in  Brazil  is  eighteen. 

Huge  islands  are  found  in  the 
Amazon  River,  one  being  larger  than 
the  nation  of  Switzerland.  In  Brazil 
there  are  still  large  tracts  of  land 
privately  owned,  some  of  which  are 
as  large  as  whole  states  in  America. 
Yet  many  people  build  houses  on 
stilts  in  the  river  because  they  do  not 
have  land. 

It  is  a  fact  that  beef  and  filet  are 
much  cheaper  here  than  in  the  states, 
yet  at  times  long  lines  of  people  form 
as  much  as  two  days  ahead  of  time 
just  to  buy  the 
tripe  and  bones  of 
the  cattle. 

Brazil  is  a  na- 
tion where  politics 
is  usually  the  topic 
of  the  day,  and 
friends  part  com- 
pany, sometimes 
forever,  because  of 
candidates  or  par- 
ties. However,  the 
last  revolution 
came  about  in  true 
Brazilian  style;  it 
was  a  bloodless 
coup  that  took  less 
than  a  week  to  con- 
trol the  country. 


This  is  a  land  of  uniforms.  Just 
about  e\'eryone  has  a  uniform  of  some 
type.  This  is  true  of  the  schools,  both 
parochial  and  public,  colleges  and 
technical  schools  —  secretaries  —  well, 
for  almost  every  type  of  employment. 

Contrasts?  Yes!  But  no  contrast 
could  possibly  be  greater  than  that  of 
heaven  and  hell,  the  saved  and  the 
unsaved.  The  truth  is  that  bv  a  large 
majoritv,  Brazilian  people  wear  the 
uniform  of  sin  and  will  take  it  with 
them  to  the  grave.  They  will  not 
hear  God's  message  of  salvation  be- 
cause there  is  no  one  to  tell  them  that 
Jesus  saves. 

Young  person,  are  you  planning  to 
go  to  the  mission  field?  Did  vou  ever 
consider  that  in  this  great  contrast  of 
heaven  and  hell,  you  may  be  the 
Lord's  key  person  to  point  souls  to 
life  in  Him?  Will  you  say,  "I  am  go- 
ing to  the  mission  field,"  and  then  let 
God  lead  you  there  if  He  so  wills?

JL  wo  weeks  before  national  conference,  missionaries 
from  Africa,  Argentina,  Brazil,  Mexico,  France,  and 
Puerto  Rico  converged  at  Winona  Lake  to  attend  the 
second  annual  foreign  missions  seminar.  Lectures  through 
the  week  covered  a  wide  range  of  mission  subjects,  in- 
cluding "The  Best  Books  Available  in  the  Study  of 
Missions,"  "The  Organization  of  Brethren  Foreign  Mis- 
sions,"  "Mission  Policy  and  Methods,"  "The  Missionary 
Candidate,"  "The  Missionary  and  Finances,"  and  so  forth. 

On  the  field  the  missionary  has  little  opportunity  to 
have  his  own  soul  fed  by  anyone  but  himself.  Therefore, 
both  morning  and  evening  sessions  began  with  a  de- 
votional message.  This  gave  the  missionary  the  rare  op- 
portunity to  hear  someone  else  expound  the  Word  of 
God.  Also  included  were  book  reviews  on  current  mis- 
sions subjects,  panel  discussions  with  missionaries  and 
pastors,  information  sessions  on  Brethren  Foreign  Mis- 
sions publications,  and  a  tour  of  the  FMS  offices.  All  of 
this  added  up  to  an  interesting  and  profitable  week.  The 
sessions  ended  on  Friday  evening  when  furloughed  mis- 
sionaries, retired  missionaries,  and  the  FMS  home  staff 
enjoyed  a  fellowship  dinner  together  at  the  Grace  College 
dining  room. 

The  following  week  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  met  in  the  home  offices  dur- 
ing both  the  days  and  evenings  for  its  regular  annual 
meeting  to  consider  the  many  items  of  business  which 
must  be  cared  for  in  order  to  keep  a  mission  society 
operating  smoothly  and  effectively. 

Three  new  faces  were  welcomed  to  the  sessions  of  the 
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board:  Rev.  Wesley  Haller  and  Rev. 
James  McClellan,  to  fill  the  vacancies 
left  by  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Alva 
McClain  and  Dr.  Charles  Mayes,  and 
Rev.  Ray  Thompson,  who  recently 
assumed  the  position  of  administra- 
tive assistant  on  the  foreign  mission 
staff. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Ogden  was  elected 
president  of  the  board,  and  Dr.  John 
Whitcomb  vice  president.  Dr.  Ken- 
neth Ashman  was  re-elected  secre- 
tary, and  Dr.  Homer  Kent,  Sr.  trea- 
surer. Dr.  Russell  Barnard  and  Dr. 
Orville  Jobson  will  continue  to  repre- 
sent the  Societv  as  conference  speak- 
ers. The  foreign  secretary  was  author- 
ized to  visit  the  field  of  Argentina  in 
the  near  future. 

The  following  missionaries  re- 
ceived approval  for  their  return  to 
their  particular  fields  of  service:  Miss 
Barbara  Hulse  to  Brazil,  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  Harold  Dunning  to  Africa,  Miss 
Gail  Jones  to  Africa.  Three  new  mis- 
sionaries were  approved  for  service 
and  will  leave  for  the  field  as  soon 
as  arrangements  can  be  made:  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Robert  Snyder  to  a  special- 
ized ministry  at  the  Chateau  in 
France;  Mr.  Robert  Hanson,  cadet 
missionary  to  serve  for  a  year  to  fif- 
teen months  at  the  Chateau  in 
France;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Peters 
for  the  field  of  literature  and  printing 
in  the  Central  African   Republic. 

It  should  also  be  noticed  that  the 
following  missionaries  left  for  the 
field  since  the  midyear  board  meet- 
ings: Mr.  and  Mrs.  Duey  Voorhees 
to  Africa;  Roger  Saurer  to  Brazil. 
The  Wayne  Beavers  should  arrive 
back  in  Africa  on  October  14. 

Among  the  new  candidates  inter- 
viewed for  missionary  service,  three 
were  encouraged  to  continue  their 
preparation. 

National  conference  seems  to  have 
the  excellent  habit  of  getting  better 
every  year.

moral  degradation  of  a  spiritually  im- 
poverished society,  the  atmosphere  of 
a  Christian  body  in  communion  with 
the  God  of  Scripture  is  refreshing 
indeed.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
last  few  years  have  witnessed  an  inun- 
dation of  unbelief,  lawlessness,  and 
moral  suicide,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
deliberate  attack  on  the  credibility  of 
Christianity  as  well  as  blasphemy  of 
the  basest  sort  against  the  Son  of  God 
himself  (see  N eivsweek,  Aug.  7),  it  is 
still  true  that  Christ  is  building  His 
church.   The  conference  messages  re- 

o 

minded  all  delegates  of  the  great 
privilege  of  being  a  member  of 
Christ's  body  and  alerted  them  to  the 
responsibilities  that  now  rest  upon 
His  church. 

The  foreign  missions  emphasis  was 
again  prominent  during  conference 
time.  On  Saturday  evening,  August 
12,  the  home  and  foreign  missions 
groups  presented  their  missionaries 
at  the  well-attended  pre-conference 
reception  held  in  the  McClain  Hall 
auditorium.  In  this  informal  meeting 
there  was  time  for  only  a  brief  greet- 
ing by  each  family  unit.  Later,  over 
punch  and  cookies  served  by  the 
wives  and  ladies  of  the  staffs,  many 
people  had  opportunity  to  fellowship 
in  informal  conversation  with  the 
missionaries. 

Tuesday  of  conference  week  was 
"Foreign  Missions  Day."  Activities 
included  the  corporation  meeting  in 
the  morning,  a  missions  forum  on  the

Model"  in  the  afternoon,  and  a  for- 
eign missions  dinner  at  the  Westmin- 
ster Hotel  in  the  early  evening,  with 
Dr.  Barnard  as  toastmaster  and  Dr. 
Jobson  as  special  speaker.  Due  to  the 
lack  of  dining  room  space  attendance 
at  this  dinner  had  to  be  limited  to 
approximately  225  people. 

The  foreign  missions  activities 
were  climaxed  on  this  day  by  the 
challenge  hour,  when  the  mission- 
aries appeared  in  native  dress,  spoke 
the  language  of  the  country  where 
they  are  working,  and  gave  a  brief 
account  of  their  field  of  service. 

On  Friday,  seven  missionaries 
representing  five  different  fields  took 
part  in  a  panel  discussion  on  the  sub- 
ject, "Is  the  Brethren  Church  Estab- 
lishing Churches  in  Foreign  Lands?" 
Here,  delegates  to  conference  learned 
the  present  status  of  our  mission  work 
in  the  various  fields. 

During  the  evenings  while  the  ad- 
ults were  at  meetings  in  the  audi- 
torium, and  the  teen-agers  were  meet- 
ing in  McClain  Hall,  "Aunt  Alys" 
Haag  and  a  group  of  faithful  assist- 
ants commanded  the  children's  at- 
tention at  Missionary  Helpers  Club 
meetings  in  the  seminary  lounge. 
The  many  children  who  attended 
were  exposed  to  foreign  missions 
through  flannelgraph  stories,  slide- 
tape  presentations,  and  interesting 
times  with  the  missionaries  them- 
selves. A  large  model  of  the  Chateau 
in  France  added  a  foreign  missions 
atmosphere   to   the   lounge. 

The  Sunday  afternoon  "all-mis- 
sions rally"  featured  pastors  of  home 
mission  churches  and  foreign  mission- 

o 

aries  on  furlough.  The  two-hour  pre- 
sentation passed  quickly  as  the  con- 
gregation learned  of  the  progress  and 
needs  of  the  total  mission  program.

"When  faith  goes  to  market  she 
always  takes  a  basket."  If  the  basket 
is  empty,  she  expects  to  bring  it  back 
full.  If  the  basket  is  full,  she  expects 
to  share  its  contents  with  someone 
along  the  way.  Faith  has  absolute 
confidence  concerning  the  contents  of 
her  basket. 

One  year  ago  the  Lord  gave  every 
WMC  member  a  basket  and  a  com- 
mand, "As  the  Father  hath  sent  me, 
even  'So  Send  I  You.'  "  In  each  basket 
He  placed  the  fruit  of  the  spirit,  the 
sincere  milk  of  the  Word,  your  dailv 
bread,  the  hour  of  prayer,  a  command 
to  witness,  admonitions  for  service, 
and  a  message  to  tell.  If  during  these 
months  you  have  faithfully  shared 
of  the  contents  of  your  basket,  then 
I  am  confident  Christ  has  continually 
refilled  it  with  blessing  after  blessing. 
I  am  sure  it  would  be  thrillinp  to  hear 
each  of  you  tell  of  joys  which  came 
as  you  shared  God's  gifts  with  the 
message  He  gave  you  to  tell. 

But  what  was  the  message  Christ 
gave  when  He  said,  "So  Send  I  You"? 
It  was  a  message  to  be  shared  with 
all  men  everywhere.  A  message  of 
remission  of  sins  through  His  own 
precious  blood  and  by  the  convicting 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  A  message 
of  Christ,  our  High  Priest,  who  rent 
the  veil  of  His  flesh  that  He  misht 
draw  all  men  unto  himself,  and 
nearer  to  the  Heavenly  Father.  Yes, 
it  was  a  message  of  the  quickening 
power  of  His  own  Spirit  within  us  to 
bring  us  "Nearer,  Still  Nearer"  to 
God. 

A  miracle  message,  indeed,  for  not 
one  of  us  can  appeal  to  God  that  we 


have  never  sinned  against  Him  in 
thought,  in  word,  in  temper,  or  in 
deed.  Yet  God  in  divine  and  com- 
passionate wisdom  knew  all  this.  He 
knew  our  need  of  a  sacrifice  of  infi- 
nite value  for  our  sins,  our  need  of 
the  death  of  His  own  incarnate  Son 
as  our  Saviour. 

Truly  God  knew,  as  Jesus  said, 
"No  man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but 
by  me."  So  in  His  divine  plan  "be- 
fore the  foundation  of  the  world," 
Jesus  became  the  "new  and  living 
way  to  God,  consecrated  for  us." 

Under  Old  Testament  law  remem- 
ber Moses  could  not  approach  God  in 
the  burning  bush;  the  children  of 
Israel  dared  not  touch  Mount  Sinai 
when  God  was  there;  a  sacrificial 
lamb  was  necessary  for  confession 
and  forgiveness;  yet  here  in  our  new 
theme  verse,  Hebrews  10:22,  the 
apostle  Paul  writes  by  inspiration, 
"Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart 
in  full  assurance  of  faith,  having  our 
hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  con- 
science, and  our  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water." 

How  is  this  possible?  How  can  it 
be  that  we  are  enjoined  to  draw  near 
to  God  in  direct  contrast  to  the  ex- 
periences of  Old  Testament  saints? 
Hebrews  7:19  gives  the  answer,  "For 
the  law  made  nothing  perfect,  but  the 
bringing  in  of  a  better  hope  did;  by 
the  which  we  draw  nigh  unto  God," 
—"by  a  new  and  living  way,  which 
he  hath  consecrated  for  us,  through 
the  veil,  that  is  to  sav,  his  flesh"  (Heb. 
10:20). 

Praise  God,  Christ  is  our  lamb  slain 
from   the   foundation    of   the   world, 


our  new  and  living  way.  He  is  our 
High  Priest  ushering  us  into  the  very 
presence  of  the  Heavenly  Father  and 
making  intercession  for  us.  Through 
Him  we  can  come  boldly  unto  the 
throne  of  grace  to  obtain  mercy.  He 
is  the  way  to  nearness  to  God.  But 
we  must  meet  His  conditions,  and  I 
am  thankful  that  our  theme  verse 
clearly  states  the  prerequisites  for 
drawing  near  in  the  presence  of  God. 
Notice  these  four  steps  we  must  take 
in  Hebrews  10:22: 

Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart; 

Let  us  draw  near  with  full  assur- 
ance of  faith; 

Let  us  draw  near  with  a  pure  heart; 

Let  us  draw  near  wath  a  clean 
body. 

Just  what  are  the  implications 
found  in  these  conditions?  Paul 
writes  first,  "Let  us  draw  near  with  a 
true  heart."  This  means  with  all  sin- 
cerity and  honesty.  No  hypocrisy  or 
pretention  for  hypocrisy  is  almost  like 
a  disease  with  some  today  who  pre- 
tend one  thing  and  intend  another, 
for  some  honor  God  "with  their  lips, 
but  their  hearts  are  far  from  Him." 
Surely  we  must  be  ever  cognizant  of 
the  truth  that  God  is  the  searcher  of 
hearts  and  accepts  only  the  sincere, 
seeking  heart. 

Secondly  Paul  says,  "Let  us  draw 
near  in  full  assurance  of  faith."  This 
is  faith  matured  to  a  full  persuasion 
that  when  we  come  to  God  through 
Christ,  we  shall  have  audience  and 
acceptance.  There's  no  doubting,  no 
sinful  mistrust,  but  faith  making  it 
possible  to  please  God  as  we  come. 

The  third  stipulation  is  that  we 
draw  near  with  a  "heart  sprinkled 
from  an  evil  conscience"  or  "purified 
from  a  guiltv  conscience."  An  evil 
conscience  accuses  of  guilt  and  op- 
presses because  of  unpardoned  sin, 
but  the  appropriation  of  the  sacrifice 
of  Christ's  blood  brings  cleansing  and 
peace  giving  confidence  before  God. 

Then  lastly  Paul  admonishes,  "Let 
us  draw  near  with  our  bodies  washed 
with  pure  water."  Even  as  the  Leviti- 
cal  priests  were  required  to  wash  their 
hands  and  feet  every  time  they  en- 
tered the  sacred  sanctuary,  so  the 
emphasis  here  is  on  the  outward 
eff^ects  of  regeneration  upon  the  daily 
life  of  the  believer.  As  we  need  to 
dailv  confess  our  sins  for  pardon  and 
cleansing,  our  daily  walk  also  needs 
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continual  cleansing  "with  the  wash- 
ing of  water  by  the  Word." 

Only  when  we  are  obedient  and 
fulfill  these  commands  can  we  as  chil- 
dren of  God  draw  "Nearer,  Still 
Nearer"  to  God,  our  loving  Heavenly 
Father.  Unconfessed  sin  brings  a  bar- 
rier. Confessed  sin  and  forgiveness 
leaves  nothing  between.  This  God 
has  promised,  and  He  is  faithful  who 
promised. 

Surely  God  has  led  in  the  choice 
of  this  verse  as  our  theme  verse  for 
this  new  WMC  vear,  and  I  am  con- 
vinced that  He  has  some  special  ex- 
perience, some  greater  work,  some 
richer  blessings  prepared  for  us  if  we 
will  but  meet  His  conditions.  As  An- 
drew Murray  once  said,  "We  must 
draw  near  and  dwell  always,  to  live 
our  lives  and  do  our  work  within  the 
atmosphere,  the  sphere  of  the  inner 
sanctuary.  For  it  is  God's  presence 
which  makes  the  ground  holy  on 
which  we  stand,  God's  immediate 
presence  in  Christ  makes  any  place 
the  holiest  of  all."  Whatever  mo- 
ment, whatever  circumstance,  what- 
ever task,  we  may  be  kept  dwelling 
in  blessed  nearness  to  Him.  But  let 
me  ask,  "What  does  this  nearness 
mean  to  you  personally? "  Does  it 
mean  being  "in  the  hollow  of  His 
hand,  under  His  wings,  in  the  secret 
place,  under  the  shadow  of  the  Al- 
mighty, in  the  secret  of  His  pres- 
ence," or  the  place  of  some  other 
blessed  promise?  All  of  these  experi- 
ences are  precious  to  the  Christian 
and  a  source  of  strength  and  comfort. 
But  is  this  all  His  nearness  means? 

Because  this  may  be  all  His  near- 
ness means  to  some,  I  feel  constrained 
to  sound  a  warning.  Namely,  if  we 
think  and  talk  only  of  our  theme, 
"Nearer,  Still  Nearer,"  without  the 
continual  reminder  of  the  conditions 
set  forth  in  our  theme  verse,  we  may 
very  easily  produce  a  large  number 
of  rocking-chair  WMC  members  this

year.  For  the  theme  without  the 
messaae  of  the  verse  can  give  a  sense 
of  complete  satisfaction  with  our  own 
state  of  safety  in  Christ.  We  can  feel 
smugly  secure  in  Christ  enjoying  our 
own  position  of  nearness  and  forget- 
ting the  physical  and  spiritual  condi- 
tion of  others.  Self  will  increase  and 
Christ  will  decrease,  endangering  our 
fellowship,  nearness,  and  usefulness. 
The  result  of  claiming  the  theme 
without  appropriation  of  the  verse 
can  be  nothing  more  than  self-satis- 

o 

faction. 

In  contrast  to  this  effect  I  believe  a 
complete  appropriation  of  Hebrews 
10:22  yvill  bring  us  to  a  daily  self- 
searching  for  sin  and  disobedience  in 

o 

our  lives.  Surely  we  are  the  temple 
of  the  living  God  who  commands 
through  Paul,  "Be  ye  separate."  Con- 
fession, godliness,  and  separation 
walk  hand  in  hand  and  have  their 
blessings.  This  vye  see  in  the  Scofield 
footnote  in  II  Corinthians  6:17  which 
says,  "the  reward  of  separation  is  .  .  . 
unhindered  communion  and  worship, 
and  fruitful  service." 

This  brings  us  to  the  final  result 
of  a  total  commitment  to  our  theme 
verse,  which  is  sacrificial  service. 
From  self-satisfaction  to  self-search- 
ing, to  sacrificial  service.  Is  this  not 
the  thrust  of  WMC?  Our  work  is 
maintained  by  the  study  of  God's 
word,  and  sacrificial  service.  Need  I 
remind  you  that  the  purpose  of 
WMC  through  these  years  has  been 
to  promote  the  cause  of  home  and 
foreign  missionary  work  and  to 
deepen  the  spiritual  life  of  the 
women  by  Bible  study,  prayer,  and 
yvitnessing?  For  a  moment  let  us  con- 
sider  our  WMC  purpose  in  reverse 
order,  for  there  is  no  question  con- 
cerning the  fact  that  unless  our  spiri- 
tual needs  are  met  in  Bible  study  and 
the  communion  of  prayer,  there  will 
be  no  burden  to  witness  or  to  help  to 
give  the  gospel  message  through 
home  or  foreign  missionary  work. 

Through    the    years    the    national 


WMC  executive  committee  and  board 
members  have  been  concerned  that 
the  spiritual  lives  of  our  women  be 
constantly  strengthened  and  en- 
riched hv  the  study  of  God's  word. 
Because  of  this,  WMC  objectives  and 
recommendations  have  encouraged 
Bible  reading,  prayer,  and  family  de- 
votions. Much  time  and  prayer  has 
been  spent  seeking  the  guidance  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  for  committees  and 
writers  in  the  preparation  of  the 
monthly  devotional  programs.  Goals 
have  been  encouraged  for  each  coun- 
cil in  soul-winning,  witnessing,  evan- 
gelization of  children  and  youth,  tith- 
ing,  tract  distribution,  and  such  ac- 
tivities. It  has  been  marvelous  to  see 
women  grow  in  WMC  groups,  to  see 
them  active  in  Sunday  school  and  as 
youth  workers,  and  in  many  other 
activities  of  the  church. 

However  I  am  convicted  that  I, 
and  perhaps  some  of  you,  do  not 
know  the  full  and  blessed  experience 
of  our  lives  being  filled  with  the 
power  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  Yes,  we 
know  He  indwells  us  when  we  are 
saved,  but  is  He  allowed  to  fill  us  for 
personal  sacrificial  service  as  He  de- 
sires? 

Many  times  in  Seattle,  Washing- 
ton, we  have  stood  at  the  rail  of  the 
government  locks  between  Puget 
Sound  and  Lake  Washington.  Each 
vessel  floated  in  turn  into  the  lock 
which  was  only  partially  filled  with 
water.  There  it  waited.  When  the 
lever  was  touched  the  water  began  to 
boil  and  rise  and  soon  the  lock  was 
full  and  the  lifted  vessel  floated  out 
into  the  lake  to  deliver  its  needed 
cargo. 

Are  we  like  empty  locks  with  the 
Word  of  God  in  our  hearts  waiting  to 
be  filled  that  we  might  send  it  forth 
to  the  lost?  We  must  release  the  lever. 
God  never  wastes  or  squanders  His 
power  but  responds  the  moment  a 
sincerely  surrendered  child  of  His  is 
ready.  This  is  nothing  less  than  total 
commitment    of    self.     Many    saints 
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have  been  thus  used,  and  one  of  these 
was  Suzanna  Wesley's  own  son,  John, 
who  said,  "I  get  on  fire  for  God,  and 
then  the  people  come  to  see  me 
burn."  Surely  a  spark  of  his  own 
mother's  dedication  led  John  Wesley 
to  become  such  a  Spirit-filled  preach- 
er. His  own  mother  had  a  definite 
place  in  his  dedication,  and  we  can 
likewise  have  such  an  influence  on 
our  sons. 

Our  general  conference  theme  this 
year  was,  "I  Will  Build  My  Church." 
Does  God  have  a  place  for  women  in 
the  building  of  His  church?  I  believe 
He  always  has,  and  today  is  no  ex- 
ception. There  are  a  number  of  areas 
in  which  we  are  included.  How  can 
God  build  the  Brethren  church  un- 
less we,  the  women,  are  filled  with 
the  power  of  His  Spirit,  raising  sons 
and  daughters  like  John  Wesley, 
Clarence  Sickel,  Estella  Mvers,  Dr. 
Cribble,  Dr.  Bauman,  and  manv  oth- 
ers to  fill  our  pulpits  and  evangelize 
our  mission  fields— to  staff  our  Sun- 
day schools  and  carry  on  the  work  of 
the  local  churches?  God  has  entrusted 
Christian  parents  with  the  future 
generation  with  which  He  plans  to 
give  the  Word  to  our  nation  and  the 
fields  of  the  world.  But  if  we  fail, 
this  generation  of  Brethren  youth  will 
be  of  very  little  value  to  God.  I  prav 
we  shall  draw  "Nearer,  Still  Nearer" 
in  full  surrender  giving  ourselves  in 
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earnest  prayer  for  wisdom  and  power 
to  mold  the  lives  of  our  children  for 
Christ's  service. 

Every  dedicated  mother  should 
place  God's  call  to  service  first  in  the 
vision  of  her  child.  Then  that  child 
will  be  prepared  to  do  whatever  God 
asks  and  will  not  be  easilv  led  by  other 
influences.  In  this  area  the  Christian 
Education  Department  ministers  di- 
rectly to  our  youth  through  the  Sun- 
day  school  and  youth  activities,  point- 
ing them  to  many  fields  of  Christian 
service.  It  is  a  part  of  our  responsi- 
bility to  support  their  work  wherever 
possible,  and  this  board  should  have 
a  definite  place  in  the  prayers,  offer- 
ings, and  projects  of  every  local 
WMC. 

How  can  God  build  the  Brethren 
church  unless  WMC  women,  abiding 
nearer  to  God,  seek  to  support  their 
pastors  faithfully  in  their  ministry  to 
the  church  and  the  communitv  to 
which    they    are    called,    upholding 


them  in  fervent  prayer,  and  helping 
in  every  effort  to  reach  the  lost.  Our 
pastors  and  their  wives  many  times 
need  the  encouragement  of  a  group 
of  such  women  standing  behind  them 
and  ever  ready  to  serve  in  any  ca- 
pacity. I  can  assure  you  that  the 
woman  who  lives  daily  in  the  secret 
of  God's  presence  will  never  be  a  hin- 
drance to  the  shepherd  God  has  sent 
into  their  midst.  Instead  her  prayer 
and  assistance  will  help  to  make  him 
a  better  pastor  and  his  wife  a  better 
pastor's  wife. 

There  are  three  other  areas  where 
women  can  have  a  part  aside  from  the 
local  church  through  which  God 
must  work  to  build  and  sustain  our 
beloved  fellowship  of  churches.  The 
first  two,  Grace  schools  and  home 
missions,  which  are  our  home  fron- 
tiers in  WMC;  and  the  third,  foreign 
missions,  is  beyond  our  borders.  All 
three  are  of  vital  importance  and 
should  find  response  in  the  heart  of 
every  WMC  member. 

Let  us  think  first  of  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  College.  I  men- 
tion these  schools  first  because  they 
are  the  training  link  between  the 
youth  in  our  churches  and  the  fields 
of  home  and  foreign  missions.  They 
are  our  only  Brethren  schools  for 
training  Brethren  young  people  for 
their  future  service  for  God.  Young 
men  and  women  trained  as  teachers 
in  Grace  College  are  prepared  to  re- 
turn to  their  local  church  to  take  their 
place  in  the  Sunday  school  or  else- 
where if  God  should  so  choose  to  call 
them  to  the  local  church.  Or  they  are 
ready  to  further  prepare  for  Christian 
service  as  minister,  missionary,  or  lay- 
man. We  should  pray  that  more 
Brethren  young  people  will  come  to 


Grace  expecting  to  go  on  into  the 
seminary  for  further  training.  Let  us 
never  forget  that  the  local  church 
plays  a  very  vital  part  in  influencing 
them  for  this  decision.  A  word  from 
you  may  mean  the  turning  point  in 
the  life  of  one  such  individual. 

In  this  day  of  moral  and  spiritual 
decay  on  the  campuses  of  many  col- 
leges and  universities  we  should 
praise  God  for  giving  us  such  schools. 
We  dare  not  fail  them  and  have  a 
part  in  endangering  their  continued 
existence.  This  past  year  WMC 
women  gave  o\'er  $3,000  for  Grace 
library  and  other  projects.  We  are  in- 
deed thankful  for  all  of  this,  but  if 
we  will  consider  the  vital  importance 
of  Grace  schools  to  the  future  of  the 
Brethren  church  and  our  missionary 
responsibilities,  we  must  readilv  see  it 
should  be  more.  Surely  it  is  not  too 
much  to  ask  the  women  of  our  coun- 
cils to  aid  Grace  College  and  Semi- 
narv  bv  sending  more  of  our  sons  and 
daughters,  spending  more  time  in 
prayer  for  them,  and  giving  more  sac- 
rificially  of  our  funds  that  Brethren 
youth  might  be  trained  for  God's  ser- 
vice. I  trust  that  local  councils  and 
districts  will  consider  this  challenge 
by  increasing  your  projects  and  offer- 
ings in  this  area. 

The  second  area  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  the  building  of  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches  is 
the  work  of  home  missions.  Every 
new  Bible  class  and  every  new  home 
mission  church  is  potentially  an  estab- 
lished church  sharing  its  own  respon- 
sibility in  the  growth  of  our  denomi- 
nation. In  fact  these  churches  share 
in  many  ways  almost  from  their  in- 
fancy. Their  greatest  needs  are  for 
funds,   for  men  to  fill  their  pulpits,

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and  for  our  dailv  prayer  on  their  be- 
half. 

However,  along  with  the  realiza- 
tion of  these  needs  should  also  be  an 
awareness  of  the  desperate  need  of 
our  nation  for  the  gospel  of  Christ. 
He  is  the  "new  and  living  way  to 
God,"  and  the  only  answer  to  the  un- 
godly lives  of  our  countrymen.  WMC 
total  home  mission  gifts  for  Jewish, 
Navajo,  and  other  projects  this  past 
year  were  over  $11,000.  This  is  truly 
a  wonderful  offering,  and  I  challenge 
you  to  surpass  it  as  the  coming  of  our 
Lord  draws  "Nearer,  Still  Nearer" 
and  ere  thousands  more  die  without 
His  saving  grace  in  their  lives. 

The  third  area  of  equal  importance 
to  the  Lord  and  to  the  Brethren 
church  is  foreign  missions.  Year  after 
year  we  have  rejoiced  in  the  thou- 
sands of  dollars  given  by  WMC 
women  for  manv  different  foreign 
mission  projects.  This  year  has  been 
no  exception  with  gifts  totaling  over 
$15,000.  God  has  done  marvelously 
through  you  in  this  missionary  area 
causing  our  hearts  to  rejoice.  How- 
ever, as  vitally  important  as  these  gifts 
are,  and  we  encourage  their  continu- 
ance, they  are  not  the  only  sacrifice 
we  can  make.  God  asks  the  sacrifice 
of  our  own  son  or  daughter  for  mis- 
sionary service,  also.  Others  may  give 
an  offering  of  monetary  value,  but 
only  I  can  give  the  offering  of  my 
own  child.  The  only  greater  gift  one 
can  give  is  one's  own  life,  and  God  is 
using  many  couples  in  many  ways  on 
the  mission  fields  today.  Perhaps  He 
could  use  you. 

It  was  Dr.  Orville  D.  Jobson  who 
penned  the  following  words  concern- 
ing James  Gribble,  our  pioneer  mis- 
sionary to  Africa,  "His  life  was  being 
offered  to  God  as  a  daily  sacrifice.  He 
turned  from  the  prospect  of  a  restful 
furlough  and  remained  in  the  land 
to  finish  his  work  and  to  die."  After 
James  Cribble's  death  Dr.  Alva  J. 
McClain  wrote,  "It  is  for  us  the  living 
to  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  task  for 
which  he  died."  From  his  death  in 
1923  to  this  year  of  1967  many  Breth- 
ren missionaries  have  done  just  this, 
and  surely  God  needs  us  to  follow 
steadfastly  in  their  footsteps. 

Truly  it  is  expedient  that  we  draw 
"Nearer,  Still  Nearer"  to  God,  our 
Saviour,  for  our  nearness  to  Him 
will  surely  determine  our  measure  of 
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missionary  sacrifice  and  dedication 
whether  in  some  area  at  home  or  on 
the  foreign  field. 

As  we  look  ahead  to  another 
WMC  year,  let  us  remember  our 
Master  said,  "Behold  I  come  quickly." 
It  may  be  today.  His  coming  draws 
ever  "Nearer,  Still  Nearer,"  and  the 
task  to  which  He  said,  "So  send  I 
you"  is  not  yet  complete.  We  must 
make  haste  as  we  see  the  rapid  ful- 
fillment of  all  that  is  to  come  to  pass 
before  the  rapture  of  the  saints.  We 
know  not  when  the  Lord  will  come 
or  one  of  us  might  be  taken  home. 


Therefore,  "let  us  draw  near  with  a 
true  heart  in  full  assurance  of  faith, 
having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an 
evil  conscience,  and  our  bodies 
washed  with  pure  water."  Let  us  give 
ourselves  to  self-searching  and  con- 
fession, and  dedicate  ourselves  to  sac- 
rificially  serve  our  wonderful  Lord, 
daily  dwelling  in  the  secret  place  of 
the  most  high  God.  May  our  con- 
tinual prayer  of  dedication  be; 
"O  Jesus,  blest  Redeemer, 

Sent  from  the  heart  of  God. 
Hold  us,  who  wait  before  Thee, 

Near  to  the  heart  of  God."

chapters  a  day  and  five  chapters  on  Sunday,  or  send  to 
the  American  Bible  Society  or  Moody  Bible  Institute 
for  Bible  Reading  Charts. 

Second  choice:  The  Brethren  booklet  "Daily  Devo- 
tions," using  both  the  Scripture  passages  and  the  medi- 
tation. 

Third  choice:  Regular  Bible  reading  of  own  choos- 
ing. 

2.  FAMILY  DEVOTIONS 

The  establishment  of  daily  family  devotions  in  every 
home.  We  suggest  the  use  of  the  Brethren  booklet 
"Daily  Devotions."  The  local  prayer  chairman  should 
be  responsible  for  the  family  U'orship  emphasis  in  local 
councils  regularly. 

3.  PRAYER  EMPHASIS 

a.  That  each  council  observe  a  special  time  of 
prayer  on  the  1 5th  day  of  each  month,  using  prayer 
helps  provided  by  our  denomination.  (Prayer  requests 
sent  to  pastors  from  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  and 
those  in  the  Missionary  Herald.) 

b.  That  each  council  encourage  each  women  to  be 
a  prayer  warrior  for  a  daily  time  of  prayer.  (Use  Home 
and  Foreign  Mission  prayer  booklets.) 

c.  Pray  for  youth  who  have  made  decisions  for  full- 
time  service. 

4.  SOUL-WINNING 

a.  Our  goal— every  WMC  member  a  witness  and  a 
soul  winner  with  the  prayer  chairman  keeping  a  record 
of  all  souls  saved,  via  children's  Bible  classes,  VBS, 
Sunday  school,  SMM,  etc. 

b.  Cooperate  with  or  sponsor  a  monthly  visitation 
and  tract  distribution  program,  viath  the  local  tract 
chairman  keeping  a  monthly  record  of  tracts  used. 

5.  MONTHLY  MEETINGS 

A  minimum  of  12  devotional  meetings,  using  the 
Brethren  WMC  programs. 

6.  DISTRICT  PROJECTS  AND  RALLIES 

As  a  means  of  promoting  individual  growth  and 
enthusiasm  for  the  WMC  work,  each  council  take 
part  in  the  district  projects  and  be  represented  at  the 
rallies.

There  I  was,  seated  on  a  comfort- 
able chair  in  the  church  study,  all 
set  to  recite  the  final  fiftv-five  verses 
of  James  to  my  pastor  and  mv  patron- 
ess. I  was  confident  that  I  would  do 
well  this  time.  After  all,  I  had  spent 
just  about  twice  as  much  time  on 
these  last  verses  as  I  had  on  the  first 
fifty-three.  But  nothing  good  can 
come  out  of  too  much  confidence  and 
pride.  And  nothing  good  did!  I  com- 
pletely forgot  the  first  \erse,  and  even 
worse,  I  left  out  the  word  "brethren." 

Let  me  give  you  the  steps  that  led 
up  to  this  scene. 


I  was  challenged  to  complete  the 
SMM  personal  goal  this  vear  because 
it  involved  the  memorization  of  one 
of  mv  favorite  books:   James. 

However,  as  I  began  to  work  on 
the  first  chapter,  each  tediously-memo- 
rized verse  seemed  to  take  me  farther 
awav  from  the  end  of  the  book  in- 
stead of  closer.  I  learned  bv  experi- 
ence that  one  should  not  try  to  memo- 
rize a  book  all  at  once— but  just  one 
verse  at  a  time.  With  this  thought  in 
mind  I  proceeded  to  memorize  a  cou- 
ple of  verses  each  morning  and  eve- 
ning.    With    each    new    verse    I    re- 


peated over  and  over  what  I  had 
memorized,  and  I  found  that  frequent 
reading  of  the  book  was  necessarv  for 
me  to  keep  the  verses  straight. 

But  now  after  it  is  all  over,  I  am 
thankful  to  God  that  He  enabled  me 
to  memorize  part  of  His  word.  I 
realize  that  to  fulh'  use  this  blessing, 
I  will  have  to  review  James  regularly. 
But  the  rewards  of  my  efforts  are 
manv.  Often,  verses  are  recalled  as 
I  need  them,  and  I  receive  a  fresh 
blessing  from  already-familiar  verses.

I  felt 
so  much  closer  to  the  Lord,  and  I  was 
also  able  to  use  this  memorized  Scrip- 
ture in  my  quizzing  which  was  a 
blessing  in  itself.

Scripture  can  be  used. 

The  time  and  place  to  memorize 
verses  is  up  to  you.  I  would  quote 
passages  while  washing  dishes,  iron- 
ing, or  getting  ready  to  go  somewhere. 


Mavbe  vou  could  do  this,  too.  Per- 
haps a  secluded  spot  in  your  house 
could  be  your  daily  place  to  study 
and  memorize.

African  Girls- 
Sisters  of  Light 


The  worlc  among  girls  on  our  Afri- 
can field  is  called  "Aita  ti  Lumieres," 
or  "Sisters  of  Light."  This  organiza- 
tion is  for  girls  between  the  ages  of 
ten  and  eiohteen,  or  until  their  mar- 
riage.  There  has  been  some  work 
done  among  the  younger  girls,  "Little 
Lights,"  but  nothing  really  organized. 

"Lumieres"  is  part  of  an  evangelical 
organization  for  the  Christian  youth 
in  Africa.  Belonging  to  this  organi- 
zation makes  possible  our  use  of  a 
variety  of  literature  and  supplies, 
such  as  emblems,  badges,  flags,  and 
other  such  things. 

The  girls  can  advance  in  the  pro- 
gram by  study  and  work.  The  begin- 
ners are  known  as  Seekers  of  the 
light.  Then  they  advance  to  Friends 
of  light.  Keepers  of  the  light,  and 
finally  Bearers  of  the  light,  the  high- 
est attainment.  As  they  come  to  know 
the  Lord  in  a  fuller  way,  they  will 
not  only  rejoice  in  Him  and  hide  the 
Word  of  God  in  their  hearts,  but  they 
will  also  become  witnesses  for  Him 
to  bear  the  Good  News  to  others. 

Their  meetings  are  divided  into 
three  parts:  studying  the  Word  of 
God  (lessons,  scripture  memory  and 
application,  witnessing,  and  so  on), 
handcrafts  (sewing,  washing,  ironing, 
cooking),  and  games  and  physical 
skills  (rope  jumping,  ball  throwing, 
bike  ridino,  and  swimming). 

We  feel  that  with  these  three  di- 
visions of  the  work  it  is  a  well- 
rounded  program  that  will  both  inter- 
est and  help  the  girls.  It  will  build 
them  up  spiritually,  strengthen  them 
physically,  and  prepare  them  to  be- 
come good  homemakers. 


Their  two  key  verses 
are  Ephesians  5:8,  "For 
ye  were  sometimes  dark- 
ness, but  now  are  light 
in  the  Lord:  walk  as 
children  of  light,"  and 
Matthew  5:16,  "Let  your 
light  so  shine  before 
men,  that  they  may  see 
your  good  works,  and 
Fathe 


The  insignia  that  they  wear  is  in 
the  form  of  an  African  shield.  The 
shield  stands  for  the  shield  of  faith 
(Eph.  6:16).  The  open  Bible  signifies 
that  the  Word  is  for  all;  the  torch  is 
for  witness,  and  J.E.A.  stands  for 
Evangelical  Youth  of  Africa. 

There  are  also  badges  for 
achievements.  These  are 
fastened  to  a  red  band  that 
the  girls  may  wear  when 
they  become  members  of 
the  organization. 
In  some  districts  of  the  mission  the 
girls'  work  is  flourishing;  in  others  it 
is  lagging.  We  need  African  women 
to  be  leaders  of  the  work.  We  need 
missionary  personnel  (young  women) 
to  train  these  leaders.  It  is  necessary 
to  have  an  organized  training  pro- 
gram in  which  the  leaders  can  de- 
velop and  in  turn  help  the  girls  in 
their  local  villages.  Pray  for  the 
Lumieres  and  for  the  needed  workers.

"HELPED  TIE  THE 
STORIES  TOGETHER" 

On  Sundav,  January  1,  my  pastor 
challenged  each  member  of  the  con- 
gregation to  read  the  Bible  through 
this  year.  He  suggested  a  plan  of 
reading  three  Old  Testament  chap- 
ters and  one  New  Testament  chap- 
ter daily,  six  times  per  week.  Read- 
ing the  entire  Bible  is  also  a  personal 
goal  in  SMM,  so  I  decided  to  try  to 
attain  both  goals  at  the  same  time. 

I  did  most  of  the  reading  before 
going  to  sleep  at  night.  I  soon  estab- 
lished the  habit  of  reading  at  least 
five  chapters  per  day,  three  in  Old 
Testament,  and  two  in  the  New  Tes- 
tament. I  set  aside  approximately 
tvventv  minutes  per  day.  If  the  five 
chapters  were  short  ones,  and  I  had 
the  time,  I  read  a  few  more.  The 
New  Testament  went  faster  because 
it  is  shorter  than  the  Old  Testament 
and  also  because  I  seemed  to  enjoy 
it  more.  After  I  finished  the  New 
Testament,  I  then  read  five  chapters 
in  the  Old  Testament  daily. 

This  is  the  first  time  I  have  read 
the  entire  Bible.  It  helped  me  to  un- 
derstand the  sequence  of  events.  I 
have  heard  the  stories  and  read  pas- 
sages and  books  individually,  but 
reading  the  whole  Bible  helped  to  tie 
them  together. 

I  would  like  to  start  earlier  next 
vear,  read  much  slower,  and  put 
more  study  into  it  than  I  did  this 
year.  I  believe  I  missed  so  much  by 
reading  rapidly.  ]ane  Hoover,  Ritt- 
man.

Two  pamphlets  which  I  recently 
received  are  Power  in  the  Pulpit, 
Henry  C.  Fish  (London:  Banner  of 
Truth  Trust,  n.d.),  24  pages,  and  The 
New  Catholicism,  H.  M.  Corson  (Lon- 
don: Banner  of  Truth  Trust,  n.d.), 
24  pages. 

The  first,  a  reprint  of  an  article 
published  by  Fish  in  1862,  is  a  quite 
timely  exhortation  to  the  preacher 
and  the  congregation  on  the  type  of 
man  who  should  fill  the  pulpit.  He 
inveighs  against  preachers  who  would 
cover  poor  logic  by  high  volume  or 
lack  of  content  by  wordiness.  It  is 
refreshing  to  read  such  plain  criti- 
cisms of  a  preacher's  manner  of  speak- 
ing as,  "A  man  who  cannot  make 
things  plain  is  not  qualified  to  fill  a 
pulpit.  .  .  .  What  right  has  he  to  use 
an  involved  and  tortuous  manner 
when  declaring  the  great  things  of 
God?"  (page  7).  On  the  positive  side, 
powerful  preaching  must  not  onlv  be 
correct  as  to  methodology  but  must 
also  be  full  of  Christ  and  the  cross. 

The  second  pamphlet,  by  Carson, 
gives  a  brief  analysis  of  Roman  Cath- 
olic "progressives"  and  the  Second 
Vatican  Council.  Carson  states  his 
conclusion  on  the  second  page,  "We 
may  then  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
in  fact  Rome  has  not,  as  yet,  changed 
in  any  marked  way,"  then  proceeds  to 
document  it.  This,  of  course,  is  not 
too  hard  to  do.  No  one  expected  the 
Vatican  to  adopt  a  radically  new 
creed. 

What  I  would  like  to  see  is  a  dis- 
cussion of  something  Carson  points 
to  but  does  not  discuss:  namely,  that 
Roman  Catholicism  is  not  the  mono- 
lithic and  impenetrable  structure  we 
so  often  imagine  it  to  be.  Today 
there  is  a  restlessness  and  openness 


among  many  younger  Catholic  think- 
ers and  in  some  formerly  "closed" 
Catholic  countries.  Whv  not  encour- 
age evangelicals  to  take  advantage  of 
this  for  the  sake  of  the  gospel? 


For  a  Testimony 

Bruce  F.  Hunt  (London:  Banner  of 
Truth  Trust,  1966),  159  pages,  $1.00. 

The  author  is  a  Presbyterian  mis- 
sionary to  Korea.  When  the  Japa- 
nese occupied  Korea  and  Manchuria 
during  World  War  II,  Hunt  quickly 
came  into  conflict  with  the  Japanese 
administration.  The  main  points  of 
contention  were  emperor  worship  and 
the  Japanese  efforts  to  control  all  re- 
ligious observances.  When  Hunt  re- 
fused to  be  silent  on  these  issues,  he 
was  arrested.  This  book  is  an  account 
of  his  imprisonment. 

He  admirably  resists  the  urge  to 
compile  a  chronicle  of  the  brutalities 
and  monotony  of  prison  life.  He  also 
makes  generous  use  of  understate- 
ment. These  two  factors  enhance  his 
account  of  the  more  significant  events 
and  the  encouragement  God  gave 
him  and  other  Christians  while  they 
were  imprisoned.  What  is  presented 
is  a  delightful  (if  one  can  use  the 
term  "delightful"  in  such  a  connec- 
tion) account  of  God's  care. 

In  printing  such  books  as  these, 
Banner  of  Truth  Trust  is  doing  a 
service  to  the  Christian  community. 
It  publishes  both  current  books  and 
many  reprints,  especially  out-of-print 
Puritan  works.  If  you  think  of  Puri- 
tans as  having  only  a  long  face  and  a 
narrow  mind,  you  ought  to  do  your- 
self a  favor  and  read  some  of  their 
writings.  Many  of  them  had  a  keen 
insight  into  Scripture.  It  is  true  that 
most  of  them  wrote  in  a  more  difficult 


style  than  the  authors  of  our  con- 
temporary devotional  books.  But  they 
did  so  because  they  had  a  greater  re- 
spect for  the  intellectual  capabilities 
of  their  readers.  The  writings  of  a 
man  like  John  Owen  or  Stephan 
Charnock  well  repay  the  e.xtra  effort 
spent  in  reading  them.

Male-Female  Relationships 

Zelmo  Bell  Green  (Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan:  Baker  Book  House,  1967), 
paper,  11 1  pages,  $1.50. 

The  gospel  has  implications  for 
everv  aspect  of  life,  including  areas  of 
social  tension.  Unfortunately,  its  mes- 
sage often  does  not  receive  a  hearing 
for  lack  of  an  adequate  and  forceful 
presentation.  Evangelicalism  needs 
literature  that  will  integrate  the  in- 
sights  and  information  offered  by  psy- 
chology, anthropologv,  and  the  social 
sciences  with  the  principles  contained 
in  Scripture.  High  on  anyone's  list 
of  tension  areas  would  be  the  proper 
understanding  and  control  of  man's 
sexual  nature  taken  in  its  broadest 
sense. 

This  manual  scans  the  whole  span 
of  male-female  relationships  from 
birth  through  marriage.  It  treats  the 
Christian's  relation  to  the  common 
sexual  deviations.  Several  chapters 
are  given  to  a  polemic  against  the 
American  trend  away  from  the  tradi- 
tional Western  roles  for  each  sex. 

This  book  is  presented  as  a  study 
manual  "for  individual  and  group 
use."  However,  it  is  sorely  deficient 
for  use  as  either.  Like  so  much  of  the 
material  claiming  to  be  a  Christian 
treatment  of  sex,  it  is  grossly  oversim- 
plified.

Also  currently  available 
is  the  hew  1967-1968  catalog 
listing  hundreds  of  books  and 
other  items.  You  moy  hove  one 
free  for  the  asking. 
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So  shall  mv  word  be  that  goeth  forth  out  of  my 
mouth:  it  shall  not  return  unto  me  void,  but  it  shall 
accomplish  that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper  in 
the  thing  whereto  I  sent  it  (Isa.  55:11). 

The  life  is  not  in  the  sower,  but  in  the  seed.  Even 
if  an  infidel  scattered  the  Scriptures,  he  would  only 
be  exploding  his  own  battlements. 

"For  in  scattering  divine  literature  we  liberate  thistle- 
down, laden  with  precious  seed,  which,  blown  by  the 
winds  of  the  Spirit,  floats  over  the  world.  The  printed 
page  never  flinches,  never  shows  cowardice;  it  is  never 
tempted  to  compromise;  it  never  tires,  never  grows 
disheartened;  it  travels  cheaply,  and  requires  no  hired 
hall;  it  works  while  we  sleep;  it  never  loses  its  temper; 
and  it  works  long  after  we  are  dead.  The  printed  page 
is  a  visitor  which  gets  inside  the  home,  and  stavs 
there;  it  alwavs  catches  a  man  in  the  right  mood,  for  it 
speaks  to  him  only  when  he  is  reading  it;  it  always 
sticks  to  what  it  has  said,  and  never  answers  back;  and 
it  is  bait  left  permanently  in  the  pool. 

"Luther  wrote  a  pamphlet  on  Galatians  which,  fall- 
ing into  Banyan's  hands  converted  him;  and  several 
hundred  translations  of  Pilgrim's  Progress  has  been 
issued.  More  than  150,000,000  copies  of  Spurgeon's 
sermons  have  gone  into  circulation.    Nor  is  even  its

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political  influence  measurable.  A  young  Frenchman 
who  had  been  wounded  at  the  siege  of  Saint  Quentin 
was  languishing  on  a  pallet  in  the  hospital  when  a 
tract  that  lay  on  the  coverlet  caught  his  eye.  He  read 
it  and  was  converted  by  it.  The  monument  of  that 
man  may  be  seen  before  the  Church  of  the  Consistory 
in  Paris,  standing  with  a  Bible  in  his  hand— Admiral 
Coligny,  the  leader  of  the  Reformation  in  France.  But 
the  tract  had  not  yet  finished  its  work.  It  was  read  by 
Coligny's  nurse,  a  Sister  of  Mercy,  who  penitently 
placed  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Lady  Abbess,  and  she, 
too,  was  converted  by  it.  She  fled  from  France  to  the 
Palatinate,  where  she  met  a  voung  Hollander  and  be- 
came  his  wife.  The  influence  which  she  had  upon  that 
man  reacted  upon  the  whole  continent  of  Europe,  for 
he  Wis  William  of  Orange,  who  became  the  champion 
of  liberty  and  Protestantism  in  the  Netherlands. 

"The  printed  page  is  deathless;  you  can  destroy  one, 
but  the  press  can  reproduce  millions;  as  often  as  it  is 
martyred,  it  is  raised:  the  ripple  started  by  a  given 
tract  can  widen  down  the  centuries  until  it  bears  upon 
the  Great  White  Throne.  Its  very  mutilation  can  be  its 
sowing."— M.  P.  Panton.

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A  magazine  is  a  person;  well,  not 
exactly.  But  it  is  like  a  person  in 
many  ways.  Neither  has  anything  to 
sav  about  being  born,  but  each  has 
its  place  in  the  sun,  and  each  plays 
its  role  on  the  stage  oF  life. 

The  magazine,  like  a  person,  has  a 
name.  This  gives  it  individuality;  we 
might  almost  say  personality.  There 
are  certain  identifying  marks  that  set 
it  apart  as  being  different  from  any 
other.  Its  message,  or  voice,  deline- 
ates  its  ministry  during  its  lifetime; 
and  its  general  appearance  and  habits 
soon  mark  it  as  clean  or  cluttered, 
clearcut  or  confused.  A  magazine, 
like  a  person,  soon  becomes  known  by 
the  company  it  keeps. 

Every  magazine  has  its  reason  for 
existing.  This  purpose  in  life  should 
be  clear  to  the  editor  as  well  as  to  its 
readers,  for  decisions  in  policy  often 
determine  destin\'!  Whatever  this 
purpose  or  policy  may  be,  the  maga- 
zine should  be  true  to  it.  A  house 
organ  is  to  be  a  good,  loyal  house 
organ,  serving  fully  the  purpose  of  a 
house  organ.  But  even  a  house  organ 
should  have  in  its  policy  something 
that  would  enable  it  to  render  to  its 
readers  the  ministry  of  informing 
them  on  what  others  in  similar  fields 
are  doing. 

The  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  is 
the  official  magazine  for  the  National 
Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches. 
Whether  our  readers  call  it  a  house 
organ,  "our  magazine,"  or  just  simply 
"the  Herald,"  it  is  a  magazine  serving 
our  denomination.  What  is  the  re- 
action to  the  readers  of  the  Herald 
as  they  receive  the  magazine?  Is  it 
simply  twenty-four  or  thirty-two  pages 
of   print?     Is    its   reading   a    twice-a- 


month  chore?   Is  it  just  one  of  many 
magazines  that  come  to  the  home? 

Surely  it  is  more  than  an\'  of  these. 
It  just  has  to  be  more!  It's  like  a  per- 
son, a  real  live  person,  coming  to  talk 
to  us.  It's  a  missionary  on  furlough 
pouring  out  his  heart  about  the  lost 
abroad  and  the  challenge  that  God 
has  laid  upon  his  heart  to  reach  them. 
It  is  an  editorial  \'oice  speaking  to  us 
on  a  wide  range  of  subjects  to  stir  us 
up  to  action  for  the  work  which  the 
Lord  has  given  The  Brethren  Church 
to  do.  Think  of  it  as  a  student  home 
for  the  weekend  telling  the  family  the 
excitement  of  school  at  Grace,  or  as  a 
pastor  telling  of  a  soul  won  to  Christ 
after  months  of  agonizing  prayer  and 
faithful  witnessing.  It  is  news  of 
what  is  going  on  around  the  evan- 
gelical  world. 

Since  it  is  such  a  personal  mes- 
senger, it  is  worth\'  of  a  warm  recep- 
tion. It  merits  time  for  reading.  It 
deserves  a  better  fate  than  being  at 
the  bottom  of  a  stack  of  magazines  to 
be  read.  Consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  challenges  it  presents. 
And,  as  a  good  friend,  it  is  worthy  of 
an  introduction  to  our  other  friends 
and  associates. 

With  such  an  attitude  toward  "our 
magazine"  on  the  part  of  our  readers, 
the  Herald  is  bound  to  expand  its 
ministry  and  outreach.  Its  staff  will 
be  encouraged  to  keep  its  message 
strong  and  positive,  its  challenges 
sharp,  and  its  appearance  attractive 
and  readable.  It  will  become  an  e\'en 
stronger  element,  binding  us  together 
as  a  denomination,  and  it  will  expe- 
rience an  upsurge  of  reader  interest 
and  increased  circulation.

"Young  man,  Jehovah  will  kill 
vou!''  These  words  were  blurted  out 
bv  an  angry  but  verv  sincere  woman. 
She  glared  at  the  young  man  from 
m\-  church  who  was  handing  out 
tracts  at  the  Jehovah's  Witness  Con- 
\ention.  You  see,  she  was  a  Witness. 
"Sorry,"  replied  another  individual  as 
he  turned  down  the  tract  offer,  "We 
have  the  truth."  Parents  encouraged 
their  children  not  to  accept  any  of  our 
literature,  but  curiosity  usually  over- 
came any  prejudice.  The  beautiful 
tracards  giving  the  personal  testi- 
monies of  world  famous  people  ended 
up  in  the  hands  of  most  of  the  chil- 
dren. 

To  stand  on  a  street  corner  and 
hand  out  literature  to  people  attend- 
ing a  state  Jehovah's  Witness  conven- 
tion is  literally  a  hellish  experience. 
This  was  our  experience;  the  experi- 
ence of  the  jieople  of  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  at  Lansing,  Michigan.  It 
all  started  when  Mr.  Ted  Dencher,  a 
former  Jehovah's  Witness,  spoke  at 
our  church  on  February  21.  A  chal- 
lenge was  presented  to  hand  out  lit- 
erature at  the  state  convention  which 
would  be  held  at  Lansing  during  the 
month  of  July.  Though  I  tried,  I 
found  it  impossible  to  e\'ade  his  chal- 
lenge. 

I  tried  to  convince  m\self  that  my 
job  was  to  pastor  mv  people.  This  is 
what  other  pastors  told  me  when  I 
asked  for  the  support  of  their  church- 
es. I  found  no  consolation  in  the 
Word  of  God  for  this  excuse;  Jesus 
was  not  willing  that  anA'  should  per- 
ish. I  floundered  under  the  immensit^' 
of   the   task.    There   would   be   o\er 
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10,000  people  at  the  civic  center. 
"Dear  Lord,"  I  said,  "We'll  never  get 
enough  Christians  to  do  the  job.  And 
if  we  can't  do  a  job  right,  we 
shouldn't  attempt  it  at  all."  We  never 
got  enough  Christians,  but  thank 
God,  we  could  count  on  His  strength 
to  do  the  impossible. 

My  next  reaction  was  to  plan  to 
excuse  myself  from  this  task  with  a 
pseudo  concern  for  my  people.  Since 
many  of  them  were  new  converts,  I 
reasoned  that  an  experience  like  this 
would  fill  them  with  fear  and  hinder 
their  spiritual  growth.  But  again  the 
Word  of  God  gave  me  no  support.  I 
found  that  the  early  Christians  in  the 
Book  of  Acts  were  growing  in  spiri- 
tual strength  and  size  because  of  their 
willingness  to  face  danger.  Finally, 
I  became  very  honest  with  myself. 
"The  reason  why  you're  dragging 
your  feet,"  I  admitted,  "is  because 
you're  just  plain  scared.  Be  honest 
with  yourself.  After  all,  you've  never 
done  anything  like  this  before  in  your 
life.  And  you  know  what  Ted 
Dencher  said  about  the  reaction  we 
would  get— that  many  of  the  Wit- 
nesses would  sav  unkind  things,  and 
some  would  throw  the  literature 
down  on  the  ground  in  front  of  vou." 

Having  faced  myself  realisticallv 
and  having  seen  that  my  biggest  prob- 
lem was  pride  and  self,  I  began  to  let 
the  Lord  do  the  directing.  Pastor 
after  pastor  gave  one  excuse  after  an- 
other for  the  reason  his  church  could 
not  participate.  I  feel  that  at  the 
root  of  the  problem  was  the  fact  that 
they  were 'just  as  afraid  as  I  was  but 
would  not  admit  it.  But  when  vou 
begin  to  let  the  Spirit  of  God  have 
His  way,  things  begin  to  happen.  A 
lady  called  me  on  the  phone  and  said 
that  her  pastor  would  not  be  cooper- 
ating, but  she  has  a  brother  who 
is  caught  up  in  Jehovah  Witnesses, 
and  she  felt  she  should  do  her  part. 
She  could  not  understand  the  position 
of  her  pastor. 

Soon,  two  other  pastors  contacted 
me  and  said  they  would  urge  their 
church  for  support.  Both  of  these 
men  personally  participated  and  led 
their  people  by  example  in  tract  dis- 
tribution. On  the  final  night  of  brief- 
ing, one  more  church  committed  itself 
and  sent  three  men  to  participat:e. 
Two  men  came  from  outside  the  citv 
of  Lansing  to  work  with  us  for  four 


days.  One  of  these  men  came  all  the 
way  from  Bellvue,  Ohio.  The  Lord 
was  beginning  to  put  the  finishing 
touches  upon  our  program  and  dis- 
couragment  turned  to  anticipation. 
We  began  to  thrill  at  the  Lord's  direc- 
tion. 

Over  45,000  tracts  were  ordered 
through  American  Tract  Society  and 
Moody  Press.  Both  companies  gave 
us  special  discounts  for  this  particular 
ministry.  I  could  hardly  keep  back 
the  tears  when  a  representative  from 
the  American  Tract  Society  tele- 
phoned from  New  Jersey  and  said, 
"We  think  that  this  is  such  a  tremen- 
dous undertaking  and  such  an  oppor- 
tunity that  we  want  to  have  a  share 
in  your  ministry.  We'll  give  you 
fifty  percent  off  on  the  tracts."  Now, 
the  verses  of  Scripture  that  reminded 
me  to  wait  on  the  Lord  and  be  pa- 
tient, that  He  would  take  care  of  the 
details,  began  to  encourage  me.  One 
of  the  later  blessings  was  a  financial 
gift  from  one  of  the  men  in  the 
Parkersburg,  West  Virginia,  Grace 
Brethren  Church.  Truly  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest  will  supply  in  the  hour 
of  reaping.  We  have  not  paid  for  all 
the  literature  yet,  and  we're  not  sure 
how  it  will  be  taken  care  of;  but  the 
Lord  is  able,  and  we'll  just  trust  Him. 

I  personally  had  a  unique  experi- 
ence at  the  Witness  convention. 
When  the  convention  started,  I  be- 
gan handing  out  literature  near  the 
main  entrance.  People  thought  these 
were  programs,  and  I  was  soon 
swamped  with  eager  recipients.  But 
this  was  short-lived,  for  the  word  got 
around,  and  soon  I  was  swamped  with 
Witnesses  bringing  the  literature 
back.  Then,  to  my  surprise,  I  was 
informed  to  move  off  the  property  or 
the  police  would  be  called.  Knowing 
that  the  sidewalk  was  public  property, 
I  remained.  I  was  then  invited  to  go 
to  the  main  office  and  have  a  little 
talk  with  the  elders  of  the  convention. 
I  was  treated  courteously  until  it  be- 
came all  too  clear  to  them  that  we 
were  not  going  to  discontinue  our  lit- 
erature  distribution.  Then  the  endur- 
ance and  the  perserverance,  that 
makes  the  Witnesses  what  they  are, 
began  to  turn  to  hatred  and  ani- 
mosity. I  had  read  that  the  Witnesses 
have  little  respect  for  people  of  the 
gospel;  I  also  found  out  by  experi- 
ence. 


Each  day  we  varied  our  literature, 
and  from  8:00  in  the  morning  to 
10;00  and  11:00  at  night,  we  smiled, 
handed  out  literature,  smiled,  and 
handed  out  literature.  We  had  many 
opportunities  to  witness  and  to  con- 
verse with  Witnesses— both  those  who 
were  sympathetic  to  us  and  those  who 
thought  they  could  convert  us.  I  was 
amazed  by  the  knowledge  of  their 
children.  Numerous  times  we  were 
surrounded  by  small  boys,  ranging  in 
ages  from  eight  to  fourteen  years,  who 
were  verv  analytical  and  knew  their 
religion.  I  found  myself  "sweating  it 
out"  often.  It  was  frustrating.  I  had 
four  years  of  college  and  three  years 
of  seminary,  but  these  boys  could  de- 
bate with  me.  What  a  reminder  it 
was  to  me  of  the  importance  of  the 
home  and  parental  teaching  of  the 
Scriptures! 

For  my  people  this  experience  did 
a  number  of  things.  It  made  us  more 
aware  of  our  own  deficiency  of  the 
Scriptures.  It  humbled  us  and  de- 
stroyed our  egotism.  We  like  many 
Christians  could  pride  ourselves  that 
we  went  to  a  gospel-preaching  church; 
we  had  the  truth.  Yes,  we  had  the 
truth,  but  the  truth  didn't  fully  pos- 
sess us.  It  taught  us  concerning  the 
wiles  of  Satan;  how  deceptive  he  is. 
These  people  at  the  convention  were 
sincere.  They  were  lovely  people,  but 
how  they  had  been  deceived! 

More  than  anything  else,  it  taught 
us  that  the  only  way  we're  going  to 
build  a  church  for  the  glory  of  God 
and  see  people  won  to  Christ  is  to  go 
out  after  them.  The  Witnesses  have 
the  program  (organization),  but  we 
have  the  message.  How  sad  it  is  that 
Satan  with  effective  organization  can

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"Visitation  is  church-builder  number  one!"  This  motto  of  Brethren 
Home  Missions  is  the  goal  for  every  home-mission  pastor.  Rev.  Randy

Literature  —  a  Part  of  Home  Missions

Yes,  literature  is  a  very  vital  part  of  Brethren  Home 
Missions.  Brethren  tracts,  booklets,  and  books  are  made 
available  to  every  Brethren  home-mission  church  in  any 
quantity  that  will  be  put  to  good  use,  and  they  are 
free  of  charge.  This  distribution  of  Brethren  literature 
runs  into  the  thousands  of  pieces  each  year.  How  else 
can  people  learn  about  the  Brethren  church,  and  how 
can  Brethren  churches  be  established  except  by  the 
assistance  of  Brethren  literature?  Next  to  the  Word  of 
God,  Brethren  literature  is  one  of  the  most  important 
tools  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  home  missionary! 

It  seems  that  every  day  of  every  week  of  every  month 
has  some  special  emphasis  or  significance.  In  fact,  there 
are  not  enough  days,  and  therefore  many  days  have  a 
dual  emphasis.  In  Christian  circles,  October  is  special 
"literature  month,"  and  we  trust  this  might  be  true  of 
every  month  in  the  Brethren  church. 

November  is  a  special  emphasis  month  in  Brethren 
Home  Missions.  We  have  already  received  orders  from 
our  Brethren  churches  in  the  NFBC  for  a  total  of  3,500 
"extra"  copies  of  the  Thanksgiving  issue  of  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald.  It  is  our  desire  and  prayer  that  every 
family  not  affiliated  with  a  Brethren  church  will  "take 
and  read"  one  of  these  free  copies  of  this  important 
magazine.  Then  we  would  follow  this  with  a  prayer 
that  a  great  number  of  these  friends  would  be  led  to 


become  members  of  the  local  Brethren  church  they  are 
attending. 

The  answer  to  these  prayers  would  bring  a  two-fold 
victory.  A  thirty  percent  response  to  the  3,500  copies 
would  provide  our  home-mission  churches  with  the 
greatest  growth  of  any  year  to  date.

It  is  the  only  means  of  really  getting 
the  "pulse"  of  the  Brethren  church.  You  could  use  it  to 
introduce  a  friend  to  Christ! 
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"Who  then  is  Paul,  and  who  is 
Apollos,  but  ministers  by  whom  ye 
beheved,  even  as  the  Lord  gave  to 
every  man?" 

The  above  verse  struck  home  anew 
as  Mrs.  Isaacson  and  I  read  the  first 
nine  verses  of  I  Corinthians,  chapter 
3.  We  were  having  a  time  of  prayer 
before  soins  out  witnessing.  We  are 
but  the  agent;  the  working  is  of  God. 
His  tool— His  Word.  In  this  article 
I  would  like  to  tell  vou  of  several 
ladies  into  whose  hands  this  precious 
"tool"  has  been  placed. 

Mrs.  Isaacson  and  I  visited  the 
home  of  Mrs.  W—  and  rejoiced  to 
find  her  at  home.  After  talking  of 
such  mundane  matters  as  teeth  and 
cavities,  the  subject  of  the  crisis  be- 
tween Israel  and  Egypt  was  men- 
tioned. This  opened  the  door  to  a  dis- 
cussion reoardino  the  Messiah,  Manv 


We  grant  more  power  and  ability  to 
scientists  than  we  do  to  God  the  Crea- 
tor. This  reminded  me  of  the  Moody 
science  film  to  be  shown  at  the 
Wednesdav  Bible  class.  I  told  Mrs. 
W—  about  it  and  invited  her  to  at- 
tend.  She  would  not  commit  herself. 

She  looked  at  Mrs.  Isaacson  and 
asked  her  how  she  had  turned  to  this 
religion.  Mrs.  Isaacson  gave  her  tes- 
timonv,  and  they  began  discussing 
the  trinity. 

One  basic  barrier  to  Jews  accepting 
the  trinitv  is  their  conception  of  the 
oneness  of  God,  as  set  forth  in  the 
Shema  (Deut.  6;4).  To  the  Jew  this 
means  that  God  is  a  solitarv  or  single 
one.  It  was  drawn  to  her  attention 
that  the  same  Hebrew  \vord  is  used 
for  the  oneness  of  man  and  women  in 
marriage  (Gen.  2:24).  Unity  is  the 
idea  in  this  word.    There  is  another 


We  told  her  that  regardless  of  her 
age  she  is  still  a  sinner  and  separated 
from  the  holy  God  by  her  sin.  She 
needs  to  let  Him  make  her  kosher 
(clean).  That  was  the  reason  for 
which  Messiah  Jesus  died  as  the  God- 
man  according  to  Isaiah  53:6-7.  This 
life  is  just  a  short  span;  eternity  lies 
ahead.  There  is  a  life  after  death. 
Here  in  this  life  we  decide  where  it 
shall  be  spent— Gan  Eden  (heaven) 
or  Gehenem  (hell).

She  interrupted  the  conversation, 
insisting  on  serving  us  some  refresh- 
ments.

BEGINS  BUILDING

The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  New  Holland,  Pennsylvania,  the 
third  branch  of  the  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  church,  broke  ground 
on  Sunday,  September  3,  1967,  for  a  new  building.  This  was  the 
first  anniversarv  date  of  this  young  new  branch,  and  it  was  onlv 
fitting  that  the  mother-church  pastor,  William  Tweeddale,  should 
bring  the  message  for  this  occasion.  It  was  well  attended  bv  approxi- 
mately 160  people. 

The  Lancaster  church  gave  up  approximately  sixty  of  its  people 
living  in  the  area  of  New  Holland,  and  Brother  Robert  Lapp  was 
chairman  of  the  group  at  the  time  I  was  called  to  become  the  pastor. 
I  began  my  ministry  on  September  1,  1966,  and  have  seen  the  mem- 
bership increase  to  forty-six.  Attendance  in  the  Sunday  school  and 
worship  service  has  increased  to  an  average  of  about  one  hundred.

Many  have  made  decisions  for  Christ 
during  the  year,  and  others  have  de- 
cided to  join  with  us  here. 

The  Lord  opened  the  way  for  our 
church  to  buy  a  beautiful  building 
site  near  the  town  park  at  about  half 
the  cost  of  other  property  in  the  area. 
Our  location,  consisting  of  three 
acres,  cost  the  church  $10,500  and 
was  completelv  debt  free  on  the 
sround-breakinp  date.

After  securing  the  propertv,  Re\'. 
Ralph  C.  Hall  of  the  Brethren  Archi- 
tectural Service  was  called  in  for  con- 
sultation and  was  later  employed  to 
provide  these  services  for  us.  We  now 
have  the  plans  complete  and  were 
ready  to  begin  construction  immedi- 
ately after  breaking  the  ground. 


The  building  will  be  constructed 
by  the  Brethren  Construction  Crew, 
which  has  just  finished  work  on  the 
Manheim  Grace  Brethren  Church, 
Lancaster,  branch  number  one.  It  is 
interesting  that  the  mother  church 
of  Lancaster  and  all  three  of  its 
branches  will  ha\'e  buildings  built  by 
the  Brethren  Construction  Crew. 
Branch  number  tuo  was  Elizabeth- 
town  which  just  dedicated  its  new 
building  this  spring. 

The  church  here  has  been  fortu- 
nate to  have  the  facilities  of  the  New 
Holland  fire  hall  auditorium  for  our 
services.  We  ha\'c  also  been  fortunate 
to  be  self-supporting  from  the  very 
beginnino.

A  '^Peach^^  of  an  Idea! 


The  idea  of  the  Northwest  District 
WMC  to  help  provide  food  for  the 
Brethren  Navajo  Mission  boarding 
school  has  turned  out  to  be  a  peach 
of  an  idea  and  literally  so  in  the  ac- 
companying photo.  The  unknown 
reporter  from  Harrah,  Washington, 
who  sent  in  the  picture,  indicated 
that  the  thirty  boxes  of  fresh,  picked 
peaches  on  the  pick-up  truck  were 
destined  for  the  Brethren  Navajo 
Mission  via  the  cannery.  These  thirty 
boxes  were  only  part  of  the  total 
peach  project  that  netted  over  200 
gallons  for  the  mission. 

In  addition  to  peaches  the  project 
includes  many  other  fruits  and  vege- 
tables and  runs  into  the  hundreds  of 
gallons  of  food  each  year  for  the 
Navajo  mission  boarding  school.  The 
report  indicated  that  the  children  by 


the  pick-up  were  "young  peach  pick- 
ers," and  from  other  little  news  items 
coming  to  our  office,  we  are  sure  the 
men  have  made  some  little  contribu- 
tion to  the  project.  This  would  be 
true  in  delivery  of  the  finished  prod- 
uct to  the  mission. 

The  staff  of  the  Na\'ajo  mission, 
the  boarding-school  children  who  en- 
joy the  "fruits"  of  your  labor,  and  the 
Brethren  Home  Missions  Council  all

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"A  true  writer  goes  into  a  work  becai 


There  are  five  vital  questions  facing  every  writer 
when  he  sits  down  to  communicate  with  a  blank 
piece  of  paper. 

And,  in  the  world  of  the  Christian  writer,  he  is 
not  able  to  properly  answer  all  of  these  very  impor- 
tant queries. 

The  first  one  is:  wliat  to  write  and  about  what? 
The  answer  is  simple  when  the  Christian  journalist 
looks  at  that  one.  Write  about  Christ,  His  power. 
His  salvation  that  amazinolv  transforms  men  in  a 
world  that  sees  very  little  real,  lasting  transforma- 
tion. 

Write  about  the  Christian's  need  and  how  Christ 
meets  them. 

It  all  sounds  simple.  LIntil  the  Christian  writer 
starts  going. 

He  wants  to  write  about  civil  rights  and  how 

o 

Christ  has  the  answer  to  that  problem.  But  many 
of  the  religious  organizations  (which  produce  most 
of  the  magazines  and  therefore  control  most  of  the 
editors  and  writers  in  the  religious  world)  say,  "No. 
Write  about  something  else.  You  might  offend  our 
donors." 

He  wants  to  write  about  how  Christ  has  the  an- 
swers to  life's  most  compelling  problems— contro- 
versial problems  that  nag  everyone.    But  too  often 


he  is  told,  "Write  about  something  else.  We  don' 
talk  about  that." 

The  next  great  question  that  every  writer  face 
is:  how  shall  it  he  ^vritten?  And  the  answer  agaii 
comes  back  naturally— write  as  life  really  is.  Simple 
isn't  it? 

No.    Not  at  all. 

Too  often  the  writer  is  told  to  watch  out  that  h< 
doesn't  offend  this  person,  that  person,  this  group! 
or  that  group.  And  pretty  soon  the  important  thinji 
is  not  doing  a  good  job  and  creatively  describing  aij 
event  or  a  situation.  The  important  thing  is  remem! 
bering  what  not  to  write,  what  to  avoid. 

Good  writers  seldom  develop  out  of  such  an  atl 
mosphere.  As  a  result,  the  religious  journalistiii 
world  has  become  the  bush  league  of  today's  joui 
nalism. 

This  shouldn't  be.  The  Christian  message  i 
fascinating.  The  plan  of  salvation  provided  througl 
Jesus  Christ  transforms  lives  unbelievably.  Thesi| 
salvation  stories  break  dramatically  across  a  world 
filled  with  frustration. 

The  third  question  is:    when? 

This  question  invariably  sends  us  to  the  world  o 
books.  For  in  this  field  of  Christian  journalism  ot: 
servers  get  the  distinct   impression   that   the   grea; 
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Stories,  those  with  the  K.O.  punches,  are  not  going 
to  be  written  now,  but  later. 

In  the   late   1940's  a   leading  evangelical   writer 

wrote  a  nicely-woven  storv  of  a  bov  v\'ho  becomes 

nmeshed  in  his  environment  and  doesn't  get  saved. 

The  book  ends  with  the  boy  murdering  the  girl  he 

o  o 

loved. 

The  book  didn't  sell.  And  it  discouraged  pub- 
lishers from  coming  back  to  reality'.  So,  for  twenty 
years  Christian  book  publishing  lapsed  into  an  era 
Df  "safe"  endeavors.   The  time  was  not  right. 

o 

Will  we  always  force  our  writers  to  bow  to  a  pub- 
lic that  wants  to  live  in  a  world  of  unreality,  while 
:he  people  thev  want  to  reach  (or  they  say  they  want 
::o  reach)  won't  buy  it  at  all? 

The  fourth  question:  irhy  and  for  what  purpose? 
\  true  writer  goes  into  a  work  because  he  wants  to 
:ransmit  to  that  blank  piece  of  paper  something  of 
meaning  for  its  readers. 

Yet,  too  much  Christian  journalism  often  seems 
ilmost  to  say  that  the  main  purpose  it  not  to  com- 
municate God's  Word  to  the  world;  but  to  promote 
organizations,  conventions,  and  often  personalities. 

Some  writers  may  respond  to  such  a  challenge. 
But  not  the  great  ones.  Thev  either  rebel  or  move 
into  that  never-never  land  of  advertising  and  public 


relations  where  all  is  justifiable  to  sell  the  product. 

And  here  lies  the  heart  of  manv  of  our  problems. 
We  are  promoting  organizations— which  are  not 
even  the  product— and  not  God,  who  is  the  pro- 
ducer. 

The  fifth  question:  what  is  the  role  of  tJie  writer 
in  human  society? 

The  writer  must  be  an  independent  spirit,  serving 
as  a  guide  in  today's  world.  He  must  be  unfettered 
bv  organizational  domination,  so  that  when  he  sees 
that  which  is  wrong,  he  can  and  will  write  about  it, 
just  as  when  he  sees  good,  he  notes  it. 

For,  a  writer  who  conditions  himself  to  pass  over 
the  wrong— the  deadlv,  public  relation-wise— eventu- 
ally becomes  a  limited  pipeline.  No  longer  is  he  a 
window  on  today's  vibrant  world.  He  becomes  sim- 
ply a  siphon,  transmitting  a  little  bit— and  that  bit 
conditionally  chosen.

REFORMATION  SUNDAY -OCTOBER  29

Most  of  the  large  denominations  will  likely  "tread  softly" 
in  the  observance  of  Reformation  Sunday  this  vear,  due  to  the  ecumenical 
movement's  trend  back  to  Rome.  Surely  we  should  stand  firm  on  the  great 
basic  principles  of  the  Reformation.  Reformation  Sunday  will  give  us  an 
occasion  to  reflect  upon  them.

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"/  Believe  in  Miracles 
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"I  believe  in  miracles!"  Even  in 
this  age  of  suffocating  scientism  and 
evolutionary  uniformitarianism,  tens 
of  millions  of  Americans  would  be 
willing  to  give  this  kind  of  a  testi- 
mony.  There  are  simply  too  many 
mysteries  and  unexplainable  events  in 
human  life  and  history  to  take  seri- 
ously the  oft-repeated  claim  that 
science  can  someday  remove  the  veil 
that  covers  the  ultimate  depths  of 
reality. 

But  faith  in  miracles  is  not  the  basis 
for  our  acceptance  by  God.  Many 
man-made  religions  are  replete  with 
miracle  stories;  Roman  Catholicism 
being  one  of  the  most  impressive  ex- 
amples. And  even  if  we  narrow  down 
our  definition  of  miracles  to  the 
strictly  supernatural  works  accom- 
plished by  the  one  true  God  as  re- 
corded in  Holy  Scripture,  the  problem 
still  remains.  For  there  were  thou- 
sands of  people  who  saw  and  believed 
in  the  miracles  of  Christ  who  were 
nevertheless  outside  of  God's  family. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  chapter 
of  John's  Gospel,  we  read  that  "manv 
believed  in  his  name,  when  they  saw 
the  miracles  which  he  did"  (John  2: 
23).  At  first  glance,  this  would  cer- 
tainly suggest  that  saving  faith  may 
come  to  men  simply  on  the  basis  of 
seeing  and  believing  in  genuine  mira- 
cles. The  following  two  verses,  how- 
ever,  do  not  support  such  a  view: 
"But  Jesus  did  not  commit  himself 
unto  them,  because  he  knew  all  men, 
and  needed  not  that  any  should  tes- 
tify of  man:  for  he  knew  what  was 
in  man." 

To  illustrate  this  fact,  the  next  two 


verses  (John  3:1-2)  tell  us  of  one  of 
these  men  who  "believed  in  his  name" 
on  the  basis  of  seeing  Christ's  unique 
miracles.  The  man  was  Nicodemus, 
and  he  came  to  Jesus  one  night  with 
this  clear-cut,  enthusiastic  testimony: 
"Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  are  a 
teacher  come  from  God:  for  no  man 
can  do  these  miracles  that  thou  doest, 
except  God  be  with  him."  Surely,  no 
one  can  successfully  deny  that  Nico- 
demus really  believed  in  the  miracles 
of  Christ.  But  Jesus  knew  that  this 
was  not  enough,  "for  he  knew  what 
was  in  man"  (John  2:25).  Confront- 
ing this  "ruler  of  the  Jews"  with  spiri- 
tual reality  as  only  God  can  know  it, 
he  said  to  him,  "Verilv,  verily,  I  say 
unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  born 
again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of

God"  (John  3:3). 

On  a  later  occasion,  our  Lord  fed 
five  thousand  men  and  their  families 
by  miraculously  multiplying  a  few 
loaves  and  fishes.  So  far  from  ques- 
tioning the  genuineness  of  this  great 
miracle,  they  said,  "This  is  of  a  truth 
that  prophet  that  should  come  into 
the  world"  (John  6:14),  and  then  they 
crossed  the  sea  "seeking  for  Jesus." 
But  this  did  not  give  evidence  of  their 
salvation,  for  in  response  to  their 
question  of  how  to  \A'ork  the  works  of 
God,  the  Lord  lesus  besan  a  lenothv 
discourse  by  saying,  "This  is  the  work 


of  God,  that  ye  believe  on  him  whom 
he  hath  sent"  (v.  29);  and  he  ended 
by  saying,  "There  are  some  of  you 
that  believe  not"  (v.  64).  As  a  result 
"from  that  time  many  of  his  disciples 
went  back,  and  walked  no  more  with 
him"  (v.  66).  And  one  of  those  who 
stayed  with  Christ  at  this  crisis  hour, 
having  see  all  of  His  great  miracles, 
later  betrayed  him. 

Is  not  this  the  final  answer  to  those 
who  think  that  an  acceptance  of  the 
reality  of  miracles  is  equivalent  to  sav- 
ing faith  in  God?  Salvation  does  not 
consist  simply  of  a  certain  number  of 
sense  experiences  and  rational  infer- 
ences of  the  supernatural  (Acts  1:3; 
26:26),  but  rather  of  the  inward  re- 
sponse of  the  heart  to  the  witness  of 
the  Holy  S-pirit  (John  3:8— "So  is 
every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit"; 
Rom.  8:9  and  16— "If  any  man  have 
not  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none 
of  his  .  .  .  the  Spirit  himself  beareth 
witness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are 
the  children  of  God").  To  be  sure, 
many  can  say  to  Jesus,  "Lord,  lord" 
Matt.  7:22);  but  it  is  also  true  that 
"no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the 
Lord  (and  really  mean  it  in  the  depth 
of  his  heart),  but  by  the  Holy  Spirit" 
(I  Cor.  12:3). 

True  salvation  is  basically  a  work 
of  God  in  our  hearts  and  removes  all 
basis  for  pride  (Eph.  2:8-9).  For  this 
reason  the  only  faith  in  Biblical  mira- 
cles that  counts  for  eternity  is  the 
faith  which  rests  upon  the  testimony 
of  God's  self-authenticating  Word  as 
illuminated  by  the  Holy  Spirit. 
"Lord,  I  believe;  help  thou  mine  un- 
belief" (Mark  9:24).    T 


"There  are  simply  too  many  mysteries  and  unexplainable  events 
...  to  take  seriously  the  oft-repeated  claim  that  science  can  some- 
day remove  the  veil  that  covers  (the  circumstances  of  miracles)." 
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Grace  College  and  Grace  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  for  another  straight  year 
have  increased  enrollments  beyond 
the  national  average.  With  many  col- 
leges and  also  seminaries  the  enroll- 
ment has  decreased,  or  leveled  off. 
But  with  Grace  Schools  it  continues 
to  rise.  This  increase  comes  in  the 
face  of  high  moral  and  spiritual  stan- 
dards held  by  the  school,  when  all 
across  the  nation  and  the  world  the 
moral  level  is  dropping.  Realizing 
that  the  high  moral  and  spiritual  stan- 
dards could  very  easily  result  in  de- 
creased enrollment,  we  are  confronted 
with  just  the  opposite.  This  leads  us 
to  believe  that  there  are  many  parents 
and  young  people  who  are  seeking  a 
school  that  unflinchingly  takes  its 
stand  for  the  Christian  faith  and  the 
high  moral  and  spiritual  standards  of 
the  Bible. 

When  a  school  such  as  Grace  takes 
its  stand  in  spite  of  the  moral  trends 
among  schools  and  in  society,  and  its 
enrollment  continues  to  rise,  this  must 
be  evidence  that  God  has  a  divine 
purpose  for  that  school  to  fulfill.  We 
believe    this    of    Grace    Theolopical 
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Seminary  and  Grace  College.  This 
was  our  conviction  when  the  semi- 
nary was  born  thirty  years  ago.  It  was 
our  conviction  when  the  collese  was 
brought  into  being  in  1948.  Through 
these  intervening  vears  we  have  seen 
a  steady  growth,  until  quite  recently 
when  the  growth  has  become  almost 
phenomenal.  The  conditions  which 
brought  these  two  schools  into  exis- 
tence are  now  even  more  acute.  There 
is  a  need  for  schools  that  will  stand 
unwaveringly  for  the  Christian  faith 
as  revealed  in  the  Bible  and  provide 
an  atmosphere  which  is  morally  and 
spiritually  wholesome.  This  is  un- 
doubtedly God's  purpose  for  these 
schools  as  the  closing  days  of  the  age 
bring    moral    and    spiritual    decline. 


This  is  God's  way  of  keeping  a  light 
burning  so  that  some  may  yet  find 
their  way  to  the  Saviour. 

It  must  never  be  forgotten  that 
Grace  Schools  operate  within  the  fi- 
nancial economy  of  the  times.  This 
means  ever  rising  costs  and  limited 
financial  resources.  It  is,  therefore, 
almost  a  miracle  that  year  bv  year 
this  school  has  met  its  budget  in  the 
face  of  almost  insurmountable  finan- 
cial burdens.  We  believe  that  since  it 
is  God's  purpose  for  this  school  to 
operate,  He  will  also  make  provision 
for  its  needs.  We  have  been  trusting 
Him  to  that  end,  and  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  trust  Him  for  financial  pro- 
vision, even  though  the  waves  of  fi- 
nancial ruin  are  beating  upon  us  from 
every  side.  Trends  are  now  in  process 
that  could  spell  doom  apart  from  di- 
vine provision.  This  provision  usually 
comes  through  His  people,  and  we 
believe  that  Brethren  people  want  this 
school  enough  that  they  will  stand  by 
it  in  the  midst  of  increasing  needs. 

For  ten  years  now,  soon  after  the 
four-year  college  had  been  inaugu- 
rated, Grace  College  has  been  seeking 
regional  accreditation.  Through  these 
years  a  self-study  committee  has  con- 
stantly been  exploring  new  ways  to 
improve  the  academic  status  of  the 
school.    Faculty  members  have  been 

taking  advanced  work  for  higher  de- 
ft G 

grees.  New  faculty  members  have 
been  added  to  the  staff.  Buildings 
have  been  built  to  provide  better  fa- 
cilities for  the  educational  process. 
And  at  present  a  new  library  is  in 
progress,  although  more  than  a  year 
away  from  use.  Recently,  a  status 
study  was  prepared  and  submitted  to 
the  North  Central  Association  of  Col- 
leges along  with  an  application  for 
candidacy.  A  report  was  finally  re- 
ceived from  the  Accrediting  Associa- 
tion relating  its  response  to  the  pres- 


ent status  of  Grace  College.  It  was 
encouraging  to  learn  that  the  status 
study  was  accepted.  This  means  that 
the  goal  for  accreditation  is  in  sight. 

One  hurdle  must  be  crossed  before 
Grace  College  can  cover  the  last  lap 
to  the  goal  for  accreditation.  That 
one  hurdle  is  financial.  There  are  not 
sufficient  sources  of  income  to  guar- 
antee the  ongoing  progress  of  the 
school.  This  means  that  the  amount 
received  from  gifts  is  too  small.  This 
year  Grace  Schools  has  a  budget  of 
slightly  more  than  one  million  dollars 
for  current  operations.  Almost  ninety 
percent  of  this  amount  comes  from 
student  fees  and  tuition.  Slightly  less 
than  ten  percent  comes  from  gifts. 
This  means  that  $100,000  is,  in  the 
estimation  of  the  accrediting  agency, 
too  little  to  assure  the  ongoing  work 
of  the  institution.  In  a  recent  con- 
sultation with  the  secretary  of  the 
North  Central  Association  of  Col- 
leges, it  was  intimated  that  doubling 
this  gift  income;  that  is,  increasing 
from  $100,000  to  $200,000  per  year 
would  make  the  situation  appear  dif- 
ferently in  their  eyes.  With  this 
added  income  it  would  be  possible  to 
do  some  of  the  other  things  they  are 
recommending,  all  of  which  have  a 
price  tag  attached  to  them. 

The  goal  is  in  sight,  and  it  is  so 
near.  And  yet,  it  is  at  least  an  added 
$100,000  per  year  away.  Do  you 
Brethren  people  feel  that  this  aca- 
demic goal  of  accreditation  is  worth 

o 

an  extra  effort  on  your  part,  for  the 
sake  of  3'our  children  and  the  Lord's 
work,  to  increase  your  gifts  for  cur- 
rent operation  to  the  school?  A  year 
ago  I  challenged  the  people  to  do  this. 
There  was  some  response.  Gifts  in- 
creased by  $7,000.  Now  we  have 
clear  e\'idence  from  the  North  Cen- 
tral Association  that  there  must  be  a 
sizable  increase.  Confronting  this 
situation  we  cannot  on  the  one  hand 
hold  to  an  ideal  of  rejecting  govern- 
ment aid,  without  on  the  other  hand 
also  determining  to  support  the  thing 
we  want.  So  again,  if  we  desire  the 
highest  academic  recognition  for  our 
college,  then  we  must  shoulder  the 
responsibility  to  pay  for  it.  We  are 
depending  on  you,  as  the  stewards  of 
God's  money  and  the  ones  to  whom 
Grace  Schools  belong,  to  join  us  in 
this  enterprise.  Determine  to  double 
your  gift  for  current  operations  this 
year.

"Believing  that  Christianity  has 
more  than  one  dimension,  and  that 
much  of  the  present  moral  and 
spiritual  confusion  is  due  to  inade- 
quate conceptions  and  one-sided 
emphases,  Grace  College  aims  to 
present  a  complete  and  carefully 
integrated  view,  giving  proper  con- 
sideration to  all  its  essential  ele- 
ments. 

"Considered  objectively,  Chris- 
tianity is  held  to  be  distinctively  a 
SUPERNATURAL  REVELATION 
exhibiting  a  threefold  content:  a 
person,  the  eternal  and  incarnate 
Son,  our  only  Saviour,  in  whom  the 
invisible  God  is  perfectly  and  finally 
disclosed:  a  doctrine,  the  medium 
of  divinely  inspired  truth  by  which 
the  revelation  of  the  Son  is  brought 
infallibly  and  intelligibly  to  men; 
and  on  ethic,  in  which  there  is  em- 
bodied the  will  of  God  for  His  per- 
sonal  creatures. 

"On  the  subjective  side,  Chris- 
tianity is  presented  as  a  PERSONAL 
EXPERIENCE  having  three  distinct 
aspects:  a  relationship  with  the 
living  God  mediated  through  the 
person  and  redeeming  work  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ;  a  faith  which 
lays  hold  upon  the  Christ  through 
the  truths  which  reveal  Him  in  the 
record  of  the  written  Word;  and  a 
life  in  which  the  Christian  believer 
progressively  realizes  and  fulfills 
the  revealed  will  of  God. 

"Thus  in  Christianity,  both  on 
its  objective  and  its  subjective 
sides,  there  appear  correlating  ele- 
ments which  are  mystical,  doc- 
trinal, and  ethical,  answering  fully 
to  the  deepest  needs  of  men — spiri- 
tual, intellectual,  and  moral.  The 
neglect  of  any  one  of  these  con- 
stituent elements  in  the  interest  of 
a  so-called  "simplified  religion"  is 
a  tendency  with  which  this  school 
has  no  sympathy.  To  diminish 
Christianity,  either  by  careless 
omission  or  deliberate  intent,  is  to 
plunder  its  fascinating  richness  and 
set  limits  upon  its  wondrous  power 
to  satisfy  the  most  vital  needs  of 
human  life"  (Grace  College  Cata- 
logue  1966-1968).

Couched  in  very  formal— although 
complete— language  in  the  Grace 
catalogue  is  the  school's  position  on 
Christian  service  performed  by  a  stu- 
dent, apart  from  his  studies,  while  in 
school. 

Briefly  summarized,  we  could  say 
this:  we  feel  that  Christian  service 
is  important  and  that  it  will  help  de- 
velop the  student  who  engages  in  it. 

The  Christian  service  program  of 
Grace  College  functions  within  the 
framework  of  this  Christian  view. 
The  general  principle  of  Christian 
service  is  "to  the  end  that  ye  should 
walk  worthily  of  God,  who  calleth 
you  into  his  own  kingdom  and  glorv" 
(I  Thess.  2:12,  ASV.).  The  ultimate 
purpose  of  Grace  College  is  to  chal- 
lenge Christian  young  people  in 
Christian  service  through  the  voca- 
tion of  their  choice.  However,  effec- 
tive Christian  service  can  only  be 
performed  by  those  who  sincerely  love 
the  Lord.  Therefore,  every  effort  is 
employed  to  bring  about  a  personal 
relationship  of  the  student  with  God 
through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  The 
desire  of  the  college  is  not  to  have 
students  bring  their  lives  into  a  mere 
pattern  of  outward  conformity,  but 
to  demonstrate  by  their  activity  and 
conduct    an    inward    acceptance    of 


Christ  and  a  spirit  of  subjection  to 
His  total  Lordship. 

By  means  of  Spiritual  Emphasis 
Week,  missionary  conferences,  days 
of  prayer,  residence  hall  prayer  meet- 
ings, class  prayer  meetings,  and  coun- 
seling, students  are  encouraged  to 
measure  their  lives  by  the  New  Tes- 
tament standards  of  conduct  and  to 
yield  to  the  call  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

"Even  as  we  have  been  approved 
of  God  to  be  entrusted  with  the  gos- 
pel, so  we  speak;  not  as  pleasing  men, 
but  God  who  proveth  our  hearts" 
(I  Thess.  2:4,  ASV.). 

An  essential  part  of  the  Christian 
educational  program  of  Grace  College 
is  that  of  practical  experience.  The 
program  of  the  Christian  Service  De- 
partment is  to  act  as  a  clearing  agency 
and  to  encourage  each  student  in  the 
college.  The  department  makes  a 
weekly  check  on  the  type  of  Chris- 
tian service  each  student  performs  by 
supplying  the  student  with  equip- 
ment and  supplies  that  are  needed  to 
effect  the  service  and  by  providing 
necessary  leadership  that  will  aid  the 
student  to  gain  the  training  necessary. 

Each  student  is  expected  to  select 
not  less  than  one  area  of  service  that 
holds  an  interest  and  then  to  work 
regularly  in  this  area.  Weekly  reports 
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are  required  and  checked,  as  a  perma- 
nent record  is  kept  on  each  student. 
Let's  look  at  five  specific  organized 
areas  of  activity. 

Campus  Life  (Campus  Crusade)  is 
a  very'  active  group  of  students  who 
are  vitally  interested  in  \'oung  people 
their  own  age.  Everv  weekend  stu- 
dents travel  to  secular  university  and 
college  campuses  to  do  personal  evan- 
gelism. As  Evangelist  Billv  Graham 
recently  stated  on  the  University  of 
California  (Berkley)  campus,  "You 
have  tried  everything  else,  whv  not 
Christ?"  Twenty-one  Grace  College 
students  spent  their  Easter  vacation 
at  Daytona  Beach,  Florida,  doing  per- 
sonal evangelism  among  the  students. 
As  a  result  of  this  endeavor  Grace 
students  have  received  various  news 
coverage.  Their  efforts  were  rewarded 
as  they  saw  many  decisions  for 
Christ.  Their  own  li\'es  have  been 
enriched  and  blessed  as  they  realize 
that  the  gospel  plan  of  salvation  is 
relevant  to  the  needs  of  man  today. 

Child  Evangelism  is  another  area 
of  service  reaching  the  children  of  the 
area  via  weekly  Bible  classes.  As 
many  as  thirty  children  have  made 
decisions  to  accept  Christ  as  a  result 
of  the  witness  of  college  student's 
time  and  effort  for  Him. 

The  county  jail  ministry  has  been 


very  rewarding  for  those  students  who 
"go  to  jail"  weekly  for  the  cause  of 
Christ.  This  is  a  difficult  ministry, 
but  the  Lord  has  abundantly  blessed 
with  six  decisions  for  Christ  during 
the  past  several  months. 

The  great  majority  of  Christian  ser- 
vice is  done  in  the  area  of  church 
workers.  Manv  of  the  students  teach 
Sunday-school  classes,  work  with 
young  people's  groups,  boys  brigade, 
function  as  music  directors,  or  pro- 
vide special  music.  The  opportunities 
are  almost  unlimited. 

The  work  among  the  numerous 
nursing  homes  and  hospitals  provides 
vet  another  outlet  for  Grace  College 
students.  This  ministry  is  very  much 
appreciated  by  the  senior  citizens. 

Grace  College  emphasizes  the  im- 
portance of  Christian  service,  and  a 
certain  amount  of  Christian  service 
work  is  expected  of  all  students. 
There  is  a  keen  feeling  that  any  at- 
tempt to  legislate  the  nature  of  such 
work  would  kill  the  main  purpose  and 
could  actually  result  in  spiritual  ca- 
lamity, both  for  the  students  and  for 
the  service  conducted.  Therefore,  the 
college  expects  each  student  to  be  in- 
volved in  Christian  service  and  is  do- 
ing all  possible  to  see  that  each  stu- 
dent becomes  involved  in  the  greatest 
business  in  all  the  world.    T 
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The  Christian  college  must  be  like 
other  schools  and  yet  be  differ- 
ent; it  must  conform  and  vet  be  dis- 
tinctive. 

To  be  worthy  of  its  name,  the 
Christian  college  must  operate  on  the 
academic  level  of  other  institutions  in 
its  class.  It  must  conform  to  a  pro- 
gram which  will  produce  academic 
excellence  in  the  student.  Christian 
young  people  should  not  be  asked  to 
sacrifice  the  quality  of  their  education 
just  to  attend  a  Christian  college. 

However,  matching  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  secular  school  is  not 
the  goal  or  purpose  of  Christian 
higher  education.  Grace  College  ex- 
ists  for  the  purpose  of  providing  some- 
thing that  cannot  be  produced  or  re- 
produced apart  from  Christ.  As  a 
Christian  college  it  does  not  represent 
a  protest  movement,  nor  was  it 
brought  into  existence  to  compete 
with  the  secular  school.  It  has  a  fins 
quality— something  over  and  above. 
It  is  an  extraordinariness  that  ema- 
nates from  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  this 
quality  that  makes  Grace  College  dif- 
ferent and  distinctive. 

This  extraordinariness  is  not  only 
possible,  but  it  is  also  expected  by  the 
Lord.  His  penetrating  question  in 
Matthew  5:47  has  an  application  to 
Christian  higher  education.  As  He 
summed  up  His  characterization  of 
those  who  come  into  a  vital  relation- 
ship with  the  Father,  He  asked, 
"What  do  ve  more  than  others?  do 
not  even  the  publicans  so?"  The  New 
English  Bible  renders  the  question, 
"What  is  there  extraordinary  about 
that?  Even  the  heathen  do  as  much." 
To  reframe  the  question,  we  might 
ask,  "If  we  match  the  quality  of  secu- 
lar education,  what  is  extraordinary 
about  that?" 

Some  think  of  reaching  the  stan- 
dards of  a  regional  accrediting  associa- 
tion  as  the  ultimate  in  achievement 
for  a  Christian  college,  but  our  young 
people  have  a  right  to  ask,  "What  do 
you  more  than  others?"  It  is  conceiv- 
able that  this  goal  could  be  reached 
without  the  help  of  God!   That  is  in 


no  way  meant  to  suggest  that  we 
should  attempt  to  do  anything  with- 
out carefully  seeking  the  help  of  God, 
but  the  point  is  this:  secular  schools 
are  able  to  do  this,  and  if  we  do  it  as 
a  Christian  college,  what  do  we  more 
than  others?  What  is  there  extra- 
ordinary about  that?  Even  the  secular 
colleges  do  that   much. 

The  extraordinariness  of  Christian 
higher  education  should  be  consid- 
ered first  in  terms  of  uniqueness.  The 
question  of  the  Lord,  "What  do  ye 
more  than  others?"  implies  that  our 
relationship  with  Him  should  pro- 
duce something  that  can  be  found  in 
no  other  way.  In  the  classroom  of  the 
school  that  is  truly  Christian,  there  is 
a  quality  which  cannot  be  explained 
apart  from  this  relationship  with  Jesus 
Christ.  There  is  something  about  the 
life  and  the  class  that  can  be  ex- 
plained only  in  terms  in  this  relation- 
ship with  Jesus  Christ.  This  unique- 
ness is  not  a  substitute  for  highlv- 
qualified  and  well-prepared  teachers. 

Rev.   DeArniey  is  a  trustee  of 
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It  is  a  plus  quality,  an  extraordinari- 
ness. The  Christian  educator  should 
match  all  that  is  found  in  the  secular 
class,  but  the  secular  educator  cannot 
match  all  that  should  be  found  in  the 
Christian  college  classroom. 

The  extraordinariness  of  Christian 
higher  education  can  be  seen  in  a 
more  tangible  way  in  terms  of  unity. 
Although  there  is  much  liberty  for 
individual  expression,  there  is  a  one- 
ness of  purpose. 

We  sometimes  speak  of  Christian 
education  as  "education  with  direc- 
tion." It  has  both  a  source  and  a  sense 
of  direction.  It  is  given  direction  by 
Jesus  Christ  and  knows  what  it  wants 
to  do.  Secular  education  suffers  much 
from  proliferation  of  purpose.  There 
is  a  profusion  of  ideas,  but  few  mod- 
ern educators  seem  to  agree  as  to  just 


what  they  should  be  accomplishing. 

There  is  perhaps  no  clearer  state- 
ment of  purpose  than  that  which  is 
found  in  Ephesians  4:11-13.  "And  he 
(Christ)  gave  some  .  .  .  teachers;  for 
the  perfecting  of  the  saints  .  .  .  till 
we  all  come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith, 
and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of 
God,  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the 
measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness 
of  Christ."  Christian  educators  have 
God's  will  for  the  student  as  their  ob- 
jective. God  has  given  teachers  "for 
the  perfecting  of  the  saints."  This 
means  that  Christian  teachers  share 
the  common  task  of  equipping  the 
student  with  everything  necessary  for 
his  God-ordained  rt)le  in  life.  Being 
one  in  purpose  in  this  sense  is  not  to 
force  every  student  into  the  same  nar- 
row mold,  but  it  is  a  united  effort  to 
see  the  "whole  body  fitly  joined  to- 
gether and  compacted  by  that  which 
every  joint  supplieth"  (Eph.  4:16). 

Uniqueness  and  unity  would  pro- 
duce little  out  of  the  ordinary  in 
Christian  education  apart  from  unc- 
tion, but  John  said,  "Ye  have  an  unc- 
tion from  the  Holy  One."  The  in- 
dwelling Holy  Spirit  is  the  unction; 
He  is  the  power  that  makes  it  possible 
for  Christian  educators  to  do  more 
than  others. 

Paul  asked  the  Corinthians,  "What 
hast  thou  that  thou  didst  not  receive?" 
The  answer  was  quite  obvious.  In 
and  of  themselves  Christian  educa- 
tors have  nothing  to  offer  that  cannot 
be  found  most  anywhere,  but  because 
of  their  relationship  to  Jesus  Christ 
there  is  a  plus  quality,  an  extraordi- 
nariness. Christian  higher  education 
does  have  something  to  offer  that  is 
over  and  above.  It  can  give  more  be- 
cause it  has  received  more. 

Our  Christian  young  people  have 
the  right  to  expect  extraordinariness 
in  the  program  of  Christian  higher 
education  because  Christ  makes  it 
possible.  For  this  reason,  Grace  Col- 
lege is  different  and  distinctive  in  a 
way  that  can  be  explained  only  in 
terms  of  its  relationship  to  Jesus 
Christ.

A  for- 
eign language  is  not  necessary,  al- 
though care  must  be  exercised  in  the

electives  taken  in  the  first  two  vears. 

For  the  more  capable  and  serious 
students  an  alternative  program  is  rec- 
ommended by  both  schools.  This  in- 
volves four  years  of  study  at  Grace 
College  vyith  a  major  in  an  appropri- 
ate field  such  as  mathematics,  leading 
to  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree.  Stu- 
dents completing  this  work  satisfac- 
torily will  then  enter  the  Indiana 
University  Graduate  School  of  Busi- 
ness for  the  regular  two-year  program, 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Business  Administration.  Qualified 
students  may  then  continue  advanced 
graduate  studies,  leading  to  the  Doc- 
tor  of  Business  Administration  degree.

Does  God  Need  Me  ? 


Does  God  need  me?  No,  not  in  the  final  sense  of  the 
word.  Jesus  said,  "I  will  build  mv  church,"  so  He  can 
get  the  job  done  without  me. 

This  does  not  mean  that  God  doesn't  want  me  or  that 
He  will  not  use  me  if  I  put  myself  in  His  hands.  He 
does  want  me  and  He  will  use  me. 

Some  Christians  underestimate  what  God  can  do  with 
one  person.  They  minimize  the  worth  of  a  single  indi- 
vidual's potential  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  they  give 
up,  simply  saying,  "I  can't  do  anything;  I'm  only  one 
person." 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  those  who  overestimate 
themselves  in  the  sight  of  God.  They  have  the  feeling 
that  the  Eternal  God  cannot  carry  His  work  forward 
without  them.  How  tragic  that  the  humanistic  philoso- 
phy of  the  world  has  warped  the  thinking  of  such  Chris- 
i  tians! 

Scripture  is  replete  with  invitations  to  all  to  come  to 

f  God.  God  would  not  invite  men  to  come  to  Him  if  He 

did  not  want  them  to  be  saved  and  to  serve  Him.  When 

I  men  come  to  Him  through  His  grace,  He  then  through 

j  love  unfolds  a  plan  for  the  life.    As  that  plan  becomes 

operative,  the  child  of  God  is  led  step  by  step  into  a  life 

of  service.    This  service  produces  fruit  in  the  cause  of 

Christ;   the   individual   is   performing  a   Spirit-directed 

ministry  for  his  God. 

God  is  building  His  church  today.  He  is  calling  out  a 
body  day  by  day  in  this  age  of  grace.  This  body,  known 
as  the  church,  will  be  His  bride  and  will  be  His  for  all 


eternity.  In  the  fourth  chapter  of  Revelation  we  see  the 
important  relationship  between  Christ  and  the  church. 
He  could  work  solely  through  angels  and  accomplish 
His  goal.  But  He  does  not.  He  could  work  on  a  mass- 
production  basis:  the  more  workers  the  more  accom- 
plished. But  He  does  not.  He  chooses  rather  to  work 
through  those  called-out  ones  who  will  be  submissive  to 
His  will.  God  can,  as  in  the  case  of  Gideon,  accomplish 
more  with  fewer  workers  when  the  fewer  have  given 
themselves  fully  into  His  hands. 

Does  God  need  me?  Did  He  need  Abraham?  God 
could  have  accomplished  His  purpose  without  him.  But, 
Abraham,  dedicated  to  the  will  of  God  for  his  life,  be- 
came a  mighty  instrument  in  God's  hand  and  was  used 
to  accomplish  His  purpose  and  to  carry  forward  His 
work.  Did  God  need  Martin  Luther?  He  needed  some- 
one to  be  used  as  an  instrument  to  rebuke  legalistic 
formalism  in  the  church  in  the  sixteenth  century,  and 
Martin  Luther  was  available  and  became  that  instru- 
ment. In  the  latter  part  of  the  nineteenth  century  Wil- 
liam Carey  became  His  instrument  to  lead  the  move- 
ment of  modern  missions,  to  carry  God's  message  around 
the  world,  and  to  help  build  the  church. 

God  can  get  along  without  you  and  me.  But,  He  is 
constantly  calling  us  to  a  dedication  of  life  and  surren- 
der of  our  will  to  His  that  will  make  us  usable  in  His 
cause.  He  is  willing  to  give  to  us  a  part  in  this  greatest 
of  all  work,  serving  the  true  and  living  God.  On  this 
basis  He  needs  us.  ▼ 
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To  me,  missionaries  are  parents,  loving  parents. 
Sometimes  I  have  been  puzzled  when  I  have  heard 
other  people  remark  that  one  thing  ihey  could  not 
do  would  be  to  leave  ilxeir  own  children.  I  used  to 
listen  and  wonder  .  .  .  why  did  my  folks  feel  they 
could  break  not  only  their  own  hearts  but  mine,  too, 
by  going  "where  the  Lord  has  called"  them?  Is 
missionary-parental  love  substandard?  Was  I  de- 
prived?  To  be  pitied? 

One  day  the  Lord  directed  my  reading,  and  I 
read  the  story  of  the  two  cows  returning  the  Ark  to 
the  land  of  Israel  (I  Sam.  6).  Here  is  what  F.  B. 
Meyer  wrote  about  this  passage: 

"That  two  milch  kine  which  had  never  borne  the 
yoke  should  move  quietly  along  the  high  road,  turn- 
ing neither  to  the  right  nor  to  the  left,  and  lowing 
for  the  calves  they  had  left  behind,  clearlv  indicated 
that  they  were  possessed  and  guided  by  some  mys- 
terious power,  which  we  know  to  have  been  God's." 

So,  "against  (their)  natural  inclinations"  my  par- 
ents have  regarded  "the  claims  of  God  as  para- 
mount;  and  dare   to  go   His  way,   though    (their) 


hearts  pine  for  those  (thev)  leave  behind." 

"He  that  loveth  father  or  mother,  son  or  daughter 
more  than  me,  is  not  worthy  of  me."  These  are  the 
words  of  our  Lord  Jesus,  whose  love  it  is  that  con- 
strained mv  parents  to  go  forth  with  the  Good 
Nev\'s.  And  the  words  they  have  said  to  me  in  teach- 
ing me  to  love  the  Lord  my  God  with  all  mv  heart, 
soul,  mind,  and  strength— these  words  have  been 
visually  demonstrated  before  me,  as  I  have  watched 
and  shared  in  their  example.  I  know,  too,  that  when 
thev  had  to  miss  important  days  in  my  life,  times 
when  all  parents  love  to  stand  proudly  and  say, 
"That  is  my  son  receiving  honors,"  or  "Her  mother 
and  I  give  our  daughter  in  marriage,"  that  they 
were  not  absent  for  lack  of  interest  or  concern,  but 
because  they  love  Him  whom  I  also  love  supremely. 
As  MK's  willingly  cooperate  in  this  work  to  "tell 
the  untold"  and  "teach  the  untaught,"  shall  they 
not  also  join  with  their  parents  in  that  happiest  of 
all  days  yet  ahead?  The  day  when  we  hear  our  Lord 
say,  "I  am  well  pleased;  well  done,  good  and  faith- 
ful servants."  T

Even  to  the  Cities!

The  apostle  Paul,  in  his  missionary 
travels  for  Jesus  Christ,  was  led  to  go 
to  the  centers  of  population.  7\nd  to- 
day in  all  the  countries  of  the  world 
God  needs  men  to  go  to  the  cities. 

As  we  traveled  to  missionary  con- 
ferences in  the  states  and  spoke  in 
churches,  it  sometimes  seemed  that 
the  people  longed  to  hear  of  Indian 
tribes  the  missionary  had  reached,  the 
snakes  he  had  killed,  how  many  times 
he  v\'as  stoned,  and  of  his  treks  into 
the  jungle.  To  be  sure,  the  need  is 
everywhere,  and  everywhere  there  is 
work  to  be  done  for  the  Lord.  The 
tribes  must  be  reached  (we  have  no 


missionaries  to  the  Indian  tribes  of 
razil  as  vet).  We  need  to  go  to  the 
interior  and  to  the  little  out-of-the- 
way  places  where  there  are  precious 
souls  who  have  never  heard  the  gos- 

o 

pel.  But  God  needs  men  to  work  in 
the   cities,    too. 

Take  Belem,  Brazil,  for  instance. 
Here  is  a  city  of  500,000  people  with 
only  a  very  few  evangelical  testi- 
monies to  spread  the  Word  that  one 
does  not  have  to  work  for  salvation  or 
to  fear  death,  but  that  Christ  died  for 
our  sins. 

Therefore,  when  you  pray  for  mis- 
sions, do  pray  for  the  tribes  and  the 
interior  regions,  but  pray  for  the 
cities,  also— cities  to  which  people  are 
moving  even,'  day  to  find  work  and 
new  homes.    We  need  to  praise  the 


Lord  that  He  has  opened  the  way  for 
the  preaching  of  the  gospel  here  in 
Belem  without  conflict  or  riot. 

Pray  specifically  for  Brazil,  where 
the  fields  are  white  to  harvest— where 
there  are  snakes,  jungles,  tribes,  is- 
lands, and  vast  interior  areas— and 
cities  waiting  to  hear  the  gospel; 
where  there  is  no  difficulty  with  rocks 
and  threats,  and  yet  people  are  still 
spiritually  ignorant  because  of  the 
lack  of  those  to  tell  them  the  Good 
News.  Pray  that  God  will  give  you 
a  vision  of  the  world;  ask,  too,  that  He 
will  give  you  a  vision  of  the  lost  in 
your  world,  in  your  city.  And  pray 
that  He  will  raise  up  men— your  son, 
vour  grandson,  or  someone  else  in 
your  own  family  to  go  wherever  He 
will  direct  with  the  gospel  of  Christ.

"Time  is  short."  This  hackneved 
phrase  has  fallen  repeatedly  upon  the 
ears  of  Christian  young  people  for  as 
long  as  they  can  remember.  The 
strange  thing  is  that  they  have  not 
been  indifferent  to  the  warning,  nor 
have  they  been  lulled  into  thinking 
that  the  cry  is  one  of  "Wolf,  wolf!" 
when  there  is  no  wolf.  Many  of  to- 
day's Christian  teen-agers  are  con- 
scious of  the  world  in  which  thev  live 
and  are  aware  of  the  teachings  of  the 
Bible.  They  realize  that  this  cliche 
may  be  more  urgent  than  even  the 
pastor,  evangelist,  or  missionary  dares 
to  imagine.  In  the  light  of  this  these 
young  people  want  to  do  something 
for  Christ,  and  they  want  to  do  it 
now. 

Of  course,  it  would  be  too  much  to 
believe  that  all  young  people  are 
aware  of  the  threatening  world  in 
which  they  live.  But  one  thing  they 
do  know:  the  future  is  uncertain. 
For  others  the  process  of  growing  up 
has  left  them  unprepared  to  make  up 


their  minds  concerning  their  place  in 
life.  A  year  away  from  school,  they 
feel,  would  help  them  to  adjust  back 
into  proper  focus  the  world  and 
their  relationship  to  it.  These  con- 
siderations, coupled  with  the  ease  of 
travel  and  the  relatively  low  cost  to 
get  to  a  foreign  country,  have  pro- 
duced a  surprising  result  with  respect 
to  foreign  missions.  Christian  young 
people  all  over  America  desire  to  be- 
come involved  in  a  short-term  mission 
operation  which  will  utilize  their  tal- 
ents for  Christ.  Hundreds  have  al- 
ready served  under  various  programs, 
and  hundreds  more  are  becoming  in- 
volved with  church  and  interdenomi- 
national programs. 

Brethren  Foreign  Missions  recog- 
nizes the  great  potential  for  the  Lord's 
ser\'ice  that  exists  among  students  and 
has  formulated  plans  in  cooperation 
with  the  Christian  Education  Depart- 
ment  in  order  that   Brethren  voung 

o 

people  and  Brethren  Foreign  Missions 
may  be  mutually  benefited. 


Due  to  the  great  variety  of  possi- 
bilities on  the  foreign  field  with  re- 
spect to  length  of  service  and  type  of 
work  to  be  done,  the  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society  has  formulated  three  dif- 
ferent plans  under  which  college  stu- 
dents may  serve  the  Lord.  The  first 
plan  will  involve  those  who  are  able 
to  spend  a  full  term  of  three  to  four 
years  on  the  field.  The  second  plan  is 
designed  for  those  who  can  give  a 
year  to  fifteen  months  of  service,  and 
the  third  plan  will  cover  those  who 
will  dedicate  their  summer  vacations 
to  the  Lord's  service. 

Details  have  been  completed  for 
the  following  countries:  Mexico,  Cen- 
tral African  Republic,  and  France. 
Argentina  and  Brazil  will  be  added 
to  the  list  as  soon  as  plans  are  com- 
pleted. More  detailed  information 
can  be  had  bv  referring  to  the  current 
issue  of  Foreign  Mission  Echoes  or  by 
contacting  the  Foreign  Missions  office.

Yes,  we're  headed  back  to  the  field 
where,  in  1944,  we  started  to  serve 
under  the  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
of  the  Brethren  Church,  having  been 
allowed  to  start  the  Bible  Institute  in 
Central  Africa  and  serve  in  it  until 
1963. 

Back  where  three  of  our  five  chil- 
dren completed  elementarv  school. 
These  three  have  now  finished  high 
school  here  in  the  states.  Mary  is  be- 
ginning her  senior  vear  of  nurses 
training  at  Los  Angeles  County  Gen- 
eral f^ospital.  John  and  Jim  are  en- 
rolled at  Wheaton  College  as  sopho- 
more and  freshman.  Dan  and  Joe 
will  be  returning  to  Africa  with  us; 
Dan  is  a  seventh  grader,  and  Joe  is 
still  at  home. 

During  our  four  vears  in  the  states 
the  Lord  has  opened  avenues  of  ser- 
vice for  us  as  administrative  head  of 
Brethren  High  and  Elementary 
schools  and  as  assistant  pastor  of  the 
irirst  Brethren  Church  of  Lono  Beach, 


California.  He  has  also  given  us 
many  opportunities  to  speak  in  Breth- 
ren churches  during  this  time.  In 
addition  to  keeping  up  on  her  nurs- 
ing, Dorothv  has  been  busv  teaching 
a  Sundav-school  class,  taking  charge 
of  junior  church,  and  speaking  to 
many  women's  groups  in  southern 
California.

"For 
vears  and  manv  months  and  manv 
sleeps  I  didn't  hear  news  of  vou  and 
Madame,  but  now  at  Bata  I  hear  of 
vour  return,  thanks  to  God."  "Thanks 


that  the  Lord  heard  our  prayers  and 
has  opened  the  way  for  vou  to  return 
into  our  midst."  "Thanks  to  the  Lord, 
He  has  heard  our  pravers  to  return 
you  to  work  His  work  among  us." 

So,  we  too  thank  the  Lord  for 
"opening  the  vvav "  for  our  return  to 
the  field  of  service  to  which  He  called 
us  many  years  ago.  Our  plans  are  to 
leave  Los  Angeles  on  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 30,  and,  after  a  short  visit  with 
parents  in  Ohio,  to  arrive  in  Bangui 
in  the  Central  African  Republic  at 
8  a.m.  October  14,  the  Lord  willing. 

May  we  count  on  your  pravers  to 
go  with  us  as  we  go  back  to  Africa 
after  a  term  of  service  in  the  Lord's 
vineyard  in  the  states?

This  year  we  had  our  first  Vaca- 
tion Bible  School  in  the  citv  of  Ban- 
gui. The  Lord  abundantly  blessed, 
and  the  children  are  looking  forward 
to  more  next  year.  The  other  two 
churches  in  the  citv  also  want  to  have 
a  VBS. 

We  chose  to  begin  with  the  largest 
of  our  three  Bangui  churches.  The 
church  selected  ten  teachers  to  help. 
There  were  two  v\'eeks  of  preparation, 
especially  on  teaching  the  lessons. 

The  six-dav  school  had  an  average 
attendance  of  250.  We  had  lots  of 
singing  and  learning  of  new  choruses. 
What  was  lacked  in  quality  was  made 
up  for  in  quantity!  Thev  really  sang! 
They  also  enjo)'ed  the  special  num- 
bers on  the  accordion  bv  Marie  Mish- 
ler.  The  action  choruses,  of  course, 
were  well  liked,  ffowever,  the  chil- 
dren still  sing  the  old  hymns  of  the 
church  better,  because  they  know 
them  better. 

The  lessons  on  "The  Gifts  of  God" 
(creation,  water,  food,  family,  and  sal- 
x'ation)  were  taught  by  the  African 
teachers,  seven  men  and  three 
women.    They  did  an  excellent  job. 

A  great  deal  of  Scripture  memoriza- 
tion was  done,  for  which  the  children 
received  small  prizes— such  as  tracts, 
Scripture  portions,  pamphlets,  cards- 
all  with  colored  pictures.    It  was  the 
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first  time  the  children  had  been  re- 
warded for  learning,  and  thev  did 
very  well. 

There  were  also  object  lessons  and 
flash-card  stories.  The  children  espe- 
cially enjoyed  the  "Jungle  Doctor" 
stories  about  animals.  The  spiritual 
applications  drawn  from  them  are  ex- 
cellent and  easy  for  them  to  under- 
stand. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  school 
was  verse  finding.  We  confined  it  to 
just  the  New  Testament.  (The  entire 
Bible  in  Sango  has  just  arrived  here 
this  year.  A  number  of  adults  have 
their  Bibles,  but  not  manv  of  the  chil- 
dren do  as  yet.  Perhaps  bv  next  year 
they  will  have  them.)  The  competi- 
tion was  keen  and  there  were  daily 
prizes.  Then,  on  the  last  day  of  the 
school,  we  had  a  contest  for  the  daily 
v\'inners.  The  first  prize  was  won  by 
a  boy  and  the  second  and  third  prizes 
by  girls.  This  was  of  interest  because 
the  boys  outnumbered  the  girls  in 
the  school  two  to  one. 

For  handwork  there  was  coloring, 
using  mimeographed  pictures  of  the 
day's  lesson.  The  children  loved  this. 
For  most  of  them  it  was  the  first  time 
they  had  had  a  crayon  in  their  hands 
and  the  first  picture  they  had  colored. 
They  did  remarkably  well.  Their 
choice  of  colors,  of  course,  was  some- 


thing else!  Blue  suns,  purple-haired 
people,  green  animals,  and  so  forth. 
But  they  thought  the  pictures  were 
beautiful  and  were  so  happy  to  be 
able  to  take  them  home. 

The  final  day  of  school  was  "deci- 
sion day."  We  praise  the  Lord  that 
si.xtv  bovs  and  girls  asked  the  Lord 
Jesus  to  come  into  their  hearts.  They 
wanted  their  hearts  to  be  washed 
clean  with  the  blood  of  Christ. 

As  a  farewell  gift  we  gave  them  lit- 
tie  green  beanies  to  wear  on  their 
heads.  Thev  were  delighted.  We 
couldn't  have  given  them  anything 
better.  They  love  hats  of  any  kind. 
(These  beanies  were  originally  made 
for  "Little  Sisters,"  but  as  yet  this 
work  has  not  been  completely  orga- 
nized.) Since  school  we  have  seen  the 
beanies  all  over  town  and  on  various 
people,  not  just  the  children! 

It  was  hard  work.  There  v\'ere  just 
three  of  us  (Snyders  and  Marie)  and 
ten  African  assistants.  But  it  was 
v\'orthwhile!  Many  young  lives  were 
touched  for  Christ  and  many  verses 
of  Scripture  were  hidden  away  in 
hearts  to  bear  fruit  later. 

Some  of  the  parting  remarks  by  the 
children  were:  "Why  can't  we  have 
this  school  all  summer?"  "Should  we 
come  back  next  week?"  "Thank  you 
very  much,  we  enjoyed  it  a  lot!"     ▼

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There  is  a  group  oF  believers  in 
Christ  vet  extant  that  refers  to  itself 
as  beinp  fundamental.  The  word 
"fundamental"  can  mean  more  than 
one  thino  to  anyone  usino  it.  Strictly 
speaking  a  fundamentalist  holds  to 
the  great  doctrines  of  the  Bible— the 
infallability  or  inerrancy  of  the  Bible, 
the  deitv  and  virgin  birth  of  Christ, 
the  substitutionary  atonement,  the 
bodily  resurrection  of  Christ,  and  the 
literal,  bodily  second  coming  of 
Christ. 

But  there  is  another  aspect  to  the 
thought  pattern  of  a  fundamental 
Christian:  the  belief  that  God's  Word 
vyas  given  to  be  obeyed  by  man. 

We  as  men  must  be  careful  not  to 
"seek  our  own"  or  to  boast  of  our  suc- 
cess. Jesus  said,  "I  will  build  my 
church."  Yet,  there  are  too  many  pas- 
tors of  churches  today  who  believe 
they  must  maintain  pleasing  numbers 
in  their  attendance  reports,  believing 
that  in  this  vyay  they  are  building 
Christ's  church  for  Him.  Believe  me, 
He  would  rather  do  it  himself.  It  is 
not  denied  that  the  more  people  we 
have,  the  wider  our  outreach  for 
Christ.  But  how  many  Christians  ac- 
tually confront  these  people  with 
Christ? 

Fundamentalists  do  believe  in  all 
the  above-mentioned  doctrines,  but 
too  often  depart  from  the  practical  be- 
lief that  Cod's  Word  must  be  obeyed. 
Men  desire  to  do  the  building  of 
Christ's  church  using  methods  which 
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are  in  direct  opposition  to  His  writ- 
ten Word.

are  used  to  engage  an  individual  for 
evangelism  on  a  pretense:  such  as  the 
taking  of  a  religious  survey,  only  to 
be  used  as  a  springboard  for  evange- 
lism. The  Bible  savs,  "Therefore,  see- 
inp  we  have  this  ministry,  as  we  have 
received  mercy,  we  faint  not,  but 
have  renounced  the  hidden  things  of 
dishonesty,  not  walking  in  craftiness, 
nor  handling  the  word  of  God  deceit- 
fully, but  by  manifestation  of  the 
truth  commending  ourselves  to  every 
man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God" 
(II  Cor.  4:1-2,  New  Scofield  Bible). 

Some  are  using  the  catchy  phrases 
of  the  world  in  the  service  of  Christ. 
There  is  one  group  meeting  at  Los 
Angeles  which  identifies  itself  as  the 
"Faith  a  go  go"  church.  There  are 
hootenannys,  Christ-ins,  sing-ins,  and 
the  like.  We  who  have  been  saved 
from  the  world  at  a  later  period  in 
life  realized  at  that  time  that  we  had 
had  all  of  the  world  that  we  wanted. 
We  wanted  something  else,  some- 
thing that  would  lift  us  above  the 
filth  of  the  world;  "And  be  not  con- 
formed to  this  world,  but  be  ye  trans- 
formed by  the  renewing  of  your 
mind,  that  ye  may  prove  what  is  that 
good  and  acceptable,  and  perfect,  will 
of  God"  (Rom.  12:2).  And,  "Abstain 
from  all  appearance  of  evil"  (I  Thess. 
5:22). 

You  say,  "But  the  need  of  evange- 


lism is  great."  And  you  are  absolutely 
correct.  Indeed  it  is  great,  but  why 
cannot  we  be  Christians  who  are  con- 
vinced of  our  own  salvation  and  are 
fitting  into  this  description  given  by 
lesus:  "Out  of  the  abundance  of  the 
heart  the  mouth  speaketh"  (Matt. 
12:34). 

The  trend  today  seems  to  be  toward 
any  activitv  vyhich  gives  pleasure  to 
the  participants  without  directly  in- 
volving them  as  individuals.  We  will 
do  anything  as  long  as  we  are  not  re- 
quired to  come  face  to  face  with  an 
unbeliever  and  confront  him  with  the 
claims  of  Christ,  pressing  for  a  con- 
clusion on  his  part.  Why?  God  help 
us;  we  are  slothful  servants. 

What  can  we  do  about  our  pitiful 
condition?  (1)  Let  us  seek  out  a  pat- 
tern of  presenting  the  Scriptures  to 
t)ne  who  is  lost.  (2)  Bring  him 
to  a  definite  decision  time;  this  will 
let  him  know  that  he  must  do  some- 
thing about  his  new  knowledge  of 
Christ.  (3)  As  we  see  the  great  num- 
ber about  us  who  are  unsaved,  let  us 
pray  that  God  will  burden  our  hearts 
for  them.  (4)  After  a  person  has  been 
made  to  see  his  need  for  Christ  and 
invited  Him  into  his  heart,  then 
comes  another  great  need:  a  syste- 
matic follow-up  Bible  study,  using 
mature  Christian  couples  to  work 
with  the  new  babes  in  Christ. 

The  time  of  the  end  draws  near, 
let  us  forsake  our  "craft  time"  and 
begin  our  "soul-winning  time."     T

"Who?  I  am  a  teacher?  Why,  I'm 
not  a  teacher!  I'm  a  painter,  a  car- 
penter, a  fireman,  a  secretary,  an  of- 
fice clerk,  a  housewife— but  not  a 
teacher." 

Let's  examine  a  few  facts  before 
making  a  concrete  nepative  answer.

A  teacher  is  one  who  imparts  knowl- 
edge to  others  by  precept  and  exam- 
ple. Now,  a  regularly  employed,  full- 
time  teacher  naturally  does  this  as  his 
livelihood  and  vocation.  But  you  who 
are  not  "hired"  as  "full-time"  teach- 
ers are  still  teachers.  And  I  don't 
mean  Sunday-school  teachers  either, 
though  you  may  be. 

You  noticed  I  said  teachers  impart 
knowledge  by  precept  and  example. 
Maybe  you  very  seldom  impart 
knowledge  by  precept,  but  you  and 
everyone  else  are  one,  big,  unending 


example  every  day.  Your  children 
watch  you  and  pattern  their  lives 
after  Mom  and  Dad.  Your  fellow 
workmen  watch  you  and  decide  they 
either  want  to  be  more  like  you,  have 
the  peace  and  joy  you  have  as  a 
Christian,  or,  because  of  the  way  you 
live,  they  don't  want  Christianity. 
You  are  an  example  to  them  of  the 
living  Christ.  Your  friends  watch  you 
and  "learn"  good  or  bad  things  from 
you. 

Someone  is  constantlv  "reading" 
your  life  and  absorbing  good  or  evil. 
You  are  imparting  knowledge  by  ex- 
ample to  that  someone.  You  still  say 
you're  not  a  teacher— think  it  over. 
You  are  not  officially  hired  as  one,  but 
you,  too,  are  a  teacher!  What  kind  of 
a  teacher  are  you?    T

Christ"  (Eph.  4:7). 

Are  you  Hke  the 
Christian  couple  who 
heard  Dr.  Talbot  ex- 
hortino  Christians  to 
unite  with  some  church  and  use  their 
gifts  and  talents  for  promoting  the 
gospel?  After  the  service  was  over, 
thev  went  to  Dr.  Talbot  and  said, 
"We  are  glad  to  unite  with  the  be- 
lievers here  in  this  church,  but  we 
do  not  have  any  talents  or  gifts  to 
use."  Dr.  Talbot  remarks  as  he  tells 
this,  "How  wrong  they  were,  for  wc 
all  ha\'e  gifts."  Then  he  quotes  the 
above  \'erse,  "But  unto  every  one  of 
us  is  given  grace  according  to  the 
measure  of  the  gift  of  Christ." 

The  Bible  teachers  tell  us  that  this 
word  for  "grace"  means— not  the 
grace  for  daily  living,  but— the  grace 
that  has  to  do  with  exercise  of  special 
gifts  for  service.  God  has  a  wonderful 
plan  for  us.  His  saints.  He  has  given 
gifted  men  as  evangelists,  pastors,  and 
teachers  to  teach  us  and  help  lead  us 
to  maturitv.  We  should  cooperate 
with  them  and  respond  to  their  teach- 
ing. Then  we,  the  saints,  are  to  help 
do  the  work  of  the  ministry  and  edify 
the  body  of  Christ.  We  are  told  this 
in  the  fourth  chapter  of  Ephesians. 
"Every  one  of  us"  is  given  this  respon- 
sibility and  grace  according  to  our 
need.  In  I  Corinthians  12  we  are  told 
more  speciHcalh'  about  gifts  that  are 
given  to  individuals.  These  gifts  vary. 
Some  appear  more  important  than 
others.  But  all  are  necessary.  The 
parts  of  the  human  body  are  used  as 
an  example  to  help  us  understand 
this.  Each  part  of  our  bodv  has  its 
own  function.  When  anv  part  fails 
to  function,  the  bodv  is  hindered.  We 
are  the  body  of  Christ.  When  we  as 
members  fail  to  do  as  He  directs,  we 
hinder  the  work  of  the  Lord.  But 
when  we  are  obedient,  joy  and  fellow- 
ship result,  and  God's  work  is  accom-

plished.  We  do  not  choose  our  gift 
or  place  of  serving.  The  Holy  Spirit 
divides  to  "every  man  severally  as  He 
will"  (I  Cor.  12:11).  Verse  18  says, 
"But  now  hath  God  set  the  members 
every  one  of  them  in  the  body,  as  it 
hath  pleased  Him." 

In  the  third  grade  I  learned  a  poem, 
part  of  which  goes  like  this: 

"Dare  to  be  right!    Dare  to  be  true! 
You  have  a  work  that  no  other  can 

do. 
Do  it  so  bravely,  so  kindiv,  so  well 
Angels  will  hasten  the  story  to  tell." 

It  was  a  thrill  to  think  that  I  had 
a  work  to  do  that  was  particularly 
mine.  But  it  was  a  good  many  years 
before  I  realized  that,  though  God 
had  gi^'en  me  a  specific  work,  I  could 
not  do  it  bravely,  kindly,  and  well 
enough  that  angels  (or  anyone  else) 
would  be  excited  about  it!  After 
times  of  failure,  frustration,  disap- 
pointment, how  precious  to  read  in 
God's  word:  "But  unto  every  one  of 
us  is  given  grace  according  to  the 
measure  of  the  gift  of  Christ. "  Also, 
"My  grace  is  sufficient  for  thee:  for 
My  strength  is  made  perfect  in  weak- 
ness" (II  Cor.  12:9).  So  we  need  to 
trust  His  ability  and  be  faithful.  If 
He  can  say  to  us  in  that  day,  "Well 
done,  thou  good  and  faithftil  servant 
.  .  .  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy 
Lord,"  what  more  can  we  want? 

Someone  has  said,  "No  servant  of 
God  is  too  young,  or  too  poor,  or  too 
ungifted,  or  too  obscure  to  be  a  fel- 
low-laborer with  Him.  Sir  Michael 
Costa  was  once  rehearsing  with  a 
large  orchestra  and  hundreds  of 
voices.    Amidst    the   thunder   of   the 
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organ,  and  the  roll  of 
the  drums,  the  player 
on  the  piccolo  said  to 
himself:  'In  all  this  din, 
my  little  instrument 
doesn't  matter,'  and  he 
ceased  to  play.  Sud- 
denly the  great  conduc- 
tor threw  up  his  arms, 
and  all  was  still.  'Where  is  the  pic- 
colo?' he  cried.  God  listens  for  our 
share  in  His  orchestra,  and  it  is  as  if 
f-Ie  said:  'What  is  in  thine  hand  .  .  . 
Dorcas?'  and  she  answers:  'Only  a 
needle.  Lord.'  But  those  garments 
have  been  the  heavenly  pattern  for 
holy  women  ever  since." 

No  matter  what  it  is  that  God  has 
called  you  to  do,  by  His  grace  you 
can  do  it.  If  it  requires  great  grace, 
He  will  give  you  great  grace.  1  read 
of  Martin  Luther  when  he  stood  be- 
fore the  Diet  of  Worms.  He  needed 
much  grace  because  this  was  an  au- 
gust assembly.  Every  eye  was  fixed 
upon  him,  and  solemn  stillness  pre- 
vailed as  he  was  asked  to  retract  his 
statements.  After  telling  them  he 
could  not  retract,  he  said,  "Here  I 
stand.  I  can  not  do  otherwise;  God 
help  me.  Amen."  We  owe  the  Prot- 
estant Reformation  to  that  speech. 
God  gave  Luther  great  grace  at  a  time 
when  he  needed  great  grace.  And  He 
will  do  the  same  for  you,  too!

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Knowing  that  God  has  "sent  me," 
I  must  be  confident  of  this  very  thing: 
"that  he  which  hath  begun  a  good 
work  in  vou  (me)  will  perform  it  until 
the  day  of  Jesus  Christ"  (Phil.  1:6). 
And  in  the  words  of  Jesus,  "I  must 
work  the  works  of  him  that  sent  me" 
(John  9:4). 

One  of  mv  greatest  thrills  is  to  see 
a  soul  grow  and  mature  in  the  Chris- 
tian faith.  As  I  make  this  transition 
from  national  devotional  chairman  to 
the  leadership  as  president  of  our  na- 
tional Women's  Missionary  Council, 
I  find  that  this  thrill  remains  with  mc 
and  is  again  challenging  me. 

In  I  Corinthians  3:1-3  Paul  speaks 
of  the  carnal  state  of  the  Christians 
and  reminds  them  that  remaining  in 


the  carnal  state  prevents  spiritual 
arowth.  We  should  pray  that  each  of 
us  will  be  one  who  has  responded  to 
the  milk  of  the  Word  and  that  we 
will  be  strong  and  able  to  take  the 
meat  of  the  Word. 

WMC  means  "Women  Manifest- 
ing Christ."  Our  purpose  is  to  pro- 
mote the  cause  of  home  and  foreign 
missionary  work  and  to  deepen  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  women  through 
Bible  study  and  prayer.

In  memorizing  the  Book  of  James,  I  would  be  very 
ungrateful  if  I  didn't  thank  God  first  of  all  for  the  help 
He  gave  me.  I  know  He  did  because  I,  like  probably  a 
lot  of  you,  took  one  look  at  the  personal  goal  and 
thought,  "I  could  never  do  that!"  and  I  couldn't  have 
without  God's  help. 

I  know,  too,  that  another  reason  I  was  able  to  accom- 
plish this  was  because  both  of  my  parents  encouraged 
me.  If  you  didn't  have  some  encouragement  along  the 
r   way,  it  would  be  awfully  hard. 

A  good  way  for  me  to  learn  verses, 
I  found,  was  to  begin  a  group  of  them 
and  review  v\'hile  doing  dishes.  Then 
I  could  go  right  on  to  the  next  group 
of  verses  without  having  to  review 
again.  After  learning  the  number  I 
had  set  for  my  goal  each  day,  I 
would  review  all  I  had  learned  so 
Becky  far  and   then   follow   the   same   pro- 

cess the  next  day.  (I  learned  the  first  half  of  James  on 
Sundays  during  the  school  year  in  the  same  way,  but  it 
took  a  little  lonoer!) 

To  memorize  whole  books  of  God's  Word,  you  have 
to  stick  with  it.  This  isn't  always  easy,  as  Satan  often 
fills  your  mind  with  other  things  you  might  like  to  do 
after  you've  learned  only  a  verse  or  two.  The  Lord  gave 
me  victory  over  this  many  times  when  I  would  ask  Him 
to.  I  know  that  without  His  help,  I  might  have  given 
in  to  temptation  many  times.  I'm  \ery  glad  now  that  I 
didn't. 

Another  hindrance  that  kept  going  through  mv  mind 
was,  "Why  am  I  learning  this  anyhow?  I'll  just  forget 
it!"  Again  this  was  Satan.  I  know  if  Gommunism  or  any 
other  atheistic  belief  takes  over  our  country  and  destroys 
our  Bible,  God  will  recall  many  of  these  verses  to  my 
memory.

Since  our  lives  are  so  short,  we  should  make  them  count 
for  God. 

When  we  give  our  lives  to  Christ,  He  will  do  for  us 
what  we  cannot  do  for  ourselves.  Ghrist  died  for  us  and 
rose  again,  not  only  to  save  us  from  our  sins  but  also  to 
give  us  power  to  live  for  His  glory.  God  gave  us  a  mind 
to  use  for  His  glory,  and  as  Ghristians  God  has  given  us 
His  Holy  Spirit  to  guide  us.  When  we  know  what  we 
should  do  but  do  not  do  it,  it  is  sin.

It 
will  make  us  see  more  clearly  what  God  has  done  for 
us,  and  we  can  use  His  Word  as  a  daily  guide  in  our 
lives.  God's  Word  can  help  us  when  we  have  a  prob- 
lem. We  do  not  have  to  tell  people  about  our  problems, 
we  can  just  take  them  to  the  Lord.

Scott  Weaver 
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We  Want  to  live 

Robert  Crossley  (Chicago:  Inter- 
Varsity  Press,  1967),  paper,  95  pages, 
$.95. 

Crossley  addresses  this  book  to  the 
university  student  who  may  be  at 
least  slightly  skeptical  about  Chris- 
tianity. He  envisions  an  audience 
which  is  sophisticated,  dubious  about 
the  existence  of  God,  but  open- 
minded  enough  to  read  through  a 
book  presenting  the  Christian  view. 
He  sees  a  group  which  is  concerned 
with  the  establishment  of  social  jus- 
tice and  equality,  yet  whose  distin- 
guishing mark  is  self-interest.  Each 
seeks  the  fulfillment  of  his  own  po- 
tentialities and  projects. 

Crossley  deliberately  speaks  to  the 
disenchanted  student  in  his  own 
terms,  those  of  self-interest.  He  opens 
the  discussion  by  showing  that  every 
life  must  deal  with  the  questions  of 
purpose  and  meaning.  How  is  a  life 
to  be  spent?  What  is  the  significance 
of  human  life?  The  questions  of 
value  and  meaning  in  life  are  an- 
swered by  the  doctrine  of  redemption. 
"If  Christianity  is  true,  then  God's 
love  for  us,  and  our  response  to  that 
love,  provide  exactly  the  perspective 
we  need"  (page  27).  In  such  a  con- 
text purpose  in  life  becomes  both  pos- 
sible and  meaningful. 

The  student  or  anyone  else  will 
find  fullness  of  life  only  in  a  personal 
relationship  with  God  in  Jesus  Christ. 
In  Him  one  can  find  the  peace  and 
freedom  each  of  us  seeks. 

The  chapters  on  meaning,  entitled 
"Purpose,"  "Value,"  and  "Love," 
along  with  the  one  on  "Peace"  are 
the  best  in  the  book.  The  chapters 
on  "Faith"  and  "God"  are  severely 
weakened  by  an  inadequate  concept 
of  faith.  This  weak  view  of  faith  re- 
appears in  the  conclusion:  'Tou  never 


will  know  for  certain  whether  God 
is  real  or  not  until  you  put  yourself 
in  a  position  in  which  vou  depend  on 
him,  until  you  place  yourself  in  a 
situation  from  which  you  cannot  re- 
treat. This  is  what  faith  means,  and 
God  demands  faith  from  every  one 
of  us"  (page  95). 

A  rather  gross  printing  error  is  the 
omission  of  the  reading  list.  Pages  42 
and  91  both  instruct  the  interested 
reader  to  turn  to  page  96  for  guidance 
to  further  information  upon  the  topic. 
To  mv  great  dismay,  the  last  page  in 
my  copy  is  page  95. 

A  Comparison 
of  World  Religions 

Henry  J.  Heydt  (Fort  Washington, 
Pennsylvania:  '  Christian  Literature 
Crusade,  1967),  paper,  112  pages, 
$1.75. 

This  book  attempts  a  comparison 
of  eleven  currently  significant  reli- 
gions. Those  discussed  are  Judaism, 
Christianity,  Hinduism,  Zoroastrian- 
ism,  Shinto,  Taoism,  Jainism,  Bud- 
dhism, Confucianism,  Islam,  and 
Sikhism.  First  comes  a  historical 
sketch  of  each  religion.  This  is  fol- 
lowed by  a  chapter  giving  brief  selec- 
tions from  the  sacred  writings  of  each. 
A  sixteen-page  section  provides  a 
comparison  of  the  teachings  of  the 
eleven  religions  on  such  topics  as  sal- 
vation and  the  Golden  Rule.  The 
conclusion  is  a  statement  of  the  dis- 
tinctive features  of  Christianity.  All 
this  is  done  in  just  112  pages.  Un- 
fortunately, the  space  allotted  to  the 
book  and  the  style  of  treatment  are 
totally  inadequate  for  the  size  of  the 
task.  Eleven  major  religions  are  just 
too  much  material  to  handle  coher- 
ently in  so  small  a  treatise. 


lake's  Witness 
to  Jesus 

Henry  E.  Turlington  (Nashville, 
Tennessee:  Broadman  Press,  1967), 
paper,  93  pages,  $1.50. 

This  book  aims  to  point  out  the  ele- 
ments that  only  Luke  mentions  about 
Jesus  Christ.  "Luke  alone  tells  the 
parable  of  the  good  Samaritan  (10:25- 
37);  he  alone  tells  of  the  grateful  Sa- 
maritan leper  (17:11-19);  he  alone 
tells  of  the  Samaritan  village  that  re- 
fused to  receive  Jesus  (9:51-56)" 
(pages  21-22).  Turlington  sees  in  this 
Luke's  concern  to  show  that  Jesus  did 
not  share  the  Jews'  contempt  for  the 
Samaritans. 

The  Gospels  mention  many  occa- 
sions when  Jesus  prayed  publicly  or 
went  apart  for  a  season  of  private 
prayer.  Luke  adds  to  our  knowledge 
in  this  area,  also.  For  instance,  "The 
prayer  parables  in  11:5-13  and  18:1-8 
are  not  found  in  the  other  Gospels" 
(page  22).  Again,  Luke  provides  fresh 
information  about  the  birth  and  child- 
hood of  Jesus.  The  accounts  of  the 
first  two  chapters  are  not  paralleled 
in  the  other  Gospels.  Another  inci- 
dent which  Luke  alone  mentions  is 
the  sending  out  of  the  seventy  evan- 
gelists (page  68). 

These  and  other  bits  of  historical 
information  are  distinctive  to  Luke's 
Gospel.  But  it  does  not  seem  to  me 
that  Turlington  is  correct  in  viewing 
Jesus'  concern  for  the  downtrodden 
and  poor  as  distinctively  Lukan.  Nor 
does  the  universality  of  God's  care 
and  salvation  seem  to  me  to  be  in  any 
way  peculiar  to  Luke.  One  cannot 
correct  every  particular  point  with 
which  he  differs  in  a  book,  but  I  do 
object  to  the  facile  way  in  which  Tur- 
lington decides  that  Luke  has  garbled 
various  historical  incidents  in  the  life 
of  Christ.

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And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the 
faithful  pastor  of  Lukewarm  Chapel 
was  called  of  the  Lord  to  another  citv, 
that  in  due  time  all  the  people  with 
one  consent  sent  forth  a  call  to  John 
Shepherd  to  become  their  pastor. 

And  the  people  received  him 
gladly,  and  showered  upon  him  many 
lavish  gifts  and  tokens  of  love  and 
affection.  Whereupon  the  pastor, 
deeply  moved  by  these  demonstrations 
of  interest  and  devotion,  entered  into 
his  work  among  them  with  true  and 
unconditional  self-abandonment  and 
with  unfeigned  enthusiasm. 

But  ere  many  weeks  had  passed, 
the  pastor  v\as  deeply  grieved  to  re- 
cord the  absence  from  the  regular 
services  of  many  whom  he  "  had 
thought  to  be  pillars  in  the  church. 

And  in  process  of  time  it  came  to 
pass  that  the  pastor  was  absent  from 
the  morning  service,  causing  crreat 
amazement  and  consternation  among 
the  flock.  And  when  manv  souoht  to 
find  the  reason,  he  answered  them 
and  said,  "Oh,  I  really  wanted  to 
come,  but  I  overslept." 

And  upon  a  certain  Wednesday 
night  the  pastor  was  not  seen  at  the 
regular  prayer  meeting,  and  Brother 
Jones,  upon  seeking  him  out,  in- 
quired concerning  it.  To  \\'hich  the 
pastor  casually  replied,  "Well,  I  had 
to  mow  the  lawn  and  wash  the  car, 
and  attend  to  a  number  of  other 
things,  and  I  just  couldn't  make  it. 
Besides,  I  feci  sort  of  out  of  place  at 
your  prayer  meetings." 

And  it  came  to  pass  not  too  manv 
days  hence  that  a  few  of  the  staid  and 
faithful  gathered  for  the  regular  Sun- 
day evening  ser\ice,  but  the  pastor 
was  not  there.  And  whh  great  indig- 
nation they,  with  one  accord,  desired 


that  someone  go  to  the  parsonage,  if 
peradvcnture  he  might  discover  the 
reason.  And  in  the  same  night  they 
sent  forth  two  men,  full  of  faith  and 
courage,  to  call  upon  the  pastor. 

And  when  they  drew  near  to  the 
parsonage,  behold,  all  the  lights  were 
shining  forth  brightlv  from  the  win- 
dows, and  thev  heard  the  sounds  of 
laughter  and  merrymaking.  When 
they  rapped  at  the  d(X)r,  the  pastor 
greeted  them,  and  quickly  explained 
that  Uncle  Joe  and  Aunt  Myrtle  and 
all  their  lovely  children  had  dropped 
in  unexpectedly  just  a  little  before 
church  time,  and  he  didn't  think  it 
fitting  at  all  to  leave  them. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  after  some 
time  the  pastor's  absence  was  again 
repeated.  And  after  a  multitude  of 
spirited  and  angry  protests  among 
those  present,  it  was  thought  to  be 
imperative  that  the  pastor  be  sum- 
moned before  the  official  board  to  oive 
an  account  of  all  the  strange  things 
that  had  taken  place. 

And  when  they  were  all  gathered 
together  with  the  pastor  in  the  midst, 
they  asked  him,  saying,  "Why  are 
you  not  present  at  every  service  of  the 
church?  Do  you  not  realize  that  vour 
conduct  is  cause  for  the  enemies  of 
the  Lord  to  blaspheme,  and  is  de- 
structive to  this  church,  or  do  vou  not 
care  about  its  influence  in  this  com- 
munitv?" 

But  the  pastor,  looking  intently 
upon  all  his  accusers,  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  "Men  and  brethren, 
I  perceive  that  you  are  guilty  of  set- 
ting and  fostering  a  double  standard 
in  this  church.  For  I  have  observed 
that  your  standard  for  the  pastor  is 
quite  inflexible,  while  the  standard 
for  you  yourselves  is  altogether  flex- 


ible. That  is,  the  pastor  must  be 
present  at  every  service,  but  the  peo- 
ple may  come  whenever  it  is  con- 
venient. But  what  saith  the  Scrip- 
ture? 'Not  forsaking  the  assembling 
of  yourselves  together,  as  the  manner 
of  some  is.'  Is  this  written  for  pastors 
only,  or  is  it  also  meant  for  all  the 
people? 

"How  think  ye?  If  one  of  you  may 
go  on  a  pleasure  trip  on  Sunday,  can- 
not the  pastor  go  also?  Or  if  it  seem 
needful  for  anv  of  you  to  go  golfing 
Sunday  morning,  should  not  the  pas- 
tor have  the  right  to  go  also?  If  Sun- 
day is  the  fitting  time  to  visit  friends, 
should  not  the  pastor  be  permitted  to 
do  likewise? 

"And  if  prayer  meeting  is  a  weari- 
ness to  you,  why  should  the  pastor  be 
burdened  with  it? 

"Why  should  it  be  thought  intoler- 
able for  the  pastor  to  miss  a  service 
when  you  may  be  absent  as  often  as 
you  choose? 

"If,  perchance,  this  double  stand- 
ard is  revealed  in  your  Bible,  let  it 
now  be  shown,  or  forever  hold  your 
peace." 

And  thev  all,  being  convicted  in 
their  own  conscience,  answered  and 
said,  "We  are  guilty  of  a  grievous  sin. 
We  should  have  judged  ourselves, 
and  not  the  pastor.  We  do  now  per- 
ceive that  your  absence  from  the 
services  was  a  sharp  rebuke  to  us  so 
that  we  might  see  our  error." 

And  as  they  were  reconciled  one  to 
another,  they  went  forth  with  glad- 
ness and  singleness  of  heart,  praising 
God  and  having  favor  with  all  the 
people.  And  the  Lord  added  to  the 
church  daily  such  as  were  being 
saved.  ▼ 
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They  are  worlds  apart— the  thankful  and  the  unthankful  person.  Listen  to 
the  music  of  the  Psalmist  as  he  sings,  "Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul:  and  all  that 
is  within  me,  bless  his  holy  name,"  or  to  the  apostle  Paul  as  he  says,  "I  thank 
my  God  upon  every  remembrance  of  vou."  How  different  today  to  hear  people 
ask,  "What  is  there  in  it  for  me?"  or  to  read  of  the  Bible  character  Diotrophes 
who  "loveth  to  have  the  preeminence." 

Thanklessness  separates  the  greedy  man  from  the  contented  man.  For  apart 
from  true  gratitude  one  cannot  be  fully  content.  God  has  spoken  out  on  the 
subject  in  the  declaration  of  thanklessness  as  one  of  the  characteristics  of  God- 
rejecting  men  as  mentioned  in  the  first  chapter  of  Romans. 

Basically  we  are  not  a  thankful  people.  It  is  not  too  common  to  hear  a  "thank 
you"  or  to  find  hearts  that  revel  in  appreciation  to  God.  Rather,  we  find  people 
asking— and  usually,  asking  for  themselves.  Somewhere  down  through  the 
years  the  luster  of  the  spirit  of  thanksgiving  which  the  Pilgrims  possessed  has 
worn  thin. 

But  should  it  be  so  in  a  great  land  of  plenty  and  of  spiritual  opportunity?  I 
say  not.  We  could  well  emulate  the  Pilgrims  in  clearly  expressing  our  thanks 
to  God  for  all  that  He  has  done.  For  fear  of  the  enemy  the  Pilgrims  thanked 
God  while  standing  with  gun  in  hand.  A  similar  situation  could  drastically 
affect  our  lives  and  our  service.  How  good  Fie  is  and  how  rich  His  grace!  With 
thankful  hearts  we  who  have  so  much  should  have  more  love  and  concern  for 
those  who  have  so  much  less. 

We  should  thank  God  for  His  Word,  His  church,  and  for  the  opportunities 
before  us.  We  should  be  challenged  to  share  these  blessings  with  those  who  do 
not  have  them.  How  much  this  could  mean  to  others,  and  how  it  would  set 
the  bells  of  the  soul  ringing! 

Only  one  of  the  ten  healed  lepers  returned  to  thank  Christ  ...  a  meager  ten 
percent.  What  is  the  percentage  of  those  who  give  thanks  today?  May  God 
help  us  to  increase  this  percentage.  ▼ 
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I  suppose  that  any  field  of  endeavor 
in  which  a  man  engages  himself  may, 
to  a  degree,  invade  the  life  of  that 
man  and  his  family.  But  I  do  not  be- 
lieve such  involvement  is  to  the  ex- 
tent one  finds  when  he  engages  in  the 
Lord's  work  and  especiallv  in  Jewish 
evangelism.  1  had  this  forcibly 
brought  to  mv  attention  as  I  returned 
to  the  Fairfax  District  of  Los  Angeles 
after  a  siunmer  of  itinerating  among 
southern  and  eastern  churches.  I 
knew  I  was  returning  home  to.  partici- 
pate in  the  marriage  of  my  daughter, 
Diane,  to  Walter  Paige  Ballard,  \\, 
but  I  had  no  idea  of  the  complications 
which  would  arise  due  to  "our"  Jew- 
ish people.  (Diane,  you  will  remem- 
ber, is  the  child  who  sang  the  levvish 
songs  and  accompanied  herself  on  the 
accordion  as  she  assisted  Mrs.  Button 
and  me  in  presenting  the  Brethren 
Jewish  work  to  our  churches.) 

Our  Jewish  people  have  watched 
Diane  grow  up  through  the  vears; 
and  because  she  has  helped  in  many 
ways  at  the  meetings  and  has  sung 
and  played  the  accordion  and  piano 
for  these  people,  she  has  become  very 
dear  to  them.  Their  very  deep  affec- 
tion is  always  evident  when  Diane 
makes  her  appearance,  for  they  have 
never  been  quite  able  to  understand 
how  a  child  (and  later,  a  young  lad\') 
could  s\mre  the  time  to  help  in  the 
meetings  and  entertain  and  serve. 
Consequently  when  Diane  became 
interested  in  "her  young  man"  and 
later  announced  her  engagement  and 
displayed  her  ring,  these  people  fol- 
lov\'ed   the   events   as   thev   would   a 


television  serial. 

Then  came  the  verbal  announce- 
ment of  the  wedding  dav.  This  was 
made  last  spring.  Everyone  who  was 
in  any  wav  an  "attender"  of  one  of 
our  classes  insisted  that  thev  had  to 
come  to  the  wedding,  and  the  order 
to  Diane  was,  "You  and  Paige  send 
me  an  invitation!   Don't  forget!" 

All  received  invitations  to  the  wed- 
ding and  found  it  was  to  take  place 
in  the  First  Brethren  Church  at  Ingle- 
wood,  California.  Now  our  people 
live  from  twelve  to  fifteen  miles  from 
this  church  (as  we  do),  and  most  of 
them  have  no  means  of  transporta- 
tion. Also,  many  of  them  are  blind 
and  cannot  use  public  transportation. 
It  was  at  this  time  that  complications 
began  to  develop;  for  as  soon  as  we 
arrived  home,  the  phone  began  to 
ring.  In  response  to  our  "Hello,"  a 
Jewish  voice  would  sav  "Velcome 
homel"  and  then  go  on  to  make  cer- 
tain that  we  should  understand  that 
they  were  expecting  the  mission  per- 
sonnel to  get  them  to  and  from  the 
Inglewood  church.  Many  of  these 
people,  especially  the  blind,  had 
ne\'er  witnessed  a  Christian  wedding 
service.  Many  of  our  people  had 
nex'er  attended  any  service  in  a  Chris- 
tian church.  And  then,  too,  with  the 
exception  of  the  mission  staff,  most 
of  these  people  had  never  been  asso- 
ciated with  born-again  Christians. 
We  felt  it  would  be  good  if  thev 
could  come  in  contact  with  the  Lord's 
people  through  the  church.  It  would 
be  here  that  they  could  experience  the 
warmth  of  fellowshipping  with  born- 


aoain  Gentiles.  We  decided  to  ar- 
range  for  all  our  people  to  attend. 

Flowever,  I  had  to  officiate  at  the 
wedding  service;  Mrs.  Button  was  the 
mother  of  the  bride;  my  son,  Richard, 
was  to  give  the  bride  away;  and  my 
daughter,  Sandra,  was  to  be  maid  of 
honor;  so  that  did  not  leave  anyone 
to  transport  our  people  except  Miss 
Isobel  Fraser  and  Rev.  John  Neely. 
And  since  Pastor  Neely  was  new  in 
the  citv  (five  davs  new)  he  was  not 
familiar  with  v\here  our  people  lived. 
It  was  then  we  decided  to  arrange  for 
a  bus.  But,  how  could  this  be  done? 
Commercial  buses  were  too  expen- 
sive. This  problem  was  solved  when 
the  Norwalk  Brethren  Church  of- 
fered to  let  us  have  one  of  their  buses 
and  a  dri\'er.  F^ow  we  praised  the 
Lord! 

We  arranged  for  the  bus  to  go  to  a 
centra!  kcation,  and  then  Miss 
Fraser,  Pastor  Neelv,  and  I  made 
trips  to  our  people's  homes  and 
brought  them  to  the  central  location. 
I  left  the  house  at  noon  (the  wedding 
was  set  for  2  p.m.),  and  bv  1  p.m.  I 
had  nine  people  at  Miss  Eraser's. 
Then  I  went  to  the  church. 

When  I  arrived  at  the  church,  I 
found  that  many  of  our  Jewish  peo- 
ple had  provided  their  own  transpor- 
tation, but  there  were  still  thirtv-five 
or  fortv  who  came  on  the  bus.  We 
got  them  inside  and  seated,  and  the 
service  finally  started.  Since  I  knew 
manv  Jewish  people  would  be  there, 
I  shaped  the  service  that  it  might 
touch  Jewish  hearts. 

In  mv  charge  to  Paige  regarding 
his  relation  to  Diane,  I  said,  "setting 
yourself  apart  unto  her  and  her  alone, 
tenderly  shower  her  with  all  of  vour 
manly  love.  Then  Diane  will  know 
full  well  the  meaning  of  these  words 
of  the  Shulamite,  'Mv  beloved  is 
mine,  and  I  am  his'"  (Song  of  Solo- 
mon   2:16). 

And,  telling  Diane  of  her  obliga- 
tion  to  encourage  Paige,  to  be  his 
helpmate,  and  to  strengthen  him  for 
life's  battle,  I  charged  her  to  "dispense 
these  mercies  which  are  vours  in  min- 
istering to  him  with  all  vour  love  and 
wisdom  as  a  saintly  woman  of  the 
Lord.  Then  Paige  will  more  fully 
recognize  vour  true  worth  as  a  godly 
vxoman  whose  value  is  'far  above 
rubies'"   (Prov.   31:10). 

These  Old  Testament  passages  as- 
sociated    this    service    with     Jewish 
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thoughts;  and  to  tie  it  in  with  the 
teaching  of  the  New  Testament,  I 
read  the  passage  from  Ephesians  5; 
17  to  33,  which  speaks  ol^  the  love  of 
husband  for  wife  and  reverence  of 
wife  for  husband  and  how  these  are 
centered  in  and  possible  only  through 
Messiah  Jesus.  Then  the  declarations 
were  made,  \-ows  taken,  rings  given, 
prayer,  pronouncement  and  blessing. 
The  weddino  was  oi'er— but  not  the 

o 

complications!  The  reception  was 
held  on  the  upper  floor  in  the  fellow- 
ship hall.  The  blind  people  had  to 
be  taken  up,  so  Miss  Fraser  and  the 
Neelys  had  the  job  of  helping  them. 
They  did  a  good  job,  but  everv  once 
in  a  while  one  of  us  in  the  reception 
line  would  spot  one  of  our  blind  peo- 
ple trying  to  find  a  seat;  we  would 
leave  the  line,  seat  the  person,  and 
race  back  to  the  line  only  to  lea\'e  a 
second  later  to  see  that  one  of  them 
had  refreshments,  or  that  thev  found 
someone  to  talk  to  whom  thev  knew, 
or  that  they.  .  .  .  Finallv  it  was  all 
over  and  we  could  go  home! 

I  loaded  the  mission  bus  with  our 
people,  and  just  as  I  was  ready  to 
start  out,  one  of  the  young  men  who 
served  as  an  usher  for  Paige  came  up 
to  me  to  sa\'  good-bve.  As  we  talked, 
he  said,  "Pastor  Button,  vou  remem- 
ber the  reading  vou  gave  from  the 
Bible  about  a  man  lo\'ing  his  wife, 
and  a  wife  holding  her  husband  in 
reverence,    and    the    home    v\'hich    is 
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through  Messiah?  Well,  I've  heard 
manv  wedding  services,  but  this  is 
the  first  time  I  have  ever  heard  such 
instruction.  That  was  wonderful  ad- 
vice for  voung  people  just  starting  out 
in  marriage." 

What  a  blessing  it  was  to  tell  this 
voung  Jewish  man  that  the  "advice" 
was  from  the  New  Testament  and 
that  it  was  based  on  Messiah  Jesus, 
the  Jewish  Messiah. 

Response  from  other  Jewish  people 
ga\e  much  opportunitv  to  speak  of 
the  blessed  Lord  Jesus  and  of  New 
Testament  teaching.  But  the  Chris- 
tian love  which  was  displaved  bv  the 


bom-again  Gentiles  was  a  thrill  to 
see.  All  our  Jewish  people  were  capti- 
vated bv  it.  And  manv  were  surprised 
to  find  more  Jewish  people  in  atten- 
dance than  Gentile. 

So  Diane  is  married,  and  Ahs.  But- 
ton and  I  have  lost  a  great  helper  in 
this  work.  Yet,  I  can't  sav  that  I  miss 
her  as  vet;  that  will  come  later.  Just 
now  I  feel  relieved  .  .  .  relieved  that 
the  service  is  over  .  .  .  relieved  that 
everyone  sot  home  safelv  .  .  .  relieved 
that  our  home  is  once  more  settling 
back  to  normal.  Later  Til  find  time 
to  miss  Diane,  but  just  now  I'm  re- 
Vievedl  T 


Keyser  Keeps 
Hammering  Away 

Mr.  Lester  Kevser  who  has  been  building  Brethren 
churches  for  a  number  of  years  is  still  hammering  away. 
The  Grace  Brethren  Church  of  Kent,  Washington,  is 
rapidly  taking  shape  with  the  help  of  some  members  of 
the  church  under  Mr.  Keyser's  supervision.  Brethren 
churches  from  coast  to  coast  and  border  to  border  contain 
some  of  the  handiwork  of  this  craftsman.  Mr.  Keyser  has 
worked  with  the  Brethren  Construction  Crew,  with  oth- 
ers, and  on  his  own  during  these  years  of  building.       T 
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On  October  1 5  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Maitland,  Florida, 
broke  sround,  lookino  forward  to  the 
earh'  erection  of  the  first  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  in  central  Florida.  It  was 
a  dav  of  rejoicing  in  the  Lord  for  hav- 
ing done  for  us  "exceeding  abun- 
dantly above  all  that  we  ask  or  think." 
Eighty-four  people  from  the  commu- 
nity and  other  Brethren  churches  at- 
tended the  oround-breakino  service  to 
hear  Rc\'.  Ralph  Cnlburn,  pastor  of 
the  Grace  Brethren  Church,  Fort 
Lauderdale,  challenge  each  one  with 
his  striking  subject,  "The  Work  Is 
Yours;  the  Miracle  Is  Mis!" 

One  of  these  miracles  of  the  Lord 
\\'as  evidenced  in  the  closing  service 
of  the  day  when  the  building  fund 
offering  report  was  given.  The  goal 
for  the  year,  to  pav  off  the  remaining 


building  to  completion. 

These  people  realize  that  it  will 
take  more  than  an  attractive  church 
building  to  reach  this  community  for 
Christ.  They  know  that  there  must 
be  a  prayer  burden  for  the  unsaved, 
which  manv  of  them  already  have; 
thev  know  that  an  intensive  visitation 
and  follow-up  program  must  be  car- 
ried out  continuously;  they  know  that 
the\'  will  have  an  even  larger  finan- 
cial responsibility  to  pay  off  the  fu- 
ture building  debt.  These  people 
have  seen  that  God  wants  a  Brethren 
church  in  this  area  and  have  already 
seen  His  miracle-working  power  in 
manv  ways.  So  in  full  confidence  in 
Him  this  little  band  of  thirtv-one 
members  is  united  to  go  forward. 
This  field  is  a  large  one;  the  harvest 
is  ripe.   This  Church  has  a  big  reap- 


south  for  a  few  da\'s.  In  the  spring 
of  1966  the  couple  living  seventy-five 
miles  away  moved  450  miles  away  to 
northwest  Florida.  This  was  truly  a 
dry  season  for  those  few  remaining 
to  carry  on  the  work,  but  they  would 
not  let  themselves  be  discouraged; 
thev  knew  that  God  in  His  own  good 
time  was  poino  to  build  a  church  in 
central  Florida. 

After  the  church  moved  from  a 
home  to  a  Christian  Day  School 
building  in  Maitland,  the  entire  com- 
munity  was  visited,  and  a  few  chil- 
dren and  adults  started  attending. 
These  were  soon  lost  to  the  work 
when  the  families  moved  away. 

Then  God  used  the  first  Vacation 
Bible  School  in  July,  1966,  to  start  a 
slow  but  steady  growth.    About  this 

o 

time  the  Mavcumbers,  missionaries  to

debt  on  the  church  site  and  archi- 
tect's fee,  had  been  set  at  $7,000. 
That  seemed  like  a  large  amount  for 
such  a  small  group.  But  God  per- 
formed the  miracle  of  meeting  this 
obligation  in  nine  and  one-half 
months  insteatl  of  twelve  months  so 
that  the  church  building  can  be 
started  yet  this  fall.  .And  He  did 
abundantly  more  b\-  gi\ing  S2,011 
over  the  $7,000  goal,  to  do  this,  God 
used  the  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council,  the  Florida  District  Mission 
Board,  a  number  of  Christian  friends 
not  connected  with  the  local  work 
who  began  praying  for  this  work  and 
who  were  led  to  send  offerings,  and 
the  joyful,  sacrificial  giving  of  the 
local  members  and  friends  of  the 
church. 

The  building  plans  are  nearly  com- 
pleted, and  this  congregation  is  an- 
ticipating that  God  will  perform 
many  more  miracles  as  Fie  brings  the 


ing  task  until  Jesus  returns. 

Miracles  from  the  Lord  ha\'e  come 
in  this  work  often  after  times  of  trial 
and  testing.  On  October  17,  1965, 
Mrs.  Koontz  and  I  had  our  first  Sun- 
day service  with  these  Brethren.  At 
this  ser\'ice  a  church  membership  was 
started  with  thirteen  members.  One 
couple  lived  se\-ent\-fiye  miles  away 
but  was  able  to  attend  each  Sunday 
morning.  A  family  with  four  chil- 
dren (three  of  them  w  ith  the  parents) 
belonged  to  this  new  group  of  thir- 
teen. On  the  day  of  the  first  service 
this  family  announced  that  it  would 
be  leaving  Florida  for  jxfrmanent 
work  in  the  north.  This  left  two  resi- 
dent couples,  the  new  pastor  and  his 
wife,  and  a  few  folks  who  were  not 
members  but  were  attending.  For 
months,  about  the  only  increases  in 
attendance  came  from  Brethren  in 
the  Saint  Petersburg  and  Lakeland 
areas,  and  Northerners  visiting  in  the 


Brazil,  but  home  for  awhile,  came 
into  the  work  to  help.  A  number  of 
mature  Christians,  who  were  looking 
for  a  Brethren  church  of  this  kind  in 
w  hich  to  serve,  began  attending.  Of- 
ferings were  always  good  for  such  a 
small  group,  and  now  they  began  to 
increase. 

When  Rev.  Lester  Pifer,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Brethren  Home  Mis- 
sions Council,  came  to  the  church  in 
December  and  saw  the  growth  and 
interest  in  the  work,  he  recommended 
that  we  began  to  plan  for  a  building. 
In  January,  1967,  a  building  com- 
mittee  presented  suggestive  plans  to 
the  Brethren  Architectural  Service. 
On  ground-breaking  day  God  put  His 
stamp  of  appro\'al  upon  the  efforts  of 
this  little  band  of  believers  by  doing 
far  more  than  anxone  thought  pos- 
sible. The  miracles  will  continue  to 
be  Flis— and  the  work,  ours.  ▼

The  two  are  tied  to- 
gether by  more  than  the  fact 
that  the  Christmas  season  offi- 
cially begins  with  Thanksgiving 
Day.  We  are  thankful  for 
things  or  "gifts."  God  is  the 
giver  of  "gifts."

We  are  humbled  by  the  fact 
that  we  cannot  "give"  as  He 
can.

JACKSON,  MICH.  (Gilbert  Haw- 
kins, pastor).  We  had  our  church 
birthday  celebration  on  October  29 
and  had  a  team  from  Grace  College 
as  our  special  guests.

On  Monday  evening,  October  2, 
the  Scripture  verse  Job  1:21  took  on  a 
new  and  precious  meaning  to  the  con- 
gregation of  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Bcaverton,  Oregon.  On 
that  evening,  a  strong  coastal  storm 
swept  across  the  metropolitan  area  of 
Portland,  with  gusts  as  hioh  as  ninety 
miles  per  hour,  tearing  off  a  major 
portion  of  the  roof  on  the  new  church 
building.  Damage  was  estimated  at 
$4,000. 

II  the  storm  had  not  torn  off  the 
roof,  the  new  building  would  have 
been  sealed  for  the  winter  in  about 
one  and  one-hall  weeks.  The  fierce 
winds  entered  the  southgable  (sec  pic- 
ture above)  and  lifted  the  roof  in  two 
dillerent      directions.      One     section 


punctured  the  already  existing  chapel 
roof  and  tore  down  the  power  lines. 
The  other  section  punctured  the  re- 
maining area  of  the  newly  con- 
structed roof.  The  whole  structure 
came  close  to  burning  down,  for  the 
transformer  did  not  break  the  circuit 
and  kept  sending  electricity  to  the 
church  after  the  power  lines  were 
torn  from  the  meter.  The  transformer 
finally  cut  the  current,  and  the  almost 
fatal  tragedy  never  occurred!

These  are  precious 
words,  indeed,  to  a  congregation  who 
has  built  a  church  and  then  has  seen 
their  labors  interrupted  by  the  hand 
of  the  Lord.  The  pastor  and  congre- 
gation are  x'ividlv  being  taught  that 
the  schedule  of  man  may  not  always 
be  the  schedule  of  our  Heavenlv  Fa- 
ther.—Lj/fee  E.  KditfftiuDi.

We  had  brought  them 
to  the  mission;  and  along  with  those 
whom  Miss  Fraser  had  picked  up,  we 
had  begun  our  service  at  8  p.m.  After 
the  worship  service  and  refreshments, 
we  had  taken  the  people  to  their 
homes.  We  all  got  back  to  the  mis- 
sion about  1 1  p.m. 

As  we  sat  talking  about  the  work, 
someone  asked  the  Neely s,  "Well, 
how  do  you  think  you're  going  to  like 
Jewish  mission  work?"

The  American  mission  field  is  a 
ripened  harvest  field  for  The  Brethren 
Church.    The  average  churchgoer  is 

o  o 

finally  awaking  to  the  fact  that  there 
is  a  difference  in  churches.  The 
church  which  preaches  a  message 
based  upon  the  Word  of  God  offers 
Christian  experience  with  reality. 
The  Christ-centered  message  presents 
a  dvnamic  message  to  the  lost   soul 


that  supersedes  all  the  vain  philoso- 
phies of  men. 

Our  nation  has  listened  to  the  jar- 
gon of  criticism,  modernism,  one- 
worldism,  and  now,  ecumenism.  It  is 
difficult  to  imagine  that  man  has 
bettered  our  world  with  these  philoso- 
phies when  crime  figures  surge,  mo- 
rality standards  drop,  and  such  social 
problems  as  the  breakup  of  the 
American  home,  illicit  drugs  and  a 
general  juvenile  rebellion  reigns.  The 
psvchologists  and  psychiatrists  have 
had  to  assume  the  role  which  is  the 
church's  responsibility. 

A  resurgent  scientific  research  of 
existing  data  for  authority  and  facts 
has  opened  a  new  interest  in  the 
Word  of  God.  The  Spirit  of  God  has 
brought  thousands  of  people  in  recent 
years  to  an  understanding  of  the  new 
birth,  the  Christian  life,  and  hoj:>e  for 
the  future.  The  Brethren  Church,  a 
Bible-teaching  church,  has  been  given 
an  opportunity  to  disseminate  the 
truth. 

The  growth  rate  of  our  church  will 
depend  ujx)n  its  present  adherents. 
Our  attitude  toward  church  exten- 
sion. Christian  education,  and  mission- 
ary outreach  will  largely  determine 
the  rate  of  growth.  The  home-mission 
organizations  (national  and  district) 
have  set  up  effective  mechanics  to 
provide  a  workable  program.  Build- 
ing Christ-committed,  Bible-teaching, 
soul  -  winning,  missionary  -  minded 
churches  is  God's  outline  of  proce- 
dure. An  effective  follow-up  method 
of  integrating,  teaching,  and  training 
is  an  absolute  necessity  in  the  growth 
pattern  of  any  church.  A  challenge 
must  be  set  before  our  young  people 
indicating  the  need  and  the  call  of 
God  for  a  continual  supply  of  quali- 
fied leaders  to  man  our  churches 
(11  Tim.  2:2;  I  Tim.  3:1-13).  Grace 
Schools  are  ready  to  do  an  adequate 
training  ministry  to  produce  qualified 
personnel,  as  rapidly  as  our  churches 
will  supply  students. 

The  missionary  outreach  of  our 
church  will  determine  the  amount  of 
growth.  At  this  point  we  approach 
the  most  critical  area  of  our  ministry. 
Our  attitude  toward  the  lost  at  home 
and  abroad,  our  concern  for  the  truth 
of  the  Word  of  God,  and  our  faith 
and  loyalty  to  the  Lord  of  the  church 
will  govern  God's  blessing.  The  effec- 
tiveness of  the  Spirit  of  God  will  be 


in  direct  correlation  with  God's  bless- 
ing and  uur  unity  of  spirit  and  co- 
operation. Our  support  of  all  mission 
personnel,  both  in  prayer  and  with 
gifts,  will  be  another  factor  in  de- 
termining the  maximum  blessing  of 
God  and  will  have  a  direct  bearing 
upon  the  number  of  young  people 
who  will  yield  their  lives  for  full-time 
ser\'ice.  Young  people  want  a  chal- 
lenge. They  desire  places  of  leader- 
ship, and  thev  want  the  confidence 
and  assurance  of  the  support  of  our 
people. 

It  is  this  writer's  firm  opinion  that 
we  have  shared  in  a  greater  measure 
of  God's  blessing  because  of  the  unity 
of  doctrine  and  practice  in  our  fellow- 
ship. The  National  Fellowship  of 
Brethren  Churches  adheres  to  the 
conservative  viewpoint  on  the  funda- 
mentals of  the  faith.  Our  insistence 
upon  a  belief  in  the  authority  and 
integrity   of   the    Word   of  God   has 

o 

caused  the  evangelical  world  to  re- 
spect our  position.  The  ministry  of 
our  church  stands  unitedly  for  these 
fundamental  doctrines.  We  earnestly 
pray  that  this  shall  always  be  true. 

According  to  my  calculations  the 
N.F.B.C.  has  grown  from  164  church- 
es in  1957  to  221  in  1967.  Other 
churches  are  in  the  embryonic  stages. 
We  have  seen  the  church  surge  ahead 
on  foreign  soil.  Fifty-seven  new 
churches  in  ten  years!  Shall  we  be 
ashamed,  elated,  or  grateful?  This 
writer  wants  to  express  his  grateful- 
ness to  the  God  of  all  grace  for  His 
abundant  blessing  in  spite  of  our 
weaknesses,  failures,  and  shortcom- 
ings. Gratefulness  and  thanksgiving 
are  certainly  due  to  all  who  contrib- 
uted to  this  growth. 

The  Brethren  Home  Missions 
Council  wishes  to  express  thanks 
and  praise  to  God  and  to  all  our 
Brethren  folk  who  have  shared  in 
winning  souls  to  Christ  and  in  the 
establishment  of  new  home-mission 
churches.  We  are  looking  ahead  to 
the  future,  as  God  may  delay  the 
coming  of  His  blessed  Son.  We 
pledge  ourselves  to  see  even  greater 
growth  in  the  next  ten  years,  God 
permitting.  Your  prayer  support  and 
gifts  are  earnestly  needed  to  meet  the 
$379,000  goal  of  debt  retirement  and 
budget  for  1968.  Our  desire  is  to  be 
"good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace 
of  God"  (I  Peter  4:10).  T

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How  Do 
I  Get 
This  Cat 
Down? 


Reading  in  a  science  magazine  some  time  ago  I  noticed 
an  article  that  seemed  almost  out  of  place.  It  ottered 
three  v^'ays  by  which  one  can  rescue  a  cat  from  a  tree. 

The  first  suggestion  was  to  simply  climb  the  tree  and 
arab  the  cat.  The  problem  with  this  approach,  however, 
fs  that  one  might  get  all  scratched,  rip  his  clothes,  or  even 
worse,  fall  and  break  his  neck  just  for  a  dumb,  mangy  cat. 
As  a  second  rescue  approach  the  article  suggested  that 
one  could  get  a  ladder,  either  his  own  or  his  neighbor's, 
and  reach  the  cat  in  that  wav.  If  neither  has  an  adequate 
ladder,  one  could  call  the  local  Hre  department.  This 
would  solve  his  immediate  problem,  as  well  as  convince 
his  neighbors  that  he  is  a  real  humanitarian  for  going  to 
all  that  trouble  just  for  a  poor  little  cat.  But,  of  course, 
this  approach  does  entail  a  lot  of  bother  and  time. 

The  third  and  best  approach  suggested  is  that  one 
should  just  leave  the  cat  alone  in  the  tree.  Let  him  get 
down  himself.  Mr.  Robert  L.  Kendell,  head  of  the  Ameri- 
can Feline  Society,  said,  "No  cat  ever  fell  out  of  a  tree; 
no  cat  ever  starved  to  death  in  a  tree."  Isn't  that  great  to 
know?   And  it  really  makes  sense. 

Christians  should  consider  this  approach  in  facing  some 
of  the  difficulties  of  life.  It  is  certainly  true  that  some  of 
our  problems  must  be  faced  immediately  .  .  .  directly  .  .  . 
on-the-spot.    Procrastination  can  be  harmful. 

But,  at  the  same  time,  there  are  other  things  which  re- 
quire time  and  patience— things  which  all  the  anxiety  in 
the  world  will  not  help  in  the  least. 

Isaiah  touched  on  this,  and  so  did  David.  "But  they  that 
wait  upon  the  Lord  shall  renew  their  strength;  they  shall 
mount  up  with  wings  as  eagles;  they  shall  run  and  not  be 
weary;  and  they  shall  walk,  and  not  faint.  Rest  in  the 
Lord,  and  wait  patiently  for  him."  "^

For  many  people  the  question  of 
who  has  the  primary  authority  and 
responsibility  in  education  is  closed. 
It  is  commonly  assumed  that  educa- 
tion—and, for  that  matter,  an  increas- 
ingly large  spectrum  of  our  daily  lives 
—is  the  exclusive  business  of  the  state. 
Every  state  constitution  provides  for 
the  education  of  children  at  public 
expense.  Several  generations  of 
Americans  have  been  almost  exclu- 
sively educated  in  public  schools. 
Public  schools  are  one  of  the  facts  of 
life,  like  the  post  office.  Most  people 
are  not  aware  that  legitimate  ques- 
tions can  be  raised  about  the  matter. 

But  questions  can  be  and  are  being 
raised.  It  may  come  as  a  surprise  to 
some  to  learn  that  the  idea  of  state 
monopoly  of  education,  and  even  of 
state  regulation  of  education,  is  a 
rather  novel  idea.  Never  in  ancient 
or  medieval  societies  was  the  state 
directly  concerned  vyith  education  at 
all.  Not  until  the  mid-nineteenth  cen- 
tury was  there  any  great  development 
of  public  schools. 

But  what  were  the  traditional  forms 
of  education?  In  ancient  societies  the 
training  of  children  was  the  concern 
of  parents.    This  was  true  in  Israel, 


where  every  exhortation  given  con- 
cerning education  was  directed  to  par- 
ents; it  was  also  true  in  pagan  socie- 
ties such  as  those  of  Greece  and 
Rome.  Sometimes  parents  hired  tu- 
tors, but  the  parents  still  remained  in 
charge  of  the  process.  The  schools 
which  existed  were  very  informal.  Ex- 
amples of  these  schools  are  the  "sons 
of  the  prophets"  in  Israel,  the  peri- 
patetic schools  of  the  Greek  philoso- 
phers, and  schools  of  priestly  craft  in 
many  cultures.  None  of  these  were 
even  remotely  connected  with  the 
state.  In  medieval  times  cathedral 
schools  developed  into  great  universi- 
ties, sometimes  under  the  patronage 
of  a  ruler,  but  never  as  a  public  func- 
tion. The  general  pattern  was  that 
parents  were  responsible  for  the  edu- 
cation of  children,  and  that  older 
youth,  under  the  guidance  of  their 
parents,  made  a  choice  of  higher  edu- 
cation when  it  was  available.  No  one 
thought  to  challenge  this  until  very 
recent  times. 

All  this  is  not  to  challenge  the  place 
of  public  schools  in  this  day.  It  is 
axiomatic  that  in  a  democracy,  if  it  is 
to  survive,  the  citizens  must  have  a 
basic  education.  Only  the  state  is 
equipped  to  give  a  basic  education  to 
the  mass  of  children.  Thus  it  is  per- 
fectly permissible  that  the  state  should 
make    education    obligatory,    should 


^l^HOSl 


provide  for  education,  and  should  set 
certain  minimum  standards. 

But  from  this  to  the  idea  that  the 
state  should  have  a  monopoly  of  edu- 
cation is  a  huge  step.  Now  this  is 
where  such  organizations  as  NEA  get 
off  onto  wrong  paths.  It  has  been  and 
is  being  advocated  that  "the  only 
democratic  way"  is  for  all  children  to 
attend  only  public  schools.  In  other 
words,  the  state  would  take  over  final 
authority  from  the  parents.  This  is 
wrong.  For  in  the  economy  of  God, 
final  authority  rests  not  with  the  state 
but  with  the  parents.  This  we  can 
infer  from  the  yvhole  trend  of  God's 
Word.  All  commands  concerning  the 
matter  are  addressed  only  to  parents 
(Exod.  12:26-27;  Deut.  6:7).  Failure 
in  this  realm  brought  awful  condem- 
nation upon  Eli  (I  Sam.  3:12),  while 
faithfulness  brought  commendation 
to  Eunice  and  Lois  (II  Tim.  1:5;  3:14- 
15).  Even  the  Lord  Jesus  in  the  days 
of  His  flesh  was  subject  to  Joseph 
and  Mary. 

But  with  this  authority  comes  a 
great  responsibility.  Parents  may  fail 
in  many  undertakings  and  still  have 
another  chance.  But  we  have  only 
one  chance  to  train  our  children,  and 
failure  can  never  quite  be  corrected. 
Let  us  never  forget  that  Proverbs  22:6 
is  both  a  promise  and  a  warning  that 
we  cannot  evade  our  responsibility  for 
what  our  children  do  in  later  life. 

How  may  we  fulfill  this  responsi- 
bility? First,  by  dedicating  our  chil- 
dren to  the  Lord  and  considering 
them  to  be  a  trust  from  the  Lord. 
Second,  by  giving  them  in  the  home, 
from  infancy,  the  kind  of  informal 
education  that  molds  Christian  char- 
acter. This  is  done  by  example,  by 
precept,  by  discipline,  by  family  altar, 
by  much  praver  and  faithful  Chris- 
tian living.  Third,  by  making  the 
right  choices  when  it  comes  to  the 
formal  education  of  our  children. 

There  are  four  options  open  to  par- 
ents in  this  matter.  It  behooves  us  to 
consider  all  of  them  and  to  make  our 
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choice  from  the  most  spiritual  of  mo- 
tives. 

First,  there  is  the  pubHc  school 
which  remains  the  choice  of  the  ma- 
jority. It  is  least  expensive,  of  course. 
Why  not  avail  ourselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity? The  flaw  is  that  what  we 
get  there  "for  nothing"  is  not  alwavs 
what  we  want.  The  public  school  is, 
and  ought  to  be,  neutral  in  all  mat- 
ters of  religion.  Both  constitutional 
and  ethical  grounds  make  it  impos- 
sible for  the  public  school  to  be  other- 
wise. Even  in  those  schools  where 
Christian  teachers  still  have  a  certain 
amount  of  liberty  in  having  devotions 
in  class,  it  would  take  onlv  one  com- 
plaint to  go  before  any  court  for  the 

I  privilege  to  be  cancelled.  Further- 
more, the  whole  curriculum  is  set  up 
with  no  reference  to  God.  We  cannot 
depend  on  such  schools  for  religious 
or  moral  training.  Now  two  facts,  one 
theological  and  one  psychological, 
make  this  position  of  neutrality  in 
reality  untenable.  The  first  is  the 
very  clear  teaching  of  Christ  that 
what  was  not  for  Him  was  against 
Him  (Matt.  6:24);  there  is  no  neutral 
ground  here.  Either  education  will  be 
built  upon  basically  Biblical,  God- 
fearing principles,  or  it  will  be  built 
on  man-made,  man-centered  princi- 
ples. As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  princi- 
ple chosen  by  public  education  has 
been  the  theory  of  evolution.  This  is 
so  completely  entwined  in  the  total 
approach  of  public  education  that  it 
is  impossible  to  get  away  from  it. 
How  is  a  child  to  discern  between  the 
truths,  the  half-truths,   and  the  out- 

i  right  lies  that  are  fed  to  him  on  the 
"authority  of  the  teacher,  the  book, 
and  the  system  which  they  represent? 
Here  is  the  psychological  factor:  one 
of  the  strongest  urges  of  the  child  is 
to  follow,  to  believe,  to  conform.  This 

f  is  fine— when  the  surroundings  are 
what  they  should  be.  But  when  the 
teaching  simply  ignores  God,  at  worst 
the  result  is  a  life  completely  alien- 
ated from  God;  at  best,  it  is  a  life  con- 


fused and  oscillating  between  two  op- 
posite poles.  In  other  words,  the  pub- 
lic school  cannot  by  its  ver\'  nature 
give  an  education  satisfactory  to  God; 
should  it  then  satisfy  Christian  par- 
ents? 

There  is  another  tendency  of  the 
public  school  that  should  be  noted 
here:  the  tendency  to  invade  more 
and  more  areas  of  the  child's  life  and 
to  monopolize  all  his  time.  In  some 
localities  there  are  school-sponsored 
activities  every  night,  includino  the 
week-ends.  School  authorities  say  that 
they  are  merely  jumping  into  a  vac- 
uum and  keeping  the  children  off^  the 
streets.  But  is  this  necessary— if  par- 
ents and  churches  are  providing  a  full 
program  of  Christ-centered  activities? 
It  is  excusable  only  on  the  assumption 
that  parents  actually  are  doing  noth- 
ing. Where  parents  provide  for  the 
activities  of  their  children,  school- 
sponsored  activities  have  no  reason  to 
exist. 

Second,  there  is  the  church  school, 
sometimes  called  parochial  school. 
This  is  operated  by  a  religious  body 
which  supports  and  controls  it.  Some 
have  contended  that  this,  as  much  as 
the  monopolistic  public  school,  is  in- 
compatible with  parental  authority. 
There  are  several  weaknesses  in  this 
argument:  (a)  Any  school,  despite  the 
above-mentioned  tendency  of  the 
public  school  to  encroach  upon  pa- 
rental authority,  derives  its  only  au- 
thority over  children  from  the  par- 
ents. And  any  school,  parent-society 
as  well  as  any  other,  exercises  a  real 
authority  over  the  child,  (b)  Even  in 
a  parent-society  school,  the  individ- 
ual parent  by  himself  is  not  a  deter- 
mining factor;  it  is  the  majority  that 
rules,  (c)  The  church-run  school  in 
a  congregationallv  governed  church  is 
just  as  truly  responsive  to  the  wishes 
of  parents  as  any  other  type  of  school, 
(d)  The  argument  that  it  is  not  the 
business  of  the  church  to  teach  read- 
ing, writing,  and  arithmetic  is  based 
on  a  false  dualism  that  has  as  its  final 


result  a  subtle  denial  of  God's  sover- 
eignty over  "secular"  areas  of  life.  If 
it  is  not  beneath  the  dignity  of  the 
church  or  bevond  the  bounds  of  its 
spiritual  ministry  to  provide  for  the 
material  and  physical  welfare  of  its 
poor  members,  surely  we  can  assume 
that  it  might  have  some  legitimate 
interest  in  the  education  of  its  child- 
ren. 

This  is  not  to  say  that  the  parent- 
society  school  is  wrong.  It  is  the  third 
option,  and  in  many  instances  will  be 
the  best  possible  system,  especiallv 
where  the  churches  lack  a   genuine 

o 

interest. 

Finally,  there  should  even  be  a 
fourth  option,  which  in  some  states 
has  been  wrongly  denied  parents  by 
the  courts:  the  right  of  qualified  par- 
ents to  direct  the  education  of  their 
own  children  at  home.  It  is  not  neces- 
sarily always  best,  but  it  should  be  a 
possibility. 

In  other  words,  the  ultimate  ques- 
tion is  not  whether  or  not  there  shall 
be  public  schools,  or  church  schools, 
or  parent-society  schools.  It  is,  in  fact, 
excellent  that  all  these  should  exist. 
For  the  great  number  of  parents  who 
are  not  technically  qualified  to  teach 
their  own  children,  and  for  those  who 
(like  the  author)  feel  that  a  school 
situation  is  almost  always  best,  the  im- 
portant thing  is  that  parents  have  be- 
fore them  a  genuine,  free  choice,  with 
no  coercion  from  any  source. 

But  that  is  not  the  end  of  the  mat- 
ter. Once  we  have  assured  parents 
of  this  right,  what  are  they  going  to 
choose?  What  motives  will  dictate 
their  choice?  Temporal  considera- 
tions, or  eternal  ones?  God  will  hold 
us  eternally  accountable  for  every 
choice  we  make  in  the  education  of 
our  children.  T

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In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  apostle 
Peter  places  the  Flood  on  an  absolute 
pai  with  the  final  destruction  of  the 
earth  by  fire  as  a  universal,  cata- 
strophic, sufernatural  jitdgment  (II 
Pet.  3:1-6),  most  modem  historical 
seoiogists  refuse  to  allow  for  a  catas- 
trophe  of  such  magnitude  at  the 
dawn  of  human  historv. 

The  basic  reason  for  this  hostility 
to  the  Biblical  doctrine  of  the  Flood 
is  modern  man's  deep-rooted  opposi- 
tion to  the  concept  of  a  UviHg  God 
who  can  perform  genuine  miracles  in 
the  material  world. 

It  must  be  emphasized  that  no  one 
can  understand  the  Biblical  doctrine 
of  the  Flood  unless  he  sees  it  as  a 
series  of  great  supernatural  miracles: 
(1)  The  beginning  of  the  Flood  (Gen. 
7:11-12),  (2)  the  gathering  and  care 
of  the  animals  (Gen.  7:9,  8:1),  and 
(3)  the  end  of  the  Flood  (Gen.  8:2; 
Psa.  104:6-9). 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  important 
to  recognize  that  not  every  aspect  of 
the  great  Flood  was  miraculous.  For 
example,  God  did  not  create  the  ark 
for  Noah.  God  never  unnecessarily 
multiplies  the  miraculous.  This  Bibli- 
cal principle  enables  us  to  confidently 
assume  that  once  the  Flood  waters 
were  lifted  up  from  the  oceans  and 
released  through  the  windows  of 
heaven  (Gen.  7:11),  they  obeyed  all 
the  known  laivs  of  hydrodynamics: 
(I)  Raindrops,  streams,  rivers,  cur- 
rents, tidal  waves,  and  so  on,  with  (2) 
loosening  of  soil  mantle,  erosion,  sedi- 


mentation, and  so  on. 

There  are  many  who  think  that  a 
universal  Flood  lasting  one  vear 
would  leave  little  discernahle  trace,  or 
else  that  it  \\'ould  have  left  the  earth 
in  a  niitch  different  conditio}!  than 
we  find  it  today.  However,  the  Bibli- 
cal doctrine  of  the  Flood  cannot  be 
harmonized  with  such  views. 

If  we  are  willing  to  take  the  Gene- 
sis record  at  face  value  and  acknowl- 
edge the  fact  that  there  was  a  uni- 
versal Flood  at  the  dawn  of  human 
historv,  then  some  of  the  basic  prin- 
ciples of  h\'drodvnamics  will  prove  to 
be  of  great  help  to  us  in  understand- 
ing what  such  a  stupendous,  year- 
long Flood  would  have  done  to  the 
surface  of  our  earth:  (1)  The  enor- 
mous destructive  power  of  rapidly 
moving  water,  (2)  the  formation  of 
horizontal  la\'ers  of  sorted  materials, 
and  (3)  the  formation  of  fossil  plants 
and  animals. 

In  the  light  of  all  this  it  is  highly 
significant  that  the  basic  features  of 
the  earth's  great  sedimentary  strata 
can  ordy  be  explained  in  terms  of  the 
kind  of  catastrophe  described  in  Gen- 
esis 6  to  9.  Since  modern  historical 
geologists  cannot  permit  themselves 
to  believe  in  such  a  supernatural  ca- 
tastrophe, they  must  seek  for  other 
explanations  which  are  far  less  satis- 
fying from  a  scientific  standpoint. 
For  example,  only  the  Flood  can  ade- 
quately explain:  (1)  The  sudden  up- 
lift of  great  mountainous  regions,  (2) 
large   areas   where   strata   containing 


fossils  of  "simple"  creatures  rest  in 
perfect  conformity  on  the  top  of  strata 
which  contain  fossils  of  "complex"  or 
"advanced"  forms,  (3)  the  footprints 
of  human  beings  and  dinosaurs  in  the 
same  stratum,  and  (4)  the  sudden 
change  of  world  climate  with  intense 
glaciation  in  polar  regions  and  the 
freezing  of  thousands  of  mammoths, 
and  so  on. 

Those  who  believe  that  the  Flood 
was  merely  a  localized  catastrophe  are 
searching  in  the  Mesopotamian  Val- 
ley  to   find   evidences  of  its  effects. 
But  the  evidences  are  actually  every- 
\yhere   in   the   world   for  those  who 
have  the  eyes  to  see  them!  The  Gene- 
sis Flood  was  not  a  mere  local  inun- 
dation. It  was  the  greatest  single  blow 
ever   delivered   to    this   earth    by   an 
omnipotent  God.    This  is  the  theme 
of  Psalm  29:10- 
"Jehovah  sat  as  King  at  the  Flood 
{Heh.—mahhid) 
Yea,  Jehovah   sitteth  as  King  for- 
ever." 
If  the  billions  of  fossils  that  are  em- 
bedded in  all  the  continents  of  the 
earth   could   speak   their  message   to 
sinful  and  unbelieving  mankind  to- 
day,   it   would   doubtless   be    in    the 
terms  of  Hebrews  10:31  — 
"It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  living  God." 
May  God  grant   unto  us  the  dis- 
cernment    to   learn    from    the    Scrip- 
tures,    and    even     from     the    world 
around    us,    the    lessons    He    would 
teach  us  in  the  Genesis  Flood!         T

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Aircraft  Engineer  Enrolls  in  Seminary 


Why  did  a  fortv-five-vear-old  Air- 
craft Structures  Engineer,  who  had 
been  with  North  American  Aviation 
at  Columbus,  Ohio,  for  fifteen  years, 
enroll  in  Grace  Seminary  this  fall? 

As  Ed  Scofield  tells  it,  he  was 
reared  in  a  typical,  professing  Chris- 
tian family,  but  one  devoid  of  any 
Bible  teaching.  At  the  age  of  twelve 
he  joined  a  church.  However,  he 
was  lacking  in  both  con\iction  and 
the  reality  of  Christ. 

In  1943  he  graduated  from  Ohio 
State  University  with  the  Bachelors 
in  Mechanical  Engineering,  having 
also  studied  at  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois. 

Between  the  ages  of  thirty  and 
forty  he  was  primarily  interested  in 
the  social  life,  being  very  irregular  in 
church  attendance. 

Then,  about  five  years  ago  an  evan- 
gelistic assistant  pastor  came  to  the 
church  where  the  Scofields  were 
members.      His    ministry    with     the

vouth  led  to  the  salva- 
tion of  Mr.  Scofield's 
two  vounoer  daughters 
and  was  a  definite  in- 
fluence on  the  whole 
family.  Later,  after  lis- 
tening to  Billy  Gra- 
ham, he,  his  wife,  and 
his  oldest  daughter  ac- 
cepted Christ  in  their 
home. 

Ed  was  led  by  the  Lord  to  visit 
several  churches  and  then  a  Bible 
class,  taught  by  Rev.  Nathan  Meyer, 
where  he  made  a  public  confession  of 
faith  in  Christ.  Soon  his  wife  and 
daughter  made  a  similar  confession 
at  the  Columbus  Billy  Graham 
Crusade. 

In  turmoil  because  of  the  liberalism 
in  their  own  church,  the  Scofields 
resigned  and  joined  the  Grace  Breth- 
ren Church  of  Columbus.  There, 
under  the  sincere  and  dynamic  min- 
istry of  Rev.  David  Hocking,  they 
grew  spiritually  and  served  in  vari- 
ous offices  in  the  Sunday  school  and 
church. 

Finally,  under  great  conviction  that 
God  wanted  him  in  full-time  service, 


Scofield  speaking  in  chapel. 
Ed  applied  to  Grace  Seminary  and 
was  accepted.  Within  a  week  they 
sold  their  home,  moved  to  Winona 
Lake,  and  Mrs.  Scofield  went  to  work 
in  the  office  of  the  Christian  Educa- 
tion Department. 

Their  son-in-law,  Paul  Woodruff^, 
who  had  renounced  Catholicism  and 
accepted  Christ  one  and  one-half 
years  before,  also  enrolled  in  the  semi- 
nary as  a  junior. 

Whv  did  Ed  come  to  Grace  at  the 
age  of  forty-five?  Because,  with  so 
manA'  pastorless  churches,  Ed  desires 
to  become  a  pastor,  the  Lord  willing.

little  world,  and  they  state  with  a  pious 
sigh,  "We  may  be  small,  but  we're 
pure!"  I  do  not  believe  the  two  neces- 
sarily go  together,  and  it  should  be  a 
concern  to  all  of  us  if  the  Brethren 
Church  limps  along  with  feeble  effort 
and  frustrating  results — when  Christ 
said,  "I  will  build  my  church;  and  the 
gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it." 
I  would  present  three  areas  where 
warnings  are  in  order  if  the  Brethren 
Church  fulfills  its  part  in  God's  pro- 
gram. 

I.  Traditions  must  never  compete 
with  the  importance  of  the  Word  of  God. 
The  motto  of  the  Brethren  Church  is 
"The  Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing 
but  the  Bible."  We  abhor  the  fact  thai 
the  edicts  of  the  pope  and  Book  of  Mor- 
mon are  placed  in  competition  with  the 
Bible,  but  we  should  be  careful  that  we 
do  not  place  the  "Book  of  Brethrenism" 
in  the  same  category.  The  test  of  a 
doctrine  should  always  be — "What  does 
the  Bible  say?" — not  "What  have  Breth- 
ren always  believed?" 

At  this  conference  we  honor  Dr.  Alva 
J.  McClain  for  fifty  years  of  service  to 
the  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  The  en- 
tire Brethren  Church  owes  him  a  great 
debt  of  gratitude  for  his  efforts  in  refin- 
ing and  clarifying  traditional  Brethren 
doctrine.  His  teaching  made  clear  the 
grace  of  God  and  works  as  they  relate 
to  salvation.  He  developed,  from  the 
Word  of  God,  a  comprehensive  plan  for 
the  future,  which  has  had  influence  far 


beyond  the  membership  of  the  Brethren 
Church,  As  far  as  I  am  able  to  deter- 
mine, it  is  he  who  related  the  threefold 
service  to  the  past,  present,  and  future 
ministry  of  Christ. 

Few  of  us  would  feel  at  home  in  the 
Brethren  Church  as  it  was  in  the  nine- 
teenth century.  Recently  a  book  came 
into  my  hands  which  contains  some  of 
the  minutes  of  the  Iowa  conference  of 
the  Brethren  about  one  hundred  years 
ago.  Here  are  some  of  the  actions  which 
are  recorded.  Remember,  this  is  the 
stock  from  which  we  come.  These  two 
actions  were  taken  from  the  1867  min- 
utes, just  one  hundred  years  ago — 

1.  "Query — Is  the  language  of  the 
Savior  limited,  when  he  says,  'Go  ye 
into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gos- 
pel to  every  creature'? 

.4nswer — No,  when  ministers  are 
properly  authorized.  Acts  13:2-4." 

2.  "Query — Can  a  minister  ask  the 
baptismal  questions  of  the  applicant  be- 
fore entering  the  water? 

Answer — No,  and  he  must  acknowl- 
edge his  wrong  in  so  doing,  and  promise 
to  do  so  no  more." 

Other  actions  of  interest  from  this 
time  period  were: 

3.  "Query — As  there  is  a  growing  in- 
clination among  our  ministers  to  be  re- 
munerated for  their  services,  could  not 
this  council  place  some  restriction  on 
the  system? 

Answer — We  resolve  to  concentrate 
our  influence  against  this  evil." 

4.  "Query — Is  is  against  the  teaching 
of  the  Scriptures  or  order  of  the  Breth- 
ren, for  Brethren  to  attend  neighborhood 
prayer  meetings,  and  if  not,  is  it  right  for 
them  to  take  part? 

Answer — Not  right  according  to 
Scripture  or  order  of  the  BreUiren. 
Passed." 

5.  "Query — Is  is  right,  according  to 
the  Gospel,  to  receive  a  lawyer  into  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren,  and  permit  him 
to  continue  his  profession  as  a  lawyer? 

Answer — Not  right." 

6.  "Query — Inasmuch  as  there  are 
certain  churches  in  the  Southern  District 


of  Iowa  that  are  out  of  order — follow 
ing  the  vain  and  foolish  fashions  of  the 
world — the  wearing  of  hats,  bustles  and 
ruffles  by  the  sisters,  and  some  of  the' 
brethren  following  the  height  of  fashion, 
of  the  world — the  wearing  of  the  mus-! 
tache  and  otherwise  conforming  to  the| 
order  of  the  world,  which  is  not  toleratec| 
by  the  general  Brotherhood  or  Gospej 
— or  churches  that  may  be  otherwise  ou'; 
of  order  that  may  be  a  hindrance  to  tht 
growth  of  true  Christianity,  will  this  Dis-, 
trict  Meeting  make  it  obligatory  upor 
our  elders  to  visit  such  churches  and  se- 
in  order  things  that  may  be  wanting?    • 

Answer — Inasmuch  as  Annual  Meet 
ing  has  already  made  it  obligatory  upoii 
elders  to  comply  with  the  request  of  thi 
query,  we  urge  that  elders  do  not  neglec 
this  duty."

possible   refinement  of  truth   from  the 
Word  of  God  is  as  dangerous  as  the 
idea  that  a  truth  must  be  new  to  be  ac- 
I  ceptable  in  this  age.    There  are  some 
who  believe  that  the  Brethren  Church 
;  has  gleaned  every  shred  of  truth  from 
ithe  Scriptures.    I  do  not  believe  it.    To 
j  dismiss   a  new  idea  because   it   is   not 
traditional,      with      emotionally-loaded 
statements   like,   "Let's   get   rid   of  the 
[pancer  before  it  spreads,"  is  to  willfully 
blind  ourselves  to  the  lessons  of  history. 
Surely,  as  the  Lord  builds  His  church, 
there  should  be  growth  in  the  discern- 
ment of  His  truth.    As  we  look  at  the 
Brethren  Church  one  hundred  years  ago, 
iwe  ought  to  stop  and  sing  "Praise  God 
From  Whom  All  Blessings  Flow"  that 
isome  of  our  forefathers  and  contempo- 
raries refused  to  accept  things  as  they 
were,  but  were  willing  to  change  as  they 
Saw  new  truth  from  the  Word  of  God. 
I     Several  years  ago   a  committee  was 
■eiippointed     to     revise     the     document 
'oknown  as  "The  Message  of  the  Brethren 
ijMinistry."  This  committee  was  disband- 
;'El;d  because  of  the  threat  of  legal  action 
i-iigainst  some  of  our  churches.    It  is  my 
PM;onviction  that  there  is  need  for  clari- 
ilpcation  and  amplification  of  some  of  the 
tli|ruths  in  this  statement.    I  recommend, 
Wherefore,  that  the  work  of  this  com- 
iitjnittee  be  reactivated  and  that  a  com- 
:arlj|nittee  of  nine  be  appointed  to  pursue 
ihis  task. 

m  II.  The  second  area  of  concern  leads 
pi|o  the  admonition  that  the  advance  of 
dtlhe  denomination  must  never  be  sub- 
stituted for  the  advance  of  the  gospel. 
tblDne  of  the  reasons  that  our  church  has 
tolliot  grown  as  others  is  that  many  Breth- 
ia?en  think  small.  In  the  early  American 
ieatliistory  of  the  Brethren  Church  a  farmer 
;.  atVould  devote  a  corner  of  his  farm  to  the 
mk  hurch  with  the  idea  that  Brethren  fami- 
nes would  raise  their  children  according 
asiib  the  doctrines  of  the  church.  Little 
Gi)|iought  was  given  to  evangelizing  a  com- 
adiunity.  I'm  afraid  this  same  idea  is  still 
in  tl|Tesent  in  the  minds  of  many.  A  group 
idlolecides  they  want  to  have  a  Brethren 


church  in  Kokomo  or  Omaha,  where- 
upon the  District  Mission  Board  or  the 
Home  Missions  Council  is  consulted, 
and  a  church  is  started.  After  several 
years  and  several  thousand  dollars  it  is 
discovered  that  the  group  wanted  a 
Brethren  Church,  but  the  individual 
members  had  no  interest  in  winning  the 
people  in  the  community  to  Christ.  In 
fact,  sometimes  the  adherence  to  cold 
orthodoxy  and  traditional  Brethrenism 
was  a  hindrance  to  evangelism. 

Every  one  of  our  churches  should  give 
careful  attention  to  its  image  in  the 
community.  People  who  are  looking  for 
what  we  have  to  offer  are  not  looking 
for  a  denomination;  they  are  looking  for 
a  people  who  demonstrate  the  reality  of 
an  experience  with  Christ.  A  part  of 
this  reflection  of  Christ  will  be  a  demon- 
stration of  concern  for  all  the  residents 
of  a  community;  not  because  they  are 
prospects  for  the  church,  but  because 
they  are  people  whom  God  loves,  as 
demonstrated  by  the  willingness  of 
Christ  to  die  for  them.  Each  mem- 
ber of  the  Brethren  Church  should 
ask  himself,  "How  many  people  in  my 
community  really  have  seen  evidence 
that  I  love  them?"  If  they  believe  that 
you  are  a  cliquish,  cultic  group  that  is 
more  concerned  with  promoting  a  de- 
nomination than  reaching  people,  the 
growth  of  our  churches  will  be  definitely 
limited. 

F.  J.  Huegel,  outstanding  Latin- 
American  missionary  statesman,  ex- 
presses something  of  my  conviction  in 
his  book  That  Old  Serpent  the  Devil. 
He  declares,  "He  studies  us  carefully 
— and  then  slips  up  on  our  blind  side. 
Christians  can  be  brought,  at  least  to  a 
degree,  under  the  deadly  spell  of  'that 
old  serpent  the  devil,'  for  example,  by 
laying  too  great  store  by  their  denomi- 
nation. Something  good  in  itself,  but 
which  becomes  an  occasion  for  the  en- 
croachments of  Satan,  if  stressed  to  the 
exclusion  of  the  members  of  the  entire 
spiritual  body  of  Christ.  Something 
which  gives  the  enemy  ground  if  our 
denomination  as  such,  simply  because  it 


is  ours,  begins  to  fill  the  horizon  with 
mystic  glories  and  redeeming  qualities 
which  only  Christ  possesses.  Preachers 
may  give  ground  to  Satan  and  suffer 
the  debilitating  effects  of  such  ground 
ceded  to  the  enemy,  by  simply  holding 
and  stressing  out  of  proportion  to  its 
true  worth  in  relation  to  the  great  re- 
demptive work  of  Christ  consummated 
on  Calvary,  some  Christian  ordinance  or 
rite.  You  can  make  so  much  of  a  doc- 
trine. Biblical,  and  good  in  its  place,  that 
the  glorious  person  of  Christ  in  relation 
with  whom  doctrines  acquire  their  value, 
and  apart  from  whom  they  have  none,  is 
eclipsed.  And  as  an  inevitable  conse- 
quence Satan  encroaches  upon  the 
church  and  weakens  it.  You  can  be  so 
horrified  by  the  baseness  of  so-called 
modernists,  and  so  bent  on  consigning 
the  hypocrites  to  hell,  that  you  sin 
against  love,  poisoning  the  springs  of 
Christian  devotion,  and  thus  rendering 
ineffective  your  ministry  to  those  who 
desperately  need  the  sweetness  of  Chris- 
tian charity.  You  can  be  so  concerned 
about  the  forms  of  the  church,  which  if 
not  administered  in  your  way  are  heresy 
deep  as  hell,  as  to  lose  all  sense  of  the 
infinite  value  of  the  Holy  Spirit's  pres- 
ence and  overflow." 

He  adds:  "How  many  Christians  who, 
after  having  begun  well,  are  eventually 
side-tracked  by  Satan.  Spurious  religious 
zeal  does  the  work.  To  cover  his 
tracks  the  enemy  whispers:  "You  are  so 
much  more  rehgious  than  the  ordinary 
run  of  Christians." 

He  continues  by  suggesting,  "Let  us 
turn  to  another  element  in  the  enemy's 
strategy  which,  had  the  church  under- 
stood, she  would  not  be  in  the  condition 
she  is  in  today.  Satan  achieves  his  great- 
est victories  through  the  dastardly  "thing 
we  call  divisions.  It  is  a  long  story  and 
we  cannot  go  into  it.  But  it'can  all  be 
summed  up  in  a  few  words:  Christ  unites 
— Satan  divides.  Christ  would  have  us 
overlook  the  non-essentials  that  serve  to 
divide  us  as  Christians,  that  we  might 
be  one  in  His  divine  person  as  we 
gather  about  His  redeeming  cross.    He 


tells  us  that  the  greatest  fundamental  is 
love.  Christ  prays  that  we  might  be  one 
as  He  and  the  Father  are  One,  that  the 
world  might  believe.  Satan's  way, 
which  seems  to  have  had  its  heyday  id 
many  an  epoch  in  the  church's  history,! 
is  very  different.  He  puts,  so  to  speak, 
the  magnifying  glass  over  points  of  se- 
condary concern.  He  can  do  nothing 
so  long  as  Christians  are  united  in  love.'j 

The  leaders  in  every  church  in  oui, 
fellowship  should  spend  time  examin 
ing  the  image  that  they  are  presenting 
to  the  community.  Some  of  the  ques 
tions  that  might  be  asked  are:  Do  thos( 
in  the  area  of  our  local  church  believe 
that  love  for  the  truth  is  coupled  wit] 
a  genuine  love  for  people?  In  the  desir 
to  be  separated  from  the  world,  hav! 
we  separated  ourselves  from  the  peopl} 
of  the  world?  Would  those  who  attcn; 
our  services  who  may  have  deviations  i, 
life  and  doctrine  be  warmly  received  c' 
treated  as  "outsiders"?  ' 

The  Lord  was  accused  of  demorl 
strating  too  much  concern  for  the  non| 
conformist — the  publicans  and  sinner 
We,  as  His  followers,  should  be  carefi 
that  we  do  not  retreat  in  safety  to  oi 
smug  pharasaical-church  group  and  fo 
get  the  fact  that  the  heart  of  the  Loi 
was  "Father,  forgive  them;  for  the 
know  not  what  they  do."  1 

III.  The  third  exhortation  is  that 
professional  attitude  must  never  repla 
the  responsibility  of  demonstrating  tl 
reality  of  a  love  relationship  to  Jes 
Christ.  What  is  meant  by  a  "profe 
sional  attitude"?  By  this,  it  is  mea 
that  the  position  in  the  church  is  mcj; 
important  than  our  relation  to  Chrii 
While  admitting  that  it  is  one  of  t 
primary  purposes  of  the  church,  t 
professional  rationalizes  that  the  job 
demonstrating  Christ  is  always  the 
sponsibility  of  someone  else.  We  ne 
to  be  reminded  that  though  much  is  s; 
in  the  Bible  about  being  doctrinaly  .'J' 
correct,  yet  the  Lord  told  the  discipis 
"A  new  commandment  I  give  unto  yfiT' 
That  ye   love   one  another;   as   I  Me!  '

loved  you,  that  ye  also  love  one  another. 
By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are 
my  disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  to  an- 
other" (John  13:34-35). 

Notice   that   men   will   recognize  the 
reality  of  an  experience  with  Christ,  not 
so  much  by  seeing  love  demonstrated  to 
them  as.  by  seeing  the  disciples  love  one 
another.    It  is  my  opinion  that  a  hin- 
drance to  our  growth  is  that  often  the 
community  does  not  see  a  demonstration 
■of  the  love  of  Christ  between  Christians. 
They  may  observe  faithfulness  in  attend- 
^ance,  devotion  to  duty,  and  even  grasp 
of  Bible  truth;  but  that  which  will  attract 
'is  the  evidence  of  the  warmth  of  love  be- 
tween Christians   and  will   make  them 
"say,  "I  want  to  be  a  part  of  that  group." 
A  demonstration  of  the  love  of  Christ 
is  also  needed  in  many  instances  in  the 
pastoral-laymen    relationship.    Most    of 
the   problems  of  the   pastor  would  be 
''Ssolved  if  his  people  felt  he  loved  them. 
^iThey  would  even  tolerate  mediocrity  in 
a  number  of  areas  if  they  were  con- 
- 'vinced  of  his  sincerity  in  this.  But  some- 
'■'how,    a    seminary    training    does    not 
•■■guarantee  it.    In  fact,  the  pride  of  ac- 
■'■■complishment,  accompanied  by  expecta- 
^^'tion  of  recognition,  has  a  tendency  to 
'''Sincrease  the  barrier. 
fl     On  the  other  hand,   some  churches 
''jhave  a  name  for  being  hard  on  pastors. 
Some    of   them    have    developed    petty 
[dictators  whose  chief  delight  is  to  make 
the     preacher    miserable.     We     should 
''^"realize  that  the  relationship  of  the  pastor 
'"'and  people  has  a  direct  bearing  on  the 
'^■'t^ommunity's  attitude  toward  the  church. 
^*[When   asked  why   his  family  joined   a 
IS*'  ;ertain  church,  a  man  replied,  "I  found 
nfthe  people  really  loved  the  pastor." 
te     One  of  our  problems  in  experiencing 
f  growth  is  the  lack  of  qualified  pastors. 
. "  llfoung  people  freely   express  their   at- 
titi'ltude;  they  will  go  into  the  Lord's  work 
K'3ut  not  the  pastorate.    Why?    Certainly 
*  1  part  of  the  reason  is  that  they  see  the 
liSjastor  faces  ridiculous  problems  caused 
nnJjjy  little  people  who  are  not  manifesting 
^iip^  he  love  of  Christ.   Young  people  would 
cU'rather    go    into    Campus    Crusade    or 


Young  Life,  with  less  salary  and  se- 
curity, than  be  a  part  of  perpetuating  an 
organization  that  they  feel  is  not  doing 
the  job  anyway.  This  does  not  need  to 
be  the  case.  Our  best  young  men  should 
be  assuming  the  leadership  of  our 
churches. 

Local  churches  could  well  spend  some 
time  annually  in  self-analysis,  asking 
themselves  if  they  are  manifesting  the 
love  of  Christ  to  one  another  as  they 
should. 

Not  only  should  this  love  manifest 
itself  in  the  local  church,  but  in  the  Na- 
tional Fellowship  of  Brethren  Churches 
as  well.  All  of  us  should  give  attention 
to  how  much  we  depend  on  one  another. 
Surely  we  are  going  to  have  some  dif- 
ferences of  opinion.  Extreme  care 
should  be  exercised,  however,  that  we 
major  on  that  which  was  God's  intent 
for  the  church. 

I  would  like  to  read  Revelation  2:2-5. 
"1  know  thy  works,  and  thy  labour,  and 
thy  patience,  and  how  thou  canst  not 
bear  them  which  are  evil:  and  thou  hast 
tried  them  which  say  they  are  apostles, 
and  are  not,  and  hast  found  them  liars: 
And  hast  borne,  and  hast  patience,  and 
for  my  name's  sake  hast  laboured,  and 
hast  not  fainted.  Nevertheless  I  have 
somewhat  against  thee,  because  thou 
hast  left  thy  first  love.  Remember  there- 
fore from  whence  thou  art  fallen,  and  re- 
pent, and  do  the  first  works;  or  else  I 
will  come  unto  thee  quickly,  and  will 
remove  thy  candlestick  out  of  his  place, 
except  thou  repent." 

As  your  moderator  1  have  sounded 
three  warnings,  namely: 

1.  Traditions  must  never  compete 
with  the  importance  of  the  Word  of 
God. 

2.  The  advance  of  the  denomination 
must  never  be  substituted  for  the  ad- 
vance of  the  gospel. 

3.  A  professional  attitude  must  never 
replace  the  responsibility  of  demonstrat- 
ing the  reality  of  a  love  relationship  to 
Jesus  Christ. 

My  specific  recommendations  are  as 
follows: 
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1.  A  committee  should  be  appointed 
to  review  and  revise  the  statement 
Icnown  as  "The  Message  of  the  Brethren 
Ministry." 

2.  Local  churches  should  be  urged 
to  spend  time  this  year  in  self-analysis. 
Among  the  areas  that  should  be  em- 
phasized are  the  improvement  of  local 
church  interpersonal  relationships  and 
the  community  image,  both  of  which 
have  a  definite  bearing  on  community 
outreach. 

3.  It  is  my  recommendation  that 
every  district  in  our  fellowship  as  well  as 
every  organization  of  our  national  fel- 
lowship rethink  its  purpose  as  it  relates 
to  the  church  as  a  whole  as  well  as  to  the 
Brethren   Church.      Surely   we  need   to 


pledge  ourselves  anew  to  mutual  cooper- 
ation in  a  task  that  is  so  immense  that  we 
desperately  need  each  other  as  we  never 
have  before. 

From  this  exhortation  you  might 
think  I  take  a  very  pessimistic  view  of 
the  Brethren  Church.  No,  I  don't.  I 
think  we  have  accomplished  much,  espe-[ 
cially  in  missions,  education,  and  Chris-i 
tian  education.  But  my  concern  is  that! 
the  development  of  our  successes  in  ai 
worldwide  denominational  program  be' 
also  accompanied  by  a  strengthening  of 
our  foundation,  the  local  church.  Only 
then  can  we  supply  the  manpower  and' 
the  money  to  sustain  these  programs 
and  effectively  assume  our  share  in  the; 
worldwide  program  Christ  left  us  to  ac-| 
complish.  ▼     j

REPORT  OF  THE 
CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  providence  of  God.  we  are  again  privi- 
leged to  report  to  this  national  conference  con- 
cerning the  work  of  Christian  education  in  our 
churches  across  the  nation.  In  this  first  report  of 
the  Christian  Education  Department,  which 
brought  together  the  former  "National  Sunday 
School  Board."  and  "The  Brethren  Youth  Council." 
we  have  every  reason  to  praise  our  God.  and  to 
thank  Him  for  every  blessing  that  has  come. 

It  is  our  purpose  in  this  report  to  atteinpt  a 
brief  summary  of  the  work  of  this  past  year,  and 
to  announce  a  few  of  the  projected  plans  for  the 
future. 

THE  YEAR  IN  REVIEW 
It  is  always  difficult  to  put   into  a  few  words 
the  work  of  a  staff  for  an  entire  year.  However, 
because  we  believe  this  conference  wants  to  know, 
we  dare  to  make  such  an  attempt. 

STATISTICS 

Our  national  statistician  has  already  given  his 
report  to  this  conference  for  the  year  1966,  and 
we  call  attention  to  that  phase  of  his  report  that 
dealt  with  the  various  areas  of  Christian  educa- 
tion. We  would  remind  you  that  already  these 
statistics  are  outdated  by  a  period  of  8  months, 
yet  they  are  the  latest  available  figures  possible  to 
secure.  We  are  in  this  year  of  1967.  and  already 
much  of  that  which  we  will  accomplish  in  this 
year  has  become  a  matter  of  records. 

In  the  field  of  Sunday  school  we  are  happy  to 
report  that  1966  showed  a  5.6^^  increase  in  average 
attendance  over  that  of  1965.  This  is  a  matter  for 
rejoicing,  in  that  1966  was  a  year  in  which  Sunday 
school  attendance  in  many  denominations  and 
fellowships  of  churches  was  on  the  decrease.  How- 
ever, this  increase  was  produced  by  80  of  our 
schools,  plus  10  new  schools  reporting  for  the 
first  time  during  the  year,  meaning  that  90  schools 
showed  an  increase.  110  schools  reported  losses  in 
attendance,  while  8  remained  static  with  neither 
gain  nor  loss.  Your  Christian  Education  Depart- 
ment has  taken  a  serious  look  at  the  problem 
which  faces  us.  and  we  again  would  offer  our 
help  to  all  who  would  care  to  use  help,  to  make 
this  year  one  in  which  every  school  might  show  a 
gain. 

A  bit  closer  look  at  our  statistics  reveals  the 
fact  that  our  losses  occur  at  the  junior  high, 
senior  high,  and  young  people's  age  groupings.  It 
points  up  the  fact  that  we  need  to  take  a  new 
look  at  our  Sunday  school  provision  for  these  age 
groups,  and  increase  our  emphasis  in  these  areas 
on  more  classes,  better  trained  staffs,  and  more 
personal  involvement  on  the  part  of  the  pupils 
themselves. 

Our  Brethren  training  hour  program  (involving 
Brethren  youth  fellowships)  show  that  61  of  our 
churches  have  no  provision  for  this  kind  of  a 
program.  We  are  in  the  process  of  development  of 
a  total  training  time  program  that  will  help  to 
erase  the  problems  of  this  area  of  our  work.  We 
call  attention  to  your  own  statistical  reports,  in- 
cluded in  your  conference  packet.  We  would  urge 
you  to  read  the  comparative  figures,  and  check 
the  program  in  your  own  church. 
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We  were  thrilled  with  the  excellent  report  con- 
cerning Vacation  Bible  Schools  in  which  168 
churches  reported  schools  were  held  in  1966,  with 
a  total  attendance  daily  of  19.238  people.  The 
curriculum  of  these  schools  has  been  correlated 
with  our  Sunday  school  curriculum,  and  we  are 
rejoicing  in  even  greater  schools  reported  in  1967. 
It  is  one  of  the  bright  spots  on  the  total  horizon 
of  Christian  education. 

Statistics  concerning  our  summer  camps  reveal 
literally  scores  of  decisions  for  Christ,  many  de- 
cisions for  full  time  service,  and  young  people 
having  been  enrolled  in  our  Brethren  Student  Life 
Volunteers.  Your  Christian  Education  Department 
has  taken  new  steps  to  carefully  follow  these 
"Brethren  Student  Life  Volunteers,"  and  to  give 
aid  to  every  church  in  nurturing  them  as  they 
heed   the  call  of  Christ. 

Our  boys  and  girls  work  through  Christian 
Service  Brigade.  SMM,  and  other  youth  club 
works  is  making  good  progress.  We  are  aware 
that  the  greatest  number  in  these  works  are  to 
be  found  in  the  junior  age  bracket,  indicating 
again  our  need  for  emphasis  placed  upon  the 
junior  high,  senior  high,  and  young  people's  pro- 
grams in  our   club  work. 

Our  annual  Christian  Education  Convention  just 
concluded  was  the  largest  in  attendance  in  the 
years,  that  we  have  been  privileged  to  conduct 
such  a  conference-  Our  hearts  were  thrilled  as 
we  shared  in  major  sessions  with  inspiring  mes- 
sages from  the  Word  of  God.  Our  speakers  fol- 
lowed closely  the  theme  of  the  convention — "God 
Speaks."  He  spoke  to  us  through  the  leaders  in 
47  workshops,  and  the  inspiration  and  information 
can  only  serve  to  challenge  us  as  we  return  to 
our  home  churches  to  do  the  work  of  Christian 
education.  The  conference  climaxed  in  a  challenge 
hour  led  by  Dr.  John  Blanchard  of  the  National 
Association  of  Christian  Schools.  We  are  happy  to 
report  the  production  of  the  first  Christian  School 
Directory  among  our  churches,  revealing  that  we 
have  Christian  Day  Schools  conducted  by  20  of 
our  churches.  For  each  of  these  we  praise  our 
God. 

ITINERATION 
The  year  was  a  thrilling  year  for  both  Dan  Gra- 
bill  and  myself  as  we  were  privileged  to  travel  to 
many  of  our  churches  across  the  nation — to  serve 
in  the  local  church,  in  district  rallies,  conferences, 
youth  rallies,  camps.  Christian  Schools — in  fact 
in  every  area  of  Christian  Education.  Together, 
we  were  able  to  visit  in  every  district  in  our 
brotherhood.  To  list  all  of  the  churches  in  which 
we  shared  would  take  a  long  time — but  God  has 
been  good  in  permitting  us  this  added  blessing. 
We  shared  in  many  conferences  that  brought 
many  of  you  to  central  points.  A  great  youth  con- 
ference for  brigade  boys  was  conducted  on  the 
campus  of  Grace  College,  where  both  Dan  Grabill 
and  I  had  the  joy  of  leading  the  boys  in  the  study 
of  the  Word  of  God.  and  in  practical  conferences 
on  daily  living.  Mr.  Grabill  shared  in  a  youth 
conference  bringing  together  leaders  of  youth 
from  many  fellowships  of  churches  last  February 
while  I  had  the  joy  of  ministering  to  our  Home 
Missions  workshops  in  both  the  east  and  west.  All 
in  all.  we  join  together  in  thanking  God  for  his 
protection  upon  our  lives  as  we  traveled  many 
thousands   of   miles. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  year  was  one  in  which  we  saw  a  new 
publication  launched  in  our  fellowship  of 
churches— an  8-page  monthly  paper  with  helps 
for  Christian  education  workers,  called  Succeed. 
It  has  been  well  received,  and  will  continue  to 
be  published   in  this   new  year  of   effort. 

Teen-Age-Times  has  been  continued  through- 
out the  year,  going  to  all  of  our  youth.  Now  we 
have  plans  for  a  greater  outreach,  and  an  ex- 
panded publication  as  we  bring  together  several 
of  our  youth  publications.  More  will  be  said  about 
this  in  our  announcements  to  our  Youth  Confer- 
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ence,  but  pray  with  us  for  the  launching 
youth  paper. 

STAFF 

We  thank  God  daily  for  an  outstanding  staff 
of  co-laborers.  We  are  blessed  w^ith  a  staff  of 
workers  that  know  truly  what  it  means  to  give 
of  themselves  sacrificially,  to  serve  in  real  Chris- 
tian harmony,  and  to  accomplish  the  work  that 
God  has  given  them  to  do.

Church.  God  has  called,  and  we  can  only  say, 
"Thank  you  Dan  for  your  part  in  the  work  of 
Christian  Education,  during  this  first  year  of  our 
labor.  We  shall  pray  for  you  and  the  work  to 
which  He  has  called  you  as  you  move  from  our 
midst.  We  do  appreciate  your  labors,  your  fellow- 
ship, and  your  contribution  to  the  youth  of  our 
church." 

We  thank  God  for  supplying  Rev.  Mert  Lambert, 
who  joined  our  staff  on  June  26.  and  is  already 
making  a  contribution  to  the  work  of  our  depart- 
ment. We  believe  that  great  days  are  ahead  for  us. 
Bobbette  Osborn,  our  office  manager,  has  com- 
pleted 10  years  of  service  with  the  department, 
and  continues  to  be  a  real  blessing  in  our  work.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE 
ON  MODERATOR'S  ADDRESS 


We,  the  Committee  on  the  Moderator's  Address, 
wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  coiTunend  our 
moderator.  Dr.  Glenn  O'Neal,  for  his  unique  and 
thought-provoking  message  embodying  our  con- 
ference theme  "I  Will  Build  My  Church."  In  this 
decade  in  which  the  Christian  church  has  brought 
ecumenism  to  the  forefront  as  never  before  since 
the  first  century,  it  seems  well  to  emphasize  the, 
message  of  the  timeless  Scriptures  on  this  theme 

We  also  commend  our  moderator  for  reminding 
us  anew  of  the  lack  of  numerical  growth  in  the 
Brethren  Church  in  spite  of  Christ's  words,  'al, 
power  is  given  unto  me  in  heaven  and  earth,"  anc 
for  sounding  warnings,  which,  if  unheeded,  wili 
probably  lead  to  further  decline.  We  concur  thai' 
the  Brethren  Church  needs  a  new  vision  concern. i 
ing  growth.  \ 

It  was  most  profitable  for  our  conference  to  b(' 
reminded  of  the  primacy  of  the  Scriptures  ii 
relation  to  all  things  believed  and  practiced  by 
the  Brethren  in  this  generation.  The  many  refer, 
ences  to  our  19th  century  history  pointed  ou 
forcefully  that  our  doctrines  and  policies  havi' 
not  always  found  completely  their  foundation  ii, 
the  Word  of  God.  And  we  commend  our  modera' 
tor  on  the  courageous  way  in  which  he  encouraget: 
us  to  keep  open  minds  to  refinement  and  restate 
ment  of  doctrine,  and  re-examination  of  practice 

We  concur  with  our  moderator  that  each  distric 
and  national  organization  should  carefully  rethinl 
its  individual  purpose,  and  its  relationship  as 
whole  to  the  Brethren  Church.  And  we  furthe 
agree  that  undoubtedly,  each  of  these  could  b 
strengthened  by  a  more  effective  relationshi 
with  the  local  churches. 

We  also  appreciate  the  moderator  calling  to  ou 
attention  the  need  to  reevaluate  our  love  for  Goc 
fellow  believers  and  laborers  for  God,  and  a  lo; 
world.  This  is  certainly  first  and  foremost  in  th 
triumvirate  of  spiritual  graces  listed  by  th 
Apostle  Paul  in  I  Corinthians  13. 

To  the  end  that  we  shall  work  hand  in  han 
with  our  Lord  in  the  building  and  forwarding  th 
work  of  His  church  in  our  generation,  we  recom 
mend  the  following: 

1.  That  we  adopt  the  recommendation  of  ol 
moderator  that  a  committee  of  nine  be  appointe 
to  carefully  review,  and  revise  where  necessar; 
the  Message  of  the  Brethren  ministry.  We 
quest  that  the  Committee  on  Committees  mail 
these  appointments  immediately,  and  that  th 
committee  be  instructed  to  bring  its  report 
our  1968  conference  at  the  first  business  session 

2.  We  further  recommend  that  in  the  light  ( 
the  extremely  slow  rate  of  growth  in  oi 
fellowship  we  ask  that  each  individual  churc 
spend  this  coming  year  in  self-evaluation  of  i 
own  pattern  of  growth  and  progress.  There  a) 
three  profitable  steps  which  each  church  cou' 
take   in  order  to  assess  its  condition: 

a.  Make  a  chart  and  publicly  display  it.  shov 
ing  the  average  attendances  in  Sunday  schoc 
morning  and  evening  worship,  and  prayer  mee 
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ing,    and    the    yearly    giving    from    the    time    of 
the  origin  of  the  congregation.  This  will  factually 

,,  show   the   decline  or   progress   in    the   history    of 

[  the  local   work. 

';  b.  Make  an  honest  effort  to  evaluate  the  image 
of  your  church  in  Its  community.  The  question, 
"What  do  others  think  when  our  church  is  men- 
tioned?" is  most  crucial.  We  then  need  to  do  all 
within  our  power  to  improve  our  image  to  the 
glory  of  Christ  and  the  growth  of  His  Church. 

c.  Courageously  have  each  church  board  list 
the  problems  and  needs  in  your  church  which 
stand    in   the   way    of   growth   and    progress,   and 


then   diligently    labor   and    pray   to   the   end   that 
all  of  these  might  be  removed  in  the  coming  year.

RESOLVED:  That  the  Brethren  Church  reaffim 
its  time-honored  position  on  the  Scriptures:  tha 
the  Bible  in  its  totality,  including  both  the  Ok 
and  New  Testaments,  is  given  by  inspiration 
God  and  is  therefore  accurate  in  its  original  auto 
graphs; 

RESOLVED:  That  it  shall  be  the  basic  purposilaiiii' 
of  each  member  of  our  fellowship  to  make  knowi  linjhj^ 
the   message    of    the   Scriptures    to    men    througlf^; 
personal    evangelism   and   our   missionary    organi 
za tions.     recognizing    the    authority    of    Matthev  jy, 
28:19,  20  and  its  clear  command  to  evangelize  th'  j 
world. 
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;      RESOLVED:   That  we  reaffirm   our   recognition 
■  of  The  Message  of  The  Brethren  Ministry  as  the 
statement   which   best   sets   forth  our   beliefs  and 
practices. 

I  RESOLVED:  That  we  condemn  communism,  as  a 
godless  philosophy  and  clearly  reveal  its  errors 
,  to  our   people. 

RESOLVED:  That  we  deplore  the  tendency  of 
Christians  to  conform  to  extreme  styles  in  apparel 
land  aoneaT-ance. 

1  RESOLVED:  That  we  reaffirm  our  opposition  to 
all  un-Biblical  forms  of  ecumenicity,  which  foster 
and  develop  mergers  of  churches  and  religious 
organizations  to  other  than  Biblical  grounds,  thus 
sacrificing  truth,  and  that  we  declare  our  complete 
separation  from  the  apparent  purpose  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  Amer- 
ica to  undermine  the  basic  doctrines  of  the  Word 
of  God,  and  to  promote  a  so-called  Christian  hu- 
manism, which  ignores  the  preaching  of  the  true 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

RESOLVED:  That  whereas  Christians  are  ad- 
monished in  the  Word  of  God  (Mark  12:17  and 
Romans  13:1-7)  to  pray  for  civil  leaders,  as  well

Seven  of  the  twelve  chap- 
riffi  tins  have  served  in  Vietnam,  one  has  just  arrived 
j^  kere.  and  one  will  be  arriving  within  a  month. 
;';ni  this  means  that  very  soon  nine  of  the  twelve  will 
■■jei  lave  served  there.  All  of  them  express  gratitude 
jii  >r  the  privilege  of  being  with  their  men  in  their 


time  of  need,  and  many  have  told  of  wonderful 
conversions.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for  His  lead- 
ing in  their  lives. 

Two  of  our  men  have  had  promotions  within 
the  past  year — Chaplain  Burton  G.  Hatch  from 
Major  to  Lt.  Col.,  and  Chaplain  Lee  D.  Burris 
from  Capt.  to  Maj.  During  part  of  their  time 
Chaplain  Hatch  and  Chaplain  Lindberg  have 
served  in  the  same  area,  and  Chaplain  Burris  and 
Chaplain  Emlyn  Jones  have  served  together. 

Chaplain  Carlton  J.  Fuller  completed  a  year  of 
isolated  duty  in  Alaska  in  May  of  1967,  and  is 
now  assigned  to  Cannon  Air  Force  Base  in  New 
Mexico.

Chaplain  Schumacher  and  Chaplain  Fuller  have 
official  leave  for  their  appearance  at  this  National 
Conference.  Letters  of  appreciation  will  be  sent 
to  their  superior  officers  for  their  making  this 
possible.  These  men,  as  are  all  of  our  chaplains, 
are  anxious  to  maintain  close  contact  with  their 
denomination.  And.  the  services  like  very  much 
to  have  the  men  keep  in  close  contact  with  their 
denomination  and  its  activities. 

Chaplain  John  D.  Talley  had  leave  to  attend  the 
Alumni  Conference  at  Grace  Seminary  in  Janu- 
ary of  1967.  He  expressed  real  appreciation  for 
the  conference  and  for  the  privilege  of  being  here. 
Chaplain  Orville  D.  Lorenz  visited  Grace  Semi- 
nary in  January.  1967.  and  had  opportunity  to 
speak  to  various  groups  and  to  do  some  counsel- 
ling. Chaplain  Talley  was  chosen  as  the  best 
platoon  leader  of  the  nine -week  basic  training 
course  at  Fort  Hamilton,  Brooklyn.  New  York. 
last  September. 

Chaplain  Lorenz  has  moved  from  Texas  to  San 
Francisco.  California.  He  has  been  selected  to 
deliver  the  L.  S.  Bauman  Lectures  at  Grace  The- 
ological Seminary  in  1969. 

Moody  Press  is  in  the  process  of  publishing  a 
book  on  the  Life  of  Chaplain  James  Hutchens, 
who  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most-publicized 
chaplains  to  serve  in  Vietnam. 

We  continue  to  have  excellent  rapport  with 
the  Chiefs  of  Chaplains.  They  have  given  us 
very  high  praise  of  all  of  our  men.  We  can 
rightly  be  proud  of  the  records  that  our  men 
are  making. 

As  your  Endorsing  Agent  I  have  tried  to  attend 
at  least  one  official  meeting  of  Chaplains  on  the 
national  level.  With  your  permission,  I  shall  con- 
tinue to  do  this.  The  one  thing  that  would  be  of 
value  to  our  men  and  which  would  give  us 
further  and  wider  contacts  with  our  chaplains 
and  with  other  chaplains  would  be  a  visit  with 
our  Chaplains  in  Vietnam,  to  meet  with  them  in 
spiritual  retreats  and  to  observe  first-hand  the 
work  that  they  are  doing.  I  have  found  no  way 
of  making  such  a  visit.  Many  of  the  Endorsing 
Agents  of  other  groups  have  done  this  and  have 
found    it    very    worthwhile. 

Chaplain  Jenkins  has  moved  from  Norfolk, 
Virginia,  to  Key  West,  Florida.  He  reports  a  fine 
beginning  in  the  work  there.  Our  newest  U.  S. 
Navy  chaplain.  Richard  I.  McNeely,  spent  one 
tour  of  sea  duty  in  Tonkin  Gulf,  in  the  Vietnam 
zone.  At  present  he  is  on  a  cruise  in  the  Hawaii 
area.  U.  S.  Navy  Chaplain  Dale  Brock  will  leave 
soon  to  minister  to  the  U.  S.  Marines  in  Vietnam. 
He  concluded  a  very  profitable  ministry  at  the 
Naval  Air  Facility  in  Washington.  D.  C,  recently. 

I  would  commend  to  your  attention  the  article 
in  the  "Special  Issue"  (July  29)  of  the  Brethren 
Missionary  Herald  on  the  chaplains  entitled  "Mis- 
sionary To  The  Military."  This  would  be  a  fine 
article  to  file  in  your  "chaplain   file."     The  bio- 
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graphical  information  can  be  helpful  for  the  fu- 

Please  continue  to  pray  for  the  chaplains.  They 
appreciate  this  very  much;  in  fact,  they  depend 
upon  it.  Pray  for  them  as  they  contact  enlisted 
men  and  officers  for  Christ.  There  is  one  out- 
standing case  where  a  chaplain  was  helpful  in  the 
winning  to  Christ  of  an  Army  officer  from  one  of 
our  Brethren  Churches.  If  you  have  men  that 
the  chaplains  might  be  in  contact  with,  they  will 
appreciate  your  writing  to  them.

1966  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
SELECTIVE  SERVICE 

Your  Committee  on  Selective  Service  met  once 
during  the  year,  and  stands  ready  to  serve  as 
called  upon. 

The    committee    makes    the    following    report: 

Due  to  the  present  world  unrest  morally, 
spiritually,    socially,    and    especially    politically, 

We.  your  Committee  on  Selective  Service,  de- 
sire to  place  the  following  recommendations  be- 
fore this  Conference: 

1.  That  we  renew  our  historic  stand  with  rela- 
tion to  w^ar:  namely,  that  The  Brethren  Church 
from  her  origin  has  been  utterly  opposed  to  the 
use  of  violence  or  any  physical  forces  as  a  means 
to  an  end  on  the  part  of  the  children  of  God.  We 
regard  the  governments  of  the  world  system  as 
being  yet  unregenerate.  and  their  methods  of  vi- 
olence contrary  to  the  methods  God  has  author- 
ized His  children  in  the  present  age  to  use.  We 
reaffirm  that  while  war  as  a  possible  method 
for  the  attainment  of  justice,  or  the  securing  and 
maintenance  of  human  liberty,  may  at  times  be 
deemed  necessary  among  the  unregenerate  of  this 
world  system,  yet  according  to  the  teaching  of  our 
common  Lord  and  Master,  we,  as  His  children,  do 
not  belong  to  this  world's  system,  and  its  methods 
are  not  our  own.  We  are  in  the  world,  but  not  of 
it,  as  our  Master  taught  (John  17:14),  and  we 
must  maintain  our  pilgrim  character  (Heb.  11: 
8-16).  We  recognize  and  appreciate  the  protection 
of  the  flag  of  the  United  States  as  the  nation  God 
has  ordained  (Rom.  13:1-7)  to  afford  us  protec- 
tion. We  gladly  offer  our  service,  time,  money. 
and  life  itself  if  necessary  to  bind  up  its  wounds 
or  heal  its  sorrows,  by  any  means  or  methods  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  has  approved  for  the  use  of 
those  who  follow  Him. 

2.  That  copies  of  the  above  recommendation  be 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  Defense  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  Selective  Service  Board.

The  following  report  by  the  Steward- 
ship Committee  was  adopted: 

REPORT  OF  THE  STEWARDSHIP  COMMITTEE 

Recognizing  that  one's  stewardship  in  substance 
is  a  reflection  of  his  stewardship  of  self  and 
service,  the  Stewardship  Committee  regards  with 
some  concern  the  state  of  our  church  in  the  area 
of  the  financial  support  of  her  individual  local 
congregations   and   her  worldwide  ministries. 

We  express  gratitude  for  the  work  of  the 
Brethren  Financial  Planning  Service  and  thank 
the  Lord  for  the  counsel,  encouragement,  and  in- 
struction offered  so  many  of  our  churches  in  the 
few  years  of  its  ministry.  Many  are  the  letters 
from  churches  testifying  to  the  substantial  gains 
made  as  a  direct  result  of  the  ministry  of  the 
Brethren  Financial  Planning  Service.  We  should 
like  to  encourage  our  churches  and  people  to 
avail  themselves  of  this  effort. 

The  committee  desires  to  commend  the  effort 
of  Dr.  Kenneth  Ashman  in  his  recent  survey 
in  the  area  of  church  leadership  and  its  steward- 
ship. May  the  report  of  this  survey  encourage 
and  challenge  our  denominational  workers  to 
assume  their  rightful  place  of  leadership  in  the 
financial  support   of  Brethren   ministries- 

We  recognize  with  concern  the  proliferation  of 
potential  Brethren  offerings  because  of  the  wide- 
spread appeal  of  outside  religious  and  philan- 
thropic agencies;  and  we  strongly  recommend 
that  an  emphasis  be  placed  in  the  local  church  on 
the  responsibility  of  Brethren  people  to  support 
Brethren  ministries,  remembering  that  one's 
stewardship  begins  with  his  local  church  and  ex- 
tends through  the  entire  ministry  of  our  fellow- 
ship and  then,  beyond. 

Furthermore,  we  are  reminded  that  local  operat- 
ing expenses  are  often  neglected  in  the  planned 
giving  of  our  people  because  of  the  more  ro- 
mantic appeal  from  outside  endeavors.  We  wish 
to  emphasize,  therefore,  the  importance  of  the 
Biblical  example  of  bringing  God's  tithe  into  the 
storehouse.  Let  us  not  neglect  our  own  needs 
while  giving  generously  to  the  meeting  of  outside 
responsibilities.  Certainly  the  Lord  of  Heaven  and 
earth  is  not  limited  in  the  resources  to  meet  all 
our  needs  when  we  determine  to  do  His  will  in 
His  way. 

The  report  of  this  committee  at  last  year's 
conference  included  a  recommendation  that  a 
standard  be  established  to  evaluate  the  steward- 
ship emphasis  of  the  local  church.  We  should 
like  to  underscore  that  recommendation  and 
further  recommend  that  the  committee  appointed 
this  year  instigate  a  survey  of  local  church 
stewardship  emphasis  with  a  view  to  preparing  a 
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standard  for  the  evaluation  of  the  same.  Such  a 
standard  would  prove  most  helpful,  we  believe, 
in  the  guiding  of  stewardship  planning  on  the 
local    church    level. 

In  order  to  aid  the  local  church  in  its  steward- 
ship emphasis  we  recommend  that  the  financial 
officers  of  local  churches  and  national  corpora- 
tions supply  the  Brethren  Missionary  Herald  with 
newsworthy  accounts  of  events  in  the  area  of 
stewardship  advance  or  achievement.  Such  items 
in  the  Herald  as  news  of  bequests  to  a  corpora- 
tion or  church  or  gains  in  church  giving  because 
of  some  kind  of  special  emphasis  will  serve  as  ex- 
amples and  incentives  to  other  churches  and 
individuals  for  their  planning. 

We  commend  the  practice  in  some  of  our 
churches  of  observing  a  "Stewardship  Month" 
or  similar  program  wherein  the  Biblical  basis  of 
stewardship  and  programs  to  aid  in  the  fulfill- 
ment of  personal  responsibility  in  this  area  are 
taught  and   encouraged. 

We  are  mindful  of  the  fact  that  stewardship  in- 
volves more  than  merely  financial  considerations. 
We  are  mindful,  too.  that  it  is  required  of  stew- 
ards that  they  be  found  faithful.  Let  us  strive  for 
faithfulness  to  the  Lord  in  the  area  of  financial 
service.  The  earth  and  the  fullness  thereof  are 
the  Lord's,  but  we  who  are  His  children  are  the 
means  of  putting  these  resources  into  the  ministry 
of  His  church.

The  following  report  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Statistical  Review  was  adopt- 
ed: 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  STATISTICAL  REVIEW 
The  committee  on  statistical  review  has  met  and 
carefully  reviewed  the  statistical  blank,  and  dis- 
cussed a  number  of  suggestions  for  improvement. 
We  have  made  several  minor  changes  to  bring  it 
into  line  with  conference  action  and  to  facilitate 
its  use  and  usefulness.  Two  changes  we  are  mak- 
ing are  worthy  of  special  mention.  We  are  asking 
for  the  inclusion  of  the  number  of  professions  of 
salvation  in  Vacation  Bible  School  since  these  are 
not  always  reported  elsewhere.  We  have  found 
that  VBS  is  one  of  the  effective  evangelistic  out- 
reaches  of  the  church,  so  this  figure  is  interesting 
and  significant.  Another  addition  we  are  including 
is  the  number  of  babies  born  in  families  where 
one  or  both  parents  are  menibers  of  the  church. 
This  can  be  of  great  significance  to  the  Christian 
Education  Department,  and  is  a  measure  of  po- 
tential   church   growth. 

In  evaluating  the  current  statistical  report,  there 
are  several  things  we  wish  to  call  to  your  atten- 
tion. We  believe  they  should  be  of  vital  concern 
to  us  all,  for  you,  too.  are  one  of  these  statistics 
As  our  moderator  reminded  us,  our  rate  of  growth 
is  much  too  slow.  For  some  churches,  it  is  not 
growth,  but  decline-  We  are  concerned  that  110 
(over  half)  of  our  Sunday  schools  showed  losses 
instead  of  gains.  We  are  concerned  that  the  heavi- 
est losses  occur  in  the  area  of  teen-agers  and 
youth.  We  have  in  our  Sunday  schools  1,000  less 
junior  highs  than  juniors,  and  400  less  senior 
highs  than  junior  highs.  This  loss  of  youth  reflects 
itself  in  the  fellowship  groups,  SMM.  boys"  work, 
and  often  in  the  total  absence  of  these.  Eventually 
it  will  reflect  itself  in  the  young  married  division 
and    adult    department. 

We  are  concerned  that  70  of  our  churches  have 
no  Sunday  evening  fellowship  groups  or  training 
time  of  any  kind,  and  that  many  others  are  weak 
and  inadequate  in  this  area.  The  very  absence  of 
junior  high  youth  groups  may  have"  a  vital  re- 
lationship with  the  heavy  losses  we  are  suffering 
in  this  age  group.  We  are  concerned  that  less 
than  50  of  our  churches  have  any  kind  of  week- 
night  boys  clubs,  and  that  there  is  a  comparable 


decline  in  teen-age  girls'   clubs  and  SMM  in  our 

churches. 

There  are  many  factors  that  lead  us  to  con- 
clude that  there  are  too  few  of  our  men  really 
conimitted  to  Christ  and  the  work  of  His  church, 
in  Sunday  school,  youth  work,  boy's  clubs,  etc. 

We  are  concerned  also  with  the  widening  gap 
between  professions  of  faith  and  baptisms,  which 
has  contributed  to  a  painfully  slow  net  gain  in 
membership.  The  rate  of  conversions  is  too  small 
to  begin  with — one  to  every  nine  members,  and 
we  are  baptizing  less  than  half  of  these.  It  Is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  home-mission  churches 
have  a  better  rate  of  professions — one  to  every 
four  members.  The  very  newness  of  these 
churches  contributes  to  this,  we  are  sure.  When 
we  get  older,  and  better  established,  we  so  easily 
become  lethargic  and  self-satisfied.  But  could. ji 
it  be  that  the  very  responsibility  of  pastors  to  give 
an  account  of  their  stewardship  to  the  Brethren 
Home  Missions  Council  keeps  them  on  their  toes 
to  a  greater  degree  for  the  Lord?  Shame  on  us,  if 
we'll  do  more  to  please  men  than  to  please  and 
honor  God;  and  if  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ  is 
less  incentive  to  action  than  the  meeting  with  the 
BHMC    board! 

The  average  Brethren  Church  fif  there  is  such 
a  thing)  has  a  church  membership  of  143,  a  Sun- 
day school  attendance  of  138,  a  morning  service 
attendance  of  121,  and  evening  attendance  of  70, 
and  a  prayer  meeting  attendance  of  36.  It  pays 
its  pastor  only  $5,500.  This  figure  gives  us  con 
cern.  too.  Although  pastor's  salaries  have  been 
increasing  about  3  percent  annually,  which  has 
been  about  equal  to  the  cost  of  living  increases 
for  the  last  five  years,  the  average  is  still  too  low.l 
and  the  increases  too  small.  Just  this  past  yearj 
the  cost  of  living,  according  to  government  figures 
jumped  over  5  percent.  Our  national  average  foi 
pastor's  salaries  is  considerably  lower  than  thai 
of  the  BHMC  scale  for  their  pastors,  and  to  oui 
knowledge,  no  one  has  accused  them  of  overpay- 
ing their  pastors!  We  recognize  that  salary  scale; 
in  the  NFBC  vary  from  $1,200  to  $12,000  per  yeafj 
and  some  of  these  represent  only  part-time  sal 
aries.  But  we  urge  our  churches  to  review  theii 
pastor's  salaries  annually,  and  upgrade  then 
wisely  and  well.  There  have  always  been,  ant 
will  always  be  sacrifices  involved  in  the  ministry 
but  these  need  not  include  heavy  financial  penal 
ties. 

We  have  been  glad  to  note  an  increase  of  inter 
est  and  attendance  in  missionary  conferences 
our  churches,  especially  where  these  have  beeif 
well-planned  and  the  whole  church  involved.  Per 
haps  the  decline  in  revival-evangelistic  attendance 
can  be  reversed  by  the  same  type  of  effectiv 
planning  to  involve  the  whole  church.  We  are 
little  concerned  about  the  de-emphasis  of  Bibl 
conferences  in  a  church  whose  motto  is:  "Th 
Bible,  the  whole  Bible,  and  nothing  but  th 
Bible."  We  trust  it  does  not,  and  will  not.  reflec 
a  departure  from  Bible  preaching  and  teaching. 
These  concerns  involve  all  of  us.  We  are  th 
Brethren  Church,  and  we  are  responsible  for  i1i 
effectiveness  and  growth,  under  God.  May  Goj 
challenge  us  anew  to  do  and  to  be  our  best  fc. 
Him,  till  He  comes.  I

Literature  Can  Be  a  Mighty  Weapon 


We  saw  it  in  one  of  the  large  cities 
of  Latin  America:  The  Karl  Marx 
Book  Store.  It  was  not  difficult  to 
conclude  that  it  was  there  to  help 
the  communist  cause  to  reach  the 
people    for   communism. 

This  was  only  one  of  the  many 
movements  that  we  saw  on  our  re- 
cent BMH  Latin  America  Tour 
which  were  competing  for  the  minds 
of  men.  Bookstalls  were  everywhere 
—on  the  streets,  in  terminals,  and  on 
the  highways.  Sensational  subjects 
predominated,  but  there  was  material 
on  a  wide  variety  of  subjects.  And 
a  steady  stream  of  customers  con- 
tinued to  buy  up  the  material. 

More  and  more  people  of  Latin 
America  are  learning  to  read.  And 
these  people  are  looking  for  some- 
thing to  read.  The  question  is  wheth- 
er there  is  sufficient  good  literature 
available  to  reach  them  for  Christ. 

Christian  literature  can  and  should 
be  an  influence  of  great  magnitude. 
Such  literature  can  be  a  mighty 
weapon  to  turn  the  multiplied  mil- 
lions of  hungry  and  searching  hearts 
to  Christ.  Since  they  are  reading,  and 
since  they  will  continue  to  read  in  in- 
creasing numbers,  now  is  the  time  to 
place  the  gospel  in  their  hands.  I 
found  people  anxious  for  such  ma- 
terials. Illustrations  are  two  prom- 
inent businessmen  with  whom  I  had 
interesting  conversations  on  airplanes. 
One  was  an  Argentine  and  the  other 
a  Columbian.  Both  men  accepted 
literature  and  promised  to  read  it. 
In  fact,  both  asked  me  to  write  to 
them  and  send  more  literature  in 
English. 

Much  is  being  done  to  get  Chris- 
tian  literature  into  the  hands  of  the 
people.  Brazil  is  one  of  the  leaders 
in  the  number  of  Bible  portions  be- 
ing distributed.  Our  own  mission- 
aries have  book  stores  and  even  a 
street  bookstall  in  operation.  A  non- 
Brethren    Grace    Seminary    graduate 


is  typical  of  many  \yho  promote  the 
distribution  of  gospel  literature 
through  book  stores.  Argentina  is 
mo\ing  forward  in  the  book-store 
ministry  and  literature  distribution 
campaigns.  Two  \'erv  attractive 
stores  are  operated  by  our  Brethren 
missionaries.  Students  at  the  Bible 
Institute  are  learning  to  write  and 
are  learning  the  printing  trade,  so 
that  they  may  be  useful  in  literature 
\\'ork  upon  graduation.  A  cooperative 
tract-production  ministr\'  is  being 
carried  forward  with  the  Brethren 
Missionary    Herald    Company. 

But  more  must  be  done.  There  are 
so  many  people  who  ha\'e  not  heard! 
In  the  brief  period  of  twent\-fi\'e  da\s 
of  our  tour  we  passed  through  cities 
in  Latin  America  with  a  total  pop- 
ulation of  well  over  thirty-five  mil- 
lion people.  Yet,  we  found  the  Prot- 
estant population  to  be  infinites- 
imal! 

\'\^e  must  increase  our  support  of 
literature  projects  if  we  are  to  see 
the  measure  of  success  in  soul-win- 
ning which  Christ  expects.  VVe  must 
pray  more.  This  will  help  greatly.  But 
we  must  give  more,  too.  IV'Iore  writers 
should  be  trained.  The  need  is  great 
for  more  and  better  printing  facili- 
ties. Literature  evangelism  programs 
should  receive  more  attention.  And 
wherever  practical,  USA. -printed 
tracts  and  gospel  portions  should  be 
supplied.  There  will  need  to  be  safe- 
guards in  adapting  the  material  to  the 
people  w  here  it  will  be  used  and  safe- 
guards against  bias  toward  such  print- 
ing. There  must  be  some  solution  to 
the  problem  of  distribution  of  free 
literature    on    the    fields.

The  title  of  a  current  book,  Be- 
loi^ed  World,  is  rele\'ant  to  this  dis- 
cussion. God  so  loved  the  world  that 
He  ga\'e  .  .  ."  What  are  we  doing? 
What  are  we  willing  to  do  to  help 
reach  that  world  for  the  Christ  Who 
died  for  it? 

The  Brethren  Missionary  Herald 
Company  stands  ready  to  do  every- 
thing possible  to  help.  Already  a 
training  program  in  Christian  litera- 
ture and  journalism  has  been 
launched.  Cooperative  tract-printing 
projects  are  now  under  way,  and  a 
program  of  "Outreach  Libraries"  is 
ready  for  presentation.  We  are  ready 
to  do  more,  as  God  supplies  the  funds. 
We  inxite  requests  for  help,  and  we 
are  open  to  suggestions  in  order  that 
we  might  do  much  more  in  reaching 
people  for  Christ  through  the  printed 
page.

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from  within  the  future  of  a  societ\' 
that  has  offered  almost  unbchevable 
opportunities  and  an  en\'iable  stan- 
dard of  lix'ino  to  most  of  her  citizens. 
Besides  this,  the  USA.  has  attained 
notable  technical  advances  that  prom- 
ise to  introduce  an  age  bevond  the 
wildest  dreams  of  man. 

It  is  well  to  remind  ourselves  that 
America  attained  her  position  because 
her  foundation  was  founded  basically 
in  the  Puritan  ethic  which  in  turn 
had  its  roots  deep  in  the  Bible.   Now

Now  in  America,  as  in  the  rest  of 
the  world,  the  Christian  influence  is 
being  smothered.  Christmas  is  still 
celebrated  in  a  world  that  seeks  to 
retain  the  mirth  and  merriment  of 
Christmas  while  rejecting  the  mes- 
sage of  Christmas.

A  little  bonfire  of  Campus  Crusade 
booklets  (Spanish  edition  of  "The 
Uniqueness  of  Jesus")  out  on  the 
lawn  was  the  response  of  some  Com- 
munist students  to  a  lecture  on  the 
creation  of  the  world  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Mexico.  After  another  lecture, 
a  group  of  students  gathered  in  the 
hallwav  to  sing  a  Christian  hymn  in 
mockery.  At  a  third  lecture,  a  pro- 
fessor was  so  enraged  at  the  appeal  to 
the  supernatural  po\ver  of  God  that 
he  had  the  next  lecture  canceled  en- 
tirely. 

In  spite  of  this,  I  counted  it  a 
unique  privilege  to  address  an  aggre- 
gate of  between  1,200  and  1,500  stu- 
dents on  the  general  theme  of  "Gene- 
sis  and  Modern  Science"  in  three  of 
Mexico's  large  universities  (the  Uni- 
yersit\'  of  Mexico,  the  Polytechnic, 
and  the  National  School  of  Biological 
Sciences)  during  the  first  week  of 
September.  In  addition  to  these  five 
sessions,  there  was  a  meeting  at  the 
Vocational  School  of  Mechanical  and 
Electrical  Enpineerina  with  300  stu-

dents  and  teachers  in  attendance. 
The  lecture  series  was  sponsored  by 
Campus  Crusade  in  Mexico,  with  the 
assistance  of  Felipe  Guerena,  our 
Brethren  missionary  in  Mexico  City. 
After  giving  a  few  stumbling  sen- 
tences of  greetings  in  Spanish,  I  was 
assisted  in  these  lectures  (and  in  the 
fi\'e  evening  messages  at  a  large 
church  in  the  city)  b\'  an  excellent 
interpreter,  Ernesto  Uriegas,  a  gradu- 
ate engineer  who  is  heading  the  Cam- 
pus  Crusade  university  work  in  Mex- 
ico City.  The  most  significant  part  of 
each  meeting  was  the  thirty  to  fifty 
minutes  of  questions  from  the  stu- 
dents. Some  mocked  at  the  idea  of  a 
supernatural,  personal  God  who  could 
create  and  judge  the  world,  and  they 
tried  to  dominate  the  discussion  peri- 
ods. However,  hundreds  gave  evi- 
dence of  keen  interest,  received  the 
Crusade  follow-up  booklets,  and  even 
asked  for  autographs.  Only  eternity 
will  show  how  effective  this  type  of 
ministr\  really  was. 

Felipe  and  Amy  Guerena  ha\e 
been  used  of  the  Lord  in  a  remarkable 
way  during  their  short  time  in  Mexico 
City.  Felipe's  position  as  an  instruc- 
tor in  the  university  gives  him  man\ 
\'aluable  contacts  and  much  prestige 
in  the  eyes  of  the  people  (for  the  glor\ 
of  God).  The  greatest  burden  on  the 
hearts  of  the  Guerenas  at  the  present 
time  is  the  establishment  of  a  solid, 
self-supporting  church  in  their  own 
spacious  home.  The\'  ha\e  won  the 
confidence  of  many  neighbors  already 
and  are  seeking  to  train  se\'eral  young 
men  to  teach  the  Word  of  God  and 
win  others  to  Christ.  There  is  really 
no  high-quality  Bible  school  or  semi- 
nar\'  in  i\Ie.xico,  so  the  challenge  of 
training  young  men  rests  hea\ily 
upon  our  missionaries  there.

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Psalm  105:1  and  2  carries  this  injunction: 
Give  thanks  unto  the  Lord; 

Proclaim  His  doings  .  .  . 

Celebrate  His  praises, 

Speak  of  all  His  wonders. 
In  Psalm   106:2,  a  querv: 

Who  can  recount  the  mightv  deeds  of  the  Lord, 

Or  publish  His  praise  in  entirety? 
Psalm  126:3  puts  forth  that  which  we  claim  for  our  tes- 
timony; 

The  Lord  has  done  marvelouslv  for  us; 

We  are  happy. 
And  in  Lamentations  3:21-26: 

The  Lord's  compassions  fail  not, 

Thev  are  new  e\'erv  morning; 

Great  is  (His)  faithfulness. 

To  publish  God's  praises  in  entirety  is  quite  impos- 
sible. It  would  take  all  eternity  to  unfold  His  mar\elous 
doings.  At  this  point  we  cannot  e\'en  remember  all  the 
wonders  He  has  done  for  us.  But  the  Lord  is  aware  of 
our  constitution  (Ps.  103:14),  and  so  He  tells  us,  "And 
forget  not  all  his  benefits"  (Ps.   103:2). 

We  shall  recount  to  vou,  briefly,  some  of  the  "mioht\' 
deeds  of  the  Lord  "  which  He  is  doing  for  us,  in  order 
that  you  may  continue  to  praise  His  great  name  and 
pray  for  us.  We  love  His  way  and  trust  in  His  prom- 
ises, which  are  always  unfailing. 

In  Psalm  119:165  we  have  this  promise:  Those  who 
love  (His)  law  experience  great  peace;  no  obstacle  can 
cause  them  to  stumble. 

Ever  since  we  came  back  to  the  States,  when  Harold 
was  gravely  ill  over  six  years  ago,  we  have  felt  sure  that 
sometime  the  Lord  would  take  us  back  as  missionaries 
to  the  Central  African  Republic.  And  finally  it  seems 
to  be  God's  time. 

These  stateside  years  ha\'e  been  ones  of  continued 
leaning  on  the  Lord  and  years  of  receiving  blessings 
while  ser\'ing  Him.  For  1  larold  there  was  a  semester  of 
teaching  at  Brethren  High  School  in  Paramount,  Cali- 
fornia,  then  three  years  as  pastor  of  Bell  (Calif.)  Brethren 
Church,  four  years  in  the  missions  department  at  Biola, 
almost  two  years  as  interim  pastor  of  a  new  community 
church  (Mariners  Church)  at  Newport  Beach,  and  some 
months  as  interim  pastor  at  Glendale's  First  Brethren 
Church.  For  Marguerite  there  was  six  years  as  French 
and  Bible  teacher  at  Brethren  High  School,  one  year 
teaching  Intermediate  French  at  Biola,  ser\ing  as  a  pas- 
tor's wife,  and  so  forth. 

During  this  time  it  was  simply  wonderful  to  have  an 
experience  that  so  many  families  take  for  granted:  hav- 
ing the  famih'  united  while  the  three  daughters  con- 
tinned  their  education.  Ruth,  who  had  graduated  from 
high  school  while  we  were  still  in  Africa,  received  her 
R.N.;  a  couple  of  \'ears  later  she  got  her  B.S.  in  Nursing, 
and  then  completed  two  years  at  Grace  Seminary.  This 
year  she  is  working  as  a  nurse  and  studying  French  as 
she  looks  to  the  Lord  for  continued  guidance.  Verna  is 
working  as  a  key-punch  operator  and  continuing  college. 
Bertamae  is  a  freshman  in  Grace  College. 

Part  of  this  time  we  have  had  another  dear  member 
in  our  family:    Mrs.  Hattie  Weed,  who  with  her  hus- 


band, John,  made  a  home  for  Marguerite  from  the  time 
she  was  six  until  her  marriage,  enabling  her  parents,  the 
Cribbles,  to  continue  their  pioneer  work  for  the  Lord  in 
French  Equatorial  Africa.  For  the  past  three  years 
"Mom"  has  been  a  widov\'  with  no  other  children,  and 
we  ha\'e  been  so  happ\'  to  be  able  to  repay  to  her  a 
little  of  the  good  she  did  for  us  all  those  years. 

As  we  are  turning  our  faces  toward  Africa  again,  we 
are  conscious  of  the  many  things  the  Lord  needs  to  do 
for  us  yet.  I  Corinthians  16:9  never  seemed  more  true 
in  our  own  experience.  But  as  we  see  Him  work  out  the 
solutions  to  the  many  problems  and  overcome  the  ob- 
stacles, it  only  makes  us  more  sure  of  His  leading.  Fie 
first  ga\e  us  the  promise  that  when  He  puts  forth  His 
own  sheep.  He  goes  before.  Then  when  the  board  ap- 
proval followed  our  application  to  return  to  Africa,  we 
were  reminded  of  the  passage,  "It  seemed  good  to  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  to  us."  Within  the  same  week  more 
than  half  of  our  support  was  promised;  this  was  further 
confirmation  of  His  leading. 

We  are  constantly  reminded  of  a  jigsaw  puzzle,  which 
might  be  labeled,  "The  Return  of  the  Dunnings  to 
Africa."  Some  of  the  main  pieces  are  in  place:  God's 
showing  us  just  prior  to  the  time  that  the  board  met 
that  this  was  the  right  time,  the  board's  rapid  approval, 
and  our  support  coming  in.  There  are  many  other  pieces 
to  the  puzzle,  some  of  which  we  can  see  immediately 
\^  here  the\'  belong,  and  others  of  yvhich  we  cannot  see 
the  use;  but  we  know  thev  are  a  part  of  the  "all  things" 
of  Romans  8:28. 

There  are  unexpected  beautx'  spots  in  this  picture  the 
Lord  is  completing  before  our  eves.  Friends  volunteered, 
"Missionaries  need  good  pictures;  we  would  like  to  do 
this  for  you"— and  the  pictures  arrived  at  the  FMS  office 
the  same  time  that  we  got  official  notice  to  proceed. 
Blessing  and  guidance  came  also  through  a  careful  re- 
reading of  the  book  Undaunted  Hape,  which  was  writ- 
ten by  Marguerite's  mother.  Dr.  Florence  N.  Cribble.  It 
is  our  prayer  that  there  will  be  a  reprinting  of  this  thrill- 
ing biography  of  an  ordinar\'  man  who  trustingly  obeyed 
God. 

Our  grocery  order  has  been  placed;  our  passports  ha\'e 
been  sent  for  visas;  items  are  being  collected  for  our  out- 
fit (we  had  to  dispose  of  our  previous  outfit  in  Africa); 
and  v\'e  are  selling  our  house  in  Buena  Park  and  making 
plans  so  that  all  the  members  of  our  family  mav  be 
properly  pro\'ided  for.  Getting  all  this  accomplished  is 
a  God-sized  job,  but  it  is  God,  even  our  God,  who  will 
do  it!  ▼

The  other  three  Swiss  couples— Steudlers,  Waridels,  and  .Aelligs— had 
all  been  invoh'ed  in  teaching  at  the  Yaloke  school,  but  recently  the 
Aelligs  ha\'c  been  transferred  to  Bangui  with  the  consent  and  blessing 
of  the  mission  staff  and  the  FMS  board  of  trustees.  Their  new  work  is 
full-time  teaching  of  Bible  classes  in  government  schools  in  the  capital 
citv,  which  is  an  opportunitv  the  mission  felt  it  could  not  afford  to  o\'er- 
look,  and  vet  there  were  no  regular  missionaries  to  spare  for  this  work. 
Furthermore,  it  was  a  necessitv  that  such  teachers  speak  fluent  French. 
The  matter  was  resoh'ed  b\'  appointing  the  Aelligs  to  Bangui  and  re- 
cruiting replacements  for  Yaloke. 

The  Scheideooers  are  old  friends  of  the  Steudlers.  Ah'.  Scheidegger 
was  a  teacher  in  Egvpt  for  a  number  of  vears.  In  more  recent  years  he 
and  his  niie  returned  to  Switzerland,  and  he  was  engaged  in  teaching 
there.  They  responded  to  the  need  for  additional  teaching  personnel  at 
I.  G.  H.  S.  and  have  gone  to  Africa  as  short-term  missionarv  teachers.  ▼

Most  Christians  are  aware  of  the  importance  of  gos- 
pel radio  programs,  hterature  distribution,  and  so  on  in 
these  days  of  needing  to  reach  the  masses  with  the 
gospel  and  then  to  follow  up  the  contacts.  But  how 
many  think  of  Bible  correspondence  courses  in  connec- 
tion with  this? 

Until  not  too  long  ago  I  thought  of  such  courses  as 
being  onlv  for  those  who  would  like  to  have  formal  Bi- 
ble preparation  but  could  not  attend  a  Bible  school. 
But  mv  e\'es  have  since  been  opened  to  the  great  use- 
fulness and  outreach  of  this  ministrv  through  opportuni- 
ties of  various  kinds. 

T/je  opportmiity  to  spread  the  gospel  and  guide  peo- 
ple to  a  personal  knowledge  of  Christ:  The  other  day 
a  letter  came  from  a  voung  girl,  who  li\'es  in  one  of  the 
suburbs  of  Buenos  Aires,  savino:  "Please  send  me  some- 
thing  that  would  help  me  kno^\'  more  about  God.  Like 
most  young  people  I  would  like  to  get  to  know  the  world 
and  have  decided  that  the  place  to  begin  is  in  regard 
to  God  and  religion."  In  response  I  wrote  her  a  personal 
letter  and  enclosed  a  tract  and  the  first  two  lessons  of  a 
four-lesson  course  that  tells  about  God,  Christ,  and  the 
plan  of  salvation. 

The  opportunity  to  teach  Bible  triitlis  to  Christians 
who  have  no  other  way  to  learn,  so  that  they,  too,  can 
iirow  in  the  grace  and  knoivledoe  of  the  Lord:  A  great 
number  of  Christian  voung  people,  adults,  and  even 
children  (we  ha\-e  a  child  evangelism  course  for  the 
children)  who  are  studying  courses,  li\'e  in  small  towns 
or  out-of-the-way  places  where  there  is  no  evangelical 
church.  (Most  people  in  Argentina  do  not  have  cars  to 
juiTip  into  to  go  to  church  in  another  town  or  nearby 
city.)  And  right  here  I'll  include  the  man  in  prison  who 
testifies  that  he  has  found  Christ  and  is  Growing  in  his 
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Watch  for  Accent,  the  new  publication  being 
put  out  jointly  by  the  Christian  Education  De" 
partment  and  the  Foreign  Missionarv  Society,  for 
Brethren  \'outh  of  junior  high  and  senior  high 
age.  It  you  arc  a  Brethren  young  person  of 
the  age  mentioned  and  you  formerly  received 
SCOPh,  you  will  automaticallv  receive  the  new 
pajK-r.  Additional  mailing  lists  have  been  re- 
cei\ed  from  pastors.  If  you  are  of  this  age  and 
voii  do  not  receixe  a  copy  of  the  new  paper  be- 
Fore  the  end  of  this  month-and  you  do  desire  to 
he  on  the  mailing  list,  please  send  \'our  name, 
address,  and  birth  date  to  cither  the  Christian 
Education  Departnrent  at  Box  365,  or  the  Foreion 
Missionar\-  ScKietv  at  Box  588,  Winona  Lake 
Indiana  4(S590.      '  y 


new  spiritual  life  through  his  study  of  the  Word  by 
means  of  the  courses.  During  the  past  three  months  he 
has  completed  thirtv  lessons.  Thus,  people  who  are  not 
able  to  attend  a  church  are  especially  appreciative  of  the 
Bible  correspondence  course. 

The  opportunity  to  guide,  help,  and  strengthen  lives 
in  Christ:  More  than  a  month  ago  a  letter  came  with  a 
completed  lesson  from  a  voung  girl  in  another  section 
of  the  country.  Not  only  is  there  no  evangelical  church 
where  she  lives,,  but  her  parents  are  unsaved,  and  she  is 
experiencing  a  very  difficult,  serious  problem  in  her 
home.  She  was  in  need  of  help  and  guidance  in  her 
Christian  life  and  her  home;  and  since  she  had  no  pas- 
tor to  consult,  she  wrote  to  us. 

The  opportunity  to  correct  false  teachings  and  beliefs: 
Not  too  long  ago  a  letter  came  from  a  man  taking  one  of 
the  courses  xvho  is  either  a  Jehovah's  Witness  or  has 
been  under  their  teaching.  He  wanted  to  know  about 
"the  state  of  the  u'icked  after  death"  and,  also,  the  rea- 
son for  the  resurrection  of  the  bodies  of  the  just.  I  was 
able  to  oive  him  the  correct  Biblical  teachings  concerning 
these  points.  And  just  last  week  a  young  man,  in  answer 
to  the  question,  "Do  good  works  have  anything  to  do 
with  our  sah'ation?"  wrote,  "No,  but  please  explain  it 
to  me." 

I  could  go  on,  but  surelv  this  is  enough  to  show  the 
tremendous  opportunities  in  this  work.  The  Bible  cor- 
respondence course  is  trulv  the  right  arm— and  it  can  be 
a  very  powerful  one,  too— -of  practicallv  every  branch  of 
the  church  and  everv  Christian  ministrv:  Christian  edu- 
cation, evangelism,  radio  follow-up,  Bible  institute 
training  and  so  on.  In  fact,  what  other  ministrv  is  so 
useful  and  fits  into  so  many  different  places? 

At  present  there  are  140  people  from  ten  provinces 
taking  one  of  the  nine  a\'ailable  courses.  As  far  as  I  can 
determine,  most  of  these  are  voung  people,  and  the 
number  is  divided  almost  equally  between  the  sexes. 
Most  of  these  are  radio  contacts.  In  the  verv  near  fu- 
ture we  plan  to  place  ads  in  newspapers,  inviting  people 
to  write  to  us  for  courses.  The  plan  would  be  to  run 
the  ad  one  week  during  the  month  for  a  period  of  about 
four  months  in  the  same  newspaper,  doing  this  here  in 
Rio  Cuarto,  and  also  in  Buenos  Aires  and  other  cities. 
And  this  is  onb'  one  of  a  number  of  wavs  to  reach  pros- 
spective  new  students;  \xith  not  much  eflfort  at  all  I 
could  swamp  myself  with  work! 

Certainly  the  opportunities  in  this  ministry,  which 
reaches  into  so  manv  \'ital  phases  of  the  Lord's  work,  are 
unlimited.  Pra\'  that  we  here  in  Argentina  mav  be  able 
to  take  ad\'antage  of  them  effectivelv  for  His  honor  and 
glorv. 

Need  I  add,  "It's  reallv  a  challenge!"  T

Our  first  week  back  in  Africa 
seems  to  pr()phes\'  busy  days 
ahead.  After  lea\ing  the  airplane  at 
Bangui,  we  passed  customs  and  did 
some  necessar\'  shopping.  On  Sundae' 
we  brought  a  message  to  Brethren, 
Baptist,  and  Swedish  Covenant  mis- 
sionaries and  greeted  the  large  Afri- 
can congregation  of  our  Bangui 
church.  Then  a  couple  of  davs  later 
we  headed  north  and  traveled  250 
miles  to  the  Bible  Center  at  Bozoum. 
Fortunatelv,  the  rains  are  just  ending, 
so  we  were  not  asphyxiated  by  the 
clouds  of  dust  which  greet  travelers 
during  the  dry  season. 

After  we  got  settled  at  Bozoum, 
the  Sunda\  morning  interstation 
broadcast  brought  the  news  that  Pas- 
tor Paul  Soundou  had  died  from 
hemorrhaging  at  his  home  at  Gouze. 
Quickly  we  joined  Don  and  Lois 
Miller,  Pastor  Simon-Pierre  Nam- 
bouzina,  and  four  other  African  pas- 
tors for  the  three-hour  trip  o\'er  roads 
rendered  almost  impassable  bv  the  re- 
cent rainy  season.  Only  once  did  we 
get  stuck  in  the  mud. 

Arriving  at  Gouze  at  noon,  we 
found  that  o\'er  a  thousand  people 
had  gathered  for  the  funeral  service 
of  their  beloved  pastor.    Hymn  after 


hymn  was  sung  until  finally  it  was 
time  for  the  service  to  begin.  Job 
Doly,  assistant  pastor  of  the  church, 
presided.  Job  had  formerly  been  cap- 
tain of  the  mission  leper  village  at 
Beandje,  but  now  that  his  leprosy  has 
been  arrested  bv  the  sulfone  drugs, 
he  is  once  again  active  in  the  Lord's 
work. 

Grace,  Pastor  Soundou's  widow, 
asked  permission  to  give  her  testi- 
mony. Standing  at  the  head  of  the 
wooden  casket,  she  told  how  her  hus- 
band's last  words,  uttered  bet-\\-een 
spells  of  hemorrhaging,  contained  an 
admonition  to  her,  and  to  friends 
gathered  around,  to  remain  true  to  the 
Lord  and  to  continue  to  be  acti\'e  in 
His   service.    Following    Mrs.    Soun- 

o 

dou's  testimony,  Don  Miller  brought 
a  short  message  from  I  Peter  1 ;  and 
then  as  the  huge,  singing  crowd 
moved  to  the  graveside,  I  conducted 
the  commital  service.  What  a  bless- 
ing it  was  to  witness  the  Christian 
influence  that  this  pastor  had  exerted 
among  his  people  and  then  to  think 
back  to  almost  twenty  years  ago  when 
he  had  been  one  of  my  students  at 
the  Bible  Institute!  It  was  dark  when 
\\'e  arrived  home,  and  we  were  sore 
and  tired  from  the  jostling  of  the 
truck,  but  our  hearts  were  rejoicing 
in  the  Lord  for  the  wonderful  testi- 
mony of  changed  lives  that  had  been 
manifested  at  the  passing  of  this  pas- 
tor. 

Now  the  second  week  has  begun. 
At  Bozoum  thirt\'-six  pastors  are  gath- 
ered for  a  two-week  Bible  conference. 
For  the  past  three  days  I  have  spent 
several  hours  each  day  presenting  the 
present  ministry  of  our  Lord  as  our 
great  High  Priest,  using  Hebrews  4, 
8,  and  10. 

Next  weekend  we  will  join  mis- 
sionar)'  and  African  pastors  to  form  a 
ministerial  examining  board,  and 
then  later  we  will  hold  an  ordination

service.    Then  will  come  graduation

exercises  at  the  Bible  Institute,  the 
African  national  conference  of 
churches,  an  eight-hundred-mile  trip 
to  Garoua  in  the  Cameroun  to  lend  a 
hand  to  a  growing,  young  enthusiastic 
church;  and  then  we  will  return  home 
again  to  prepare  for  the  missionary 
field  conference.  How  thankful  we 
are  for  your  prayer  support  for  our 
physical  and  spiritual  strength  so  that 
much  fruit  might  be  born  for  the 
Lord!  T 
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Memories  of  a  Miracle 


Perhaps  it  is  because  I  am  a  mother 
that  I  have  often  reflected  upon  the 
feelings  of  Mary  of  Nazareth.  Moth- 
erhood does  beget  a  bond  between 
women— even  down  throuoh  the  ages. 

Not  many  portions  of  Scripture  are 
more  familiar  than  Luke's  account  of 
the  Christmas  story.  It  is  possible  to 
recite  the  passage  bv  memory,  yet  fail 
to  grasp  the  deep  significance  held  bv 
one  small  \'erse,  "But  Mar\'  kept  all 
these  things,  and  pondered  them  in 
her  heart"  (Luke  2:19).  One  transla- 
tion puts  it  this  way:  "But  Marv 
stored  up  these  things  in  her  memorv 
and  in  her  heart,  wondering  what 
they  meant." 

The  Scriptures  tell  us  that  Marv 
was  favored,  or  approved,  by  God. 
Thus,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  she  was  a  chaste  and  pious  young 
woman.  At  the  time  of  Gabriel's  visit 
she  v\'as  engaged  to  the  \'illage  car- 
penter. The  angel's  sudden  appear- 
ance startled  her,  but  it  was  his  salu- 
tation that  troubled  and  confused  her 
heart.  Mary  wondered  what  was 
meant  by  his  words.  Perhaps  she 
thought,  "Why  would  God  send  an 
angel  to  me?  What  ha\e  I  done?'' 
Gabriel  quieted  her  fears  and  went 
on  to  say  that  she  was  greatly  favored 
by  God  and  would  "conceive  .  .  .  and 
bring  forth  a  son"  (Luke  1:31).  His 
name  would  be  Jesus;  He  would  be 
great  and  would  occupy  David's 
throne  as  the  everlasting  King. 

Quite  naturally  this  raised  a  bio- 
logical question  which  Mary,  know- 
ing herself  to  be  a  virgin,  voiced.  The 
angel  replied  that  this  was  to  be  a  mi- 
raculous conception— a  divine  birth. 
Thus,  the  Child  would  be  hoiv  and 
sinless,  the  Son  of  God. 

Later,  the  Holy  Spirit  granted  a 
measure  of  understanding  to  Mary  as 
to  the  meaning  of  the  angel's  words. 
At  that  moment  of  realization  I  would 
imagine  that  her  heart  leapt  within 
her  breast.  The  Messiah!  How  long 
Israel  had  waited  and  prayed  for  the 
iMessiah  to  come  and  deli\'er  her  from 
oppression!  Perhaps  she  remembered 
the  words  of  the  prophet,  Isaiah,  now 
made  clear,   "Behold,   a   virgin   shall 
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concei\'e,  and  bear  a  son"  (Isa.  7:14). 
She  was  that  \'irgin!  How  could  it  be 
that  God  had  found  her  worth\'?  The 
second  chapter  of  Luke  expresses 
Mary's  deep  humility  and  unbridled 
joy.  She  was  filled  with  thanksgi\ing 
to  God  for  His  generosity  toward  her 
and  all  mankind. 

So,  it  v\'ould  be  with  gladness  and 
serenit\'  that  she  waited  out  the  en- 
suing months. 

How  weary  she  must  have  been 
that  first  Christmas  eve!  The  journey 
from  Nazareth  had  been  long  and 
hard;  she,  "being  great  with  child" 
(Luke  2:5),  longed  for  a  place  to  rest. 
Bethlehem  was  overflowing  with  tra\'- 
elers;  and  Joseph  was  forced  to  bed 
his  wife  in  the  area  pro\ided  for  the 
livestock.  It  was  quite  unlike  the 
artist's  impression  of  a  coz\'  creche 
laden  with  sweet-smelling  ha\'  and 
shared    h\    friendh'    animals.     Beins 

o 

realistic,  it  v\'as  probably  chilly, 
cramped,  and  not  very  clean. 

In  such  a  place,  Mary  gave  birth 
to  her  firstborn  Son. 

Lives  there  a  mother  who  cannot 
recall  the  deep  feelings  of  tenderness 
that  encompass  her  when  she  cuddles 
her  newborn?  Her  love  knows  no 
bounds.  Were  it  possible,  she'd  spare 
him  the  heartache,  trouble,  and  ha- 
tred that  lie  beyond  the  securit\'  of 
her  arms. 

I  think  Mary  felt  the  same  way  as 
she  gazed  at  the  baby  Jesus.  Yes,  this 
One  was  God  Incarnate,  but  he  was 
also  a  tiny  babe  for  whom  she  must 
care.

The  shepherds'  \isit  the  following 
morning  ga\'e  the  new  family  cause 
for  great  joy.  The  shepherds  related 
the  happenings  of  the  night  before, 
and  their  account  of  an  angel  could 
not  help  but  remind  Marv  of  her  own 
angelic  messenger.  He,  too,  had  said, 
'Tear  not."  There  was  one  thina  in 
particular  which  the  angel  told  the 
shepherds,  that  stirred  a  chord  in 
Mar\''s  mind.  'Tor  to  you  is  born  this 
day  ...  a  Sa\'iour,  Who  is  Christ, 
the  IMessiah,  the  Lord"  (Luke  2:11 
ANT).  Mary  knew  that  God  had  ful- 
filled His  promise  to  her— and  to  all 
mankind. 

Some  months  later,  wise  men  were 
led  by  a  star  to  the  house  where  Jesus 
was,  and  "thev  presented  unto  him 
gifts"  (Matt.  2:11). 

These  were  no  ordinary,  random- 
choice  presents.  They  bear  a  striking 
significance.  Gold:  the  gift  for  a 
king;  frankencense:  suggestive  of 
worship  and  sacrifice,  the  gift  for  a 
priest;  m\rrh:  used  to  embalm  the 
dead,  the  gift  for  one  who  is  to  die. 
There  was  prophecy  in  these  gifts. 

But  did  Marv  understand  their 
meaning?  Probably  she  kept  these 
things  in  her  heart  alongside  the  oth- 
ers— weighing  them  from  time  to  time. 
On  the  day  of  Jesus'  dedication  at  the 
temple,  Simeon  declared  Him  to  be  "a 
light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the 
glory  of  thy  people  Israel"  (Luke  2: 
32).  Then  he  added  words  of  an 
ominous  note,  as  to  Mary  he  spoke 
of  the  sword  which  would  pierce 
through  her  soul.  She  didn't  under- 
stand what  lay  ahead  for  the  Christ 
Child. 

Those  who  gathered  about  the  in- 
fant  Jesus  were  real  people,  but  they 
also  symbolize  others  of  their  kind 
through  the  succeeding  ages.  The 
humble  folk  find  in  Christ  the  answer 
to  their  needs;  the  devout  gather  to 
give  Him  praise;  wise  men  find  in 
flim  the  answers  to  the  great  ques- 
tions of  life.  To  all  who  come  to 
Him  in  faith  He  gives  salvation.

Truly  a  versatile  missionary  is  Miss 
Rosalia  Cochran.  Versatile  she  was 
before  she  went  to  the  field,  having 
been  trained  not  only  in  nursing,  but 
in  secretarial  work  as  well.  And  dur- 
ing her  vears  on  the  field  she  has  be- 
come known  for  her  excellent  photog- 
raphy and  for  her  work  in  the  area  of 
literature.  God  has  blessed  her  dedi- 
cated talents  to  the  good  of  His  work 
in  the  Central  African  Republic. 

Rosella  was  born  in  what  she  calls 
the  "Wild  West"— the  state  of  Mon- 
tana—in a  little  farmhouse  near  the 
Bull  Mountains.  For  the  first  two  and 
one-half  years  of  her  life  her  three 
brothers  and  one  sister  were  her  plav- 
mates  and  the  rimrock  their  play- 
ground. Her  early  memories  are  of 
farm  life  in  Iowa,  where  the  family 
moved  when  she  was  three.  There 
she  lived  the  tvpical  but  rather  quiet 
life  of  a  farm  girl  until  she  was  seven- 
teen. 

FoUowina  high  school  graduation, 
Rosella  left  the  farm  for  "the  city" 
(Des  Moines)  to  launch  into  a  busi- 
ness career.  This  seemed  to  satisfy 
her  for  several  years,  although,  she 
.confesses,  "I  floated  about  with  no 
aim  in  life  except  to  make  money  and 
have  a  good  time."  Then  someone 
suggested  to  her  that  the  cadet  nurse- 
training  program  might  provide  her 
with  greater  opportunity  and  a  better 
income.  This  appealed  to  her.  There- 
fore, the  next  step  was  Rosella  Coch- 
ran: U.S.  Cadet  Nurse,  and  she  suc- 
cessfully completed  the  three  years  of 
training.

Unknown  to  Rosella  until  later,  the 
Lord  had  His  hand  upon  her  in  those 
years.  Though  she  had  been  a  life- 
long attender  of  Sunday  school  and 
church  and  felt  she  had  been  a  "good 
girl,"  during  her  nurse's  training  she 
began  to  feel  keenly  the  emptiness  of 
her  life.  Her  roommate,  Norma,  was 
preparing  to  go  to  the  mission  field, 
and  her  devotion  to  the  Lord  was  a 
decided  influence  in  Rosella's  life. 
Furthermore,  during  a  six-month  af- 
filiation period  in  Chicago,  Rosella 
met  a  Chinese  girl  who  considered 
that  in  whatever  place  she  was,  that 
was  her  mission  field.  Through  this 
particular  contact  Rosella  began  to 
recognize  her  own  sinful  state.  Mem- 
orizing Scripture  under  her  friend's 
direction  added  to  Rosella's  growing 
conviction,  and  she  became  increas- 
ingly dissatisfied  with  her  own  life. 
Back  in  Des  Moines,  two  months 
before  graduation,  Rosella  attended 
Bilh'  Graham  evangelistic  meetings 
and  made  her  decision;  "It  was  there 
I  was  called  out  of  darkness  into  the 
marvelous  light  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ." 

In  March,  1948,  Rosella  received 
her  R.N.,  and  the  following  August 
she  received  her  call  to  missionary  ser- 
vice. She  states,  "The  call  came  clear 
and  plain  as  the  train  which  mv 
friend,  Norma,  had  just  boarded 
pulled  away  from  the  station.  A  group 
of  Christians  had  gathered  at  the  sta- 
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tion  for  a  service.   The  Lord  spoke  to 
me  there  and  I  responded." 

However,  in  spite  of  her  call,  Ro- 
sella resisted  for  a  while.  She  says 
that  the  next  four  years  were  both 
profitable  and  difficult.  She  profited 
in  Bible  study  and  Christian  service 
as  well  as  gaining  valuable  experience 
in  nursing.  For  two  vears  she  worked 
as  school  nurse  in  Leon,  Iowa,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  time  in  hospital 
nursing.  And  then  she  yielded  to 
God's  call  and  submitted  her  applica- 


tion to  the  Foreign  Missionary  Soci- 
ety. In  the  fall  of  1952  she  entered 
Grace  Seminary  where  she  studied 
for  two  years.  In  November,  1954, 
she  departed  for  language  study  in 
France,  and  one  year  later  she  arrived 
in  Africa. 

Rosella's  early  months  on  the  field 
came  during  the  last  months  of  the 
life  of  Miss  Estella  Myers,  the  pioneer 
missionary.  The  new  missionary 
nurse  cared  for  the  veteran  missionary 
nurse  until  the  Lord  took  the  elder 
one  unto  himself.  Following  Miss 
Myers'  death,  Rosella  wrote  to  the 
FMS  office:  "We  have  lost  our  great- 
est  missionary.  .  .  .  The  times  of 
spiritual  fellowship  we  had  together 
will  always  linger  with  me  as  pleas- 
ant memories.  And  it  is  not  only  a 
matter  of  pleasant  memories  but  a 
matter  of  spiritual  strengthening  that 
I  received.  Her  faith  was  so  complete 
and  she  trusted  the  Lord  fully  for  all 
things." 

For  some  time  Rosella  has  been  sta- 
tioned at  the  Bible  Center.  Her  var- 
ied activities  include  the  oversight  of 
local  dispensaries  and  the  duties  of 
the  field  treasurer,  and  she  is  in 
charge  of  art,  layout,  and  publicity 
for  the  Troiupette  EvangeJiqite,  the 
Sango-language  monthly  magazine. 

Is  she  happy  to  be  in  the  place  to 
which  the  Lord  called  her? 

"These  thirteen  years,"  she  says, 
"have  been  the  best  years  of  my 
life!"  ▼

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What  a  happv  dav  when  the  mov- 
ers finally  arrived  with  Grandma's 
rickety  old  upright  "hadn't-been- 
tuned-for-sixteen-years"  piano!  Kind 
neighbors,  the  local  storekeeper,  pas- 
tor, ne\\'spaperman.  the  mailman,  and 
teachers  all  answered  a  polite,  "Well, 
isn't  that  nice,"  as  I  proudlv  an- 
nounced that  I  was  going  to  take 
piano  lessons. 

And  sure  enough,  the  first  month 
produced  so  much  practice  that  this 
nine-vear-old  could  ha\e  taken  a  les- 
son every  day  and  been  fully  pre- 
pared for  each  one.  However,  I'm 
certain  that  the  endurance  of  my  en- 
thusiasm need  not  be  spelled  out  for 
you  mothers  who  have  children  in- 
volved in  music  lessons. 

It  was  not  baseball,  studies,  or  even 
bo\'s  that  robbed  me  of  lesson  practice 
time.  Rather,  practice  for  other  mu- 
sical activities!  Child  e\angelism 
classes,  Sunday  school,  youth  fellow- 
ship, church,  old  folks  homes,  or- 
phanages, ex'angelistic  campaigns, 
school  and  church  choir  practices, 
and  scores  of  special  activities  all 
needed  pianists. 

Though  important  activities,  each 
took  extra  time  and  practice  away 
from  weekly  lesson  material.  How 
thankful  I  am  for  parents  who  would 
not  yield  to  my  pleas  to  quit  taking 
lessons,  but  who  encouraged  and  sup- 
ported me  in  all  of  these  side  \'en- 
tures  while  still  insisting  on  lesson 
practice! 

I  remember  specifically  one  Easter 
Sunday  when  the  church  organist  and 
I  played  the  "Hallelujah  Chorus," 
and  afterward  my  dad  gave  me  a 
dollar.  He  hadn't  promised  it  to  me 
beforehand;  it  hadn't  even  been  sug- 
gested. It  was  accepted  as  a  token 
of  his  appreciation  rather  than  as  a 
reward.  (P.  S.  Dad— I'll  be  playing 
it  again  this  Christmas!) 

After  graduation  from  Hagerstown 
(Md.)  High  School,  I  enrolled  in 
Grace  Collese  as  a  freshman  music 
major.  It  was  here  that  music  really 
became  a  way  of  life  for  me.  I  like  to 
think  of  music  as  m\'  work,  a  means 
of  witness,  and  a  method  of  worship; 
and  ...  it  even  lead  to  a  wedding! 

Let  me  explain. 
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Although  I  enrolled  as  a  freshman 
music  major,  mv  area  of  music  was 
changed  four  times  before  my  frus- 
trated advisor  finally  encouraged  me 
to  go  into  music  education.  "But  I 
don't  want  to  be  a  teacher,"  I  pro- 
claimed until  the  day  I  finally  re- 
ceived my  Bachelor  of  Music  Edu- 
cation degree. 

Toda\',  in  m\'  third  year  of  teach- 
ing music  in  the  public  schools,  I 
find  the  ABC's  and  the  do-re-mi's  of 
music  to  be  a  real  means  of  witness. 

Since  every  new  song  is  discussed, 
the  hymns,  spirituals,  and  Christmas 
carols  in  the  children's  music  books 
are   rich   and    rcad\'    material. 

A  cute  but  pathetic  example  in- 
\'oIyed  learning  "Winds  Through  the 
Olive  Trees  Softh'  Did  Blow,  Round 
Little  Bethlehem  Long,  Long  Ago" 
last  Christmas. 

After  a  li\'ely  second-grade  dis- 
cussion on  oli\'e  trees,  I  queried,  "And 
now  can   anyone  tell   me  something

On  the  subject  of  music  and  iror- 
ship,  volumes  ha\'e  alread\'  been  writ- 
ten. Martin  Luther  said,  "The  sub- 
stance of  true  worship  is  this— that  our 
dear  Lord  speaks  with  us  through 
His  Holy  Word,  and  we  in  return 
speak  with  Him  through  pra\er  and 
songs  of  praise." 

Are  h\'mns  a  part  of  your  daily  de- 
\-otions?  No— not  rollicking  gospel 
songs,  but  songs  of  prayer,  confes- 
sion, submission  and/or  praise  to 
God. 

It  is  a  favorite  practice  at  dur  house 
to  try  to  choose  a  hymn  which  cor- 
relates with  the  Scripture  of  the  da\'. 
Often  the  text  of  the  chosen  song  en- 
lightens, expands,  or  enriches  the 
Biblical  passage.

Terrv  was  a  music  major  at  Grace, 
too.  Having  nearly  all  our  classes  to-

A  year  after  we  received  our  de- 
grees, we  had  a  musical  wedding  and 


were  married  by  our  music  professor, 
Donald  Ogden.  Since  then  oppor- 
tunities for  musical  service  have 
been  numerous,  with  a  recent  high- 
light  being  our  20,000-mile  travels 
with  the  Messengers  of  Grace. 

The  biggest  lesson  which  the  Lord 
has  taught  me  is  to  he  willins.  to  be 
used.  We  are  accountable  to  God 
only  for  those  talents  which  we  ac- 
tually possess. 

Be  ready  and  willing  to  use  your 
talents  whenever  and  wherex'er  you 
are.  I  am  reminded  of  two  instances 
in  which  I  had  a  very  difficult  de- 
cision to  make  with  regard  to  gi\'ing 
up  a  specific  music  ministry.  In  each 
case  the  Lord  led  into  an  even  busier 
and   more   responsible   position. 

Perhaps  \'ou'll  never  make  a  li\ing 
through  music.  And  maybe  a  musical 
v\'edding  will  ne\'er  figure  in  \'our 
experience.  But  keeping  a  melody  in 
our  hearts  can  be  an  effective  and 
meaningful  avenue  of  worship  and 
witness  until,  as  the  songwriter  has 
said,  "With  the  angels  I  will  sing; 
'Twill  be  a  song  with  glorious  har- 
mon\',   When   the  courts  of  heaven

As  I  sat  across  the  table  from  my 
neighbor  sipping  coffee,  I  thought  to 
myself,  "Here  is  a  woman  \\'ho  needs 
to  know  Christ.  What  can  I  say  to 
her?  f-Iow  can  I  turn  the  conver- 
sation from  childhood  diseases  to  the 
person  of  Christ  and  her  basic  need 
to  know  Him  as  Saviour?" 

These  thoughts  had  crossed  my 
mind  manv,  many  times  before,  and 
about  two  vears  ago  I  finallv  found 
the  answer  to  Christian  witnessing. 
How  lono  I  had  waited  for  this  in- 

o 

formation  on  effective  witnessing  for 
the  Lord! 

One  day  I  was  told  what  it  reallv 
means  to  be  controlled  and  led  bv  the 
Spirit  of  God.  I  had  heard  this  manv 
times  before,  but  it  never  hit  home 
the  way  it  did  this  time.  The  secret 
is  a  moment  bv  moment  confession 
of  all  sin,  asking  the  Holv  Spirit  to 
fill  vou  and  control  you,  and  then 
thanking  Him  for  what  He  has  done. 

When  the  f foh'  Spirit  is  in  control 
of  \'our  life,  \'()U  no  longer  hold  a 
grudge  against  those  who  have 
wronoed  \ou,  and  vou  no  longer 
show  your  bad  temper.  It  is  the  most 
wonderful  \\'a\  to  li\'e.  Being  in  the 
Spirit's  control  means  just  one  thing 
to  the  Christian:  It  is  no  longer  I  who 
li\es,  but  Christ  who  li\'es  through 
me. 

What  joy  and  peace  can  come 
from  this  kind  of  life!  It  is  no  lonoer 
your  worries  or  frustrations  \\'hich 
are  controlling,  but  now  the  peace 
and  love  for  Christ  literalh-  flows 
through  you  to  other  people. 

It  is  \\'onderful  to  get  up  in  the 
morning  with  this  \-erse  on  m\-  lips: 
"This    is    the    dav    which    the    Lord 
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hath  made;  we  will  rejoice  and  be 
glad  in  it."  This  makes  life  worth 
living.  Then  in  the  next  breath  I 
confess  all  kn()\\n  sin  and  ask  the 
Lord  to  fill  me  anew  with  the  Spirit 
of  God.  Mv  next  praver  is  "Lord, 
lead  me  to  a  soul  today  who  needs 
Your  help."  What  a  new  jov  and 
blessing  witnessing  has  become  for 
me,  because  now  it  is  a  jov  to  see 
whom  the  Lord  has  prepared  for  me 
to  speak  to  each  dav.  Witnessing  is 
no  longer  a  chore  or  a  must,  because 
we  are  commanded  to  witness  in  the 
Bible.   It  is  now  a  spiritual  challenge. 

A  few  months  ago  I  was  Cjuite  sick 
in  bed  for  about  three  weeks.  During 
this  time  the  wonderful  people  from 
our  church  here  in  Lancaster  took 
care  of  all  our  needs,  even  bringino  in 
hot  meals  for  our  family.  As  I  hy 
in  bed  day  after  day,  I  began  medi- 
tating on  the  greatness  of  God  and 
thinking  how  He  is  in  charge  of 
evervthina  we  do  and  sav.  I  began 
praying  that  the  Lord  would  use  me 
in  His  service  in  any  way  He  would 
choose,  so  that  I  ct)uld  be  more  use- 
ful to  Llim.  How  marx'elously  the 
Lord  answered  my  prayer!  From  that 
time  on,  it  has  been  just  breathtaking 
to  me  to  see  the  Lord  work  in  so 
manv  ways. 

One  of  the  very  first  things  God 
did  for  me  was  to  start  sending  peo- 
ple who  needed  help  from  Him  to  mv 
house.  The  first  man  who  came  was 
from  another  town.  He  was  a  Chris- 
tian but  had  realh'  strayed  very  far 
from  Christ.  Just  that  morning  I 
had  prayed,  "Lord,  I  can't  go  out  to- 
day, for  I  am  still  too  weak.  But  I 
want  You  to  send  someone  to  me  who 
really  needs  Your  help."  About  ten 
o'clock  that  morning  the  door  bell 
rang,  and  I  said,  "Thank  vou.  Lord. 
This  must  be  the  one." 

The  man  and  I  talked  for  a  few- 
minutes  about  this  and  that,  and  then 
I  said  to  him,  "Skip,  why  did  vou 
really  stop  here  today?  VVe  haven't 
see  \'ou  in  months."  Then  he  broke 
down,  and  ^vhat  a  wonderful  time  I 


had  witnessing  to  him  in  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Spirit!  This  is  a  joy  that 
cannot  be  described  unless  vou  have 
tried  this  t\'pe  of  Christian  witnessing 
yourself. 

So  manv  times  we   neglect   God's 

o 

way.  Acts  1:8  savs,  "But  vou  are  20- 
ing  to  receive  power  when  the  Holy 
Spirit  comes  upon  vou,  and  you  must 
be  witnesses  for  me"  (Williams 
Translation),  but  we  tr\'  and  try  to 
witness  on  our  own  and  in  our  own 
flesh,  and  we  never  seem  to  get  anv- 
where.  Once  we  begin  to  confess  our 
sins  moment  by  moment,  we  know 
what  it  means  to  be  controlled  bv  the 
Hol\'  Spirit.  It  is  b\'  an  act  of  our 
o\\'n  will.  Then  the  Lord  brings  the 
fruit  and  the  harvest.  It  is  His  work- 
ing through  us  that  counts.  If  you 
want  to  live  a  fruitful  life  for  God, 
to  be  at  peace  with  yourself  and  those 
around  vou,  and  to  have  victory  over 
sin,  then  Ephesians  5:18  is  for  vou. 
Here  Christ  said,  "Be  filled  with  the 
Spirit."  This  is  true  Christian  wit- 
nessing. Y 
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emorizciuon: 


It  has  been  a  real  joy  to  study  and  memorize  God's  Word.  In  Psalm 
119:11  it  says,  "Thv  word  have  I  hid  in  mine  heart,  that  I  might  not 
sin  against  thee."  I  am  thankful  that  I  can  hide  God's  Word  in  my 
heart  and  use  it  to  tell  others  about  the  saving  power  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

I  can  read  God's  Word  and  receive  a  blessing  from  it;  but  bv  learnino 
it  by  heart  I  feel  I  have  accomplished  more,  because  His  Word  is  in 
my  heart  to  stay. 

A  girl  might  sa\'  that  she  has  memorized  a  verse  of  Scripture  for  an 
SMM  meetino,  but  can  she  sav  that  same  verse  bv  memor\'  a  dav  later?

Many  times  a  person  only  learns  a  verse  because  he  has  to  and  then 
later  forgets  it.  I  feel  that  a  person  should  memorize  God's  Word  by 
wanting  to  do  it,  feelinp  that  God  wants  him  to  do  it,  and  not  because 
he  has  to. 

Man\'  wcm't  attempt  to  memorize  His  Word  because  thev  seem  to  be 
alraid  ot  the  word  "memorize."  Memorizing  does  take  time;  and  be- 
cause it  does,  many  \\'ill  say,  "I'm  too  busy. "  God  isn't  too  busy  for 
us.   Why  should  we  be  too  bus)'  for  Him? 

When  we  just  read  a  chapter  of  one  of  the  books  of  the  Bible,  we 
usually  don't  get  all  that  is  in  it  lor  us  unless  we  go  over  it  again  and 
again.  So  by  memorizing  the  portion,  some  things  stand  out  that  seem 
like  they  v\'ere  never  there  the  hrst  time  we  read  it. 

I'll  guarantee  that  a  time  will  never  be  found  to  study,  because  Sa- 
tan is  always  right  there  to  discourage  and  cause  interruptions.  One 
has  to  take  time.  The  time  taken  will  never  be  lost,  because  the  bless- 
ings are  great.  T

In  Praise  of  Luther 

The  year  1967  is  the  450th  anni- 
versary of  Luther's  most  famous  ac- 
tion. On  October  31,  1517,  he  nailed 
those  ninetv-five  theses  to  the  church 
door.  It  would  be  hard  to  overesti- 
mate the  importance  of  that  hammer- 
wielder,  so  this  column  would  be  out 
of  order  not  to  take  note  this  vear  of 
several  books  in  the  line  of  Luther 
studies. 

I  was  asked  how  I  liked  A  Mighty 
Fortress,  by  Norman  E.  Nygaard 
(Grand  Rapids,  Michigan;  Zonder- 
van  Publishing  House,  1964),  159 
pages,  $2.95.  I  don't  like  it.  A 
Mighty  Fortress  belongs  to  the  genre 
of  simplified,  panegyric  biography 
from  which  youth  garner  many  his- 
torical errors.  For  example,  Nvgaard 
perpetuates  the  old  tale  of  Luther's 
illumination  while  climbing  the 
chapel  stairs  in  Rome.  "There  sud- 
denly flashed  into  his  mind  the  words, 
'The  just  shall  live  by  faith.'  He  rose 
from  his  knees  and  fled  the  place" 
(page   36). 

Gordon  Rupp,  in  his  Luther's  Prog- 
ress to  the  Diet  of  Worms  (New 
York:    Harper  and  Row,  Publishers, 


1964;  first  printed  London;  Student 
Christian  Movement  Press  Ltd., 
1951),  paper,  109  pages,  $.95,  calls 
this  anecdote  "a  fable"  (page  23). 
Rupp's  work  is  a  detailed  and  critical 
interpretation  of  Luther's  life  up  to 
his  appearance  before  the  Emperor 
at  Worms  in  April,  1521. 

Often  cited  as  the  best  biograph\' 
of  Luther  available  in  the  English 
lanouage  is  Here  I  Stand,  by  Roland 
H.  Bainton  (Nashville,  Tennessee; 
Abingdon  Press,  1951).  It  is  now 
available  in  both  hardback  and  paper- 
back. My  copy,  which  is  one  of  the 
Mentor  Books  series,  contains  336 
pages. 

Bainton  uses  the  critical  tools  of 
scholarly  research  fully;  yet  he  has 
yvritten  an  eminently  readable  ac- 
count of  Luther's  life.  He  adopts  a 
topical  rather  than  a  chronological 
scheme.  The  book  is  spiced  through- 
out with  anecdotes  and  quotations 
from  Dr.  Luther's  writings. 

One  of  the  most  noteworthy  cur- 
rent books  in  the  Lutheran  tradition 
is  Crisis  in  Lutheran  Theology,  Vol- 
ume I,  bv  John  W.  Montgomery 
(Grand  Rapids,  Michigan;  Baker 
Book  House,  1967),  paper,  133  pages, 
SI. 50.  A  second  volume  is  scheduled 
for  release  before  the  end  of  1967. 
Montgomery  presents  tvyo  series  of 
essays  dealing  with  the  theological 
perplexities  facing  the  Lutheran 
Church-Missouri  Synod,  and  by  ex- 
tention  the  entire  e\'anoelical  church. 
Part  One  contains  two  essays  on  the 
doctrine  of  Scripture  and  the  present 
confusion  about  hermeneutics.  These 
two  essays  are  directed  to  pastors  and 
students  of  theology.  The  essays  in 
Part  Tyyo  are  written  to  present  the 
issues  clearly  to  laymen.  They  make 
highly  profitable  reading.

Private 

Colleges 

Doomed? 


Today,  private  colleges  are  facing 
very  serious  financial  problems.  Their 
very  survival  is  threatened.  Whether 
we  can  sav  that  thev  are  doomed  de- 
pends upon  whether  proper  solutions 
can  be  found. 

Everywhere  the  cry  of  increased 
operational  costs  is  heard.  The  cost 
of  materials  and  services  is  skyrocket- 
ins.    The  cost  of  new  buildings  and 


facilities  is  becoming  burdensome. 
Added  income  to  offset  the  increased 
cost  is  not  forthcoming.  The  two 
main  sources  of  income  are  tuition 
fees  and  gifts.  To  increase  tuition 
much  more  would  price  most  private 
schools  out  of  the  market.  And,  gifts 
have  not  kept  pace  with  the  increased 
cost. 

One  solution  offered  is  to  eliminate 
such  schools  and  let  the  tax-supported 
state  schools  do  the  job.  This  is  not 
a  satisfactory  answer  so  far  as  the 
Christian  private  colleges  are  con- 
cerned. There  is  a  distinct  need  for 
their  Christian  emphasis.  Another 
remedy  which  has  been  set  forth  is 
for  such  schools  to  use  government 
funds.  The  president  of  Yale  Uni- 
versitv  said  recentlv  that  he  antici- 
pates the  dav  will  soon  come  when 
all  private  schools  will  be  recei\ing 
such  funds.  When  asked  whether 
this  might  result  in  the  government 
influencing  the  schools'  policies,  he 
was  not  too  specific  with  his  answer. 
This  risk  is  too  great.  A  third  plan  is 
for  the  Christian  school  to  revert  to 
junior  college  status  and  to  establish 
its  institution  close  to  a  state  college 
where  the  facultv  and  facilities  of  the 
state  school  could  be  used  without 
giving  up  the  distinctives  of  the 
Christian  school.  But  what  would 
happen  to  schools  that  are  not  near  a 
state  college?  Would  the  state  schools 
be  willing  to  cooperate?    Would  we 


be  able  to  maintain  the  strong  Chris- 
tian influence,  or  would  the  state 
school's  philosophy  predominate? 

As  far  as  our  own  Grace  College  is 
concerned,  the  solution  seems  to  be 
to  support  the  school  ourselves.  If  we 
want  such  a  school,  we  must  support 
it.  There  will  be  some  outside  volun- 
tarv  support,  but  most  must  come 
from  our  own  people.  The  adminis- 
tration has  worked  hard  to  keep  the 
budget  in  balance.  This  is  commend- 
able.  Brethren  people  do  not  look 
with  favor  upon  our  denominational 
boards  expanding  bevond  their  means 
and  piling  up  deficits. 

To  assist  the  school  adequately, 
support  must  be  more  substantial. 
But  let  us  get  more  specific.  If  costs 
rise  by  5  percent,  gifts  will  need  to 
be  increased  by  at  least  that  amount. 
If  a  new  building  is  to  be  built, 
funds  over  and  above  operational, 
current  fund  giving  must  be  forth- 
coming  to  build  it.  Alumni  can  give 
more  to  help.  The  current  well- 
organized  drive  among  the  alumni  is 
a  good  move.  Other  sources  for  in- 
creased  giving  will  need  to  be  ex- 
plored. 

Is  our  private  college  doomed?  The 
answer  lies  with  our  own  Brethren 
people.  If  we  are  willing  to  give  gifts 
commensurate  with  the  results  that 
are  being  achieved  in  the  training  of 
our  young  people,  the  answer  is,  "no!" 
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"To  God  be  the  glory,  great  things 
He  hath  done."  A  decision  had  to 
be  reached.  Would  this  infant  church 
go  self-supporting  or  plan  to  build  a 
much-needed  educational  building? 
Like  so  many  other  Christians,  we 
were  making  our  decision  with  the 
facts  at  hand  and  not  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  "with  God  nothing  shall  be 
impossible"  (Luke  1:37).  With  fur- 
ther serious  consideration  of  what  our 
Lord  wanted  us  to  do,  we  were  con-

The  Lord  blessed  in  a  very  unusual 
way,  and  it  was  soon  apparent  that  a 
church  building  would  be  necessary.

It  was  the  Friday  night  before  Rosh 
Hashanah  (Jewish  New  Year),  the 
night  when  the  Riaho  Brethren 
Church  accompanied  the  mission 
stafF  to  a  synagogue  service.  I  noted 
from  the  sign  in  front  of  the  temple 
that  the  service  would  be  a  prelude 
to  the  High  Holy  Days,  Rosh  Hasha- 
nah and  Yom  Kippir  (the  Day  of 
Atonement).  Beginning  with  Rosh 
Hashanah,  which  falls  on  1  Tishrei, 
and  ending  with  Yom  Kippur;  10 
Tishrei  in  the  Jewish  calendar  are 
ten  days  known  as  "The  Days  of 
Awe,"  a  time  of  self-judgment.  As  I 
prepared  to  go  into  the  sanctuary,  I 
made  sure  that  I  wore  the  yarinuUiah 
(the  traditional  skull  cap)  and  that  I 
took  the  prayer  book  for  the  service 
written  in  both  Hebrew  and  English. 

After  a  few  opening  preliminaries, 
one  of  the  rabbis  seated  on  the  plat- 
form went  to  the  shulhan  (reading 
desk)  to  lead  in  readings  from  the 
prayer  book,  these  readings  punctu- 
ated from  time  to  time  by  the  cantor, 
or  the  cantor  and  congregation  to- 
gether, as  they  sang  the  responses. 
Some  of  this  music  was  quite  stirrino. 
I  found  myself  tapping  my  foot  in 
time  to  the  rhythm.  It  seemed  as  if 
we  were  marching  to  Zion  and  I  have 
since   thought,    "M\,    if   the    Israelis 


sang  this  type  of  song  in  their  recent 
conflict,  no  wonder  they  overwhelmed 
the  enemy." 

When  sermon  time  came,  a  second 
rabbi  approached  the  reading  desk 
and  announced  that  since  this  service 
was  a  prelude  to  the  High  Holy  Days, 
a  dialogue  between  the  first  rabbi  and 
himself  —  an  exchange  of  questions 
and  answers— would  be  substituted 
for  the  sermon.  This  new  mission- 
ary to  the  Jews  turned  on  all  the 
mental  faculties  he  might  possess  and 
tuned  up  his  ears  as  he  anticipated 
some  new  knowledge  to  be  gained. 
Although  Rabbi  No.  2,  who  stood  be- 
hind the  first  reading  desk,  gave  some 
interesting  facts,  I  was  particularly  in- 
trigued by  what  Rabbi  No.  1,  who 
now  occupied  the  amitd  (second  read- 
ing desk  or  pulpit),  had  to  say. 

I  heard  the  Rahhi  say  that  accord- 
ing to  tradition  the  day  now  observed 
as  Rosh  Hashanah  was  the  same  day 
many  centuries  before  on  which 
Abraham,  with  Isaac  by  his  side,  sor- 
rowfully and  wearily  climbed  Mount 
Moriah  to  obey  the  command  of  the 
God  of  heaven  in  offering  up  this  be- 
loved son  on  a  Jewish  altar.  God 
would  not  allow  this,  I  heard  the 
Rahhi  say,  because  He  wished  to 
show  His  abhorence  of  human  sacri- 
fice. I  was  puzzled-could  the  Rabbi 
be  striking  out  at  the  sacrifice  of  the 
God-man  on  Calvary,  Messiah  Jesus? 


Then  /  heard  the  Rahhi  say  that 
the  Jew  needed  no  mediator  be- 
tween the  God  of  heaven  and  him- 
self—and this,  in  spite  of  what  I 
heard  the  Rahhi  say,  transpired  from 
Rosh  Hashanah  to  Yom  Kippur.  He 
said  everyone  liked  to  start  off  the 
new  year  with  a  clean  record  and  that 
the  Jew  was  no  different.  You  see,  ac- 
cording to  Jewish  tradition,  the  God 
of  Heaven  has  three  books  to  be 
opened  on  Rosh  Hashanah.  The  first 
book  is  said  to  contain  the  record  of 
the  faithful  pious  Jews  who  will  be 
inscribed  by  God  for  blessing  during 
the  next  year.  The  second  book  is 
said  to  contain  the  names  of  the  im- 
penitent, wreckless,  incorrigible  sin- 
ners for  whom  God  can  inscribe  only 
death  or  calamity  during  the  next 
twelve  months.  The  third  book  is 
said  to  have  written  in  it  the  names 
of  the  50-50  type  of  persons  who  have 
a  chance  to  clear  up  their  record  by 
prayer,  penance  and  charity.  1  heard 
the  Rahhi  say  that  he  did  not  know 
of  anyone  who  had  his  account  in 
the  black,  but  that  each  one's  account 
was  always  in  the  red.  Even  then, 
I  heard  the  Rahhi  say,  a  Jew  did  not 
need  a  mediator. 

I  thought  of  my  Mediator,  Messiah 
Jesus,  who  shed  His  blood  for  me  on 
Calvary,  and  my  heart  rejoiced  in  the 
knowledge  of  Him  in  whom  God  the 
Eather  found  satisfaction.    How  dif- 
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ferent  is  my  Substitute  from  that  of- 
fered in  the  old  custom  which  I  heard 
the  Rahhi  say  was  now  outmoded  be- 
cause it  reflected  some  heathen  ideas 
of  sacrifice.  This  was  the  taking  of  a 
rooster  for  a  male,  a  hen  for  a  female, 
before  sunset  of  the  day  preceding 
Yom  Kippur,  twirling  the  rooster  or 
hen  around  the  head  three  times,  de- 
claring it  to  be  his  or  her  ransom  and 
substitute! 

I  heard  the  Rahhi  say  that  the 
blowing  of  the  shofar  (ram's  horn), 
which  he  had  said  earlier  in  the  ser- 
vice probably  hearkened  back  to  the 
ram  substituted  for  Isaac  on  Mount 
Moriah,  was  a  time  for  rejoicing 
when  it  was  sounded  on  Rosh  Hasha- 
nah.  This  seemed  strange  in  view  of 
what  I  heard  the  Rahhi  say  concern-

ing  the  burden  of  sin  each  Jew  pos- 
sessed at  the  opening  of  the  books. 
Howe\'er,  when  Rosh  Hashanah 
came  around  I  noted  there  was  no 
joy;  I  heard  no  shouts  of  praise. 
Rather,  I  saw  quiet,  somber  groups  on 
the  way  to  the  schiile  (synagogue). 
For  them,  with  such  a  burden  of  sin 
and  no  knowledge  of  the  Mediator, 
the  blowing  of  shofar  was  just  the 
threshold  to  ten  awesome  days  of  self- 
judgment  and  the  awaiting  of  the 
sealing  of  their  fate  by  the  God  of 
heaven  on  Yom  Kippur. 

Still  I  heard  the  Rahhi  say  there 
was  no  need  of  outside  help  because 
the  Jew  was  strong  enough  to  clear 
the  record  himself  by  prayer,  pen- 
ance, and  charity;  and  was  strong 
enough  to  tip  the  scales  in  his  favor 
to  clear  the  slate.  It  was  the  old  tale 
of  "fanning  the  divine  spark  which 
lies  buried  in  each  of  us,"  the  old 
"lift -yourselves -up-bv-vour-own-boot 
straps"  philosophy. 

Certainly  the  kind  of  dialogue  we 
listened  to  that  Friday  night  in  the 
temple  does  not  make  our  task  any 
easier.  However,  Jews  are  being 
reached  and  a  few  are  confessing  Je- 
sus as  Messiah,  Saviour,  and  Lord. 
When  we  might  get  discouraged  in  a 
task  which  might  seem  hopeless,  we 
remember  a  Jew  by  the  name  of  Saul 
steeped  in  traditions  and  customs  who 
on  a  Damascus  road  met  the  resur- 


rected Lord,  the  Messiah  of  Israel,  the 
Saviour  and  only  hope  of  both  Jew 
and  Gentile— and  believed! 

As  I  have  thought  back  to  that  Fri- 
day night  when  /  heard  the  Rahhi  say 
"No  mediator,"  I  remember  the  man 
of  faith,  Abraham,  mentioned  so 
prominently  in  that  service,  who  to 
the  query  of  his  son,  Isaac,  as  to 
where  was  the  lamb  for  a  burnt  offer- 
ing gave  an  answer  with  prophetic' 
significance,  "My  son,  God  will  pro- 
vide himself  a  lamb  for  a  burnt  offer- 
ing" (Gen.  22:8).  "Jehovah-Jireh— the 
Lord  will  provide!"  The  God  of 
Heaven  did  provide  the  Lamb,  and 
God's  Word  points  out  the  lie  in  dia- 
logues and  traditions  that  deny  the 
Mediator.    The    world   changes   and 

o 

even  unscriptural  traditions  and  cus- 
toms change,  but  we  have  the  un- 
changing Word  because  it  is  the 
Word  of  the  unchanging  God.  I  be- 
lieve  H.  F.  Lyte  has  said  it  so  well  in 
his  blessed  hymn,  Abide  With  Me 
.  .  .  "Change  and  decay  in  all  around 
I  see;  O,  thou  that  changest  not,  abide 
with  me." 

As  we,  your  missionaries,  walk 
among  your  Jewish  friends  and  ours 
in  a  changing  world,  we  are  quite 
aware  of  the  abiding  of  the  One  who 
changes  not.  Pray  for  us  as  we  bear 
testimony  to  Messiah  Jesus,  our  won- 
derful Lord,  from  His  unchanging 
Word.  T

It  began  as  a  dream 


Last  April,  the  Grace  Brethren 
Church  of  Kent,  Washington,  was 
only  a  dream  in  the  minds  of  the  con- 
gregation. Plans  had  been  accepted; 
ground  was  broken;  and  our  super- 
intendent of  construction,  Mr.  Lester 
Kevser,  arrived.  After  some  delay  the 
building  permit  was  issued,  and  con- 
struction was  begun. 

A  wooden  skeleton  appeared  at 
Southeast  232nd  and  111th.  In  time 
it  became  apparent  that  this  was  a 
frame  of  a  church.  The  community 
watched  with  interest  as  this  frame 
became  first  a  shell  and  then  a  struc- 
ture. 

This  structure  is  now  in  the  pro- 
cess of  becoming  more  than  a  new 
landmark  in  this  rapidly  growing, 
aviation-minded  community.  It  is  not 
being  built  to  be  a  landmark,  but  to 
be  a  very  practical  and  spiritual  part 
of  the  lives  of  many  of  the  new  fami- 
lies who  are  moving  into  our  area. 

How  has  this  dream  become  a 
reality?  Space  permits  only  a  partial 
answer.  We  recognize  and  appreciate 
the  Lord's  blessing,  without  which 
this  accomplishment  would  have  been 
impossible.  The  aid,  guidance,  and 
encouragement  of  the  Brethren  Home 
Missions  Council  has  been  tremen- 
dous; and  help  from  the  Northwest 
District  mission  board  has  been   vi- 


tally important.  Also,  the  spirit,  zeal, 
work,  and  cooperation  of  the  congre- 
gation is  an  inseparable  part  of  the 
picture. 

Many  man-hours  have  sone  into 
the  construction.  Men  who  work  dur- 
ing the  day  have  come  to  help  in 
the  evenings,  and  some  who  work  the 
second  shift  came  in  the  mornings. 
Saturdays  and  weekly  work  nights 
have  drawn  as  many  as  sixteen  men 
at  one  time  and  as  few  as  two. 

Our  building  committee  of  five 
members  is  giving  much  support  and 
guidance.  Equipment  has  been  do- 
nated. Our  students  have  helped,  too. 
For  instance,  one  of  our  fellows  who 
was  home  for  the  summer  from  Grace 
volunteered  about  150  hours  of  work. 

Weekly  progress  is  being  made, 
and  we  hope  to  have  our  church  com- 
pleted by  the  first  of  April. 

We  are  excited  and  thrilled  with 
the  progress  and  the  building,  but 
e\'en  more  than  this,  we  are  grateful 
for  the  conaregation  of  over  one  hun- 
drcd  people  whom  we  expect  to  join 
us  in  worship  in  our  completed  build- 
ing. They  will  give  it  life.  When  it 
has  life,  and  a  witness,  and  a  gospel- 
preaching  message  with  a  beachhead 
in  the  growing  Northwest;  then  we 
will  feel  that  it  is  a  symbol  for  Christ.

"To  refuse  to  take  our  stand  against 
moral  decay  is  condolence,"     says 
this  home  missions  executive. 
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Month  by  month  America  sinks 
to  a  new  low  ebb  in  her  moral 
behavior.  A  permissive  society  is 
emerging,  allowing  radicals  to  set  the 
stage  of  American  thought  on  moral 
values.  The  refusal  of  Christian 
thinkers  in  the  conservative  realm  to 
express  themselves  for  fear  of  being 
labeled  "Puritan"  has  permitted  the 
advocaters  of  free  thought  and  loose 
morals,  and  sex  merchandisers  to  have 
a  heyday. 

Modem  art,  the  increasing  nudity 
and  frankness  of  today's  films,  the 
blunt  and  often  obscene  language  of 
American  novels  and  plays,  the  lyrics 
of  current  pop  songs,  and  the  growing 
eroticism  of  American  television  pro- 
grams clearly  outline  the  trend. 
American  business  in  its  advertisino 
media  continues  to  stoop  to  new  lows 
to  sell  its  products.  Too  often,  the  de- 
sire to  get  the  product  before  people 
by  a  revealing  or  lewd  scene  as  an 
"eye-catcher"  seems  more  valid  than  a 
contribution  to  upgrade  America's 
moral  standards. 

The  trends  indicated  in  the  "be- 
hind-the-scenes" and  "non-reported" 
activity  in  the  race  riots,  peace  dem- 
onstrations, campus  rebellions  and 
playboy  type  of  social  clubs  are  finally 
filtering  through.  Hollywood  con- 
tinues to  downgrade  its  moral  and 
ethical  code  to  meet  the  demands  of 
a  degraded  society.  A  Newsweek 
WTiter  says,  "These  new  postures 
alarm  many  citizens,  psychologists 
and  social  thinkers  who  see  in  this 
rapid  destruction  of  taboos  a  danger- 
ous swing  toward  irresponsible  hedon- 
ism and,  ultimately,  social  decay." 
Kenneth  Tynan,  theater  critic,  is 
quoted  in  the  same  article,  "We  are 
just  beginning  to  discover  what  mo- 
rality is  all  about.  It  is  concerned 
with  how  we  behave  toward  each 
other,  not  how  much  of  our  bodies 


we  happen  to  display.  There  will  be 
no  return  to  the  horse  and  buggy  or 
to  full-length  skirts." 

The  attitude  of  the  mainstream  of 
American  clergy,  their  employment  of 
modern  social  "tactics"  to  interest 
youth,  their  advocacy  of  a  freer  code 
on  sex  and  premarital  relationships, 
and  their  participation  in  these  "radi- 
cal-force demonstrations"  has  weak- 
ened substantially  the  stature  of  the 
church  as  a  conservative  wall  against 
such  trends  in  our  society.  Too  often, 
innocence  and  ignorance  of  the  moral 
issues  on  the  part  of  conservative 
Christian  people  have  been  inter- 
preted as  f>ermissiveness  and  condo- 
lence. 

To  refuse  to  take  our  stand  against 
moral  decay  is  condolence.  It  is  ex- 
pedient that  the  church,  its  clergy, 
and  its  people  begin  a  new  look  at  the 
truth  of  the  Word  of  God  on  moral 
values  and  express  and  proclaim  our 
objections  to  all  those  responsible  for 
our  social  welfare.  It  is  time  for  a 
careful  study  of  what  the  Bible  calls 
"sin."  What  is  God's  attitude  toward 
adultery,  fornication,  nuditv,  immo- 
rality, licentiousness,  and  the  flesh? 
The  advocaters  of  a  new  moral  code 
will  not  consult  the  Word  of  God  as 
their  authority.  Unless  we  speak  out 
and  declare  the  truth  as  God  has  re- 
vealed it,  our  position  will  remain  un- 
heard and  undeclared. 

The  issues  and  ramifications  of  the 
present  trends  in  licentiousness  and 
lawlessness  are  pointing  to  a  national 
calamity.  A  rich,  materialistic,  pro- 
gressive nation  is  most  vulnerable  to 
moral  decay.  The  area  of  excessive 
liberality  is  in  the  realm  of  our  youth. 
This  realm  holds  the  leaders  of  our 
nation,  our  homes,  and  our  teachers 
for  tomorrow.  Moral  decay  can  deal 
a  devastating  blow  to  the  strength  of 
any  nation.  History  reveals  that  this 
was  the  reason  for  the  downfall  of 
some  of  the  greatest  empires. 

Our  nation  is  so  rapidly  plunging 
down  the  highway  of  moral  collapse 
that  we  may  be  beyond  the  point  of 
return.  It  is  estimated  that  the  change 
has  been  more  rapid  in  the  last  year 
than  in  the  last  fifty  years.  The  uni- 
versality of  this  trend  is  frightening. 
Seemingly  it  has  affected  every  area 
of  our  society. 

The  Bible  says,  "Blessed  is  the  na- 
tion whose  God  is  the  Lord"  (Ps.  33: 


12).  "Righteousness  exalteth  a  na- 
tion: but  sin  is  a  repoach  to  any  peo- 
ple" (Prov.  14:34).  "Yea,  many  peo- 
ple and  strong  nations  shall  come  to 
seek  the  Lord  of  hosts  in  Jerusalem, 
and  to  pray  before  the  Lord"  (Zech. 
8:22).  "The  wicked  shall  be  turned 
into  hell,  and  all  the  nations  that  for- 
get God"  (Ps.  9:17). 

God  is  sovereign.  He  rules  over  all 
nations.  His  permissive  will  allows 
men  some  measure  of  freedom  and 
liberty.  However,  God  has  stated  His 
position  on  righteousness,  on  holiness 

and  righteous  living,  and   His  stan- 
ce o' 

dards  for  the  nations  of  this  world. 
Men  may  shake  their  fists  and  shout 
their  demands;  they  may  travel  the 
road  to  moral  ruin,  but  they  will  not 
change  God's  attitude  toward  sin. 
God  says,  "For  I  am  the  Lord,  I 
change  not"  (Mai.  3:6).  Only  the 
grace  of  God  permits  men  to  rebel  for 
a  season. 

What  is  the  future  of  our  nation 
for  1968?  God  knows.  How  long 
God  will  permit  these  trends  to  con- 
tinue, we  do  not  know.  Certainly, 
God  will  judge  sin.  This  nation  is 
due  for  judgment.  Christian  people 
may,  too,  stand  in  this  line  for  not  ex- 
ercising the  knowledge  of  the  truth 
revealed,  for  not  carrying  out  His 
command  to  reach  the  lost,  and  for 
our  weaknesses  and  failures  in  righ- 
teousness. 

America,  a  needy  nation?  A  mis- 
sion field?  Mav  God  help  us  to  be 
"good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace 
of  God"  in  1968,  to  more  firmly  voice 
our  stand  for  moral  values,  and  to 
dedicate  ourselves  to  the  proclamation 
of  the  truth  to  reach  lost  men, 
women,  and  our  3'outh  for  Christ.    ▼

PRAY  for  the  voung  people  who 
will  be  serving  in  the  summer  mis- 
sionary program  TIME. 

PRAY  that  each  church  may  as- 
sume it's  share  of  financial  responsi- 
bility for  the  Christian  Education  De- 
partment during  1968. 

PRAY  that  our  program  of  dou- 
bling in  the  decade  may  come  to  a 
fruitful  completion  in  these  next  cou- 
ple of  years. 
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TO  WHOM  IT  MAY  CONCERN: 

I  guess  I  like  to  date  about  as  well 
as  the  average  high -school  girl.  I'll 
admit  I've  done  my  share  of  flipping 
over  crew  cuts,  football  shoulders,  and 
manly  smiles.  I'll  be  frank  with  you, 
I  like  boys.  What  girl  doesn't? 

But  I  don't  care  if  I  go  out  with 
some  so-called  Christian  fellows  I've 
been  dating!  And  I'm  not  the  only 
one  who  feels  this  way.  Many  of  ray 
Christian  girl  friends  are  as  fed  up 
as  I  am. 

I  know  there  are  many  Christian 
fellows  who  treat  their  dates  with  re- 
spect and  consideration.  I  have  real 
appreciation  for  them.  I  am  writing, 
instead,  to  those  fellows  who  profess 
to  be  Christians,  but  treat  their  com- 
panions as  though  they  weren't. 

We  girls  are  tired  of  having  our 
Sunday  night  dates  break  speed  rec- 
ords getting  away  after  church  in 
order  to  park  on  some  lonely  country 
road.  We're  tired  of  listening  to  a 
glowing  testimony  at  8  p.m.,  and  then 
fighting  ofi^  the  same  guy  at  9:30.  It 
seems  that  if  we  aren't  interested  in 
the  new  "national  pastime,"  we're 
automatic  citizens  of  squaresville. 

"A  Christian  ought  only  to  date 
Christians,"  we're  told  at  home  and 
church.  I  know  that's  a  good  idea. 
The  first  requirement  of  a  Christian 
girl  for  a  husband  is  that  he  know 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  his  personal 
Saviour.  Dating  a  Christian  guy  is 
supposed  to  be  on  a  higher  level.  He 
won't  take  you  to  worldly  places  and 
he  won't  tempt  you  to  smoke  or  drink. 

I  don't  enjoy  such  places,  and  I 
don't  drink  or  smoke,  either,  so  I  ap- 
preciate it  when  a  fellow  has  the  same 
convictions  that  I  have.  But  you  fel- 
lows should  know  that  drinking  and 
smoking  and  going  to  worldly  places 
aren't  the  only  sinful  activities.  It's 
time  that  vou  turn  a  strono  beam  of 
scriptural  light  on  your  date  life  and 
began  to  act  like  Christian  gentlemen 
when  you're  alone  with  a  girl,  as  well 
as  when  you're  in  front  of  people. 

You  say  you  want  to  park  with  your 
girl  because  you  like  her  so  much? 
If  you  really  thought  as  much  of  your 
girl  as  you  say  you  do,  you  wouldn't 
think  of  parking  with  her.  You 
wouldn't  want  to  do  anything  to  hurt 
her.  You'd  want  to  protect  her  from 
the  shame  she  will  feel  after  heavy 
necking,  and  the  low  reputation  she's 
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likely  to  suffer  in  the  gossip  of  others. 

Doesn't  that  mean  anything  to  you? 
Do  \'ou  give  anv  thought  to  the  wav 
talk  can  blast  a  girl's  reputation?  It 
doesn't  have  to  be  much  talk,  and  it 
doesn't  take  much  time  for  it  to  do 
its  worst.  There  doesn't  even  have  to 
be  much  truth  in  it. 

One  of  my  best  friends  was  the  vic- 
tim of  a  tale  like  that.  The  "wrong" 
people  saw  her  and  the  word  went 
around  fast:  "Sue  is  an  easy  mark." 
And  nothing  she  could  sav  or  do 
would  stop  the  smirks  and  looks. 

Sue  walked  home  from  school  with 
me  a  couple  of  nights  ago.  "I've  never 
been  so  humiliated,"  she  choked. 

And  what  about  the  guy?  He's  a 
Christian  fellow  who  does  a  lot  of 
talking  about  going  into  "full-time 
ser\'ice."  People  hardlv  mention  his 
name  in  connection  with  the  gossip. 

Even  if  there  isn't  any  loose  talk, 
something  happens  to  a  girl  who 
makes  a  practice  of  petting— some- 
thing unclean  and  degrading.  She 
doesn't  feel  that  she's  as  nice  a  person 
afterwards. 

Love  is  something  tender  and  beau- 
tiful to  me.  It  probablv  means  more 
to  most  oirls  than  anvthins  else  in  the 
world.  Love,  a  home,  and  a  family  of 
her  own— those  are  the  things  a  girl 
my  age  considers  the  highest  goals  in 
life.  And  we're  deeplv  concerned 
about  being  pure  and  clean  for  our 
future  husbands. 

What  happens?  Some  fellow  in- 
sists on  more  and  more  special  atten- 


tions from  a  girl.  Mavbe  she  falls  for 
the  line,   "Evervbodv's  doing   it,"  or 
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she  might  be  afraid  he  won't  ask  her 
for  another  date  unless  she  goes  along 
to  some  extent.  So  she  starts  compro- 
mising her  convictions. 

She  probablv  tries  to  hide  it  from 
her  boy  friend,  but  she  begins  to  feel 
cheap,  and  a  little  of  her  self-respect 
dies.  This  hurts  a  girl,  even  though 
bovs  apparentlv  do  not  understand. 

One  of  these  davs,  vou  fellows  who 
like  to  park  won't  be  plaving  games 
with  love.  It'll  be  for  real,  with  mar- 
riage, a  home,  and  a  familv.  What 
sort  of  a  wife  will  you  want— a  girl 
u'ho's  been  pawed  over  bv  the  guys 
she's  dated? 

And  what  are  vou  going  to  bring  to 
marriage?  A  dirtv  mind  and  guiltv 
hands?  Are  you  going  to  be  able  to 
look  back  on  vour  dating  vears  vdth 
approval  or  are  vour  memories  going 
to  be  stained? 

Ask  a  wise  Christian  couple,  and 
they'll  turn  "thumbs  down"  on  park- 
ing and  necking.  They'll  tell  vou  it's 
important  to  keep  minds  and  actions 
pure  if  you  want  the  greatest  happi- 
ness from  marriage. 

Recently  a  nurse  told  the  girls  in 
our  young  people's  society:  "Petting 
can  be  the  same  as  lighting  the  fuse 
on  a  charge  of  dynamite.  It  can  blast 
your  lives,  and  the  lives  of  your  par- 
ents, for  a  long,  long  time." 

This  very  thing  happened  to  a  cou- 
ple of  Christian  kids  in  our  school  last 
year.  They  couldn't  control  their  pet- 


ting, and  now  they  have  a  baby. 

They  got  married,  and  thought  that 
their  problem  would  end  as  soon  as 
the  gossip  died  down.  But  their  trou- 
bles only  seemed  to  start. 

The  boy  wasn't  able  to  go  back  to 
school  to  graduate.  In  order  to  earn  a 
living,  he  had  to  take  a  job  wheeling 
cement  with  a  construction  crew.  He 
tries  to  pretend  that  he's  as  happy  as 
he  would  have  been  had  he  gone  to 
college  and  into  chemical  engineering 
as  he  had  planned.  But  his  eves  aren't 
happy.   He  seldom  smiles. 

I  think  he  and  his  wife  love  each 
other,  but  she  seems  to  be  unhappy 
too.  She's  learning  to  cook  and  clean 
house  and  take  care  of  a  family, 
though  her  heart  had  been  set  on 
nurse's  training. 

Both  sets  of  parents  were  stunned 
by  what  happened.  Thev  stood  bv 
their  children,  and  so  did  most  of  the 
people  in  the  church,  but  the  hurt 
went  deep,  and  it  will  be  a  long  time 
before  they  all  get  over  it. 

Romans  12:1  and  2  applies  to 
Christians  on  dates  as  well  as  in 
everything  else.  "I  beseech  you  there- 
fore, brethren,  by  the  mercies  of  God, 
that  ve  present  vour  bodies  a  living 
sacrifice,  holy,  acceptable  unto  God, 
which  is  your  reasonable  service.  .  .  ." 

We  girls  are  far  from  perfect,  but 
we'd  like  some  help  from  you  boys. 
How  about  dedicating  your  cars  to 
the  Lord?  T

Higher  Education  Faces 
Imminent  Bankruptcy 

Over  the  past  year  and  continuing, 
well-known  periodicals  are  carrying 
articles  that  point  up  the  financial 
crisis  that  faces  the  colleges  and  uni- 
versities of  the  land.  The  most  sig- 
nificant one  is  yet  to  appear.  It  has 
not  yet  been  released  to  the  public, 
but  will  appear  shortly  after  the  first 
of  the  year.  A  preview  of  the  article 
enables  us  to  make  some  observations 
in  advance. 

This  crisis  is  not  confined  to  pri- 
vately operated  institutions  of  higher 
learning  alone.  Even  the  public,  tax- 
supported  institutions  are  feeling  the 
pressures  of  the  times.  Over  the  past 
decade  there  has  been  an  education 
explosion.  There  are  now  more  than 
two  and  one-half  times  as  many  stu- 
dents attending  college  as  before.  In 
the  effort  to  meet  this  expanding 
need,  the  public  as  well  as  the  private 
institutions  have  strained  every  sinew; 
and  this  has  produced  financial  esca- 
lation. The  government  has  entered 
into  the  picture  with  billions  of  dol- 
lars in  assistance.  But  rather  than 
relieving  the  situation,  this  has  de- 
layed the  crisis  and  expanded  it. 
Taxes  have  skyrocketed  in  this  ex- 
panding economy,  and  the  mood  of 
people  has  changed.  But  the  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning  have  been 
left  with  the  problem  of  supporting 
expanded  superstructures  with  static 
or  declining  income. 

Confronted  with  this  problem,  in- 
stitutions have  resorted  to  the  only 
source  of  income  over  which  they  had 
some  control:  namely,  income  from 
student  tuition  and  services.  As  a  re- 
sult there  has  been  doublina,  triplino 
and  quadrupling  of  tuition  over  the 
past  ten  years.  But  even  this  is  fast 
running  into  the  crisis  stage.  It  is  now 
becoming  evident  that  costs  are  pric- 


ing the  student  out  of  the  market;  and 
some  institutions  are  suffering  static 
or  declining  student  enrollment,  with 
the  consequent  result  of  operating 
deficits  runnino  into  the  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars.  This  can  lead  in 
only  one  direction:  namely,  that  of 
bankruptcy,  unless  some  emergency 
measures  are  taken. 

God  Has  Preserved  Grace  Schools 

The  grinding  financial  trends  of 
our  day  are  also  felt  at  Grace  Theo- 
logical Seminary  and  Grace  College. 
But  bv  the  grace  of  God  we  have 
been  able  to  maneuver  through  the 
obstacle  course  and  operate  in  the 
black.  But  this  does  not  mean  that 
we  can  do  this  without  exercising  the 
greatest  wisdom  and  economy.  Nor 
does  it  mean  that  this  can  be  done 
without  the  determined  and  coopera- 
tive effort  of  the  constituencies  who 
count  this  school  precious  and  God- 
ordained. 

Through  more  than  thirty  years  of 
time  determination  and  sacrifice  on 
the  part  of  Brethren  people  have  been 
used  of  God  to  preserve  and  perpetu- 
ate Grace  Schools.  It  is  our  convic- 
tion that  God  will  increase  this  de- 
termination and  sacrifice  for  the  ex- 
panding and  intensifying  financial 
pressures  through  which  we  are  now 
passing. 

Mortgage  Paid  Off 
on  Three  Buildings 

On  the  thirtieth  day  of  September 
the  final  payment  on  the  first  three 
buildings  on  the  campus  was  made. 
On  October  16  the  canceled  mortgage 
papers  were  returned.  This  is  an  evi- 
dence of  the  continuing  provision  of 
the  Lord  over  the  past  decade  and  a 
half. 

McClain  Hall,  the  first  building, 
was  built  in  1950  and  occupied  in  the 


fall  of  1951.  It  represented  an  outlay 
of  $350,000.  In  1957  and  1958 
Philathea  Hall  and  the  gymnasium 
were  built  at  a  combined  cost  of 
$400,000.  The  mortgage  on  McClain 
Hall  was  continued  and  extended  to 
cover  the  two  new  buildings  in  1959. 
In  nine  years  the  entire  amount  was 
retired  without  missing  one  payment. 
This  is  indeed  an  achievement  for  the 
school  and  its  corporation  for  which 
we  give  all  the  glory  to  God. 

If  these  buildings  were  being  built 
today  at  current  prices  and  using  the 
construction  companies  that  were 
then  used,  the  cost  would  exceed  a 
million  dollars  and  perhaps  would 
come  very  near  the  million  and  a  half 
mark,  just  twice  the  original  cost. 
This  gives  us  reason  to  rejoice  at  the 
goodness  of  the  Lord. 

Building  Continues 
To  Be  Important 

In  1962-63  the  first  dormitory, 
which  includes  the  dining  commons, 
was  built  at  a  cost  of  $875,000.  In 
1965  another  residence  hall  was  built 
at  a  cost  of  $275,000.  Both  of  these 
buildings  are  being  financed  through 
the  use  made  of  them  by  the  students. 

At  this  juncture  we  are  engaged  in 
the  erection  of  a  Library-Learning 
Center,  in  some  respects  the  most 
needed  structure  and  the  most  impor- 
tant on  the  campus.  It  is  proceeding 
according  to  schedule  and  will  be  fin- 
ished about  February  or  March  of 
1969,  the  Lord  willing. 

Brethren  Investment 
Foundation  Service 

Through  the  Brethren  Investment 
Foundation,  some  funds  are  available 
for  the  erection  of  the  Library-Learn- 
ing Center.  But  even  this  is  depen- 
dent upon  Brethren  people  investing 
in  the  foundation  and  earmarking 
their  investments  for  Grace  Schools. 
We  urge  Brethren  people  who  invest 
with  the  intent  of  helping  Grace 
Schools  to  be  sure  to  advise  officials  of 
BIF  of  their  intent. 

Because  the  Library  is  not  an  in- 
come-producing building,  gifts  are 
needed  to  ultimately  liquidate  the 
costs.  Interest  on  investments  only 
makes  the  burden  heavier  and  more 
difficult.  Join  us  in  this  time  of  great 
need  with  a  gift  that  will  help  to  pre- 
serve and  perpetuate  the  ministry  of 
Grace  Schools.  ▼ 
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Have  you  ever  heard  of  the  four 
spiritual  laws?  Just  as  there 
are  physical  laws  which  govern  the 
physical  universe,  so  there  are  spiri- 
tual laws  which  govern  your  relation- 
ship with  God.  Sue,  the  first  law 
states  that  God  loves  you  and  has  a 
wonderful  plan  for  your  life.  .  .  ." 
With  these  opening  words,  contact 
has  been  made  with  another  person 
about  to  be  introduced  to  Jesus 
Christ. 

Through  Campus  Crusade,  Grace 
College  students  desire  to  reach  oth- 


very  favorably.  Most  of  the  students 
contacted  are  impressed  that  other 
college  students  take  the  time  and 
really  want  to  tell  them  about  Jesus. 
A  large  majority  of  them  also  say  that 
they  do  feel  a  need  for  a  more  per- 
sonal religious  faith.  The  following 
results  from  contacts  made  give  the 
overall  picture: 

Dian  has  accepted  Christ  into  her 
heart.  She  realized  that  she  needed 
a  deeper  spiritual  experience.  Cindy 
was  dissatisfied  with  her  church.  This 
was  probably  the  first  time  she  had 


discipline  himself  to  read   the  Bible 
dailv  for  strength  in  witnessing. 

"Campus  Crusade  has,  therefore, 
given  me  the  opportunity  to  grow  and 
strengthen  my  own  Christian  testi- 
mony because  as  I  witness,  I  am  made 
aware  of  my  weaknesses  in  some  areas 
concerning  the  Lord,  and  at  other 
times  I  comprehend  the  strengths  I 
have  in  Him.

ers  with  the  most  important  news  in 
the  world:  the  saving  power  of  Jesus 
Christ  and  how  to  live  the  abundant 
life  with  Him. 

On  an  average  Saturday  afternoon 
you  will  find  Grace  students  on  the 
campus  of  Purdue  University.

Patil 
thinks  that  every  person  is  a  son  of 
God  and  that  Christ  was  no  better 
than  any  other  man.  Lois  thought 
she  was  a  Christian.  She  said  that  I 
had  given  her  something  to  think 
about. 

But  not  only  does  this  message  help 
others,  it  is  equally  rewarding  for 
those  proclaiming  it.  Demonstrative 
of  this  is  the  following  testimony  of 
Phil  Teran,  a  sophomore  at  Grace, 
from  Pasadena,  California:

Let's 
Face 
Facts!

As  a  Christian  school,  Grace 
through  the  Christian  Service  De- 
partment  is  opening  many  doors  of 
service  to  students.  They  are  to  take 
part  in  youth  groups,  teach  Sunday- 
school  classes,  hold  meetings  in  old 
folks'  homes,  do  cell-to-cell  visitation 
at  the  jails,  witness  person-to-person 
through  Campus  Crusade,  and  serve 
on  evangelism  teams  over  weekends. 

Of  course,  we  cannot  forget  daily 
chapel  services  with  messages  by  fac- 
ulty members,  visiting  missionaries, 
pastors,  evangelists,  Bible  teachers, 
educators  and  leaders  in  various 
Christian  enterprises.  Add  to  this  the 
inspiration  derived  from  good  sacred 
music.  Student  groups  plan  and  con- 
duct one  chapel  each  week.  Atten- 
dance at  all  chapels  is  required. 

Also  take  a  look  at  the  "clubs"  on 
campus.  For  example  Sigma  Tau 
Theta  provides  fellowship  and  in- 
struction for  students  who  share  the 
goal  of  "full-time  Christian  service." 
Pre-seminary  students  and  others  find 
their  common  interest  expressed  in 
I  Corinthians  3:9,  "For  we  are  labour- 
ers together  with  God." 

Another  club  is  "W.M.F.,"  World 
Missions  Fellowship,  open  to  all  stu- 
dents interested  in  developing  a 
world-view  of  missionary  activity, 
whether  committed  to  foreign  mis- 
sionary  service  or  not.  This  organiza- 
tion sponsors  the  annual  missionary 
conference,  brings  many  missionary 
speakers  to  the  campus,  holds  monthly 
meetings  which  are  chiefly  informa- 
tional, and  sponsors  daily  prayer 
groups  for  various  mission  fields. 
This  year's  theme  verse  is  Jeremiah 
9:23  and  24,  "Thus  saith  the  Lord, 
Let  not  the  wise  man  glory  in  his  wis- 
dom, neither  let  the  mighty  man  glory 
in  his  might,  let  not  the  rich  man 
glory  in  his  riches:  but  let  him  that 
glorieth  glory  in  this,  that  he  under- 
standeth  and  knoweth  me,  that  I  am 
the  Lord  which  exercise  lovingkind- 
ness,  judgment,  and  righteousness,  in 
the  earth:  for  in  these  things  I  de- 
light, saith  the  Lord." 

But  is  this  enough?  Does  this  sat- 
isfy the  spiritual  need  of  the  student? 
The  answer  is  two-fold.  We  students

at  Grace  College  need  a  home  church 
that  will  support  us  in  the  spiritual 
side  of  life.  They  say,  "You  can  lead 
a  horse  to  the  water,  but  you  can't 
make  him  drink!"  What  am  I  driving 
at?  I  am  saying  that  the  church  is 
sending  students  that  are  not  spiri- 
tually ready.  It  is  estimated  that 
about  90  percent  of  the  students  that 
register  do  not  have  foreign  missions 
or  any  type  of  full-time  service  for  the 
Lord  in  mind.  Their  goal  is  to  get 
their  B.A.  or  B.S.  degree  and  get  a 
good  job.  It  is  not  the  school's  fault 
that  students  come  with  that  attitude. 

Do  students  take  advantage  of  all 
these  opportunities  to  learn  of  full- 
time  service?  No!  The  average  atten- 
dance at  the  clubs  mentioned  above 
is  about  fifty  students.  This  is  only 
a  handful. 

The  problem  stems  from  the  home 
church.  Some  churches  emphasize 
missions  only  when  a  missionary  or  a 
special  speaker  comes.  Seldom  does 
the  pastor  or  some  other  church 
leader  challenge  the  youth  to  go  all 
out  for  the  Lord.  How  many  parents 
are  there  that  are  praying  daily  to  the 
Lord  to  use  their  son  or  daughter  in 
full-time  service  if  it  is  His  will?  How 
many  church  leaders  are  there  who 
take  time  out  to  explain  what  full- 
time  Christian  service  is? 

Yes,  Grace  College  is  responsible 
to  provide  a  Christian  liberal  arts 
education.  But  is  the  church  trying 
to  pass  the  buck  to  the  Christian  col- 
lege as  to  its  responsibility  in  doc- 
trinal training  of  its  youth?  As  a  stu- 
dent reflecting  on  these  thoughts,  I 
see  a  big  need  for  the  home  church 
to  get  on  her  knees  and  ask  the  Lord 
to  send  forth  laborers  from  her  midst. 
I  believe  that  parents  should  start 
praying  that  the  Lord's  will  be  done 
in  their  children's  lives,  and  pastors 
better  start  to  explain  in  detail  what 
full-time  Christian  service  is.  We  stu- 
dents should  start  saying,  "Lord,  not 
my  will,  but  Yours.  Here  am  I,  send 
me."  T

On  Sunday,  October  1,  1967,  at 
2  p.m.,  Billy  Sunday  probably 
shook  the  sates  of  heaven  with  raoe. 
Of  course  this  is  only  a  figure  of 
speech;  however,  I  am  sure  that  he 
would  have  loved  to  have  come  back 
to  his  pulpit  to  set  a  few  people 
straight. 

On  that  afternoon  "Up  With  Peo- 
ple" was  the  cry  that  resounded 
through  Billy  Sunday  Tabernacle  in 
Winona  Lake,  Indiana.  A  "Sing- 
Out"  musical  sponsored  by  the  Moral 
Re-Armament  Movement  and  com- 
posed of  new  and  different  folk  music 
as  well  as  hilarious  skits,  was  the  pro- 
gram which  stimulated  the  excite- 
ment. The  program  was  staged  bv 
150  energetic  high  school  and  collese- 
age  young  people  who  dislike  the 
loud-mouthed  minoritv  in  America 
who  scream  about  what  thev  are 
against.  These  young  people  staged  a 
demonstration  to  proclaim  what  thev 
are  for.  They  are  for  a  new  young 
America  with  ideals  of  high  morals 
and  patriotism.  However,  this  is  only 
the  beautiful  skin  of  a  diabolical  ap- 
ple. Many  Christian  young  people 
attended  the  program,  and  a  few 
could  not  see  through  the  beautiful 
skin  to  the  rotten  core  of  the  apple. 

Frank  Daniel  Buchman  started  the 
Moral  Re-Armament  Movement  in 
the  early  1900's.  As  long  ago  as  1946, 
Newsweek  magazine  called  the  move- 
ment "a  cat  with  nine  lives."  Many 
times  the  movement  has  died  out,  but 
it  has  always  been  revived  under  a 
new  name.  Two  of  its  past  names 
have  been  Buchmanism  and  The  Ox- 
ford Group  Movement.  Today,  Moral 
Re-Armament,  Up  With  People,  and 
Sing-Out,  are  the  new  names  for  this 
old  humanistic  movement. 

The  fundamental  belief  behind  the 
movement  is:    "Make  the  man  good 

o 

and  the  world  will  be  good."  The 
philosophy  used  in  making  man  good 
is  to  change  him  by  a  "washout."  Let 
him  confess  his  sins  before  his  fellow 
man  and  rid  himself  of  his  hidden 
obsessions.  Then,  if  he  begins  each 
day  with  a  silent  period  during  which 
he  listens  in  for  "divine  guidance," 
his  life  will  be  renewed  and  become 
an  influence  to  renew  the  world 
around  him.  The  movement  teaches 
four  absolutes  to  follow   for  a   good 

o 

moral  life:  absolute  honesty,  absolute 
love,  absolute  purity,  and  absolute 
self-sacrifice.    Moral  Re-Armament  is 
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anti-Christian  because  it  is  a  program 
of  man  pulling  himself  up  by  his  own 
strength.  Followers  of  the  movement 
proclaim  that  there  is  no  need  of  re- 
demption through  the  blood  of  Jesus 
Christ  on  the  cross.  Be  kind  and 
good;  do  the  best  you  can— people 
who  do  that  are  Christians.  Is  the 
poor  effort  of  any  man  to  approach 
perfection  Christianity?  Is  mv  at- 
tempt to  find  my  way  back  to  God 
Christianity?  It  certainly  is  not.  This 
is  why  this  deceptive  philosophy  is 
verv  dangerous.  It  is  serving  as  a  sly 
counterfeit  for  Christianity  in  the 
lives  of  thousands  of  people  in  Amer- 
ica and  all  across  the  world.  Morality 
cannot  get  man  into  heaven  because 
Christianitv  is  not  a  matter  of  man

reaching  up  to  find  God,  but  of  God 
reaching  down  to  man.  It  is  not  a 
matter  of  man  trying  to  live  up  to  a 
moral  code,  but  of  man  responding 
with  his  whole  being  to  the  mercy 
and  kindness  of  God.  It  is  only 
through  the  transforming  power  of 
Jesus  Christ  working  in  the  life  that 
a  man  can  gain  true,  lasting  morality. 
Students  at  Grace  College  who 
helped  sponsor  the  Sing-Out  along 
with  community  leaders  were  in- 
formed that  this  organization  had 
made  a  clean  break  with  the  Moral 
Re-Armament  movement.  However, 
through  personal  contact  with  mem- 
bers of  the  group,  students  and  fac- 


ultv  alike  found  that  there  has  been 
no  split. 

When  the  "Lip  With  People"  or- 
ganization goes  into  an  area,  the 
members  of  the  group  are  given  lodg- 
ing in  people's  homes.  This  is  how 
thev  spread  their  gospel.  Thev  pre- 
sent a  very  impressive,  exciting  musi- 
cal program  emphasizing  morality  and 
patriotism,  and  then  they  proclaim 
the  beliefs  of  the  Moral  Re-Arma- 
ment mo\'ement  on  a  person-to-person 
basis  in  individual  contact.  If  there 
is  any  interest  shown  in  the  move- 
ment, one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Sing- 
Out  group  stays  behind  and  works 
with  some  influential  community 
leader  in  setting  up  a  local  chapter  of 
Sing-Out.  This  is  exactly  what  hap- 
pened in  the  Warsaw-Winona  Lake 
area  last  October. 

The  members  of  Sing-Out  declare 
that  Moral  Re-Armament  is  not  a 
religion;  it  is  just  a  way  of  life.  Well, 
what  is  a  religion,  if  it  isn't  a  way  of 
life?  Sing-Out  is  being  proclaimed  all 
over  America  as  the  greatest  thing 
that  has  hit  young  Americans  in 
years.  It  is  being  backed  by  verv  in- 
fluential  men.  Soon  it  will  per\'ade 
your  city  and  ask  for  the  lives  of  your 
young  people.  The  energetic,  out- 
ward picture  you  will  see  of  a  group 
of  young  people  proclaiming  high 
morals  and  patriotism  is  a  good  pic- 
ture. But  I  ask  Christians  to  step 
back  and  gain  a  better  perspective  of 
the  true  philosophy  of  the  movement. 
I  am  opposed  to  an)'  movement 
whereby  people  are  taught  to  pull 
themselves  up  bv  their  own  strength— 
a  movement  that  teaches  that  there  is 
no  need  for  redemption  through  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ.  "Sing-Out," 
"Moral  Re-Armament,"  and  "Up 
With  People"  are  one  and  the  same; 
and  while  thev  disguise  themselves 
under  the  popular  theme  of  morality 
and  patriotism,  they  are  spreading  a 
philosophv  that  is  anti-Christian. 

Christians  should  certainly  not  be- 
come disillusioned  with  this  deceptive 
counterfeit  for  Christianity.  It  should 
only  remind  us  once  again  that  Satan 
is  using  every  means  possible  to  gain 
the  souls  of  men.  I  am  against  this 
movement  called  "Up  With  People," 
because  it  is  essentially  opposed  to  the 
movement  with  which  1  am  involved. 
My  movement  is  much  more  effective 
and  lasting  in  results.  It  is  called, 
"Up  With  Christ."  T

gift  will  be  applied  toward  the  $650,000  library-learning  center 
now  under  construction  on  the  campus.
